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PREFACE TO VOL. II. 



Some explanation appears to me to be due to the subscribers to " The Butterflies of 
India, Burmah and Ceylon" as to the. delay which has taken place in the publication of this 
volume. The second part of the first volume was issued in August, 1883, soon after which 
date Major Marshal] obtained twenty months' sick leave to Europe. He took away with him 
the rough MS. of this volume, hoping to be able to continue the work at home, but ill- 
health prevented, him from doing so. He returned to India in March, 1885, but the un- 
certainty of his health even then made it doubtful whether he would ever be able, in addition 
to his official duties, to conduct to a successful issue a work of this magnitude, and as the 
publication had already been delayed nearly two years, he most reluctantly decided, in the 
interests of the work, to abandon his share in it, and, on my expressing my willingness to con- 
tinue it alone, he forwarded to me all the papers and drawings connected with the publication. 
Since that date {March, 1885) I have worked steadily and unremittingly at this volume. 

It has been a source of great disappointment to me that Major Marsha?! should have been 
obliged to retire from the work, and that my name alone should appear on the title-page, 
especially as his retiring has been so far more nominal than real; every word of the MS. 
and two proofs have been carefully revised by him, and in every way he has rendered mc 
the greatest assistance and encouragement, and has promised most kindly to continue his 
valuable help in the futureas far as he is able to do so. I can only express a hope in con- 
cluding this matter that my readers will not find any falling off in interest or less accuracy 
in the matter contained in the second than obtained in the first volume, and my deep 
indebtedness to Major Marshall for his invaluable assistance and advice. 

It is my pleasing task to convey my best thanks to the following gentlemen for assistance 
given, eilher with specimens or information, during the preparation of this volume, in addition 
to those mentioned in the preface to the first volume : — To Colonel C. Swinhoe I am indebted 
for the loan of specimens from his collection, and also for carefully going over all the proofs 
of this volume and adding many useful notes ; to Colonel A. M. Lang, R.E-, for the use of 
his large collection ; to Mr. Otto Mdller for the loan of any specimens I required from his 
magnificent Sikkim collection, now numbering some 500 species; and for the gift of specimens 
from Mr. W. H. Irvine from the Malda district ; Major E. Y. Yerbury from the Punjab ; 
Mr. A. V. Knyvett from Bhutan, where he has recently obtained Stic hoph thai ma nourmahal ',

In conclusion, I would express a hope that the succeeding volumes of this work will be 
issued at shorter intervals than the two first have been, and that the public, professionals and 
amateurs alike, will extend to this volume the same indulgence as they have shewn to the first, 
remembering that it is the product of scanty leisure, and carried through in the face of many 
difficulties and in a trying climate.

"Body, robust ; antrnn-*, long, with a broad elongate distinct club ; PALPI, large, 
protruding, wide apart, scaly, the front edge broadly dilated; WINGS, large, triangular, but 
varying much in outline ; cell, sometimes closed in both wings, often open in hindwing, and 
sometimes open in forewing also ; forewing, nervures not dilated at base, (except in a few 
genera, Ergolis, Euryteta, &v. t in which the costal nervure only is dilated), the second sub- 
costal nervule emitted before end of cell*; hindwing, channelled to receive abdomen, no 
prsediscoidal cell." ( Afarskall and de NicfrUle, Butt, of India, vol. i, p. 17). 

•* Body, more or less robust. Head, of moderate size. Eyes, large, generally naked. 
Palpi, large, generally obliquely porrected, extending considerably in front of the head, wide 
apart, generally clothed with scales, with the front edge broadly dilated ; the basal joint 
generally curved, and furnished beneath with a tuft of hairs ; the terminal joint small and 
slender. Antenna, generally rather long, and terminated by a broad or elongated club. 
Thorax, large. Audomen, moderate-sized or large. Wings, large, often greatly variegated 
in the colours, and marked beneath with ocellated spots [in a few of the genera only, the wings 
are also sometimes marked with ocelli on both sides]. Forewing, generally more or less trian- 
gular, with the discoidal cell closed [usually, though frequently it is entirely open] by slender 
disco-cellular nervules : veins, not dilated at the base [except in the first three genera] ; the sub- 
costal nervure emitting four branches, exclusive of the terminal portion of the vein, which has 
sometimes been regarded as a fifth branch ; the first and second branches generally arising 
before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell [in a few genera the first subcostal nervule only 
arises before the end of the cell], and the third and fourth at equal distances apart between 
the extremity of the cell and the tip of the wing. Hindwing, generally broadly ovate, rarely 
furnished in the males with tufts of hair ; the outer margin often more or less deeply scalloped 
or dentated, the abdominal margin forming a deep groove for the reception of the abdomen ; 
not furnished at the base with a pr;e liscoidal cell ; the praicostal nervure short and arched ; 
the discoidal cell of moderate length, generally closed by slender disco-cellular nervules. 
Forelegs, short, and not fitted for walking ; the tib'ta and tarsus of the male often clothed 
at the sides with a fringe of fine hairs, forming a flattened brush ; the tarsus consisting of a 
single elongated joint, obtuse at the top, and destitute of claws ; those of the female 
generally rather longer, with the tarsus rather dilated at the extremity, where it is more or 
less distinctly obliquely articulated ; the articulations, as well as the tip of the tarsus, armed 
beneath with short spines. Hindlegs, long, with the tibia; armed with two spurs at the tip, 
and the underside of the tibia and tarsus armed with rows of short spines. Claws, simple, 
acute, curved ; paronychia, large, bifid, setose, leathery ; the outer division largest ; pulvillus, 
dilated." 

M Larva, long, generally cylindric, and more or less spined ; not or rarely attenuated 
behind, and with the hinder extremity of the body generally obtnse. Pupa, elongate, 
generally more or less armed with angulated prominences ; suspended by the tail only, hanging 
by the extremity of the body, and not girt across the middle." (iVsitrvwd, 1. c, p. 143 )

2 NYMPHALIDiE. NYMPHALIN^. 

Mr. Westwood in the ' Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera* included the genera Enisps, 
Amathwia, Zeuxidia, and Discophora in his Family VII, Nymphalida, they are here placed 
in the Subfamily Morphines. In his Family XI, Eurytelida, he has arranged the genera 
Eurytela, Etgolts stnd Hypanis {= Byblia), but their more natural position seems to be at the 
head of the Nymphalinm. They are closely allied to the Salyrirta, but still more closely to 
the subfamily in which they find a place in this work. 

The Nymphalincc, excluding the genera which were placed in a separate subfamily by 
Westwood under the name of Eurytelidw, comprise two groups in which the form of the larva 
widely differs, the first in which the larva is smooth, limaciform, and having on the head non- 
retractile horn-like appendages, and of which the typical genus is Apatura ; and the second 
in which the larva is cylindrical, and armed with long spines or with elongated tubercles 
armed with bristles, and of which the type is Limenitis. In the first group also the pupa is 
typically without angular projections or metallic spots, and in the second group it usually 
presents both these features. The European genera have already been divided into these two 
groups by Dr. Lang (" Butterflies of Europe"), Apatura and Charaxes coming in the first group 
under the name of Apaturidm, and Limenitis, Neptis, Vanessa, Pyrameis, Meli/<za, and 
Argynnis in the second as Nymphalida, The ultimate natural division of the group will no 
doubt be on these lines, but unfortunately as yet the life-history of many of the Indian genera 
is so little known that we cannot for want of data work on them, and I have therefore 
adopted an artificial classification for the present based on the characters of the perfect insect 
only, and although it is unsatisfactory as separating widely such genera as Apatura and 
Charaxes, Euripus and llcstina, Argynnis and Melitma, it is the best that I can offer and 
will serve its purpose until a more profound knowledge enables us to rectify its errors and 
shortcomings. 

The Nymphalinx contain the typical genera of the entire family of Nymphalida with the 
forelegs very feebly developed and unfitted for walking ; they are distinguished from the 
Danaina by the body being far less leathery in texture, and more densely clothed with hair 
or furry scales, by the absence of the anal tufts of hair in the males, and by the juices not being 
acrid ; from the Elymniinm by the absence of the prsediscoidal cell in the hindwing, the 
greater dilation of the palpi, and the absence (except in Ergolis, Eurytela, and Byblia) 
of the dilation of the costal nervure ; and from the Acraimz by their having the hindwing 
channelled to receive the abdomen. But they are linked to the Satyrinm and Elymniina 
through the Eurytdida:, and to the Moiphina* by the frequent absence of the lower disco- 
cellular nervule in the hindwing, and through Tanaecia by the arrangement of the subscostal 
nervules in the forewing. In the typical genera, the long protruding wide-apart palpi dilated 
on the front edge and the strongly clubbed antennae are the prominent characteristics ; but the 
subfamily presents great divergencies in many respects. 

There is great diversity in size, Penthema and Kallima being very large, while Melttaa and 
some species of Neptis are very small insects. There is also great variation in form, in many 
genera the hindwing is tailed and sometimes lobed in addition, in others it is deeply scalloped, 
while in others again it is slightly waved or entire. The apex of the forewing in some genera 
is truncate, in others rounded or acute, and lastly in Kallima it is produced into a lengthened 
point. In neuration also there is great variety, in some genera the cells of the forewing and 
hindwing are closed, in others they are open ; and the subcostal Hervules of the forewing are 
given off from the costal nervure at very different points. It is on this latter character that the 
key to the genera is primarily based, bnt it cannot be strictly adhered to, as in four genera 
(//estina, Neptis, Argynnis and Cyresiis) the species can be divided into two groups, one in 
which the first subcostal nervule only of the forewing is given off before the end of the cell, in 
the other the second branch is given off in addition before the termination of the cell. 

The genus Terinosh remarkable in having the eyes hairy, and in some species the neuration 
of the male different from that of the female. As a rule, however, in the subfamily there are 
but few prominent secondary sexual characters. In Ergolis and Terinos there are large 
patches of glandular hairs or scales in the male, and in one species of Cirrhochroa and some of 
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A'gynnis there is placed on cither side of certain of the nervules on the upperside of the forewiny 
a streak of differently-formed hairs or scales. The hairy clothing of the forelegs of different 
genera of Nymphalina is exceedingly variable, in Vanessa it is carried to the greatest extreme 
amongst butterflies, both sexes having nearly equally hairy forelegs (hence the name " brush- 
footed butterflies" often applied to this group), while in other species the forelegs have close-set 
scales rather than long hairs- The hairy clothing of the palpi exhibits much diversity also. 
Speaking generally though not always the thorax is very stout, and the abdomen is short with 
the abdominal margin of the hindwing deeply channelled to receive it. 

In their habits in the perfect state they are pre-eminently bold, sunshine-loving insects, never 
skulking in the shade amongst trees and bushes as do the butterflies of the subfamilies Afor- 
phina and Satynna. They also usually rest with the wings widely-spread open ; in the 
preceding subfamilies this is the exception. In the genus Chataxcs the power of rapid flight 
is very great, as would be expected from the great strength of the veins and the structure of 
the stout thorax to which the wings are attached. In the genus Xip/is and the " While Admiral" 
group of Limmi/isihc flight is easy, graceful and sailing, while in I'uttrssa, Argymit's, Apatuta, 
&c, though the flight is rapid and irregular, they are often easily caught owing to theiv habit of 
returning again and again to the same resting place on a particular leaf. The flight of Cyrestis 
is weak, and they often when pursued suddenly alight on the underside of a leaf; so 
alsc docs Stifochiona tticca. Many of the species are very foul feeders, the depraved tastes of 
the " Purple Emperor" are well known, species of Charaxes have also been taken on carrion, 
C fabius is very fond of the juice of the toddy palm, Euthalia of rotlen fruit, &c. One of 
the most successful modes of catching many species of rare butterflies is to place rotlen fruit 
or some other attractive, strong-smelling bait on the ground near their haunts, when numbers 
of specimens may often be found busily regaling themselves where previously not an indivi- 
dual was to be seen. 

The Nymphalim? are found throughout the known world, one species, P. caniui t being 
cosmopolitan and found from India to the Polar regions, but the greatest development of the 
subfamily is in tropical and subtropical regions ; out of considerably more than one hundred 
genera described only eight are found in Europe, while no less than forty-five occur in India 
including all the European ones, but these latter are for the most part confined in our limits to 
the Himalayas. The characters of the tropical forms present the greatest difficulty and much 
less is known about them. Many of the genera are represented by large numbers of species, 
several by one or two species only, and many of the species are very common over wide areas. 
The perfect insect appears to have more settled characters and to be less subject to variation 
than among the Satyrinir, but a notable exception is found in the colouring of the " oak leaf" 
butterfly (Kallima inachii) in which the underside is hardly ever alike in two specimens. 

The external structure of the larvae is very variable. The most usual form is more or less 
of a cylindrical shape, thickly furnished with rows of branched spines (Plate II, Athyma 
leucotkoi), a pair on the head being often more prominent and larger than the rest In typical 
Apatura however the body is smooth and shagreened, and there are two horns on the posterior 
portion of the head pointing backwards, and the tail is bifurcated, reminding one at once of the 
larvae of the Elymniitia and Satyriner. The larvae of the genera EulhaUa and Symphadra are 
amongst the most remarkable in butterflies. Projecting from the body all round are long 
widely-branched spines somewhat resembling fern fronds. These spines spring in a single 
row from the sides, and when the insect is at rest on the surface of a leaf lie flat upon the leaf. 
The larvse are usually green, and though so conspicuous-looking when separated from 
their natural surroundings are exceedingly well-hid and difficult to see when at rest in their 
usual position in the middle of a leaf, the light-coloured line down the centre of the back 
answering to the mid-rib of the leaf. An example of this form is given on Plate II, 
Adolias (*=* Euthalia) gar uda. 

The pupae are always freely suspended by the tail, never girt across the body by a thread 
(see Plate II). Many of them are beautifully gilt, and from this cause have been termed 
" Aurclia," hence " Aurelian," an old name for entomologists. They vary very greatly in form* 
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snme arc short and thick and quite smooth, others have the head terminating in two points, 
while others again are much spined and angled.

Mr. Westwood, in the Gen. Diurn. Lep,, vol. ii, p. 403, placed the first three genera of the 
Nympha'tina (as here arranged) together with Elymnias (— his Melamiis), and three American 
genera which have since been included amongst the Nympkalitm, in his Family XI, Eurytelidcc, 
with the following characters : — 

"Insects of moderate size. Body, moderately robust. Head, moderate-sized. Eyes t 
generally naked. Palpi, generally elongate, not compressed, clothed with short hairy scales. 
Antenna:, short, slender, not terminated by a decided club. Wings, generally large, dentated 
or angulated, and not ocellated beneath. Forewing, with the costal nervure always greatly 
swollen at the base ; subcostal nervure with the first and second branches arising before the 
extremity of the discoidal cell, the discoidal cell closed with a slender lower disco-cellular 
nervule. Hindwing, with the abdominal margin moderately developed, so as only to form a 
slight canal for the reception of the abdomen ; discoidal cell closed by a slender lower disco- 
cellular nervule. Forelegs, small, those of the male more or less hairy, without tarsal 
articulations ; of the female also small, but rather longer, and with the tarsal portion articu- 
lated ; without claws. Claws of the middle and hindlegs simple." 

"This is another group which I would prefer to regard as a subfamily rather than 
as a separate family, its characters only appearing sufficiently strong to warrant the latter 
rank being accorded to it. Of these the elongated palpi scarcely differ from those of 
many of the Nymphalina, either in length or the nature of their clothing ; in this latter 
respect they are well distinguished from the Satyrina, with which, however, the strongly 
swollen condition of the costal nervure of the forewing seems to offer a point of connexion, 
although not a strong one, since it is a character of only generic value amongst the last- 
named insects. The structure ot the forelegs in both sexes is also almost identical with 
that of many of the Nympkalincc. The species are of moderate size, and for the most part 
varied in their colouring, although destitute of the beautiful ocelli of many of the preced- 
ing groups" ( Westwood, 1. c.) 

• This character does not always hold good ; in some species of the genera Hesiina, Neftit, Argynnis, 
and Cyrestis the second subcostal nervule of the forewing is emitted after the apex of the cell. 
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Ergolis, Ettrytda and Byblia certainly seen to form a connecting link between ihe 
Satyrina, Elymnitna and the Nymphalina, the structure of the larva and the swollen costal 
nervure being important points of connection. Mr. Distant in his '* Rhopalocera Malavana" 
places them at the head of his synopsis of the genera of Kymphalina, but afterwards 
describes them near the middle of that subfamily, and adds that he is "not at all satis- 
fied with the position in which" he has " placed these genera." Nor am I satisfied with 
the position they here occupy ; they form a small and anomalous group, and it would perhaps 
have been better to have erected them into a subfamily under Westwood's name. 

ffOEUS 44.— ERGOLIS, Boisduval. (Plate XVIII). 

Ergot'it, Boisduval, Sp. Gun-, vol. i. pi. iv, fig.. 4 ( 1S36I; Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. it, p. 400.

*'Body, moderate-sized; -wings, large, broad, thickly ornamented above with numerous 
slender, dark, undulating lines. //ead t small, clothed with short scaly hairs. Eyes, 
moderate-sized, naked. Antenna, slender, about two-fifths of the length of the forewing, 
terminated by a very slight and gradually-formed club, obtuse at the tip, and not more than 
double the thickness of the basal part of the nntennre. Palpi, porrected, but slightly curved, 
extending considerably beyond the length of the head, and not elevated above the middle 
of the eyes; the terminal joint a little deflexed at the tip, parallel, finely hairy beneath, the 
upper edge with a ridge of short hairs from the middle to the end ; terminal joint elongate- 
oval, slender. Thorax, oval, woolly in front Abdomen, slender. Forewing, large, well arched 
along the costal margin; outer margin irregularly waved, about two-thirds of the length of 
the costal ; inner margin nearly straight, about one-fourth longer than the outer, so that the 
wing appears nearly truncate at the tip. Veins arranged nearly as in Eurytela. Costal nervure 
dilated at the base ; upper disco-cellular nervule very short, oblique ; the extremity of the [upper] 
discoidal nervule extending into the most prominent of the angulations of the forewing ; 
middle disco- cellular considerably longer, curved at its base, its extremity directed outwards 
longitudinally, forming the base of the lower discoidal nervule; lower disco-cellular very 
slender, nearly transverse, uniting with the third median nervule just beyond its origin, 
closing the discoidal cell at about one-third of the length of ihe'wing. IIindwing, very broad, 
outer margin scalloped. Pracostal nervure rather oblique, branching at its extremity ; costal 
extending to the outer angle of the wing; subcostal arising half way between the body awl 
the praecostal, branching at a moderate distance from the base ; upper disco-cellular nervule 
arising quite close to the origin of the subcostal branch, forming the very slightly curved base of 
the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular nearly straight, slightly oblique, uniting with the 
median nervure close to the origin of the third median nervule, closing the discoidal cell at about 
one-third of the length of the wing. Forelegs of the male very minute and slender, but slight- 
ly and finely hairy ; tarsal portion scarcely half the length of the tibia, simple, exarticulate, and 
destitute of terminal claws or spines ; of the female somewhat longer than those of the male ; 
femur rather shorter than the tibia and tarsus united ; tibia and tarsus of nearly equal length, 
slender, cylindrical, scaly ; the tarsus scarcely dilated at the extremity, where it is articulated ; 
the joints with very short spines at their extremity beneath. Middle and hindlegs rather 
short, slender, scaly ; tibia almost destitute of short spines beneath ; tarsus more thickly 
armed with rows of spines at the sides and beneath ; claws, very slender, curved and entire." 

'* Larva, rather short, cylindrical, rather attenuated in front ; head armed with two long 
setose spines ; segments of the body armed with fascicles of short setx, or with small 
setigerous tubercles, variegated with spots and oblique stripes of different colours. Pupa, 
rather elongated ; head-case obtusely pointed ; thorax-case with an obtuse tubercle on the 
back ; base of the dorsum of the abdomen with a larger obtuse tubercle." 

"The very broad form of the wings (the forewing appearing almost transversely 
truncate), and the slender undulating black streaks with which they are adorned on both 
sides, at once distinguish the species of this genus. On the underside the spaces enclosed 
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between each pair of dark streaks is of a richer hue than the ground-colour of the wings. 
In their structural generic characters they are, however, very closely allied to the genera 
Ettrytda and Byblia" {IVestwood, 1. c.) 

It is singular that no author, as far as I am aware, has described the very prominent 
secondary sexual characters that exist in the males of the species of this genus. In all the 
species on the underside of the forewing there is a very large triangular patch of shining 
black scales from the submedian nervure extending a short distance into the cell and above 
the third median nervule, but not reaching the outer margin. In addition to this in 
£. ariadne the subcostal nervure and first subcostal nervule on the upperside of the hind- 
wing are white and shining for a greater portion of their length ; and in E. taprobana in the 
middle of the disc of the hindwing on the underside there is a large diffused patch of deep 
maroon scales. All these characters are absent from the female. 

Ergolis, as also Byblia, is found in Africa, in all parts of India, and extends through the 
Malay peninsula, Sumatra, Java, &c, to the Philippines. The described species are few in 
number, several of them are but doubtfully distinct, and some of them range from India to 
Java. In habits they resemble the Nymphaiinm rather than the Satyrina ; their flight is short 
and jerky, they frequent bushes and cultivated spots, and always settle with wings widely 
expanded. They are generally numerous in individuals wherever they occur. It is also a 
curious fact that two distinct species always seem to occur together in India ; where one species 
is met with there will be found another species also.

HABITAT ; Continental India, Burma, Malay peninsula. 

Expanse : 2*1 to 2*7 inches. 

Description : *' Male and female, Upperside warm ochraceous ; forewing with 
a subapical white spot placed above the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, 
and with the following blackish markings : — two lines crossing the cell near the base, the outer 
one continued to the submedian nervure ; two waved and zigzag lines crossing the middle of 
the cell, and continued to the submedian nervure ; three waved lines at the end of the cell not 
passing the median nervure ; a pair of curved and very zigzag lines crossing the disc at about the 
middle of the wing, followed by another very waved line, commencing near the subapical 
white spot ; a submarginal series of three waved lines, the inner one faint and somewhat 
macular ; the outer margin black, with the cilia alternately greyish. Hind-wing with the 
markings similar and generally continuous with those of the forewing, but the inner 
of the three submarginal lines replaced by a series of castaneous spots placed between 
the nervules, sometimes at and along the median nervules, divided by the junctiou of the 
anterior and posterior waved lines. Underside duller and slightly darker than above j the 
spaces between the waved lines (excluding the submarginal ones) castaneous, thus showing two 
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very prominent and dark fascia on the disc, and a narrower and paler one near the base of 
both wings ; body and legs more or less concolonrons with the wings." (Distant, 1. c.) 

This species may easily be distinguished from E. ariadne by the outer margins of both 
wings being more even, and the lines across the upperside more numerous and rigtag. The 
female is altogether paler than the male, the subapical white spot on the upperside of the 
(brewing more prominent. It is a common species ; I have taken it plentifully in Calcutta and 
in Sikkim at low elevations, but only on one occasion at Simla ; it occurs also rarely at 
Masuru Mr. S. E. Peal has sent specimens from Sibsagar in Upper Assam, Mr. Wood- 
Mason took it in Cachar, and it is common in Orissa, from whence Mr. W. C Taylor has 
sent numerous examples. Colonel Swinhoe has taken it at Deesa in Rajputana, and has received 
it from the Nilgiris ; Dr. Anderson took it in the Mergui Archipelago, and Captain C. T. 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Valley, and the Donat range in Upper Tenasserim in the early 
months of the year. It probably occurs throughout Northern and Continental India, extending 
eastwards through Assam and Burma to the Malay peninsula. The larva is green, with two 
branched spines projecting forwards in front of the head, and feeds on the cantor-oil plant. 
Mr. Wallace states that the larva of Ergolis " agrees with the Junonia type," but the 
bifurcating branched spines on the head are absent from the larvce of Junonia, their presence 
would apparently indicate the near relationship of Ergolis to the Satyrinte rather than to the 
Nymphalinoe. In Charaxes, however, a genus of the latter subfamily, the larva; of which have 
a superficial likeness to the Salyrimc, the spines are directed backwards instead of forwards. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

What appears to be an occasional aberration, or " sport," of this species has lately been 
described by Mr. Moore under the name of E. tapcstrina. There is a single specimen from the 
Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and one from Upper Tenasserim In Major 
Marshall's collection which agree somewhat with his description ; the latter is given below.* 

300. Ereolis taproTsaaa, Westwood.

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 1 75 to 22 inches. 

Description: " Male and female. Upperside, both wings dark ferruginous, crossed 
by four or five basal black sinuous lines, a disco-cellular double line, two medial, two 
discal, and a marginal line, the discal ones interspaced with indistinct black-speckled spots ; 
the lines obsolete on the costal border of the hindwin* ; a small white costal spot near the 
apex of the forming in the female. Underside dark purple-brown, palest on the outer 
borders ; transverse sinuous lines indistinct in the male, but very distinct and with four 
intervening spaces suffused with chalybeate-grey in the female." (Moore, l.c ) 

In Ceylon " Widely distributed in low country and hills up to 6,000 feet, both in forest 
and cultivated lands. Found all the year in the hills, variable and not so common in the 
plains. Flight slow, skimming, but shy, and not easy to capture" (Hutchinson). " Common 
all the year round in low country and up to 4,000 feet" ( Mackwood). 

This species may be distinguished from E. merione by its darker colour on the upperside, 
the outer margin of the forewing less falcate ; it has also no subapical spot on the upperside of 
the forewing in the male. On the underside of the hindwing in the male there is a large discal 
round suffused patch of dark maroon scales not mentioned by Mr. Moore. There are specimens 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Calicut and Ootacamuud (IV. F. Hampsoii) in South

Habitat: Throughout India, Ceylon, Assam, Burma, Malay peninsula, Sumatra, Java, 
Borneo and Formosa. 

Expanse; i -8 to 2*3 inches. 

Description : "Malr and female rufous or ochraceous. Forming with a small white 
subapical spot placed just above the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, 
and with the cell crossed by the following dark markings : — a short and nearly straight basal line 
continued to the submedian nervure, a double-looped and much-waved Hue in the middle, and 
two longer, waved, and more widely separated lines at the apex ; two waved discal fuscous lines 
crossing both wings, commencing about the subcostal nervure of the forewing, and terminating 
near the submedian nervure of the hindwing j on both wings these are followed by a waved 
and more indistinct line, and again by a very dark and sinuated submarginal line ; a similarly 
dark marginal line, the cilia somewhat alternately greyish. Underside very dark ochraceous 
or pale castaneous, crossed by three very irregular dark fasciae, the first near the base, the 
second crossing the wings about the apices of the cells, the third between the last and the 
outer margin ; these fasciae have their margins darker, and the third encloses a series of dark 
spots placed between the nervules (these are most distinct on the hindwing) ; marginal and 
submarginal lines as above, and the subapical white spot on the forewing very distinct. In 
the male the area of the median nervules, on the underside of the forewing, is shining 
greenish fuscous. Body and legs more or less concolourous with the wings," {Distant, I.e.) 

This is as common a species as E. merionc* I have taken it at all seasons in Calcutta, 
and rarely in Sikkim. There are specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Orissa ( W. 
C. Taylor), Sibsagar (.S. E. Peal), Sylhet, Cachar {Wood-Mason), Mergui archipelago {Dr. y. 
Anderson) ; Bombay, the Wynaad, Calicut, South India, Ceylon, Upper Tenasserim, and Java 
{Horsfield). Mr. Moore has recorded E. ariadne from the North- West Himalayas (Proc. Zool. 
Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 240), but as the specimens referred to were probably those collected in 
Calcutta and given by me to Mr. Hocking, this is most likely incorrect. Colonel Swinhoe has 
taken it as far west as Deesa in Rajputana. 

Mr. Moore has apparently confined E. ariadne to Java, as recently he has described 
E. indica from India. Comparing specimens so named by him with Javan ones collected by 
Dr, Horsfield, 1 can find no constant character by which to separate them. The description 
of E. indica is given as a foot-note.* Similarly I am unable to separate the Ceylon specimens 
which he has named E. minorata from Continental Indian ones, except that they are rather 
smaller. The description is given below. + It would appear from it that there is a wide

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distinction in the colouring of the underside, but in reality this feature is very variable, and 
a series o( Ceylon specimens match in this respect with a series of continental specimens 
of E. ariadne. 

Mrs. Wylty of Khorda, Orissa, has furnished me with the following description of the 
transformations of E. ariadne. "Larva,, 75 of an inch in length. Above black, with a 
narrow dorsal stripe starting near the head and ending before reaching the tail, composed of 
transverse stripes and dots of yeilow ; beneath and legs purplish-red. The body covered 
with six even rows of 3-branched spines; two long many-branched spines on the small 
black head : moves its head from side to side when walking. Food-plant, the Tragia involucrata 
(Bkhttee, Bengali, Bkha, Ooriya), a twining plant with hairy and stinging leaves. Pupa, 
greyish-brown with a few dark shadings, a pointed projection on the thorax. Attaches itself 
by the tail to its food-plant and stands out from tt nearly horizontally, the body of the pupa 
slightly curved downwards. Emerges in about ten days." The colour of the pupa seems variable ; 
those I have bred in Calcutta when attached to the green stem and amongst the green 
leaves of the food-plant were coloured green also ; the brown pupa; may be attached to dead 
leaves or stalks. 

An allied species to E. ariadne from Singapore and Sumatra has been described by 
Mr. Wallace. Mr. Distant in his M Rhopalocera Malayana" is unable, however, to identify it. 
The description is given below.* 

Geuua 45.— ETOYTELA, Boisduval. (Plate XVIirj.

*'Bodv, and wings moderate-sized ; the latter scalloped; forewing angulated below the 
apex. Head, moderate-sized, with a tuft of hairs at the base of each antenna. Eyes, pro- 
minent, naked ; hairy in some African species. Antenna, not quite half the length of the fore- 
wing, slender; terminated by a slight, gradually formed, but very short club, obtuse at the 
tip. Palpi, elongated, rather slender, finely hairy, porrected further than the length of the head, 
and elevated to about the middle of the eyes ; terminal joint about half the length of the pre- 
ceding, slender. Thorax, of moderate size, woolly in front and behind. Abdomen, slender. FoRE- 
wing, moderate-sized ; the costal margin but slightly arched ; apex subtruncate ; outer margin 
scalbped, angulated below the apex at the extremity of the upper discoidal nervule. Upper 
disco-cellular nervule very short, rather oblique ; middle scarcely longer, slightly curved ; lower 
much longer, straight, transverse, but very slender, uniting with the median nervure exactly 
at the origin of the third median nervule. Hindwing, moderate-sized, subtriangular-ovate. 
Outer margin strongly scalloped. Upper disco-cellular nervule arising very close to the base 
of the branch of the subcostal nervure ; the lower very slender, transverse, and uniting with the 
median nervure at a little distance before the origin of the third median nervule. Forelegs, of 
the male very slender and short ; the femur very delicately hairy ; the tibia and tarsus of equal 
thickness, and of nearly equal length, being together about one-fourth longer than the 
femur. Of the female considerably longer than those of the male, but equally slender ; 
the tarsal portion dilated into an elongate-oval mass, with the three intermediate joints 
armed at the tip within with a pair cA long sharp spines ; terminal joint very small and 
oblique. Middle and hindlegs, rather short, thickly scaly ; tibia armed beneath with row! 
of short spines ; tarsus more thickly clothed beneath and at the sides with rows of short 
spines. Claws t small, curved, acute, simple. Paronychia, very slender, bifid ; the outer 
division almost setaceous." (fVes/wood, he)

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The larva and papa of a Natal species (F. hiarbns) described by Mr. Gooch are "both 
conspicuous by their forms. The larva has two long divergent clubbed and rough horns on 
its head, and the pupa is remarkable by its angulated, excavated, and alated development. 
Some of the larva; were green with black marks, and others were gTeen all over."* 

Like the genera Er gaits and Byblia, Eurytela is represented in Africa as well as in the 
Oriental region ; in fact it is in the former continent and in Madagascar that the majority of 
the species included in it are to be found. Only two species occur in the East, one in the 
Andaman Isles, Tenasserim and Java, the other in the Malay Peninsula, Sumatra and Borneo. 
The former is remarkable from the very different aspect of the opposite sexes, the male being 
dark blue, the female pale ochraceous. 

302. Eurytela horsflolclii, Boisduval. (Plate XVin, Fig. 69 g). 

E horsfieldii, Bnisduval, Faim. Ent Madagasc., p 54, n. 1, male ; E strpkentii, idem, id., p. 35, n. a 
female (1833); E korsfieldi, Wallace, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1869, p. 331, n a. 

Habitat : Andaman Isles, Tenasserim, Java. 

Expanse : i\ to 2*3 inches. 

Description : Male. " Wings denfated, on the upperstde Mack-blue, with a common 
discoidal evanescent pale fascia. Underside blackish-grey, with four undulating black lines : 
the hindwing rounded, forewing with the apex produced." Female. " Wings dentated, 
blackish-ferruginous, with four undulating black lines, and a common discoidal fascia, inter- 
rupted in the forewing, Iuteous. Underside paler, the hindwing rounded, the for eating 
with the apex produced." (Boisduval, 1. c.) 

Male. Upperside deep blue-black. Forewing with a subapical bluish-white diffused 
oblique streak, and another wider one across the middle of the disc, commencing just above the 
second median nervule, and ending on the inner margin, both these streaks inwardly sharply 
de6ned, outwardly diffused, and followed by a slaty-blue band extending almost to the margin 
which is black, and bearing a submarginal waved line dilated at the costa. Within 
the lower bluish- while streak and below the median nervure to the inner margin the ground-colour 
of the wing is slaty-blue. Hindwing divided into the following bands :^A slaty-blue basal one, 
a broad bluish-white one, then a narrower blue one, a broad deep blue-black band and the 
margin blue. The disco-cellular nervules marked with a black line. Cilia white. Under- 
side, both wings French-grey, mottled with blackish throughout, especially so across the disc, 
the margin palest ; crossed by a basal nearly straight black line, two hardly-traceable discal 
ones, which are nearly lost in the dark ground-colour of that portion of the wing, and a very 
zigzag submarginal one. The disco-cellulars marked with a black line. Female ferruginous- 
ochreous, instead of deep blue-black as in the male, markings pale ochreous instead of 
bluish-white; cilia dusky. Forewing -with a reniform mark near the middle of the cell, followed 
immediately by a dark line which is continued across the base of the hindwing; the disco- 
cellular nervules defined by a dark line. The bluish-white subapical and discal bands of 
the male replaced by paie clear ochraceous ones, followed by a hinular blackish line, and 
then a submarginal one as in the male. Hindwing with the base ferruginous-ochreous, 
beyond which the disc is broadly pale ochraceous, the disco-cellulars marked with a dark 
fine line, beyond which is an irregular fine dark line from the costa to the submedian nervure, 
followed by a darker and more regular line, within which towards the anal angle the ground- 
colour is mottled ferruginous, and beyond it to the margin it is dark ferruginous, with a 
submarginal black line, which is straight from the anal angle to the third median nervule, 
from thence to the outer angle it is waved. Underside, both wings pale ochreous, mottled 
with blackish ferruginous, The disco-cellulars marked with a dark line, and the wings 
crossed at nearly equal distances by four dark lines, the third from the base being on the 
hindwing the widest and darkest. The margin defined with a dark line.

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The late Mr. A. de Roepstorff sent several specimens of both sexes of this species to the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, Captain C. T. Bingham has taken a single male in the Meplay 
Valley in October, which differs from South Andaman specimens on the npperside. in having 
the marginal blue band obsolete, and in its much lighter colouration on the underside. 
E. horsfUldii also occurs in Java. 

The fi*mre shows both sides of a South Andaman male in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

A very beautiful species of the genus has been described from Malayana ; the original 
description is given below.* It is quite distinct from E. HorsfUldii, the ground-colour of the 
npperside being entirely rich ultramarine-blue to judge from the published figures of it. 
Genus 49.— BYBLIA, Hiibner. (Plate XVIII).

11 Body, slender, moderately woolly ; wings, of moderate size, of a rich orange colour above 
with black markings, but not ocellated, alike in both sexes. Head y rather small, finely hairy 
in front Eyes, prominent, naked. Palpi, elongate, rather slender, not compressed, finely 
hairy, porrected considerably further than the length of the front of the head ; the terminal 
joint horizontally porrected. not elevated above the level of the middle of the eyes ; middle 
joint with a small conical tuft of hairs in the middle, next the face. Antenna, short, scarcely half 
the length of the fore wing, slender ; joints indistinct, not anniented, with pale scales ; termi- 
nated by a rather long gradually-formed club, formed of very short joints, obtuse at the tip, 
which is curved outwards. Thorax, rather small, woolly in front. Abdomen, very slender. 
Forewing, of moderate size, subtriangular j the costa moderately arched ; apex rather rounded ; 
outer margin about two-thirds of the length of the costa, convex, very slightly scalloped ; 
inner margin nearly straight, rather longer than the outer. Costal nervure dilated at the 
base ; subcostal with the first and second branches arising before the anterior extremity of the 
discoidal cell ; third and fourth beyond it, at considerable distances apart. Upper disco- 
cellular nervule very short, oblique ; middle disco-cellular considerably longer, less oblique, 
slightly curved ; loiter disco-cellular much longer, transverse, the lower extremity curved a 
little outwards ; uniting with the median nervure at the origin of the third median nervule, 
and closing the discoidal cell at two-fifths of the length of the wing. Hindwing, subtrian- 
gularly ovate ; outer margin scalloped ; inner margin forming only a slight gutter for the 
reception of the abdomen ; prcecostal nervure curved, lightly furcate at the tip ; costal nervure 
extending to the outer angle of the wing ; subcostal nervure branching at a moderate distance from 
the base, followed quite closely by the upper disco-cellular nervule^ which forms the slightly curved 
base of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular very slender, strongly arched, uniting with 
the median nervure at a little distance in advance of the origin of its third branch, and closing 
the discoidal cell at about one-third of the length of the wing. Forelegs, of the male 
very small, slender, and delicate, very slightly and finely hirsute ; the femur rather longer than 
the tibia ; tarsus rather more than half the length of the tibia, quite simple, and destitute of 
articulations and claws, or terminal spines. Forelegs of the female half as long again as 
tl.ose of the male, slender, scaly, and destitute of hairs ; the proportions of the different parts 
as in the male, the -tarsal portion as thick as the tibia, slightly dilated towards the tip, and 
armed with three pairs of short spines, indicating the second, third, and fourth articulations. 

• Euryteta castelnaui, Felder. Habitat : Malay peninsula, Singapore, Sumatra, Borneo, Expanse: a'i 
inches. Description : " Male. Wings tunuUtcd with white between the cilia ; uprsMStne blue, an undulating 
black submarginal stnga ; underside dusky brown, the base and beyond variegated with white, three common 
(fiscal black fascia;." fFelder, Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv, p. 401, n. 26 (i860; ; id., Reue Novara, Lep., vol. 
iii, pL Ui, figs. 5, 6, male (1866) ; id., Wallace, Trans. Ent. Soc. Load., 1869, p. 331, n. 1 ; id., Distant, Khou. 
Malay., p, 136, n . I( p[. xv, fig. 10, male (1882). 

The following short description is taken from the figure in the Reise Novara:— Upperside of a deep ultra- 
marine-hUie without gjoss, the exterior margin narrowly ecUed with black, and a submarginal tine of narrow 
black lunules following the contour of the wing which is dentate, and somewhat falcate by the prolongation 
of the lower discoidal nervule. Usdubs-ok brown, suffused with whitish towards the margin, and covered 
with minute dark striae; fare-wing with two indistinct dark discal bands : hindwing with one indistinct baud 
in continuation of the outer one on the forewing, and two dark sinuous lines between it and the base. 
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Middle and hindlegs, moderately long and slender ; the spines on the underside of the 
tibia and tarsus rather stronger and more numerous than in Ergolis and Eurytela ; claws, 
strong, simple, entire ; paronychia, very small." ( Weslwood, 1. c.) 

This is a genus of very small extent, occurring in Africa, peninsular India and Ceylon 
only. In Africa the species of Byblia present several different forms, some of which bav^ 
been figured and described by different authors, and are by some authorities still kept distinct, 
while others unite them under one species. Mr. Trimen remarks (Rhop. Afr. Austr., p. 216) 
that ** There can be no doubt whatever that all the hitherto-recorded species of Hypanis 
[ = Byblia] are varieties of a single species, ilithyia of Drury." They are small insects, bright 
ferruginous on the upperside with narrow black border and black lines and spots. 

Hoy to the Indian species of Eyblia. 

A. Underside of hindwing with a black band across the disc beyond the middle of the wing bearing 

pairs of white dots. 

303. B. IUTHV11. Africa, Continental and Southern India, Ceylon. 

B. This band entirely white, instead of being black, and undulating, and not bearing white dots 

in pairs.

Habitat: Africa, continental and peninsular India, and Ceylon. 

Expanse : eT, 1*85 to 20 ; 9 » *'o to 22 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both wings bright ferruginous, with black costal 
and exterior marginal borders. Foreiving with three short streaks crossing the cell, a disco- 
cellular lobular streak joined beneath to an irregular band extending across the base of the 
hindwing, and followed on that wing by a lower row of small spots ; a subraarginal band, 
broken below the costa of the forewing, extending to the anal angle of the hindwing, and from 
which runs a longitudinal line along each vein to the outer border. Female with the black 
basal markings narrower and more confluent, with suffused dusky basal interspaces, the submar- 
ginal band broader, and to which is joined an inner row of lunules, the outer spaces being 
macular. Cilia alternated with white. Underside paler, forewing marked as above ; borders 
of the costal streaks and a row of spots before the apex pale yellow. Hindwing with a basal 
and medial transverse yellow band, lined externally by a black line, and internally by a row 
of black spots, an intervening black spot, a submarginal black band spotted with white and 
bordered outwardly by large yellow spots, a white marginal lunular line." (Moore, I.e.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Kutch, the Deccan, and Bombay, 
from the late East India Company's Museum ; from the Anseba Valley, Abyssinia, collected by 
Mr. W. T. Blandford, and from Madras. Mr. J. Davidson, C.S., has taken it at Dhulia in the 
Khandesh district, Bombay, in July, and in Major Marshall's collection are specimens from 
Poona (October and November), Mhow (October). Depalpore (November) all taken by Colonel 
C. Swinhoe, from Madras and the Nilgiris. In Ceylon Mr. Moore states that it is " a very rare 
butterfly." Mr. Butler records B. polinice as a distinct species from Madras, probably 
considering that B. ilithyia occurs in Africa and not in India. The Abyssinian specimens above 
referred to agree, however, with the Indian ones. Colonel C. Swinhoe (Proc. Zool. Soc, 
Lond., 1885, p. 129, n 32) also records B. polinice from " Poona, September to December; 
Ahmednugger, June to November." From a close scrutiny of the numerous specimens of B, 
ilithyia from various localities which I have examined, I am unable to find any characters by 
which to separate them into two species. Drury's original figure of B. ilithyia is of a male, 
while Cramer's of B. polinice is of a female. It seems more than probable that Cramer did not 
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know both sexes of the species he named, or that his specimen was a female while Dniry's was 
a male of one species, hence the confusion that has arisen. 

Mr. E. H. Aitken has furnished me with the following short note on the transformations 
of this species: " The larva of both Ergolis ariadne and Byblia ilithyia were found on 
Tragia cannalimt, and were so similar that the only distinctive mark was the dorsal light -green 
or greenish -yellow broad band, which in the latter was continued to the anal extremity, while in 
the former it reached to the middle only. The colour on the sides was sometimes green, but 
generally almost black. Length about an inch, E. ariadne being a little smaller ; shape 
cylindrical, slender for its length, with two longitudinal rows of branched spines. There 
were twelve pairs of these spines, besides the peculiar pair on the head nearly a quarter 
of an inch long and not branched, but terminating in a crown-like expansion. The pupa 
is rather slender, colour sometimes green, sometimes brown. In this stage the two species 
seem indistinguishable." 

The figure is taken from a male Madras specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both sides, 

304. Sybil* SimplflX, Butler. 
HyPanis simplex, Butler, Proc. Zool Soc. Lond., 1883, p. 146, n. 7, pi- xxiv, fig. 8 ; id., Swinhoe, Proc. 
Zool. Soc. Lond., 1885, p. iao„ n. 33. 

Habitat : Depalpore, a lake-district 30 miles north of Mhow ; Assirghar ; Poona. 

Expanse : 1 "6 inches. 

Description: " Allied to the African //. [=5.] cora. Uppersidk tawny with black 
markings as in little-marked females of H. [= B] ilithyia of Africa. Underside very like 
H. [=B.] cora, but the black discoidal markings of the forewing distinctly white-edged, the 
snhapical white spots larger and clearer, the nubmarginal black band near external angle 
reduced to a mere undulated stripe ; the first and second white bands of the hindwing pure, 
not crossed by coloured veins, edged on both sides with black dots ; submargin.il white spots 
less widely separated ; an undulated white marginal stripe in place of the pairs of white 
dots." (Butler, I.e.) Mr. Butler does not indicate the sex of the specimen he describes and 
figures : it appears to be a female however. 

B. simplex has as yet only been taken by Colonel C. Swinhoe as far as I know, he has 
found it at Depalpore in Central India in January ; at Mhow in June, July, and October, 
common; at Assirghar in September; and at Poona in November, December and January, 
common. I have not seen a specimen of this species. From the figure it appears to be distinct, 
the hindwing on the underside much paler, with a submarginal chain of large white or 
yellowish spots inwardly defined with a fine black and then a white line, while in B. ilithyia 
the latter is broken up into white spots in pairs. 

The next group of the Nymphalina contains ten genera, which are distinguished by 
having only the first of the subcostal nervules of the forewing emitted before the end of the cell - 
the second subcostal nervule being emitted beyond the origin of the upper disco-cellular 
nervule, which marks the end of the cell. This group is further divided into two sub-groups, 
the first five genera having the second subcostal nervule emitted far beyond the end of the cell, 
while in the other five it is emitted close to the end of the cell. 

With the exception of Melitma which is a Paia?arctic genus, only extending into our limits 
in the high ranges of mountains on the North and North-West, the whole of the genera of 
this group are either confined to the southern slopes of the Himalayas extending to the hills 
east of the Brahmaputra, or else are spread through the Indo-Malayan region, one genus 
extending to Africa and another to Australia. Most of the genera of this group comprise but 
few species. 

Genus 47.— ETO1PTTS, Westwood. (Plate XX).

" Body, robust ; hindwing deeply scalloped, with a very short truncated tail in the middle 
of the outer margin. Hbad, moderate-sized, hairy, scarcejv tufted in front. Eyes, large, promi- 
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nent, naked. Palpi, scaly, obliquely porrected, not elevated much higher than the middle of 
the eyes, porrected to about half the length of the head ; the tips converging, scaly, except at 
the base beneath, and on the back of the terminal half of the second joint, which are hairy- 
Terminal joint small, ovate-conic. Antenna:, strong, rather more than half the length of the 
forewing ; terminated by an elongated, rather slender club, the tip of which is slightly curved 
outwardly. 7karax t elongate-ovate, robust, woolly, spotted with white in front. Abdomen t 
rather slender. Forewing, elongate-triangular. Costal margin not strongly arched ; apex 
rather obtuse ; outer margin about two-thirds of the length of the costa, very slightly scalloped, 
its anterior portion rather convex, but emarginate below the middle; anal angle strongly 
rounded ; inner margin equal in length to the outer margin. Subcostal nervurg having the 
first branch arising at about one-fourth of the length of the wing ; second branch arising rather 
beyond half the length of the wing ; third branch arising at about two-thirds of its length, 
and extending to the tip ; fourth branch arising half way between the third and the tip, extending 
to the outer margin below the apex ; terminal portion of the nervure more oblique. Upper disco- 
cellular ncrvule extremely short, transverse, arising at about one-third of the length of the 
subcostal nervure; middle disco-cellular very short, curved, forming the base of the lower 
discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular obsolete, so that the discoidal cell is open. Median 
iwvure strong; its third branch not strongly arched at the base. Hindwing, subtriangular ; 
costal margin much arched at the base ; outer margin deeply scalloped ; the margin between 
the discoidal and the third median nervule being somewhat elongated into a very short truncated 
tail. Prmcostal nervure slightly oblique in a direction from the body, and forked at the tip- 
Subcostal nervure branching near the base. Upper disco-cellular nervule forming the straight 
base of the discoidal nervule and the lowtr disco-cellular obsolete, the discoidal cell being open. 
Forelegs, of the male small, feathered, the tibia shorter than the femur, and the tarsus 
nearly eq lal to the tibia in length, exarticulate, and destitute of apical claws ; annulated 
alternately with black and white hairs. Of the female about the same length as those of the 
male, more slender, and clothed with fine scales, the tarsus furnished with apical claws. 
Middle and hindlegs, strong; tibia and tarsi armed beneath with rows of minute spines ; 
the middle pair longer than the hind ones ; claws rather large, sickle- shaped, and very acute." 
{rVestwood, I.e.) 

This genus comprises about ten species inhabiting the Himalayas extending westwards 
as far as Masuri, and eastwards through Assam, Sylhet and Burma to the Malay Peninsula. 
It occurs in the Eastern Ghats and South India, but has not yet been discovered in Ceylon, 
the Andamans or the Nicobars. Species are found also in Borneo, Celebes, the Philippines 
and Japan. 

The females of several species are highly mimetic, resembling various species of Euplcea 
so closely as to be easily mistaken for them on the wing, the resemblance being not only in 
shape and markings but also in manner of flight and in the habit of resting in exposed 
positions. The males have quite a different appearance, their Might is rapid instead of soaring, 
and they rest with closed instead of open wings. The females are also very variable, and in 
some cases distinctly polymorphic. E. halitherses lias at least three forms of the female which 
mimic three different species of Euplaza. The males are fairly constant in form and style of 
marking as well as in colour. They are deep indigo blue with whitish elongated patches 
and spots on the interspaces, most prominent on the hindwing. In the two Indian species the 
haustellum is black, in the genus Hestina which is really closely allied to Euripus, but is arti- 
ficially distantly separated from it in this work, owing to the second subcostal nervule of the 
forewing in the typical species being given off from the costal nervure before the end of the 
cell, it is chrome yellow.

Expanse: 6*,2"3to2'S; ?, a*8 to 335 inches. 

Description: Male: Upperside, ^foretving black with streaks of whitish elongate 
spots. Hindwing whitish with the veins narrowly black, the border black with white spots, and 
with four red spots placed transversely at the anal angle. Underside, hindwing also spotted 
with red at the base." Female : Upperside, " wings white, the costa of the forewing, the 
veins, three oblique spots and the outer margin black, Hindioing white, the veins narrowly, the 
outer margin {spotted with white), and a transverse short band beyond the middle black. 
Underside, hindwtng marked at the base with a small carmine spot." {Wcstwood, 1. c.) 

Male : Upperside, /orating deep indigo-blue, with the following pale yellow markings : — 
a short narrow streak in the cell from the base touching the subcostal nervure, a smaller streak 
placed outwardly below it, a large somewhat quadrate spot placed obliquely across the end 
of the cell, beyond it three narrow duplex streaks placed between the nervules, and a spot at 
the base of each of the median interspaces, the lower much the larger. A discal series of narrow 
streaks from the costa to the submedian nervure placed in pairs ; a marginal series of rounded 
spots not reaching the apex ; a lengthened streak in the submedian interspace with* a short one 
placed below it at its outer end, and an obsolete streak in the internal interspace. Hindwing 
pale yellow, the veins black ; the outer margin widely black from the anal angle to the discoidal 
nervule, thence to the apex narrowly black. A marginal series of small round dots placed 
two in each interspace ; four carmine submarginal spots from the anal angle, the three outer ones 
rounded, the one at the anal angle somewhat linear. Underside as above, the base of the 
hind-wing marked with carmine. Thorax black, streaked and spotted with pale yellow, the abdo- 
men black streaked with yellow. Antenna, haustelhtm, and cilia black. Female, ground-colour 
usually pure dazzling- white, but variable ; in an Eastern Ghat specimen it is pale yellow, darker 
on the hindwing, where it may be described as being of a pale gamboge-yellow colour ; in the 
Travancore specimen, separately described under the name of van meridionaUs, it is straw- 
coloured. Markings deep indigo- blue, almost black, also variable, being much more extensive in 
some specimens than in others. Forgiving with the costa black, an oblique black spot across the 
middle of the cell and a larger one closing it ; an angled discal black band from the costa to the 
first median nervule, the portion below the angle at the third median nervule much wider than 
the portion above it ; the apex widely and the outer margin less widely black and bearing 
a series of white rounded spots, small at the ana! angle, becoming obsolete and lengthened out 
into streaks at the apex. All the veins marked with black. Hindwing with all the veins black, 
an irregular bfack patch across the disc from (he discoidal nervu'e to the submedian nervure, 
sometimes reduced to spots placed on the nervules, in other specimens quite obsolete ; the 
margin black, bearing rounded white spots placed in pairs between the nervules, variable in 
size. Underside much as above, the base of the hindwing marked with carmine. 

A female from the extreme south of the peninsula his been separately described under 
the name var. meridionals as follows : " Differs from E. consimilis in having the markings of 
the upperside of both wings straw-coloured instead of pure and dazzling white j the basal two- 
thirds of the long streak in the interno -median space, as also the streak below the submedian 
nervure of the forewing obsolete, and the submarginal short streaks at the apex of that wing 
as prominent as those which succeed them ; and all the veins of the hindwing much more 
broadly dark-bordered, with the black patch referred to in the original description of E, con- 
similis consequently much less defined. Both wings are bright carmine at their insertion on 
the underside just as in typical E. consimilis:' {Wood-Mason, L c.) 

With reference to the above Mr. Butler has written the following note :—" It would be 
supposed from the above description [by Mr. Westwood of E. consimilis^ that the ground-colour

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of the wings in this species was pure white ; the fact that a pare white form does exist in 
the North- East Himalayas would convince any Lepidopterist living in India that such was the 
case. I believe, however, that had Westwood been describing the Darjiling type he would 
have said ' alls niveis' rather than the more vague ' albis.' " 

" The type of E. cottsimifis, which is now in the collection of the British Museum, is 
of a yellowish cream-colour, not deep enough for 'straw-coloured f it differs from the white 
form represented by Wood-Mason by nothing but its yellower colour, in which character it 
perfectly agrees with its male (E. hallirothius), I suspect it to be a dimorphic species ; and 
if so, it would be a mistake to regard the snow-white variety as a local race, and give it a 
distinctive name. In the case of E. meridionalis, however, the pattern as well as the colour- 
ing ('straw-coloured,' W.-M ) differs not a little ; and therefore his name will stand for this 
race." 

"The yellow colour of Westwood 's type is not due to age, but is the tint most prevalent 
in specimens of Euripm ; were it caused by time it would be rather stramineous than of the 
pale creamy-sulphur tint which it is. Moreover, of all the examples which I have seen of this 
species, in both sexes (and I have seen a good many besides the four yellowish ones in our 
collection), only one female, obtained from Dr. Lidderdale's series, is, as Mr. Wood-Mason 
says, ' pure and dazzling white.' " {Sntler, 1. c.) 

As far as I am able to judge from the specimens to which I have had access, the female 
is not dimorphic, but is variable and occurs in different forms in different places. I am unable 
to suggest what butterflies it mimics, unless it be species of the genus Thyca, a genus of protected 
butterflies of the subfamily Pierina. 

Colonel Swinhoe has a female of E. consimilU taken in the Deyra Doon ; and the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a pair of specimens taken by Colonel Buckley at 
Masuri ; two males from Buxa, Bhutan \Mt>ti Ram) ; one male from Sikkim (there is a 
female from Sikkim in Mr. Otto Mailer's collection) ; one female from the Thoungyeen 
forests, Upper Tenasserim (Captain Bingham) ; and a female from Trevandrum, Travancore. 
In Mr. W. Doherty's collection there are a pair taken in December on a peak 5,000 feet near 
Potingi, Jaipur State, Eastern Ghats ; a female without locality in Colonel Lang's collection, 
and another from Cannanore, South India, in Colonel J. H. McLeod's collection. Mr. West- 
wood records it from Assam, Mr. A. V. Knyvett has taken a single male at Jalpaiguri, and 
Mr. E. F. T. Atkinson records it as rare from the outer Himalayas of the North- Western 
Provinces. 

306. EnrlpuS lialitherses, Doubleday and Hewitson. (Plate XX, Fig. 90 o* ?).

Habitat: North-East Himalayas, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Munipur, Burma, 

Expanse: <J, 24 to 27; ?, 32 to 36 inches. 

Description i Male : Upperside, forewing much as in E. consimilis, but the spot at 
the base of the first median interspace larger, the discal series of spots in pairs shorter, those 
in the median interspaces V-shaped, three spots in the submedian interspace ; the streak from 
the base in the submedian interspace very much shorter and more prominent, with an 
elongated spot from its outer end in the interspace below. Hindvsing with the outer margin more 
broadly deep indigo-blue, the nervules also more widely defined with that colour, and instead 
of the carmine spots near the anal angle there is a series of small pale yellow submarginal 
spots placed in pairs. Underside with the markings as above, but the ground-colour pale 
brown, all except the outer margin of the forewing from the anal angle decreasingly to the 
third median nervule, and the hindwing from the anal angle to the discoidal nervule, which is 
deep indigo-blue like the upperside. 
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The female I. Form, which is a mimic of E. rkadamantkHS^ has been described under 
the name Hestina ha by Mr. Moore as follows : — 

£. isa. " Female : Upperside, forewing dusky-brown, darker and somewhat bluish on 
apical half ; a broad oblique short white patch from middle of costal margin, intersected by 
three of the veinlets ; a whitish mark in middle of discoidal cell, and some narrow longitudinal 
white marks at the apex ; also an indistinct marginal row of small whitish spots. Hindwing 
dusky-brown, with the middle of the wing to abdominal margin white, intersected by the veins ; 
also a marginal and submarginal row of small bluish-white spots from anal angle. Underside 
paler brown, and marked as above. Wings shaped as in H. [ = Euripus] consirniiis." (Afoore, 
I. c.) This form is variable ; a specimen from Shillong in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, differs 
from Sikkim ones in being pale brown on the upperside of the forewing ; the hindwing being 
almost entirely white, the outer margin only, and a discal series of elongate streaks being 
very pale brown. Another specimen also from Shillong in Major Marshall's collection differs 
only from Sikkim examples in having the submarginal series of round spots on the upperside 
of the forewing larger, while another example has these spots obsolete, the whole of the dark 
margin which bears them hair-brown instead of purplish. 

The female II. Form, which mimics the male of E. ffffrnTWWf. has been described as 
Diadema nyetilins by Mr, Doubleday, and as Euripm cinnatnonieus by Mr, Wood-Mason, 
as follows : — 

E. nyetilius. Female. " Foreiuing brownish black, the apex broadly shaded with pale 
blue, the colour varying with the direction of the light ; between the nervules is a series of 
whitish striae, becoming less elongate towards the anal angle. Hindwing dusky white, fuscous 
at the base, the outer margin narrowly fuscous, the colour extending inwards between the 
nervules, which also are fuscous. Underside ; Forewing fuscous, with a marginal series 
of whitish spots, and two submarginal ones near the anal angle. Hindwing fuscous ; the 
inner margin and a double series of ill-defined spots towards the outer margin, of which 
those of the inner series are rounded, of the outer elongate, geminate, whitish. Head and 
thorax black with white dots. Antenna with an elongate club, fuscous. Abdomen, fuscous." 

"This species closely resembles some of the Indian Eupla:*" (Doubleday, L c.) 

E. cinnamomeus. *' Female : Upperside, forewing purplish black-brown, darkest at 
the base and along the edges, and glossed with steel-blue on the disc, with a conspicuous 
suboval or subtriangular patch of changeable lilac-blue divided by the dark veins, commencing 
broadly just in front of the ultimate subcostal fork, and rapidly narrowing to the inner angle, 
and with an indistinct submarginal series of small roundish white spots placed upon the inner 
edge of the narrow black-brown outer border, and extending from the inner angle up to the 
third median nervule. Hindwing black-brown of a richer tint, broadly and interdigitatmgly 
bordered externally with clear cinnamon-brown, which is traversed by the dark brown veins, 
and bears, midway between the black base and the wavy purplish-black narrow outer border, 
a series of four impressed white specks all encircled internally with black-brown, one in each 
interspace from the first median to the second subcostal nervule, and, at its junction with the 
wavy black outer border, a similar but more complete series of white specks, two to 
each interspace (except the second, in which there are four, the middle one of the three 
being divided) from the internal nervure to the first subcostal nervule, are all roundish, 
except the first two, which present the form of linear marks parallel to the outer margin. 
Underside, both wings cinnamon-brown narrowly bordered externally with purplish black- 
brown, with the veins rich dark brown, and the submarginal spots more numerous and distinct 
than above. Forewing slightly darker for the basal two-thirds, with a short streak 
of pale lilac between the first and second median nervules near the base of the cell and 
an ill-defined roundish clump of scales of the same colour beyond it, an externally forked 
streak of dark violet-blue occupying the basal two-thirds of the interno-median area and 
followed by an indistinct clump of violet-grey scales, a grey streak in the apical half of the 
inner margin, and a submarginal series of violet-white spots situated upon the inner edge 
of the black outer border, and extending from the inner margin to the apex, with all the 
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spots round except the first six (which have the form of linear streaks), and the last (which is 
elongate), and arranged two in each interspace except the eighth from the apex (in which 
there are three), and the last, in which there is only one. Hindwing uniformly coloured, with 
a discal series of seven violet-white spots and dots, arranged in two series, an interior curved 
one of three, and a posterior straight one of four, the three foremost of which latter, with 
the last of the anterior series, coincide with the four impressed spots of the upperside ; 
and with a submarginal series of spots of the same colour, situation, and extent as in the 
forewing, but differing somewhat in shape, the last three being linear streaks parallel to the 
outer margin, and the rest more or less elongate, and those of each pair divergent externally 
as if they were the remaining outer ends or horns of lost lunules." (Wood-Mason, I.e.) 

This form is also variable ; on the upperside of the forewing in E. nyclelius described 
from Sylhet there is a distinct submarginal series of pale streaks placed in pairs between the 
nervules, and two pale suffused discal spots in the lower median and submedian inter- 
spaces, which are not present in £. cinnamomeus, the hindwing in E. nyctdius is also much 
paler outwardly. 

Female III. Form. Upperside, forewing hair-brown, the outer margin towards the 
anal angle very slightly paler, and showing just the faintest trace of the discal band from the 
costa which is present in E, isa, the marginal dots and streaks present, but hardly visible. 
Hindwing hair-brown, a discal series of whitish spots between the veins, the four upper ones round 
and equal-sized, the fifth in the second median interspace larger and diffused inwardly, the one 
in the space below elongated into a streak, the one in the submedian interspace still longer 
and bifurcated outwardly, some obscure streaks on the abdominal margin above the anal 
angle. The usual whitish spots in pairs on the margin. Underside, both wing: paler, the 
inner margin of the forewing pale purple, the marginal streaks and spots more distinct than 
above. Hindwing with a discal series of even round whitish spots, somewhat blurred at the 
anal angle, marginal spots as above. 

The single specimen described above, which is in Major Marshall's collection, was taken 
in the Thoungyeen Forests in Upper Tenasserim in April by Captain C. T. Bingham, and 
apparently mimics Ettplaa akathoe', which occurs with it. As the other female forms have been 
named I propose for the sake of convenience to call this one E. alcatkofoides. 

This species with both female forms isa and cinnamomeus occurs in Sikkim, there are 
males in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Sylhet, Cachar ( Wood-Mason) ; Naga Hills ; 
Sibsagar (S. E. Peal) ; Mr. Sherwill has talcen E. isa at Jorehat, Assam, in June ; Shillong 
(also type of E. cinnamomeus'), and Upper Burma (taken by the Yunan Expedition). Mr. 
E. F. T. Atkinson records it from the outer ranges of the Himalayas of the North- Western 
Provinces. 

The figure shows the upperside of a male and a female I. Form, both from Shillong, in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

A very slight variety of E. halithcrses has been described from the Malay peninsula 
under the name of E. euplaoides. The male appears to differ from the Indian form only in 
having three or four marginal dots only at the anal angle of the forewing on both sides, in the 
Indian species these dots usually extend as far as the third median nervule. The ground-colour 
of the female is even paler than the first female from Shillong described above under the name 
E. isa, though the white portion of the hindwing is less extended in the Malayan form. 
The description is appended.*

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A second supposed species, of which the female only is known, has been described as 
below* from Singapore under the name of £. pfeijfera. So far as I can see the male of 
E. euplotoides is inseparable from that of E. halitherses, and judging from analogy, it may 
be predicted that the male of E. ffeiffera when discovered will also be found to be insepar- 
able, and that the whole of these forms belong to one species, halitherses, constant (or nearly ' 
so) in the male, but exhibiting six, possibly more, forms in the female, isa, nyctelius, cinna- 
mottuus, akathotoides, euplaroides and p/eiffera. 

GeUUS 43.— COTEA, Billberg. (PLATE XXIII). 
C*/*m. Billberg, Enum. Ins., p. 79 (iBao) : id. Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 64 (1881}; id., Distant, 
Rbop. Malay., p- 170 (1882) ; Messaras, Doubleday, Gen. Diurn. Lcp., vol. i, p. 163 (1848). 

" Head, rather broad, hairy. Eyes, oval, rather prominent. Palpi, divergent, ascending, 
projecting considerably beyond the forehead; first joint subcylindric, slightly curved, scaly, 
the scales very long ; second joint five times the length of the first, large, much swollen 
beyond the middle, tapering towards the apex, which is truncate, scaly, and in front hairy, 
the external hairs much the longest, dorsal tuft short ; third joint slender, acicular.f equal in 
length to the first. Antenna, scarcely three-fourths the length of the body, gradually and 
almost imperceptibly thickening towards the apex into a slender club, the last joint of which 
is pointed. Thorax, oval, moderately stout, hairy. Abdomen, rather slender, more than two- 
thirds as long as the abdominal margin of the hindwing. Fokkwing, subtriangular ; the, 
costal margin considerably rounded j the outer margin about two-thirds the length of the costal 
margin, rounded, slightly sinuate ; inner margin straight, a little longer than the outer. 
Costal nervure stout, terminating before the middle of the costal margin. Subcostal nervure 
slender, lying close to the costal until the latter turns upwards to the costa ; its first nervule 
thrown off just before the end of the cell ; its second at some distance beyond it ; its third 
about as far from the second as this is from the first j its fourth less than half way between the 
third and the apex, just before which it terminates. Cell short, about one-third the length 
of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule all but wanting ; middle much curved inwards ; 
lower very slender, almost atrophied, slightly curved, about double the length of the middle 

of the same colour near apex of inner margin, Hindwing with a very large white spot occupying the larger 
portion of cell, and narrowly attenuated and extending between the discoidal and third median nervules ; 
on inner side of this are two long and linear white spots divided by the lower subcostal nervule ; the upper 
of these is followed by a whitish spot, and the lower by two very small bluish spots, a pale streak on each aide 
of first median nervule, a long irregular and posteriorly bifid streak on inner side of submedian nervure, and 
a marginal and submarginal row of small pale bluish spots placed in pairs between the nervule* ; abdominal 
margin white, containing two curved fuscous lines Undkksidb pale olivaceous-brown, horcwing with the 
markings at. above, but larger, especially the ipou beyond the cell, which almost coalesce with the submarginal 
*cries. Hindwing marked as above, but with an additional linear spot above the upper subcostal nervule, followed 
by a subquadratc spot near apex j the posterior angle of the Joretuing and the margin of the hindwing between 
the dlscoidal nervule and the anal angle is indigo-blue as above. Body above indigo-blue ; the tyea castaneous ; 
head and thorax spotted and streaked with pale bluish; abdomen with two prominent basal spots, and the, 
posterior segmental margins of the surne colour, beneath marked much as above ; thorax beneath spotted 
with whitish, femora streaked beneath with the same a Aour ; forelegs white, annulate d with indigo-blue. 

Forezving with the following whitish spots and markings :— a narrow 
subcostal streak, a basal streak in cell, and a transverse spot at its termination ; an oblique macular fascia 
composed of four large spots beyond ceil, above which in a unall costal spot, and beneath which are a sub- 
marginal series of three spots, one above and two beneath the first median nervule ; 3 marginal scries of small 
spots which become linear at apex. Hindwing with the inner basal half whitish, and with the following marking* 
of the same colour ; a linear streak on each side of the lower subcostal nervule above cell, an irregular sub- 
marginal series placed between the ncrvules (two between the first median nervule and submedian nervure), 
and a marginal series of smaller spots. Underside a* above. Body and legs coloured and marked as in male, 
but paler." 

"The female of this species evidently 'mimics' the same sex of Euptaa diocletiana, Fabricius, and 
doubtless thereby obtains similar immunity from the attacks of birds and other enemies as is possessed by 
that inedible species. E. cuplecoidcs is clearly a local race of E. hatitheses, Doubleday and Hcwitson. * 
{Distant, 1. c) 

" Euripus pfciffertz, Felder, Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv p 235, n Ba, pi. Hi, fig. 1, female (i860) ; 
id., Distant, Khop. Malay., p. 135, n. s t woodcut ( 186a). Habitat: Singapore. Exp4»« : V15 inches. 
Description : " Flmale : fr'tnewing with the outer margin convex. Uppekkide fuscous, paler at base, darker 
outwardly, and shot with purple ; a spot at the extremity of the cell generally obsolete, and a short trans- 
verse subcostal band divided into four subelocgate spots by the veins, {the lowest smallest), white, Hindwing 
slightly scalloped Uppeksidk purplish-black, the costa and the inner margin paler, an elongate cellular spot 
powdered with white (and generally with two interior streaks of the same colour). Underbids deep brown, 
with a marginal series of elliptical spots white powdered with blue- Forevnng tinted internally with lilac, the 
spots and fascia of the upperside, and two powdery bluish spots towards the inner angle. Hindwing with the 
spots and streaks of the upperaidc more or less distinct, and seven exterior white spots powdered with blue and 
ringed with black, arranged in a line forming an angle (the first spot the largest).

Mr. Distant remarks lie) that he r ily knows this species by Felder's figure and description. 

t Aciculaji, with undulate scratches as if made with a needle, from acus, a needle. 
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one, anastomosing with the third median nervule close to its origin. Hindwing, obovate ; 
the outer margin slightly sinuate-dentate, the longest tooth being at the termination of the 
third median nervule. Prcecostal neruure simple, bent abruptly outwards. Discoidal nervule 
appearing to be a third subcostal nervule. Cell open. Abdominal fold ample. Forelegs, 
of the male scaly, and slightly fringed with hairs ; femur longer than the tibia, curved ; tibia 
also curved, nearly cylindric ; tarsus two-fifths of the length of the tibia, subcylindric, slightly 
tapering towards the apex. Of the female with the femur longer than the tibia, fringed with 
hair ; tibia cylindric, scaly and hairy, spiny within towards the apex ; tarsus five- jointed ; 
the first joint one-half longer than the rest combined, spiny within, and furnished, as are the 
three following joints, with a spine on each side at the apex, covered by a tuft of hair at the 
base of the following joint ; fourth and fifth joints transverse, the fifth very small. Middle and 
HINDLEGS, with the tibia quite as long as the femora, spiny externally and laterally, the lateral 
spines longest, spurs rather long ; tarsi longer than the tibiae, spiny , the spines of the upper 
surface slender, the lateral ones the longest, those of the under surface arranged in two regular 
series ; first joint equal in length to the rest combined ; the three following joints progressively 
shorter ; fifth elongate, ovate, equal in length to the third." [Doubledaj', 1. c.) 

Larva and pupa unknown. 

Cupka is a genus of moderate extent, about ten species having been described as belonging 
to it, which occur throughout India except in the dry plains of the North West, in Ceylon, 
the Andaman and Nicobar isles, Burma, the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, and reaching 
into China. They are moderate-sized butterflies, not very strong on the wing, with the 
prevailing colour ochreous, and the apex of the forewing broadly bordered with black.

307. Oupaa erymantais, Drury. (Plate xxiii, Fig. 105 <?).

Habitat : Kumaon, Nepal, Sikkim, Dacca, Naga Hills, Sylhet, British Burma, Upper 
Tenasserim, Andaman and Nicobar isles, Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, China. 

Expanse: 1*9 to 2 '5 inches. 

Description: "Male and female: Upperside brownish ochraceous, with two irregu- 
lar dark spots in cell, and two narrow waved dark lines at end of same ; a broad and much 
waved and siuuated stramineous fascia a little beyond cell, which is inwardly margined with 
blackish, and beyond which the colour is wholly blackish containing a stramineous spot 
between the discoidal nervules, and a lineate spot between the second and first median nervules ; 
in the pale fascia are two dark brownish spots separated by the second median nervule, and a 
larger quadrate spot beneath the first median nervule. Hindwing with a narrow, black, 
strongly, and irregularly waved line crossing wing near apex of cell ; this is followed by 
a straighter and broken linear fascia, outwardly margined with ochraceous, again succeeded 
by an outer discal row of spots placed between the nervules, two submarginal waved 
and broken fascia; and a marginal fascia, all blackish. Abdominal margin greyish brown. 
Underside as above, but pale ochraceous. Forewing with the pale fascia much broader 
and beneath the third median nervule, widening to outer margin, where it contains a waved 
linear fascia before the dark spots ; the apical area brownish, containing three pale spots 
beyond the pale fascia, and separated by the discoidal nervules, and two submarginal narrow 
waved dark linear fasciae, which are broken, maculate, and elongate near apex. Hindwing^ 
with a distinct lunulate pale violaceous fascia before the black spots, which are more or 
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less surrounded with reddish, the black fascire above, pale brownish beneath. Body and 
lees more or less concolourous with wings." ( Distant, 1. c) 

Captain Mortimer J. Slater notes* that this species was "tolerably plentiful at Dacca, 
1844. Flies quietly, and is easily captured. I used to find one or two almost invariably near a 
deep pool of stagnant water overhung with bamboo jungle." It has been taken at Shelapunji in 
the Khasi Hills in October, Mr. T. G. H. Moncrieffe took it at Rangoon, Dr. Anderson in the 
Mergui archipelago, and Limborg from Moolai to Moolat and at Hatsiega in Upper Tenasserim. 
There is a single specimen from Sikkim collected by Dr. Jerdon in Col. Lang's collection, Mr. 
A. V. Knyvett and I took it on a flowering tree at Kalimpong. 4,000 feet, also in Sikkim in 
October, and it occurs in Continental India along the foot of the Himalayas as far west as 
Kumaon as stated by Mr. E. F. T. Atkinson in his " Notes on the Zoology of the N. W. P., 
India." In South India it is replaced by the next closely-allied species. Mr. de Roepstorff 
has sent numerous specimens captured at Port Blair, which are remarkable for the depth of 
the ground-colour of the upperside, it being deep umber-brown rather than ochreous-yellow ; 
in this respect they are nearest to some specimens from Upper Tenasserim and Penang. 

Var. nikobaHea, Felder. *' Differs from the Indian and Javan types in its much lighter 
colouration, in the outer spots on the forewing being much larger, and in the opalescent outer 
series of lunules on the hindwing." 

The Nicobarese variety can at once be distinguished from specimens from the Andaman* 
by their much lighter colouration, but they are hardly distinguishable from some examples from 
Continental India. The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Kamorta, Katschall 
and Great Nicobar. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from the South Andamans 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

308. Cupha placlla, Moore. 

C.ftacida., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol 1, p. 65, pi. xxxii, fig. 1 (1S81). 

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 1-9 to 2-5 inches. 

Description: " Male and female. Upperside dark yellowish-ochreous, darkest and 
tinged with olive on basal areas. Forewing with a black apical band, having a waved curved 
inner border extending from middle of the costa to posterior angle ; a transverse narrow black 
zigzag line dividing the basal and discal areas ; two lunate marks within the cell and three spots 
on lower discal area. Hindwing with a transverse subbasal black zigzag line, a discal whitish- 
bordered macular band and outer row of small oval spots, two submarginal lunular darker lines 
and an outer marginal line, Underside pale ochreous, with very pale markings, as above, the 
discal band composed of white lunules and traversing both wings." (Moore, 1. c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses examples from the Kadur district, Mysore, Oota- 
camund (IV. F. flamf>son), Wynaad, Canara, Travancore and Ceylon. In the latter island it is 
recorded as being "a low country insect, found sometimes in the hilly districts. Numerous only 
about April and May" (Mackwood). " Galle and Kandy" (Wade). On the upperside of the 
forewing the pale discal band is darker, and consequently less conspicuous than in C. erymantkis, 
and the apical black area is more deeply coloured and usually immaculate ; in Ceylon specimens, 
however, it often bears a single obsolete ochreous spot ; the outer edge of the pale discal band 
also is in typical specimens evenly curved and very slightly sinuate. In its range it is geogra- 
phically separated from C. erymanthis, and differs sufficiently in colouration and markings to 
entitle it to specific rank ; but the specimens from South India show a gradually increasing 
resemblance to C. erymanthis to the northwards of their range, very marked in some cases. 
Genus 49 — MEUT.2SA, Fabricius. (Plate XVIII). 

Melitaa, Fabricius, HI. Mas-, vol. vt, p. 384, a. 29 (1807) ; id-, Doubleday, Geo. Diura. Lep„ vol 1, p. 177 
(1848). 

"Head, rather small, clothed with hair ; forehead narrow. Eyes, oval, not prominent. 
Palpi, divergent, porrect, slightly ascending, projecting considerably beyond the forehead ; 
all the joints hairy. First joint stout, curved ; second joint subcylindric, rather compressed,

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somewhat stoutest in the middle, twice the length of the first ; third joint slender, almost 
acicular, about the same length as the first. Antenna, short, scarcely half the length of the 
costal margin of the wing, rather slender, terminating in a short, pyriform, large club. Thorax* 
moderately stout, elongate oval, clothed with long hairs. Abdomen, moderately stout, arched, 
not much shorter than the inner margin of the hindwing. Forewing, nearly triangular ; the 
costal margin scarcely, or not at aii, rounded; outer margin two-thirds the length of the 
costal, rounded, often but slightly ; inner margin nearly straight, longer than the outer. Costal 
turvure rather stout, scarcely extending beyond the middle of the costal margin. Subcostal 
■nervure slender ; its first nervule thrown off before the end of the cell ; its second beyond the 
cell, opposite, or nearly so, to the termination of the costal nervure ; the third nearer 
to the second than to the fourth ; fourth nearer to the third than to the apex. Upper 
disco-cellular nervule very short ; middle disco-cellular curved inwards, about half the 
length of the lower, which is but little curved, and anastomoses with the third median 
nervule not far from its origin. Internal nervure wanting. Hindwing, obovate ; the 
shoulder very prominent ; the costal margin nearly straight, equal in length to the inner ; 
outer margin much rounded, but little more than half the length of the other margins. Pr&costal 
nervure simple. Discoidal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal nervule, arising from 
the second subcostal nervule soon after its origin. Cell open. Third median nervule but 
little curved. Inner margin entirely embracing the abdomen. Forelegs, of the male 
hairy and scaly; the femur and tibia of about equal length, unarmed. Tarsus smooth, sub- 
cylindric, slightly tapering at the base and apex ; one-jointed, but sometimes showing slight 
indications of articulations ; shorter than the tibia. Of the female with the tibia shorter 
.than the femora, unarmed, rather stouter towards the apex. Tarsus five-jointed ; the first 
joint cylindric, elongate, equal or more than equal to the rest combined, mostly armed at 
the apex, as are the three following joints always, with a spine on each side ; second joint 
much shorter ; rest transverse ; fifth sometimes very small. Middle and hindlegs, with 
the femora about equal in length to the tibia;, rather robust. Tibia and tarsi densely clothed 
with scales, the former rather longer than the latter, smooth externally, spiny laterally and 
.internally; the lateral spines long, the internal ones very short. Tarsi with all the joints 
nearly cylindric, slightly tapering to the claw, spiny laterally and below, not above; the 
spines on the lower surface of all the joints arranged in a double series ; lateral spines long. 
First joint not equal to the rest combined ; second joint nearly half the length of the first ; 
third and fourth progressively shorter ; fifth equal to the third. Claws curved, grooved below. 
Paronychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia slender, nearly strap-shaped, longer than the claw ; 
inner lacinia about half the length of the outer, subtriangular, pointed. PulvUlus two-jointed, 
nearly as long as the claw." 

" Larva subcylindric, rather tapermg to the extremities, tuberculate ; the tubercules 
covered with short setce ; or spmy, the spines set round with hairs. Pupa short, obovate, not 
angular, tuberculate, with the head rounded ; or angular, with the head bifid." 

"This genus is difficult to characterise in the perfect state, so as readily to distinguish it 
from Argynnis ; but there is one important distinctive character, namely, that the tarsi of the 
middle and hindlegs are not spiny on the under surface, whilst they are so invariably in 
Argynnis." (Doubteday, i. c.) But for the single character given above there seems to be 
nothing to distinguish the species of the two genera, some species of Argynnis, like all the 
species of MelHaa, have the second subcostal nervule of the forewing emitted after the apex of 
the cell, and in both genera there are species with or without silvery markings on the underside. 

■The genus Meliteea is of very large extent, and inhabits the temperate zones of both the 
Old and New Worlds. In Asia it is found in Siberia, Amurland, the Caucasus, Altai Moun- 
. tains, Persia, the Mountains of Afghanistan and Biluchistan, and the Himalayas at considerable 
elevations. They are all small insects, some very small, having the upperside^ferruginous 
with several series of black spots ; they are usually abundant in individuals where they occur, 
and frequent sunny spots in the openings of woods and forests, the banks of streams, and 
the beds of flowers just below the snow line, except in the case of M. robertsi, which is found 
on bare stony hill sides iu Afghanistan and almost in the plains of the Punjab. 
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Sor to the Xailan species of Itolitaa.

309. ifelltaoa sindura, Moore. 

M. ilndurei, Moore. Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 406, n. 64, pi. xxx, fig. 2. 

Habitat : Kongma Pass, North- West Himalayas ; Native Sikkim. 

Expanse : 1-25 to 1*55 inches. 

Description : Upperside. "Wings ferruginous ; costa and base of wings blackish. 
Forming with narrow marginal band, two marks within discoidal cell, and two transverse 
series of discal spots black ; a series of black-margined, pale-centred submarginal lunules. 
Biwdumg with the marginal black band and submarginal lunules as in forewing, also a series 
of three small black spots from anal angle. Cilia white [pale ochreous], spotted with black. 
Body ferruginous black. Underside, forewing clear ferruginous, yellowish about the apex, 
with the discal markings as above, but less defined, and a marginal series of yellowish lunules. 
Hindwing with ferruginous base, yellow disc, a pale ferruginous submarginal and marginal 
band (each with bright ferruginous spots), and an intermarginal series of yellowish lunules. 
Sexes alike." (Afoore, 1. c.) 

Note.— "This is very local, apparently. I have seen it but in one place, on one acre of 
grounj I may say, on a patch of very stony pasture-land, at 16,000 feet altitude, on the 'Kong- 
ma' pass, leading from Kunawur into the Chinese province of Gughe in Tibet : ground not 
clear of snow for more than four months in the year. Here one day I saw a great number 
of these insects flying, an icy-cold wind blowing all the time, so that the insects weie blown 
about, and never more than an inch or so above the ground. No other Lepidoptera near thein 
did I see but a stray Colias edusa, and several Parnassii coursiug up and down the snow-banks 
a little higher up." (Colonel A. M. Lang, K.E., 1. c.) 

In Colonel Lang's collection are several of the specimens above referred to, which were 
taken in July. The female is larger and paler than the male, all the markings more prominent. 
On the underside of the hind wing in both sexes there is a subbasal band, a spot in the cell, an 
angulated discal band and submarginal lunulated band all silvery, defined outwardly with a 
fine black line, not mentioned by Mr. Moore. Captain H.J. Elwes and Mr. Otto Moller 
have both obtained numerous specimens of this species through tbeir native collectors at high 
elevations in Native Sikkim, or Chumbi in Thibet. Both above and below these specimens 
are rather darker and heavier marked than those taken by Colonel Lang, but are otherwise 
indistinguishable. 

3 to* Uelitsa amceaula, Feider. 

M. amcenula, Feider, Reise Nov., Lep„ vol ii. p. 392, n. 575 (1867). 

Habitat: Western Himalayas, Ladak, Rupshu, Pangchog, Marka, 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : " Male. Upperside fulvous, the cilia sulphurous [yellow], in the fore- 
■wing more distinctly divided with black, with the exterior margin rather broadly blackish- 
fuscous, inwardly with a series of yellowish lunules, outwardly with [a series of] cinctures 
divided with black ; forewing with the base, and the basal two-thirds of the costal margin 
powdered with ochraceous, with a cellular mark, another disco-cellular, a spot more or less 
annular below the former, often another minute one beyond it, an angulate macular discal 
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streak, often evanescent between the median nervules and another one exterior more macular, 
outwardly more or less edged with obsolete ochraceous patches and the veins towards the 
margin blackish-fuscous ; kindudng with the interno-basal third densely powdered with fuscous, 
and bearing a subcostal spot and two in the cell outwardly of the ground-colour, with an 
angulate discal band of obsolete ochraceous spots, surrounded very obsoletely with fuscous 
as far as the third median nervule, terminated with three powdery spots outwardly on the anal 
margin, and very often also inwardly with two or three blackish fuscous spots. Underside, 
forewing paler, with a dot and two annular cellular marks black, the black spots of the upper- 
side evanescent, with other outer darker spots interspersed on the ground-colour, the sub- 
marginal lunules somewhat silvery, surrounded with powdery black in a continuous series, 
with the margin immediately beyond them ochraceous ; hindwing pale ochraceous, the costa, 
the basal fourth and the cell silvery, an irregular basal fascia, three basal spots (the first near 
the subcostal fold, the lowest at the internal [fold], the middle one cellular, often interrupted) 
often confluent, and a disco-cellular spot deep oehraeeous. surrounded with black, an angulate 
submacutar silvery discal fascia, surrounded with powdery black, the margin immediately beyond 
it deep ochraceous, close beyond it with black streaks (the upper often evanescent), then with 
obsolete fulvous spots, and immediately beyond these a series of joined submarginal lunules, 
silvery, surrounded with powdery black much broader than in the forewing, a powdery black 
marginal line." 

" Smaller than the allied species, M. sindura, Moore, distinguished by the silver bands on 
the underside." (Fe/der, 1. c.) 

I have but little doubt that Af. amcenula is synonymous with M. sindura. The unac- 
countable omission by Mr. Moore in his description of the tatter species of the silvery markings 
of the underside doubtless led Dr. Felder to consider bis specimens distinct. 

311. Holltsea balMta, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 71 o* ?). 

M. balfota, Moore. Proc. Zool. Sot Lond., 1874, p. 368, n 26, pi xliii, fig. 5* 
Habitat: Sonamurg, N.-E. Kashmir; Chunpur and the Murbul Pass, Kashmir ; Sanch 
Pass, Chumba. 

Expanse: o", i*5 ; ?, 1 75 to 2*00 inches. 

Description : "M'VLE. Uppkrside bright fulvous ; markings prominent ; cilia pale 
yellow, alternating with black ; costal edge and veins black ; base of wings and hind margins 
fuliginous black ; both wings with a broad exterior marginal black band, traversed by promi- 
nent fulvous dentiform lunules. Forgiving with a black constricted mark within the cell, a 
streak at the end, a short longitudinal streak below it from base of wing, and two transverse 
discal series of spots (the inner row being the largest). Hindwing with black subbasal irre- 
gular transverse series of lunular marks. Underside paler. Forewing with the veins 
fulvous; costa and exterior margin yellow ; markings not prominent ; cilia as above. Hind- 
wing with black veins ; a basal band, a prominent disco-cellular spot, a broad curved discal 
band, and a marginal series of broad lunules yellow, all bordered by a black line ; the discal 
band traversed by a blackish irregular line ; the interbasal space bright fulvous, and the 
interdiscal space yellow, with bright fulvous spots ; extreme outer margin and cilia yellow. 
Fkmalb. Uppkrside dull, clouded fulvous; cilia paler; markings broader, confluent, the 
base of the wings more broadly dusky black, the interdiscal space somewhat yellow, and the 
marginal dentiform lunules more or less yellow. Underside as in male, excepting that the 
exterior marginal lunules of forewing, and the basal, discal, and marginal band of lunules, as 
well as the disco-cellular spot of the kindwing is glossy yellow or dull silvery white." 

"The nearest European ally of this species is iff. aihalia." (Moore, I. c.) 

The type specimen was taken by the late Captain R. B. Keed at Sonamurg. I took 
this species on the Sanch Pass, Chumba, at the end of May ; and at Chunpur, and on the 
Murbul Pass, Kashmir, in the middle of June,

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312. HfiUtaa ro^ertai, Butler. 

M. rwbtrtsi, Butler, Proc. Zool Soc. Load., 1880, p. 406. n. 8, pi. xxxix, fig a ; M. rebtrtiii, Swinhoe, 
Trans. Ent Soc. Lond . 1885, p. 339, n. 11. 

Habitat : Candahar, Chaman, Afghanistan ; Campbellpur, Attock, Punjab. 
Expanse : ii to 1*5 inches. 

Description : Male : Upperside bright fulvous, markings much smaller and generally 
less prominent than in M. balbita ; cilia white, alternating with black ; veins concolourous with 
the ground, not black as in Af. balbita ; base of wings with a few blackish scales ; both wings 
with a narrow black marginal band entirely separate from the submarginal series of black 
lunules which are small, separate, and on the hindwing often evanescent (in Af. balbita these 
latter are confluent with each other and with the marginal band). Forewing with two small 
black streaks across the cell and continued to the submedian nervure, two enclosing the 
disco- cellular nervules, a twice angulated discal band of spots, the upper four more or less con- 
fluent, three or four subapical spots beyond more or less confluent, and a submarginal Beries of 
lunules. Hindwing with some irregular basal lines, an angulate series of discal spots (in 
Af. balbita these are sometimes traceable, bat usually entirely absent), and a submarginal series 
of lunules, often obsolete, black. Underside paler : forewing marked as on upperside, the 
exterior markings fainter and evanescent on the anal portion, the apex pale ochreous ; hindwing 
with pale ochreous veins (almost white), and the bands pale ochreous much whiter than in 
Af. balbita; the base of the wing and along the inner margin pale ochreous, the disco-cellular 
spot extended downwards and coalescing with the ochreous margin, a broad curved discal 
band and the outer margin broadly pale ochreous, the marginal band is bounded inwardly 
by the submarginal lunules and bears a marginal series of separate spots besides the inter- 
rupted marginal line by which it is bounded ; the discal band is bounded on bolh sides by 
6ne black lunules and bears an interrupted line of black lunules ; and on each side of the 
discoidal nervule it is extended outwardly, the extension being again bounded by two black 
lunules. 

The black lines bounding the pale ochreous bands are in all cases composed of separate 
narrow lunules, while in Af. balbita the lines are continuous and the bands are yellow, not 
whitish ochreous. 

The above description is taken from the specimens in my collection from Afghanistan 
and the Punjab, the black markings vary considerably, but in all cases they are more decidedly 
macular and less confluent than in Af, balbita, the veins not being-black in Af, robertsi at 
once distinguishes it from Af. balbita ; it is also a smaller insect. 

Butler's original description is given below." Af. didyma is a larger and very variable 
insect of the same group found in Europe and Western Asia; the markings are similar in 
pattern, but much larger, more numerous and more intense, the ground-colour is also much 
darker fulvous. 

" Rather common on the bare uncultivated wastes at the foot of the hills at the end of May 

■ Mtlittta robertti. " Allied to M. didyma : colouration and general aspect on the uppbrsidb more like Af. 
fertca\ ■ bright fulvous *, wings with the cilia white spotted with black, these spots united at their base* by a 
black line ; a marginal seiies of black spots alternating with the soots on the cilia. Forewing with the 
ordinary black markings on the basal half and the usual zigzag series of prominent black spots ; four minute 
black subapical dots. Hindwing with a few scattered black scat?* in the cell and an angular series of seven 
black dots beyond the middle ; no trace of the ordinary series of submarginal lunules. Underbids paler than 
in M. didyma, the black markings much smaller, the submarginal series of spots in t\\t forewing reduced as on 
the upperside to four subapical dots (the last two geminate). Hind-wing with both black and red spots reduced 
in size, the series of spots placed ordinarily half way between the two red bands closely approximated to the 
series which bounds the inner edge of the outer band and continued across the wing, so as to make a series of 
sliihtly interrupted annular markings ; the series usually bounding the outer edge of the same red band only 
represented by a few black scales." {Sutler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1880, p. 406, n. 8, pi. xxxix, fig a). 

t Melitata perse*. Kollar, Denksch. Akad. Wien, Math.-Nat CI., vol. i, p 52,0. 6 (1850). Habitat; 
Persia. Expanse: V$ inches. Description: " Uppeksiijk fulvous. Forewing with three black macular fasciaa ; 
kind-wing with two; the former on the underside with the apex, the latter entirely pale yellow ; with the 
macular tascis in the forewing as on upperside, in the hindwing with two pale yellow fasciae, aud black lunules 
and dots." 

"Allied to AT. casta, Kollar [also from Persia), but the pattern of the hindwing on the underside, which 
is very similar to that of Af. didyma, manifestly differs [from Af- casta], and cumes nearest to M. didyma, 
from which nevertheless it ought to be separated on account of the absence of the black spots chiefly at ihe 
base of the wings." (Kollar, \. c.) 
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and beginning of June. I found one chrysalis, but not the larva j the chrysalis was loose in 
the middle of a low plant." (Mole by Major Rowland Roberts, 1, c.). 

There is a single very old specimen of this species labelled '* Afghanistan," in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. Major J". W. Yerbury, writing from Campbellpur in the Punjab, states 
that " Melitma robertsi is an uncommon butterfly here, but on one spur running down to the 
river Huron, I took in two days five specimens ; the spur was covered with loose round stones 
and with scarcely any vegetation. It has a weak flight, but owing to its hugging the ground 
is at times difficult to catch " He has also taken it at Attock. 

It is a very pale, sparsely-marked, species, and easily distinguished from the other Indian 
species of the genus. 

Genus 50— ATEIiLA, Doubleday. (Plate XX}. 

Atella, Doubledav, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. i, p. 165 (1848) ; id., Moore, Lep. Cey. t vol. i, p. 61(1881) ; 
id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 173 (1882) j Phalanta, Horsfield, Cat. Lep, E. I. C, pi. vii, fig. 5 (1829). 

* Head, broad, hairy, the hairs on the crown long. Eyes, prominent, nearly round. Palpi, 
divergent, ascending, rising considerably above the forehead. Basal joint very short, curved ; 
second long, broad anteriorly, very much swollen, scaly and hairy, the outer side of the anterior 
surface with a fringe of very long hairs, the back with a short tuft towards the apex ; third joint 
not one-seventh the length of the second, acicular,* scaly. Antenna, fully three-fourths the 
length of the body, terminating in a short but rather gradually thickening club rounded at the 
apex, with its articulations more distinct than the rest. Thorax, short, rather stout, ovate, hairy. 
Abdomen, short, rather stout. Forewtng, sub triangular, the apex slightly rounded ; costal margin 
considerably arched, one-half longer than the outer margin, which is equal, or nearly so, in 
length to the inner, and, like this last, slightly eraarginate. Costal nervure stout, extending 
but little beyond the end of the cell. Subcostal nervure slender, lying close to the costal, until 
this latter curves upwards to the costa : first subcostal nervule arising shortly before the end 
of the cell ; the second at rather a long distance beyond it ; the third at about one-third the 
distance between the second and fourth ; the jourth about midway between the second and 
the apex, terminating on the costa just above the apex. Discoidal cell short, but little more than 
one-third the length of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule extremely short ; middle disco- 
cellular curved, rather more than half the length or the lower disco-cellular, which is slightly 
curved, and anastomoses with the third median nervule at its origin, or shortly beyond it. 
Third median nervule moderately curved. Hindwinc, obovate ; the margins all nearly equal 
in length ; the outer mat gin sinuate, sometimes prolonged into a short tail at the termination 
of the third median nervule. Pnecostal nervure simple, short, curved outwards. Costal 
nervure considerably curved at its origin. Upper disco-cellular nervule slender, directed 
almost immediately outwards ; lower disco- cellular short, slightly curved, very slender, 
almost atrophied, uniting with the median nervure opposite to the origin of the second 
median nervule, or with the base of the third median nervule, which is but little curved. 
Forelegs, of the male clothed with long delicate hairs- Tibia shorter than the femur, 
cylindric. Tarsus shorter than the tibia, nearly cylindric, tapering to a point at the apex. Of 
the female scaly and hairy. Tibia shorter than the femur, spiny within towards the apex. 
Tarsus shorter than the tibia ; the first joint longer than the rest combined, curved, spiny 
withiu and armed, as are the three following joints, at the apex with a stout spine covered 
by a tuft of hair at the base of the following joint j fourth and fifth joints transverse. 
Middle and hindlegs, with the tibia shorter than the femora, spiny externally and 
laterally, the lateral spines longest ; spurs long and stout. Tarsi about one-fourth longer than 
the femora, rather densely spiny all round ; the spines of the upper surface slenderest, the lateral 
ones the longest, those of the lower surface arranged in two regular series : first joint exactly 
equal to the rest combined; second, third and fourth progressively shorter; fifth of equal 
length with the third. Claws rather short, curved, compressed. Paronychia bilaciniate : the 
outer lacinia as long as, and broader than, the claw, which It quite covers ; inner nearly 
strap-shaped, slightly tapering, very little shorter than the outer one. Pulvillus two-jointed 
as long as the claw ; t he second joint broad."

"Larva cylindrical, spiny ; the spines on all the segments about equal in length. PupA 
elongate ovate, constricted, spiny." (Doubleday, I.e.) 

Atdla is a genus of rather small extent, occurring in Africa, throughout India and thence 
through the Malay archipelago. Two of the Indian species occur in the hills up to 7,000 feet, 
and are to be met with also in the lower valleys and the plains. A. pkalanla (the only species 
I have seen on the wing) loves the sun, is very active in flight, but settles frequently on 
flowers.

313. A. sinha, Himalayas, Oriss*, Cachar, Sylhet, Assam, Burma, Upper Tenas- 

serim, Malay Peninsula, Sumatra.

a. The cell of the forewing crossed by two irregular black bars besides the two which 

enclose the disco-cellular nervules. 

314. A. ph*l*kta, India, Mafayana, China. 

b. The cell of the forewing crossed by four black lines in addition to the two which enclose 

the disco-cellular nervules. 

315. A. autippb, Sikkim, Syihet, Mergui, Malay peninsula, Andaman and 

Nicobar Isles. 

The first species, A. sinha, appears to be at least subgenerically separable from the typical 
species A. phalanta, not only on account of the very different shape of the hindwing, but 
also in the shape of the discotdal cells in both wings, these being in A. sinha much more 
obtuse at the apex, and in the hindwing ending distinctly short of the origin of the second 
median nervule, while in A. phalanta the apex is slightly beyond it. The style of marking 
too is very different, A, phalanta closely resembling an Argynnis or a Mditica on the upper* 
side, while A. sinha more nearly resembles a Cynthia. 

3i3- AteUa Sinha, Kollar. (Plate XX, Fig. 87 ? ).

Habitat : Himalayas, Orissa, Cachar, Sylhet, Assam, Burma, Malay Peninsula, Banca, 
and Sumatra. 

Expanse : 2-45 to 2'8o inches. 

Description : " Male. Uppsrside, forewing ochraceous ; a dart waved fascia commenc- 
ing at costa beyond end of cell, concavely extending to third median nervule, and then 
obliquely deflexed beneath cell to near inner margin ; within the fascia the colour is 
brownish, the cell being crossed by four narrow black fasciae ; the apex more or less suffused 
with blackish, either totally and enclosing some ochraceous spots, or exhibiting two modera- 
tely well-defined oblique fascia? ; outer margin broadly blackish, preceded by a narrow 
submarginal line of the same colour, and with four small blackish spots, of which three — 
always visible — are placed two above and one beneath the second median nervule, and the 
fourth — sometimes fused in the apical colouration — situated between the discoidal nervulea. 
Hindwing of the same hue as the forewing, but with the outer third brownish, inwardly 
marked by a series of small dark spots placed between the nervules, and with broad 
marginal and submarginal dark fasciae, between which the colour is narrowly pale ochraceous. 
UNDERSiDe,y&rc:w«£- with the basal dark colouration more violaceous, the cell pale, but dark 
between the narrow black fasciae, all the dark markings much paler, being brownish or 
violaceous, and with a series of distinct pale lunulate spots crossing the wing before the dark 
spots. Hindmng more or less violaceous, crossed by two medial and much-waved narrow and 
darker fasciae, between the upper portions of which the colour is pale ochraceous, and both of 
which are more or less outwardly margined with pearly greyish ; a greyish subquadrate spot 
in cell margined on three of its sides with dark violaceous, the outer discal spots margined 
with rufous, but with the one above the third median nervule obsolete ; outer margins pale, 
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as on the forewing. Body above concolourous with wings, beneath greyish or very pale 
ochraceous." {Distant, I. a). Female rather darker than the male, the violaceous colouring 
of the underside less prominent. 

Von Hugel described this species from specimens taken in Masuri. It occurs in Nepal, Sik- 
kim {Otto Mbller), Orissa (IV. C. Taylor), Sibsagar (S. E. Peat), Khasi Hills in the autumn 
(Johnson), Naga Hills, Cachar ( Wood-Mason), Sylhet, Mergui Archipelago (Dr. Anderson), 
Upper Tenasserim, and Moulmein* a ** melanoid variety" (Limborg). Captain Bingham found 
it common in the Thoungyeen forests in February, March and April ; it occurs throughout 
Malayana. 

A. egt'sta, Cramer, from the Moluccas and New Guinea is a closely-allied species. 

The figure, showing both sides of a female example from Shillong, is taken from a specimen 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Habitat : Throughout India, Ceylon, the Maliiy Peninsula, Siam, Sumatra, Java and 
China. 

Expanse: i*9 to 2 6 inches. 

Description: h Male and female. TJpperside bright ochraceous, with the following 
blackish markings :— -forewing with the apical half of the costal margin, four narrow waved fasciae 
(arranged in pairs) crossing cell, a waved and broken spot beyond cell extending from costa to 
the lower discoidal nervule, an oblique series of four spots divided by the median nervules ; a 
straight discal series of six spots placed between the nervules, followed by a similar series of 
four spots, the upper of which is placed between the discoidal nervules and the fourth between 
the second and first median nervules ; a submarginal and much-waved fascia terminating at the 
first median nervule, where it is followed by an irregular spot, and which is more or less con- 
nected alon* the nervules with a marginal series of spots preceded by a narrow line. Hindwing 
with some transversely waved linear fascia; on basal area ; a discal series of four rounded 
spots, the two upper divided by the lower subcostal nervule, and the third and fourth by the 
second median nervule ; two waved submarginal fasciae, the innermost particularly waved and 
sinuated, and a marginal series of elongate spots. Underside as above, but with most of 
the dark markings paler. Forewing with the black spots near outer angle very large and 
prominent ; the straight series of spots beyond cell are outwardly margined with greyish, 
and beyond this the wing has a violaceous suffusion. [The spaces inclosed by the dark 
lines across the cell are also violaceous.] Hindwing with the outer medial linear dark 
fascia reddish and outwardly margined with greyish, beyond which the ground-colour has a 
violaceous tinge, and the black spots are very minute and surrounded with reddish. Body 
above somewhat concolourous with wings, beneath greyish. Legs ochraceous, the femora 
greyish." {Distant, 1. c.) The intensity and extent of the markings are somewhat variable, 
specimens from the region of heavy rainfall being as usual darker than those from more arid 
districts. 

The larva as figured by " Horsfield is cylindric, green above, whitish below, with the 
head brown ; each segment bears on the back two branched spines, and those segments which 
have neither legs nor prolegs have also a similar spine at the side." (Doubleday in Geo. 
Diurn. Lep., vol. i, p. 166). Mr. Moore (Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 62) describes the larva as 
** purple-brown ; head armed with two delicate branched spines, each segment with two dorsal 
rows of similar spines and two lateral rows of shorter spines. Feeds on Flacoitrtia, Salix, &c.'' 

• Moore, Proc. ZooL Soc Lynd., 1878, p. 828 
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The PUPA, which I found on one occasion in Calcutta attached to the underside of a leaf 
of a tree resembling the weeping willow, was a beautiful green, with a subdorsal series of five 
acutely pointed tubercles, marked with red, between each pair another pair of very small 
blunt ones, the upper edge of the wing-covers and a spot on each side of the head also 
marked with red. Doubleday (I. c.) describes the pupa as "elongate ovate, constricted across 
the back ; green with four red dashes on each side, marked in the middle with bluish ; a 
double series of spines on the back of the same red colour." In Java, Dr. HorsfieU notes that 
the larva " feeds on a species of Ixora" 

This species is one of the commonest Indian butterflies, occurring throughout the year in 
the plains and in suitable seasons in the outer Himalayas up to 8,000 feet. The upperside 
much resembles that of an Argynnis. A closely allied species (A. eurytis, Doubleday, 
Hewitson) occurs in Africa. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Calcutta specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta,

Habitat : Sikkim, Sylhet, Mergui, Tavoy, Malay Peninsula, Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands, Amboina (Cramer). 

Expanse : r8 to 22 inches. 

Description : " Male, smaller than A. phalanta, but resembling that species in colour 
and markings, though differing in the following particulars : — Upperside, forewing with the 
apical half of the costal margin more broadly black ; the outer margin also is broadly black, 
preceded by a contiguous waved fascia, which is deflected to costa at the lower discoidal 
nervule, thus enclosing two ochraceous spots ; between these and end of the cell the wing is 
crossed by a waved series of small spots placed between the nervules ; the cell is crossed 
by three pairs of linear fasciae, and is followed by a broader oblique fascia terminating at 
third median nervule, and beneath the cell are four linear markings, two near base, the third 
longest and broken, the fourth smallest between the third and second median nervules. Hind- 
wing with a broad outer black margin, preceded by a narrower waved and sinuated sub- 
marginal fascia ; outer discal spots as in A. phalanta, but the upper one very minute; on 
inner side of these and extending from about the extremities of the submarginal fascia is a 
narrow linear and somewhat broken fascia ; other basal markings as in the preceding species, 
but more distinct. Underside marked generally as above, but with corresponding differ- 
ences as in A. phalanta." (Distant, 1. c.) Female : Upperside with the ground-colour 
darker than in the male, all the markings larger and more prominent. In some lights the disc 
of both wings is suffused with beautiful violascent. Underside also with the ground-colour 
more dusky than in the male, and the markings larger. 

The late Mr. A. de Roepstorff has sent numerous specimens of this species to the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, taken at Port Blair ; also from Teressa and Katschall in the Nicobars. 
Dr. Anderson took it in the Mergui archipelago in the cold weather. There are specimens 
from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and two specimens from Sikkim in Major 
Marshall's collection. 

Genua 51-— 0STH0S1A, Fabricius. (Plate XXII).

" Head, rather narrow, clothed with hair; eyes, oval, prominent ; palpi, slightly divergent, 
ascending, risiug considerably above the forehead, clothed with appressed scales ; the first 
joint stout, short, curved ; second joint more than five times the length of the first, much 
s vollen beyond the middle, smaller towards the apex, which is obliquely truncate, set in 
front with long erect setae ; third joint slender, elongate, oval, about equal in length to the 
first ; antenna about three-fourths the length of the body, gradually clavate j the club 
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slender, rather pointed, grooved below. Thorax, oval, not robust ; the prothorax small, 
but distinct. Abdomen, subcylindric, shorter than the inner margin of the hindwing. Fork- 
wing, triangular ; the costal margin and apex slightly rounded ; outer margin sinuate-dentate, 
not two-thirds the length of the costa ; inner margin slightly sinuate, rather longer than 
the outer. Costal nervure stout, not extending much beyond the middle of the wing ; sua- 
costal nervure slender, placed very close to the costal, five-branched, its first branch thrown 
off just before the end of the cell ; the first and second, and the third and fourth, branches 
about equally distant from one another ; the third rather nearer to the second than to the fourth. 
Discoidal cell not quite half the length of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule almost 
wanting ; middle disco-ceUular nearly straight, directed slightly inwards ; lower disco-cellular 
twice the length of the middle one, directed first slightly inwards, then curving outwards, 
uniting to the third median nervule almost immediately beyond its origin. Hindwing, 
subtriangular, all the margins of about equal length ; the anterior slightly, the outer much, 
rounded, the latter more or less deeply dentate ; the inner margin forming a distinct channel 
for the reception of the abdomen, emarginate beyond the termination of the internal nervure. 
Forelegs, of the male with the femur and tibia of about equal length, subcylindric, slightly 
compressed ; tarsus one-jointed, shorter than the tibia, subcylindric, slightly compressed, 
rounded, or rather slenderer, towards the apex. Of the female scarcely, if at all, longer 
than those of the male ; femur and tibia of about equal length, nearly cylindric, the latter 
slightly spiny wiihin ; tarsus shorter than the tibia, five-jointed ; the first joint nearly double 
the length of the rest combined, largest towards the apex ; the other joints transverse, 
successively shorter ; all the joints except the fifth armed on each side at the apex with a 
stout spine, covered more or less by a tuft of stiff hairs at the base of the following joint. 
Middle and hindlegs, with the tibia rather shorter than the femora, spiny; the spurs 
distinct ; tarsi about equal in length to the tibiae, very spiny ; the spines above slender, 
much stronger at the sides and below, forming three well-defined series along the sole of the 
fo-rt. First joint equal to the rest combined ; second, third and fourth progressively shorter, 
and slightly thicker ; fifth longer than the second, rather dilated ; the spines, especially the 
lateral ones, longer than on the other joints. Claws elongate, grooved below, lobed at the 
base, acute, but little curved except at the base and apex. Paronychia and pulvilli wanting 
or rudimentary." (Doubleday, L c) 

The larva of two species are known ; they are cylindrical in shape, the third to 
fifth, the seventh, and the ninth to thirteenth segments marked each with a bright crimson 
band, the sixth and eighth segments with a bright yellow band, and all the segments bearing 
several fine and many branched spines, the head with a pair of suberect processes. The 
tufa is brown, of different shades, very irregular in shape and foliaceous. 

The characteristic features of the Cetkosia are tne black outer border, covering the 
apical half in the forewing and bearing on both wings a series of narrow highly dentate 
white lunules corresponding with the dentations of the margin ; these lunules are in all 
cases prominent on the underside, and, except in C, nikobarica (in which they are obsolete 
but traceable), on the upperside also. Also on the forewing a discal series of more elongate 
white lunules. In the males the ground-colour of the wings is ochreous or fulvous-red, 
suffused with whitish on the hindwing in a few species only. In the females the prevailing 
colour is white, often tinged with ochreous. There are two groups, — the first in which the 
ground-colour is fulvous-red, represented by C. cyane in the North-East, £ mahralta 
in the South, and C. nietneri in Ceylon ; C, cyane having a single prominent black spot 
below the subcostal nervure in the middle of the hindwing, and the other two bearing 
numerous black marks on the basal half. This group is also distinguished by a broad, white 
subapical transverse bar on the forewing, widest and best defined in C. cyane, and narrowest 
and least defined in C nietneri, , The Becond group in which the ground-colour is ochreous-red 
and the base of the hindwing unmarked below the subcostal nervure except by transparency 
from the underside, is represented by the typical species C. biblis t and an allied species which 
replaces it in the Andamans and Nicobars. 

The species of this genus are all very beautiful, rich red, yellow and black being the 
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chief predominating colours, and in certain lights fresh-caught males have a beautiful purple 
gloss on the upperside. The deep scalloping of the hindwing is a very remarkable feature. 
They occur in the eastern Himalayas, Assam, Sylhet, Burma, and thence through the Malay 
Peninsula and Archipelago to Australia. One species each occurs in Southern India, Ceylon 
and the Andamans and Nicobars. Where they occur they are usually numerous in individuals, 
and very conspicuous from their bright colouration. Owing to the strong scent with which 
their bodies are impregnated, they are probably distasteful to insectivorous animals.

Papilla cyane, Dniry, 111. Ex. Ent., vol. i, pi. iv, fig. 1 (1770), female. 

Habitat : Oudh, Eastern Himalayas, Calcutta, Cachar, Sylhet, Assam, Pegu and Upper 
Tenasserim. 

Expanse : d\ 3 '4 to 4-0 ; ? , 3't to 4'i inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, forewing with the base, the lower half of the cell and 
the area below the cell obliquely to near the anal angle rich fulvous-red, the rest of the wing 
black with white markings. A black spot placed just within the red area in the first median 
interspace, and another smaller one (sometimes a second) placed below it in thesubmedian inter- 
space. An oblique very irregular subapical white band, bearing two black spots in the lower 
discoidal and second median interspaces ; a submarginal series of indistinct white spots, the 
lower one of the series fulvous-red, and a marginal series of fine white very deep lunules, 
one in each interspace except the anal one where there are two, forming a W-shaped 
figure ; the discal series of white lunules obsolescent where not merged in the white 
band. Hindwing rich fulvous-red, the outer margin black. Two black spots placed in 
the interspace above the subcostal nervure, three rounded ones beyond the cell, a discal 
series of six, and a submarginal diffused series placed on the veins and coalescing with the 
black margin, the latter bearing a series of lunules as in the forewing- Cilia white, black 
at the ends of the nervules. Underside very beautifully marked with black, white, 
violaceous, fulvous and vermilion. Forewing with the cell crossed by several lines of 
black, vermilion and violaceous, the white subapical band as above, a discal series of white 
lanceolate markings, the black margin marked as above, except that there is a white 
streak in the middle of each interspace from the cilia towards the apex of the deep white 
marginal lunules, the black margin inwardly defined with a fulvous line. Hindwing 
with the base whitish, bearing numerous irregularly-placed black streaks ; then a vermilion 
irregular band, with a series of rounded black spots placed on the inner side of a whitish band 
beyond it, then a fulvous band which is continued up to the first median nervule of the 
forewing, bearing a series of small black marks on its inner edge, one in each interspace ; 
then a white band bearing inwardly a series of round black spots one in each interspace, and 
outwardly another series two in each interspace, and lastly the black margin marked as in

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the forewing and inwardly defined by a fulvous band. Thorax black, with ochreoas hairs ; 
abdomen ochreous. Female: Upperside, finmvimjfr WtoiHl HJlll a greenish tinge, the inner 
margin and an irregular spot in the middle of the submedian interspace, greenish -white. 
The subapical white band, snbmarginal spots and marginal lunules as in the male. Hindwing 
with all but the costal and outer margins greenish-white, markings much as in the male, but 
there is an additional discal series of black marks one in each interspace. Underside with 
all the black markings as in the male, but lacking the ochreous-red and fulvous bands. In 
some specimens the base of the forewing on the upperside is ferruginous. 

This is a common species in Sikkim, Assam and the Khasi Hills, though less so than 
C. biblis. I have taken a single female in Calcutta in the cold weather. Colonel A. M. Lang, 
R.E., records *'a single specimen only obtained in a wild jungly spot on the Gogra in Oudh."* 
Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar, Mr. S. E. Peal in Sibsagar j it occurs also in Sylhet, 
Manipur, Arakan, Pegu, and Upper Tenasserim, 

317- OotiOSla mahrattft, Moore. (Plate XXII, Fig. 98 ? ). 

C. mahratta, Moore, Proc, Zool. Soc. Loud., 1872, p. 556 ; Papilio cyane, Cramer, Pap. Ex., vol. iv, pi.

p. 46, n. 421 (1816). 

Habitat : South India. 

Expanse : <? , 275 to 3*5 ; 9 , 3*5 to 4'o inches. 

Description : "Male. Upperside bright fulvous-red. Forewing with the apical half, 
transverse discoidal streaks, and spots between the lower veins black ; a broad subapical 
oblique white band, crossed on its lower part by two black spots which form part of a 
transverse discal series, the two upper and lower ones of which are conical and inwardly 
ringed with white ; beyond these is a submarginal row of small white spots and a marginal 
series of white angles. Hindwing with the anterior and exterior margins black, the latter with 
a series of white angles ; three transverse discal series of black spots, the inner series small and 
irregularly disposed, the outer row oval, each ringed with white and bordered outwardly by a 
black lunule, [the margin as in the forewing]. Underside fulvous-red basally, fulvous-yellow 
exteriorly ; exterior margins with black-bordered, clearly-defined, white angles, each angle 
including a white streak pointing inwards. Forewing with the oblique subapical white band 
and transverse discal series of oval white-ringed black spots as above, with a parellel outer row 
of white- bordered black lunules ; transverse discoidal and disco-cellular streaks, small basal 
spots, three small spots beyond the cell, and spots between the veins below the cell black, 
the latter series interspaced with pale bluish-green. Hindwing with subbasal transverse black 
streaks, three discal rows of black spots, the outer row of spots conical and broadly white- 
bordered, each spot having a contiguous outer small black lunule ; interspaces of subbasal 
streaks and inner discal rows of spots pale bluish-green. Female with markings as in 
male, but blacker and more prominent. Hindwing on the upperside having the black 
borders broader, the discal series of black oval spots larger and partly confluent with the inner 
series, the outer black lunules being bordered with a mixed white and fulvous lunule. Head and 
thorax fulvous-brown. Abdomen fulvous. Nearest allied to C. nietneri, Felder." (Moore, L c) 

C. mahratta differs from C, cyane on the upperside in having the discal series of while 
lunules more prominent on the forewing, and in having three series of discal black spots on 
the fulvous ground-colour in both wings ; on the underside the ground-colour of the apical 
half of the forewing is not black but concolourous with the rest of the wing, and in the 
hindwing the medial series of discal black spots in much more prominent. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Karwar, Bombay (7. Davidson'), 
Calicut, Canara, the Wynaad and Trevandrum. It is a well-marked species, and common along 
the Malabar Coast at the foot of the Ghats. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a female from Calicut in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta.

Description : *' Male. Upperside blue-black. Forewing with the lower basal area 
ochreous merging to ochreous- white ; some pale streaks across the cell ; a bluish-white streak 
beyond the cell bordered above and below by a blue line, a transverse discal series of narrow 
conical-lunate marks, a linear row of spots, and a marginal row of narrow sinuous mnrks ; 
some black streaks on lower basal area. Hindming with the posterior basal area bluish-white j 
some black discoidal streaks interspaced with ochreous ; an upper discal row of black 
diffused spots and an outer row of larger oval spots followed by a submarginal row of white 
lunules and a marginal row of slender white sinuous marks. Cilia white. Female duller 
coloured, the white markings dull greyish-blue, no ochreous on the basal area. Forewing with 
broad black streaks between the lower median and submedian veins. Body ochreous, tkorax 
bluish-grey. Underside pale greenish-grey, merging to bluish-grey across the disc, bordered 
by a submarginal ochreous band, and a black marginal band with white sinuous marks and 
medial streak. SfrWB&tg with black discoidal streaks, lower discal spots, transferee discal 
series of large conical white-bordered spots, followed by a row of white-bordered black lunular 
spots, ttitulwing with black basal streaks, large conical discal spots bordered outwardly by a 
row of white-bordered spots." 

"L.A.RVA cylindrical, purple-black, with red medial transverse bands, the sixth and eighth 
segments with a yellow band ; head armed with two long stout spinous processes, the segments 
with two dorsal and two lateral rows of long slender finely-branched spines. Feeds on 
Modecca* Pupa ochreous-white, clouded with brown, abdominal segments tubercular, wing- 
cases dilated and exfoliated beneath, head with two pointed processes." (Afo&re, 1. c.) 

This species is apparently confined to the island of Ceylon, where it " occurs in the lower 
lands, but more numerous in the hilly districts ; commoner some years than others" {Mackwood}. 
"Taken at Galle and Kandy" {Wade). It has the black markings identical in pattern with 
C. mahratta but of greater extent on the upperside, but differs from that species in the far 
greater predominance of white in the ground-colour, especially on the underside, where in 
both sexes the fulvous colour is confined to a broad submarginal band. 

Two additional and very beautiful species have been recorded from the Malay Peninsula ; 
the descriptions are given below.* Mr. Butler has recorded C. metkypsea. from Assam and 
C. Aypsina from Assam and Nepal, but this is almost certainly an error.

"I only possess one female specimen of this species, and should incline to the view that it must be 
abnormally small in size, as the above-given dimension testifies. The males vaiy in having the pale markings 
euher ochraceous-whitc or nearly pure greyish-v-hite." (Distant, 1. c.)

Hindwing with the base red ; then a pale greenish irregular band bearing narrow 
black lines in pairs ; then a red band ; a pale band in continuation of the one beyond the cell 
of the forewing, and similarly bordered with black linear spots ; a fulvous band ; a white 
band bearing a series of black conical spots with a black spot on either side of them, the outer 
edge of the white band with small round spots in pairs; another fulvous band; the margin 
marked as in the forewing. Antenna black ; thorax black with long bronzy hairs ; abdomen 
ochreous. Female: Upperside with the ground-colour, especially of the forming, dusky 
ferruginous, in some specimens dusky greenish. Otherwise as in the male. 

C. biblis is very common in Sikkim at all elevations up to 7,000 feet, also in Assam and 
the Khasi hills j Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar; the Indian Museum, Calcutta, has 
specimens from Sylhet, Upper Assam (S. £. JPeai), and Shillong. Captain C. T. Bingham took 
it in the Thoungyeen forests in March and April and in the Donat range in July, it occurs 
also in Upper Burma (taken by the Yunan Expedition) and Mergui (Dr. Anderson), Perak and 
Hainan, China.

C. tnethypsea and C. hypsina belong to the cyans group of Cetkosia, but differ on the upperside of the 
forewing in having the subapical band ochreous instead of pure white ; on the underside there is more fulvous 
in the ground-colour exteriorly, aud basally they are ochreous-red rather than vermilion, the whitish band 
beyond more prominent

the costaand the apical half blackish with large white spots and white dots. //tW%«*i*£ with 
some more obsolete dots beyond the disc and the external border broad blackish, bearing near 
its inner margin an obsolete series of brick red lunules, the lunulate marginal streaks obliterated 
above, on the underside alike in both wings, very narrow, less distinct in the forewing." 
(Felder, 1- c. in Verh. zool.-bot. Gesells. Wien.) " Female : Blacker than the male. Forewint* 
with the lower basal portion and interspaces in cell dark greenish grey ; subapical marks broader, 
the lower dentate mark formed into a streak, /find-wing with the basal portion pale greenish 
grey.

This species is a local race of C. hiblis, but is sufficiently distinct. It occurs commonly 
at Port Blair ; and has been recorded from Nankowri, Kondul and Great Nicobar in the 
Nicobar group of islands. It differs from C. biblis in having the black margin of the hindwing 
broader, the marginal series of white lunules obsolete, and on the underside the black markings 
much more prominent, except those bordering the medial pale ochreous band which are obsolete 
on the inner edge, and greatly reduced on the outer. The female is very differently coloured, 
with a large white patch in the middle of the forewing. 

C. logani from Province Wellesley is another local race of C, bibtis. A description of it 
will be found below. * 

Genus 52.-TERIN0S, Boisduval. (Plate XXIII).

** Head, broad, hairy. Eyes> oval, prominent, hairy. Palpi, porrect, ascending, rising above 
the forehead, scaly ; the scales on the first joint long; the second joint hairy at the sides. 
First joint short, transverse ; second four times the length of the first, subcylindric, slightly 
swollen in the middle, tapering towards the base, and more so towards the apex ; third joint 
about one-fifth the length of the second, slender, fusiform, the apex pointed. Antenna,

"This species is most nearly allied to C. nicobarica, Felder, which is found both in the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands ; it is soniewhat intermediate between that species aud C, incthyfsca." (Distant, I. c-> 
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rather short, slender, abruptly clavate ; the club obtuse. Thorax, moderately stout, oval, hairy. 
Abdomen about two-thirds the length of the inner margin of the hindwing. FOREWING, 
subtriangular ; the costal margin rounded ; the apex somewhat truncate; outer margin sinuate, 
emarginate, scarcely two-thirds the length of the costal ; inner margin nearly straight, about 
equal to the outer. Costal nervure not reaching to the middle of the costa. First and second 
subcostal nervules very close together, the latter thrown off exactly at the end of the cell ; 
fourth more remote from the apex than from the end of the cell ; third about equally distant 
from the second and fourth, terminating close to the apex. Upper disco-cellular nervule almost 
wanting; middle disco-cellular curved ; lmwr disco-cellular longer than the middle disco- 
cellular, directed obliquely inwards to the median nervure, which it joins before the origin 
of the second nervule. [This is a variable character, as pointed out below.] Third median 
nervule not much curved. Hindwing, almost quadrangular ; the costal margin very 
slightly curved ; the outer margin sinuate, produced into an angle at the termination 
of the third median nervule ; inner margin longer than the outer, emarginate towards 
the anal angle. Prtzcostal nervure simple. Subcostal nervure dividing very near to the base 
of the wing. Discoidal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal, bent soon after its 
origin. Discoidal cell open, but with a slight indication of a lower disco-cellular in a state 
of atrophy. Abdominal fold ample. Fouklkgs, of the male scaly, and fringed with long 
hairs; tibia shorter than the femur ; tarsus shorter than the tibia, one-jointed, subcylindric, 
pointed. Of the female scaly, stouter than those of the male ; first joint three times as 
long as the rest combined, cylindric, slightly curved, with a few spines below, and two 
stout spines at the apex, covered with a tuft of hair at the base of the next joint, as is the case 
also with the three following joints. These are transverse, about of equal length ; the fifth 
joint is rather longer than the preceding, tapering, terminated by a mucro* representing the 
claw. Middle and hindlegs, with the tibia; rather shorter than the femora, spiny; the 
spurs long ; tarsi rather longer than the tibiae, spiny both above and below ; the spines at the 
sides and below nearly in regular series ; first joint as long as the rest combined ; rest, to th e 
fourth, progressively shorter ; fifth rather longer than the third. Claws curved, very slightly 
grooved below. Paronychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia elongate, somewhat elliptical, equal 
to the claw ; inner rather strap-shaped, short. Pulvillus jointed, as long as the claw ; the second 
joint very broad." ( ' Doubleday, 1. c.) 

A single species of this very beautiful genus occurs within Indian limits in Upper Tenasserim ; 
with this exception, it appears to be strictly confined to Malayana, and comprises some nine qt 
ten species. The males are furnished with prominent secondary sexual characters, a very 
unusual occurrence in the genera of this subfamily. They consist of a very large patch of 
blackish velvety scales on the outer margin of the forewing on the upperside extending from 
the anal angle up to the upper discoidal nervule, and a similar but smaller patch on the 
hindwing at the apex, posteriorly bounded by the discoidal nervure. Mr. Wallace makes th e 
following remarks on the genus : "The most striking chracteristics of these insects are the 
hairy eyes, and the large plush-like scales which, in the males, form a large patch on both 
wings, but which are often replaced in the females by blue bands and patches, giving this sex 
the aspect of a different species. Still more remarkable, however, is the great difference of 
neuration presented by the sexes in some of the species. Mr. Hewitson pointed out the 
variation in the position of the lower disco-cellular nervule in relation to the second median 
nervule, whereby closely allied species may readily be distinguished. This is undoubtedly the 
case ; but by examination of four species of which I possess both sexes, I find that the 
difference between the neuration of the sexes is fully as great as between that of the most 
distant species. I find also by measurement and comparison, that the disco-cellular nervule 
retains a constant position, so that the length of the cell does not vary, and that it is th e 
^ranches of the median nervure that alter their position, being, in some cases, very much further 
from the base of the wing than in others. In T. clarissa the sexual difference is perceptible, 
but slight. In T. roberts'ta and. T. taxiles it is very easily seen, as in the male the second 
median nervule springs from tlie same point as the lower disco-cellular, while in the female it 
* Mucko, a sharp point or edge. 

- 
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_ almost exactly midway between the first and second branch. In T. Msara the difference 
is still more marked, since in the male the disco-cellular arises in advance of the second median 
nervule, while in the female it is nearly midway between them. This is a remarkable illustra- 
tion of Darwin's law, that when a particular character varies sexually, it also varies specifically. 
As a rule, differences of neuration are generic, rarely varying much from closely-allied species 
to species'. Here we have them as a sexual distinction ; and we also find them varying in an 
unusual degree from species to species. It is also very interesting to remark, that in the two 
species, T. rohcrlsia and T. viola, the Singapore variety is more highly coloured, and has the 
branches of the median nervure more distant from the base of the wing than in the more 
rufous-tinged Sumatran specimens, shewing a remarkable correlation between local modifications 
of tint and what are usually important and stable structural characters." 

In addition to the single species occurring in British Burma there are two well-marked 
species of the genus occurring in the Malay peninsula ; a description of them is given below.' 
Mr. Distant remarks of the females that they " appear to be excessively rare, or, as is possible, 
a difference in their habits may be the cause of their very infrequent capture."

Description: Male. Upperside rich dark violaceous. Forming with the usual deep 
brown velvety patch occupying about half the wing surface, commencing on the inner margin 
about one-fourth of its length from the base, extending up the outer margin as far as the lower 
discoidal nervule, which bounds it anteriorly, then extending obliquely across the wing to 
the point where it first commences. The apical margin black. Hmdunng with a similar 
but smaller apical patch ; the outer margin broadly ochraceous, bearing two obsolete series 
of blackish lunules, which are most prominent at the anal angle where they approximate. 
Underside dull ferruginous brown marked (in the Tenasserim specimen) with very indistinct 
darker brown and pale violet irregular lin es across the surface. Forming with a subapical

Hindwing with the false 
end of the cell marked with a prominent white bar, beyond which are a series of five round 
brown spots placed between the nervules, except in the interspace containing the white bar, 
a submarginal indistinct lunular ochreous line, and some obscure marginal markings. 
Female unknown to me. 

The single male described above, which was taken by Captain C- T. Bingham at Popee, 
Thoungyeen, in September, agrees exactly on the upperside with Javan and Bornean male 
specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, but differs from them and from Boisduval's figure 
on the underside in the obscurity of all the markings. In them the underside is castaneous, 
the cell of the forewing crossed by three and the base of the hindwing by two pale violaceous 
lines, the disc of both wings by three very irregular similar lines, with, on the forewing, some 
less distinct marginal ones. Hindwing with a discal series of five oval deep castaneous spots 
between the nervules, the one in the discoidal interspace wanting ; outer margin pale violaceous, 
bearing two lunulated castaneous lines, the inner one very dentate between the first median 
and discoidal nervules. The apex of the forewing in the Tenasserim specimen is more falcate 
than in the Javan and Bornean examples, but not more so than in Boisduval's figure. The 
length of the tail to the hindwing is variable, but it is longest in the Tenasserim specimen. 
A large series of specimens alone can determine whether this difference of marking is of 
sufficient constancy and importance to give the Upper Tenasserim race separate specific 
rank. Mr. Wallace (Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1869, p. 34.1) records T. clarina from Singapore, 
as also does Mr. Doubleday (Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol, 1, p. 160), but the species is not 
included in Mr. Distant's '* Rhopalocera Malayana." 

The figure is taken from a male specimen from Upper Tenasserim, and now in 
Major Marshall's collection, and shows both sides. 

Genus 63-— OYOTEIA, Fabricius. (Plate XXI), 

Cynthia, Fabricius, 111. Mag., vol. vi, p. 281, n. 11, (1807) ; id., Doubleday, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. i, p. 21a 
(1849) ; id., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 52 (1881) ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 183 (1882) ; Anartia (part), 
Hubner, Vera. bek. Schmett., p. 33 (iBifl). 

"Head, of moderate width, hairy. Eyes, oval, not prominent. Palpi, ascending, con- 
vergent, the third joint directed almost immediately forwards ; first joint short, much curved, 
scaly, with one or two seta; in front ; second joint three times the length of the first, much 
swollen beyond the middle, rounded at the apex, scaly, and thickly set in front and exter- 
nally with long setae ; third joint ovate, about one-fifth the length, and half the breadth, of 
the first joint, scaly, the scales appressed. Antenna, fully three-fourths the length of the 
body, terminating in a gradually thickened, short, rather slender club. Thorax, elongate, 
oval, hairy ; prothorax very distinct. [Abdomen, stout, somewhat short, about two-thirds the 
length of the iuner margin of the hindwing.] ForeWing, subtriangular ; costal margin con- 
siderably curved ; outer and inner margins about equal in length ; the outer emarginate, 
sinuate ; the inner very slightly emarginate. Costal nervure extending to the middle of the 
costa ; subcostal nervure slender, lying close to the costal as far as the end of the cell, five- 
branched ; its first aud second nervules thrown off close together ; the first a little before, 
the second immediately beyond, the end of the cell ; the third rather nearer to the second than 
to the apex ; the fourth shortly beyond the third. Discoidal cell not half the length of the wing. 
Upper disco-cellular nervule very short, directed obliquely outwards ; middle about half the 
length of the lower, nearly straight, directed obliquely inwards ; hnver curving inwards, 
joining the third median nervule soon after its origin; this latter subsequently considerably 
curved. Hindwing, with the costal margin much rounded, shorter than the outer, which is 
also much rounded, sinuate, often with a short tail in which the third median nervule termi- 
nates. Inner margin equal to the outer, forming a deep channel for the reception of the 
abdomen. Prcecostal nervure bifid. Costal nervure not much curved near its origin. Discoidal 
cell open, but with a depression on the underside in the place of the lower disco-cellular nervule. 
Discoidal nervule curved at its separation from the second subcostal nervule. Forelegs, 
of the male rather sleuder ; femur and tibia of about equal length, the latter nearly cylindric, 
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obliquely truncate at its apex, clothed with scales and a few scattered setae ; farm? half as 
Jong as the tibia, nearly cylindric, mucronate at the apex. Of the female with the jemur and 
tibia of about equal length, rather slender, scaly ; the latter also furnished with some scat- 
tered sets, and with two lateral spines before the apex, which is very obliquely truncate ; 
tarsus shorter than the tibia, clavate ; first joint nearly cylindric for about two-thirds of its 
length, then widening to the apex, which is about double the width of the base ; second 
joint transverse, about one-sixth the length 01 the first ; third transverse, shorter than the 
second ; fourth transverse, about half the length of the first ; all these joints armed with 
a spine on each side at the apex ; fifth joint very small, shorter than the fourth, armed with 
two small spines before the apex, and furnished, as are the three preceding joints, with a 
tuft of hair on each side at the base, covering the spines of the preceding joint- Middle 
and hindlegs, rather robust ; femora of the middle pair rather longer, of the hind pair rather 
shorter, than the tibiae ; tibitz spiny all round ; the two lateral series distinctly regular ; spurs 
strong; tarsus spiny above, laterajly, and below; fifth joint less spiny below than the others ; 
the spines below arranged in two tolerably regular series; second joint fully one-third the 
length of the first ; third joint more than two-thirds the length of the second ; fourth joint 
half the length of the fifth, and more than half the length of the second. Claws strong, sharp, 
curved, grooved below. Paronychia consisting of one lacinia, broad at the base, then 
suddenly narrower, nearly linear, rather more than half the length of the claw, very hairy. 
Puhillus short ; the second joint broad, hairy. The sexes differ materially in colour ; the 
males being fulvous with darker markings ; the females of a light greyish brown, both wings 
being traversed by a broad white interrupted band." (DoubUday, 1. c.) 

Larva cylindric, head armed with two large erect spiny tubercles, the segments also armed 
with tubercles from which spring many-branched spines. Pupa irregular-shaped, with 
numerous projecting processes. 

The genus Cynthia is found in South India, Ceylon, Andaman Isles, the Eastern Himalayas, 
Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, and thence through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago 
as far eastwards as New Britain. All the species are very closely allied indeed, so much so 
that Mr. Doubleday, in the Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera, confined the specie* to one only, 
and Mr. Kirby in his Synonymic Catalogue to one with a variety. In the case of several of 
them, it is almost impossible to distinguish between them without having both sexes, it being 
the female which bears the chief specific distinctions. 

Three species are found within our limits, while Mr. Distant records two as occurring in the 
Malay Peninsula. The males of the North Indian and Ceylonese species appear to be almost 
indistinguishable, so I have based the key below on the principal points of difference in the 
opposite sex. They are large and handsome insects having the hindwing distinctly tailed in both 
sexes ; the males are bright yellowish-brown, with two macular black lines on the outer margin 
and one transverse one on the disc across both wings. The females are more or less greenish, 
with a prominent white band across the disc, with from two to five ocelli on the hindwing.

322. Cynthia erota, Fabricius. (Plate XXI, Fig. 97 <J ?).

Habitat ; North East India, Burma, South Andaman Isles, 
Expanse; J, 35 to 43; ?, 3-2 to 45 inches.

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Description: Male. Upperside bright ferruginous-ochreous, the discal area across 
both wings slightly paler. For swing with two black lines crossing the middle of the cell, 
another near its outer end, two very fine lines enclosing the disco-cellulars, a black somewhat 
lunulated very narrow fascia or line just beyond the cell from the costa to the submedian 
nervure, a paler much waved discal macular line, followed by a curved series of small black 
spots one in each interspace, the two on either side of the third median nervule indistinct, a 
black submarginal waved line enclosing a pale ochreous spot at the apex, and a marginal more 
waved line, Hindwing with a narrow black straight line beyond the cell from the costal 
nervure to near the anal angle, in continuation of the line on the forewing, beyond which the 
ground-colour is paler especially towards the costa, the outer margin of this pale band marked 
by a very irregular deep tawny line, a diffused dusky band bearing two ocelli, the upper one 
placed in the interspace above the discoidal nervule, the lower one in the first median inter- 
space, these ocelli made up of a fine black outer line enclosing an ochreous space bearing 
a somewhat diffused blackish excentric spot with a lilac pupil. Marginal and submarginal 
lines as in the fore wing, but enclosing a small patch of violaceous at the anal angle. 
Underside paler, tinged with reddish towards the base, and marked somewhat 
similarly to the upperside, the basal markings more prominent, the middle bar across the 
cell of the forewing being produced to the submedian nervure and appearing on the hindwing 
from the costal to the submedian nervure, an additional line between it and the base 
across the cell of both wings, and the upper disco-cellular of the hindwing enclosed by two 
fine lines ; the discal line prominent, continued almost straight from the middle of the 
costa of the forewing almost to the anal angle of the hindwing. near which it curves abruptly 
upwards and joins the inner margin just below the abdominal fold ; a prominent blackish line 
nearly straight from the outer edge of the apical spot on the forewing to the anal angle of 
the hindwing, the triangular space between paler and bearing two much waved less distinct 
lines, the outer of which merges in the outer line on the hindwing, the space beyond much 
washed with silvery violaceous, the marginal lines paler and indistinct, the apical spot on the 
forewing large silvery geminate, and followed by two smaller ones corresponding to the black 
dots of the upperside. 

The above description is of the typical form which is found abundantly in North Eastern 
India from Sikkim, through Assam, the Khasi and Naga Hills, Sylhet, Cachar, Munipore, 
and Burma to Tenasserim ; but there are several more or less well-defined local races in 
which the characters of the male insect differ as follows. 

The Andaman race has the upperside distinctly paler throughout, but the markings are 
identical, those on the paler discal area slightly less distinct ; the UNDERSIDE is also paler, and 
more uniformly ochreous in tint, the silvery violaceous washing equally wide-spread but much 
less brilliant in tone. The ground-colour of the upperside is somewhat variable, in some 
specimens it is pale ochreous throughout, in others distinctly darker at the base of 
both wings. 

In Tenasserim also there occurs along with the typical form, a local race, nearest to the 
Andaman form but paler still and more uniformly yellowish in tone ; on the uppkrside the 
markings are all paler and less distinct, those on the pale discal area almost entirely obsolete ; 
the violaceous patch at anal angle indistinct ; the underside paler, the markings all less 
prominent, and the silvery violaceous washings duller and more restricted than even in the 
Andaman race. This race prominently differs from the South Indian species, C. saloma t 
in the very much paler and more uniform tone of colouring, its smaller size, and the markings 
throughout being far less prominent. 

Lastly, we have a single specimen taken in December by Dr. E. R. Johnson at Harriajan 
at the base of the Naga hills on the north side towards the Brahmaputra valley ; the upper- 
side of which closely resembles that of the pale Tenasserim local race, but the violaceous patch 
at anal angle of hindwing is altogether wanting; the underside is darker almost uniform 
ochreous with a ferruginous tinge, basal half more distinctly ferruginous-red, and barely the 
faintest trace of the violaceous washing is discernable on the external area. 

Males of C. erota are very common in Sikkim at all elevations up to 7,000 feet, also 
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in Assam and the Khasi Hills. They are very powerful on the wing, and frequent damp 
spots where they suck up the moisture. The female is far less frequently seen. 

The figure shows the upperside of a male and a female specimen in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Shillong.

Expanse: 6",4'2; ?, 4-6 inches. 

Description : Male. Uppbrside with the basal and external areas of both wings 
much darker than in typical C. erota, the black lines broader and more prominent, the 
violaceous patch at anal angle of hmdsving wanting-, the discal area between much paler, 
and the markings on it obsolescent. On the underside the discal area is also paler and 
more conspicuous, the markings on it less prominent, and the silvery violaceous washing of 
the external area duller and more restricted and in some specimens barely traceable. The 
female differs in having the white discal area on the upperside of the forciving wider and 
more diffused at the costa and much narrower below, the area beyond being powdered with 
lilac grey, especially near the hinder angle. On the hhtdxving \.\xc white discal band is much 
restricted, barely extending below the lower subcostal nervule, while in C. avto it extends 
right across the wing to the submedian nervure. 

This species, differing as it does in both sexes from the typical C. crota, forms a well- 
marked local race linking C. crota with the Ceylon form C. ascla, on the other hand the pale 
Tenasserim local race of C. crota described above (of which the female is still unknown) 
appears to link C. crota with the Malayan C. deione. 

Mr. Rhodes-Morgan has taken both sexes of this species in the Wynaad, as also has 
Mr. Harold S. Ferguson in Travancore. Mr. Frank W. Bourdilkm says of this species : 
'■ Occurs in Trevandrum at about 2,000 feet elevation, uncommon and difficult to secure owing 
to its strong flight and habit of settling 20 or 30 feet from the ground." Colonel Swinboe's 
original description of C. saloma from specimens horn the Nilgiris is given below. *

In the males of C. asela and C. erota I can detect no single character by which to distin- 
guish them, though strangely enough the South Indian C. saloma is very different in aspect from 
typical C. erota and C. asela, though placed geographically between them. The female of 
C. asela is a darker insect, especially below, than C. erota from Northern India ; on the up- 
perside the ground-colour is of a different shade, being blue-grey instead of olivaceous, and the 
white discal band on the hindwing is less distinct and more restricted. The South Indian species 
in the female differs much in the tone of the ground-colour on the upperside, which is decidedly 
bronzy-green ; the discal band on the hindwing is also even more restricted. 

Two species have been described from the Malay peninsula, one of them, C. deione,* hav- 
ing a very wide range, the other being as yet known from Province Wellesley only. There are

Mr. Putler (I.e.) in describing C. erotelta says :— " I have examined a good series nf examples, and am 
therefore confident of the distinctness of this species. In general size and the indistinctness of the lunulated 
discal line it agrees with C. deione; but it is altogether brighter in colour, with longer tails 60 the hindwing, 
and a different arrangement of the lines on the underside of the wings." 

Cynthia canton', 1'istant, Ann and Mag. of Not. Hist , fifth series, vol. x, p. 406 (1882) ; idem, id., Rhop. 
Malay., p. 185. n. 2, pi. x, fig. 5. male (188a), Habitat : Province Wellesley. Expanse: Male, 2-7 inches. Ins- 
cription : " Male. Closely allied in colour and markings to C. deione, from which it differs on the upperside by 
the more angulated markings in the cell of the forewing and by the medial transverse fuscous fascia being placed 
mux., nearer to the apex of the cell, whilst on ih^ hindwing this fascia is seen to be abruf-tly broken and defltf ted 
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specimens of the former from Borneo in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, the male being quite 
indistinguishable from C. erota from North India. The female, however, has the discal white 
band on theupperside much narrower, and nearly of equal width throughout its length, reach" 
ing the stibmedian nervure on the hindwing j the hindwing on the upperside also has four ocelli. 

Genus 54.— HELCYBA, Felder. (Plate XIX). 

Htleyra, Felder, Sitzb. Ak. Wiss. Wien, Math.-Nat. Cl„ vol. xl, p. 450 (i860) ; idem, id., Neucs Lep., pp. 
37, 44 (i860- 

" Head, small ; eyes, naked ; antenna, medium, the club obtuse ovate. Palpi, scaly, 
ascending, twice as high as the head. Wings, with the ceils open. Forewing, with the sub- 
costal nervure four-branched, the first branch in the middle of the cell, the second beyond 
the extremity of it, the third arising before the apex of the wing [and the fourth very short}, 
the first disco-cellular rather long, longitudinal, and with the two discoidal nervules arising 
from the same point. Hindwing, with the prsecostal nervure emitted beyond the origin of 
the subcostal nervure." 

"Genus with the neuration of the forewing sufficiently distinct from that of other 
Nymphalintr, perhaps allied to Apatura." (Felder, 1. c. in Sitz. Ak. Wiss. Wien.) 

Two species of the genus only are known, the one inhabiting the hills of North-East 
India, the other Amboina. 

325- Eelcyra homing, Hewitson. (Plate XIX, Fig. 83 <J ).

Habitat : Sikkim, Naga Hills. 

Expanse : 27 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : "Male. Upperside white. Forewing with the apex broadly black, 
marked with two white spots ; two black spots at the end of the celt, and one near the anal 
angle of the same colour. Hindwing with seven spots beyond (he middle, a suhmarginal line, 
and the outer margin (which is very narrow) black. Underside lilac-white. Forewing 
spotless, with two indistinct lines of brown near the middle, and one scarcely seen near the 
anal angle. Hindwing with the spots of the upperside and the submarginal line indistinctly 
marked in lilac, preceded by arches of rufous-brown ; the black spot (the outer spot of three 
near the anal angle) crowned with bright yellow." 

"This adds a second species to Dr. Felder's genus Heleyra, which he considers nearest 
to Apatura. It differs from the neighbouring genera in the rounded club of the antennae, 
which resembles Argynnis and Callithea. It has the cells of both wings open. In the 
museum at Leyden this species is put with Charaxes, to which it bears a general resemblance." 
(Hewitson, 1. c. ) 

This is a very beautiful species, pure shining white with black markings, quite unlike any 
other species in the Nym/>haHn&. It is rare also, Mr. Otto M oiler took a single female at 
Singla near Darjiling, 1,300 feet, in October, which is the only precise record of its capture 
in my possession. There is a single male from the Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Cal- 
cutta. The female does not differ from the male. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Genus 55.— SEPHISA, Moore. (Plate XX). 

SepkUa, Moore. Proc. ZooL Soc Lond., 1882, p. 240 ; Castalia (Boisduval, MS.). Horsfield and Moore, 
Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C , vol. i, p. 199 (1857). 

Head, of moderate size, hairy. Eyes, prominent, reddish, naked. Antenna, long, four- 
sevenths of the length of the forewing, with a distinct gradually-formed club. Haustellum, 
yellow. Palpi, porrected obliquely, black above, pale below, clothed with thick short scales. 

near the bases of the second and third median neiimtes ; on the undbrsidr this fraciure or angulation appears 
much more distinctly : the basal curved line which crosses the cell in C dctone is also broken and looped in C. 
eantori. 1 have not as yet received a second specimen of this species, nor have I seen its female, which will, 
however, almost certainly prove to be somewhat like the female of C. detone, with the difference of marking 
detailed above as found a the other sex." {Distant, 1. c.J

7korax t robust, wooly ; abdomen, rather small. Forewing, with the casta gently arched ; outer 
margin emarginate below the apex and waved, a little shorter than the inner margin which 
is straight. Costal nervure reaching the margin about the middle of the costa ; the first sub- 
costal nervule given off from the subcostal nervure a short distance before the end of the cell, 
second a little beyond the end of the cell, the third given off nearer to the cell than to the base 
of the fourth, reaching the apex, fourth reaching the margin below the apex. Upper disco- 
cellular nervule very small, directed obliquely outwards, middle disco-cellular also very short, 
about three times the length of the upper, directed obliquely inwards, lower disco-cellular 
wanting, thus leaving the discoidal cell entirely open. Thud median nervule moderately and 
evenly arched. Submedian nervure straight. Hindwing, triangular-ovate, costa gently curved, 
outer margin sinuate, inner margin emarginate at the anal angle, deeply channelled to receive 
the abdomen. Prmcostal nervure simple, strongly curved outwards. Dtscoidal cell open. 

This is a genus of very small extent, two species only being known, which are confined 
to Northern India extending into Burma. They are handsome insects, the males black and 
yellow in about equal proportions, one species with some white spots, on the forewing. The 
female of one species (S. chandra) is extremely variable.

B, female (1S80J ; Se/>hisa chandra, 
de NiceVilie, Journ. A. S. B., vol, li, pt. n, p. 60, n. 164 (1S82}. 
Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Upper Assam, Burma. 
Expanse : £, 3-0 to 3-3 ; ? , 3*40 to 3 l 65 inches. 

Description: Male. "Upperside: Forewing jet-black, with a greenish gloss at the 
apex ; a transverse curved row of four orange-coloured spots from costal margin one-fourth of 
the wing to middle of posterior margin ; a straight row of five white spots from middle of costal 
margin to near posterior angle ; also two small and one minute while spot near the apex ; a 
marginal and submarginal row of spots, those at the apex whitish, the marginal ill-defined, the 
submarginal rather large and clearly defined, and those to the posterior angle small and bluish. 
Hindwing clear orange-colour, with rather broad black posterior margin, centred with a marginal 
row of small whitish [bluish] spots ; also a parallel inner zigzag black band from anal angle to 
anterior angle, and extending along the costal margin, the black extending along the veins 
upwards and downwards to marginal band ; a small black spot nearly at the base of and within 
discoidal cell [sometimes absent], and another in the middle of the wing ; on the thickest part of 
the inner band near anal angle is a small medial bluish-white spot [sometimes absent] ; abdominal 
margin broad dusky-white. Body black ; frontal tuft and neck spotted with white. Underside 
as above, but on the forewing the colours are brighter ; the costal margin greenish-white, and 
there is also a whitish triangular spot at base of discoidal cell : on the hindwing along the mar- 
ginal band is a row of bluish-white lunated spots ; the spot on the thickest part of the inner band 
is large, as is also the medial black spot within the discoidal cell ; at the base of the wing are 
a number of greenish -white spots ; all the veins are broadly lined with black ; body and 
abdomen on the sides spotted with white." {Moore, I. c.) M Female differs from the male in 
the outer margin of the forewing being less emarginate, the hindwing broader and less 
denticulate. On the upperside the rich orange colour of the male has entirely disappeared, 
except the spot in the cell of the forewing, which, however, is much reduced in size. Beyond 
the cell in that wing in one Sikkim specimen, but hardly observable in another Sikkim ex- 
ample, and in one from Nepal there are four longitudinal white streaks between the nervules, 
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decreasing r&pidly from the anterior one placed between the costal nervure and the irppeT 
discoidal nervule, and the posterior one between the third and second median nervules. The 
discal white spots of the male are smaller in the female, the anterior ones whitish, the pos- 
terior ones bright steel-blue. There are also other similarly coloured spots and streaks be- 
tween the nervules just beyond the cell, and below it. In the hindzving the ground-colour 
is black with a marginal and submarginal row of spots, the outer the smaller, and a discal 
series of streaks between the nervules, all steel-blue. In a specimen from Nepal, these spots 
and streaks are sullied with tawny. On the underside the orange spot in the cell of the 
forewing is much larger than above, and in the kindiving there is a round orange spot on the 
middle of thecosta, and a similar one in the cell, the submarginal spots are yellowish, and all 
the steel-blue markings oi the upperside much paler," (de Niccville, 1 . c, ) The female speci- 
men from Nepal figured by Mr. Waterhouse differs considerably from the females described 
above, the hind wing is greyish-white throughout except the nervules, a short discal lunular 
line and two marginal lines which are black. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Nepal, Sibsagar {S. E. Peal), 
and there is one female specimen from Shillong (Dr. Johnson) in Major Marshall's collection, 
and others taken by the Yunan Expedition. Males occur commonly in Sikkim at low eleva- 
tions, the female, however, is rarely seen. A specimen of the latter sex in Major Marshall's 
collection probably from Sikkim has four very prominent white streaks from the subcostal 
nervure to the second median nervule on the upperside of the forewing ; in fact, no two 
specimens of the female as far as I have seen are exactly alike, and many show very great 
variations in colour and the extent of the markings. They probably mimic the blue species 
of Euplcta, 

327- Scphisa dichroa, Kollar. (Plate XX, Fig. 93 £)•

408 (1857 J ; Scfhisa dichioa, 
Moore, Proc Zool. Soc- Lond , 1882. p 240. 

Habitat : Western Himalayas, 

Expanse : 2*6 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : " May be distinguished from Castalt'a [= Se/>hisd\ chandra by the exterior 
margin of "Cat forewing being much less dellexed in the middle, and by having all the markings 
of the upperside of the forewing orange colour, and being without the black spots in the 
discoidal cell of the hindwing, and on the underside by the pearly-white on the hindiuing." 
(Moore, I.e. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) The female differs but slightly from the male, 
the ground-colour and markings are paler, especially the apical and two upper of the three 
spots beyond the cell of the forewing which are almost white. 

I have taken this insect commonly at Simla flying round and settling on the oak through- 
out the summer, also at Kujiah near Dalhousie in June. Colonel A. M. Lang, R.E., records* 
that it is partial to ripe fruit, that he has " seen it in open woods in the interior of the Hima- 
laya, pitching on the sprays of tall shrubs, making rapid flights, and returning to the same 
spot." The Irdian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from the Kulu Valley (A. Gra- 
ham Young), and Masuri {Temple' on.) Major Marshall possesses specimens taken at Chumba 
in May and Murree in June. It appears to be confined to the Western Himalayas. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Cal- 
cutta. 

GenilS 56.— EILIPA, Moore. (Plate XX). 

Dilr'pa, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus, E.I.C., vol. \, p. 201 (1857), 

'* Differs from typical Apatura in having the discoidal cell closed in both wings by a very 
delicate lower disco-cellular nervule ; the palpi and antennre are, however, like those of 
Apatura." (Moore, I. c.) In Dilipa the second subcostal nervule of the forewing is given 
off from the subcostal nervure at about one-twenty-fifth of an inch distance beyond the apex of 
the cell, in Apatura (namouna, Kollar") it is given off at about the same distance before the

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end of the cell. The outer margins of both wings in Dilipa are more even, and the forewing 
less emarginate, in other respects it does not differ materially from Apatura. 

A single species of the genus is known, which occurs from DharmsaVa to the Naga Hills, 
but does not appear to be common anywhere. It is a very beautiful insect, upperside swarthy, 
forewing with two macular yellow bands, hindwing with the disc resplendent shining golden. 
In the female the yellow markings are replaced by whitish. 

32S. Dilipa morgfiana, Westwood. (Plate XX, Fig. 86 $). 

Apatura* morgiana, Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 305, n. 22, note (1850) ; Dilipa morgiana, 
Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E.I.C, vol. i, p. 201, n. 410, pi. vis, fig. 5, male and female (1857). 

Habitat: Southern India ( Westwood) ? Himalayas; the Naga Hills. 

Expanse: <J, 26 to 29; ?, 3-01 inches. 

Description: "Male. [Upperside?] Forewing blackish-swarthy with an irregular 
oblique median fascia and another beyond the middle golden yellow, and two subapical dots 
white. Hindwing silky golden yellow, with the base and the outer margin broadly fuscous ; 
the external angle and a wavy streak at the anal angle golden yellow. Underside paler, 
yellowish-white at the base, and pale mouse-coloured at the apex, more or less powdered with 
grey. Female similarly marked, but with white not galden-yellow, the hindwing also 
irrorated with lilac beyond the middle." (Westwood, 1. c.) 

Mr. Hocking took this species in the Kangra Valley in August at 6,000 feet. Major 
G. F. L. Marshall found a single female in his house at Summer Hill, Simla, also in August. 
I have taken several males flying round the temples on the bare top of Tara Devi, opposite 
Simla, and one in the bed of the Simla river was taken by Mr. C. A, R. Crommelin ; there 
are males in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Masuri (Colonel Buckley), four or five 
specimens were sent from Nepal by Dr. Scully, and there are specimens from the Naga Hills 
also in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It appears to be a rare species whevevev it occurs. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Simla specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

The next group of genera of the Nymphalinm has the second subcostal nervure of the 
forewing emitted just before the end of the cell in addition to the first, except in certain 
species of the genus Neptis in which it is given off beyond the apex of the cell. These latter 
species have been generically separated from Neptis by Mr, Moore under the name of Rahinda, 
and there is some ground for so doing ; but whether genetically separable or not, the species 
of Rahinda are in habits, outline of wings and style of marking, most intimately allied to 
Neptis, and as the arrangement of the subfamily here tentatively adopted would necessitate 
that the two genera if separated, should be placed far apart, which is manifestly incorrect, 
I have preferred to class them as comprising a single genus (Neptis), with certain aberrant 
species (Rahinda). This aberrant feature also occurs in two other genera of this group, 
HestinazxA Argyniiis ; no generic names have however been suggested for these species, 
though Brenthis, Hubner (type thore, Hiibner) might be used for the species of Argynnis 
which have the second subcostal nervule of the forewing emitted after the end of the cell, 

GenUS 57.— APATTTRA, Fabricius. (Plate XX), 

Apatura, Fabricius, 111. Mag., vol. vi, p. 280, 11.9 (1807) ; id., Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, 
p. 30a (1850) : id., Felder, Neues Lep., p. 36 (1861) ; Potamis, Hubner, Tentaraen, p. 1 (1806) ; Doxocopa % 
Hubner, Verz. bek, Schmett., p. 49 (1816) ; Rokana, Moore, Lep. Cey., voL i, p. 27 (iS8i). 

u Body, robust ; thorax^ robust, subovate, very woolly in front and behind. Abdomen^ 
small, elongate-conic in the male ; more robust in the female. Wings, of the male generally 
with a splendid purple gloss, the forewing emarginate in the middle of the outer margin. 
Head, of moderate size, larger in the male than in the female, hairy, slightly tufted in 
front. Eyes, prominent, naked. Antenna, about equal to three-fifths of the length of the 
forewing, nearly straight ; terminated by a rather strong elongate-ovate club, compressed 
and delicately keeled along the inside. Palpi, porrected obliquely, the tip rising nearly 
to the level of the top of the eyes. Inner surfaces parallel, nearly united together, so as to 
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form a conical beak nearly as long as the head, thickly clothed with short scales ; 
the base beneath, the inner surface of the middle joint and* the terminal half of the upper 
surface, furnished with elongated hairs ; the basal joint very short ; second joint very long, 
slender, and curved ; the third not longer than the basal joint, elongate-conic, pointed at the 
tip. Forewing, elongate-trigonate ; costal margin moderately arched ; apex subtruncate ; 
outer margin more than two-thirds of the length of the costa, slightly scalloped, and more 
or less emarginate in the middle ; inner margin nearly straight, a little longer than the outer 
margin. Veins very strong. Costal tuirvure extending to the length of two-thirds of the costa 
from the base ; subcostal nervure with the first branch arising a little before the anteiior 
extremity of the discoidal ceil ; second branch arising at one-third of the length of the wing, 
just before or exactly at the extremity of the cell ; third branch arising just beyond the middle 
of the wing, and extending to the apex ; fourth branch arising at four-fifths of the length of 
the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule obsolete, middle arising at the anterior extremity of the 
discoidal cell, at the distance of one-third of the length of the wing from the base, very short, 
and forming the curved base of the lower discoidal nervule ; lower obsolete, so that the 
discoidal cell is open. Hindwing, triangular-ovate ; the apex more or less elongated ; outer 
margin scalloped ; inner margin deeply grooved to receive the abdomen, with a deep sinus 
between the body and the anal angle. Prcecostal nervure strongly curved, its extremity direct- 
ed outwards from the body ; subcostal nervure branched at a short distance from its base. 
Discoidal cell not closed, the lower disco-cellular nervule being obsolete. Forelegs, of the 
male very short and slender, clothed with delicate white hairs ; tibia shorter than the femur ; 
tarsus about two-thirds of the length of the tibia, very slender, and, when denuded of its 
hairs, four-jointed; the joints not indicated by short spines, and the apical joint very minute, 
simple, and destitute of apical claws. Of the female very slender and scaly ; femur within 
clothed with short white flossy hairs ; tarsus two-thirds of the length of the tibia, nearly 
cylindrical, suboblique at the tip, and articulated, with short spines beneath, indicating the 
joints. Middle and kindlegs, moderately long, scaly ; tibia; and tarsi finely spined beneath. 
Tibia of the middle legs shorter than the femora ; those of the hind legs equal to them in length ; 
tibial spurs short. Claws, paronychia and pulvillus of moderate size." 

u Larva naked, gradually attenuated behind ; the head armed with two spines, and the 
tail with two obtuse points, PUPA compressed at the sides ; the back carinated, and the head 
bifid," (Westwood t 1. c.) This diagnosis does not apply to the Rohana group. 

According to the law of strict priority the name Potamis, Hiibner, should probably be 
applied to the genus, as pointed out by Mr. Scudder in his " Historical Sketch of the Generic 
Names proposed for Butterflies," but I have followed previous writers in retaining the well-known 
name Apalura for it. Mr. Distant remarks on the subject (Rhop. Malay., p. 100) that :— "By 
the name Apatura I allude to the genus as hitherto almost universally understood, and not as 
recently applied by Messrs. Scudder and Moore to species of Hypotimnas. Where an earlier 
generic name is clearly found to have priority the law should unhesitatingly be applied ; but 
where a certain amount of doubt exists, and the evidence is not convincing, the name generally 
used should remain unchanged," 

Typical species, such as Apatura iris, the " Purple Emperor" of Europe, are amongst 
the most beautiful of butterflies, the males being furnished on the upperside with a resplen- 
dant purple or blue gloss, which feature the females more or less lack. Of this group A . 
namouna of Northern India is a worthy representative. A. sordida is a plain brown insect 
in both sexes, with a discal white band and spots beyond on the forewing, presenting, 
especially in the female, a great resemblance to some species of Lethe. A.parvata is also brown 
with some obscure paler markings ; the sexes alike. A. chevana is a very remarkable species, 
alike in both sexes ; on the underside it is a typical Apatura of the na?nouna group, but on the 
upperside is a wonderful mimic of a white-spotted and banded Athyma. A. parysatts and A. 
camiba are deep purple-black above, the females being coloured somewhat like A. parvata, but 
generally resembling species of the genus Ergolis, which they may mimic. Females of all the 
species are rare, the males are more commonly met with in India, chiefly owing to their habit

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of frequenting moist spots. In Europe A* iris shows a partiality for carrion, I am unaware if 
its Indian allies possess a similar depraved taste. 

The genus Apatura is very wide-spread, and occurs in both North and South America, in 
the West India Islands, throughout Europe and Asia, and in the Malay Archipelago. There 
are about forty species known.

A. namouna, Doubleday, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., vol. xvi, p. 178 (1845); A. amMca, Kollar, 
Hugel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. ii, p. 431, n. i, pi. viii, figs. 3, 4 (1848) ; id., Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus! 
E. I. C, vol. i, p. 201, n. 411 (1857) ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc Load., 1865, p. 765 ; A. sanoa, Hewitson, 
Ex. Butt., vol. iv, pi. i, Apatura, figs. 7, 8 (1869). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Naga Hills. 

Expanse : $ , 26 to 3-0 ; ? , 2-9 inches. 

Description : " Both wings swarthy black, shot with brilliant shining blue, with a broad 
transverse band and some spots white. Underside silvery- white, with rufous margins and 
transverse line." 

Male ; « Upperside both wings fuscous black, with a transverse pure white band sliehtly 
bordered with bluish, commencing by three rounded dots at the extremity of the discoidal cell 
of the forewing, afterwards widening and attaining the abdominal margin of the hindwine* • 
beyond this band are three white dots towards the apex of the forewing, and one or two indistinct 
ones towards its anal angle ; on the hindwing a series of seven [submarginal] whitish dots • the 
anal angle rufous. The whole disc and inner margin of the forewinq, and the whole of the

The males are common in Sikkim at low elevations, and are found more sparingly 
throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas westward as far as Murree ; they are not usually 
difficult to capture, as they come down to the wet sand on the borders of the hill streams to drink. 
There is a single female from Masuri in the Indian Museum, also males from Buxa, Bhutan 
iJMoti Ram)., and the Naga Hills ; Major Marshall has taken it below Nairn Tal in Kumaon, 
and Dr. E. R. Johnson at Shillong in the Khasi hills in July. 

A curious variety or H sport" of A. namouna has been figured and described by Hewitson 
under the name of A. zanoa, in which the discal white band on the upperside has nearly 
disappeared, the margin of both wings on the underside much more widely rufous, and the 
discal rufous band of A- namouna entirely absent. The description is appended.* 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

A variety of A. namouna occurs in the interior of the North-Western Himalayas, of which 
three male specimens are in Major Marshall's collection ; two from Kutabal in Kashmir, 
taken in June by Mrs. R. Bazett at an elevation of 8,200 feet, and one from Pangi, on 
the east border of Kashmir, taken by Mr, R. Ellis ; they differ from typical A. namouna, 
and also from the specimen figured by Von Hiigel as A. ambica in the following particulars : — 
they are considerably larger than the normal form, their expanse being from 3*15 to 
3*50 inches ; on the upperside the purple gloss is much duller and less distinctly defined ; 
and the white discal band is more widely diffused both oitf wardly and inwardly by white 
powdering, especially on the hiudwing. In the forewing, there is an additional white spot 
above the upper discotdal nervule in prolongation of the discal band, and all the white 
spots are larger. In the hindming the submarginal series of white dots is expanded into 
a series of diffused and almost confluent white lunules. On the underside the discal rufous 
band is wider, its outer edge less sharply defined with black, and less sinuous ; in the 
forewing the additional white spot also appears, the black spots in the cell are much larger 
(confluent in one specimen), the black patch at the inner angle is larger and more diffused, 
aai the whitish lunules on the rufous border are reduced to two, and in the hindming the 
black spot of the rufous band on the lower median interspace, which is found in all typical 
Apaturas in India, is entirely wanting. The absence of this latter spot, and the presence of 
an additional white spot in the discal band, are probably sufficient to separate this as a 
distinct species, but in the absence of further specimens and wider knowledge of the 
insect I prefer to consider it a variety. 

330- ApatUra bliavaaa, Moore. 

A. bhavana, Moore, Trans. Eat. Sac, Load., 1881, p. 307 ; id., Waterhouse, Aid, vol. », pi. exxvii, 
£g. 2 (1883). 

Habitat : N. E. Bengal. 
Expanse: £, 3 inches. 

Description : "Male : Allied to A, ambica. Differs in its larger expanse, the forewing 
being more deflexed, and of less breadth across : the kindwing is also more produced at the 
anal angle. On the upperside the transverse discal white band is similar, but there are 
only two small apical white spots, and the exterior border of both wings has an unmarked 
fulvous-brown fascia. Underside also similar, the nacreousf basal and external areas are

Expansb : 2'8 inches. Description : *' Male : UppBrsidI dark brown, the cilia, marked by lunules of white.

more in the middle, and the discal fulvous band on the hindzving is narrower." (Moore, 1. c.) 

This species is unknown to me. It is evidently very closely allied to A. namouna t if 
indeed it can be specifically separated from that species. There is a single male from 
Buxa, Bhutan, in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which agrees with the description of A. 
bhavana in having only two subapical white spots on the forewing, but it is inseparable 
from A. namouna, in which species the lower of the subapical spots is always small and often 
obsolescent. The expanse of this specimen in 2 '8 inches. 

331- Apatura ckevana, Moore. 

Athyma chevana, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc, Lond,, 1865, p. 763, pi. xli, fig. 1. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam. 

Expanse : 2-50 to 3-65 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside dark brown; markings pale buff yellow. Fate* 
■wing with uninterrupted discoidal streak, terminated by two oblique spots ; a transverse 
discal series of irregular-shaped spots, a submarginal row of small spots, and indistinct 
marginal narrow streaks. Hindwing with a broad transverse band, a submarginal lunulated 
band, and indistinct marginal narrow streaks. Body with pale buff-yellow waist-band and 
abdominal rings. Underside— forewing with the markings as above, the interspaces ferru- 
ginous brown, suffused with dark brown posteriorly, except along the base of the costa and 
triangularly before the apex, which is pale, nacreous blue. Hindwing with a narrow transverse 
discal and marginal ferruginous-brown band, the rest of the wing pale nacreous blue, the 
broad transverse and lunulated submarginal band being paler nacreous white ; a black dot on 
lower part of disc." 

"Remark. — The whole underside of this species is very similar to that of Apatura 
ambka; and Mr. W. S. Atkinson has informed me that in fresh-caught specimens the upper- 
side has also the beautiful reflected purple gloss visible in that insect." {Moore t 1. c.) The 
female differs from the male only in having the upperside entirely unglossed with blue, the 
markings straw-coloured, and both wings broader, the outer margin of the forewing less 
emarginate. 

This species is a wonderful mimic of the white-spotted and banded group of Atkymas, 
and speaking of the latter genus Mr. Distant remarks,* it " is supposed to be of a protected 
nature, owing to the fact of its being apparently ' mimicked* by species of other genera. 
A most notable instance of this is afforded by the Apatura chevana, Moore, a Darjiling 
species, which, though possessing the beautiful colouration of that genus beneath, is marked 
above like a species of Athyma. This, however, on examination, appears to be a case of 
* spurious mimicry,' as the insect when at rest, with its wings folded (and we are not told 
that it is aberrant in this respect), would exhibit the Apaturan distinctiveness, and thus be 
afforded no protection by the Athymad simulation of their upper surface." 

Regarding the position A. chevana assumes when at rest I can give no direct evidence, 
having never seen it alive, but as the species of Athyma which it apparently mimics have 
often been seen by me in Sikkim at rest with their wings wide expanded, it is probable that 
the mimicker assumes the same attitude. 

A. chevana is a rare species in Sikkim; the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens 
from the Naga Hills and Sibsagar in Upper Assam. 

332* Apatura sordi&a, Moore. 

A. sordida., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865. p 765, pL xli, fig. 2, male; A. phaacia, Hewitson, Ex.

Habitat : Sikkim. 

Expanse : 6", 2-12 to 27 ; ?, 2'5 to 3-0 inches. 

Description; "Ma le : Upperside fuliginous brown. Forming black at the apex, with

white dots. Hindwing with a dark-brown pale-bordered marginal line and submarginal spots. 
Underside brownish greyj brown apically. For easing with the oblique discal band of white 
spots, the lower spot having a black yellow- bordered ocellus ; apical spots and marginal 
streaks white, Hlndwinq with a transverse discal brown line bordered anteriorly with white 
spots, a marginal pale-bordered brown line, on the lower part of the disc is an ocellus having a 
black pupil streaked with blue, yellow iride, and brown outer border. Female. Upperside 
paler, with a broad oblique uninterrupted white band; otherwise as in male. Underside 
pale brownish grey ; the broad oblique band of forewing as on upperside ; the rest as in male." 
{Moore,\ c.) 

This is a very rare species. There is a single male in Mr. Otto Moller's collection taken in 
October at a low elevation, one female in Mr. A. V. Knyvett's collection, and a pair in Colonel 
A. M. Lang's, taken by Dr. Jerdon, all from Sikkim. 

333- Apatura parvata 5 Moore. 

A. j>arvaia, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat, Lep. Mus. E. I. 0., vol. i, p. 202, n. 412, pi. via, fig. 
6 (1857), male. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Bhutan. 

Expanse : 1*9 to 2"3 inches. 

Description : t; Male : Upperside dark ferruginous-brown, darkest at the base, and bright 
about discoidal cell and along the exterior margin. Forewing with blackish marks in the discoidal 
cell ; marginal and submarginal lines, and indistinct narrow interrupted transverse series of pale 
ferruginous spots from middle of anterior to posterior margin ; also a series of five small white 
spots from anterior margin near the apex, below which is an indistinct black spot. Hindwing 
with narrow pale ferruginous band from middle of anterior margin to near middle of abdominal 
margin ; also, near anal angle, a black spot encircled with ferruginous ; abdominal margin dull 
ferruginous -brown. Underside ferruginous, brightest on the forewing ; markings disposed as 
above. Forewing with the transverse series of spots distinct and white, being bounded in- 
wardly with blackish patches ; near the apex and posterior angle are some patches of black ; 
the black spot on disc large ; also a black patch on posterior base of the wing ; marginal line 
ashy. Hindwing ferruginous-brown across the disc, with band as above white ; on the lower 
part of the disc is a small black spot centred with blue and encircled with ferruginous ; a 
marginal line and submarginal zigzag marks ashy." {Moore, 1. c.) Female ; Duller coloured 
than the male, the discal series of pale ferruginous spots on the forewing and discal line on the 
hindwing absent, but replaced by an irregular ferruginous diffused band, which is inwardly 
sharply defined. Forewing with three subapical white dots only, the anal ocellus on the hind- 
wing smaller and blind. Underside marked much as above, but paler, the discal band outwardly 
marked with lilac, and a small patch of that colour below the apex of the/orewing, the 
white dots larger. 

This also is a rare species, the Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Sikkim, and. 
Buxa, Bhutan (Moti Hani). 

The next two species have been generically separated by Mr. Moore in his "Lepidoptera 
of Ceylon," p. 27, from the true Apaturas under the name of Rohana. I can find no character of 
sufficient importance in the perfect insect to give these species distinct generic rank, though had 
the second subcostal nervule of the forewing been given off ' beyond the cell," as stated by 
Mr. Moore, instead of before it as it actually is, they might perhaps have been separated with 
advantage. The larva (of A. camiba), however, is most remarkably different from that of 
typical Apatura, being in fact truly Satyrid in appearance, it is smooth, and furnished with two 
long spined black processes projecting forwards in front of the head, and other two short pointed 
smooth greenish processes at the anal extremity. The males are deep purple-black above, 
paler below ; the females ferruginous ochreous. The description of Rohana is given below.* 

* Genus Rohana, Moore, Lep Cey., vol- i, p. 27 (1881) : '* Wings short ; forewing triangular ; first subcostal 
branch emitted near end of the cell, second at a short distance beyond [immediately before the end of] the 
cell, third and fourth at equal distances ; disco-cellular short, angled close to subcostal, upper radial from the 
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334- ApatUra parysatis, Westwood. (Plate XX, Fig. 92 3 ? ).

Expanse : 1*9 to 2*0 inches. 

Description : " Male, with the body above and both wings black, a minute white dot 
towards the apex of the forewing excepted. Underside ferruginous, clouded with fuscous, 
with two small black dots in the discotdal area [cell ?] and an ear-shaped spot before the middle 
[of the forewing black], an irregular submedian streak and another subapical greyish-blue, and 
with small ocellus towards the anal angle [of the hind wing]. Female : Upperside obscure 
fulvous, the discoidat area [cell ?] of both wings with two dots and a spot black ; an obscure 
median angulate band, beyond the middle clouded with fuscous, and a submarginal series of 
small blind ocelli. Underside as in the male, but much paler. " {Westwood, I.e.) 

" Apatura parisalis may be distinguished by its small size, and by the uniform jet-black 
colour of the upperside, the underside being varied with rich red-brown and chestnut, and 
with a slight whitish macular fascia across the middle of the wings, and a minute eye-spot 
near the anal angle. The female is dull ferruginous j both upper and undersides with markings 
nearly similar to those of the underside of the male, and with a curved row of small white 
dots near the apex of the forewing." (Moore, 1. c.) 

Males of A. parysatis are frequently seen at elevations of 5,000 feet and below in Sikkim, 
the female being very rare. The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Sylhet, 
Sibsagar (S. E. Peal), Naga Hills and Upper Tenasserim. 

The figure shows the upperside of both sexes of Sikkim specimens in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

335- Apatlira Camiba, Moore.

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse; 3 , I'J to 21 ; ?, 16 to 1*9 inches. 

Description : " Male : Upperside dark purple-black. Forewing with a subapical 
linear series of three minute white spots. Cilia white streaked. Underside greyish purple- 
brown, costal area beyond the cell on forewing and exterior border of both wings chestnut-red ; 
a black-lined chestnut-red mark and two inner small spots within both cells, and a small 
spot below the cell on forewing; a slender black zigzag inner-discal line, followed by a 
suffused black fascia and a submarginal row of purple-grey rings crossing both wings, the 
latter ending at the apex in a more prominent continuous grey streak, and the inner line 
bordered externally by purple-white spots which are less distinct on the hindwing ; the three 
transverse subapical small white spots distinct and followed by two other very minute spots, 
and then a black spot, all visible on the blackish fascia ; a subanal black spot pupilled with 
white and circled with chestnut-red on hindwing. Female : Upperside ferruginous, darkest 
basally ; markings as in male, but of a ferruginous -brown colour, the transverse discal -white 
spots and subanal ocellus distinct Underside paler, markings less distinct, except the 
white spots on forewing which are also purple bordered." 

"This species is closely allied to R. \A.\ parisatis, of which a large series of both are 
under examination, but differs in its slightly more acute angle below the apex of the forewing 
in both sexes, and a more prolonged anal angle in male, the male also having three white 
spots on upperside of forewing, one only being present in A . parisatis."

In Ceylon it is " common on forest ground in the hills about 5,000 feet near Newera Eliya* 
Frequently seen basking in the road" (Hutchison)* In Horsfield and Moore's Cat. Lep. 
E. I. Museum A. parysaiis is recorded from Canara, but most probably this species is meant. 
The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Ootacaniund (Hampson) and Pirmad, 
North Travancore, 2,000 feet {Dokerty}, 

The genus Eulacura contains but a single species, which hitherto has not been recorded 
from India, though specimens have been taken near our border in Perak. Eulacura is nearly 
allied to Apatura ; but the male entirely lacks the brilliant blue gloss which is such a pro- 
minent feature in the males of typical species of that genus. The description of the genus 
and sole species are given below.* 

Oenus 53.— H&STXSTA, Westwood. (Plate XXII). 

Diadema, section 6, Hestina, Westwood, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. ii, p. 2S1 (1850) ; Hcstina, Felder, Neues

" Discoidal cell of both wings open. Second subcostal nervule of the FORKW I NG arising 
close to the origin of the upper disco- cellular nervule." (Westwood, 1. c.) 

Body, moderately robust. Head, moderately large, tufted in front, hairy above, usually 
marked with white spots. Eyes, prominent, naked. HausteUum, yellow. Palpi, porrected, 
divergent, the tips convergent. Antenna, exactly half the length or rather less than half the 
length of the forewing, terminating in a distinct gradually-formed club. Neck, marked with 
small white spots. Thorax, moderately robust, very hairy, Abdomen, slender, somewhat long. 
Forewing, rather elongated, triangular. Costal margin moderately arched ; outer margin 
slightly sinuate, emarginate, rather shorter than the inne'r margin ; inner margin straight. 
First subcostal nervule m the typical species given off from the costal nervure some little

Lep., vol. ii, p, 305, n, 19. note (11850) ; Eula- 
ceura osteria, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1871, p. 726 : Eulacura osteria. Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc. Zoology, 
second series, vol. i, p. 541, n. 1 (1877) ; id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 100, n. 1, pi. xii, fig. 5, male ; 6, female 
(1882). Habitat: Perak, Province Wellesley, Malacca, Singapore, Java. Borneo. Expanse: Male, 2'6 ; 
female, 2*5 inches. Description: " Male ; Uppbrside dark glossy fuscous. Forewing with a discal oblique 
series of five white spots, the uppermost and smallest situated above the third median nervule, remaining four 
larger, contiguous and only separated by the median nervules and submedian nervure. Hindwing with a corres- 
ponding but broader oblique series of subquadrate spots, which form a continuous fascia, although apparently 
divided by the nurvulea and terminating about middle of abdominal margin, the basal two-thirds of which is 
pale greyish ■ a submarginal row of obscure rounded fuscous spots placed between the nervules, and two narrow 
fuscous marginal lines.

Hindwing with a narrow pale oblique macular fascia (continuous to the inner margin of the broad fascia of the 
forewing) obscurely terminating about middle of submedian nervure ; an ocellated spot between second and 
first median nervules, and a waved and strongly lunulated ochraceous submarginal fascia, inwardly enclosing 
obconical fuscous spots, excepting between the second and first median nervules and from thence to anal angle ; 
two fuscous marginal lines and basal area of abdominal margin pale as in male. Underside a little darker 
and more ochraceous than in male, other markings generally the same." {Distant, 1. c.) 
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distance before the apex of the cell; second just before the apex; third much nearer the 
origin of the fourth than to the apex of the cell, extending to the apex of the wing. In 
H, persimilii and its allies the first subcostal is given off a short distance before the end of 
the cell, the second at a considerable distance beyond, the third and fourth at about equal 
distances apart beyond the second. Upper disco-cellular nervule very small, outwardly oblique ; 
middle about twice as long as the upper, inwardly oblique, forming the base of the lower 
discoidal nervule ; loioer entirely absent, thus leaving the discoidal cell open. Third median 
nervule moderately curved. Submedian nervure straight. Hinowing, with the costal margin 
much arched at base, thence nearly straight, outer margin in the typical species forming an angle 
at the end of the second subcostal nervule, above and below which it is nearly straight but 
sinuous ; abdominal margin slightly excavated at the anal angle. Pr<rcostal nervure simple, 
strongly bent outwards at the tip. Second subcostal and discoidal nervules given off from the 
costal very close together in the typical species, the latter sinuous. In H. persimitis they are 
given off much further apart, and the discoidal nervule is straight. 

Hestina is a genus of very small extent, only six species altogether having been described. 
The typical species, H. assimilts, is found in China, and another, H. mimelica, m Java ; the 
remaining four species are all Indian, and, with the exception of one, ff. nama, which extends 
through the Eastern Himalayas and the hill ranges east and south of the Brahmaputra into 
Burma, they are all confined to the Himalayas. The genus is very closely allied to Euripus, and 
like Neptis, Argynnis and Cyrestis, it comprises two groups, in which the position of the second 
subcostal nervule of the forewing differs ; in H. nama, which most nearly resembles the 
typical species, that nervule is given off before the end of the cell, in the other Indian species 
it is emitted far beyond the cell. These latter, which in this feature correspond with Euripus, 
and also more closely resemble it in colour and markings, are distinguished from Euripus by 
the more regnlar and less sinuate outline of the wings, the rounded not linear shape of the 
pale discal markings and the colour of the haustellum. 

All the species are more or less mimetic, and the females of the latter group are variable, 
but not nearly so variable as in Euripus, and so far as is known not dimorphic. The 
prevailing colouration is very similar to that of the blue Danais, subgenus Tirumnla. 

They are not very strong on the wing or rapid in flight, and they frequent glades in 
forests and orchards at moderate elevations ; with the exception of H. nama none of them 
are very common or abundant in any locality.

336. Hestina nama, Doubleday. (Plate XXII, Fig. 99 ?). 

Diadema nama t Doubleday, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., first series, vol. xvi, p. 232 (184s) • id. Dutible- 
day and Hewitsort, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. u, p. 281, n. 21, pi. xxxix, fig. 2 (1850) ; Hestina nama de NicArill- 
Joura. A. S. B., vol. H, pt. ii, p. 58 (1882). ' ' 

Habitat : N.-E. Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Burma, 

Expanse : 3-2 to 4*3 inches, 

Description : Upperside. « Foreivmg [indigo-blue], with the outer margin sinuate, slightly 
glossed with purplish, especially towards the apex ; with numerous semi-transparent markings 
of a bluish-white colour, viz., a longitudinal vitta in the cell at the base, followed by two spots, 
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of which the outer one is triangular ; above these three indistinct spots, the middle one some- 
times wanting ; between the lower median nervule and the submedian nervure two vitta? united at 
the base, the upper one followed by a round spot ; above these between the nervules five vittae, 
of which the one nearest the costa is pointed, the others bi6d externally, each vitta followed by 
three spots, of which the lower are somewhat lunulate, the upper ones more rounded ; four round- 
ed spots near the apex, two near the anal angle. The inner margin is glaucous, the apex tinged 
with brown. Hind-wing castaneous, darker in the female than in the male, with seven whitish 
subdiaphanous vittse placed between the nervules, all, except the innermost, followed by a 
round white dot, beyond which the ground-colour of the wing is slightly darker; towards the 
outer margin a series of indistinct whitish spots, sometimes nearly obsolete. Cilia of both 
wings spotted with white. Underside. Foreiving black with strong blue reflections, the 
apex broadly chestnut, slightly bronzed towards the disc ; the markings as above but clearer, 
with two additional spots on the costa near the base. Hindwing paler than above, the white 
portions more ox less irrorated with chestnut scales ; on the margin a distinct series of whit- 
ish lunules. I/ead, thorax, and abdomen black, clothed with grey hairs ; head above, and 
thorax below, spotted with white ; abdomen below grey. Palpi black, spotted with white. 
Antenna black. This species, which much resembles Papilio agistor and Danais tytia, has 
the cells of both wings open." (Doubleday 1, c.) The pem&le has " the wings broader than the 
male, and the ferruginous outer margin on both sides of the hindwing lacks the series of very 
dark brown lunules between the nervules which are present in the male." {deNkiviUe % 1. c.) 

H. nama is common in the Eastern Himalayas extending as far westwards as Kumaon, 
where however it is rare, and eastwards across the Brahmaputra into the Khasi and Naga Hills 
and the mountain ranges of Upper Burma. It is the largest of the Indian species, and con- 
spicuously differs from all the others, not only by the castaneous hue of the hindwing, but in the 
sharply lunulate character of the spots in the discal series, and the corresponding dentation of 
the streaks preceding them. It most nearly resembles the typical species from China, H. 
assimilis, but differs from it in not having a submarginal series of red rounded spots towards 
the anal angle of the hindwing. The female is much less often seen in collections than the 
male, though at low elevations in Sikkim in the late autumn it is very common, flying or soaring 
about in open spaces on the borders of forest and exactly mimicing Danais tytia, both in 
appearance and habits. The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses this species from Nepali 
Sylhet, Khasi Hills, Sibsagar (S. E. Peal), Naga Hills, and specimens obtained by the Yunan 
Expedition. 

The figure shows both upper and undersides of a female from Sikkim in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

In the second group three species have been described, but owing to the characters on 
which they are separated not having been recorded, and the great rarity of two of the species, 
the exact extent of the group is still undetermined. It probably embraces two distinct species 
only. 

The first species, If. persimilis, was described by Westwood in 1S50, and his description 
relates to the male insect only ; the female has since been discovered, and is now well known ; the. 
male is very constant in the extent of the pale markings, but the female shows considerable 
variation in this respect. 

In 1858 Moore described another species under the name of H. n^ena, the description also 
being that of a male insect ; but no reference, whatever, was made in it to H. persimilis, nor 
were the characters stated in which H. mena was considered to differ from H. persimilis. The 
species, however, appears to be a good one, its large size and the character of the forewing 
referred to above in the key to the species of Hcstina being sufficient to warrant its separa- 
tion. 

Again in 1S69, Butler described and figured a species under the name of H. zella ; the 
specimen described being also a male. It is said to be most nearly allied to H. mena, Moore,

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and to be "smaller than any species yet described," but in this case too no reference, whatever, 
is made to H. persimt'lis, to which it is still more nearly allied, and which, judging from the 
dimensions given, is usually smaller than H. sella, and from the description alone it would 
be impossible to separate them. The question is still further complicated by the fact that the 
only authentic specimen I know of, which has been identified by Mr. Moore as H, zella, lacks 
the character which distinguishes Butler's figure from Jf. J/ersimilis, and is absolutely identical 
with //. psrsimiiis, male, except that the apex of the forewing is paler and suffused with 
castaneous. My own opinion is that H. zella is simply the paler western form of H. 
persimilis. 

337. Hestiaa persimilis, Westwood. 

Diadema penimilii, Westwood, Gen, Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. a8i, n. 19, note (1850). 

Habitat : Himalayas. 

Expanse: 6*, 2*5102-8; ?, 2*6 to 3-1 inches. 

Description: "Black spotted with white. Closely allied to D.l^H.'lassimilis, but 
smaller, with the forewing more elongated, the spots on the disc more rounded, and the subapi- 
cal series obsolete. Hindwing with some small white spots in the place of the red spots. 
Underside, both tvings much paler, the red spots wanting." (Westwood, 1. c.) 

Male. Upperside indigo-blue, with the following very pale greenish markings: — 
Forewing with a streak filling the basal half of the cell, and a large oblique spot closing it, 
three small spots just beyond it, with a large rounded one at the base of the first median 
interspace, three short streaks divided by the discoidal nervules, a discal series of five 
increasing round spots, one in each interspace, a submarginal series of eight or nine 
spots, and a marginal series of obscure dots obsolete and often obliterated, A lengthened 
bifurcated streak in the submedian interspace, which is broken towards its end, leaving 
two detached spots. Hindwing with all the veins marked broadly with indigo-blue, the margin 
broadly indigo-blue, leaving a small margiual and a larger submarginal series of whitish 
spots, with two (sometimes one only) additional ones in the median interspaces, placed internal 
to the submarginal series. Underside much paler, the disc of the forewing only with the 
ground-colour indigo-blue. Markings as above, but larger. Female differs from the male 
only in the outer margin of the forewing being less emarginate, both wings broader, the 
colouration paler throughout. The extent of the pale markings is variable, the spots being 
generally larger and with a tendency to coalesce. In general appearance the female closely 
resembles Danais aglea, which it probably mimics. 

I have taken several specimens of H. persimilis in Simla and the neighbourhood chiefly 
on over-ripe fruit ; it occurs also in Sikkim, but is by no means a common butterfly. Colonel 
A. M. Lang, R.E , records* it from the " Himalaya, 4,000 to 7,000 feet. I have only seen 
three specimens. One I caught in a narrow glen, well wooded with undergrowth ; the other 
two in an orchard of plum and apricot, on the ripe fruit of which these insects were settling, 
both on the trees and on the fallen fruit below the trees." Males from Sikkim (the only sex 
I have seen from that locality) have the ground-colour much darker than specimens from the 
N.-W. Himalayas. 

33§- Bestina sella, Butler. 

H. uIU, Butler, Trans. Eat. Soc. Load., 1869, p. 9, male (with a woodcut) ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. 
Loud., 188a, p. 340. 

Habitat : N.-W. Himalayas. 
Expanse : <P , 2' 7 inches. 

Description : u Male. Upperside white, with a slightly greenish tinge ; the discoidal 
cell of the forewing spottedly ashy ; all the veins broadly ashy- blackish. Forewing with three 
* £nt. Mouth Mag., vol i, p. 133 (1664-5), 
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oblique transverse angulate discoidal streaks black, and one connecting the first and second 
median nervules ; the margin and the apex blackish, including three subapical [discal ?] and 
eight subraarginal greenish-white spots ; seven or eight marginal dots ashy and subobsolete. 
Hindw'mg with a blackish scaly costal spot, the external margin blackish, and bearing eight 
submarginal white spots, and eight white marginal dots. Body black, head spotted with 
white, thorax striated with ashy white, abdomen white at the sides, antenna black. Under- 
side whitish -fuscous, the anal area of the farewing bluish, the veins in the discal area and the 
discal fascioles black, other markings as on upperside but pale olivaceous ; body black, spotted 
with white; haustellum yellow." ( Butler t I. c.) 

According to Butler's figure this species differs from H. persimilis in the following points 
only, the pale streaks in the upper median and submedian interspaces of the forewing, and those 
in the median interspaces of the hindwing are not divided, and consequently there are no 
detached pale spots in those interspaces within the submarginal series. The type insect was 
in a collection made in various localities in the Eastern Islands, and the Continent of India ; 
another specimen in the Hope collection is said to be labelled ' ' East Indies," so the exact locality 
is unknown, but a specimen seen by me from Mr, Hocking's collection made in Kangra has been 
identified by Moore as belonging to this species, and, as previously stated, it lacks the special 
characters noted above which alone separate the species from H. persimilis. Kangra is the most 
westerly known range of this genus, and it is in all probability the locality from which all three 
specimens were obtained, and bearing in mind the fact that the differences such as they are, are 
the variations which would naturally be exhibited by H. persimilis in its most western range, 
and that some specimens of H. persimilis from the districts immediately east of Kangra do 
exhibit partial variation in this direction, I cannot avoid the conclusion that H. zella is merely 
a variety of H. persimilis, but I keep it distinct for the present until more specimens can be 
examined. Mr. Hocking records H. zella as occurring in the " Kangra district generally." 

Mr. Butler in describing it wrote : ''This beautiful little species is most nearly allied to 
H. mena of Moore ; it is probably intermediate between that species and the assimilis of 
Linnaeus, and is smaller than any species yet described." 

The female of H. zella I have never seen, nor can I get access to any published descrip- 
tion of it ; from information kindly supplied to me by Mr. Butler, I gather that it resembles in 
essential features the female of H. persimilis, the insect described and figured by me as H. 
zella, female,* turns out on closer examination to be a male, and is probably referable to 
the next species, 

339. Hestina mena, Moore. 

H. mena, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., third series, vol. i, p. 48, n. 3 (1858J; Diadem* 
mena, Butler, id., vol. xvi, p. 398,0. 3 (1865); Hestina zella, de Nicevitle, {nee Butler), Journ. A. S. B., vol. lii, 
pt. ii, p. 65, pi. i, fig. 2 {1883), male (nee femalej, 

Habitat : North India, Kujiah. 

Expanse : <J, 3*5 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside pale greenish-white. Forewmg, with all the veins 
broadly black ; exterior margin black, with a marginal row of small spots, submarginal and 
third row of large and less distinct spots. Hind-wing, with all the veins black, also a 
marginal row of ill-defined, black, lunular spots- Underside paler greenish-white : all 
the veins of both wings less black than the upperside, with an indistinct marginal row of 
spots. Body longitudinally striped black and white. Allied to H. [Euripus] consimilis, but 
may be distinguished by its larger size, and by the absence of the broad, transverse, spotted 
bands." {Moore, I. c). 

Mr. Butler apparently overlooked the description above by Mr. Moore, for in 1865 he 
redescribed the species as one of " four new Species of Butterflies in the Collection of the 



1 Journ A. S. B., vol. lii, pt % p. 65, pi- i, fig. a (1883) 
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British Museum," giving as synonymy " Hesi'ma mena, Moore, MS.," and remarking that 
" this insect was named by Mr. Frederick Moore, of the Indian Museum." As his descrip- 
tion differs considerably from Mr, Moore's, I give it in full. 

"Upperside. Fotewing pale greenish; nervures, end of cell, and a suhmarginal band 
along the hind margin broadly rich brown ; two indistinct inner submarginal bands of brown 
scales. Hindwing pale ochreous, nervures rich brown ; a submarginal row of brown lunules 
between the nervures along the hind margin. Underside, forewing pale greenish ; end of 
cell, base of nervures, an indistinct band of scales between the nervures just beyond the cell, 
and an indistinct submarginal row of spots along the hind margin brown ; termination of 
nervures fulvous. Rindivin% pale ochreous ; nervures brown ; a submarginal band of 
indistinct brown spots between the nervures along the hind margin ; front margin darker 
ochreous. Body brown above ; beneath rich brown ; head and thorax streaked with ochreous. 
Tibire and tarsi of forelegs, and tarsi af middle and kindlegs alternately brown and white. 
Antenna: black." (Butler, 1. c.) 

Mr. Butler kindly informs me tl at If. mena is a good species, that it is nearest allied to H. 
sella, differing from the female of that species in its " greater size, absence of first discoidal 
bar in primaries [=forewing], three series of spots (the first subconfluent with ground-colour) 
on external area. Hindwing white (or cream-coloured) with black veins and submarginal 
lunules." [Butler, in epis.) 

On the 22nd May, 1879, I took a single specimen of a Hestina, which, misled by the 
general aspect and outline of the wings I took for a female, and described and figured it (l.c.) 
as the female of 8, zella ; on closer examination it turns out to be a male, and it probably 
belongs to the present species //. mena. It corresponds with Mr. Moore's description of H. 
mena in size, and in every other point specified except as regards the melanism of the hind- 
wing ; in typical H. mena the black outer border of the hindwing on the upperside has 
almost entirely disappeared, leaving only a series of ill-defined lunules near the margin. 
In my specimen the outer half of the hindwing is black, bearing a submarginal series of green- 
ish-white spots, largest on either side of the second subcostal nervule and diminishing towards 
the anal angle, followed by an incomplete series of much smaller marginal spots of the 
same colour ; in fact its markings are identical with that of JS* persimilis, female, but the 
black outer border is wider, and the submarginal spots are elongate. There is nothing else 
by which to distinguish it from H. mena as described ; but it is abundantly distinct from &• 
persimilis. In the absence of a good series of specimens it must be retained as H. mena for 
the present, but if it is really the same, then H. mena is as variable in the male in respect 
to the relative extent of the pale markings as H. persimilis is known to be in the female. 

The absence of the discoidal bar in the cell of the forewing and the more elongate cha- 
racter of the pale markings on the border give this species a very different aspect from that 
of M. persimilis ; it mimics with wonderful fidelity in shape, colour and markings, the com- 
mon Metaporia caphitsa, Moore, (an insect belonging to the sub-family Pierince), and also 
in its slow and sailing flight. The similarity is still further heightened by the hindwing being 
tinted with yellow on the abdominal margin on the upperside, and much more prominently 
on all the pale markings of the underside, especially on the abdominal fold, which is clear 
bright yellow, while the dark ground is far more extended, covering the whole of the median 
and submedian interspaces. H. persimilis on the other hand presents the general appearance 
of D. (Parantua) aglea ; there is no trace of yellow tinting on the hindwing, the underside 
of which is whitish with a well defined and rather narrow darker border, the veins on the 
basal half being defined, but scarcely at all bordered with blackish. 

Genus 59 — HERONA, Westwood. (Plate XVIII). 

Herona, Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 293 (1850). 
"Body, robust; wings, large; forewing subangulated below the apex ; hindwing deeply 
scalloped, and marked with Uanverse pale bars. Head, rather small, especially in the female ; 
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scarcely tufted in front. Eyes, of moderate size, but very prominent. Palpi, scaly, porrected 
obliquely, the tip not reaching- much higher than the middle of the eyes, extending in front 
of the head to about its length ; the insides parallel, but the outsides oblique ; terminating in 
a point formed by the small terminal joint. Antenna, nearly straight, slender, about half 
[fully two-thirds] the length of the forewing ; terminated by a slender club, channeled beneath, 
with the tip slightly curved. Taorax, robust, woolly, elongate-ovate. Abdomen^ elongate, 
and rather slender. Forewing, elongate-triangular. Costal mat gin slightly curved ; apex rather 
obtuse ; outer margin about three-fifths of the length of the costa, slightly scalloped, obtusely 
subangulated below the apex, below which the margin is emarginate ; inner margin nearly 
straight, and two-thirds the length of the costal margin. Veins not strong. Subcostal nervure 
with its first branch arising before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, at about one- 
fourth of the length of the wing 3 the second branch arising close to, but at a very little distance 
before, the extremity of the cell, at one-third of the length of the wing ; third branch 
arising near the middle of the length of the wing ; and the fourth at a little more than three- 
fourths of its length. Upper disco-cellular nervule very minute and transverse, emitted from the 
subcostal nervure at the distance of one-third of the length of the wing from the base ; middle 
curved, short, forming the base of the lower discoidal nervule ; lower obsolete, so that the 
discoidal cell is open. Hindwing, subovate-triangular ; costal margin straight, except at the 
arched base j outer margin deeply scalloped. Pracostal nervure straight, except at the tip, which 
is turned outwards. Subcostal nervure branching at about one-fourth from the base of the wing. 
Disco-cellular nervule arising almost close to the branch, and being almost straight, so as to 
form portion of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular nervule obsolete, so that the discoidal 
cell is open. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, clothed with white downy hairs; the 
tibia rather shorter than the femur ; and the tarsus nearly as long as the tibia, exarticulate. Of 
the female about the same length as those of the male, slender, and clothed with fine white 
scales ; Q& femur and tibia of nearly equal length ; the tarsus rather more than half the length 
of the tibia, obliquely truncate at the tip j the truncated portion armed with four pairs of 
minute spines, indicating the articulations, which are very short. Middle and hindlegs, 
rather slender, moderately long, scaly ; the middle pair longer than the hind ones. Tibial 
spurs short ; tibia and tarsi furnished beneath with several rows of very short spines. Claws 
short, very much curved; paronychia small, bifid." {lVestwood t 1. c.) 

Ilerona, until quite recently when two new species were described, contained but a single 
species. The three known species are all very closely allied, the males are black above with 
tawny bands, these bands being paler and whiter in the females ; they are found in the 
Eastern Himalayas, Assam, Upper Tenasserim and the Andaman Isles. 

All the species of Herona have an obsolescent ocellular dark spot on the tawny discal 
band of the hindwing placed in the lower median interspace. , 

Eey to the species of Serona. 

A. The maculated bands wide ; the discal oblique band beyond the cell of the forewing straight, entire. 

340. H. marathds, Sibkim, Khasi Hills, Assam. 

B, The maculated bands narrow, especially on the hindwing : the discal oblique maculated band beyond 

the cell of the forewing broken up into spots, which are outwardly pointed, 
a. Female with the bands on the upperside white. 

341. H. andamana, Andaman Isles. 

b- Female with the bands on the upperside ochreous. 

342. H. angustata, Upper Tenasserim.

340. Heroaa maratllllS, Doubleday, Hewitson. 

H. maratkus, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 894, n, i, pi, xll, fig. 3 ( 1850). 

Habitat; Sikkim, Khasi Hills, Assam. 
Expanse : cT , 27 to 3*2 ; ? , 3-5 inches. 
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Description: Male. Upperside black. Forewing with the costa tawny as far as the 
discal band, the end of the cell marked with a broad oblique tawny band, below which is an 
elongated tawny spot not reaching the margin, confined between the first and second median 
nervules. An elongated tawny streak in the submedian interspace from the base of the wing 
to about its middle. A discal oblique tawny streak from the costa to near the margin, which 
is joined to a narrow streak on the margin between the first and second median nervules, 
below which again is a rounded spot, and another elongated spot on the margin near the 
anal angle. A subapical oblique tawny streak bearing a conical small white spot between 
the discoidal nervules. Hindwing black, the costal margin pale tawny, a broad discal tawny 
band joined outwardly to a submarginal rather less broad similar band, bearing a small round 
black spot in the first median interspace, a fine marginal tawny line from the anal angle to the 
third median nervule, with a similar line beyond but extending to the apex. The abdominal 
margin pale tawny. Underside pale tawny suffused with violascent, the tawny markings 
alone almost white. Forewing with a rounded whitish spot below the bifurcation of the 
fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, Hindwing with a small black ocellated spot in the middle 
of the first median interspace, and a tawny spot in the cell touching the subcostal 
nervure. Female similarly marked, but the tawny markings narrower and paler. Under- 
side darker than in the male, all the markings more conspicuous. 

This is a rather common species in Sikkim, where I have taken it in October between 
3,000 and 4,000 feet elevation. There are specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Assam, 

341* Eerona andamaaa, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 76 ? ). 

H- andamiiut, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1877, p. 585. 

Habitat : South Andamans (Port Blair). 

Expanse: £, 3-00: V, 3-65 inches. 

Description: " Differs from H. maratkus in the wings being more falcated. On the 
upperside the colour is much darker, the markings are narrower, paler on the forewing 
in the male, and white on both wings in the female. Forewing, in both sexes the mark- 
ings beyond the cell are elongated and pointed at the end. Hindwing^ the discal band is 
broken up into spots, and the marginal band from the anal angle is composed of lunules in 
the male, and of large indistinct lunular spots in the female. Underside, the markings are 
whiter in the male, and in the female white throughout." (Moore t I. c.) 

The late Mr. A. de RoepstorfT has sent numerous specimens of both sexes of H. andamana 
to the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is a well-marked species. 

The figure shows both sides of a female South Andaman example in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. 

342- Herona aagrustata, Moore. 

H. angustata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 839. 

Habitat : Moolai, 3,000—6,000 feet, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 3*0 to 3*2 inches. 

Description: "Female. Similar to H. maratkus from the Khasia hills. Differs from 
same sex of that species in having all the maculated bands narrower, these being but half 
the width of those in the former species. ■ {Moore, 1. c.) 

There are five specimens of H. angustata in Major Marshall's collection, a female taken in 
October in Aracan by Captain C. H. E, Adamson, a male from Gawlai in Upper Tenasserim in 
September, and a male and two females taken in April by Captain C. T, Bingham in the Upper 
Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim, in the neighbourhood of which the type specimen was 
taken. The female only differs from the male in having the pale bands much paler and 
ochreous, not fulvous. The markings are precisely identical with those oi H t andamana, the 
pale bands being perhaps a trifle narrower than in the Andaman species. 
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No reference is made in the description above of ff. angustata by Mr. Moore to ff. 
andamana described by himself in the previous year, and to which it is much more closely 
allied. It differs from H. andamana in the male by having the bands slightly narrower, and 
in the female by having the bands ochreous, while in H. andamana they are nearly pure 
white. 

GENUS 60,— FSECIS, Hubner. (Plate XIX). 

Precis, Hubner, Vera, belt. Schmeu., p. 33 (1816) ; id., Felder, Neues Lep., p. 13, n. 26(1861) ; id., 
Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 39(1881) ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 89(1882); Junonia, section ii, Precis, 
Doubleday, Gea. Diura- Lep., vol, i, p. 209 (1849). 

" Forewing, subtriangular, the costal margin very strongly arched and convex ; apical angle 
obliquely truncate and prominent, and together with remainder of outer margin distinctly waved ; 
beneath the apical angle the outer margin is strongly sinuated and concave, after which it is 
convex to posterior angle ; inner margin more or less concave. Costal neivure short ; first and 
second subcostal nervules emitted close together near end of cell ; third emitted about half-way 
between end of cell and apex of wing ; fourth and fifth bifurcating at about one-fourth from apex. 
Upper disco-cellular nervules angled at apex of cell and concave to lower discoidal netvule ; 
lower disco-cellular nervule slender and indistinct, or somewhat obsolete. Discoidal nervules 
well separated at their base ; third median nervule rounded at base, where it has an 
apparently common origin with the second ; second and first median nervules widely separated. 
Hindwing, subovate, the costal margin obliquely convex ; outer margin very convex, waved, 
and produced into a short caudate appendage at anal angle. Abdominal margin convex and 
over&pping at base, and then distinctly concave and slightly divergent to anal angle. Costal 
nervure arched and extending to apex ; discoidal nervule emitted a little beyond the bifurcation 
of the subcostal nervules ,■ discoidal cell with the apex entirely open ; median nervules arranged 
much as in the forewing. Body y short ; palpi, long, porrect, and pointed j antenna:, slender, 
gradually thickened towards apex." (Distant, I.e.) 

Larva cylindrical, with several series of short branched spines, PUPA with the apex 
pointed, the dorsal segments with tubercular points. 

"This genus is of very considerable extent, and it is in Africa — tropical and subtropical — 
that its greatest number of species are found ; in fact, if we include Madagascar, at least 
three-fourths of the present known species inhabit the Ethiopian region. Precis is also found 
in Continental India, Ceylon, and onwards, and sparingly— as regards its number of species — 
through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, and is represented in Australia. At this 
time about forty species have been described ." (Distant, 1. c. ) It is very closely allied indeed to 
Junonia in all stages of its existence, so much so that Junonia atlites has been recently placed* 
by Mr. Moore in the former genus, while Mr. Butler* has placed Precis iphita'm the genus 
Junonia. The two genera can however be distinguished by "the anterior tarsus of the male 
being about one-third the length of the tibia," while in Junonia it is about half the length only. 
{Doubleday, 1. a). In Precis the club of the antenna is gradually incrassate, in Junonia it is 
short and rather abrupt. A single species occurs in India proper, and an allied one from the 
Malay Peninsula and Archipelago. It is a dull brown butterfly with indistinct darker 
transverse bands, with a series of obscure ocelli on the hindwing, and usually bears on the 
underside one or two ochreous spots near the costal margin of the hindwing.

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Habitat: India, Ceylon, Burma, Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, New Guinea. 

Expanse : 23 to 3*3 inches. 

Description : u Male and female. Upperside fuliginous-brown, variable in intensity 
of hue. Forewing with two transverse fascise crossing cell, the margins of which are very irre- 
gular and dark fuscous, the first situated about middle and the second near apex j the apical 
half of wing is somewhat paler, and inwardly bounded by a dark fascia commencing near 
costa and outwardly and obliquely directed to third median nervule, from thence reflexed 
inwardly and terminating near middle of inner margin ; between this and outer margin is a 
somewhat similar fascia, followed by two very dark submarginal lines, the outer one more 
prominently waved ; cilia and a small subapical spot whitish. Hindwing with the apical half 
paler and with the fasciae on the forewing continued, the first terminating near abdominal margin 
about one-third from anal angle, the second broader and more outwardly curved than on forewing, 
and possessing on its outer edge four or five obscure ocellated spots placed between the nervules ; 
submarginal lines as on forewing, but the inner one more waved. Underside paler ; both 
wings crossed by two somewhat broad, dark, basal fasciae, the first crossing the middle of 
cell of the forewing, curved inwardly on cell of hindwing and indistinctly terminating near 
base of abdominal margin ; the second crossing forewing at apex of cell, and terminating on 
hindwing a little beyond end of cell ; a similar fascia commencing near costa of forewing, 
and more or less amalgamating at median nervules, with an oblique fascia crossing both wings, 
inwardly margined with a dark line commencing near apical angle of forewing, where it is 
broadest, and terminating near anal angle of hindwing, where it is narrowest j on the outer 
margin of this fascia in both wings are a series of more or less obscure ocellated spots placed 
between the nervules; two submarginal lines as on upperside, but the inner one much waved 
and sinuated. In some specimens there are two distinct whitish [or ochreous] spots on the 
underside of the hindwing, separated by the first subcostal nervule, the upper of which is 
larger. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings." (Distant, I.e.) 

" Larva cylindrical, dark brown, with dorsal and lateral rows of short delicate branched 
spines. Pupa short, with tubercular points on dorsal segments, thorax broad." (Afoore, 1. c.) 

The intensity of the ground-colour and markings in P. iphita is very variable, specimens 
from the region of the heaviest rainfall being as usual the darkest. On the underside the spaces 
between the fascia are often suffused with violet of varying intensity, and the inner edge of the 
dark discal transverse line is often defined with yellowish. It is an exceedingly common species 
as a rule where it occurs ; it has a somewhat bold flight, but notfor-any great distance, it often 
(but not always) pitches on the ground, frequently on bushes. It occurs throughout the 
Himalayas, in Assam. Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, rarely in Calcutta, but commonly in the Wynaad, 
Nilgiris and Ceylon ; eastwards it extends through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago as far 
as New Guinea, In the plains of Upper India it is seldom found, and never in the 
drier parts. 

I also append a translation of Felder's description of P. intermedia ;* it is in my opinion 
impossible to separate this form from P. iphita, but the species being variable, this description 
will be useful for reference in further investigation as to the nature of the variations, 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male Shillong specimen in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

A species closely allied to, but apparently distinct from, P. iphita occurs in the Malay 
Peninsula and Archipelago. A description of it is appendedt.

" Head, about equal in width to the thorax, thickly clothed with short hair-like scales. 
■Eyes, nearly round, rather prominent, smooth. Palpi, porrect, ascending, clothed with scales, 
■which are all short and appressed near the base, in part longer and hair-like towards the 
apex, the second joint with a dorsal tuft First joint subcylindric, much curved, short ; 
second joint fully three times the length of the first, stout, considerably swollen beyond 
the middle, then diminishing towards the apex, which is truncate ; third joint much longer than 
the first, slender, elongate, conic, almost acicular. Antenna, about three-fourths the length 
of the body, slender, terminating in a short, abrupt, obtuse club, grooved below. Tkorax % 
rather stout, oval. Abdomen, rather small, about two-thirds the length of the Inner margin 
of the wing. Forewing, nearly triangular ; the apex more or less truncate, sometimes 
falcate. Costal margin sometimes but little curved, sometimes considerably arched ; outer 
margin about two-thirds the length of the costa, emarginate ; inner margin equal in 
length to the outer, straight. Costal nervure rather strong, not extending beyond the 
middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure emitting its first and second branches close together, 
a little before the end of the cell ; the third at a point rather less than half-way between 
the origins of the second and fourth branches ; this last nearer to the third than to the 
outer margin of the wing ; the third terminating at the apex. Upper disco-cellular nervttU 
very short ; middle disco-cellular about equal in length to one-third the width of the cell. Dis- 
coidal cell almost always [always in Indian species] open, the lower disco-cellular nervule almost 
always entirely wanting. Third median nervule considerably curved. Hindwing, rounded 
or angular ; the anal angle often produced considerably. Costal margin not much curved ; 
outer margin sinuate, more or less dentate, often produced into a tooth or short tail at 
the termination of the third median nervule. Prcecostal nervure mostly bifid. Costal 
nervure much curved near its origin. Discoidal nervule separating from the second subcostal 
soon after its origin. Discoidal cell always open. Third median nervule not much curved. 
Forelegs, of the male slender, clothed with scales and delicate hairs ; femur considerably 
longer than the tibia ; tibia nearly cylindric, slightly slenderer towards the apex ; tarsus 
one-jointed, nearly one-half the length of the tibia ; slender, subcylindric, sometimes 
tapering towards the apex, which is not unfrequently truncate. Of the female rather small ; 
femur longer than the tibia ; tibia subcylindric, smooth ; tarsus as long as, or but little 
shorter than, the tibia j first joint cylindric, twice or three times the length of the rest 
combined, with a spine on each side at the apex, and sometimes a few scattered spines 
within ; second joint scarcely one-fifth, sometimes scarcely one-seventh, of the length of 
the first; armed at the apex, as are the two following joints, with two spines j third, 
fourth, and fifth joints very short, transverse, the fourth the shortest, the fifth sometimes broader 
than the fourth ; all, as is also the second, furnished with a tuft of hairs on each side at the

Underside 
as in P, iphita, but paler and more rufous." {Distant, I.e.) May at once be known from P. iphita by the series 
of ocelli on the upperside of the forewing, the tone of the ground-colour also is usually distinctly rufous or 
ferruginous rather than brown. The ocelli of the forewing are, however, distinctly traceable on both sides 
in many Indian specimens of P. iphita, especially on the underside. There are two pairs of this species 
from Java collected by Dr. Horsfieid in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. HerrSnelJin is of opinion that P. ida 
and P iphita may be but seasonal forms of one species, which is by no means improbable iu the localities where 
'both occur, 
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base. Middle and HINDLEGS, moderately stout ; femora of the former pair longer than, 
of the latter pair equal to, the tibiae ; tibim subcylindric, with two interno-lateral series of 
spines ; and sometimes a few external spines ; armed at the apex with two stout spurs ; tarn 
equal to the tibise, spiny laterally and below, except the fifth joint, which wants the lateral 
spines; the spines below somewhat in two series; the upper surface sometimes with one or 
two delicate spines or stiff hairs. First joint more than double the length of the second ; 
this mostly equal to, but sometimes shorter than, the fifth, always longer than the third ; 
fourth mostly shorter than the third. Claws curved, grooved below. Paronychia bilaciniate, 
outer lacinia broad at the base, then very slender, pointed ; equal, or nearly equal, in length to 
the claw, sometimes almost strap-shaped ; inner lacinia short, subtriangular. Pulvillus shorter 
than the claw, two jointed ; second joint broad." 

" Larva with the head and all the segments armed with spines. Pupa tuberculated, 
scarcely angular." (Dottbleday, 1. c.) 

The colouration of the Indian species of Junottia shows great variety, g^cy, brown, 
blue, yellow and ochreous being the predominating colour of the upper-side in different 
species. There is also much variation in the outline of the hindwing, in some species the 
third median nervule is produced into a short tail, as is also the anal angle, while in ethers 
the hindwing is nearly evenly rounded. In India the species occur everywhere up to 
about 7,000 feet, and are generally numerous in individuals. "The genus is of considerable 
extent and of wide distribution. It is found in the warmer parts of America, the tropical 
and subtropical portions of Africa (including Madagascar), Asia, eastwards from Continental 
India, throughout the Malay archipelago, and onwards amongst the Islands of the Pacific ; 
it is also represented in Australia. Probably a little over twenty species are known, and 
though more have been described they are now generally considered as of a varietal 
character only." {Distant, 1. c.) They have a rapid flight, bat seldom go far before settling, 
which they do with expanded wings often on the bare ground, frequently on flowers. J. hierta 
and J. orithyia delight in the stony beds of dried-up streams in the hills ; in the plains they 
chiefly frequent fields and gardens. The sexes are very slightly differentiated.

The genus is divisible into several sections differing in the outline of the wing and the 
geographical range of the species. 

The first group represented by % asteru and J. almana has the outline almost as in 
Precis iphita, the forewing usually highly falcate, and also somewhat produced at the extremity 
of the third median nervule, and the hindwing prominently tailed at the anal angle, and less 
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prominently at the extremity of the third median nervule. Its range is throughout the plains 
and hill districts up to 7,000 feet elevation, but it is most abundant in the moist districts, and 
rare in the desert tracts. 

The second group represented by J. atliies has the forewing less falcate, and the hind- 
wing evenly rounded and sinuated on the outer margin, tailed at the anal angle. Its range is 
restricted to the regions of considerable rainfall, in the plains and warm valleys. It seldom 
ascends the hills to any considerable elevation, being most abundant in the Terais, and altogether 
absent from the dry plains and desert tracts. 

The third group represented by J. Umonias has thehindwing more prominently tailed at the 
third median nervule than at the anal angle, giving the wing a quadrate outline, the forewing 
as in the second group. Its range is more extended in the hills, reaching 7,000 feet elevation 
in the Western Himalayas, but more restricted in the plains, it being almost entirely absent 
from the plains of North India except in Bengal. 

The fourth group represented by J, kierta and J. orithyia has the outline similar to that of 
the second group, but the margin less sinuated in both wings, and less falcate in the forewing ; 
the anal angle of hindwing not produced into a tail. Its range is the widest of all, extending in 
the hills to greater elevations than any of the others, and in the plains it is even more abundant 
in the desert tracts of the Punjab than it is in the moist plains of Bengal, and wherever found 
it frequents dry spots and bright sunshine.

Description : " Male and female. Uppbrside warm ochraceous, with the basal areas 
of both wings slightly infuscated, and with the following markings :— forewing with the costal 
area pale fuscous, and with an irregular fascia denoted by black margins crossing the middle of 
the cell, and a similar one with its internal area infuscated at end of the cell ; this is followed 
by a somewhat similar but darker fascia, which terminates at base of the third median nervule, 
between which and apex is a subtriangular black patch, more or less enclosing two ocellated spots 
[the upper smaller and sometimes obsolete] divided by the upper discoidal nervule ; a large 
ocellated spot placed on the middle of the second and first median nervules, with a white centre 
and black outer margin ; and a marginal and two submarginal black lines, the inner one of which 
is generally the palest, and the spaces between which are usually more or less infuscated. 
Hindwing with a very large ocellated spot, purplish with two whitish inner spots, an outer 
black patch and yellow and black margins, the upper surface of which rests on the first sub- 
costal nervule, and its posterior margin is situated between the discoidal and third median 
nervules ; and a smaller one between the second and first median nervules, in some specimens 
the latter is practically obsolete ; marginal and submarginal lines as on the forewing, but the 
inner one darkest. Underside pale obscure ochraceous ; the three basal costal fascia; as on 
the upperside of the forewing, but their internal areas not infuscated, and the outer margin of 
the third continued in an oblique line across both wings, terminating near the anal angle of 
the hindwing, this line being inwardly and broadly margined with white ; a slender, fuscous, 
irvegulaily rounded line at the base of the hindwing crossing the cell j ocellated spots as above, 
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but paler, the larger discal spot on the kindwing being compressed, irregularly subovate and 
bipupUate, the lower spot usually larger than above ; marginal and submarginal lines as above, 
the inner terminating in a small black spot at the anal angle. Body and legs more or less 
concolourous with the wings." {Distant, 1. c.) 

Larva (figured by Horsfield from Java, where it feeds on a species of jhtsticia) is pale brown, 
the segments more or less marked with black, and bearing numerous many branched spines. 
Head ochreous, the body with a dorsal line of the same colour. Pupa ochreous, marked and 
spotted with black, abdominal segments above with tubercular projections. 

y. asterie is a common butterfly throughout the tract of heavy rainfall, and is abundant 
where it occurs ; it frequents gardens and glades in jungles, but shuns the bare open plains, 
For further remarks, see the next species, y, almana.

Maybe known from J. asterie by the apex of the 
foretmng being usually much more truncate, the outer margin angled at the third median nervule, 
and the anal angle of the hindwing produced into a longer blunt-tipped tail. On the underside 
all the markings are less prominent, the discal ocelli very obscure, often obsolete. 
According to Mr. A. Grote,* the " larva feeds on Gloxinia and Osbeckia." 
This species occurs throughout continental and peninsular India and in the outer Himalayas 
up to about 6,000 feet elevation. It is not recorded from Ceylon or the Malay peninsula, but is 
common through Assam, Sylhet, Cacliar to Burma, Mergui and Upper Tenasserim. It occurs 
in the Andamans, in Java and China, and wherever met with is a common insect. 

It will be seen from the localities quoted above that except in Ceylon, the Nicobars 
and the Malay peninsula, y. almana is found wherever y. asterie occurs ; and from 
observations I have made on the time of appearance of the two forms, I have found 
that J. almana is the prevailing form in the dry season, while y. asterie abounds in the rains, 
the times of appearance and periods of existence occasionally overlap somewhat ; a worn 
y. almana may be found early in the rains, or a y. asterie now and then in the early 
winter, but speaking generally the summer brood is J. asterie, and the winter brood is 
y. almana, and it is very probable that further investigation will reveal that they are 
merely seasonal forms of one and the same species. The two forms are variable also both in 
outline of the wings and in the markings of the underside : in some specimens of y, asterie 
the forewing is almost as truncate, and the hindwing as prominently tailed as in y. 
almana, while the ocelli on the underside are very inconstant ; they vary much in size, 
and in some specimens they are so pale and obscure as to be barely traceable, and it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to decide to which form these intermediate specimens belong. 
The absence of J. almana from the localities noted above, if it be a fact, might be 
accounted for by the seasons ia those parts being more equable and more uniformly moist 
throughout the year ; but the question of the distinctness or otherwise of the two forms can 
only be satisfactorly settled by a series of experiments in breeding them. Colonel Swinhoe re- 
marks that y. almanai " is common everywhere [in Bombay and the Deccan] all the year 
round, J. asterie is common in the latter half of the year. I am convinced that although the 
types of each are so different they are both one and the same insect, one being the normal 
and the other the dimorphic form, and I have a long series of examples showing every stage of 
variety between the two."

Habitat : Plains of eastern and peninsular India, Ceylon, Nicobars, Assam, Burma, 
Malayana, China. 

Expanse : 1*9 to 2-9 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside lilacinous [grey ?]. Forgiving with two waved 
black lines crossing the middle of the cell, and two similar ones at the end of the 
cell; a very waved and sinuated fuscous line crossing the wings a little beyond the 
cell, and between this and the outer margin are two waved fuscous lines (the inner 
one somewhat faint), between which the colour is distinctly paler, and is marked with n 
series of six ocellated spots placed between the nervules, of which the first is situated above the 
upper discoidal nervule, and the first, second, and fifth are largest and most brightly coloured ; 
the first is also preceded by an irregular whitish spot placed at the bifurcation of the fourth 
and fifth subcostal nervules ; fuscous marginal and submarginal lines. liindiuing with two waved 
fuscous lines crossing end of cell, and remaining markings similar and continuous to those on 
the /orewing, but with five distinct ocellated spots only (a sixth sometimes obsoletely present 
between the first median nervule and the submedian nervure), and of which the first, second 
and fifth are largest and most brightly coloured. Underside very pale ; the cell crossed 
by the fuscous lines as above, but fainter, and the two medial ones continued on the hindwing 
and terminating near the median nervure ; a distinct fuscous line crossing both wings, commenc- 
ing near the costa a little beyond the end of the cell, where it is angularly waved to the 
third median nervule and then obliquely and more straightly continued across both wings to 
near anal angle of the hindwing \ ocellated spots of the upperside more or less distinctly visible, 
their outer marginal line present, but the marginal and submarginal lines [almost] absent. Hind- 
luing with the two fuscous lines crossing the end of the cell as above, and with a small fuscous 
spot near the anal angle. Body and legs more or less concolourous with the wings. Female 
larger in size and generally darker in colour than the male, the ocellated spots above larger 
and more distinct, with the area on which they are placed much paler, the fuscous lines deeper 
in hue. Underside also slightly darker than in the male, and the ocellated spots and markings 
much more distinct, and with the marginal and submarginal lines often distinguishable." 

*' The principal variation in this widely-spread insect is in depth of intensity of hue. 
The species has hitherto been almost universally known as J. laomedta, Linnaeus, but Dr. 
Aurivillius has recently shown that Linnaeus had previously described it under the name of 
Papilio atlites, the law of priority must therefore be followed.' (Distant, I. c.) 

Larva (as figured by Horsfield from Java) is black, with a white line in the neighbour- 
hood of the spiracles, each segment furnished with several many-branched ochreous spines, 
the abdomen and legs of the same colour. Feeds in Java on a species of Achyranthes. Pupa 
also fuscous, shaded with black, with two ochreous processes at the head, and numerous 
ochreous blunt projections all along the upperside. 

This is a very common species, seldom if ever occurring in the Himalayas or in the very 
dry portions of India, but abundant in the plains throughout the area of heavy rainfall. Colonel 
C. Swinhoe does not record it from Bombay and the Deccan.

Habitat : India, Ceylon, Malayana, China. 

Expanse ; i'8 to 2-55 inches. 

Description-. "Male and female. Uppbrside pale brownish ochraceous. Forming 
with the cell crossed by the following markings :— a slender waved black line near base, two 
waved black lines enclosing a pale ochraceous fascia a little beyond the middle, and a similarly 
coloured and enclosed fascia at about end of cell ; beyond this the ground-colour is some- 
what darker and marked with the following pale ochraceous spots :— a discal series of six 
crossing the wing and divided by the nervules, the upper spot beneath the subcostal nervure 
and with the second and third forming a slightly oblique series ; fourth and fifth directed 
inwardly, and sixth again deflexed outwardly beneath the first median nervule ; this series is 
followed by another containing seven spots of the same colour, of which the upper three are 
divided by the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules ; the fourth and fifth are separated by the 
third median nervule, and the sixth and seventh— which are small and somewhat indistinct — 
are placed on each side of the first median nervule ; an indistinct submarginal series of 
spots placed between the nurvules, and two ocellated spots, the first and smallest situated be- 
tween the discoidal nervules, and the second and largest situated on the second and first 
median nervules. Hindwing with a large elongated and duplex ocellated spot, the smaller 
portion of which is situated between the subcostal nervules, the larger portion extending over 
the discoidal nervule, and a very small and indistinct ocellated spot between the second and 
first median nervules, a broad fuscous submarginal line and two marginal lines of the same 
colour [enclosing pale ochreous lines]. Underside pale and dull ochraceous. Fortwing with 
the cell crossed by fascice as above ; other markings generally as above ; the upper ocellated spot 
indistinct- Hindwino with several irregular, darker, basal fascise, and with a broad submarginal 
fascia enclosing five dark spots placed between the nervules, of which the second, situated above 
the discoidal nervule, and the fifth, placed between the second and first median nervules, are 
largest ; marginal and submarginal lines as above. Body and legs more or less concolourous 
with the wings." (Distant, l.cj 

Larva as found in Ceylon, "Cylindrical, smoky black, with a pale dorsal band and 
paler lateral lower shade ; each segment with eight small branched spines." (Moore, I.e. in Lep. 
Cey.) According to Colonel A. M. Lang it feeds on Barleria prionites.* 

This is a widely-spread and common Indian species occurring almost everywhere in the 
plains in the region of heavy rainfall, and extending into the hills up to 7,000 feet elevation. 
The underside is variable in colour, some specimens having the ground ochreous, others fer- 
ruginous and others again beautifully pink or rosy, and there are numerous gradations 
between them. The markings of the underside also vary much in distinctness, in some 
examples they are almost obsolete, in others very prominent. These variations are not 
confined to particular localities, but appear to occur indiscriminately. I possess two "sports," 
both females, from Bholahat, Malda ( W. H. Irvint), and Orissa ( IV. C. Taylor), which have 
all the markings blurred and obliterated on both sides.

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34S. Juaonia hopfforl, Moschier.

Habitat : Sylhet. 

Expanse ; 175 inches. 

Description: "Antenna above brown-black, beneath golden-red; club black with 
golden-red extremity. Palpi golden, the last joint dark brown. Sternum, underside of abdomen 
and legs golden-white, upperside of abdomen and thorax with golden-brown pubescence." 

** The shape of the fo renting resembles that of Precis [ Junonia] trigone [ the Javan form 
of y. lemonias'], but the hindwing is not angled as in several species of the genus. The ground- 
colour of both wings on the upperside is of a clear golden-brown, as in many of the females 
of Precis iphita, Cramer {ida, Cramer), but is shaded by a dark brown dusting, so that 
lt [the ground-colour] only appears in a triangular spot at the base of the discoidal cell, in 
a narrow transverse spot at the end of the cell, in a narrow band behind the transverse series 
of dark spots which crosses the middle of the wings, and in a broader band in front of the 
margin. In the discoidal cell in front of the middle are two obliquely-placed round dark 
brown spots with clear golden-brown centres ; behind these is a large misshapen kidney-like 
spot surrounded with black. In the middle of the wings the dark dusting is bounded by a 
series cf dark brown transverse spots which enter angularly into the fourth cell. In front 
of the light margin is placed a series of black-brown, round spots, of which the three upper 
ones in the fifth, sixth, and eighth cells are only brown on the innerside, being otherwise 
white, and of these the spot in the fifth cell approaches the margin, thereby dropping out 
of the line of the others ; the lowest spot in the second cell is the largest and surrounded with 
a fine golden-brown. Behind these spots runs through all the cells a series of broad lunular 
spots, and behind this again runs a dark brown undulating streak following the margin which 
runs in an angle into the fifth cell. The margin is narrowly black-brown in colour, but 
marked finely with white externally between the veins. " 

** On the underside the colouring is clearer, brownish ochre-gold, the light parts being al- 
most reddish-gold ; the spots of the cell are encircled with fine black, the series of dark spots 
through the middle of the wings lighter brown and less distinct on the margin are bordered 
with white violet-red spots on the forming in cells one b and two, also in cells five and six, and in 
the hindwing in all the cells. The dark bands of the upperside between these spots and the clear 
margin appear narrower in the forewing, almost resolved into flecks ; of the round spots imme- 
diately behind these the one in the second cell is black bordered, those in the fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and eighth cells are white bordered, and only the three lowest on the underside are bordered 
with faint brown, the spot in the third cell is a mere point." 

"On the hindwing this band is still more disintegrated, and of the dark spots only the 
one in the second cell is visible ; it is deep black, on the side towards the margin with a 
fine white centre. The series of lunulated spots, as also the undulating streak in front of 
the margin, is a lighter reddish-brown, the border between the two on the forewing in cells 
five and one£, and the hindwing in all the cells being tinged with pale violet-red. The margin 
itself is scarcely darker. Two females from Sylhet." ( Moschier ; 1. c.) 

I can make nothing out of this species, and can truce no resemblance between it and 
any species of the genera Precis or junonia known to me. 

349- Juaoala hierta, Fabricius. (Plate XX, Fig. 94 £ $ ).

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Habitat : India, Ceylon, Bnrma, Andamans, China. 
Expanse : 175 to 27 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside black- Forming with a broad medial ochreous [yellow] 
patch, extending from the base to beyond the disc, and thence narrowed and bent down- 
ward ; two short paler ochreous streaks before the apex. Hindwing black, with a large 
broad subanal ochreous [yellow] patch, and a large distinct blue subbasal spot- 
Underside, forewing pale ochreous-brown ; medial patch paler ochreous and suffused 
outwardly, crossed by black discoidal lines; two black discal spots. Hindwing with basal 
half greyish -ochreous ; discal area pale ochreous, crossed with brown lunular lines, a medial 
fascia, and discal row of small brown spots. Female, Upperside, forewing dark ochreous- 
brown, with the ochreous [yellow] patch paler, shortened basally, and crossed by two black lines 
on middle of the cell, and a broader disco-cellular band ; a black upper ocellus and a larger 
lower discal ocellus. Hindwing with a very small upper and lower discal ocellus, and two 
marginal lunular ochreous lines." [Moore, I. c.) Underside as in the male. 

Colonel A. M. Lang records that the larva feeds on Barleria prionites* Surgeon-Major 
Forsayeth states that it is " precisely similar to that of y, orithyia, but without the orange tip on 
tail- Pupa also identical in shape and markings." 

This species has hitherto been known as J. osnone, Linnceus, but reluctant as I am to 
upset nomenclature that has been fpr many years in universal use, I fear this identification 
cannot be maintained. The following is a translation of Linnreus' original detailed description 
of his Papilio ccnone. 

P. mnone. "Upperside. Forrmng blackish, a white fascia, transverse, interrupted, with two 
white spots towards the apex, a ferruginous ocellus with blue pupil beyond the fascia, two 
ferruginous lines near the outer margin : kindwin% blackish, with the margin whitish, divided 
by a black line, a large blue spot in the middle of the disc, two ferruginous ocelli within the 
cuter margin. Underside. Forewing with interrupted white fascia undulated with ferru- 
ginous and blue towards the base ; fuscous in the middle. Hindwing clouded greyish." 
(Linnaus, Mus. Lud. Ulr., p. 274). 

To this he appends a description of what he calls a variety of eenone, of which the 
following is a translation. " Varitlas eenones. U?rKRSlvK,fo>ewing with the margin black, two 
pale unequal spots within the apex, the disc yellow margined with fulvous. Hindwing with 
the margin black, the disc yellow margined with fulvous, the base more broadly black, in 
the middle of which is a large ovate sericeous blue spot. Underside, /brewing pale yellow, 
clouded with fuscescent ; a minute black blind ocellus within the apex, a larger black blind 
ocellus on the disc. Hindwing concolourous with the forewing, an obsolete dot in a paler 
space." (Linnctus, Mus. Lud. Ulr., p. 275). 

The description of P. mnone not only omits all mention of the yellow on the upperside 
which is so marked a feature of the species we are dealing with, and specifies the existence of 
a white fascia which is absent, but it corresponds with an African insect of the genus which 
was subsequently figured by Cramer as P. chlia,\ and has hitherto stood under that name ; this 
name must give place to Linnaeus' name, and the African species hitherto known as J. delta 
stands as J. mnone, Linmeus, The description of the " varietas eenones," on the other hand, 
answers almost exactly to a species from Aden, Abyssinia, &c, closely allied to the present 
species, which has been separated by Trimen under the name J. cebreneX this name will 
stand since Linnaus, although he correctly described it, confounded it with his J. eenone, 
and gave it no separate name. 

In 1 798, Fabricius described under the name of Papilio hierta a variety of the Indian species 
in which the blue spot on the hindwing is absent. A translation of his description is given below.

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P. hierta. Female. "Wings denticulate, luteous, with the margin black, both wings with 
two ocelli, hindwing fuscous at the base. Inhabits the East Indies." 

" Shaped like and nearest allied, to P. amonc,* of which I have formerly believed it 
to be a variety, but it seems distinct. Body fuscous. Both wings yellow with the margin 
more sinuate, fuscous, the hinder margin fuscous, narrow. Two ocelli on each wing, the 
hinder one larger in the forewing. Hindwing fuscous at the base. Underside of the fore wing 
concolourous, of the hindwing ashy, densely striated with fuscons, four ocellate dots." ( Fab /-ictus, 
Ent. Syst., Suppl., p. 424). 

This variety, which lacks the blue spot at the base of the hindwing on the upperside, occurs 
both in Africa (as pointed out by Mr. Trimen) and in the Indo-Chinese and Malayan regions, 
is inseparable from the normal form, and the Indian species known hitherto under the name 
of y. asnone, Linnaeus, and figured as such by Cramer, Donovan, Moore, &c, must stand as 
J. kierta, Fabricius. This rectification was first pointed out by Mr. Kirby in his Syn. Cat. Diurn. 
Lcp., p. 648 ; and it has been adopted by Colonel Swinhoe, but by no other author that I 
am aware of. Dr. Aurivillius, in his critical examinationf of the Linnsean descriptions, comes to 
the conclusion that J. cenottc, Linnaeus, should stand as /. cUlia, Cramer ; and that the variety 
acHones, Linnasus, should stand as y. mionc, Linnaeus, of which he gives J. hieria, Fabricius, 
as a variety ; but I cannot adopt this conclusion. 

y. hierta in India presents some considerable variation according to the humidity or 
dryness of the atmospheric conditions under which it exists, but these variations cannot be 
maintained as distinct species, as no hard and fast line can be drawn between them. Some 
male specimens from Kulu and Simla in the Western Himalayas, Sikkim, Calcutta, Orissa, the 
Wynaad, and Ceylon show no costal indentation of the yellow patch on the upperside of the 
forewing, others from Karachi, Kulu, Simla, Calcutta, Shillong, Upper Tenasserim, and the 
Andamans have a distinct black tooth, which is most prominent in a specimen from Buxa, 
Bhutan ; in all of these the black inner margin of the forewing on the upperside gives off a 
projection into the first median interspace, white in examples from Karachi, Simla, Buxa, 
Calcutta, Shillong, Sibsagar, Rangoon and Upper Burma this projection assumes the form of 
a more or less separate and distinct spot. The width of the marginal black band on the 
upperside of the forewing is also variable ; and lastly specimens from Bhutan and Upper Assam 
are very large and heavily marked, owing probably to the greater rainfall of those regions. 

This species has a very wide range, occurring at Karachi, thence throughout India, 
Ceylon and the Andamans to Burma and again in China. It delights in the sun, and to 
disport itself in the hottest and driest situations. 

The figure (incorrectly named yunojiia omone on the plate) shows the upperside of a 
male and a female example from Sibsagar in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Description : « Male. Upperside, forming dark blue-black from base to the disc, 
outer area fuliginous-black ; a purple-tinted ochreous- white short oblique subapical band, 
and two transverse submarginal narrow lunular fasciae ; on the inner fascia are two small 
red-ringed ocelli, below which the posterior angle is tinged with blue ; costal edge ochreous- 
white. Hindwing blue, suffused with purple ; a black basal angular patch curving across 
the cell towards the anal angle, and merging into brown on the abdominal margin ; 
two ocelli near the outer margin, the lower one red and ringed with black, the upper 
one almost black and blind; two pale-bordered marginal lines. Underside dull ochreous. 
Forewing with three transverse basal ochreous-red bands bordered with black ; a discal 
sinuous black fascia and pale outer lunular fascia ; ocelli less distinct. Hindwing with 
narrow brown transverse sinuous lines and a brownish discal fascia ; ocelli very pale and 
indistinct. Female differs on the upperside in having the basal half of the hindwing entirely 
black, both the ocelli being large and of a bright red." 

" Larva dark purple-brown, each segment with short branched spines, two lateral rows 
of small yellow spots. Feeds on Acanthads. Pupa ochreous, speckled and lined with dark 
brown." {Moore, 1. c. in Lep. Cey.) Surgeon-Major Forsayeth describes the transformations 
of this species somewhat more fully :— " Larva found on a small labiate herb- Head and 
body of a very dark shining black, shading into brown when seen by reflected light. Head 
on a short neck, latter of an orange colour for a short distance ; caudal extremity also tipped 
with orange. Body covered with perpendicular spines armed with strong radial hairs, 
which, however, have no irritating effect on the human skin. Head bifurcated ; reddish 
spot in centre of face ; a small spinous process on each upper angle of eye. Legs 6, 8, 2. 
Pupa suspended by tail ; naked ; wing-covers of a muddy yellow ; rest of body of a purplish 
colour, variegated by lines of a dull creamy white. Slight projections of an angular nature 
along abdomen." 

In Ceylon this species is "found at all times in the Western and Central Provinces, 
both in the plains and up to 3,000 feet in cultivated and open waste ground. Flight 
rather quick, settles on the ground and seems partial to hot, dusty and sandy spots" 
(Hutchison). " Occurs everywhere, but plentiful only from 2,000 to 4,000 feet, its favourite 
resort being the Patenas, and particularly on the pathways or bare places in them" {Macl.* 
wood), "Taken at Kandy and Galle" {Wade), " Observed in the Himalayas. Partial to 
bare, dry grass-land. To be seen in the hottest hot winds, and in the bleak wintery 
weather pitched on the grass, flitting quickly away and pitching again after a short circuit. 
Larva reared on Antirrhinum orontium" (Colonel A, M, Lang, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, 
p. 494). Colonel Swinhoe records it from Quetta. 

The specimens from Upper Burma, Cachar and Assam are richly marked on the 
underside, and are almost identical with the typical J. oritkyia from China, which Mr. Butler has 
already shown in the Ami. and Mag, of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 308, n. 60 (1885) 
to extend to Siam ; the western form with the pale, slightly marked underside, has been 
separated as a distinct local race as J. ruiinhoei, * {Butler, I.e.). This variety is fairly constant 
throughout the dry tracts in the west and north-west, and also in the Western Himalayas, 
but there is no line of demarcation, and the two forms gradually merge into each other; 
specimens from Ceylon and Travancore are nearly as richly marked as those from Cachar ; 
those from Sikkim and Bhutan, and also from the Western Ghats are less richly marked ; 
and those from the plains of Bengal and the Coromandel coast still less so ; the differences 
as in all parallel cases following the tropical distribution of the rainfall, the colours being 
most intense where the rainfall is heaviest. 

Another local race, which is probably the J, ocyale of Hubner, occurs in Java and 
Sumatra, of which there are two specimens in the Indian Museum ; both are females, the one 
from Sumatra {Raffles) has the two ochreous bands in the cell of the forewing on the upperside 
very prominent, and with slight traces of blue on the hindwing on the disc ; the other from

Mhow Poona. Description: *' Decidedly paler on the undersidh than the Chinese insect 17_ onthyia\, the 
pale markings on the apical area of the fprcmiug on the uppersidr quite white. It is unuurmly smaller 
[than J otithyial, and the Mae areas upon the wings are less tinged with green." 
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Java (Horsfidd)^ differs fcom the Sumatran specimen in having no blue colour on the hind wing, 
in this respect agreeing with the variety described below under the name of J. wallacei by 
Mr. Distant. 

J. otithyia is a common species and appears to occur everywhere in India up to about 
6,000 feet elevation. It is exceedingly variable on the underside, specimens from the dry 
north-west being of pale stone-grey, while examples from Shillong, Assam, have the 
underside dark brown, richly mottled and shaded with paler brown. On the upperside 
too there are variations in markings, some males show traces of two ochreous bands across 
the cell of the forewing, which are usually more or less present in the female, in some specimens 
of the latter sex, that feature being very prominent. The ocelli vary greatly in sixe in 
both sexes, in some specimens they are fully twice as large as in others. 

J. wallactp the Malayan form appears to be barely separable from the Sumatran J. ocvde, 
Hiibner,

" B'JDY, slender ;forewing long ; antenna short ; palpi small, hairy, and very acute. Head, 
rather broad, with a frontal tuft. Byes, large, prominent, and naked. Antenna, rather short, 
not half the leogth of the fore wing ; terminated by a short, slender, gradually formed club, 
the tip of which is curved outwardly, finely keeled beneath. Palpi, small, directed obliquely 
upwards, scarcely reaching above the level of the middle of the eyes. The terminal joint 
in the same line as the preceding, compressed, clothed with long loose hairs along the whole 
of the fore edge, and also on the hinder side at the extremity of the second joint ; basal joint 
short ; second joint broader and slightly curved at the base ; terminal joint, in the typical 
species, nearly as long as the preceding, slender, and very acute at the tip. Thorax, rather slender, 
scarcely broader than the head, oval, very slightly hirsute, often clothed with metallic scales. 
Abdomen, slender, elongated. Forkwing, elongate, triangular. The anterior margin very slight- 
ly arched ; apex rounded ; outer margin rounded, not, or but slightly, sinuated ; inner margin 
three- fourths of the length of the costal margin, more or less emarginate towards the middle. 
Costal nervure moderately strong, not extending to the middle of the costa. Subcostal nervure 
slender ; its first branch arising at about one-third of the length of the wing, and uniting with

nervules ; a marginal and two submarginal waved black lines, between which the colour is more or less distinctly 
pale ochraceous. Underside pale but warm ochraceous. Fort wing with the base of cell, and two broad 
irregular fasciae crossing cell, reddish ochraceous, the one at end of cell continued and terminating ;i little 
beneath first median nervule — this is followed by a narrow waved black fascia ; remaining markings as above 
but the ocellated spots much darker. Hindwing darker ochraceous, crossed by several waved and scalloped 
darker lines, with a wide, distinct) slightly darker submarginal fascia on which are placed the two ocellated 
spots as above, and a third and much more indistinct spot situated between the subcostal nervules ; marginal 
and submarginal Hues as above, but fainter and much paler. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wines 
Female. Upperside marked and spotted generally as in male, but brownish ochraceous, the blue colour 
being absent, the ocellated spots larger. Underside almost precisely as in male, but the ocellated spot with 
larger pale margins, and the hindwing possessing some irregular reddish ochraceous fasciae crossing the cell." 

"This form is evidently a local race of /. orithya, Linnaeus, a well-known species in Continental India 
and elsewhere. It differs from typical forms of that species by the tawny colour of the female, and the absence 
of the blue and black markings to the wings of the same. The male almost exactly resembles Hubner's figure o£ 
J. ocyale '.SamrnJ. Exot. Schmett., vol. ii, pi. xxxiii, figs. 3, 4J. It is another of the many distinct ' local 
races' found in the Malay Peninsula and neighbouring islands." [Distant, \ c). There is a female specimen 
mentioned above from Java in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which agrees with the description and figure of 
this species : but as Mr. Butler says f. ocyale occurs in Java, and Mr Distant that J. ivallacei is also found m 
that island, it would appear from this that the latter cannot be maintained as a " local race" even of J. orithyia 
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the costa a little beyond the middle ; second branch, in the typical species, arising close beyond 
the 6rst, before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, [in the hordonia group it is given 
off long after the end of the cell] ; third branch arising at about two-thirds of the length of the 
wing and extending to the tip ; fourth branch arising at about three-fourths of the length of 
the wing and reaching to the outer margin below the apex, the apical portion of the 
vein being deflexed. Upper disco-cellular nervule almost obliterated, arising close beyond 
the origin of the second subcostal branch [in the typical group] ; middle disco- cellular short, 
arched towards the base of the wing in the typical species ; lower disco-cellular obsolete, so 
that the discoidal cell is open, its place often indicated by a dark bar having a slightly curved 
paler line dividing the pale discoidal patch into two parts, and extending to the median 
nervure just before the origin of its third branch, which is slightly arched. Hindwing, very 
oval ; the costal margin much arched ; the outer margin rounded, slightly scalloped. Prmcostal 
nervure forming a short straight spur forked at its extremity ; costal nervure slightly curved, 
[usually] reaching only to the middle of the costal margin ; subcostal nervure arising from the 
costal just beyond the origin of the pnecostal, and emitting its branch almost at its base. The 
upper disco-cellular nervule forming the curved base of the discoidal nervule ; the lower disco- 
cellular wanting, so that the narrow discoidal cell is open. Median nervure branching below 
the branches of the subcostal nervure, with the spaces between the extremities of the branches 
along the outer margin of the wing wider than usual, in consequence of the costal nervure 
extending only to the middle of the costa [except in the columella group]. Forelegs, of the 
male very slender and short, more or less clothed with very delicate white hairs ; femur slightly 
curved ; tibia scarcely half its length ; tarsus very short, not above one-third of the length of the 
tibia, forming a minute, oval, exarticulate joint, destitute of claws. Of the female more robust, 
and much longer than those of the male, scaly, with but few fine hairs ; femur slightly curved ; 
tibia also a little curved, about two-thirds of the length of the femur ; tarsus nearly as long as the 
tibia, well articulated ; the basal joint half the length of the tarsus, the remainder rather dilatedj 
with strong spines on the inside ; the terminal joint minute, spined, but without claws. 
Middle and hindlegs, rather short, scaly ; tibia spined beneath, with long tibial spurs ; 
tarsus with four rows of strong spines beneath j claws rather long and very much bent, and 
acute at the tip ; paronychia and pulvillus small." 

" Larva slightly elongated ; head armed above with two short conical points ; second and 
third segments of the body with a pair of diverging, obtuse, setose, fleshy spines, the hinder 
pair being the largest ; an erect tubercle near the extremity of the body. Pupa with the head 
bifid, and with the base of the abdomen-case much swollen." (IVestwood, 1. c.) 

The genus Neptis, like the genera Nestina, Argynnis and Cyrestis, is structurally 
divisible into two groups, the first of which contains tawny and black species only, and has 
the second subcostal nervule of the forewing given off from the costal nervure some distance 
beyond the outer extremity of the discoidal cell; in the second group some of the insects are 
tawny and black and some white and black, and have the second subcostal given off just 
before the end of the cell. The former group has been erected into a genus under the name 
of Rahinda* by Mr. Moore. 

Neptis differs from all other Nymphalina in the costal nervure of the hindwing terminating 
before the end of the costa, instead of reaching the apex of the wing, except in the columella 
group, in which this character is extremely variable and in some localities even sexual. The 
species are easily captured, they have a floating sailing flight, frequently settling on bushes with 
spread open wings. " Neptis is a very large genus, and is found in the warmer portions of 
the Old World. Two species inhabit portions of Eastern and South-Eastern Europe, and the 
genus is represented in Western, Southern and Eastern Africa, Madagascar, and Mauritius. 
It is very abundant in Continental India, and extends eastward throughout the Malay Archi- 
pelago ; it is found as far north as Japan and as far south as Australia." (Distant, I.e.) 

* Rahikda, Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 56 (1881). " Differs from Neptis {aceris group) in the wings being 
comparatively narrower, the forewing more pointed at the apex, having the second subcostal branch emitted 
at some distance beyond the end of the cell, and the hindwing having the costal and subcostal nervure* more 
curved, the median branches nearer at their base, the short straight basal costal spur slightly furcate, Type, 
R. hordotua, Stall, Suppl. Cramer, Pap. Ex., vol. v, pi, xxxiii, figs. 4, 4D (1790)/' (Moore, I. c.) 
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Many of the Indian species are so very closely allied, that it is almost impossible to distinguish 
between them without comparison with the types. They are also in many cases somewhat vari- 
able, which makes correct determination still more difficult. Species of the genus occur in 
almost every mountainous part of India "and at all elevations up to 10,000 feet, and also in the 
plains of Peninsular and Eastern India where the rainfall is heavy, but they are not found in 
the dry plains of Northern and Western India. 

In the genus Neptis the style of markings ts extremely constant, more so perhaps than 
in any genus of large extent. In all the species the ground-colour is black or very dark brown, 
and the markings which are either white or tawny, are grouped into three almost parallel bands 
at right angles to the body ; the first consisting of a streak from the base of the forewing 
through the cell and extending into the lower discoidal interspace, sometimes divided abruptly 
where the cell should end, leaving an elongate triangular spot as the outer portion ; this 
band is termed the discoidal streak of the forewing ; following this is the discal band extend, 
ing from the abdominal margin of the hind wing through the cell to the costa near apex, and 
continued on the forewing to the costa as an interrupted macular curved band ; beyond this 
again is the submargiual band common to both wings and in both about equidistant from the 
discal band and from the margin ; besides these, there are in many species additional nar- 
rower bands on the black space beyond the discal band ; but the three bands noted above, 
the discoidal streak and the discal and submarginal bands are present in all, and usually very 
prominent. The sexes are but slightly differentiated, the markings being the same in both. 

This style of marking is found in many species of Athyma, and in one at least of Apattira 
so closely corresponding to N<ptis as to be almost indistinguishable to an untrained eye, but 
in all these cases the extension of the costal nervure of the hindwing to the apex dis- 
tinguishes them at once from all Neptes except N. columella and allied species. 

In the first group the markings are orange, tawny or ferruginous in all the species ; it 
is separable into two subgroups, in one of which the underside is mottled with fine ferruginous 
stria: ; in the other the bands are unmottled. The discoidal streak is entire in some species 
and indented in others, but in none is it completely divided.

Habitat : Andaman Islands. 

Expanse : 1-45 to 21 inches. 

Description: " Upperside dark brown. Forewing with the longitudinal spot from the base 
orange, unusually long, reaching considerably below the middle of the wing, unbroken i crossed 
beyond the middle by six spots of orange, the two middle spots minute, and outside of this by a 
narrow band of lilac-white. Hindwing crossed before the middle by a broad band of white ; [a 
submarginal more or less distinct tawny line]. Underside. Forewing as above, except that 
the band and spots are much larger and rufous- white, the apex grey-white, and that there 
are some grey spots near the costal margin. Hindwing with the base brown, undulated with 
grey : below the band lilac-grey, traversed by two bands of brown ; the outer margin brown. 
On the underside this species resembles N. kordonia ; its forewing is unusually prolonged 
at the apex." (tfewi/son, I. c.) The female is larger than the male, and has the discal band 
on the hindwing more distinctly white, but does not otherwise differ. 

The paleness of the markings at once distinguishes this species from all others of the 
N. kordonia group. The late Mr. de Roepstorff has sent numerous specimens taken at Port 
Blair to the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is apparently confined to the Andaman Isles.

Habitat: N.-E. and S. India, Malay Peninsula, Siam, Sumatra, Banca, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse : i'7 to 2 "2 inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside rich dark brown, with the following 
orange-coloured markings : — Forewing with a long and broad basal cellular streak occupying 
the lower half of cell and deflexed and extended beyond it at and above the third and second 
median nervules ; this streak above is distinctly cleft a little beyond its middle, and in some 
specimens extends a little beneath the median nervure ; a subapical transverse macular fascia, 
commencing near costa and terminating near third median nervule ; and a short oblique 
curved and dentate fascia, commencing above the second median nervule and terminating 
on inner margin. Hindwing with a broad medial fascia and a narrow (in some specimens 
broad) curved submarginal one. Both wings with a narrow fuscous submarginal fascia, some- 
times that on the foreiving and sometimes those on both wings narrowly outwardly margined 
with dark ochraceous. Underside ochraceous. Forewing with a broad costal streak extending 
to beyond cell, and from thence deflexed and outwardly curved to beyond first median 
nervule, reddish brown ; two waved reddish brown submarginal fasciae, and the margin 
broadly of the same colour, between these the colour is more or less violaceous ; extreme 
margin fuscous, the cilia alternately greyish. Hindwing with a broad basal reddish brown 
fascia or suffusion ; a somewhat curved medial violaceous fascia, narrowly bordered anteriorly 
and broadly posteriorly with reddish brown, and a submarginal fascia somewhat similarly 
coloured and bordered. Body and legs more or less concolourous with the ground-colour 
of the wings both above and beneath." 

"This is a protean species, and varies much both in markings and hue, points of some 
importance in estimating the specific position of other and closely allied variable species. 
The specimen figured agrees with the figure of Stoll, and may be considered as typical. 
Other Malaccan specimens have the yellow submarginal fascia on the upperside of the hind- 
wing much wider, but are still inconstant in that respect. The palest specimen I possess, with 
all the yellow markings broadest, is from Bombay. The mottled markings beneath are always 
present and always distinctive." {Distant % 1. c.J

ferruginous bands being broader. Forewing has the lengthened discoidal band spreading over 
the median nervure, the marginal line also broader and very distinct. Hindrvitig with the sub- 
marginal band nearly as broad as the discal band. Underside, the strigx are more numerous 
and darker, covering both bands on the hindzcing." {Afoore, 1. c. ) 

This species was originally described from Upper Tenasserim, and I have a specimen 
named by Mr. Moore from Coonoor. The distinctive characters appear to be the broadness 
of the orange bands on the upperside, especially the submarginal one on the hindwing, and 
the ferruginous strigse or mottling on the underside practically covering the whole of the 
hindwing ; also the violaceous colour instead of being confined to two bands suffuses the 
whole outer half of the hindwing. These characters, however, though they enable typical 
specimens to be distinguished, are very inconstant, and there appears to be every gradation 
between the narrow-banded form with the underside scantily mottled, to the broad -banded 
profusely striated form. Neither is the width of the discoidal streak and the marginal line 
distinctive. I have given above the localities from whence I have seen typical specimens 
of N. plagiosa, but from Sikkim, Sylhet, Assam and elsewhere, I have specimens which are 
quite intermediate between M hordonia and N. plagiosa. In Sikkim typical A', plagiosa has 
been taken in December, and typical N. hordonia and intermediate forms from the spring to the 
autumn ; in Calcutta I have taken typical N. plagiosa in February only ; in Orissa Mr. W. C. 
Taylor has taken typical M. plagiosa in February and March, Mr. J. L. Sherwill at Hulunguri, 
Jorehat district, Assam, in March, the type specimens also were taken in the cold weather; it 
appears possible therefore that A', plagiosa may be the winter form only of A', hordonia. 

354. Heptla Slimata, Moore. 

A', sinuata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 136 ; Rahinda iinuata, id., Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 56, 
p\. xx-wiii, figs. 3, 3a (18B1). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse: £, 1-62 to 1*85 ; ?, 1-87 to 2-05 inches. 

Description: "Allied to N. hordonia, Stoll. Differs on the upperside in the bands 
having deeply sinuated borders. Underside also paler ; the striga? less prominent, and 
disposed in more blotchy patches." (Moore, 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

In Ceylon A/, sinuata is ''principally alow country insect, difficult to capture perfect 
as it always frequents the vicinity of thick thorny Acacias. Found at all times, but mostly 
in March and April 11 {Mackwood). "Western and Central Provinces; commonest in the 
plains, but found up to 3,000 feet, in forest land, at all times. Shy, flutters about bushes 
alighting on the leaves with wings opened" {Hutchison), 

This species is a local race of N. hordonia, very slightly differing from the North Indian 
form. It may be distinguished by the discoidal streak on the upperside of the forewing being 
more distinctly bicleft, and the lower margin of the discal band on the upperside of the hind- 
wing more distinctly sinuous. It is subject to the same variation in the profusion or otherwise 
of the ferruginous mottling of the underside as is the continental form, the tone of the 
ferniginous ground-colour below is also very variable. 

The next three species differ in lacking the mottling of ferruginous striae oa 
the underside. 
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355- Neptia assamica, Moore. 

Rahinda assatttica, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc, Loud., 1881, p» 311. 

Habitat : Sibsagar and Jorehat, Assam. 
Expanse : 17 to 1*9 inches. 

Description: "Male. Allied to R. [—A 7- .] heliodore, Fabricius [see N. dorelia, foot- 
note p. 83]. Upperside •' Forewing with the red discoidal streak similar to that in R. [=A r .J 
hordonia t not extending below the cell, the oblique subapical band somewhat narrow, the 
lower discal band scarcely constricted in its middle. Hindwing with a broad subbasal and 
a discal band, the abdominal margin also broadly of the same red colour as the bands. 
Underside ochreous-yellow, with very narrow ochreous-brown intervening spaces between 
the bands." (Moore, 1. c) 

There are two males of this pretty and distinct "species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Sibsagar, Upper Assam {&. £. Peal) ; and one in my own collection from Hulunguri in the 
Joreblt district, Assam, taken by Mr. J. L. Sherwill in March. It can be easily distinguished 
from A^. paraka on the underside by the absence of some small black markings on the upper 
margin of the cell of the forewing and others denning the basal band of the hind wing. The dark 
markings of the underside of N. assamica are also paler in colour and more diffused. The abdo- 
minal margin of the hindwing on the upperside being orange is also a very distinct feature. 
It seems to be rather a variable species, as one Sibsagar and the Jorehat specimen differ 
from the type in the extent of the orange markings on the upperside, in the type specimen, 
the oblique subapical and the lower discal bands of the forewing are separated, and the 
discal black band of the hindwing is wide, while in the other two specimens the former are 
joined, and the latter is less than half as wide. 

356. Neptls fllndiagft) Bate. 

N. dindingn, Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc, Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 542, n, 10, pi. Ixviii, fig. 6 
{1877J j id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. rs», n. 3, pi. xvii, fig. 5, female (1883). 

Habitat: Moulmein, Tenasserim, Malacca. 
Expanse : 1*9 to 2*2 inches. 

Description : " Larger than N. helwdora [heliodore], the bands broader, particularly the 
medial band of the hindwing, which is twice as broad and extends nearly to the base ,- subapical 
patch of forewing twice as wide, and deeply indented in the middle of its inner border ; sub- 
marginal tawny streak replaced by pale brown (but intersected by the black line) in the 
forewing, tawny but extremely slender in the hindwing. Differences on the underside much 
as above ; discal band of the hindwing broad and black, and intersected by a whity-brown 
streak." 

M We have a specimen in the British Museum from Moulmein, which measures 2 inches 
2 lines in expanse. It is a well-marked species." (Butler, 1. e.) 

" Female: Allied to N. peraka, from which it differs by the different shape of 
the cellular streak and the absence of the yellow submarginal lines to the forewing ; the 
yellow fascia? to the hindwing are much broader (but this we have already seen is a variable 
character); the markings on the underside are darker, larger, and more regular, especially 
on the forewing " {Distant, 1. c ) 

I have not seen this species. It may be distinguished from N. paraka on the underside 
by the absence of the small black markings mentioned in the preceding species, and from I/, 
assamica by the black discal band on the upperside of the hindwing reaching the abdominal 
margin. 

357- Noptis paralra, Butler. 

JV. paraka {peraka on plate), Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc, Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 542, n, 9, pi, 
Uviii, fig- 2 (1877J ; N. peraka, Distant, Rhop, Malay., p. 150, n. 2, pi. xvii, fig. 2, female (1883), 

Habitat : Sylhet, Dafla Hills, Chittagong, Mergui, Malay peninsula, Borneo. 
Expanse : 1*6 to 2*0 inches. 
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Description: "Almost exactly like iV. ho-doma on the upperside, but brighter in 
colour, and with the tawny bands rather broader ; the submarginal tawny streak of the forming 
deeply bisinuate so as to form two wide arches, and intersected by a black line. Underside 
ochre-yellow, the black portions of the upperside represented by brownish stains, and par- 
tially blotched with grey : the basal area of the hindwing crossed by two black oblique 
litune ; the medial band bordered by two interrupted black lines ; the outer border inter- 
sected (above the indication of the submarginal tawny line of the upperside) by a slightly 
waved black line." 

" The typical N. heliodora 1~keliodore t Fabricius] very nearly resembles this species on the 
upperside j but below it is very different." (Butler, 1. g.) 

" Male and female. Closely allied to A 7 ", hordonia, and on the upperside scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from some of the broadly yellow marked varieties of that species. Underside 
not mottled, and though the pattern of the forewing is similar, the markings of the hindwing 
are distinct ; they consist of a basal fascia with dark margins, a regular and similarly coloured 
and margined fascia near the middle, and a somewhat similar marginal fascia." {Distant, L c.) 

Mr. H. M. Parish took this species in the Chittagong district in October and November, 
and Dr. J. Anderson in the Mergui archipelago in the cold weather ; the black liturre in the 
cell of the forewing, and at the base of the hindwing on the underside are very distinctive. 

The second group comprises two subgroups, in the first of which the discoidal streak is 
entire or indented, but never completely divided ; this subgroup contains all the more abnormal 
forms, and the markings differ greatly in colour and in prominence ; in some they are bright 
orange as in the first group, in others tinted with fuliginous or brown, in others pure white ; 
in some again they are very broad and in others very narrow ; and on the underside many 
of the species have the bands tinted with violet, very brightly in some; this violet tinting is 
confined to this subgroup, being absent from all the others.

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*'. Upperside with ground-colour black, with broad ochreous markings. 

a". Discoidal streak on upperside of fore wing well -separated from spot in fkst 
median interspace.

b 2 . Discoidal streak on upperside of forewing joined to discs! spot in first median 
interspace. 

366. N. manasa, North India. 

f 1 . Upperside with ground-colour black, markings almost pure white, broad.

371. N. cartica, Nepal, Sikkim.

b" 1 . Upperside with all the bands brown. 

373. N. FULIGinosa, Tenasserim. 

c z . Upperside with all the markings tinted with pale fuliginous, very narrow. 
a". Inner submarginal line on hindwing prominent, straight. 

374. N. viKASi, Sikkim, N.-E- Bengal, Mergni, Malay peninsula and islands. 

6 s . Two submarginal lines equally obscure, coalescing and enclosing a 
series of black spots. 

375. N. harita, E. Bengal, Assam, Cachar, Upper Tenasserim. 

e 1 , Upperside with ground-colour black, with markings brown, very narrow. Underside, 
the bands bright violaceous. 
376- N. anjana. Upper Tenasserim. 

The first three species very closely resemble the last two of the preceding group in 
which the underside has the bands unmottled, in colouration, and in their small size, but the 
orange bands of the upperside are not so broad, while the orange marginal line of the forewing 
is much more prominent. They have no trace of violet tinting on the underside. 

358. NeptlS tiffa, Moore. 

N, tig*, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 4, n. 3 ; id., Butler, Trans. Linn. Sot, Zoology, se- 
cond series, vol. >. p. 542, n. 8 (1877) ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p, 151, n. 4, pi. xvii, fig. 4, male (1883). 

Habitat : Moulmein, Donat Range, Upper Tenasserim ; Province Wellesley, Malacca, 
Siam, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse : 17 to 1*9 inches. 

Description: "Male and female Upperside rich dark brown, with the following 
orange-coloured markings : — Forewing with a large cellular streak much resembling that of N. 
dindinga t but sometimes more or less truncate at its apex ; this is followed by a subapical trans- 
verse streak and two irregularly shaped spots, situated one on the area of the median nervules 
and one on the inner margin ; a broad submarginal fascia, strongly sinuated and toothed interior- 
ly, followed by a submarginal line of the same colour. Hindwing crossed by two broad 
fasciae, one near base and the other near outer margin, and a submarginal line of the same 
colour. Underside ochraceous, the forewing with a broad subcostal pale fuscous fascia, which 
is obliquely defiexed beyond cell, and forms a large looped spot extending from costa to 
third median nervule j a pale fuscous fascia beneath cell, which forms an irregularly looped 
spot beneath and attached to the other looped spot, and which outwardly extends to inner 
margin ; a pale fuscous submarginal line and the outer margin broadly of the same colour, Hind- 
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wing marked as above, but the colour much paler and the dark portions much narrower. 
Body above rich dark brown, the thorax with some frontal yellow markings, and the disc of 
the abdomen beyond base much suffused with the same colour ; body beneath and legs more 
or less concolourous with wings. " [Distant, l.c.) 

** This species agrees with an example in the Banksian cabinet, but net with the Fab- 
rician type ; there are two medial brown curved lines across the underside of the hindwing, 
partly or wholly filled in with paler brown. " [Butler, l.c.) 

There is a single specimen of this species taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Donat 
Range in Upper Tenasserim in January in Major Marshall's collection. A variety of it differing 
principally from the typical form in being smaller, and the markings on the underside darker, 
has been described as a distinct species under the name of N, dorelia, Butler,* 

A species apparently allied to JV. tiga {but which may however belong to the Rakinda 
group) has been described under the name N. camboja from Cambodia, as below.t 

359- Noptis sattanea, Moore. 

Rakinda sattanga, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Load., i38i, p. 311. 

Habitat : British Burma. 

Expanse : 175 to 2*15 inches. 

Description : " Female. Allied to the Malayan R. [= N,] dardfaA. Butler. Upper- 
side blacker, the markings paler, but more sharply defined. Forcwing with the discoidal 
stceak entire, the subapical patch of equal width with that beneath it ; submarginal band 
slender and lunular. Hindiv'mg with only two bands, both of which are straight, the 
submarginal band narrow and only half the width of the inner band; no marginal line." 
(Moore, 1. c. ) 

In the above description Mr. Moore states that dorelia belongs to the group of Nepth to 
which he has applied the name Rakinda, but Mr. Distant places it with those species which 
have the "second subcostal nervule of anterior wings emitted at extremity of cell," and 
therefore it belongs to the typical group of Neptis, N. sattanga appears to differ chiefly 
from N. tiga in the absence of the marginal line on the upperside of the hindwing in the male, 
it is present but less distinct in the female. 

There are numerous specimens of a species of Neptis taken by Dr. Anderson in the cold 
weather in the Mergui Archipelago which agree exactly with Mr. Moore's description of 
N. sattanga, and to which species they probably belong. The second subcostal nervule is 
given off at the end of the cell in these specimens, so they belong to the typical group 
of Neptis. There is also a male of this species taken in April in the Upper Thoungyeen 
forests and another in Tenasserim in November, in Major Marshall's collection.

Expanse : i*< 
inches. Description : "Male. UpeF-KSiDS—forewittg with a pale ferruginous broad longitudinal band from 
the base to beyond the cell, a broad oblique subapical and a constricted lower band : also two very narrow 
indistinct ferruginous marginal lines. Hind-wing with a broad ferruginous transverse discal, and narrow slightly 
curved submarginal band : also a single very narrow and indistinct ferruginous marginal line. Underside 
pale yellowish ferruginous ; bands as above, but indistinctly denned." 

*' Allied to N. dindinga, Butler, from Malacca : also allied to N. keliodore* Fabricius, from Siam

•Mr. Distant in his Rhop. Malay., gives N. keliodore, Fabricius, as a synonvn of N. dorelia, Butler 
N- keliodore, Cramer (Pap. Ex., vol. iii, pi. ccxii, figs. E, F (1779), is a black Neptis with white markings from 
Amboyna. In his Index, Cramer spells this name keliodora, but in the text it is given both as keliodore and 
heliodora.

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Another species of this group, A 7 ", nolana t has been described as below from Siam.* It 
may belong to the Rahinda group. 

360. Neptls fcuhasa, de N ., n. sp. 

Habitat : Cachar. 

Expanse ; 6*. 1*9 ; ?, 2-0 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside black with orange markings. Forgiving with a 
broal discoidal streak bounded below by the median nervure, obscurely separated from the 
large triangular spot beyond by two fine black lines ; a broad subapical patch well-separated 
from a rather less broad discal one which reaches the inner margin, and is strongly constricted 
at the first median nervule ; a prominent submarginal somewhat lunate band, with a very 
obscure and fine pale marginal line. Hindwing with a broad straight even discal band, and a 
narrower (about one-lhird the width) submarginal similar band j marginal line as in forewing. 
Underside with the ground-colour much paler, and the bands also paler, ochreous rather 
than orange. Forewing marked as above. Hindwing with an additional ochreous band at 
the base of the costal margin, the discal and submarginal bands broader (much reducing 
thereby the width of the band of the ground-colour between them), the outer margin broadly 
fuscous bearing a prominent ochreous line. Female slightly paler. Fot czving xvilh the apex 
less produced. Hindwing with the discal band narrower, the submarginal band wider than 
in the male. Underside with the same differences as above. 

N. knhasa differs from Upper Tenassen'm specimens of N. sattanga in both sexes in the 
submarginal band on the upperside of the hindwing being narrower, the band of the ground- 
colour on the underside of the hindwing between the discal and submarginal ochreous bands 
is twice as wide, and in addition the outer margin of that wing is broadly fuscous, bearing a 
prominent ochreous line. In N, satianga the margin is equally broadly ochreous inwardly 
bounded by a narrow black line, the extreme margin being defined by a very fine black line. 

Mr. Wood-Mason took one male on the 29th July, and two females on the 8th August 
at Irangmara in Cachar. 

The next four species have the bands of the underside tinted with violet, comparatively 
slightly in N. viraja, very brightly in the other three ; the bands of the upperside are oraage, 
broad in N. viraja, much narrower in the others,

IV. radha, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. i66, n. 343, pi. 'via, fig. 4 (1857) ; 
id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1S58, p. 6, n. 9. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Bhutan, Cachar. 

Expanse : 2"9 to 3'4 inches. 

Description : M Upperside brownish -black : markings ferruginous. Forewing with a 
long discoidal streak, narrow at base, and extending to a short distance between the third and 
second median nervules ; two small spots on costal margin, and two larger oblique spots 
near the apex ; a large spot on disc, and an elongate spot to middle of posterior margin ; 
marginal line pale. Hindwing with rather broad inner and narrower outer baud, both extend- 
ing across the abdominal margin; a marginal line and line between the two bands pale 
brown. Underside ferruginous-brown ; markings as above, but indistinct, owing to the 
surface being mottled over with ashy-blue." {Afoot e, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) Female 
differs from the male only in the ferruginous markings being broader and paler. 

*Neftis wfo«*, Druee, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874. p. 105. Habitat: Chentaboon. Siam (September). 
Expansk : 2_2 5 indies. Description : "Upperside dark brown, all the bands and spots rufous-orange. Fare- 
wing with a longitudinal band from the base to beyond the cell, with a broad band from the costal margin to 
the anal angle curved inwards and narrower m the middle, with a narrow band round the outer margin, Hind- 
wing crossed by three rufous-orange bands, the first and third narrow. Underside as above, only much 
paler in colour, with all the bands indistinctly marked." (Drncc, 1. c.) 

This species appears to have only one marginal line on the upperside of the forewing : and is singular in 
having the discal band of the hindwing as well as the marginal hue narrow. 
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N. radka is the largest of the Indian species of AV//ir, and one of the most distinct. On 
the npperside of the forewing it has two small pale streaks on the costa within the subapical 
band and divided by the second subcostal nervule as in N. narayana and A' manasa, bnt in no 
other Indian species. The underside is beautifully variegated with violaceous, there is a 
conspicuous violet spot closing the upper outer end of the cell of the forewing ; five spots 
in a transverse band from the costa to the third median nervule beyond the cell divided by the 
veins, and a large irregular divided subapical violet patch. The hindwing is widely banded 
with violet, there is a small ferruginous ring near the middle of the cell, beyond which 
is a curved pair of fine ferruginous lines joined at each end, all the bands on the outer half of 
the hindwing are highly lunulate. 

N. radha is a rare species. Mr. Moller has obtained a single specimen in Sikkim in the 
spring ; I took a worn male at about 4,000 feet elevation below Darjiling in October j and 
Mr. Wood-Mason obtained a single male on Nemotha, Cachar, in September. 

362. ITeptla miah, Moore. 

N. miah, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E, I. C, vol. i, p. 164, n. 339, pi. iva, fig. 1 
(1857); idem, id., Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 185$, p. 4, n. 5. 

Habitat: Sikkim, Bhutan, Khasi Hills, Assam, Chi ttagong, Upper Tenasserim. 

Evpanse : 2*25 to 2*40 inches. 

Description : " Upperstde brown-black. Forewing with a longitudinal streak from 
base of wing [indented at the end of the cell], an oblique transverse short apical fascia, and 
which nearly meets a reversely- oblique fascia on posterior margin, rufous. Hindwing with a 
nearly straight broad inner band, and a narrow [curved] submarginal band, rufous. Under- 
side dark ferruginous. Forewing with the longitudinal and oblique marks pinky-white ; two 
narrow submarginal lines purple. Hindwing with inner band pinky-white ; two submarginal 
and a less distinct middle line purple ; costal margin at the base whitish." (Moore, 1, c, in 
Gat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C) The markings of the female are rather paler than in the male. 

A' - , miah is a fairly common species in Sikkim throughout the summer, and I have taken 
numerous male examples in October sucking up moisture from damp sand in the beds of 
.streams. Mr. H. M. Parish has taken a single female in the Chittagong district in 'November, 
and Mr. J. L. Sherwill a male at Hulunguri in the Jorehat district, Assam, in March. In 
Major Marshall's collection there is a male taken in February at Sekkan, and two females 
taken in March and April in the Thoungyeen forests, Upper Tenasserim. 

363- Neptls ananta, Moore. 

N. ananta, Moore, Horsfield and Moore. Cat. Lep. Mus, E. I. C, vol. i, p. 166, n. 342, pi. tva, fiff. 3 
(1857) ; idem, id., Proc Zool. Soc. Loud., 1858, p. 5, a. 7 ; idem, id., in Anderson's Anat. and Zool. Researches, 
p. 934(1878). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Yunan. 

Expanse : 2*5 to 28 inches. 

Description : * ; Upperside brownish- black ; markings ferruginous. Fomving with 
discoidal streak straight [indented at the end of the cell] ; a curved twice-interrupted band from 
anterior margin near apex to middle of posterior margin ; a pale marginal line. Hindwing with 
rather broad inner and narrow outer band, both extending across the abdominal margin ; also 
a pale marginal line and line between the bands. Underside very deep ferruginous. Fore- 
wing with discoidal streak, spots near apex and from posterior margin, ferruginous-white ; 
posterior margin broadly patched with black • a marginal and submarginal bluish-ashy line. 
Hindwing with inner band white, outer band grey and indistinct ; a marginal line and zigzag 
line between the two bands bluish-ashy," {Moore t L c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) Female 
has the markings rather broader and paler than in the male. 

The Western Himalayan specimens of N- ananta differ from those from Sylhet and 
Assam in having the bands of the upperside much paler j in the former they are ochreous, 
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in the latter ferruginous. On the underside also the same differences occur in the colour of the 
ground, the more eastern examples being much darker. It is rather a rare species. I met with 
it at Kujiah near Dalhousie and at Ulwas, Chumba, in wooded streams at the end of May, 
Mr. A. Graham Young has taken it in Kulu at the same period, and Colonel A. M. Lang, 
R. E., took it at Kandloo, Kunawur, in July, Mr. C. Templeton took it at Masuri, Mr. J. L. 
Sherwill at Hulunguri, Jorehat district, Assam, in March, April and June, and Mr, A. V. 
Knyvett has taken it in Sikkim and Bhutan. 

It is closely allied to N. miah, but is a much larger insect ; the bands too are rather 
narrower, and the outer discal violet line on the underside of the hindwing is lunulate and 
more prominent. In N. artanla the spot in the first median interspace on the upperside of the 
forewing in well separated from the spot below, in N. miah they are joined. 

364- Neptla viraja, Moore. 

N. viraja, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 563, pi. xxxii, fig. 6. 
Habitat : N.-E. Bengal, Sikkim, Bhutan, Orissa, S. India, Upper Tenasserim. 
Expanse : 0* » 2*12 to 2-30 ; ¥ , 2*4 to 2*8 inches. 

Description : "Male and female. Upperside black ; markings ferruginous. Fore' 
wing with a broad discoidal streak extending to two-thirds the length of the wing [sometimes 
indented at the end of the cell]; a large broad subapical oblique spot, and a broad band beneath 
extending to hind margin ; an indistinct pale brown marginal line. Bindiving with a broad 
transverse inner band and narrow submarginal band. Underside ferruginous- brown in male, 
blackish ferruginous in female ; markings as above, pale glossy ferruginous -white, and tinted 
with blue in some lights ; a marginal line on both wings ; a narrow median discal line, basal 
and a subbasal streak on hindwing bluish-white, Allied to N. radha." {Moore, I.e.) 

This is a rare species. I took a single female in the Sikkim Tarai in October, and Mr. 
Moller has one specimen in his collection, also from Sikkim, taken in May. The Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, has examples from Buxa, Bhutan, a single female taken by Mr. 
W. C. Taylor in Orissa in March, another from the Wynaad, taken by Mr. Rhodes-Morgan, 
and a third from Cannanore. In Major Marshall's collection there is a single female taken 
in the Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim in March. The four latter specimens differ 
from Himalayan females in having the submarginal band on the upperside of the hindwing • 
nearly as broad as the discal one, ie., much broader than in examples from the Himalayas. 
On the underside the markings are much the same. 

A*, viraja has the bands of the underside broader than in the three preceding species, 
and the violet tinting is less pronounced ; in these respects it more nearly resembles the next 
two species, but it is distinguished from both N. zaida and N. manasa by the deep orange 
colour of the bands of the upperside, and by the complete fusion of the lower discal spots 
of the forewing into a band in continuation of the discal band of the hindwing. 

The next two species have the bands broad, tinted with ochreous, but not deep orange ; 
the bands of the underside are tinted with violaceous, but not very prominently : the principal 
distinctive feature in these is in the medial spot of the discal band on the forewing : in N. 
zaida it is well separated from both the discoidal streak and the spot in continuation of the 
discal band of the hindwing ; in N> manasa it coalesces with the discoidal streak but is well 
separated from the spot on the inner margin, while, as pointed out above, in jV. viraja it is 
well separated from the discoidal streak, but it coalesces with the spot below. 

365. SToptlS zaida, Doubleday, Hewitson. 
N. zaida, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diurti. Lep., vol. ii, p. 27»t n * 9. P> xxxv, fig. 3 (1850) ; id., 
Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 6, n. 10. 

Habitat : Himalayas. 
Expanse : 2-6 to 3-0 inches. 

Description : Male : Upperside black, with pale ochreous or almost white markings. 
Foretoin$ with a narrow discoidal streak not extending below the median nervure or indented 
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at the end of the cell, ending in an acute point on the third median nervule ; a subapical streak 
composed of four spots divided by the nervules, the upper two on the costa very small ; a 
large rounded spot in the first median interspace, extending into the interspace above ; a streak 
below it ending on the inner margin, a very pale indistinct submarginal line to both wings. 
Hind-wing with a broad discal band and a narrow submarginal one, less than half as wide 
as the discal one. Underside ochreous, markings as above, but whiter on the liindwing, the 
marginal line on both wings tinted with lilac, the submarginal band of the kind-wing bordered 
within and without with lilac followed by diffused yellow lines, a diffused black median patch 
near the inner margin of the forciving. Female larger, the markings broader. 

There is much difference in the intensity of the colour of the markings on the uppcrsidc ; 
in some specimens from Masuri and Sikkim in Colonel Lang's collection they are almost 
pure white, in other Sikkim and Masuri examples they are pure ochreous, and there arc in- 
termediate specimens taken by Mr. C. Templeton at Masuri in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 
Colonel Lang's Masuri specimens were taken in June at 7,000 feet elevation. It is recorded 
by Mr. Moore from Simla, and he remarks : w N. zaida has the wings more rounded than in 
the other allied species, and on the hindwing the inner band is very broad, the outer band 
narrow and much curved. " {Moore, lx.) It is a rare species. 

366. Nepti3 manasa, Moore. 

N- manasa, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I, C, vol, i, p. 165, n. 341, pi, iva, fig, a 
(1857) ; idem, id., Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud-, 1S58, p. 5, n. 6. 

Habitat : N. India. 

Expanse : 2'5 inches. 

Description :■' Upperside dull dusky-brown: markings white, tinged with very pale 
ferruginous. Forewing with the discoidal streak long, and continued in a curve to near the 
posterior angle ; an apical oblique streak ; two small spots on costal margin, and one below the 
margin ; a spot on middle of posterior margin ; a marginal row of small indistinct spots. Hind' 
•wing with broad inner and narrower outer band, both extending across the abdominal margin* 
an indistinct marginal line and line between the two bands. Narrow cilia white. Underside pale 
ochreous, with indistinctly-defined white markings ; the discoidal streak is continued uninter- 
ruptedly to the middle of posterior margin, the space within being blackish ; on the hindwing 
are some small white markings between the inner band and costal nervure." 

" Nepiis manasa may be distinguished on the upperside by the discoidal streak being nearly 
confluent with the spot on the middle of posterior margin, it being quite confluent on the 
underside." (Moore, I.e. in Cat, Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This is a very remarkable and distinct species, of which I have never seen a specimen. 

The next four species have the markings almost pure white ; the underside has the bands 
tinted with violet, prominently in N. narayana, faintly in the other three, as in the preceding 
species to which they are closely allied. 

367. ITeptia aarayaaa, Moore. 

N. narayana, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc Lond., 1858, p. 6, n. 8, pi. xlix, fig. 3. 

Habitat : North India, Kulu Valley, Chini. 

Expanse : 2*5 to 27 inches. 

Description : "Male. Upperside black ; markings white. Forming with the dis- 
coidal streak narrow [indented at the end of the cell] ; along costal margin towards the apex 
some narrow spots, with two large spots descending obliquely across the apex [two small 
spots in continuation on the costa divided by the third subcostal nervule] ; a quadrate spot in 
middle of disc, and another on posterior margin ; two submarginal narrow spots parallel with 
the quadrate discal spot. Hindwing with straight inner and narrower nearly straight outer 
band. Underside glossy ferruginous, darkest about the middle of the wings, very pale at the 
base of costal margin, and blackish along posterior margin of the forewing. Foretving with 
markings as on upperside ; hindwing with submarginal line, zigzag line between the two 
bands, greyish-white." 
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"Allied to Neptis zaida, but may be known from that and other allied species by the 
markings on the upperside being pure white.'" (Moore, L c) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens of both sexes (which do not differ 
from one another) from the Kulu Valley taken in May by Mr. A. Graham Young, and there 
are others from Kunawar in Colonel Lang's collection. Mrs. Deane took a single female 
at Chini in June. The markings of the upperside are more usually just tinted with ochreous, 
the forewing has three very minute streaks divided by the veins on the upperside of the 
forewing below the costa within the subapical spots as in N. radha and A', manasa ; there 
also a marginal pale line which becomes very distinct below the third median nervule. It 
appears to be a rare species, and confined to a very limited area. 

368. Neptis amba, Moore. 

N. atnba, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 7, n. 11, pi. xlix, fig. 4 ; idem, id., in Anderson's Anat. and 
Zool. Researches, p. 924 (1878). 

Habitat : N.-W. Himalayas ; Nepal, Yunan (Moore). 

Expanse ; 2*4 to 3*0 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside smoky-brown; markings white. Forewing with 
long discoidal streak indented at the extremity of the cell ; two oblique spots near the apex, 
and four reversely oblique spots to middle of posterior margin ; an indistinct marginal and 
submargnial black line. Hindwing with rather broad inner band and narrow brownish- 
white outer band ; marginal and submarginal line darker. Underside dark ferruginous ; 
markings as on upperside ; but the marginal and submarginal lines, base of costal margin, 
and streak near base of hind-wing also white." (Moore, I. c.) 

There are numerous specimens of A', atnba in tbe Indian Museum, Calcutta, all from 
the Himalayas west of Nepal, one of which from Masuri has been identified by Mr. Moore. 
It differs from the description above, and also from Mr. Moore's figure in having four instead of 
two oblique spots near the apex of the forewing, the upper one often divided by the subcostal 
nervules.* There is also a submarginal white line between the two black lines described by 
Mr. Moore. The type specimen is from Nepal- We have no specimens from Nepal, but 
those we possess from the Western Himalayas show very little variation in the markings ; 
they all have the additional spots in the discal series, and differ markedly from Mr. Moore's 
figure also in having the discal band of the hindwing very broad, and all the markings pure 
white, and but for Mr, Moore's identification of one of them as N. amba, I should not hare 
included them with the specimen he has figured. The additional white subbasal band on 
the underside of the hindwing allies this species with ff. carticoides, but the width and 
extent of the white markings render N. amba, as now identified, conspicuously distinct from 
all allied species. Mr. Moore's figure would lead to the conclusion that the Nepal race is 
nearer to N. carticoides of Sikkim than to N. amba of the Western Himalayas, the specimen he 
records from Yunan is almost certainly A 7 ", carticoides, and it will probably turn out on further 
research that N. carticoides is really synonymous with JV, amba, and that the Western 
Himalayan species here called N. amba requires a new name. The female has the forewing 
broader, the outer margin straighter, and the apex less produced than in the male. It is a 
common species in Simla, and there are specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from the 
Kulu valley and Masuri, and in Colonel Lang's collection from Kunawur. Mrs. Deane took 
it at Chini in June. 

369. NeptiS amT30id.es, Moore. 
Jv". atkboides, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 241. 

Habitat : Ruttun Pir, Kashmir ; Kangra district. 
Expanse : $, 2'\ ; ¥ , 2*25 inches, 

* The fourth SDOt in this series in the lower discoidal interspace completing the broad discal series is a con- 
spicuous feature ; it is present in all our specimens, and it is this that gives the very white appearance by which 
A', amba is so easily recognised. 
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Description : • Allied to but smaller than N> amba. Forming with the discoidal 
streak broader ; the discal spots also broader and more compactly disposed. Hindwing with 
a broader subbasal band, and a more uniformly curved and narrower submarginal band." 
(Afaorg, La) 

The expanse of the type specimen of A', amba from Nepal taken from Mr. Moore's 
figure is 27 inches, considerably larger than the dimensions given above for A r . amboides. 
The smallest specimen of N. amba (out of thirty-two) in our collections is 24 inches* 
Except in size the other differences as given above by Mr. Moore seem but slight. I have 
never seen a specimen. 

370. NeptlS 13111010110, de N., n. sp. 
Habitat : Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse: 2*4 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside black with prominent pure white markings. Fore- 
wing- with the discoidal streak narrow, deeply indented at the end of the cell ; the discal series 
of spots large and well separated, the submarginal macular band distinct, with a pale line 
on either side. Hindwing with the discal band somewhat broad, straight and even, followed 
by a pale line, the submarginal white macular band prominent, with a pale line beyond. 
Underside dull ferruginous. Forewing with the triangular spot less prominently separ- 
ated from the discoidal streak beyond, and the pale lines on either side of the submarginal 
macular band more distinct. Hindwing with a broad white basal band, two marginal white 
lines (there is only one pale line on the upperside), other markings as above. 

Nearest to iV. cartica, from which it differs on the upperside in having all the markings 
prominent and pure white, in N. cartica the markings are all obscure and tinged with fuli- 
ginous, except the discal band of the hindwing and the four spots on the forewing in continua- 
tion which are white ; the submarginal band also on the hindwing is more macular in tV, 
burmana ; and on the underside there are two marginal lines on the hindwing, in N. cartica 
there is only one, thereby increasing the width of the band of the ground-colour between the 
discal and submarginal bands in that species. 

There are two male specimens of N. burmana in Major Marshall's collection, both taken 
by Captain C. T. Bingham, one at Donat in January, the other at Sekkan, Thoungyeen, in 
February. 

The next two species have the bands of the upperside white, but all except the discal 
band are suffused with fuliginous brown ; the bands of the underside are faintly tinted 
with violet as in the three preceding species. 

37»- WeptiS Cartica, Moore. 
N. cartica, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc, Land., 1872, p. 562. 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 275 inches. 

Description,* "Male and female. Underside dark fuliginous black. Forewing 
with long fuliginous- white discoidal streak, indented at the end of the cell, beyond which is 
a maculated band curving from costa before the apex to middle of hind margin, and bordered 
outwardly by a narrow wavy line and a submarginal row of whitish lunules, the marginal line 
being black. Hindwing with straight inner whitish band and less distinct outer submarginal 
band, between which is a pale brown line, and a similar line along outer margin [this pale line 
is also present on the forewing]. Underside dark ferruginous, banded as above [but all the 
bands white], the marginal lines on forewing more prominent and tinged with purple, the 
median discal line and marginal line on hindwing also purple-tinged ; base of hindwing with 
a broad white streak." The female is larger than the male, wings broader, markings similar 
but more tinted with fuliginous on the upperside.

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" Allied to N, amba } specimens of which, from the same locality, are under examination." 
{Moore, 1. c.) 

The markings of IV. amba are very wide, and pure white ; those of N. cartka are narrow 
and tinged with fuliginous, and there is no difficulty in distinguishing between them. 
N. cartka, however, is very close to N. vikast, from which species on the upperside it differs in 
having the markings less fuliginous, especially the discal band which is pure white, and broader, 
the apex of the forewing also is somewhat less produced. On the underside the ground-colour 
is ferruginous rather than fuliginous- brown. On both upper and undersides the. ground-colour 
is suffused darker in each interspace between the white bands, forming rows of diffused dark 
macular bands. In N. vikasi these dark bands are even more prominent. A\ cartka is rather 
a rare species, but occurs in. Sikkim from April to October. 

372- ITeptlS CartiCOldes, Moore. 
N. cartkoides, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1S81, p. 300. 

Habitat : Darjiling, Naga Hills, Yunan. 

Expanse : 2 inches {Moore) ; 2 '8 to 3-0 inches. 

Description: " Allied to JV. cartka, Male differs from the same sex of that species 
in being somewhat smaller and of a fuliginous -brown colour, not black ; markings similar, 
but of a pale fuliginous tint, and, therefore, less prominent ; the subbasal band on the 
kind-wing, and the lower discal spots on the forewing only being whitish. Underside of a 
brighter chestnut colour, and the bands less prominent." {Moore, 1. c.) 

A male specimen of a Neptis from the Naga hills was sent to Mr. Moore for identifica- 
tion ; he returned it to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, labelled " JV. ? cartkoides, larger than 
type." It agrees very fairly with the description above, but is much larger in size. From 
N. cartka it may be distinguished on the underside by the forewing lacking the white 
irregular line between the discal curved series of spols and the inner of the two submarginal 
lines, and by the hindwing having an additional subbasal streak and two submarginal whitish 
lines, in N, cartka there is only one. On both sides of the forewing also JV. cartkoides has 
the discal curved series of spots more diffused and elongated and completed by the addition 
of a spot in the lower discoidal interspace. This extra spot on the forewing and the additional 
white subbasal baud on the underside of the hindwing are also characteristic of N. amba, to 
which species JV. cartkoides is nearest allied, but differs in having the markings narrower and 
tinged with fuliginous. Mr. Otto Mbller has a single male in his collection from Sikkim ; 
there are two males from the Naga hills, and one obtained by the Yunan expedition in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. The latter is the specimen probably that Mr. Moore named. JV. 
amba in " Anderson's Anat. and Zool. Researches, 1 ' p. 924. 

In the next species all the bands are fuliginous brown on the upperside, and the 
underside has no trace of violet tinting. 

373- NeptiS fuliffiHOSa, Moore. 
N.futiginosa., Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc, Lond., iESi, p. 310. 

Habitat : Moulmein, Mergui, 

Expanse: 1 "9 inches. 

Description: "Male. Allied to IV, ebusa, Felder [from Mindoro, one of the Philip- 
pines]. Upperside fuliginous olive-brown. Fore-wing with fuliginous olive-white slender 
discoidal streak, transverse discal interrupted macular band, and two slender submarginal 
lunular lines. Hindwing with a broad subbasal and a discal band, a narrower less distinct 
slender intervening medial line, and an outer marginal Hue. Underside paler fuliginous-brown, 
with markings as above, but more prominent anu whiter, the hindwing having also an 
additional subbasal band." {Moore, X, c.) 
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This is a very distinct and well-marked species. The apex of the fore wing is much 
more rounded than in N. vikasi, and all the markings more distinct, broader and more 
macular. It is very distinct from all the other species o( this group, the wings being shorter 
and broader, and the outline more evenly convex. It more nearly resembles the N. varmomi 
group in general aspect, but the markings of the upperside being fuliginous, and the discoidal 
streak uninterrupted readily distinguish it. The type specimen from Moulmein is in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken by Major C. H. E. Adamson ; and Dr. Anderson took a 
pair in the Mergui archipelago during the cold weather. 

The next three species are the darkest of all, the bands being very narrow and 
fuliginous or brown not white. On the underside N. vikasi and N. harita have only a very 
faint trace of violet, and the markings correspond in general style with those of A'', cartica. 
N. anjana has all the bands violet, and is as distinct in its markings from its allies as N. radka 
is among the species with orange bands. 

374- Noptia vikasi, Horsfield. 

N. vikasi, Horsfield, Cat. Lep. E. I. C, pi. v, figs, a, aa (1829) ; id., Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. 
E. I. C, vol. i, p. 165, n. 340 (1857) ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 15a, 11. 5, pi. xvi, fig. 1^,/cm^U (1883). 

Habitat : Sikkim, Cachar, Assam, Mergui, Malay Peninsula, Java, Borneo, Celebes. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 2*80 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside dark shining fuliginous-brown, with 
paler and darker markings. Forexoing with the following very pale fuliginous markings : — 
a long basal cellular [discoidal] streak about reaching the lower discoidal nervule [distinctly in- 
dented at the end of the cell by a pair of five black lines enclosing a pale space], beyond which 
the wing is crossed by a strongly curved series of spots, [a highly irregular narrow line follow- 
ing the outer margin of the curved discal series of spots] and two almost straight submargiual 
fasciae, which are denoted and separated by two very dark fuscous and abruptly sinuated 
narrow fascial, the outer margin with a distinctly darker patch near apex and about middle. 
Hindwing with an almost straight, transverse, and veiy pale fuliginous fascia near base, followed 
shortly beyond by a narrow and obscurely paler linear fascia, and a very dark fuscous macular 
fascia crossing middle of wing ; a submarginal series of very dark fuscous spots placed 
between the nervules, preceded and followed by pale fuliginous, the outer margin being 
broadly fuscous and very obscurely spotted. Underside very much paler, marked generally as 
above, but the pale markings nearly white, and the spots on the outer margins of both -wing! 
very distinct. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings." {Distant, 1, c.) The 
female is larger, has the wings broader, and the apex of the forewing less produced than in 
the male, the outer margin of the forewing also is not emarginate. 

A. vikasi is not uncommon throughout the warmer months in Sikkim. Mr. Wood-Mason 
took it in Cachar in July and August, and Dr. Anderson at Mergui during the cold weather. It 
is a very distinct and well-marked species. 

Mr. Moore has described a species of Neptis from Penang which Mr. Distant places as 
a variety of N. vikasi with the following remark :— " I cannot, however, believe that Penang 
possesses a different species to the widely ranging one [A/, vikasi] found in Province Wellesley ; 
and a drawing of N. omeroda kindly made for me by Professor Westwood has, hi my mind, 
confirmed this view." (Rhop. Malay., p- 153). Mr. Moore's original description of N. omeroda 
is appended below. * 



* tVeptit omeroda, Moore, Proc. Zoot. Soc, Lond., 1B74, p. £7r. Habitat : Penang. Expanse : 1*37 
inches. Description : " Allied to N. vikasi, but is a much blacker insect both above and below. Uppersile 
blackish, glossed with greenish olive-brown ; banded with olive-brown, as in N. vikasi. forewing:, upper portion 
of transverse discal series of spots oval, lower portion rounded. Underside black, palest externally, with a 
glaucous gloss ; veins brown ; discoidal streak, lower portion of transverse discal series of spots of Jorevaing, 
and inner band of hindwing pale fuliguWus ; the subapical spots and outer bands greyish white, [he scales ou 
the latter being raised or depressed, and thus having the appearance of short strigie." {.Moore, 1. c.)

Habitat : E. Bengal, Assam, Cachar, Upper Tenasserim, 

Expanse : 20 to 23 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside olive-brown. Forewing with paler 
and rather indistinct discoidal streak and dentate disco-cellular mark ; two transverse discai 
series of pale black -bordered zigzag lunules, and a submarginal similar lunular line. Hindwing 
with pale narrow subbasal transverse band, with dark outer border, beyond which is a 
blackish fascia, and then a submarginal row of pale-bordered dark lunules (these lunules 
being triangular in the female). Underside olive-brown j markings as above, but whiter." 

" Allied to A. vifcasi, but may be distinguished from it by its smaller size, less-distinct 
markings, and in the submarginal band of the hindwing being formed of distinct lunules," 
(Moore, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single specimen of this species from the Dunseri 
Valley, Upper Assam, a male taken in July in Cachar by Mr. Wood-Mason, and one male 
taken by Capt. C. H. E, Adamson in February in the Meplay Valley and another from Kannee 
in October, both in Upper Tenasserim, in Major Marshall's collection. They are smaller than 
typical N. vikasi, but differ in other respects only in the two submarginal pale lines on the 
upperside of the hindwing being lunular, coalescing and enclosing a submarginal band of 
dark spots. 

376. Neptis anjana, Moore.

Habitat : Moulmein, Meplay Valley, 

Expanse : 2*5 to 27 inches. 

Description : (l Male. Upperside very dark olivaceous-brown. Forewing with a 
slender, but not very prominent, ochreous-brown narrow discoidal streak, a curved discai 
macular band, a submarginal and a less distinct marginal line. Hindiving with a slender 
transverse subbasal band, a recurved discai band, and narrower but less distinct marginal line. 
Underside dark chestnut-red- Forewing with the discoidal streak, transverse outer bands 
glossy purplish blue, the lower part of the discai band being pale ochreons. Ilindwing with 
two medial, two discai bands, a very slender marginal glossy purplish blue and a broad paler 
basal band. Allied to N. anatita." {Moore, 1. c.) 

A*, anjana on the upperside is nearest allied to N. vikasi^ the markings, however, being even 
more obscure, but is altogether much blacker, and the brown streaks narrower and straighter. 
On the underside the ground-colour is very different, being dark chestnut-red, in this respect 
being nearest to N. ananta. The markings are distinctly glossed with purplish. There is a 
single male in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, obtained by Captain C. T. Bingham in the 
Meplay Valley, Upper Tenasserim, and one from the Donat range taken in January in Major 
Marshall's collection, also obtained by Captain Bingham. Mr. Moore has noted on the former 
specimen that it is "darker than type," so like most of the species of 2Vej>tis, iV, anjana is 
subject to variation ; it is, however, one of the most distinct species of the genus. 

The second subgroup has the discoidal streak completely divided below the base of the 
discoidal nervules, leaving a triangular white spot beyond. It contains the typical species 
of the genus allied to the European forms. The bands are white, pure white in most, but 
slightly tinted with fuliginous in some. On the underside, there is no trace of violet tinting 
except in three species (A*, nata and its allies) in which the bands on both sides are tinted 
with blue ; the ground-colour is ochreous or ferruginous on the underside, very uniform in 
the typical species, and the bands and spots are more sharply defined than in the preceding 
groups.

Expanse : 6% i'9 to 2'i > ? > 22 to 2-4 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside, black. Forewing with a prominent 
white broad cell-streak and dentate spot beyond, a curved transverse discal series of widely 
separated spots, and two marginal rows of pale lunules, the outer row most distinct. Hind- 
wing with a white subbasal [discal] band, somewhat irregular, bordered and crossed by the 
veins ; a submarginal row of whitish lunules and a very indistinct pale median and submargi- 
nal line. Underside dusky ferruginous, markings as above, including a basal and subbasal 
streak, all very prominent and with black margins." {Moore, 1. c.) 

There are numerous specimens of both sexes of this species in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. It is a local form of N. varmona, on the upperside the small marginal spots are 
nearly obsolete, and the submarginal band on the hindwing is narrow and usually sullied with 
black scales, giving the outer half a very black appearance. The width of the discal band on 
the hindwing is variable. On the underside all the white markings are very prominent, 
including those which are obsolete above, and broadly margined with black. N. andamana 
appears to be confined to the Andaman Isles. 

378- NeptlS niCOb&rica, Moore. 
Jv". nicobarica, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc, 1879, p. 5S6 ; ? N- matuta, Felder (nee Huhner), Verh. zool.-bot. 
Gesells. Wien, vol. xii, p. 483, n. 114 (1862). 

Habitat : Nicobars. 

Expanse : c?, 1*9 to 22 ; 9 , 2*15 to 2-40 inches. 

Description : "Male and female. Nearest allied to N. varmona, markings similar ; 
also nearly allied to N. mamaja, Butler, from Malacca. Forewing with the discal series less 
curved, thus giving a wider marginal space ; the marginal row of lunular spots very prominent. 
Hindwing with outer or discal series of spots smaller and terminating more towards anal angle ; 
the marginal lunular line distinct. Underside also similar, the marginal markings broader." 
(Maorti I. c.) 

M nicobarica is altogether a whiter insect than N. varmona, to which species however it 
is very closely allied. The series of submarginal small white spots on the upperside of the 
forewing is complete and the spots are prominent, the marginal line on the upperside of the 
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hindwing is distinct])- lunular, it is usually quite straight in other species of Aepfis ; in the 
male it is obscure, in the female prominent. The white spots and bands are prominently black 
bordered on the underside, and the hindwing bears three prominent white macular bands on 
the margin, the inner one lunular, the other two straight. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has received specimens of this species from the following 
islands in the Nicobars : — Kamorta, Takoin, Nankowri, Katchall, Kar Nicobar and Great 
Nicobar. 

A closely- allied species* from the Malay Peninsula has been described by Mr. Butler 
under the name of N. mnmaja, Mr. Distant considers it to be, however, a variety of iV, 
furynome, West wood, from China. 

The next four species are, as far as I can see, nothing but different forms of A'l varmona. 
N. disrupta is clearly a " sport" or casual variety. I have specimens of A^. adara&nd N. varmona 
identified by Mr. Moore, and there is no single character sufficiently fixed and definite which I 
can discover either from the descriptions or from properly authenticated specimens to distin- 
guish between these two. I have no authenticated specimen of N. meetana, but there is a 
large series of the JV, varmona type in our collections from Upper Tenasserim from whence 
the type specimen of N. mettana was obtained, and in these the markings of the underside 
are less prominently black bordered than in those taken farther north and in India, thereby 
agreeing with N- kamarupa \ but this character is variable in intensity. 

The three species which follow are also varieties of the same type. Typical specimens of A'. 
swinhoei and N. kamarupa from India can be separated by the shape of the submarginal 
band, but the points of separation are variable, and neither form is confined to a distinct geogra- 
phical range. Further, although the deflection of the submarginal band of the hindwing 
at anal angle is prevalent in these three forms it is not constant, and intermediate forms are 
frequently met with ; further N. emymene in which typically the marginal line is pure 
white and prominent passes by insensible gradations into the stoinhoei form, in which the 
marginal line is well nigh obsolete, and the conclusion to which an examination of large 
series of all the forms in which the discal band of the underside is distinctly defined with black 
leads me is that they represent a single species, If, varmona, with N. nicobarica as a well marked, 
local form, A', andamana a less well marked local form, A', disrupta a casual aberration, 
and N, swinhoei, A. kamarupa and A', eurymene as inconstant varieties, while N. adara 
and N. meetana are inseparable from the typical form. 

379. Neptis varmoaa, Moore. 

N. varmona, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 561; idem, id., Lep. Cey., p. 54, pi. xxviii, 
figs, i, id (18S1) ;? It, matuta, Moore {nee Hiibner), Proc. Zool. Sec. Load., 1865, p. 763. 

Habitat: Mountains of South India (Matheran, Nilgiris), Ceylon {Moore); Sikkim, Sylhet, 
Assam, Cachar, Continental India. 
Expanse : 1-75 to 250 inches. 

•AV//M mamaja, Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc., Zoology, second series, vol. i. p. 541, n. 1, pi. Ixix, fig. 3 U%<n) ; 
N- eutynome, var. mamaja, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 156. "- * 2 . P 1 - * v »- nz- * A, female (1883); Limemtis 
eurynome, Westwood, Donovans Ins. China, p. 66, pi. xxxv, fig. 4 (1842). Habitat : (var. manuxia only) 
Province Wellesley, Penang, Malacca. Expansh : a'oo to 2*25 inches. Desciuption : ' Nearly allied to N. eury. 
nome, but always to be distinguished by the narrower externo-discal band of white spots oa ehe hindwing, 
colouring on the undbrsidh rather brighter than in N. eurynome" 

"This appears to be the commonest Neptis in Malacca." {Butler, 1. c ) 

"Male and Female. Upperside closely resembling N. dutyodana, but the pale markings more or lens 
tinged* with lemon-colour (very strongly so in the specimen figured), the spot at the end of the cell in the 
forming smaller, but variable in size, and the narrow pale submarginal linear fascia of the hind-wing almost 
obsolete. Underside warm o<-hraceoiis ; markings resembling those of N. dutyodana, but more or less tinged 
with lemon-colour as above, and with the outer pale discal fascia to the hindwing more macular than in that 
species." 

" Typical specimens of N. eurynome, localised as from N. India (sic) and China, which I have examined, 
appear to be sufficiently distinct from the European N. aceris, Lepechin, to have specific differentiation, though 
I consider the if mamaja, Butler, to be better expressed as a variety only of Professer Westwood's species, 
especially as I have received another very close variety from North Borneo. Even in my Province Wellesley 
specimens considerable variation is .ound, such as the basal cellular streak of the forewing being either broken, 
or entire as in the figure given." (Distant, 1. c.) 
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Description : ■ Has much the appearance of the European N. aeeris in the more elongat- 
ed form of the wings and in the less defined markings of the ut-pkrside, which, in the male, are 
more like those of the European species than in A, astola. The colour of the underside is 
duller and more yellow, and the black borders of the markings are still more prominent than in 
N. astola, the veins of the forewing being streaked with black in front of the triangular discoi- 
dal spot." [Moore, I. c. in Proc, Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

" Male and female. Upperside black. Forewing with a white longitudinal streak within 
the cell, a lengthened triangular spot beyond it, a discal transverse curved series of seven oval 
spots, and a submarginal row of small lunate spots; a very indistinct pale waved line between the 
discal series and another along the outer margin ; the discoidal streak slightly black-speckled 
near its thickest end. Hindwing with a white broad recurved medial transverse band, and a discal 
linear series of six quadrate spots ; a pale linear indistinct line intervening across the disc, and 
another along the outer margin. Underside ferruginous ; with white markings more prominent 
than above and all black bordered ; the hindiuing having a short white streak on base of costa 
and another below it." 

*' Larva pale green, with an oblique lateral pink fascia from top of anal segment ; head 
armed with two short conical points, third, fifth and anal segments with a dorsal pair of 
short fleshy setose spines and two longer divergent spines on fourth segment. Feeds on 
Legttminosa* Pupa short, pale reddish-brown, wing cases dilated laterally, head bluntly cleft, 
(Moore, 1. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

In Ceylon A^ varmona is "Widely distributed, occurring in the hills and plains, both 
in forest and cultivated land all the year. Flight slow, floating, alights on bushes with wings 
generally if not always open" (Hutchison). " Found everywhere, and below 3,000 feet 
in great abundance nearly all the year" ( Mackwood ). 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens of N. varmona named by Mr. Moore 
from Bombay, the Khandesh District, and two from Ceylon, also one from Sikkim with a query. 
Even these five examples show considerable variation, in one Ceylon specimen the seventh upper 
spot of the discal series of the forewing on the upperside is wanting, in the Khandesh specimen 
the marginal line to the hindwing on the upperside is very prominent and pure white, less 
so in one Ceylon specimen, and obscure and sordid white in the others. The marginal spots 
on the forewing on the upperside are inconstant in number, size and distinctness. On the 
underside of these specimens the shade of the ground-colour is very variable, in some it 
is bright light ochreous, in others dull umber brown, and there are intermediate forms between 
these extremes. In some specimens the three upper spots of the discal series in die forewing 
on the underside are completely joined, forming a continuous white band, in others well se- 
parated by the black-edged veins. The prominence of the black edging to the bands and spots 
is variable, and so is the black streaking between the veins. In fact N. varmona is one 
of the most variable as well as wide-spread species of the genus. In addition to the speci- 
mens mentioned above which have been named by Mr. Moore, the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
possesses examples from Malda, Calcutta, Cachar, Sibsagar, Madras, Bangalore, Calicut, and 
Trevandrum. 

380. NoptiS disrupta, Moore. 
N. disrupta, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist,, fourth series., vol. xx, p. 339 (1877); idem, id., Lep. 
Cey , p. 55, pi. xxviii, figs. 4> 4« (1881). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse : ? , 212 inches. 

Description : " Female. Upperside black. Forewing with whitish discoidal streak 
and triangular terminal spot ; three spots from middle of hind margin and a fourth smaller spot 
beyond the triangular discoidal spot [all that is left of the usual curved discal band] ; 
between this series and a submarginal series of somewhat conical spots is a discal 
series of indistinct pale dusky oblique spots ; a linear marginal row of narrow indistinct dusky 
streaks. Hindwing, with • discal [our submarginal] white maculated band, a quadrate 
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spot on abdominal margin near the base, and two narrow parallel spots and streak on anterior 
margin [these spots are all that remain of the discal band] ; a linear row of marginal white 
streaks. Underside, dull ferruginous, with black -bordered white markings as above, and black 
confluent spots across the disc of both wings." (Afoore, 1. c. in Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist.) 

"A very rare species. A single specimen is in the collection of Mr. F. M. Mack wood at 
Colombo, which was taken at Ambegamoa, in the Central Province." (Afoot*?, 1. c. in Lep. Cey. ) 

This supposed distinct species, the type and only known specimen of which I have 
examined, is almost certainty a melanoid aberration, occasional variety or "sport" of A', 
zarmona, 

381. ITeptlS adara, Moore. 

JV. adara, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 830. 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Moulmeiu to Meetan, Ahsown, Naththoung to Paboga, 
Moolai, 3.000 to 6,000 feet. 

Expanse: 6", 2'o ; ?, 2"2 inches. 

Description: "Allied to A/, varmona from South India. Upperside. Differs in the 
maculated bands being narrower, thediscoidal terminal spot broader and less pointed, the discal 
series of spots more oval in shape, and the submarginal series not so prominent. On the under- 
side, the ground-colour is much brighter, and the markings are less black- bordered." 
(Moore, I. c.) 

There is a single male specimen of this species from Rangoon in the collection of the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, which has been named N. adara by Mr. Moore. In every respect 
it agrees with some Ceylonese specimens of N. varmona, except that the discoidal terminal 
spot on the upperside of the forewing is slightly broader and more obtuse. It is more than 
doubtful whether, if the locality labels were removed, the Burmese specimens could be distin- 
guished from South Indian ones of A', varmona. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there 
are other examples from Rangoon and also from Upper Tenasserim taken by Limborg with 
the type specimens. Like N, varmona. they show variation in details. 

382. Neptis moetana, Moore. 

Jf. meetaria, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1876, p. 830. 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim ; Meetan, 3,000 feet (March) ; Taoo, 3,500 feet. 

Expanse : ct, 2 - oo ; ? , 2'I2 inches. 

Description: "Allied to JV. adara, but with the markings on the upperside more like 
those in N. andamana. It is a somewhat narrower- winged insect, the spots of the discal band 
relatively narrower in both sexes, the underside of a brighter red, and the markings less 
black-boideved." (Afoore, 1. c ) 

This species is quite unknown to me. From the description it would appear to be 
nearer to A/, andamana than to N. adara, as it is said to be more like the former than the 
latter species on the upperside. On the underside the differences between these two species 
are very inconspicuous. N. andamana on the upperside is easily distinguished by the 
submarginal macular bands on both wings being neatly obsolete. 

The next three species differ typically from the four species which precede them in having 
the white bands and spots of the underside slenderly defined with black, and the ground- 
colour of a lighter, more ochreous tint. It appears to me by no means improbable that they 
are all the dry-season form of N. varmona. 

3S3. Neptla BTriakoei, Batter. 

jV. rwitthoti, Butler, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1883, p. 145, n. 4, pi. xxiv, fig. 9 ; idem, id., Ann. and Mag. of 
Nat. Hist., fifth scries, vol. xvi, p. 305, n. 42 (1B85). 

Habitat : Mount Abu, Nilgiris, Assam, 
Expanse : iS inches. 

Description: "Only differs on the upperside from N. aceris in the narrower black 
border beyond the white discal series of spots on the hindwing j it differs from N- euryment 

n 
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in this character, and in the reduction of the subapical series of white spots on the forewing 
lo three, also in the absence of the submarginal white line on the kindwing. Underside 
yellower even than N. airymene, the white cuneiform spot beyond the cell of the forewing 
shorter, the white band of the kindwing broader and straighter, and the yellow belt following 
it also broader, straighter, and less tapering ; from A. aceris the yellow colouration on the 
underside at once distinguishes it" [the latter being red-brown]. {Bitter, 1. c.) 

N swinkoei evidently has a wide range. It is very near indeed to N. eniymene, but 
as described and figured it may at once be known from that species by having only three 
marginal while spots on the upperside of the forewing and no marginal white line on the 
liindwing. I have no authenticated specimens, and not one which answers exactly to the 
original description and figure, but I have numerous specimens that evidently belong to the 
form described j both the above given characters are variable. 

384- Keptis kamarupa, Moore. 

N. kamampa, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874, p. 570. 

Habitat : Continental India, Assam, Burma. 

Expanse: £,2'i3; S , 225 inches. 

Description: ''Male and female. Upperside fuliginous black ; markings white, 
broad, prominent. Forewing with the discal series of spots at very oblique angles, the 
first spot of the lower portion small ; a prominent marginal linear series of white quadrate 
spots. Hindiving with the subbasal band evenly margined ; outer band broad and composed 
of quadrate spots ; a prominent narrow white marginal line. Underside ferruginous yellow ; 
markings as above ; very slightly black-bordered." 

"Nearest allied to A. varmona, but may be distinguished from it on the underside 
by the delicate narrow black bordering of the bands and the absence of the black streaks 
on the veins of the forewing." {Moore, 1. c.) 

There are numerous specimens of N. kamarupa from Calcutta so named by Mr. Moore in 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta, only one of which has a prominent narrow white marginal 
line on the liindwing ; also one from Shillong which possesses this character, and another from 
the Dafla Hills which has the line, but it is not prominent. The narrow black edging to the 
white bands and spots of the underside will suffice however to distinguish typical specimens 
from N. varmona ; the ground-colour is also usually lighter and brighter. It is'the commonest 
species of Neptis in Calcutta, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from 
Sikkim, Bhutan, Malda, Cachar, Shillong, Assam, Chittagong, Orissa, Mysore, and Oota- 
camund. In Major Marshall's collection are numerous examples from Akyab, Tavoy and 
Upper Tenasserim. These latter agree with the description of A 7 ! meetana on the underside, 
but are not the least like N. andamana on the upperside, and in fact agree exactly with the 
description of A. kamarupa. 

3S5- Neptis eurymeae, Butler. 

iV. eurymene, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1883, p. 145, n. 3, pi. xxiv, fig. 5. 

Habitat : Mhow, Central India; Mirzapore district, N.-W. Provinces, 

Expanse : 2 inches. 

Description : "Nearly allied to N. eusynome, West wood, but smaller, with the costal 
and outer margins of the fareaing straighter. Upperside blacker, with purer white markings ; 
spots on the disc smaller ; kindwing with an ill-defined whitish streak in the medial black 
belt and a slender white submarginal line, Underside of a purer ochre-yellow colour; 
the white markings, excepting the discoidal streak of \h& forewing, narrower." {Butler, 1. c) 

" Common here [Mhow] in February ; have one also from Paras Pani, Mirzapore district, 
N.-"VV. Provinces, taken in the same month." {Note by Colonel Swinkoe, 1. c.) 

This species is very close indeed to A", kamarupa, if in fact the latter species is typically 
held to have a prominent narrow white marginal line on the upperside of the hind wing, I 
do not know how to separate them. All the markings of the upperside of A', eurymene are 
very pure white and distinct, the ground-colour of the underside pure light ochre-yellow. 
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There are two specimens of this species from Akra'm in the Salpuras in my collection ; the 
specimen also from the Khandesh district, named X. nmwM by Mr. Moore, and referred to 
under that species, seems to be nearer to N. curyntene. Major Marshall's collection coutains 
specimens from Mhow, from the Souih Concan and from Khaudalla. 

The two next species are quite distinct from either those that precede or those that 
follow them. The wings are short and broad, colouratirm of underside chocolate, discoidal 
streak of forewing broad and well-separated from the spot beyond ; bands and spots of under- 
side obscurely defined with black. 

386- NeptiS Mtola, Moore. 

IP. ostein, Moore, Prac Zeal Soc. Lond., 187a, p. 560 ; id., Butler, id., 1SS3, p. 146, ti. s ; idem, id., Ann. 
and Mag. of Nat. HisL, fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 305, n. 41 (18S5) ; id., Swinhoe, PlM. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1885, p. 
129. n 37 

Habitat : Kangra, Simla, Masuri (Mcwre) ; Belgaum, Assam {Butter) ; Bombay {Swiii/tac). 

Expanse : <J, 162 ; ¥ , 1*87 inches {Moore) ; 22 inches (Butler). 

Description : "Allied to, but differs from, N. aceris of Europe in having the wings 
shorter and broader, the markings on the upperside more prominent, and those on the under- 
side more clearly defined by a black border, by which they are all margined." {Moore, 1. c ) 

'" Allied to N. varmona, but the submarginal series of white spots on the forexv/ng five 
in number towards apex ; the white subbasal band of the kindwiug straighter and of more even 
width throughout ; the interrupted submargiual pale line whitish towards anal angle, but 
sometimes wanting. Underside red-brown, redder than in N. varmona ; the white subbasal 
band of the hindwing not distinctly black-edged, the reddish belt following it even and tapering 
towards the apex ; the macular discal band a little narrower and not distinctly black-bordered ; 
the interrupted white subraarginal stripes wider," (Butter, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there are named specimens by Mr. Moore of JV. astola 
from the Kulu Valley and Simla, It is easily distinguished from N. kamarupa by the ground- 
colour being chocolate-red rather than ochreous. Mr. Butler says that the marginal 
spots are reduced to five in number towards the apex on the upperside of the forewing ; there 
appear to be always, however, in Western Himalayan specimens two additional spots 
towards the outer angle. It is the common Neptis of Simla and surrounding hills, and in old 
lists and collections stood as N. aceris. In Colonel Lang's collection there is a single speci- 
men from Umballa. He writes of it* under the name ot N. aceris as follows :—" Common 
in woods and gardens in the Himalayas; also taken in winter in gardens at Umballa. 
It has a beautiful flight, floating in and out of the sunlight in the shade of trees ; occasionally 
basking on the sun-bathed foliage, or resting, in groups of half-a-dozen or more, on the 
moist fern-covered rocks in the midst of the stream in some Himalayan glen" Colonel 
Swinhoe (I, c.) records A', astola from " Matheran, May ; Sattara, November; Poona and 
Bomoay from September to December. Found in hilly districts." Its occurrence in Bombay 
is singular, and I have never seen a specimen from that Presidency.T 

387. ITflptia emodM, Moore. 
N. emodes, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 561, pi. zxxii, fig. 2 j idem, id., in Anderson's Anat. 
and Zool. Researches, p. 924 (1S78). 

Habitat : N.-W. and S.-E. Himalayas (Nepal, Sikkim, Khasia Hills), Yunan, 

Expanse : 3 , 200 ; ¥ 1 2*37 inches. 

Description : "Male and female. Upperside blackish fuliginous ; markings disposed 
as in A", astola, but smaller, narrower, and of a brownish-white colour. Underside bright 
dark ferruginous-red ; markings very prominent and black-bordered." {Moore, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there is one Kulu valley, two Sikkim, and one Shillong 
example of N. emodes named by Mr. Moore. Judging from these specimens and the description

above N. emodes can only be distinguished from JV. astola by the markings being smaller 
(this however does not hold good even in the specimens Mr. Moore has named), and sullied 
instead of pure white (this character is also variable). Under these circumstances it appears 
to me that the latter of these names should be sunk as a synonym, as there is apparently no 
character by which they can be separated. 

The next three species are distinguished by having the white bands tinted with bluish on 
both upper and undersides j the markings are as in N. astola, the bands being rather narrow. 

3S8. Neptis khasiana, Moore. 

N. khasiana, Moore, Proc. Zoo!. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 562, pi. xxxii, fig. 7. 

Habitat : Bhutan, Khasia Hills. 

Expanse : 2-25 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside dark fuliginous black. Fornving with an elongated 
bluish-white narrow discoidal streak, and small terminal contiguous spot, two oblique 
subapical spots, and a row of four spots to middle of hind margin ; an indistinct submarginal 
row of very small spots, each side of which has a pale wavy line. Hindwing with a narrow 
sub-basal bluish- white band, and a submarginal row of five small spots. Cilia alternated with 
white. Underside dark brown ; markings as above, but more prominently bluish-white. 
Hindw'mg with a white band along base of anterior margin, and a pale median and marginal 
lunular line." {Moore, I. c.) The two latter lines are faintly visible on the upperside. 

This very distinct species has all the markings extremely small, smaller than in any other 
species known to me, and distinctly tinged with bluish. The shade of the ground-colour on the 
underside is unusual, being a dead hair brown. There are two specimens in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, obtained from Euxa, Bhutan. 

389 ITeptis magradha, FeMer. 

N. ntagadha, Felder, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 427, n. 675 (1867), 

Habitat : North India. 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description: "Female. Upperside as in N. nata, but the forewing with all the 
white spots smaller, especially the two near the internal margin, the lowest subapical spot 
more separated from the two upper ones, the innermost submarginal streak less wavy. Hind- 
wing with the bands narrower, the outer one more macular, the streaks more obsolete than in 
JV, nata. Underside more ferruginous than N. tiata, with the spots and bands of the 
upperside but larger, opalescent, the streaks opalescent- white. Hindwing from the costal 
lobe to the costal nervure white, the greyish subcostal fasciole absent." 

" Smaller, and the wings shorter, than N. nata, Moore." {Feider, 1. c.) 

A comparison of the types of N* khasiana and N. magadha will probably show that these 
two species are identical. 

39°- ITeptiS nata, Moore. 
N. Httta, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 168, n. 34.6, pi. iva t fig. 6 
(1857) ; idem, id., Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. io, n. 22 ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 154, n. 7, pi. xviii, 
fig. 1 (1883). 

Habitat : Mergui, Malacca, Singapore, Borneo. 

Expanse : 2-2 to 2-3 inches. 

Description: "Sexes alike. Upperside deep black, markings very white. Foretuing 
with discoidal streak long, in two portions ; curved series of spots small. Hindwing, with 
the bands narrow. Underside dusky-brown, inner band of hindwing not extending to anterior 
margin ; a marginal line only between outer band and exterior margin, the submarginal line 
being: obsolete." {Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lsp. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This species may be known from tf. khasiana by the bands and spots being larger, 
especially the submarginal ones on the hindwing, which in N. nata are almost confluent and 
linear, being divided only by the nervules ; they are also but very slightly tinged with 
bluish. On the undersiJe the discal band of the hindwing in this species and in N. khasiana 
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does not reach the costa, ending in the subcostal interspace. There is a single male and two 
females of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken in the Mergui archipelago by 
Dr. Anderson in the cold weather, one of which has been identified by Mr. Moore. 

Four apparently allied species of this group have been described from the Malay penin- 
sula. One of them (A 7 . gonenatef) Mr. Distant says " is an undoubted local race" of A'. scma t 
from the figure, however, it appears to be nearer to A', nata, but without specimens it is 
impossible to say for certain. The descriptions are appended.* 

The five species which follow have the discoidal streak of the forewing on the upperside 
very narrow and well-separated from the spot beyond ; the (fiscal series of spots on the fore- 
wing aie well -separated, and on the underside all the bands and markings are very white and 
distinct but their edges blurred, owing to the absence of any black bordering. The ground- 
colour of the underside is ferruginous, not ochreous as in the varmona group, 

39»- NoptiS mananda, Moore. 
N. mananda, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1S77, p. 586, pi. lvui, fig. 4, female; id , Butler, Ann. and Mag. 
of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. 1*5, p. 305, n. 40 (1885). 

Habitat : South Andamans (Port Blair), Car Nicobar ; Assam. 

Expanse : <J , i '85 to 2 30 ; ? , 225 to 2'6o inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside, black. Fornoing, with narrow 
dusky-white cell-streak and elongated pointed streak beyond ; a discal curved transverse series 
of small white spots and two marginal rows of indistinct pale lunules. Hindwing, with broad 
white subbasal band, an indistinct pale brown submarginal narrow line, and a less distinct

streaks better defined. Underside slightly redder; bands and spots as above ; intermediate streaks while." 
(Butler, 1. c.) 

Neptis gononata, Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc, Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 541, n. 3, pi. Ixix, fig. 2 (1877J ; 
id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 154, n. 9, pi. xviii, fig. 2, male (1883). Habitat : Malacca. Expanse : a"i inches. 
Description : "Wings of the same shape and with the same spots and bands as jV. soma ; but all these mark- 
ings pure white instead of sordid yellowish white. Underside chocolate- brown ; bands below straigliter ; 
submarginal line of kind-wing below white. Intermediate in character between N. tiata and A', soma." 
(Sutler, 1. c.) 

Neptis duryodana, var., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 155, n. 10, pi. xvi, fig. 15, female (1887) ; N. duryodana, 
Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 10, n. ax, pi. xlix, fig. t. Haimtat : Province Wellesley, Malacca, 
Borneo. Expanse: Female, 2*2 inches. Description :" Female Upperside dark fuscous. Fo*cwi>ig whh 
the following white spots and markings : — a long basal cellular streak gradually widening and terminating about 
apex of cell; this is followed by a long subtriangular spot placed between the lower discoidal and the third 
median nervules : two large subapical spots placed obliquely, divided by the upper discoidal nervule and preceded 
by two very small subcostal spots ; two rounded discal spots divided by the second median nervule ; two smaller 
spots on inner margin divided by the submedian nervure, and a submarginal series of small spots directed 
obliquely inward at apex, which are outwardly and inwardly margined with black; cilia alternately white. 
Hind-wing with the following white markings : — a nearly straight transverse fascia near base and a series of 
small sub-quadrate spots on outer third of wing, which are divided by the nervules, with the innermost obliquely 
deflexed towards anal angle ; between these transverse while markings is a very narrow pale fascia, and there 
is also a narrower and greyish submarginal one; cilia alternately white. Underside much paler and more 
or less olivaceous ; while markings as above, but larger ; on the forewing the submarginal series of spots are 
preceded and followed by grey lines, the inner one very strongly waved; the hindwing has the basal costal 
margin white, an additional subbasal narrow whitish fascia, the narrow discal intermediate fascia much paler 
and the submarginal one nearly white. Body above fuscous, beneath greyish ; legs greyish, the intermediate 
and posterior tibia.* and tarsi broAnish." 

" I have compared the female specimen here figured and described with the Bornean type in the British 
Museum, and find the following slight varietal differences : — on the underside of the forewing the cellular streak is 
not so strongly divided from the adjacent and following spot ; 1 he broad white fascia on the hindwing reaches 
the costal margin, (in another Malaccan specimen in the British Museum this fascia does not extend to the costal 
margin, thus agreeing with the typical form of the species), and the colour beneath is also darker, but this is an 
inconstant character." (Distant, \. c) 

Neptis ckaren, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., third series, vol. xx, p. 400, pi. Lx, fig. 1 (1867) ; id., 
Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 155, n. 11, with a woodcut (1883). Habitat : Singapore- Expanse : 2's6 inches. 
Description: " Upperside very black. Forewing with a triangular discoidal streak, a contiguous cuneate 
spot, three unequal subapical spots, three subanal placed obliquely and eight submarginal dots, snowy-white: 
eight marginal dots and a very indistinct irregular discal stria somewhat ashy. Hindwing with a subbasal band 
and another discal one of seven spots snowy-white ; a macular submarginal stria somewhat ashy, an indistinct 
fuscescent median band; body black, greenish; antenna; black, tipped with yellow. Underside paler, the 
discal streaks of the forewing and the median of the hindwing tinged with violet, the submarginal streak hoary- 
whitish, the marginal streak ashy ; the costal base of the hindwing snowy-white ; otherwise as on upperside ; body 
bluish-white ; the legs ochreous, the antenna? ferruginous." 

- " Near to If. duryodana of Moore, but quite distinct." (Butler, 1. c.) 
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medial and marginal line. Underside, dark chestnut-brown, markings as above, prominent, 
and purplish -white, including a narrow basal and suhbasal streak on hindwing." {Moore, 1. c.) 

This species is very closely allied to A 7 , soma, and appears to differ chiefly in the discal 
band of the hindwing being somewhat broader in both sexes. Mr Butler records it from 
"Near Assam," this is the only record of its occurrence on the Continent, but the appearance 
of a N. soma with the discal band of the hindwing a little wider than usual need cause 
no surprise. 

392- ITeptis soma, Moore. (Plate XXIII, Fig. ioS $). 

N. soma, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 9, n. 17, pi. xlix, fig. 6 ; idem, id., in Anderson's Anat, and 
Zool. Researches, p. 924 (1878), 

Habitat : Sikkim, Bhutan, Cachar, Sylhet, Naga Hills, Assam, Yunan. 

Expanse i 2'io to 2-65 inches. 

Description : "Sexes alike. Allied to N. nandina, but differs on the underside in having 
the discoidal streak narrower, and the seven spots of the curved row are much smaller, being 
only half the size, and are wider apart ; the submarginal row of spots is also smaller ; the 
bands on the hindwing are also narrower. Underside, deep maroon, the markings as on 
upperside, but those on the hindwing less straight." {Moore, 1. c.) 

All the markings in this species are very small and narrow and more or less sullied, not 
clear pure white, the submarginal series of small white spots on the upperside of the forewing 
complete. On the underside the markings are pure white and of nearly equal width through- 
out. It appears to be a constant and well-marked species. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
there are specimens from Buxa, Bhutan, Sikkim, Cachar, Sylhet and Assam. 

The figure is taken from a male Cachar specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both upper and undersides. The markings in the figure have come out too white, 
and the discoidal streak is drawn rather too wide, so that it is not a good representation of 
typical N, soma. 

393- ITeptis adipala, Moore. 

jV. adipala, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 563, pi. xxxii, fig. 8 ; idem, id., 1S78, p. E30. 

Habitat \ Sikkim, Khasi Hills, Naga Hills and Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 2 - o to 2*6 inches. 

Description : *' Male. Upperside fuliginous-black ; markings white. Forewing with 
a narrow discoidal and elongated triangular contiguous streak ; spots of curved discal band 
small ; a submarginal row of black-bordered lunules. Hindzving with moderately broad 
inner band, and outer band of narrow quadrate spots. Underside deep bright ferruginous. 
Forewing markings as above. Hindwing with the bands and two basal streaks similar to those 
of N. nandina, except that the narrow outer line is in this nearer the margin." (Moore, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single male specimen from Sikkim of N. adipala 
named by Mr. Moore. On the upperside all the markings are very clear and pure white, 
on the underside the ground-colour is rich ferruginous. The Museum possess specimens also 
from the Naga and Khasi Hills. Mr. Moore records it from Moulmein to Meetan and Hatsiega 
in Upper Tenasserim. Mr. S. E Peal has sent me a single male from Sibsagor in Upper 
Assam, and Mr. J. L. Sherwill from Jorehat. 

394- Neptis cacharica, Butler. 

N. cackarica, Butler, Trans. Eat Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 3. 

Habitat : Cachar. 

Expanse : 2-25 inches. 

Description : " Female. Allied to N. adipala, but of a more rufous-brown colour, the 
three oblique spots beyond the cell more elongated or less widely separated, the oblique series 
below the cell, near external angle, also more elongated, the first two being only separated 
by the internal vein ; the oblique white dashes beyond these spots replaced by a regular 
lunulaied pale brown stripe ; the submarginal lunules more regular, with black internal 
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borders ; the inner belt of hindwing wider and more incurved towards the costa ; the 
outer belt farther from the outer margin, consisting of seven instead of six spots ; the 
pale brown submarginal stripe narrower and farther from the margin. Undersidk golden- 
brown, with white bands, stripes and spots as above, excepting that the lunular sub- 
marginal series of forewing and the discal macular belt of hindwing are wider, with their 
divisions less distinctly separated ; two whitish stripes close to the outer margin, 
interrupted upon the forewing by a patch of the ground-colour upon the second median 
interspace, the outer one diffused and interrupted a second time at apex, the inner 
stripe of forewing interrupted by the veins ; the undulated pale brown lunulated stripe 
of the upperside replaced by a whitish stripe ; base of costa orange, Himhaing with the 
base, a subcostal streak near the base, and a nearly straight stripe through the second 
brown belt (beyond the broad white belt), whitish. Body below white. Tibia and tarsi of 
second and third pairs of legs testaceous." 

" A well-marked form of this puzzling group, quite distinct from any named species in 
Mr. Moore's collection or that of the British Museum." {Buller, L c.) 

I have never seen this species, nor did Mr. Wood-Mason obtain it during the summer 
months he collected in Cachar. 

395 Neptia kallaura, Moore. 

N. kal/aura, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1881, p. 309. 

Habitat : Niigiris ; Kallaur Road, Travancore, 1,200 feet, April; Mynall, 2,000 feet. 

Expanse: 6*>3*X; ?, 2*35 inches. 

Description : " Allied to A r . adifala. Markings of upperside pale yellow ; forming 
with the discoidal streak and its terminal pointed spot more rounded at the edges where 
divided by the disco-cellular vein ; discal series of spots smaller and more oval ; hindwing 
with comparatively narrower inner band and broader outer band." (Moore, I. c.) 

There is a single female specimen of this species named by Mr. Moore from Trevandrum 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is very close indeed to AT. adipala, even if it can be 
considered specifically distinct. The markings are slightly tinged with palest yellow, the 
other characters given seem trifling. Mr. \V. F- Hampson has sent me three specimens 
taken in the Niigiris, they have the bands very irregular in width. 

The next species differs from the preceding group by having the discoidal streak broad. 
On the underside the bands of the hindwing are very faintly defined outwardly with black. 
The bands of the upperside are sometimes sullied with fuliginous, sometimes pure white. 

396- NeptiO SUSruta, Moore. 

N. susruta, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1873, p. 563, pi. xxxu, fig. 4. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Bhutan, Cachar, Sylhet, Assam, Khasi Hills, Chitlagong, Upper 
Tenasserim, 

ExrANSE : 20 to 2*4 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside brownish black. Forewing with ferruginous [? fuli- 
ginous] white narrow discoidal and attenuated contiguous streak ; curved discal band of small 
and widely separated spots, an ill-defined black-bordered submarginal lunular line. Hindwing 
with white inner band, and ferruginous f? fuliginous] white outer narrow lunular curved band. 
Underside deep ferruginous ; markings prominent, and suffused with pale ferruginous 
[? fuliginous] ; those of the hindwing similar to N. soma, but narrower." (Moore % 1. c.) 

There are four specimens named by Mr. Moore of this species from Sikkim, Assam and 
Upper Tenasserim in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. As a rule they average smaller than 
N. soma t all the markings are wider and more prominent, especially the discoidal streak in the 
forewing ; in many specimens they are tinged with greenish-yellow as in N. nandina. 

The next two species have the bands and spots of the upperside very wide and prominent, 
in this respect allying them to N, anioa, from which species, however, they differ in many 
important particulars. 
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397- Neptis naallaa, Moore. 

N. nandina, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mas. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 16S, n. 347, pi. iv*«, fig. 7 (1857) : 
idem, id., Proc. Zool- Soc. Land., 1858, p. 9, n. 18. 

Habitat : Himalayas, Eastern and Southern India, Java. 

Expanse : 2-25 to 270 inches. 

Description :" Upperside black ; markings white. Forgiving with discoidal streak in 
two portions ; the curved row of seven spots broadly interrupted ; and submarginal row of 
small less-defined spots. Hindwing with inner band, and narrow outer row of less-defined 
square spots ; indistinct marginal line, and line between the bands, brown. Underside deep 
chocolate-brown, with markings as above, but more defined and of a brighter colour ; those 
of the hindwing gently curved. Sexes alike-" 

" This species may be known from A r eJ>tis aceris by the deep chocolate colour of the under- 
side, by the anterior margin of hind wing being evenly arched to beyond the middle ; all 
the markings or this wing being nicely curved." {Moore, \. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. 1. C.) 

This is a distincr and well-marked species. The white bands and spots are often tinged 
with pale greenish-yellow. On the underside the discal band of the hindwing suddenly 
widens out at the costa, a feature peculiar to this and the next species. From A>! mahendra 
it may be known by the discoidal streak and the spot beyond being placed much closer 
together ; the ground-colour of the underside is also of a richer chocolate-brown in N, mahen- 
dra. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there are specimens of A^ nandina from the Kulu 
Valley, Simla, Sikkim, Calcutta, Cherrapunji, Upper Burma, and Ootacamund. Major 
Marshall has specimens from Chini taken in June, Chumba in March, and from Shillong. 

398- NeptiS Clinia, Moore. 

N. clinia, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., 1872, p, 563, pi. xxxii, fig. 5; id., Druce, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 
1874, p. 105. 

Habitat : Bengal {Moore) ; Chentaboon and Nahconchaisee, Siam (September). 

Expanse : 2 inches. 

Description : M Male. Upperside black ; markings white. Forming with a rather 
broad discoidal and short contiguous streak ; curved discal band of broad closely united 
spots j marginal black-bordered lunular line indistinct. Hindwi ng with a very broad straight 
inner band and narrow brownish -white outer lunular line. Underside bright ferruginous, 
markings as in JV. soma, but very prominent." (Moore, 1. c.) 

I have never seen this species, and the locality given by Mr. Moore is very vague ; as, 
however, Mr. Druce records it from Siam, the species may be confined to that region, and 
may not occur within our limits at all. From the figure it seems to be allied to N. mahendra, 
but is smaller, the spot beyond the discoidal streak of the forewing much longer and nar- 
rower, and the marginal white spots obsolete and replaced by brownish marks. On the hindwing 
the discal band is as wide as in N. mahendra, but the submarginal band of white spots is 
entirely wanting, there being a pale brownish narrow band in its place. 

399- Neptis mahendra, Moore. 

N. mahendra, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 187a, p. 560, pi. xxxn, fig. 3. 

Habitat : N.-W. Himalayas. 

Expanse: £,2*0; 9,25 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside black; wings elongated, as in the 
European N. aceris ; markings white, and disposed as in that species, but more prominent and 
broader than in any other known allied species of this group, being broader even than in 
N. nandina. Underside deep brownish ferruginous ; markings white, broad, their borders 
imperceptibly black-margined, not prominently so as in N. astola or N. varmona : middle 
band of hindwing narrowing to abdominal margin." (Moore, 1. c.) 

This also is a very distinct species, occurring only in the N.-W, Himalayas. The discal 
band of the hindwing on the underside is widened out at the costa. All the white 
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markings are very prominent, especially the discal band of quadrate spots on the hind wing. I 
took this species at Kujiah near Dalhousie, and at Ulwas, Chumba, in May ; Mr. A. Graham 
Young obtained it in the Kulu Valley in April and May ; it occurs also in Simla, Kasauli and 
Masuri Major Marshall possesses specimens from Kashmir, 8,200 feet, taken in June; 
Churaba in May and June ; Pangi, S.ooo feet, in July ; and Chini in June. 

The three last species are very distinct, and differ from all the others in having the discal 
spots of the forewing arranged in pairs, each pair of spots being well-separated from the 
pair or pairs next it. The discoidal streak is narrow and short, the spot beyond far distant 
from the outer end of the discoidal streak, very broad and short. The white markings in 
A', jumbak are usually and in N. opkUna occasionally tinged with very pale green. 

400. Koptis Ophiana, Moore. 
N. atfiama, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.. iSfa, p. 561 ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 153, n. 6, pi. jevit, 
fig. 12(1883); &• columella (part), Moore {hcc Cramer), Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 7, 11. ij, pi xlix, 
fig. 5. male and female ; idem, id., 1865, p. 763 ; id., Duller, Trans. Linn. Soc. Loud., Zoology, second series 
vol. i, p. 542|n. 6 (1877). 

Habitat : Eastern and Southern India, Burma, Malay Peninsula. 

Expanse : 2-5 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : H Male. Upperside dark fuliginous black, markings white. Fornvhtg 
with very narrow terminally-indented discoidal streak, and large broad triangular spot beyond ; 
a curved discal transverse series of five [or six] spots, the two upper obliquely before the apex, 
the next pair on the middle of the disc, the lower one of which points to the angle of the wing, 
the fifth elongated and extending along posterior margin [sometimes with a smaller one above it]; 
a submarginal interrupted row of whitish lunules with black borders. Hindxeing with broad 
inner band ; and a less prominent submarginal series of six rather quadrate spots. Under- 
side brownish-ferruginous, markings as above, white, prominent. Forewing with three 
marginal series of lunules. Hindiving with bluish-white basal streak, subbasal fascia, a 
narrow transverse median discal and a marginal lunular bluish-white line ; median band 
terminating on third (? second] subcostal vein. Allied to N. columella, Cramer." {Moore, I. c.) 

Mr, Distant remarks that " Malaccan specimens agree thoroughly with the type of the 
species [A 7 . opJkiana], save that the discal spots are somewhat larger, and the basal streak 
is entire, though in other specimens from the same locality it is abbreviated and somewhat 
cleft. It appears to be sufficiently distinct, however, from A 7 , columella, which was described 
by Cramer as from China, and as figured is a much larger insect [3'4 inches in expanse], with a 
concave spot on the inner margin of the forewing." 

" In two specimens now before me, viz., the * type ' from Darjeeling and a Malaccan 
example, the neuration of the hindwing is aberrant, the costal nervure being placed low down 
and reaching the apex, whilst the subcostal nervules are thus forced close together." {Distant, 
X, c.) On examination of the long series of specimens of this species in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, I find this latter feature very inconstant, in all the female examples and also the males 
from South India, the costal nervure of the hindwing does not nearly reach the apex of the 
wing, the subcostal nervules being therefore well- separated, while in males from Sikkiin, 
Calcutta, Cachar, North Khasi Hills and the Meplay Valley, it reaches the margin at or 
even below the apex, the subcostals being consequently placed very close together. 

There is a single male from the North Khasi Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, named 
A T . columella by Mr. Moore. As its expanse is half an inch less than that of Cramer's figure, 
and as the spot on the upperside of the forewing in the submedian interspace is not curved, I 
prefer to consider it to be one of the numerous forms of N. ophiana. The ground-colour 
of the underside of this specimen is distinctly bright ochreous (as in Cramer's figure), but 
this character is extremely variable, in Sikkim and South Indian examples it is dark brownish- 
ferruginous. In female examples from Orissa, Rutnagherry, Bangalore and Ootacamund 
the discal white baud of the hindwing on the underside reaches to the interspace below the 
costal nervure, in raa'e examplesfrom Ootacamund only to the interspace below that, while in 
many North Indian specimens it does not extend beyond the interspace below that again ;

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and in all South Indian examples the markings on the underside, especially of the hindwing, 
are longer and more prominent. N. ophiana is a well-marked species, its only near ally in 
India being N. martabana. 

401. Neptis martabana, Moore. 

If. mattabana, Moore, Trans- Ent. Soc. T^ond., 1881, p. 310, 

Habitat : Rangoon, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 23 inches. 

Description: "Male, Intermediate between N. columella and N. ophiana. From 
the former it is one-fourth smaller in size- From the Darjiling type of N, ophiana it differs 
on the forewing in having the discoidat streak more distinctly broken near the end, and in 
there being a wider space between its end and the large conical spot beyond. On the hindwing 
the subbasal transverse band is somewhat broader, and the subraarginal spots smaller, more 
rounded, and less prominent Underside of a much darker chestnut purplish -brown, the 
markings showing out much more strongly." {Moore, 1. c.) 

There is a single male of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken in the Thoun- 
gyeen forests in the autumn, and named by Mr. Moore. It is smaller than the average speci- 
mens of N. ophiana, the discoidal streak of the forewing is more distinctly broken near its 
extremity, but in other respects it differs but slightly from some examples of N. ophiana, and 
should I think be considered as a variety only of that species, especially as the true N. ophiana 
is known to occur in the regions north and south of that from whence N. tnartabana has been 
recorded. 

402. NejjtiS jtimlDah, Moore. 

N.jumbah, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 167. n. 345. pi- iva, fig 5 M57) ; 
N. jumia, id., Proc Zool. Soc Lond., 1858, p. 7. " Hi idcm i id > ^P- &&•* to1 - '> P* 55. pi. xxviii, figs. 2, aa, 
imago ; 2*, la*va and fwpa (1881). 

Habitat : Eastern and Southern India, Ceylon, Burma, Andamans. 

Expanse : 22 to 2*7 inches. 

Description : " Upperside smoky-black. Forewing with a narrow longitudinal discoidal 
streak, and a triangular spot in continuation, white ; a transverse curved row of interrupted 
white spots from apical third of costal margin to near middle of posterior margin, composed 
of two very narrow longitudinal spots on the costal margin, beneath which are two large spots, 
then a very small streak, then two large spots, and lastly two narrower spots terminating 
on posterior margin ; between this band of spots and exterior margin are two rows of more 
or less defined lunular-shaped white spots, these being bounded exteriorly by a shade of deep 
black. Hindwing with a broad white band from costal to abdominal margin, being intersected 
by the veins ; near outer margin a row of ill-defined white lunated marks, bounded 
exteriorly by deep black, then a submarginal row of black lines ; between the white band 
and row of white lunated marks is a broad band of black. Underside ferruginous. Fore- 
wing with markings as above, but the four rows of markings along exterior margin white, 
and suffused at the apex and near the middle with ferruginous. Hindwing with the broad 
white band ; abdominal margin, base of costal margin, and broadly across parallel with 
the band, suffused with white ; a marginal and two submarginal rows of whitish marks, 
between which and the broad band a series of five dark ferruginous spots from abdominal 
margin, and terminating in white marks on costal margin. Body above, black j beneath, 
white. Sexes alike." (Meore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

4< Larva pale brownish-purple, anal segments below dark purple-brown spotted with green, 
and bordering an oblique line extending laterally from anal spines obliquely to base of spines on 
fourth segment ; anterior and anal segments narrowed, the middle segments thickened laterally ; 
head armed with two short points, two long divergent fleshy spiny tubercles on fourth segment, 
two short dorsal fleshy tubercles on third, fifth, and sixth segments. Feeds on Byttneriacea, &c. 
Pupa pale hrownish-ochreous, head with two short points, thorax angulated." (Moore, 1. c. 
in Lep. Cey.) 
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This is an exceedingly well-marked and distinct species, and differs from all others in 
having a small round brown spot placed near the base on the underside of the hind wing on 
a white band. It is somewhat variable ; in some specimens the marginal markings on the 
upperside are very prominent, in others they are obsolete ; the ground-colour of the under- 
side is sometimes ochreous, sometimes ferruginous, and sometimes dark hair-brown coloured. 
In Ceylon it is *' Found in the Western and Central Provinces ; plains and up to 4,000 
feet, in forest land, at all times, but chiefly during the S.-W. monsoon. Flight slow, heavy ; 
settles with wings open, easily captured" [Hutchison). "Occurs everywhere: joins in the 
up-country flights, February and March in fair numbers" (Mackwod). It is very common 
in Calcutta, and the Indian Museum. Calcutta, possesses specimens from Cachar, Rangoon, 
Upper Tenasserim, Mergui, Orissa, Trevandrum, Ceylon and the South Andamans. 

GSHUB 63.— CIRRHOOHROA, Doubleday. (Plate XXIV). 

Cirrechtoa, Doableday, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. i, p. 157 (1848) ; id., Moore, Up. Cey., vol. i, p. 6a {1881) • 
id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p 177(1883). 

"Head, of moderate size, clothed with hairs. Eyes, ovate, not remarkably prominent. 
Palpi, slightly divergent, ascending, rising above the forehead, scaly; the second 
joint furnished with a slight dorsal tuft, and externally with numerous erect seta?. 
First joint curved, very short ; second joint five times as long as the first, swollen 
at the middle, tapering almost to a point at the apex ; third joint slender, acicu- 
lar, barely one-seventh the length of the second. Antenna of moderate length, gradually 
thickening into a. slender club, the articulations of which are not more distinct than those of 
the other portion of the antennre. Thorax, moderately stout, oval, hairy. Abdomen, small, 
scarcely half the length of the inner margin of the hindwing. Forewing, subtriangular; 
the costal margin rounded ; the outer margin about two-thirds the length of the costal 
margin, nearly straight, or slightly concave [sometimes convex] ; inner margin rather shorter 
than the outer, slightly emarginate. Costal nervure not extending to the middle of the costa. 
Subcostal nervure emitting its first nervule shortly before its second, at the end of the cell ; its 
third at about two-thirds the distance between the cell and the apex ; the fourth nearer to the 
third than to the apex ; the third terminating at the apex. Upper disco-cellular nervule nearly 
wanting ; middle disco-cellular curved inwards, or slightly angular ; lotver disco -cellular very 
slender, nearly straight, more than double the length of the middle disco-cellular, joining the 
median nervure at a short distance before the origin of its second nervule. Internal nervure 
wanting. Hindwing, obovate ; the outer margin slightly sinuate ; the inner emarginate 
near the anal angle. Pro-costal nervure simple, curved outwards. Discoidal nervule appearing 
to be a third subcostal nervule, but little curved. Discoidal cell open. Abdominal fold ample. 
Forelegs, of the male scaly, the femur and base of the tibia slightly, apex of the tibia and 
the tarsus thickly covered with long hairs. Tibia shorter than the femur, but longer 
than the tarsus, which is subcylindric, slightly pointed, one-jointed. Of the female scaly. 
Tibia smooth, slightly shorter than the femur. Tarsus about the length of the tibia, five- 
jointed ; its first joint cylindric, slightly curved, smooth, about twice the length of the other 
joints combined ; second and third joints transverse, o{ equal breadth, the latter rather 
shorter than the former ; fourth joint rather tapering ; all these with a spine on each side at 
the apex, covered by a tuft of hairs at the base of the following joint ; fifth joint narrower, 
tapering towards the apex, which is mucronate. Middle and hindlegs, with the femora, 
tibiae, and tarsi nearly of equal length, Jibue spiny, especially towards the apex ; their 
spurs distinct. Tarsi nearly cylindric, spiny ; the spines at the sides longest, those of the lower 
surface arranged in two nearly regular secies. First joint longer than the rest combined ; 
second, third, and fourth progressively, though but little, shorter, all of similar form, as is the 
fifth, which is about equal in length to the second. Claws curved, grooved below. Paro* 
nychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia subtriangular, broader than, and about as long as, the 
claw ; inner shorter, strap-shaped. PulvUlus jointed, as long as the claws ; the second joint 
broad." {Doubleday, L c.) 
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Larva with two dorsal scries of long and two lateral series of shorter delicately -branched 
spines, also a similar spine projecting on each side in front of the head from the second segment. 
Pupa bluish-purple marked with black, head ending in two points, two long spines projecting 
from the back of the thorax in front of the bead, a bump on the back of the thorax, which, 
with the abdominal segments above, bear pairs of spines, 

"This genus has a singular character on the hindwing of the male [it occurs in both 
sexes]. Between the third subcostal [discoidalj and third median nervule, the upper surface 
of the wing is marked by a transverse depression, extending nearly, or quite, across the space 
between the nervules, causing a corresponding elevation of the lower surface, which, but for 
its breadth, might be mistaken for the indication of a disco-cellular nervule." (Doubleday, 
I. c.) In one species only, C, fasciata, the male has distinct secondary sexual characters, viz. t 
oh theforewing on either side of the discoidal nervules from their origin rather more than half 
way to the margin and also on the first and second subcostal nervules of the hindwing on the 
tipperside, there is a narrow streak of modified ochreous scales, which gives this portion of 
those veins the appearance of a feather of which the vein itself is the shaft, and the scales the 
barb. Typically they are fulvous or tawny insects with the outer margin black, and with a 
discal and three marginal sinuous black lines, the hindwing also has a discal series of six black 
spots ; on the underside there is always a more or less prominent pale discal band from middle 
of costa of forewing to anal angle of hindwing, and the black marginal lines are replaced by 
yellow or olivaceous. 

" In some species, as in C, aoris, the sexes differ widely in appearance, the female being of 
a more obscure and duller colour above. This, however, is not the rule with the majority of 
the species of the genus." {Distant, 1. c.) In C, olivacea the difference in the colouration 
of the opposite sexes is even more marked than in C. aoris. Except in C. fasciata, which is 
an altogether aberrant form, the females differ also in having the outer margin of the forewing 
much more emarginate than in the males ; this feature is most prominent in the South Indian 
and Ceylon species, 

Cirrhochroa is somewhat widely distributed ; it occurs in the Eastern Himalayas, in 
Eastern and Peninsular India, Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobars, throughout Assam, Burma, 
the Malay peninsula and islands to New Guinea and Australia. Many of the species are 
very plentiful where they occur, are strong and very conspicuous on the wing, but frequently 
settle, often in swarms, on a damp spot in the hills. Many of them are very closely allied, and 
their specific determination and range by no means easily determined. The distinctness or 
otherwise of many of the described species is still uncertain and can only be determined by 
experimental breeding.

B. Male with discoidal nervules of forcwing and first and second subcostal nervules of hind wing on upperside 
with a streak of differently -coloured scales on either side for about two-thirds of their length. 
416. C. fasoata, Upper Tenasserim, Sumatra. 
C. aoris and C. olivace<i are distinguished from all the other Indian species by their large 
size, and by the males as well as the females having the apex of the forewing distinctly truncated. 
The females too are more widely different in both than in the remaining Indian species of this 
genus. They are confined to North-Eastern India and Burma. 

403. Cirrliochroa aoris, Doubleday, Rewitson. 

Cirrockroa aoris, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen Dium Lep , vol. i, p 158, n, 1, pi, xxi, fig. a, male (184S) ; 
id., Westwood, Trans. Ent. Soc Lond., 1880, p. 113, pi. ii. 

Habitat ; Sikkim, Cachar, Sylhet, Upper Assam, Naga Hills. 

Expanse : 2*8 to 3-6 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings bright fulvous, powdered with dusky 
at the base. Fordoing with the apex strongly truncated, the outer margin slightly emargi- 
nate and sinuous ; the disco-cellular nervules slightly defined with dusky on either side ; 
a very irregular and somewhat indistinct discal fuscous line, beyond which are a series 
of diffused, very indistinct, often obsolete fuscous rounded spots between the nervules, 
the margin narrowly black, widely black at the apex, two submarginal lunular black lines, 
cf which the outer one is the more prominent and becomes merged in the black apex. Hind- 
wing with a very irregular discal black line, with the usual whitish spot on the middle of 
the costa ; a discal series of six round black spots one in each interspace except the discoidal ; 
two deeply engrailed submarginal lines, the outer one the darker, a marginal narrow nearly 
straight black line : all the veins defined with black on the disc. Underside, both, wings 
much paler, all the markings of the upperside more or less obliterated ; a common 
discal whitish fascia, narrowest in the middle of each wing, its outer edge very straight 
and even, its inner edge irregular, defined by a pair of dark lines enclosing a pale yellow line ; 
submarginal and marginal yellow lunular lines, divided and inwardly bounded by whitish 
lunules ; a pale brown subbasal streak. Forewing with a whitish patch at the apex. HinJwing 
with the six round black spots of the upperside but smaller. Female much darker, the 
ground-colour of the upperside ochreous, thickly irrorated throughout with fuscous scales. 
Markings as in the male, but heavier and darker throughout. Underside pale buff, washed 
throughout with obscure violaceous j the markings of the outer half more obscure, of the inner 
half more prominent and wider than above, the discal fascia less distinct, almost concolourous 
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with the ground, inwardly defined with a dark band (this band edged on both sides with pale 
fuscous), outwardly by a straight pale fuscous or purple line. Foreioing with a narrow band 
crossing middle of. the cell to origin of first median nervule, from thence crossing the interspace 
below and continued across the base of the hindwing from costal to submedian nervure, with a 
spot beyond in the cell in the latter wing. The disco-cellulars of the forewing defined with a 
similar line. The tone of the ground -colour of the upperside in the female varies, in some it 
is ochreous, in others fuscous. 

C. aoris may be distinguished from C. olivacea, the only other species in which the 
forewing of the male is truncate, by the narrow black border to the forewing and 
the more uniform colouration of the upperside, these characters being common to both sexes. 
It is one of the commonest and most distinct as well as the largest species of the genus. 
It is met with in Sikkim up to about 6,000 feet elevation, almost throughout the year, and 
occurs equally commonly in the hills to the eastwards as far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam. 

Professor J. O. Westwood (1. c.) has described and figured two gynandromorphous speci- 
mens of C. aoris contained in the collection of the British Musuem ; in one of these "the 
gynandromorphism is exactly bilateral, the wings on the right side of the insect having the 
colouring and markings of the male strongly defined, whilst the wings on the other (left) side 
are those of the female equally strongly marked." In the other specimen "a singular mixture 
of the characters of the two sexes" is exhibited in the wings on the right-hand side of the insect. 

Mr. Moore has described a species of Cirrhockroa from Sikkim under the name of C 
almormis ; the description corresponds very closely with some specimens of C. aoris, and 
I can find no reliable character by which to distinguish between them. No indication is given 
by Mr. Moore as to which species it is most closely allied, or of the outline of the wings, and 
I place it here provisionally pending further information. 

404- Clrrfcochroa atmormis, Moore, 

C. abnormis, Moore, Journ. A. S. B„ vol. liii, pt. 2, p. 19 (1884), 

Habitat : Sikkim. 

Expanse : 2'62 inches. 

Description : ''Male. Upperside ferruginous-yellow. Forming with a medial di seal 
transverse black lunular waved band, which is broadest at the costal end, a narrower submar- 
ginal sinuous band, and a nearly straight marginal line, the interspace from the submarginal 
band and edge of the wing being suffused with black towards the apex ; an indistinct 
dusky streak at end of the cell. Hindwing with a medial discal transverse angulated 
black lunular band, which is broadest at the costal end ; a submarginal lunular line, and 
a slender nearly straight marginal line; a tow of minute black discal dots. Underside 
brownish-ochreous ; a transverse medial slightly purpurascent band, with waved 
suffused dusky lunular inner border and slender almost straight outer border, the band being 
quite narrow where it crosses from fore- to hindwing, and broadly dilated at the costal end 
on the forewing and at anal end on the hindwing : contiguous to the inner border of the 
band is a similar dusky suffused lunular fascia, the interspace being of a slightly pale yellowish 
colour ; at end of each cell is a dusky double lunular mark, a similar double lunular waved 
line also extends from middle of the cell on the forewing to below the cell on the hindwing ; 
outer border of both wings traversed by faint traces of a yellowish submarginal lunular band j 
on the forewing is a conspicuous whitish apical patch, and on the hindwing is a row of very 
small blackish transverse discal dots." {Moore, 1. c.) 

405. Oirrhocliroa Ollvacsa, de N, n. sp. (Plate XXIV, Fig. hi ? ). 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse 1 $ , 2-4 to 3'° ; ¥ » 3'3 inches. 

Description: Male. Upperside bright fulvous, in some specimens the basal area 
bounded by the discal line dark fulvous ; all the viens on the disc distinctly defined with black. 
Forewing with the disco-cellular nervules marked as usual with a dark fine line on either 
side a very irregular black discal line which becomes obsolete before reaching the inner margin, 
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and is widest at the cosla ; the outer margin, especially at the apex, broadly black, decreasing 
towards the anal angle, where it includes one, two or three fulvous lunules. Outline truncate 
at the apex, sinuous below, Hind-wing with the usual pale quadrate spot on the middle of 
the costal margin, a somewhat even discal line, obsolete in some specimens, the usual six 
round discal black spots, two lunular submarginal and marginal straight black lines beyond, 
the inner one obsolescent towards the costa. Underside opalescent buff, but variable in depth 
of shade. The usual discal fascia across both wings, its outer margin defined by a prominent 
straight fine purple line, its inner edge with an irregular brown yellow-bordered line: the 
fascia broad on the costa of the forewing, narrowing gradually and regularly to the inner 
margin, of nearly equal width throughout on the hind wing. Other markings as above, but 
paler ; the marginal lunular lines yellow, not black ; a prominent pale apical patch on the 
forewing. Female. Upperside dark olivaceous, all the markings heavier and darker than in 
the male. Foreiving with a prominent broad discal whitish band stained with pale fulvous 
towards the inner margin, its outer edge very irregular, and the outer edge of the discal 
fascia below showing through. Towards the anal angle it bears two series of very indistinct 
submarginal black lunules. Hindwing with the costal white spot much larger, narrowly 
prolonged to the discoidal nervule. Underside purplish-white, the discal fascia much 
more prominent and paler, otherwise as in the male. 

In Major Marshall's collection are two males taken at Lampha by Captain C. H. E. 
Adamson in March, three males and a female taken in the Thoungyeen Forests in that month, 
and one male (the darkes;) in the autumn by Captain C. T. Bingham. The male is nearest 
to a Perak specimen of C. &ajadcta t but the apex of the forewing is truncate and less produced, 
and does not bear the pale spot on the upperside ; the ground-colour is also lighter, especially 
below. The female is quite different from that sex of C. bajadtta, and may be distinguished 
from C. aoris in having the discal band whitish instead of ochreous, and the black margin 
beyond untraversed by a series of prominent ochreous lunules ; the veins of the forewing also 
across the disc are more distinctly black in the male than in any other Indian species. 

The figure, showing both the upper and undersides, is taken from the type female speci- 
men in Major Marshall's collection. 

Two allied species, C. bajadda and C. malaya, from the Malay peninsula are described 
below. *

costa, a narrow transverse fascia near end of cell, and the outer margin — very broad at apex — black ; beyond 
the cell the colour is somewhat paler, giving the appearance of a broad transverse fascia ; and a smalt ochraccous 
subapical spot. Hindwing with the outer area from end of cell paler, its inner area marked on each side of the 
submedian nervure with a lunate black linear spot, and by a similar spot above the upper subcostal nervule ; an 
irregular series of small black spots placed between the nervules (absent between the third median and the dis- 
coidal nervules), and three waved submarginal black fasciae, the outer one more or less fused with the dark outer 
margin. Undkrside paler in hue. Forewing with the cell crossed by two linear darker fascia, one at its 
termination, the other beyond middle and extending beneath the median nervure ; a somewhat violaceous area 
crossing wing beyond cell, broad at costa and very narrow and attenuated at inner margin ; apex obscurely infua- 
cated, and containing two subapical greyish while spots and a marginal waved fascia, the edge* of which are 
distinctly pale fuscous ; beneath the first median nervule and in front of the pale fascia is an irregularly formed 
fuscous spot. Hind-wing crossed by a narrow and a very pale violaceous fascia, which is distinctly narrowed and 
attenuated between the upper subcostal and the discoidal nervules ; black Boots ai above, but margined with 
reddish -ochraceous ; marginal and submarginal fasciae as on the forewing. Body and legs more or less con- 
1 colourous with the win^s. Female. uWersidb as in male, with the pale area better defined and inwardly 
but narrowly margined with blackish. Underside with the media', fascia paler." 

" The female of this species appears to have been described by Mr, Moore under the name of C- ravana, 
but having received both sexes from Java, Borneo, and the Malay Peninsula, I feel no doubt as to its sexual 
relation to C. bajadcta" (Distant, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single male of this species from Perak.

Resembling the corresponding sexes of C. bajadtta, but with the pale violaceous fascia crossing the underside 
of the hindwing entire and not attenuated at the subcostal and discoidal nervules as in that species ; the under- 
side of both wings is also generally rather darker and more violaceous than m C. bajadeta." 

" Both Mr. Butler ana" Mr. Kirby incline to the opinion that the C. malaya, Felder, is more or less syno- 
nymous with C. bajadeta, and the reasons why I have differed from these authorities and identified it with 
£ Johannes are contained in Felder's diagnosis. Thus the description of the underside of the wings as " lilacino 
surlusis," and he pale fascia to the hindwing as " angusta recta," thoroughly applies to the specie:, figured and 
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406. Oirrhocliroa nicoTaarica, w.-m. and de N. 

C. tucobarica, Wood-Mason and de Niceville, Journ. A. S. B., vol. 1, pt. ii, p. 231, n. 15 (1881); idem, id., 
vol. Ii, p. 16, n. 17, pi. iii, fig. 5, male (i88z). 

Habitat : Great Nicobar. 

Expanse: 2 35 and 2-50 inches. 

Description-. "Male. Upperside bright fulvous powdered with fuscous scales at the 
base of both wings, and along each side of the disco-cellular nervuies. Forewing with the 
costal margin narrowly, the apex broadly, and the external margin decreasingly fuscous, and 
with a small obscure patch of fuscous scales near the inner angle. JHindwing with a thin 
discal striga somewhat discontinuous and nearly straight anteriorly but zigzaged posteriorly ; 
six rather large rounded spots, and a short streak between the third median and discoidal 
nervuies in the same line as the spots, black ; and beyond the spots three regularly engrailed 
fuscous striga?, one of which is marginal and the innermost of which is the darkest and is 
connected with the discal thin striga by the dark brown margins of the nervuies j with the 
usual white blotch between the anterior black spot and the discal striga ; and with the dusky 
fulvous interval between the two outermost marginal fuscous strigae continued for a short 
distance on to the fuscous margin of the fore wing- at the inner angle. Underside, both 
wings much paler, faintly suffused with lilac ; with a common opalescent discal band inwardly 
bounded with dusky, scarcely perceptible in the forewing but prominent in the hindwing, 
in which it is nearly straight externally but dentate internally. Hindwing with five of the 
black spots of the upperside (two interspaces being devoid of a spot) smaller than above, 
seated, the foremost one wholly, the second and last (which is twinned) partially, upon a dusky 
ground, the remaining ones upon fulvous of a brighter shade than the rest of the wing ; 
beyond the spots with two opalescent lunular bands, the first the broader and internally 
margined with diffused dusky, and the second the narrower and sharply defined, both of 
which bands are continued faintly and diffusedly on to the forewing ; and with the usual basal 
and disco-cellular pale fuscous marks." • 

"Apparently most nearly allied to C, malaya, Felder, from the Malay Peninsula." 
(Wood-Mason and de Niceville, 1. c.) It is even more closely allied to C. surya, but may be 
at once distinguished from that species and from all Indian species by the large size of the 
discal series of black spots on both the upper and undersides, and the prominence of the 
discal and submarginal opalescent bands on the underside of the hindwing. It is, however, 
most closely allied to C. dagia, but the outer black border on the upperside of both wings is 
far less prominent, in C. dagia it includes the discal spots more or less, and is also more pro- 
minent on the underside than in C. nkobatica. 

Mr. de Koepstorff obtained two males at Great Nicobar. 

407- Cirrhocfcroa surya, Moore. 

Cirrochroa surya., Moore, Proa Zoot. Soc Land., 1878, p. 827. 

Habitat : Moulmein to Meetan j Taoo, March, 3,000—5,000 feet ; Moolai, 3,000—6,000 
feet ; Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : d\ 1-87 to 2-25 ; ¥ , 2*5 inches. 

Description : " Allied to C. lanka, Moore. Male differs above on the forewing in the 
narrower marginal band, a single sinuous line extending with fulvous interspaces to near the 
apex- Hindwing with the submarginal line more sharply sinuous ; other markings similar. 

described by Mr. Butler, and the last character especially, in contradiction to the suddenly or attenuated fascia 
in the other species. Felder naturally compared it to C. bajadeta, C. Johannes not having been then described, 
and the fact ol his having thus compared it would naturally lead to the supposition that he must have been cog- 
nisant of Mr Moore's species." 

" I am inclined, however, to the view that specimens will be obtained of a completely intermediate character 
between C bajadeta and C. malaya'' {Distant, 1. c ) 

There is a single male of this specie? from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It differs from a Perak 
example of C- bajadeta fa the colouration being paler above, the outer margin of the forewing less excavated 
below the apex, and wanting the subapical spot On the underside the discal fascia of the hindwing is distinctly 
narrower and quite even in width throughout. Judging from the single specimens 1 have seen ot these two species, 
I should have no hesitation in considering them distinct. 
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Underside purplish fulvous grey ; the discal transverse band broader, and pale bluish purple 
on the forewing, bluish purple-white on the hindwing. its outer border being dark blue, and its 
inner border red and waved ; other markings red. Female darker above, the discal black line 
sinuous at the costal end ; a double sinuous marginal line ; other markings and underside as in 
male." (Moors, 1. c.) 

C. surya is a much paler and yellower insect than C lank<t t and the margin of the hindwing 
on the upperside is concolourous with the ground and bears a distinct black marginal line ; in 
C. lanka the margin is black, the black line merging in the black border which extends nearly 
to the lunular submargiual line, the inner submargiital lunular line also is prominent, but in 
C. surya is almost entirely obsolete ; the character of the markings is, however, similar on both 
upper and undersides. C. surya is still more nearly allied to C. olivacea, the males of which 
may be distinguished from those of C. surya by their larger size, the veins on the disc of the 
forewing being distinctly defined with black on the upperside, and the marginal fulvous 
lunules being obsolescent, leaving a more uniform black border ; on the underside the pale 
discal band in C. ohvaua is much wider at the costa of the forewing, and its outer margin is 
defined by a much darker more prominent purple line. I have not seen the female of C. sut vfl, 
but the discal baud on the upperside not being white, would readily distinguish it from the 
female of C. olivacea. 

It appears to be a good species confined to Upper Tenasserim. and is usually of very small 
size, averaging a little over two inches in expanse only. The black border to the forewing on 
the upperside is very prominent, as the rest of the wing is hardly marked at all. Dr. Anderson 
took several specimens in the Meigui archipelago in the cold weather, and there are numerous 
examples in Major Marshall's collection taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Thoungycen 
forests and the Donat range from December to April. 

Three species, C. satcliita, C. cfag-ia, and C. ot'issa, of which the descriptions arc given 
below, have been recorded from the Malay Peninsula,* In the shape of the discal band on the 
underside of the forewing they correspond with C. surya and C. olivacea.

Uppkr.sii)K reddish-odira- 
ceous, both wings with a broad outer marginal blackish fascia, which on the forewing is recurved and broadest m 
the apical angle, these blackish areas possess two indistinct narrow dark subrnarginal fascia; and that on hindwing 
is either preceded or inwardly margined by a series of black spots placed berween the ncrvules ; a very narrow 
and non-continuous blackish fascia also crosses the hindwing a little beyond the cell, which at the costal margin has 
an adjacent greyish spot. Undekside much paler, crossed by a greyish fascia, as in C- satellita, which is margined 
with reddish ochraceous, and beyond which their area is distinctly darker and somewhat tinged with vialaci-oiit., 
containing the narrow subrnarginal fascia as in C. txitllita \ the forrx'ing has a greyish subapical spot, and the 
cell is medially crossed by a sinuatcd dull reddish line, which is continued beneath the median nervure, the lower 
disco-ceJJular nervule being similarly coloured ; the hind-wing has the black spots margined with reddish, and the 
cell crossed by a sinuated dull reddish line, which extends from near the costal martin to near the submedian 
nervure. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings ; the femora, sternum, and abdomen beneath g rc y- 
lsh. Female differs from the male on the upperside by having distinct traces of a medial broad yellowish 
fascia on the forewing ; the hindwing having the outer black area narrower, leaving the two narrow wavad 
fascias very distinct, the spots thereby appearing further removed " 

"The principal variation in the forms of this species appears to consist in the breadth of the outer black 
margin to the hindwing, and the thereby sometimes consequent assimilation or fusion of the black spots." 
(Dtstant, 1. c.J C. nicobarica is a pale local form or race of this species. 

The Indian Museum possesses two specimens of this species Collected by Dr. Horsfield in Java

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The next three species have a very wide range. In their detailed descriptions I have given 
only the localities from which they have individually been recorded by competent authorities. 
It will be at once apparent by examining these localities how erratic is the distribution of each ; 
moreover the characters given in the descriptions are all inconstant, and this being so I would 
prefer to consider them as one species only, which would stand as C. miihila. Treated as a 
single species it occurs in Fyzabad, Oudh ; Bholahlt, Malda ; Barrackpore near Calcutta ; 
Sikkim ; Assam ; the Naga Hills ; Sylhet ; Cacbar ; Manipur ; British and Upper Burma ; 
the Andaman Isles ; Malacca and Java {Horsfield). 

C. mithila in a comprehensive sense is of a lighter colouration on the upperside than C. 
lanka and C. cognata, the forewing of the male is evenly rounded, of the female usually more 
or less truncated, but never to the extent that it is in C. aoris and C. olivacea. In the male 
none of the markings of the upperside are very prominent, the inner lunular line of the fore- 
wing is usually obsolescent, and the margin beyond much less prominently black than in C. 
lanka, C. surya, &c. The colouration of the underside is extremely variable, some specimens 
are pale buff almost throughout, others are bright ochreous with the discal band prominently 
margined outwardly with purple, in others again the ground-colour is darker, but the discal 
band lacks the outer purple margining ; all these variations are common to the species when- 
ever it occurs. The discal band across the wings on the underside is of nearly equal width 
throughout in the forewing, slightly narrower on the hindwing and constricted in the middle, 
its inner edge usually, but not always, irregularly bounded by a fine double line constricted at 
each vein with the intervening space yellow, this feature linking it with C. aoris- The female is 
darker than the male, the colour of the upperside as well as the underside being variable. 

40S. Cirrhochroa mithila, Moore.

Habitat : Bengal, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse: r37E 2 *37 ? ] inches. 

Dkscription : " Male. Upperside pale ferruginous. Forewing with the blackish mar- 
ginal band narrow, its inner row of lunules palely defined ; medial transverse line scarcely visi- 
ble on either wing ; the row of black spots, white spot on anterior margin, and outer marginal 
lunular lines of hindwing also very palely defined. Underside dull testaceous, glossed with 
greyish purple ; medial band obsolete, its place faintly defined by a dusky straight outer streak 
and narrow inner line ; spots on hindwing partly obsolete." {Moore, 1. c.) 

Mr. Moore has very kindly furnished me with a sketch of C, mithila taken from the type 
specimen. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there are numerous males taken by Dr. Anderson 
in the Mergui archipelago in the cold weather, and in Major Marshall's collection there are 
several others taken in Tenasserim, in the Thoungyeen forests in January, March and April, and 
in the Donat range in January and April, which agree more or less with Mr. Moore's descrip- 
tion and drawing. The prominence of the markings and colour of the ground on the underside 
is variable, but it is impossible to separate the heavier- marked darker-coloured ones from the 
others which agree exactly with the type. 

409. Cirrliochroa rotundata, Butler.

brownish-ochraccous, with the following black, markings :— a narrow, linear waved fascia crossing wing near end of 
cell and strongly angulated at first median nervule, followed by a row of spots placed between the nervules (absent 
between the discoidal and third median nervules) and a marginal and two submarginal much-waved fascial. 
Unueksipe paler- Fore-wing with the medial fascia whitish, containing a triangular brownish spot at inner 
margin ; apical area brownish, with two long, ovate, contiguous greyish spots at apex, and an indistinct waved 
darker submarginal lineate fascia. Hindwing with the medial alack fascia above replaced by a broader pale 
violaceous fascia beneath, beyond which the colour ismore or less shaded with violaceous, the black spots margined 
with reddish, and two sub marginal pale viwlaceous fascia. Body and legs more or less concoiourous with wings. 
Female resembles the male, but the forewinf on the umsRstUK with a small subapical greyish streak, and on 
the- unuEkside with the pale medial fascia crossed by a narrow pale sinuated brownish fascia attached to the 
triangular spot at inner margin ; the apical brown area also possesses au indistinct violaceous much-waved 
ascia." (Distant, 1. C-) 
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Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Malacca. 
Expanse : 3 inches. 

Description : " Female, nearly allied to C. withtfa, Moore, the wing? more rounded, 
forming less produced ; markings of the forewing above almost obsolete ; outer undulated line 
of kindwing much more distinct. Underside, all the bands and spots tawny instead of ochre 
yellow." 

" I have no doubt that this species is distinct from C. mithila ; the colouration of the bands 
below is strikingly different.' 1 ( Butler , 1. c ) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single male of this species from Sikkim so named by 
Mr. Moore. The outline of this specimen agrees with that of Mr. Moore's sketch of C. mithila, 
and also with Mr. Distant's figure of C. rotunda/a, the markings of the forewing on the upper- 
side are nearly obsolete, but the bands of the underside are buff rather than tawny. Out of sit 
Sikkim males that belong certainly to one species no two arc marked alike on the underside, 
some are very pale buff, one is ochreous, one is tawny, and some are ferruginous marked with 
deep purple, but the bands are in almost every case tawny not ochre. C. rotttndata cannot, I 
think, be maintained as a distinct species. Mr. Butler records it from " near Assam." 

410. Cixrhochxoa anjira, Moore. 

Ctrrockro/i anjira, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1877, p. 584; id., Rothney, Ent. Month Mag.,' 
vol. xix, p. 34 (1882). 

Habitat : Barrackpore ; S. Andamans (Port Blair). 

Expanse : $, 2*62 to 3-00 ; S , 287 to 3-30 inches. 

Description : " Nearest allied to C. aoris ; differs in being less falcate in the forewtng t 
the male above having similar but more prominent black markings. In the forewing the 
transverse discal sinuous line is more erect, and in the female is less pointed at the angles ; 
the marginal double sinuous band is broader. Underside, darker in colour, the transverse 
pale lilac band broader on the /arriving and narrower on the /tindtcing ; this band is also 
much less sinuous on its inner border." (Moore, 1. c.) 

C. anjita is of course widely distinct from C. aoris, the forewing in the male being rounded 
at the apex or hardly perceptibly truncate ; in the female it is often distinctly truncate, but never 
to the extent that obtains in C. aoris. The colouration of the upperside in the male is also 
of a much deeper fulvous than in C. aoris. Comparing South Andaman males and a Sikkim 
male identified by Mr. Moore as C. rotundala, I can find no character by which to segregate 
them into distinct species. The females of C. anjira are extremely variable in colouration, 
some are deep tawny above, others coloured like the females of C. aoris. The colouration 
and distinctness or otherwise of the markings on the underside are even more variable. 

The remaining species of this group represent the genus in South India and Ceylon ; they 
lire restricted to those regions, and are the only species known to occur there ; with the single 
exception of C. suinhoei they are darker in tone than the North Indian and Indo-Malayan 
species, and their ground-colour is ferruginous not fulvous. In all the species the difference 
between the sexes in outline of wing is more marked than »n the northern species, the female 
having the forewing much more emarginate and consequently falcate than the male. They com- 
prise two groups distinguished by the form of the pale uscal band on the underside, and com- 
prise three distinct species all found both in South India and in Ceylon, and in each case the 
Ceylon specimens have the pale discal band of the underside much less prominent than in the 
South Indian specimens, especially in the males, thus forming more or less defined local races 
or subspecies, the Ceylon subspecies being best defined in the case of C. tkais and least defined 
in that of C. swinkoei. 

In the case of C. thais the Ceylon race has been separated by Mr. Moore under the name 
of C. cognata ; he also records C thais from Ceylon, but all the Ceylon specimens of this typ e 
that I have seen belong to C. cognata, and are separable from the South Indian C thais not 
only by the obsolescence of the discal band on the underside in the male, but by the much more 
prominent and uniform black border of the upperside- 
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In the case of C. tanka the Ceylon race only has been named, but there is in South India 
a local race which stands in precisely the same relation to C. lanka as C. thais does to C cog' 
nata, for which I here propose the name C. relata. 

In C. swinhoei the differences are less well-marked. I have specimens from Ceylon which 
are referrable to this species, but they do not appear sufficiently distinct to constitute a separate 
subspecies. 

411. Cirrhocliroa l&nfca, Moore. 

Cirrochrm lanka, Moore. Proc. Zoo!. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 557 ; idem, id., Lep. Cey , vol. i, p- 631 pl« mu < 
figs. 4, 4a(i3Bo) 

Habitat: Ceylon. 

Expanse: d\ 22 to 2$; 9 , 2$ to 28 inches. 

Description : "Male. Upperside bright ferruginous. Fore-wing with medial transverse 
black line, which is oblique in front of the cell, nearly obsolete hind ward ; marginal band 
black, traversed by an inner row of ferruginous lunules. the outer series being more or less obso- 
lete. Hindxving with the white spot on the anterior margin large, the median transverse line 
from it faintly defined ; the parallel row of black spots, outer and second marginal lines pro- 
minent. Underside dusky ferruginous, somewhat fulvous at the base, glossed with purple- 
(grey ; abroad transverse medial prominent purple-white glossy band ; indistinct lunules on 
.outer margin of wings with purple-grey borders ; black spots on hindwing prominent." 
(Moore, 1. c. in Proc Zool. Soc. Lond.) Mr. Moore also records it from South India. 

In Ceylon it occurs in the " Western, Central, and Southern Provinces ; plains and up to 
6,000 feet in forests ; flight moderately rapid, settles on the ground and on bushes. Easily 
captured" [Hutchison). 

I possess eight specimens, three males and five females, of C. lanka from Ceylon. The 
males differ somewhat in the depth of the colour of the ground on the upperside, and also in the 
width of the outer black border to both wings, the discal band on the underside is very obscure, 
but the comparative stiaightness of its inner edge at once distinguishes it from C. cognata. The 
females are also variable in the ground-colour of the upperside and also in the prominence of the 
discal band on the underside, though it is always much wider and more distinct than in the male. 
In two specimens it is slightly paler than the ground-colour and glossed with purple, in the 
other three it is silvery purplish-white. 

412- Cirrhochroa relata, tie n., a. sp. 

Hahitat: South India, 

Expanse : 2*5 to 3-1 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings bright fulvous, the disc crossed by a more 
or less prominent black line, much deflexed inwards at the third median nervule of the fore- 
wing, with the usual white spot placed outwardly against it on the costa of the hind wing very 
large and quadrate ; two submarginal lunular and a marginal straight black line, the two outer 
lines anteriorly widening out and amalgamating towards the apex. Fotcwing with the disco- 
cellulars defined by a fine black line. Hindwing with a discal series of six round black dots. 
Underside, both wings paler, a very obscure subbasal fine black line, usually with an extremely 
prominent pure white discal band, its outer edge very straight, its inner edge somewhat less so, 
and defined by a narrow fuscous line ; the marginal lines of the upperside but very indistinct, 
with a pale patch at the apex and inner angle of the forewing, enclosing two pale bands on the 
hindwing. Hindwing with the discal dots as above, but smaller and placed on an obsoles- 
cent diffused darker band, which is obscurely continued on to the forewing. Female. Upper- 
side, both wing 1 palei than the male, all the black markings more prominent, the disc beyond 
the medial black line on the forewing paler than the rest of the ground ; the outer margin 
highly emarginate, thereby giving the wing a very falcate appearance. Underside, both wings 
with the ground-colour more ochreous than in the male, markings similar, but the discal pure 
white band still more prominent, its outer edge defined with a somewhat broad deep purple 
line. Other markings as in male. 
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The above description is made from three males and four females from the Nilgiris, two 
males and two females from North Canara, and one male and two females from Travancore. They 
exhibit extremely little variation! the male differs from C. lanka in being larger, the ground* 
colour of the upperside paler, the outer black border much less prominent, and the discal white 
band on the underside being usually very wide and conspicuous. The female differs from that sex 
of C. lanka in the ground-colour of the upperside also being paler, and the outer black border 
less prominent One male from the Nilgiris and the North Canara example differ from the 
other typical specimens described above in being smaller, and the discal band of the underside 
very obscure. 

4*3- Ciirhochroa thais, Fabricius. 

Papilio that's, Fabricius, Mant. Ins., vol. u, p. 64, n 601 (1767) ; idem, id., Em. Syat., vol lit, part i, p 1491 
n. 456 (1793! ; Cirrochroa thais, Butler, Catal. Fabr Lcp. B. M., p. 116, a. 1 (1869) ; id., Moore, Proc, Zool. 
Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 557. 

Habitat : South India. 

Expanse : a 8 to 30 inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside, pale ferruginous, glossed with green 
at the base. Forrwing with a prominent medial transverse black line, which is oblique and 
zigzag in front of the cell and lunular hindward ; exterior margin broadly dusky black and 
traversed by a double row of ferruginous lunules, the marginal row obsolete at the apex ; a 
dusky streak lining the disco-cellular nervules. Hindwing with a large round white s;>ot 
on anterior margin, from which proceeds the medial transverse black lunular line, between 
which and the exterior margin is a parallel row of six small black spots, two dusky lunular 
lines and a third outer line. Underside pale ferruginous brown in male, brown in female, 
with a transverse medial irregularly deutated purple-white glossy band on both wings, the outer 
margin of the band being straight, and the dentations disappearing towards anal angle of hind- 
wing ; transverse row of black spots on hindwing smaller than on upperside, marginal dusky 
lunules hardly visible." 

" Aoie. — The above is the description of the insect which, according to Mr. Butler's deter- 
mination, is the C. thais of Fabricius." (Moore, 1. c.) 

I possess one male of this species from Calicut, three males from Travancore, three malei 
and one female from North Canara, and one male and four females from the Nilgiris. They 
show but little variation, and differ from the Ceylon form of C. thais (C. cognata) in being larger, 
the outer margin of the fore wing more emargiuate, and the black markings on the outer border 
far less prominent especially on the hindwing, in the colouration of the ground of the upperside 
being usually paler, the discal white band on the underside nearly always prominent and highly 
dentate in both sexes, in one Nilgiri male specimen only is it obscure ; in C. cognata it is never 
nearly as prominent and usually quite obsolete. The female is also paler above and the black 
margin less prominent, the forewing more deeply emarginale, the discal band below also more 
distinct. Messrs. Butler and Moore (Cat. Fab. Lcp. and Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond. 1872) give 
C. thais from Ceylon, the description above applies best, however, to the South Indian form. 

414 Cirrhochroa cotmata, Moore. 

Cirrockroa cognata. Moore, Lep. Ccy., vol. i, p. 64. pi. «xii, figs. 3, yx, male; 3*. larva (uid/w/n; 
C. thais, Moore (nee Fabricius), id., p. 63, pi. xxxii, figs, it, ia,Jci*<ale {1881). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse j 20 to 30 inches. 

Description : Male. " Upperside differs from C. thais in the forewing being shorter, 
thcapex broader and not falcated ; medial sinuous line indistinct, the marginal black band nar- 
rower and traversed by a row of dentate spots, hindwing with a small white costal spot ; the 
discal transverse markings similar, but the outer marginal line blacker. Underside dark fer- 
ruginous, the medial transverse band narrower, less defined, and in some specimens nearly 
obsolete. " 

" Larva pale purplish-b:-own, yellowish beneath ; head yellow, spotted in front with 
black ; with two dorsal rows of long delicate branched spines and two lateral rows of shorter 
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spines, a similar spine projecting on each side of the head from second segment. Pupa pale 
bluish-purple, spotted with black, with lengthened dorsal tubercles and two longer tubercular 
processes projecting from front of thorax ; head cleft." {Moore, 1. c.) 

The above description is that of C. cognata. Mr. Moore does not state what sex he is de- 
scribing, but from the outline of the wings he has evidently figured a male. He also records C. 
tkais from Ceylon and describes both sexes as below, but figures a female only. 

" Male and female. Upperside pale ferruginous, glossed with green at the base. Fort- 
wing with a prominent medial transverse black line, which is oblique and zigzag in front of the 
cell and lunular hind ward ; exterior margin broadly ferruginous-black and tiaversed by a ferru- 
ginous sinuous line ; a dusky streak lining the disco-cellular nervules. Hindwin* with a large 
quadrate white spot on anterior margin, from which proceeds a medial transverse black lunular 
line ; a discal row of six small black spots, two submarginal lunular lines and a third outer 
line. Underside pale olive-brown in male, ferruginous- brown in female ; wilh a transverse 
medial irregularly dentated purple-white glossy band on both wings* the outer margin of the 
band being straight and the dentations disappearing towards the anal angle of hindwmg ; a 
transverse row of black spots on kindwing smaller than on the upperside ; marginal lunular 
lines indistinct and suffused with glaucous-purple. Expanse : $, 275; ° . 2*25 inches" 
{Moore, 1. c.) The above given dimension for the female is probably incorrect, that sex averages 
larger than the male. 

I have but little doubt that the descriptions above of C. cognata and C. tkais apply to one 
species only, as it appears from the former that Mr. Moore was unaware of the fact that the 
falcation of the forewing is a sexual and not a specific character in this group of Cirrkochroas, 
and I can find no character by which to separate the Ceylon specimens into two species. 

C. cognata, judging from the large number of specimens that have been sent me, is 
by far the commonest species of the genus occurring in Ceylon. It is recorded (of C. tkais) 
that it have been " taken at Galle and Kandy" ( Wade), and (of C. cognata) that it is 
*'a low country insect, found chiefly in the interior" ( Macfai'ood). The males have the discal 
band of the underside usually quite as obscure as in C. lanka, but with the inner edge highly 
irregular and dentate, and the black outer border of both wings on the upperside very broad. 
The female is paler ferruginous than the male, the discal black line on the upperside much more 
distinct, the costal white spot of the hindwing much larger and quadrate ; on the underside the 
discal band is always wider and more prominent, but is somewhat variable ; in some specimens 
it "is comparatively obscure, in others very prominent and highly dentate, in others again less 
prominent and its inner edge more regular, but always far less regular than in the same sex of 
C. lanka. The outer edge of the discal band is usually defined by a purple line, which in 
some examples is outwardly broadened out into a diffused band. 

415- Cirrhochroa swinhoei, Butler. 

Cirrochraa sivinhoti, Butler, Proc. Zoo!. Poc. Lond-, 1881, p. 604, n. 8. 

Habitat : Nilgiris, Wynaad, Trevandrum, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 2*2 to 2-9 inches. 

Description: "Female. Allied to C. tkais of Ceylon, but of a clear bright fulvous 
colour above, almost as bright as in C. aoris and C- mithila, the forewing more falcate than in 
C. tkais, the inner or discal zigzag line less strongly defined and more completely separated 
into <- shaped markings* the very irregular series just beyond the cell considerably more 
slender. Hindwing with all the markings less pronounced. Body considerably paler, the 
horax pale greenish. Underside stone-colour, with greenish and flesh-coloured tints, 
the basal area to the middle being flesh-coloured, the discal lines and outer borders washed 
with pale olivaceous ; the band across the middle rather paler than the ground-colour, but 
not white or silvery in the type specimen ; a diffused double pearly white spot at apex of 
forewing. Pectus whitish ; legs flesh-coloured." (Butler, 1. c.) 

I possess three males and four females from the Nilgiris. one male from the Wynaad, two 
males and one female from Travancore, and three females from Ceylon which I identify as 
belonging to this species. The colouration of all of them on the upperside is very pale fulvous, 
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in the males the outer border of the forewing on the upperside is somewhat wide at the apex 
enclosing four fulvous lunules, but rapidly narrowing towards the inner angle, the discal line 
on both wings is very obsolete, as are the three marginal lines on the hindwing. On the 
underside the tone of the ground-colour is very even and regular, all the markings are very 
obscure, except in one Travancore specimen in which the discal band (which has its inner 
edge always highly irregular and dentate) is white nnd somewhat prominent. The female 
is even paler on the upperside than the male, the markings somewhat more prominent, the 
discal band on the underside wider and usually moie prominent, in one Ceylon example it 
is outwardly bounded by a broad diffused deep purple band which on the forewing occupies 
the whole of the upper half of the wing between the discal band and the margin. Mr Moore 
does not record C. swinhoei from Ceylon, but the three female specimens I possess from that 
island must, I think, be placed under that specific name. 

416- Cirrhochroa fasciata, Felder. 

Atella fasciata, Felder. Wien. Ent. Monarch , vol iv. p, 236,0.83 (i860): Cimckroa fatci.tta. idciu, 
id., vol. v, p. 301, n 14 (1861) ; idem, id., Reise Novara Lrp., vol iii, p. 389, n, 567, pi. kHr, fig*. 9, id liSft;). 

Habitat : Mergui, Upper Tenasserim, Sumatra, Mindoro. 

Expanse : 18 to 2 2 inches. 

Description : •* Wings widely-dentate. Uitkrsidr brownish-fuscous, with a narrow 
common discal fascia extending from the fust median nervulc of the forewing to the nna 
angle of the hindwing, lutescent [yellowish]. Forewing with a subcostal spot, a submacular 
external fascia, and six posterior lunules, lutescent [yellowish], Hindwing subangulatc, 
with a posterior fascia inwardly marked with six blatk spots and six elongate submnrginal 
lutescent lunules, separated by a streak, with an obsolete marginal concoloutous line Vnver- 
sidk pale yellowish-brown, with the fasciae of the upperside much paler, f'ertwms with a 
black spot near the inner angle." (Felder 1. c. in Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv.) 

This is a very distinct species, possessing alone in the genus the curious secondary male 
characters given at page to8. The female differs from the male only in not having these male 
marks, The colouration of the upperside is blackish, thickly irrorated with ochreous scales. 
There is a common discal band broken between the third median and lower discoidal nervules of 
the forewing, beyond which is a maculated band inwardly marked with six round black spots 
on the hindwing, and one black spot at the inner angle of the forewing. asubmarginal series of 
lunules between the veins and an indistinct marginal line all pale clear ochreous. The underside 
is much paler throughout, but is similarly marked, the forewing has the round black spot near the 
outer angle, with sometimes a smaller one above it in the first median interspace very prominent. 

Dr. Anderson took two males and a female in the Mergui archipelago during the winter 
months ; there are specimens in Major Marshall's collection taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
April in the Upper Thoungyeen forests, the Donat range and at Muawaddy, Kankarct, all in 
Upper Tenasserim. 

Beans 64.-FSETOEItaOLXS, Felder. (Plate XXIII). 

Pssudergolis, Felder, Reise Nuvara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 404 (1867). 

" Antenna, rather long, beneath scarcely annulaled, terminating gradually in a rather 
narrow club. P"lfii, as in section hedonia of Precis, but a little shorter and stouter. JYingj, 
with the discoidal cells slenderly closed. Forewing, with the discal *' geniculum" * greater 
than in P. hedonia and its allies, with the second subcostal nervule a little more distant from 
the end of the cell, the third given off in the middle of the wing. Hindwing, with the 
discoidal nervule more distant from the lower subcostal nervule than in Precis, General 
appearance scarcely different from Ergolis." [Felder, 1. c.) Only two species are known. 

The type of the genus is P. avesta from Celebes, a species very closely allied to but larger 
than the Indian P. wedah. Structurally Pseudet golis is very nearly allied to Precis, but may be 
at once distinguished from it by the discoidal cells of both wings being slenderly but distinctly 
closed ; on the other hand in colouration and general style of markings it more nearly resembles 
Ergolis, being a ferruginous insect on the upperside with several dark sinuous transverse lines j 

* Probably the bead in the lower disco-cellular nervule U meant 
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it may of course be distinguished from Ergolis by the costal MTfSU of the forewing not being 
dilated at the base. The Indian species, the only other one known besides the type, is appa- 
rently confined to the Himalayas and the tracts east of the Bramaputra. 

417. Pieudergolia "wedah, Koiiar. (Plate xxiii, fig. 109 $). 

Ariadne wedah, Kollar, in HOgel's Kasctunir, vol. iv, pt. a, p 437, n. i [1848) J Pxevdergolis wedah, Moore, 
Proc. Zool. Soc- Lood., i88a, p. 840 ; PhkO veda, Kirby, fljn. Cat. Dinrn. Lep., p. 191, n »7 Wl 1 } > prg f** 
ham, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat Lep. Mus E. I. C , vo'. i, p- 143. «■ 29'. P* i"«> "B- * (* 8 57) : ldtin . id -. 
Anderson's Anat. and Zool. Researches, p. 923 [1878}. 

Habitat : Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Chittagong, Burma, 

Expanse : 22 to 2-6 inches. 

Description. " Uppkrsidk golden-brown, darker on outer margins. Both wings with 
three narrow transverse black bands on the anterior half, the outer band on the hindwing 
being zig-zagged, with a parallel row of small black spots between the outer and middle 
bands ; within each discoidal cell are two narrow and rather square-shaped spaces, those 
on the hindwing being the narrowest. Underside dull brown, marked as above, with deep 
brown, but the two inner bands broad, the outer very narrow ; on the hindwing, above the 
marks, within [above] discoidal cell, is a narrow brown mark ; tlie outer margins are also deep 
Ibrown." {Moore, 1. c.) On the underside this species is more or less, especially on the outer 
margins, glossed with pale violet. The FEMALR'differs fiom the male only in being somewhat 
paler. 

In the N.-W. Himalayas and in Sikkim I have always met with this species near water. 
It occurs at Shillong in May ; Mr. H. M. Parish has taken it in the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
in November; Captain C. T. Bingham has taken it in October in the Donat Range, Upper 
Tenasserim, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens obtained by the Yunan 
expedition. It is not a rare species where it occurs, and has a very pretty soaring flight, and 
usually settles with wide outspread wings on the upper surface of a leaf. 

The figure is taken from a male Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both upper and underside. 

Oenus 65.— STIBOCHIONA, Butler. (Plate XIX). 

Stibochiotta, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 614. 

" Allied to Diadema [ = Hypolimnas] alimena, but differing from it, from Apatura, and from 
Adolins\~* Euthalia] in having the discoidal cells of both wings distinctly closed, the middle and 
lower disco-cell ulars of forewing forming a continuous arch, the upper disco-cellular of hindwing 
obliquely arched, the lower a little longer than the upper, slightly arched, and meeting the 
median nervure somewhat obliquely at the origin of the second and third branches. Colours 
intermediate between Adolias [ = Euthalia} cocytus and Diadema [ = Byjtolimnas} alimtna. 
Typical species, S. coresia, Hiibner." {Butler, 1. c.) 

This is a genus of very small extent, but two species being known, one occurring through- 
out the Himalayas from Kulu to Assam, the other in Sumatra and Java. The colouration 
of the Indian species is very deep blue, with a few lighter blue and white spots and 
markings. The wings are very evenly rounded, and the sexes very slightly differentiated. 

4^8. StlboChiOUft nlcea, Gray. (Plate XIX, Fig. 816*). 

Adolias m'cea. Gray, Lep. Ins. Nepal, p. 13, pi. xii, fig, 1 (1846); id., Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new 
series, vol. v, p. 83, n. 45 ^859) ; StibochiotM nicea, Butler. Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 614, n. r ; Adolias 
dolofe, Felder, Wicn. Ent- Monatsch., vol iii, p. 184, n. 8(1859). 

Habitat: Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam. 

Expanse: 6*, 2-25 to 2-75; $ ,275 to 310 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside velvety-black. Forewing with a marginal, short 
submarginal, and a shorler third row or small white spots, the marginal row bounded 
inwardly by a row of small indistinct blue spots ; also indistinct blue marks within discoidal 
cell. Hindwing with a marginal row of black spots encircled with blue inwardly, and with white 
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outwardly ; [within which is a lunular blue hne becoming obsolescent towards the apex]. Cilia 
white- Underside brown-black. Forrwing as above [but all the markings more prominent). 
ffindwing with marginal row of white lunulated spots, and a submarginol row of minute white 
dots. [A discal angulated series of bluish-white spots, with some bluish markings in and about 
the cell]. Female. Uppersids marked as in male, but washed with olive-green, the marginal 
row of encircled spots of kind-wing larger, and with a submarginal narrow greenish line. 
Underside with the three rows of white spots on foreiving extending to posterior margin. 
On the hiniwing the marginal row of lunulated spots are larger, and there is a submarginal 
row of white spots, also a third inner row of bluish-white spots-" (Aftwre, I.e.) 

Mr. Hocking took this species in the Kangra Valley, and states that it " flies like PapMo 
pammon t following the line of a hedge and passing in and out between the bushes." 
Mr. A. Graham Young has taken it in the Kulu Valley, I met with it in August below 
Kotgarh, fifty miles north of Simla, and Mr. Templeton has taken it in Masuri. It is common 
in Sikkim, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Sylhet, Cherrapunji, Naga 
Hills, Sibsagar (5. E. Peal), and examples brought by the Dafla Expedition. It is a very 
pretty insect on the wing, has a quick flight, Dut settles often, always with wings widely 
distended, and frequently on the underside of a leaf. 

Mr. Butler (1. c.) records a variety from Northern India, with the following description :— 
*' Variety. Male smaller, with the spots distinctly green not blue." I have seen no male specimen 
answering to the above, but the spots on the margin of the uppcrside in the female arc of a 
green rather than of a blue tint. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim example in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Genua 66.— EYPOLIKNAS, Hubner. (Plate XX).

•' Body, moderately robust, wings large, those of the male generally more brilliantly coloured 
than those of the female ; head and neck often marked with small white spots. Head, 
moderately large, with a frontal tuft nearly reaching to the tip of the second joint of the 
palpi. Eyes, prominent, naked. Palpi, porrected, rather more than twice the length of 
the head, ascending obliquely, but scarcely elevated above the level of the middle of 
the eyes, rather flattened beneath, scaly ; the scales lying flat except at the base, beneath 
which they are slightly elongated, and also near the middle of the upperside of the second 
joint, where there is an elongated tuft of white scales, and another near the tip within, which 
causes the apical joint to be as wide apart as the space between the eyes ; the terminal 
joint is elongate ovate, slightly pointed at the tip, and about one-fourth of the length of 
the second joint. Antenna, short, scarcely above three-fourths of the length of the body, 
and not half the length of the wings, slender, slightly curved ; terminated by a distinct, rather 
small club, not occupying more than one-fifth of the length of the antennae. Club obovate, 
terminated by a very minute acute point. Thorax, moderately robust, hairy, especially on 
the metathorax ; neck short, marked with small white spots; wings large- Fokkwing, sub- 
trigonate. Costal margin much arched ; apex not regularly rounded ; outer margin about three- 
fourths of the length of the costa, angulated below the apex, emarginate below the angle ; 
margin slightly scalloped ; inner margin slightly concave, about the same length as the costa. 
Costal nervure extending beyond the middle of the costa; subcostal nervure with its first 
branch arising about one-fourth [less than one-third] from the base of the wing ; second branch 
arising at a little distance beyond the first, and before the anterior extremity of the discoidal 
cell ; third branch arising at about [before] two-thirds of the length of the wing, and extend- 
ing to the tip ; fourth branch, arising [less than] half way between it and the apex, and 
reaching the outer margin at a little distance below the apex, the terminal portion of the

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vein slightly dcflexed. Upper disco-cellular nervals very short, almost obsolete, arising from 
the subcostal at about [more than] one-third of the length of the wing ; middle disco-cellular 
short, curved obliquely outwards; lotver disco-cellular slightly curved, about three times 
as long as the middle one, and uniting with the third branch of the median nervure at a 
little distance beyond its origin, closing the discoidal cell at a little more than one-third of 
the length of the wing ; the third [median] branch is considerably curved beyond the discoi- 
dal cell. Hindwisg, broad, nearly rounded ; costal margin much arched ; outer margin some- 
what longer than the costal, rounded, and scalloped. Pracostal nervure curved outwardly. 
Costal nervure much curved, extending to the outer angle. Subcostal nervure branching at about 
one-fifth of the length of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule arising very close to the 
base of the subcostal branch ; lower disco-cellular arising at about the same distance from 
the base of the upper disco-cellular, curved, and united with the median nervure exactly 
at the origin of its third branch, closing the discoidal cell. Forelegs, of the male short and 
pectoral, scaly ; femora clothed beneath with rather long scaly hairs ; tibia and tarsus 
scaly, the tibia slightly curved, the tarsus not more than one-third of the length of the tibia, 
elongate-ovate, exarticulate. Of the female considerably larger ; femur and tibia similarly 
clothed ; tarsus scaly, more than two-thirds of the length of the tibia, distinctly articulated, 
the basal joint occupying nearly three-fourths of the whole tarsus, with two strong spurs at 
its tip beneath ; second, third, and fourth joints very short, obliquely truncate, spined beneath 
at the tip ; fifth joint minute, but with similar spines Hindlkgs, rather long, scaly; tibia 
with two rows of short spines, and rather long tibial spurs ; tarsi with several rows of shorter 
spines beneath and at the sides ; claws moderate." 

"Larva cylindrical; head with two erect spines, each of the following segments with 
several shorter spines. Pupa robust ; hunched oo the back ; abdomen-case spined." (IVtst- 
wood, 1. c.) 

Mr. Wallace, in monographing the genus in 1869, wrote : " Two of the commonest species, 
Diadema [= Hypdimnas\ bolina, Linnaeus, and D. viisippus, Linnseus, have an immense range, 
from Australia and the Pacific to India and Africa, but no other species of the restricted genus is 
found in continental India, and all but two are inhabitants of the A ustro- Malayan region, which 
we may therefore look upon as the probable birth-place of the group. This genus, and those 
which have been separated from it, furnish us with examples of almost all the anomalies of 
variation. Some species present an amount of variation perhaps greater than any to be found 
among butterflies ; others scarcely vary at all. The sexes are, in some species, absolutely with- 
out a feature of their colouration in common ; in others, they are hardly distinguishable. In 
a large number of species there is the most wonderful mimicry of other groups, so that they 
have been mistaken for Danaida: and Acr&ida:, and there is, perhaps, nothing more striking 
than the accurate manner in which some African species imitate the striped and spotted Acroa, 
which inhabit the very same districts. In the Eastern islands the protective mimicry has 
sometimes caused the usual sexual characters to be completely reversed, which has led to 
confusion in the determination of the species." {Wallace, 1. c.) 

The males of the two Indian species are among the most beautiful of butterflies, being black 
on the upperside, with a large pale-centred patch of resplendent irridescent purple on each 
wing, this colour, however, being quite invisible when seen from behind, though it is most bril- 
liant when seen in front, i.e., with the head of the insect turned towards the observer, " in 
which position, as Dr. SchuUe remarks, the male would be seen by the female when approach- 
ing her," as Mr. Darwin has quoted. The two Indian species occur abundantly throughout 
the country, and in the hills are met with up to 6,000 feet at any rate.

Habitat : Throughout India, Ceylon, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, the Malay peninsula, 
Siam, Sumatra, Java, Australia.

Description ; " Malr. Uppkrside very dark indigo-blue. F*rtm*fmth a. large elongate 
and macular white spot at [beyond] end of cell, margined with bright bluish, commencing near tht; 
upper dtscoidal nervule and terminating near the second median nervule ; two or three small sub- 
apical white spots divided by the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules ; and sometimes followed 
by a few minute submarginal whitish spots placed between the nervules. fJindwing with a 
large medial white spot, broadly and irregularly surrounded by pale bluish, which commences 
on lower half of cell, and is bounded by the upper subcostal and the first median nervules: 
a series of minute and frequently subobsolete submarginal white spots placed between the 
nervules. Cilia of both wings alternately white. Underside dark olivaceous- brown. Forewing 
with the white markings as above, but with the large macular spot at [beyond] end of cell almost 
extending to costa, not prominently margined with bluish, and followed by a small pnle spot be- 
neath the second median nervule ; submarginal spots distinct, one on each side of first median 
nervule largest and bluish ; a pale lunulate submarginal fascia and a similar but more linear 
marginal fascia, which are almost obsolete above the lower discoidaLneivule ; basal half of coslrd 
area minutely irrorated with greyish ; cell with three upper small and irregular white spots more 
or less surrounded with dart fuscous. IJxndivmg with a broad medial whitish fascia, com- 
mencing near upper subcostal nervule, where it is preceded by a subcostal spot, and terminating 
near anal angle (this fascia is variable both in size and shape) ; a submarginal scries of small 
bluish white spots placed between the nervules, followed by a submarginal series of greyish 
subcorneal spots placed in pairs between the nervules; marginal linear lunular spots as on 
forewing. Cilia as above. Body above dark indigo-blue, the head marked with a few pale 
spots j body beneath and legs more or less concolourous with wings ; the palpi beneath white, 
the legs beneath more or less greyish, and the abdomen and thorax with a few whitish spots. 
Female. Upperside dark olivaceous-brown. Forewing with a few small bluish subcostal 
spots above cell ; a transverse blue macular fascia beyond end of cell (corresponding to the 
white fascia of malel ; a submarginal series of white spots placed between the nervules, the 
two uppermost of which are largest and contiguous, followed by a submarginal and marginal 
series of waved and linear greyish spots, between which the colour is somewhat paler. Hindtving 
with a submarginal series of greyish spots placed between the nervules, followed by a series of 
subcorneal spots of the same colour, which are placed conjointly in pairs between the nervules ; 
marginal spots as on forewing, but more lunulate. Cilia of both wings alternately greyish. 
Underside brownish ochraceous. Forming with the marginal and submarginal markings as 
above, the macular fascia at [beyond] end of cell subobsolete and greyish j the basal half of wing 
is pale castaneous, with the costal area and cell marked as in male. IJinfwing with the margin:* I 
and submarginal markings as above, and the middle crossed by a faidt greyish fascia more or 
less coiresponding to that on the wings of the male." {Distant, 1. c/J 

" Larva purple-brown, head armed with two long erect branched spines, the segments with 
a dorsal row of three (tw-o only on the anterior and posterior Segments) long branched red 
spines, and three lateral rows of spines. Pupa thick, purple-brown, blotched with black; ab- 
dominal segments with stout pointed dorsal tubercles ; head obtuse, pointed in front, thoraic 
angular at top." {Moore, I.e. in Lep. Cey.) Surgeon-Major Forsayeth found ihe "larva

on a small herb with a purple flower. It somewhat resembled that of Junonia oiithyta t 
but the head is entire, of a red colour, and armed with two fleshy horns covered with 
short spines. The tody is also armed with similar processes. The pupa also resembles that 
of J. orithyia in form and colouring, but of course much larger in size, and has spinous 
projections along the middle of abdomem and dorsum of thorax.* 

Mr. Wallace writes (1. c.) : — " This is an exceedingly wide-spread and variable species. The 
male is tolerably constant, but presents three decided modifications, That which extends 
over the whole continent of India, is generally distinguished by a row of white points behind 
the blue and white spot on the hindwing, and the white bands across the wings on the 
underside are well marked. Those o( the Malayan and Polynesian countries never have 
the white dots, and seldom have the bands beneath so distinctly marked. In the British 
Museum are some remarkable specimens from the Philippine Islands, in which the male has 
the spot on the hindwing reduced to a mere blue gloss without any paler centre, so that in 
most lights it is invisible ; but without a large series from this locality it would be impossible 
to determine how far this is linked to the more ordinary forms by intermediate types." 
Regarding this latter point there are two male specimens in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, and several in my own collection, obtained by Mr. S. E, Peal at Sibsagar in 
Upper Assam, which agree with the specimens from the Philippine Islands referred 
to, in the character of the blue spot without white on the upperside of the hindwing, 
but although they are alike in this respect they differ in size and in the markings of the 
underside. Mr. W. C. Taylor has also taken a small specimen in Orissa, which shows but 
very faint traces of the white colouration in the middle of the blue spot ; in fact there are 
gradations from a perfectly uniform blue spot to others in which the white spot is fully 
developed. 

In India If. bolina is represented by several fairly well-marked forms in the male, but they 
are neither confined to particular localities nor constant in their characters, each form being 
linked to the others by numerous intermediate gradations. The female is much more constant 
comparatively, though it too shows variation in the extent of the markings, especially on the 
upperside. 

The typical male which was described by Linnaeus under the name bolina, and figured by 
Clerck" under the same name and by Cramer under the name auge s has on the upperside the 
patches white, bordered with blue ; the white central portion being untinted with blue in any 
light ; on the underside there is a prominent white bar or band on each wing, and the sub- 
marginal band of whitish spots between the discal dots and marginal lunules is obsolescent. 
This form, so far as I am aware, usually appears during the rainy season. 

Next there is a larger form in which on the upperside the patch on the hindwing is tinted 
or irrorated with blue throughout, but much paler in the centre ; and on the margin they 
frequently show more or less prominent traces of whitish markings corresponding with the 
border markings of the underside. The underside is very variable, typically lighter and 
more uniform brown, the white band on the forewing much reduced and irrorated with brown, 
the white discal band of the hindwing very diffused and obsolescent ; and the submarginal band 
on the other hand much more prominent and almost filling the entire space between the discal 
dots and the marginal lunules. The larger size, paler and more uniform colouration of the 
underside, and the absence of pure white markings, those on the upperside being irrorated with 
bluish, and those on the underside with brown, are the distinguishing chara.cteis of this form. 
As far as I am aware, it usually appears during the dry season. 

Again, each of these forms exhibits, but not commonly, a striking variety in which the 
patch on the upperside of the hindwing is uniform black, shot in certain lights with brilliant 
deep blue, but showing no trace of pale centering. These varieties are not casual isolated 
forms, but linked by numerous gradations in which the pale centering gets gradually less. 

In the variety allied to the smaller typical form there is a striking difference on the 
underside also, in extreme cases the white discal band of the hindwing and all the whitish

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markings on the border of both wings entirely disappear, except a white dot on the cilia in 
each interspace, and there appears a deep violet suffused patch on the disc just beyond the cell ; 
the ground-colour is darker throughout, and the discal white markings of the forewing though 
narrower are prominent. 

In the variety allied to the larger form the underside is less strikingly different, the 
markings are even more obscure and suffused as well as irrorated with brown, and the discal 
dots on both wings are more prominently tinted with violet. 

The female was figured by Donovan ami Drury under the name jacintha, and later on was 
described by Fabricius under the name avia. The variations of it, which are casual and in- 
constant, are mainly confined to the greater or less prominence of the blue macular fascia on 
the upperside of the forewing. and the greater or less prominence of ihe whitish submarginal 
band on the hindwing, in one extreme consisting of small conical spots in pairs between the 
nervules, in the other extreme these spots are greatly elongated, entirely filling the spaces 
between the veins, and coalescing with the discal spots towards the anal angle. On the under- 
side the females in all cases appear to correspond with the larger form, and not with the 
typical smaller form in style of markings. Mr. Moore in his M Lepidoptera of Ceylon" gives 
N. jacintha as a distinct species from H. bjfina, but remarks that the former "may probably 
be a seasonal variety of " the latter. 

H. boltna is in most parts of the country one of the commonest as well as one of the most 
beautiful of the Indian butterflies ; in the drier portions of Western Continental India it is rare, 
but even there it may occasionally be found in gardens. In the moister regions, particularly in the 
warm valleys and submontane tracts, it atvounds, and the flash of the brilliant purple as it opens 
and closes its wings while sunning itself on some flower or spray of foliage meets the eye 
at every turn. 

Mr. Hutler has recently described as a distinct species under the name of //. charybdis 
some specimens which I cannot recognise even as a distinct variety of If. bvlitta. He apparent- 
ly considers the larger form described above to be distinct and to stand as //. jacintha, but in 
this I cannot follow him. The original description of H. charybdis is appended for reference.* 

A closely-allied species or local race which has been described apparently from a single 
pair by Mr. Butler as H incommoda occurs in Malacca ; it is almost identical with the Javan 
species which has been identified as //. lasinassa of Lucas (jiec Cramer), the female of 
which presents the characters noted but is extremely variable (one form of it is figured by 
Cramer as P. prostr pitta). The description of //. incommoda is appended for reference. t 

In the Malay peninsula and archipelago several species of this genus occur which apparently 
mimic certain species of Euplcea. Two species of this group have been described as occurring 
within our limits, H. wallaceana (India ?), and H. intersttneta (Assam, Warwick), but the 
authority for the localities appears to be in both cases doubtful, and I am not personally 
aware of any instance of the occurrence of any species of this group even in Tenasserim.

This species appears to be one of the almost innumerable varieties of //. boltna.

"This form seems to replace H. bolina in Malacca; in some respects it approaches the Javan species //, 
merina" (Butler, I c.) J *"- 

Mr. Distant states (l.cfl that "The male and female typical specimens, which are contained to the British 
Museum, and here figured, constitute at present our sole knowledge of the species. " 
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I append descriptions of these species for reference, also of D. anomala* to which they are 
both evidently very closely allied.

Foraving with an oblong 
subapical white spot divided by the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules ; a large elongated white 
spot on disc passing [beyond] apex of cell, commencing beneath subcostal nervure and terminat- 
ing between the second and first median nervules. Hindwhig with a large irregularly rounded 
discal while spot, commencing on lower half of cell and bounded by the first subcostal and 
the first median nervules ; these spots on bolh wings are surrounded by bright but evanescent

" Diadema \ = Hypolimnas] anomata arTcr* the most remarkable case known among butterflies of a reversal 
of the usual sexual colouring, the males being always dull brown, the females glossed with rich blue. The 
reason for this exception to the ordinary rule is, 1 believe, to be found in the fact that the brilliant blue gloss 
Causes the fern >le to resemble or mimic the Eupiwa. miiiamiis, one of the very commonest butterflies of the East, 
and one thai beloiiijs to the pre-eminently protected group of the Danattla. The two insects frequent the 
same places, and the resemtlancc on the wing was such as to deceive myself, and it is perhaps owing to this 
cause that I captured so few specimens of this interesting butterfly Th»t protection which female insects 
usually obtain by betug less brilliautaud conspicuous than the males, is here given by exactly opposite means ; 
a remarkable proof, as it appears to me, that female butterflies would be more generally brilliant than they 
are, were not their variations in this direction checked, and eliminated by the danger they incur through it. 
It may be observed, that in the allied species Diadema. antiiort, the female resembles Eupioea climena (a 
common species in the countries it inhabits) much more than the male does. It also closely resembles 
Elymnias z'itellia, a species which has lung figured in our lists as a Diadema; and there is reason to believe 
that the Eurytetidee, to which Elymnias belongs, are themselves a protected group, though perhaps not so 
perfectly so as the Danaidte. " ( Wallace, 1. c.) 

Hypolimnas ■w.ill-ceana, Butler, Cist. Ent., vol. i, p. 157, n. 15 (1873). Habitat: India? Expanse: 
3*33 incites. Description : -'Male. Allied to I). antifope and D. al&ula; but stilt more like D. anomala, 
from which it differs in the absence of any blue gloss above, in the presence of three white streaks placed 
obliquely beyond the discoidal cell of the foreiving, and in the larger discal spots towards the costa of the 
same wing. Unukrsidk (in addition to the above distinctions 1 the submarginal spots of the forewing are 
more evident, and the whitish streaks beyond the cell of the kindwingaxK wanting " 

"Mimics Euplara kinbergi of Wallengren ; and was supposed by Mr Wallace to be the male of D. 
attomala ; the latter species, however is nearly alike in both Mitt, as evidenced by examples from Borneo 
now in the collection; and, were it not so, no advantage could accrue to the female over the male from the 
blue spot of the forewing since the supposed male is equally well protected in its brown dress by its resemblance 
to another species of Euplaa. " (Siller, |.c ) 

Hypolimnas intersttneta, Butler, Cist. Ent., vol. I, p. 157, n. 16 (1873). Habitat; Assam (Work- 
•wick}. Expanse: Male, 3-5 inches. Description : "Male Allied to D. wallaceana and to D- anomala, 
from which it differs in the absence of the blue shot on the uppersidh of the foraving, and the presence of 
a creamy discal band in the hindwing. interrupted by the nervures and imernervular folds Underside only 
differs in the greater length of the whitish streaks towards the abdominal area of the him tuhtg. 

'This species was considered by Mr. Wallace to be a variety of the male of D anomala ; it is, however, 
clearly distinct, and is a mimic probably of the female of E»pla,4 tticatkoe. " (Butler, I.e.) 
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blue. Cilia alternately greyish. Underside, /wvwmi^ with the Urge discal spot as above, 
but extending to costa. and more or less margined with fuscous, and before which the colour 
is pale costaneous. beneath it fuscous and beyond it ochraceous ; basal half of costal area 
fuscous, irrorated with minute bluish-grey spots ; cell with three upper white spots broadly 
and irregularly surrounded with black ; subapical spot as above, followed by a small spot 
on each side of lower subcostal [discoidal] ncrvule and a minute spot on each side of first median 
nervule ; two narrow submarginal bluish-grey fascia-, bordered on each side with fuscous. 
Hindwing reddish ochraceous, crossed by a broad white fascia, commencing at costal nervure 
where it is broadest, and terminating near the internal nervure where it is narrowest, and 
which is inwardly straight and anteriorly margined with fuscous; it is outwardly notched 
at upper subcostal nervule, and then rounded to submedian nervure, where it is somewhat 
prolonged towards anal angle, and there contains an angulated black spot, and also an 
irregular black spot situated between the costal nervure and upper subcostal nervule ; a basal 
black spot before the praxostal nervure, a submarginal series of small bluish-white spots 
placed between the nervules, and submarginal fascix as on forewing. Body above concolour- 
ous with wings, and with the head spotted with white ; body beneath fuscous, spotted with 
white ; legs fuscous, greyish-white beneath ; palpi {excluding apices) while beneath." {Distant, 
I.e.) 

Female I. Form (/*. diocippus of Cramer). " Upfeksipk reddish ochraceous. Forewing 
with rather less than apical half, beginning at base, gradually widening across apex of cell and 
narrowly terminating at posterior angle, black, containing a waved series of five while spots 
placed between the nervules, the first smallest and linear, the second and third subquadinle, 
fourth and fifth more or less rounded ; this series is preceded by about two small subcostal 
white spots and followed by a waved series of four small subapical white spots, the two upper- 
most largest ; two submarginal series of small bluish-while spots, not distinctly extending 
beyond the first median nervule. Cilia alternately greyish. Hindwing with a large medial 
black spot beneath the costal nervure, and a marginal black fascia preceded by some small 
paler and indistinct spots, and containing a series of lunate ochraceous spots placed between 
the nervules, bluish at anal angle. Cilia as on the forewing. Underside, fotewing as 
above, but with the apex beyond the transverse spots ochraceous and not black. Hindwing 
with the disc whitish ; a basal spot and a medial subcostal spot as in male, and a black spot 
at end of cell ; a broad white marginal fascia containing three waved black lines, and 
preceded by a series of small white spots." 

This form "affords one of the best and strongest examples of ' mimicry,' it being a true 
and startling mimic of Danais chrysippus, a protected species which is found with it 
in its different habitats, excluding America, where, however, it is evidently an introduced 
species. According to Boisduval, this resemblance is even found at first sight, in the 
larvie of the two species, which in Soulh Africa feed upon the leaves of the Oleander." 
(Distant, 1. c.) 

This form of the female is the most widely distributed, probably occurring everywhere 
with the male. I am aware of its occurrence in South Africa, Aden, Karachi, Simla, Oudh, 
Malda, Calcutta, North Canara, Bombay, the Nilgiris, Bangalore, TrichinopoJy, Travancore, 
Ceylon, Kalchall in the Nicobars, the Malay peninsula and Batavia. 

At Aden (Major Yetbuty), Ootacamund (c7. F. Hampton), and probably elsewhere in 
India a variety of this form occurs with the disc of the hindwing on the upperBide white ; it mimics 
the variety of Danais chrysippus named aldppus, which also has white on the hindwing. 

Female II. Form (P. inaria of Cramer). "This differs from the ordinary female in 
the absence of the black ground-colour [at the apex of the forewing], and the oblique white 
band, these parts being of the some ferruginous colour as the other parts of the wing." 
(Moore, 1. c) 

This form occurs less commonly than the other, examples of it have been taken in 
South Africa, at Aden, Karachi, Bombay, Rajputana, Oudh, Malda, Calcutta, Bhadrachallum, 
Madras, Bangalore, Ceylon, Java and Amboyna. Its model is an unnamed form of Danais 
dorippus in which the hindwing is entirely red. 
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At Aden this form also varies, examples occurring in which the hindwing is suffused 
with white on the disc, its model being the true Danais dorippus of Klug. This variety of 
Hypolimnas has been separately described by Mr. Butler as If, alcippoides* It occurs in the 
Victoria Nyanza, Africa, as well as in Aden. 

"Larva purple-brown, numerously covered with minute white spots, cylindrical, thickest 
towards the middle ; bead armed with two erect rugose spines, the segments with three 
dorsal rows of branched pale spines and three lateral rows of shorter spines. Feeds [in 
Ceylon] on Abutilon, Abelmoschus, &c." In Calcutta it feeds on Portulaca quadrifida, and 
Colonel Lang has reared it on Portulaca oleracea. " Pupa purple-brown, thick, abdominal 
segments tubercular, head obtusely pointed, thorax convex." {Moore, 1. c.) I can see no 
resemblance between the larva of H. misippus and that of Danais ckrysippus, although 
Boisduval is said to have seen some. 

H. tnisippus appears to be almost as universally met with in India as is Danais ckrysifpus, 
which is the model of the I, Form of its female. The apex of the forewing on the under- 
side being ochreons will at once distinguish the males of this species from that sex of 
H. bolina, though in size and general style of markings the small rainy season brood of the 
latter resembles it somewhat closely, but it always has the apex of the forewing black beneath. 

The figure shows the upperside of a male from Kulu, and of a female I. Form from 
Ceylon in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

"Head, rather broad, hairy. Eyes, nearly round, smooth. Palpi, porrect, slightly 
ascending, divergent, projecting considerably beyond the head : the first and second joints 
clothed with scales and long setiform divergent hairs; the third joint with scales, and more 
or less appressed hairs. First joint subcylindric, curved, about one-fourth the length of the 
second ; second joint slightly curved, much swollen beyond the middle, then narrowed towards 
the apex, which is truncate ; third joint very small, acicular, about one-fourth the length of 
the second. Antenna rather short, terminating in an abrupt pyriform club. Thorax, rather 
stout, rounded, oval. Abdomen, moderate, about two-thirds the length of the inner margin 
of the wing. Forewing, trigonate ; the costal margin rounded ; the outer about two-thirds 
the length of the costa, sometimes slightly concave, sometimes nearly straight, often rounded ; 
inner about equal in length to the outer margin, nearly straight. Costal nervure stout, ex- 
tending about three-fifths of the length of the wing ; subcostal slender, sometimes emitting 
its first and second nervules near together before the end of the cell, the third at less than half 
the distance between this and the apex, the fourth rather more remote from the apex than 
from the third ; sometimes emitting its first nervule before the end of the cell, its second [after 
the end of the cell] at about an equal distance from the first and third, its fourth nearer to 
the third than to the apex. Upper disco-cellular nervule very short, sometimes almost wanting ; 
middle curved inwards, longer [? shorter] than the lower, which is nearly straight, and 
anastomoses with the third median nervule at some distance from its origin. Hindwing, 
obovate ; the margins about equal, all rounded. Prgcostal nervure simple, slightly curved, 
directed outwards ; discoidal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal nervule. Discoulal cell 
closed by a slender disco-cellular, sometimes flexuous, sometimes nearly straight. Forelegs, 
of the male, fringed with long delicate hairs j tibia smooth, rather shorter than the femur ; 
tarsus shorter than the tibia, one-jointed, subcylindric, tapering towards the apex. Of the 
female scaly, slightly fringed with hairs ; tibia fully as long as the femur, smooth, slenderest in 
the middle ; tarsus shorter than the tibia, smooth, five-jointed ; the first joint twice the length of 
the rest combined ; the second barely one-fourth the length of the first ; the third one-half

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the length of the second ; the fourth transverse, three-fourths the length of the third ; these 
joints all armed at the apex with a short spine on each side, not covered at the base by any 
bunch of hairs or setse situated on the next joint ; fifth joint smaller than the fourth, transverse, 
unarmed. Middle and kikdlegs, with the femora and tibia of about equal length, the 
latter spined all round ; the lateral spines much the longest ; the spurs very distinct. Tarsi 
about as long as the tibia; all the joints nearly cylindric, spiny all round ; first joint nearly 
equal to the others combined, the spines below arranged in two alternating series ; second, 
third and fourth joints progressively shorter ; the fifth longer than the third ; all these with 
the spines of the lower surface arranged in two regularly opposed series. Claws, curved. 
grooved below. Paronychia, bilactniate ; the outer lac'mia rather slender, tapering, equal 
to the claw ; inner much shorter. Pulvillus, jointed, nearly equal in length to the claw." 

"Larva, cylindric, spiny, the spines verticillate ; the prothoracic segment always with 
at least two spines. Pupa, angular, tuberculate, the head mostly bifid." {Donbleday, I. c.) 

Like the genera fftslina, JVtptis, and Cyrcstis, Argynnis is divisible into two groups by 
the position of the second subcostal nervule of the forewing. The first, which contains alt 
the larger Indian species, has the " second subcostal nervule thrown off before the end of the 
cell, and the second joint of the palpi mostly much swollen." The second group contains but 
two species within Indian limits, which are of small size, and in general appearance are very like 
species of the genus Mditea, This group has the "second subcostal nervule thrown off beyond 
the end of the cell, and the second joint of the palpi not remarkably swollen." In the males 
of some of the Indian species of the first group the two lower median nervules and the 
submedian nervure are clothed for a portion of their length with modified hairs and scales, 
this "sexual mark" appearing on different veins in different species. 

The genus is a very extensive one, occurring in both the Old and New Worlds up to 
the extreme northern limit of vegetation : the great majority of the species belong to the 
PaUearctic and Nearctic regions, but a single species is found in the tropics of the Old World, and 
one is recorded from Jamaica, and several species from Chili and Buenos Ayres in the new. One 
species, A. niphe, occurs throughout India from the outer ranges of the Himalayas to Ceylon, 
also in Assam, British Burma, Java, Australia and China. AH the rest of the Indian species 
(except A. rudra which has as yet been found only in the Khasi Hills, and A. chiMrcni which 
occurs also in the Khasi Hills as well as in the Himalayas) occur only in the Himalayas, some at 
very great elevations. The species are all " more or less oi a bright fulvous orange, marked 
with black spots, arranged in transverse bands ; and, below, the same or similar spots are 
repeated on a rather paler ground, mingled on the hindwing, and at the apex of the forewing 
with silvery or pearly spots, sometimes also with green ; on the hindwing they are often 
shining green, splashed with silver. The larva; are always spiny ; the spines set round with 
numerous stiff hairs ; the prothoracic segment always has two spines, which sometimes are 
longer than the others. The general colour is brown or fuscous, with longitudinal bands of 
either a darker or pater hue. Some are bluish white, with longitudinal fuscous lines ; the 
spines being brown. The food of most of the species consists of some species of violet, but 
some feed on the bramble, nettle, some Crucifera and Papilionacca, and also on Anchma 
officinalis and Polygonum bislorta. Lying hid under the Jeaves the greater part of the day, 
they are difficult to find. The pupae are more or less anguJated, constricted across the back, the 
head often bifid, the abdominal segments furnished with a double row of tubercles on the 
dorsal surface. They are generally of some shade of brown, often marked with metallic 
spots. The pup* of the species composing the second section are rounder at the head, and 
altogether less angular than those of the first section." {Doublcday, I. c.) 

The key below is mainly based on certain structural characters of both sexes, the next 
division having been made on the colour and markings displayed. The males of the first 
five species in addition differ from all those which follow in having the " sexual marks" men- 
tioned above, this feature being absent from all the rest. It is to be noted however in the 
case of A- niphe that this character is only prominent in specimens from South India 
(the Nilgiri and Pulni Hills, and TravaucoreJ, it being barely traceable in Ceylon specimens 
or in those from elsewhere.

Habitat : Himalayas, Oudh, Assam, Burma, South India, Ceylon, Sumatra, Java, 
Formosa, China, Australia. 

Expanse : 21 to 37 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside bright dark ochreous. forming with black dis- 
coidal marks, a transverse discal zigzag series of six large sputs, two submarginal rows of 
slightly smaller spots an.l a marginal dentate line, Hi/tdma* with slender black discoidat 
marks and transverse discal spots, a submarginal inner row of small spots and outer row of 
broad conical spots bordered towards the anal angle by a blue line ; a marginal dentate line 
bordered by a blue line. Female brownish-ochreous on basal area ; markings broader ; 
apical area of /brewing with blue-black interspaces and obliquely crossed by a white band, the 
spots also bordered by blue. Underside, jorewing red on basal area, pale o=hreous and 
greenish at apex ; male with two apical series of white spots; female as above; other 
markings as on upperside. Hindwing greenish ochreous-brown, crossed by three black zigzag 
lines and a submarginal line broadly bordered by silvery-white ; a discal row of spots centred 
with silvery-white." (Moore, I. c ) 

Mr. Moore in his " Lepidoptera of Ceylon" has figured the larva and pupa, but has not 
described them. Mr. A. Graham Young has however furnished me with a description of the 
transformations of a Kulu specimen. 

"Larva. Headaudlegs black, body black, this colour, however, almost obscured by the 
orange-tawny markings. A broad orange-tawny dorsal stripe. Four straight horizontal simple 
black spines on head ; spines on pectoral segments black ; on abdominal segments pink, 
tipped with black ; on caudal segmsnts pink, faintly black tipped. Pupa. Head and wing- 
cases pale Indian red; ten pale metallic spots on back; abdomen dark pink ; spines faintly 
black tipped." The head ends in two well-separated blunt points ; there are a pair of spines 
anteriorly, another pair in the middle, and a third smallest pair posteriorly on the thorax, the 
latter being hunched and keeled, on the abdominal segments there are eight pairs of spines, 
the third anterior pair the largest. 

Of ail the species of the genus, A. niphe has probably the widest geographical range. In 
India it is found throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas, in Assam, and Burma. I have 
taken it at Agra in the winter, it occurs again in Bombay, the Nilgiris, Travancorc, and Ceylon, 
where it is "found in the hills from 2,000 to 6,000 feet, in the neighbourhood of waste 
grass-lands and swamps. Larva feeds on wild violet" (Mackwood). Colonel Lang writes 
of it: "Tolerably abundant in certain localities, 6,000 to 8,000 feet in the North-West 
Himalayas. The males seem much more abundant than the females " It has not been recorded 
from the Andamans and Nicobars nor from the Malay peninsula, but occurs again in Sumatra, 
Java, Formosa, China, and North Australia. The male may be distinguished from all other 
Indian species of the genus by the blue marginal markings on the upperside of the hindwing, 
and the female by the whole apical half of the forewing being purplish -black, crossed by an 
oblique white band intersected by the nervules. In South Indian specimens of the male the 
first median nervule on the upperside of the forewing is furnished for a portion of Us length 
with raised modified scales, this character being obsolete in specimens from other localities. 

Body robust ; fialfii a&cending, finely pilose, second joint long, extending to top of the head, third joint shun, 
pointed and naked ; legs sitnd?i ; anienme with a ihort spatulat club. Se.vts di»simjiiit. Type, A.nifhe." 
{Moo'e, 1. c ) 
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Mr. Moore has described an accidental variety or " sport" of A. niphe under the name of 
A. aruna. There is a somewhat similar but less heavily marked example from the Khasi Hills 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. A description of A- aruna is given below.* 

422. ArgTimiS rulra, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 755*). 

A. rudra, Moore, Horsfietd and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E I. C, vol. i. p. 157, n. 325 (1857) ; idem, id-, 
Proc. Zoo\. Soc. Land., 1S74, p. s6j, n. 22 ; idem, id., Anderson's Anat. and Zool. Researches, p. 924 (1878/. 

Habitat : Kashmir, N. India (Moore) ; Assam, Upper Burma. 

Expanse : 27 to 3-1 inches. 

Description: " Upperside bright fulvous, duller and slightly tinged with green at the base. 
Forcwing with the markings disposed as in A. childreni, but somewhat smaller, but with a mar- 
ginal row of small spots. Hindwing with the spots also disposed as in A. childreni, but with 
a margizial row of spots. Underside, foretoing fulvous-yellow, greenish at the apex ; the spots 
on the exterior half indistinct. Hindwing light green, palest on abdominal margin ; a ferru- 
ginous irregular band crossing the basal half ; an irregular more or less white line crossing from 
anterior margin near the angle to abdominal angle j also some white disposed from anal angle 
and enclosing the green colour, and thus forming a submarginal row ; along the outside of the 
white line some ferruginous spots, centred with white. Wings shaped as in A. laodice, which 
appears to be a near ally." (Moore, 1. c.) 

A, rudra is a very beautiful species, and is quite distinct from all the other Indian ones, 
though closely allied to the Eastern European, Northern Asiatic and Japanese A. laodice, Pallas, 
but is more heavily marked, and the outer margin of the hindwing on the underside not so 
distinctly vinous coloured. The male has the dark raised scales on the upperside of the fore- 
wing on either side of the submedian nervure and first median nervule for a portion of their 
length- I have not seen a female, but it will probably differ from the male only in having 
the ground-colour on the upperside somewhat duller, and all the black markings heavier, and 
In lacking the dark raised scales on the nervules. It is fairly common at Shillong in June, 
and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Cherrapunji, Sibsagar (S. E. 
Peal) t and others from Pousee in Upper Burma taken in March by the Yunan Expedition- 
I have 110 knowledge of its occurrence in Sikkim or indeed anywhere west of the Brahmaputra. 
Mr. Moore records it from Kashmir in describing the collection of the late Captain R. B. 
Reed, but it is quite possible that the specimen was obtained by exchange ; no other 
collector has, so far as I know, found it there nor in the vast intervening tract of country 
from Kashmir to Bhutan ; and if a species of this type were found in the western Himalayas 
it would more probably be the eastern European A. laodice than the Indo-Burmese A. rudra. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Shillong specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

423- ArjjYnnis children!, Gray. 

A- childreni, Gray, Zool, Misc., vol , i, p. 33 (1831); id., Lep. Ins. Nep., p. u, pi. xi, male (1846) ; A.

Habitat: Himalayas, Assam, Burma. 

Expanse : 3-1 to 3'8 inches. 

Description : " Wings fulvous, spotted with black ; the anal half of the posterior margin 
of the hindwing tinged with blue. Underside of the forewing with the basal portion 
crimson, spotted with black, an oblique medial band which extends along the margin to the 
posterior angle, and the apex pale green with two short white lines. Hindwing greenish- 
bronze with oblique silvery white bands, narrowly margined with blue on each side." 
(Gray, 1. c. in Lep. Ins. Nepal,) 

* A rgynnis aruna, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep, Mus., E. I C-, vol. i, p. 156, n. 322, pi. iiiff, 
fig 4, male (1857). Habitat: N.India. _ Expansb : 3*12 inches. Description; "Uppersidi, wings fulvous. 
Forcwing with a broad black patch in discotdal cell and between the nervules, and duller markings on the exte- 
rior margin. Hindwing having the whole space between the nervules posteriorly occupied with black, and leaving 
only small lunular markings on the exterior margin, the latter becoming bluish at the anal angle. Underside 
with the forewing broadly suffused with black. Hindwing with the basal half silvery, and with black marking* 
across the wing from outer to anal angle. Sbap . of wings iu> in A . nipke " (Moore, 1. c ) 
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Male : Upperside, both wings rich fulvous marked with black. Fetaving with two 
narrow sinuous lines across the middle of the cell, a spot beyond touching the subcostal but 
not reaching the median nervure, and two spots at the end, the lower the larger ; a twice- 
angled discal series of rounded spots, a spot below the origin of the fourth and fifth subcostal 
nervules, two submarginal series of rounded spots, a submarginal broad and marginal narrow 
line. On either side of the submedian nervure and the first and second median nervules for 
a portion of their length are placed raised modified blackish scales. Jfindrving with a streak 
at the end of the cell, a discal angular series of six spots beyond the cell, an inner submarginal 
series of five round spots, another series of eight spots beyond, becoming somewhat lunular 
towards the anal angle ; marginal lines as on the forewing. The outer margin from about the 
discoidal nervule increasingly to the anal angle and ascending the abdominal margin for a 
short distance is bluish-greenisb, which constitutes the most prominent feature of this species. 
Underside, forewing red, almost crimson in freshly emerged specimens, the apex at first 
ochreous, then greenish, crossed by two silvery lines ; other markings as above, but more 
prominent. Hindwing rich shining greenish ochreous, crossetl by numerous silvery lines and 
bands, defined on one or both sides with black. A subbasal band from the costa to the 
median nervure, below which is an annulated spot, a band from the subcostal to the median ner- 
vure crossing the middle of the cell, the disco- cellulars defined with a silvery line, another band 
from the subcostal nervure to the discoidal nervule where it merges into a broad discal band from 
the costa to the anal angle, from whence it extends up the abdominal margin ; the internal and 
submedian nervures and the first median nervule all broadly defined with silvery till they 
meet a cross silvery baud which extends from the internal nervure to the third median nervule, 
where it becomes merged in the discal band ; beyond this latter band is a series of obscure 
dusky spots with ochreous centres, a submarginal line, and two marginal ones divided by a 
fine black line, a similar black line on the margin. Ctlict of the forewing fulvous, of the 
hindwing white tipped with black at the ends of the nervules. Had and body thickly 
clothed with fulvous hairs. Female differs from the male only in the ground-colour of the 
upperside being much duller, dusky-ochreous instead of rich fulvous. No raised modified 
scales on the upperside of the forewing along the veins. 

A. childreni is the finest species of the genus occurring in India, probably in the world. 
It attains its largest size and greatest richness of colouring at Shillong, the species becoming 
smaller and less brightly coloured the further west it extends. I have taken it in 
Kashmir, Kulu, Simla and Sikkim ; it occurs in Masuri, Kumaon, Nepal, Shillong, the Khasi 
Hills, and Munipur, and it was obtained by the Yunan expedition. Colonal Lang states 
that it is " a North-West Himalayan species, frequenting grassy slopes near woods, open 
copses and gardens, 7,000 to 10,000 feet elevation. Flight bold and very fast. Affects Com* 
posite and Cruciferee. Not a very common species. " 

424. Arsryn&is pandora, Wien. Verz. 

Papilio pandera, Wien. Verz., p. 176, n. 1 (1776) ; id., Hiibner. Eur. Schmett., vol. i, figs. 71, 79 6793, 1794) ; 
figs. 606, 607 (1800—1823) ; P. cyttara, Fabricius, Gen. Ins,, p. 266(1777); id., Herbal, Pap., pi. eclxi, figH. i, 
a, male ', 3, 4, female (1798) ; ArgynnU cynara, Godart, Enc. Me'th., vol. ix, p. sag, n. 29 (1819) ; Vaftlio 
maja (recte mala), Cramer, Pap. Ex., vol. i, pi. xxv, figs. B, C,/er-tale (i77S)- 

Habitat : South-Eastern Germany, South Europe, Algeria, Western Asia, Gilgit, 

Expanse : 2-25 to 2-90 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside greenish fulvous. Forewing- with a pair of black 
bars crossing the cell near its middle, another broader pair at its outer end, with an oblique 
black line joining them ; a discal much angled band, a diffused subcostal spot, a series of 
seven even rounded spots, two submarginal series of oval spots, the outer series touching each 
other on the interspaces, the first and second median nervules for a portion of their length in 
the middle of the wing clothed with upright modified scales, which form a prominent ridge 
along that portion of the nervules. Hindwing more greenish, the disco-cellulars marked with 
a duplex black line, a discal irregular somewhat lunulaled line from the costal nervure to 
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the first median nervule, a series of five round spots beyond, a series of seven submarginal 
spots, the three anterior ones rounded, the rest lunular, a marginal series of joined lunules. 
Underside, forewing rosy red, the costa, apex broadly and outer margin decreasingly to anal 
angle pale yellow, the black spots at the apex on the upperside greenish on the underside, other 
markings as above, but more prominent. Hindwing deep green ; the costal lobe, a spot 
within from the base of the prsecostal along the costal nervure, a curved spot from the costal 
nervure to the point where the first subcostal nervule is given off, inwardly defined with black, 
a similar spot towards the end of the cell (all these spots often more or less wanting), a 
discal irregular somewhat narrow band, inwardly defined with black towards the costa, a series 
of five minute spots placed on round diffused fulvous patches, and a submarginal narrow line, 
all silvery, Female, Upperside darker than in the male, all the markings more prominent. 
Underside also with the markings more prominent, especially the silvery ones on the hind- 
wing. All the cilia fulvous. 

I am indebted to Mr. J. F. Duthie for a single male specimen of this species taken by a 
native botanical collector attached to Colonel Lockhart's mission, probably near Gilgit, on 
the north-eastern frontier of Kashmir. It has already been recorded from Turkestan,* and 
from Kou\d)a.-V The species should be known by its oldest name, A. maia, as Cramer de- 
scribed it a year in advance of Schiffermuller in the Wiener Verzeichniss, but as it has almost 
uniformly been known as A. pandora, I have retained that name- 

425- Arerynais fcamala, Moore. 

A. kamala, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cap. Lep. Mas. E. I. C, vol. i. p. 156, n. 324 (1857) ; id., Moore, 
Prog. Zool. Soc. Load-, 1S74, p. 267, 11, 20 ; A, cnitiia, Felder, Reise Nov., Lep., vol. iii, p. 30a, n. 574, pi. 1, figs. 
5, 6, male (1867). 

Habitat : Western Himalayas. 

Expanse : 270 to 2*87 inches. 

Description : " Upperside golden-yellow ; forewing somewhat dusky at the base, hind- 
wing tinged in parts with yellowish -green. Forewing with all the veins and veinlets deeply 
defined with black ; the black markings disposed exactly as in A. papkia [the " Silver- 
washed Fritillary" of England] but larger and duller, and in A . kamala the submarginal row 
of spots are less defined and continuous, rather forming a stripe than a linear series of spots ; 
the marginal row is connected between the veinlets by a narrow line. Hindwing with an 
irregular zigzag inner black band, then a row of five round black spots, and a submarginal row 
of seven linear-shaped spots (the anterior and third being smallest), also a marginal black 
line ; the angles and end of veinlets also black. Underside, forewing yellow, the markings 
within discoidal cell and about the disc as above, but the submarginal row paler ; none on mar- 
gin ; near the apex a green patch, containing three silvery-white spots. Hindwing beautiful 
metallic green, with a broad submarginal and inner band, and a series of marks about the basal 
half silvery-white, all margined more or less on one side with black ; between the submarginal 
and inner band some small spaces of yellow, and an indistinct row of reddish spots. Wings 
shaped as in A. paphia" ( Moore, 1. c.) The female has the base and inner margin of the 
forewing and all but the anterior margin of the hindwing on the upperside thickly powdered 
with dull green, the markings are similar to those of the male. 

This is a much smaller species than A. chddreni ; the colouring of the upperside is dusky 
ochreous like the female of that species, the outer margin of the hindwing concolourous with 
the rest of the wing, not greenish-bluish as in A. childreni. On the upperside of the forewing 
in the male the first and second median nervules only have the raised modified scales. The 
hindwing is much less deeply scalloped than in A. childreni. It is a fairly common species in 
Chini, Kulu and the Simla district in the late summer. Mr. Moore records it from Kashmir, 
where I found it the commonest species of the genus in June. Colonel Lang remarks that 
A. kamala is "abundant throughout a tract of 120 miles, at an altitude of 6,000 to 10,000

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feet, in the summer and autumn months, in the Simla district and Lower Kunawur. It affects 
open glades and the borders of forests, pitching on low shrubs, brambles, and banks of thyme, 
thistles, scabious heads, Sec." Mr. W. Doherty took it in the Pindari Valley in North- West 
Kumaon at 8,000 feet elevation. 

Dr. Felder has described A. etiidia as a distinct species ; it appears however to be only 
A. kamala. His description is appended.* 

426. Arsrynnia Jaiu&dova, Moore. 

A, jainadtva, Moore, Ent. Month. Mag-, vol. i, p. 131, wte (1864) ; idem, id.. Proc. Zoo!. Soc. Lond , 
1865, p. 49s, 11. 63, pi. xxx, fig. 1 ; idem, id., Scieii. Res. Second Yarkand Mission, Lep., p. a, n, 8 ; id., Butler, 
Ent. Month. Mag., vol. xxi, p. 66 (1884). 

Habitat : Upper ICunawar, Kulu, Kashmir, Ladak. 

Expanse : $ , 1*75 to 2-80 ; $ , 2*00 to 3-00 inches. 

Description: "Male. UTperside rich fulvous; markings black, forming with 
four discoidal streaks, the fourth double and closing the cell ; a transverse discal series of 
narrow lunulated spots irregularly disposed, but each joined to the other by being continued 
in a line on the vein ; a small suffused spot before the apex ; a second discal scries of round 
spots, a submarginal row of lunules, and a double marginal line. Hindwmg with a double 
mark closing the cell ; an irregular transverse discal series of lunules ; a second discal series 
of three round spots and an upper intermediate dot ; a submarginal row of Well-defined 
lunules, and a double marginal line. Ciiia pale fulvous yellow. Underside, foreiving pale 
fulvous, greenish yellow apically ; markings as above, except that those at the apex and 
the marginal line are pale green, the inner apical spaces being silvery white. Jiindwing pale 
green, yellowish across the disc and along exterior margin, basal and a transverse discal 
series of spots, and a marginal row of lunules, silvery white, those of the two former 
more or less with a black border, the latter bordered by a black marginal line ; a few 
rufous-brown spots outside the discal series. Female of a deeper colour; markings tlie 
same, but larger." 

" This species is allied to A. clara, Blanchard." (Moore, 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lonil.) 

M Aote.—Yery common in Upper Kunawur ; not appearing in Lower Kunawur. This is 
a companion to A. kamala, but only for some twenty miles of its furthest northern range, 
appearing first on the meadows of M Chini," 10,000 feet elevation, the finest village of Kunawur ; 
this and the next ten miles appear its head-quarters. I caught it, however, far to the eastward, 
on the bare, treeless, shru bless regions of the Zungcham river, in Tibet (an affluent of the 
Spiti). It flies from May to November." (Colonel A. Af. Lang, A' E,, 1. c.) 

" Mr. Elwes has frequently urged upon me the importance of the expanded fusiform 
patches upon the median branches in the males of many species of Argynnis, as probably 
constant and therefore valuable characters for the determination of otherwise nearly allied 
forms ; in this opinion I have no doubt he is right, and therefore I do not hesitate to regard 
Argynnis adippef (the male of which has two such patches on the foiewing) as perfectly distinct 
from A. jainadeva, in which these patches have not been developed." {Butler, 1. c.) 

• Argynnis cnidia, Felder. Habitat : Kulu, Pangi. Expanse : fj inches. Description : " Male, Uppkr- 
sid«, fore-wing fulvescent, the basal area yellowish-brown, hairy, a cellular mark, another at the extremity of 
the cell, a little band placed be'ween, a macular broken discal bant., a small subapica] band, a bent series of 
external spots, others submarginal, with the margin divided by a series of streaks of the ground-colour and the 
nervulcs blackish. Hindwing yellowish -brown, with a disco-cellular spot, a broken macular discal strig.i, 
external spots, others submarginal hent, and the margin divided by little streaks of the ground-colour much 
wider than in the forewing, all blackish, with obsolete fulvous spots in three series between these (the inner 
series short). Vkumrsiom, foreiving much paler, the spots blacker, trie apical margin greenish, with two or four 
silvery spots. Hindwing greenish, tinted throughout with fulvescent, the costal margin on the lobe, a basal 
fascia, another subbasal banded inwardly with black, a third very macular, a fourth wider and a fifth before the 
margin all outwardly banded with black, silvery, external obsolete silvery dots, widely circled with ferruginous 
and outwardly widely denned with fulvous. F*MALB : Uppersid> darker, the spots larger." {.Felder, \. c.) 

t Argynnis adippe, Linnaeus. "The male closely resembles A. aglaia. but the black lines along the 
nervures of the fore-wing [on the upfersideJ are thicker. Underside, Forewing brighter fulvous than 
in A. aglaia, with distinct^ silvery markings near the apex. Hindwing light yellow, with a fulvous tinge; 
spots well defined and silvery; between the hind -marginal and medial rows is a series of reddish spots 
with silvery centres; the inner margin is greenish, with a silvery gloss. Female brighter fulvous [than in 
A. aglaid\, and the dark markings are not so intense, neither is there the black shading towards the base 
of the wings found in that species. Expanse: 1*9 to «*a inches. Habitat; Europe, Asia Minor, Armenia, 
the Altai, and the Amur." {Lancia Butt, of Europe, p. 212). 
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I took A. jainadeva in several places in Kashmir in June and also in Ladak ; the latter owing 
to the scanty vegetation and dry climate are much smaller and lighter coloured than specimens 
from elsewhere. Kulu female specimens are exceedingly dark on the upperside, the 
ground-colour basally being fuscous tinted with deep vinous purple. As pointed out by 
Mr. Butler the male has no secondary sexual characters on the upperside of the forewing* 
though some specimens show traces of thickening on the first and second median neivules, 
A . adippe possessing this character to a greater extent. It does not appear to occur on the 
outer ranges of the Himalayas ; it seems to be confined to the inner ranges of the Western 
Himalayas at elevations above 8,000 feet. Mr. W. Doherty took it at Dhankri in Western 
Kumaon at 11,000 feet. 

427. Arffynais -vitatha, Moore. 

A. vitatha, Moore, Proc. Zool., Soc. Loud., 1874, p. 568. 

HABITAT ; Kashmir, North side of Rajdiangan pass and Gurais ; Gilgit. 

Expanse : 2-25 inches. 

Description : " Allied to A. aglaia ; markings similar but more prominent. Underside 
of hindwing with the whole of the space from base to the transverse discal series of 
silvery spots, as well as their outer bordered spots and marginal lunules, dark powdery 
green." {Moore, 1. c.) 

Through the kindness of Mr. J. F- Dulhie I have lately received three males and a female 
of this species obtained probably near Gilgit under the same conditions as the A. pandora 
mentioned above. They may at once be distinguished from A. jainadeva by all the markings 
on the upperside being much smaller ; the apex of the forewing, the whole basal area of the 
hindwing up to tbe discal serves of silver spots, also a series of spots placed outwardly 
against these latter, rich powdery green ; the marginal silver lunules also surrounded with 
that colour (assuming the form of lunules within). On the hindwing also on the underside 
there is no scries of rufous-brown spots with silver centres between the marginal and discal 
series of silver spots, nor a silver spot on the costa between the discal and subbasal series of 
silver spots as in A. jainadeva. 

A description of A. aglaia is appended for reference, A % vitatha being at best but a very 
slight variety of it.* 

428. ArjfynaiS Clara, Blanchard. 

A. claret, Blanchard, Jacquemont's Voy. dans 1' Inde, vol. iv, p. 30, n. 14, Insectes pi. ii, figs, a, 3 (1844). 

Habitat : Tihri Garhwal, North-West Himalayas. 

Expanse : 2*3 inches. 

Description : " Upperside golden-yellow, with small black spots arranged in transverse 
rows. [Underside], hindwing greenish-golden, with irregular basal spots and spots arranged in 
two rows, silvery." 

" Upperside orange-yellow, with the base of both wings thickly irrrorated with black ; 
the forewing has a kidney-shaped spot towards the middle of the discoidal cell, a little 
beyond a second comma-shaped spot, and at the end a third elongated spot ; the hindwing 
also has a black spot at the end [of the cell]. Both wings have three transverse series of 
spots, the first placed a little beyond the discoidal cell is sinuous, the second is more 

* Argynnis aglaia, t,innaeus._ *' Cilia black and whitish. Nervures of the forewing with black lines [on the 
uppBksidb] in the male.

of triangles resembling a festoon. Underside, /brewing coloured as above but slightly 
paler, as are also the spots, the apex slightly tinged with green, the marginal series of 
spots silvery, as are also some others near the second series of spots. Hindwing yellowish-green, 
slightly gilded, the black spots of the upperside silvery, rather larger ; in addition, between 
the marginal band composed of triangular spots and the band which precedes it 
there is a series of 6ve small yellow spots. B&dy blackish, covered with yellow hairs." 
(Blanchard, 1. c.) 

A. data is a very beautiful and distinct species. In BUnchard's figure the upperside of 
the forewing at the apex above the third median nervule has some- whitish streaks Viet ween 
the nervules, there are three spots in the cell, the outer and inner ones renilonn, two 
discal series, a submarginal dentate line and two straight marginal lines all black. 
Hindwing with a spot in the cell, two discal scries and the marginal markings as in the 
forewing, but beyond the dentate line there is a series of whitish or silvery lunules. Under- 
side, forewing paler than above, the spots smaller, the apex broadly whitish. Hindwing 
golden green, two series of subbasal spots, an elongated discal series and a marginal 
highly dentate series all silvery; beyond the discal series are five round yellow spots 
between the nervules. 

The exact locality where Jacqueroont took the type specimen is unknown, but Mr. J. C. 
Pyne who accompanied Mr. J. F. Duthie on a trip into the Garhwal Himalayas took several 
examples of A. dara "about the middle of August, 1883, on the side of a mountain 
called Phulaluaru in the Nila valley, the Nila being a tributary of the Dhagirdlhi or Ganges. 
The elevation must have been about 12,000 feet, and the locality in the territory of Tihri 
Garhwal." {Duthie in epis.) This is the only certain locality known for this species, 
which was rediscovered on this occasion ; these specimens are now iu the British Museum. 

429. Axgrmila ltrtfconia, lioaam,

Habitat : Europe, North Africa, Central Asia, Himalayas. 

Expanse : 1 7 to 2-4 inches. 

Description: Male. Upperside fulvous, with black spots ; forewing with the base, costa 
and inner margin, hindwing with the basal and abdominal area widely, mottled with darker 
coloured scales. Forgiving with a reniform spot enclosing a portion of the ground-colour, a 
transverse spot beyond and one closing the end of the cell. A discal twice-angled scries, 
with an additional spot towards the base in the submedian interspace ; a suffused subcostal 
spot ; a submarginal series of six spots, of which the three upper ones are small and round, 
the lower three larger and less regularly shaped ; a marginal row of lunules ; a black marginal 
band bearing a series of fulvous linear spots ; towards the apex this border in some specimens 
coalesces with the marginal spots, leaving three fulvous spots between. Hindwing with a 
spot closing the cell, three angled series of black spots in continuation of those on the 
forewing, the outer margin as on the forewing. Underside paler. Forewiug with the 
submarginal series of black spots pupilled with silver, a prominent silver spot within the 
uppermost spot of this series, and five apical marginal silver spots increasing to the third 
which is the largest Hindwing with a silver spot at the base just beyond the pra.*costal 
nervure, a very large silver spot between the costal and subcostal nervures, with a triangular 
one beyond reaching the interspace below ; two small silver spots towards the base of the 
cell, a very large one beyond extending beyond the cell, an elongated silver spot at the base 
of the submedian interspace, with anotherjsomewhat quadrate one beyond it ; two elongated

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silver spots below divided by the internal nervure. A small round silver spot towards the 
base of the first median interspace, a discal series of three silver spots increasing from 
the first median to the submedian interspace, a twice curved discal series of small dark 
spots with silver pupils and outer fulvous ring, a very prominent marginal series of sub- 
triangular spots, of which the first, fourth and seventh are smallest, the intermediate pairs 
of spots about twice the size. Cilia pale fulvous. The margin bears two fine dark ferruginous 
lines, and all the silver spots are more or less defined with black. Female similarly marked, 
but the dark basal ground-colour of the uppeiside distinctly greenish. 

"Moore seems to have followed Gray, -who followed Doubleday, in separating the 
Himalayan form from the European one [under the name of A. isaea\. I cannot find that any 
description of it has been published ; and I agree with Kollar in saying that it is identical 
with A. latkonia, though a large series of specimens seem somewhat larger and darker than a 
series from various parts of Europe." (£/uvj. I.e.) There are slight differences in the markings 
of the hindwing on the underside, European specimens being more uniform, but in my opinion 
these differences are not sufficient to constitute a separate species, especially as it is not 
known if they are confined to Himalayan specimens. 

This is one of the commonest Himalayan species of Argynnis, occurring in Simla almost 
throughout the year. It occurs as far west as Kashmir, thence eastwards to Sikkim, where, 
however, it occurs plentifully in native territory only, but has occasionally been taken in the 
station of Dnrjiling. Colonel Lang writes of it: "Very abundant in the North- West 
Himalayas, 5,000 to 8,000 feet. At all seasons of the year, even in winter, when snow lies 
deep on sheltered slopes, this insect may be seen on open sunny sites." 

43°< Argrnnis gemmata, Butler. 

A.gtmmata, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol, vii, p. 33, 11. 1, pi. i», fig. x (x83x) ; 
id., EIwss, I. c, p. 467 ; idem, id., IVoc. Zoo\. Soc. Loud., 1882, p. 404, p!. xxv, figs. 6, male ; 7, femah. 

Habitat : Eastern Himalayas, 

Expanse : 1*45 to i'93 inches. 

Description : UprERSlDE " fulvous, with the body and basal third of the wing* shining 
coppery brown ; wings with three transverse series of black spots, the first bi-angulated in 
zig-zag fashion on the fordoing, and simply angulated on the hindwing ; this series is placed 
just beyond the middle of the wings ; the second and third series united at their costal 
extremities near the apex [of forewing] ; a nearly marginal interrupted black line. Fornuing 
with thick black discoidal markings, much as in A. cashmirensis [ = A. fmfom]\ a subcostal, 
ill-defined, blackish, triangular spot between the first and second series. Undebsjue, fortunng 
paler than above, with smaller black spots, the basal area not brown, but uniform with the rest 
of the ground-colour, the costa ochreous towards the apex, and the outer margin and cilia 
spotted with the same colour ; an oblique apical chestnut-red stripe, margined internally 
by a conspicuous spot and a minute dot of silver, and bounded externally by an abbreviated 
submarginal series of six oval silver spots, which decrease in size at both extremities of the 
series ; the first two visible spots of the second series of the uppsrside greyish green. 
Hindwing' somewhat like that of A. myrina (but altogether brighter and prettier, with the 
central silver spot more as in A. latkonia), bright ferruginous, varied with patches of ochreous, 
the basal half occupied by about fifteen silver spots and streaks of various sizes and shapes, 
the two middle ones united and passing through a post-median arched series of sagittate 
silver spots ; a marginal series of large triangular spots, abdominal margin and the base of 
the costal margin silver ; all these markings are slenderly edged with black ; a discal series 
of dull green rounded spots with silver pupils. Cilia bright ochreous spotted with ferruginous : 
body below ochraceous." {Butler, 1. c.) A. myrina, Cramer, occurs in North America. 

Until lately A, gemtnata was considered to be a very rare species. Two examples taken 
by Major Charlton have been in the British Museum since 1852, which were captured some- 
where between Nepal and Thibet ; Dr. Lidderdale has also recently obtained a specimen. 
Its habitat is probably restricted to the higher elevations. 
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Mr. Elwes writes : " Of this distinct and lovely species I received a considerable number 
of both sexes, which I take the opportunity of figuring here, as n coloured plate is 
necessary to give an idea of its beauty. The *emalb differs from the male in having the 
base and posterior margin of the Jornoing grey, and the marginal spots pale outside ; the cilia 
also are pale-spotted, which is not the case in the male. This species must be very abundant 
at some localities, probably at a great elevation ; and it is just possible that A. a/tissima is a 
still more alpine form of it, analogous to MtiiUta amrima, var. WW opt, though more different 
from A. gemmata than M. merope is from Af. aurinia." ( £/uw, 1. c. J Mr. Elwes* and Mr, 
Otto Mailer's native collectors obtained this species in large numbers in Native Sikkira. 

43i- Argrxmis altissima, Elwes. 

A. aliissitnx, Elwes, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 403, pi, xjcv, fig. 8, 

Habitat : Native Sikkim or Chumbi. 

Expanse : 11 inches (one specimen 14 inches). 

Description : " Male. Upperside, markings generally similar in arrangement to those 
of A. gemmila ; but the row of spots on the exterior margin are usually whitish, the ground- 
colour is paler, and the cilia spotted with white. Underside, the position anil arrangement 
of the markings are very similar to those of A. gem main ; but all the silvery spots are more 
elongated and less brilliant, and the deep fulvous markings are almost absent." 

"A single specimen is at least a quarter larger in site than the olher nine, and has the 
wings broader and less pointed. In fact it has the appearance of a less alpine variety than 
the others, which, judging from the collector's marks, were taken with CE/uis pumiluS and 
Pamassius at a very great elevation. This species has a very distinct and peculiar appearance, 
quite unlike any other Argynnis." {Elwss, 1. c.) I have not seen a specimen of this species. 

432. ArsmnlS sipora, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 726* ?). 

A sipoia, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., 1874, p. 568, pL lxvi, fig. 11 ; A. baralacha, idem, id , 1883, 
p 342, pi. xi, 6gs- 1, lit. 

Habitat : Kashmir, near Gungabul lake, at foot of Haramook peak ; Zoji-la, Kashmir ; 
Baralacha Pass, Lahoul. 

Expanse: $, 137 to 180; S, V$ to 18 inches. 

Description : '■ Allied to A. pales. Upperside pale fulvous in the male, clusky fulvous 
in the female. Male. Forewing with Mack narrow short streak, two small spots [one above 
the other] and a recurved streak within the cell, a curved streak at its end, a dentate spot 
beneath, and an irregular transverse discal series of lunules beyond the cell; a transverse 
discal row of conical spots, a submargmal row of triangular spots, and a marginal line formed 
into less-defined spots, one being at the end of each vein, Hindu in g with two narrow 
streaks at end of the cell, a transverse discal series beyond, two outer and a marginal 
row of spots. Female, black markings broader, the submargina! row of spots on both 
wings large, and with pale whitish outer marginal border. Cilia white. Underside. Male. 
Forewing paler, markings indistinct, apex and exterior border yellow, streaked with 
red. fiindiuinq yellow, abdominal margin greenish ; a broad irregular subbasal and discal 
transverse red band, the basal band enclosing a pearly-white round spot within the cell and 
an elongated spot beneath it, the band bordered exteriorly by three pearly-white transverse 
streaks ; within the discal band the upper and lower portions are slightly streaked with 
pearly-white, and on the middle portion is a series of five blackish spots ; on the outer 
margin of the wing is a row of quadrate pearly-white spots. Female. Forewing dark fulvous, 
markings more prominent, apex and margin greenish, Hindiuing with the base and middle 
portion dark green, the subbasal and discal bands dark chestnut-red ; markings as in male." 
(Moore, L c.) 

Mr. Moore has described as a distinct species under the name of A. baralacha some 
specimens which appear to me to be inseparable from A. sipora. I have taken a large series 
of A. sipora in June and July in Kashmir and Lahoul, and find that the markings vary 
slightly, for instance in many examples the spots in the cell of the forewing on the upperstds 
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are reduced to one, while in others there are three ; the intensity of all the markings is also 
variable, I also took numerous specimens of a small Argytmis in July below the Baralacha 
pass at about 12,000 feet elevation, one of which now in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, was 
identified by Mr. Moore as A. baralacha % they differ from the single specimen from the 
Zoji-la, Kashmir, at about 11,000 feet elevation, taken by me a month earlier, and which from 
the locality should be A. sipora, in not having the discal series of spots quite so triangular or 
conical, but this is the only difference I can detect, and is barely sufficient for a specific 
separation even if constant. The species is nearly allied to the European A. pahs, but the 
ground-colour of the underside, especially on the hindwing, is not so dark. A description 
of A. baralacha is appended.* 

The figure (named A. baralacha on the plate) shows the upperside of both sexes from 
Lahoul examples in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

433- Arorraais jerdoni, Lsng. 

A. jerdoni, Lang, Ent. Month. Mag., vol. v, p- 34 (1868) ; A- caskmirctuis, Moore, Froc. Zool. Soc, 
Land., 1874, p. 267, n. 25, pi. xliii, fig. 4. 

Habitat : Goolmurg, Sonamurg, Chunpur ; all in Kashmir. 

Expanse : Wings, 1*5 inches. Body, '5 inch. 

Description : " Upperside fulvous, markings black. Fcretving, base, and interior margin, 
below submedian nervure, dark fuscous ; two spots (first circular, second lunular) within, 
and a streak closing, the cell ; a large spot below the origin of the first median nervule ; 
a transverse, curved, discal series of seven spots ; a suffused spot on costa at two-thirds from 
the base ; a nearly straight, exterior, transverse series of seven spots ; a submarginal series 
of lunules ; and a very slender marginal line, which expands into an angle at the end of each 
nervule. Hindwing the basal half dark fuscous, with a sinuous exterior margin j an exterior, 
transverse series of six spots ; a submarginal series of five lunules ; and a very slender 
marginal line expanding into an angle at end of each nervule. Underside. Forewing pale 
fulvous ; markings as above, with the exception of the fuscous of the base and interior margin, 
which is wanting, but is replaced by an additional narrow, lunular, basal mark within the 
cell. Hindwing fulvous ; base deep ferruginous, including a basal series of three small silvery 
spots ; a broad, curved, transverse, discal fascia (with acutely angulated black margins), silvery, 
white, except where interrupted by two yellowish- while patches ; an exterior transverse 
curved series of six small ocelli :; the sixth (near anal angle) geminated ; ocelli black, with 
minute white pupils ; marginal series of large silvery spots, each bordered interiorly with a 
narrow black lunule. Thorax^ abdomen, palpi, antenna, dark fuscous ; the latter with 
ochreous tips to the large, flat, pyriform clubs." {Lang, 1. c) 

I have carefully compared the type of A. Jerdoni which is in Colonel Lang's collection 
with specimens of A. cashmirensis so named by Mr, Moore, and can find no single charac- 
ter by which to distinguish them. I took a large series of both sexes of A, jerdoni at 
Chunpur, Kashmir, in June, which show slight variation in the intensity of the black markings, 
the paler ones agreeing almost exactly with the unique type specimen. Mrs, R. Bazett also 
took it in considerable numbers at Bayadmulla, 6,500 feet, and elsewhere in Kashmir at 8,500 
feet, in June. The description of A. cashmirensis is given below t for reference. 

* Argynnis baralacha, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 242, pi. si, figs. 1, ia. Habitat: Ladak. 
Expanse : i*6z inches. Description: "Male Upperside fulvous; lower basal area of both wines 
minutely black-speckled, Forcwing with a black recurved streak within the cell, a lunular streak at its end; 
a discal transverse zigzag series of broader streaks, two outer rows of small spots, which are indistinct at the 
apex, and a marginal, indistinct, dentated lunular speckled line. Hindiving with two less distinct and 
more slender cell-streaks, discal row of spots, two outer rows of spots (of which the inner row is indistinct), 
and a marginal speckled line. Underside. Forewing paler fulvous, with the cell, discal, and inner row of 
black spots as nkive showing very indistinctly ; the costal border, two streaks from the apex, and short X- 
shaped marginal marks being yellow . Hindwing yellow, with a very irregular transverse subbasal, discal, and 
a marginal fulvous-red band; the subbasal band bordered outwardly by linear pearly streaks, the discal band 
by indistinct pearly lunules, and the marginal band traversed by pearly X-shaped marks ; the discal and 
marginal bands more or less confluent ; a small pearly spot also within the cell." {Moore, I.e.) 

t Argynnis casJtmircnsis , Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874, p. 267, n. 25, pi. xliii, fig. 4. Habitat : Soona- 
murg, N.-E. of Kashmir Valley. Expanse: Male, 1*37 ; female, 1*62 inches. Description : "Male and 
female, Upi'EKside bright ferruginous, markings black and very prominent. Forcwing with the costa, base, 
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CtalTLS 68.-DI0H0nRAOlA, Butler. (Plate XIX). 

Dickerragia, Butler, Proo Zool. Soc. Lond., 1B6S, p. 614 ; Adolias, sect. 6, Felder, Ncues Lep., p. 35 (1M1). 

" Most nearly allied to Apatura (/?. ermt'nia), but differing slightly in the neuration, 
the discoidal cell of the hindwing partially closed by an interrupted and rather delicate lower 
disco-cellular nervule. In colouring the type more nearly resembles Symphcrdra cyanipardus9 
than anything else, which probably accounts for its retention in Adolias [ = Euthalia], 
Typical species Dickorragia nesimachus." (Butler^ 1. c.) 

Antenna very slightly more than half the length of the forewing. Forewing with the casta 
gently arched, outer margin slightly emarginate and waved, inner margin straight, about 
equal in length to the outer, first subcostal nervule given off near the end of the cell, 
second just before its end, third opposite the termination of the costal nervure, reaching the 
apex of the wing ; upper disco-cellular nervule obsolete ; middle obliquely inwardly straight 
for a greater portion of its length, then sharply angled outwards ; lower at first straight, 
upright, then angled outwards, joining the median nervure a little beyond the origin of the 
second median nervule ; third median nervule much arched, suhmedian nervure sinuous, 
HiNDWING with the casta moderately curved ; outer margin gently waved, inner margin 
deeply channelled to enclose the abdomen ; pntcostal nervure upright, simple ; discoidal cell 
closed by a fine sinuous lower disco-cellular nervule, joining the median nervure exactly at 
the origin of the second and third median nervules ; third median neivule arched at the base, 
then straight, first median nervule slightly sinuous, internal nervure very sinuuus. 

Dkhorragia is a genus of very small extent containing two species only, D. nesimachus 
confined to the hills to the north-east of India and occurring again in Borneo, and D. ninus, 
Felder, in Amboyna and Ceram. The Indian species is of a dark greenish blue with numerous 
irregularly disposed pale spots, with a highly dentate pure white marginal narrow band. 

434. Dicliorraffia nesimachus, Boisduval. (Plate XIX, Fig. 82 &). 

Adolias nesimachus, Boisduval, Cuv. Regne Amin., Ins., vol. ii, p\. ocxxix bit, fig. 1 (1836) : id., Moore, 
Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. V, p. 83, n. 46 (1859) ; Argynnis ? hifij>omcncs, Heiricli-Suhaffcr, K*. 
Schmett,, pp. 54, 77, figs. XX, 12 (1850); Dickorrngia nesimachus, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., iB08, p, 614 ; Id., 
Druce, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1873, p. 346. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet ; Borneo (Druce). 

Expanse : £1 3 - oo ; $ , 3-37 inches. 

Description : " Upperside black, suffused more or less with green. Forewing with a 
number of whitish spots disposed about the basal half ; at the extremity of discoidal cell 
three longitudinal streaks, and above these on costal margin some narrow streaks, white ; a 
double submarginal row of narrow white zigzag lines, and a marginal row of white spots. 
Hindwing with whitish spots about the middle ; a curved row of black spots above a sub- 
marginal row of narrow zigzag white marks, the latter more or less geminated about the 
middle; and a marginal row of narrow luuulated white lines. Underside black, with 
markings as above on fareiaing, and tinged with blue, the spats on the hindwing bluish, but 
more or less obsolete, the surface of the wing being tinged with green ; the row of deep black 
spots as above. Sexes alike." (Moore, 1. c .) The colouration of the female is somewhat paler 

and hind margin brown ; three lunular marks within and an outward curved streak closing the Cell; a dentate 
lunule below the cell; a transverse discal confluent zigzag series of spots; a suffused subapical patch: a 
submargtual recurved row of broad oval spots ; a marginal row of dentate spots, and narrow exterior line 
which is angled on the veins. Hindwing with the base brown, indistinctly streaked with black, and bordered 
by a distinct black zigzag lunular band ; the outer portion marked «s in forewing. Cilia alternately white and 
black. Underside ; forewing fulvous, apex and exterior border streaked with yellow; markings narrower 
and less defined ; anterior spots in subtnarginal and marginal rows with white dots ; a black patch at base of. 
hind margin. Hind-wing dark ferruginous; disc clouded with yellow; two small pearly-white streaks at 
base of wing, one above, the other below the cell ; a small black narrow streak at base and a white- bordered 
black spot within the cell ; a curved median transverse band with irregular black angulated borders, composed of 
three pearly-white portions and yellow intervening spaces, the former disposed thus: — (ij, between the costal and 
subcostal ; {*), at end of the cell and divided by the disco-cellular ; (3), between the first and second median, the 
first and third being much constricted ; a submarginal series of six white-centred black spots ; a marginal row 
of pearly-white quadrate spots, each •-■ell separated by a dark ferruginous streak, and bordered interiorly with 
a narrow blackish dentate lunule. Body above blackish brown, beneath and Ugs dark yellow." 

" This species belongs to the " setene'' group, and is allied to A. jerderti, Lang, from Goolmurg on S.-W. side 
of the valley." {Moore, 1. c.J 
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than in the male, and on the upperside of the forewing the double submarginal row of narrow 
white zigzag lines are completely joined, thus forming arrow-headed figures. 

D. nesitnachus is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occurs as far east 
as Sibsagar in Upper Assam. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sibsagar example in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta.

Calinaga, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 162 (1857) '■ ><*•» Lucas, Ann. 
Soc. Ent. France, sixth series, vol. iv, p. Ixxxvi (1834). 

" Head, small, with a somewhat long frontal tuft. [Eyes densely hairy]. Thorax, large, 
hairy, neck covered with long velvety hairs. Abdomen, long, slender. Palpi, porrected, ascend- 
ing, elevated to the level of the middle of the eyes, slender, covered with fine hairs, those in front 
very long ; apical joint ovate-cylindric. Antenna, [short, less than one-third of Lhe length of the 
forewing, stout, with a gradual, but rather prominent club, articulations distinct]. Forelegs, 
short, pectoral ; femur clothed with fine long hairs ; tibia and tarsus hairy ; tarsus two-thirds the 
length of tibia, armed with a single claw. Middle and hindlegs, rather stout ; femur 
clothed with hairs ; tibia the same length as the femur, and partially covered with short 
spiny hairs, with two short tibial spurs ; tarsus with several rows of shorter spines ; of five 
joints, the first as long as the other four together ; second, third, and fourth short ; fifth rather 
long, half the length of the first ; claws sharp. Forewing, elongate-trigonate : costal margin 
slightly arched, apex rounded ; exterior margin about half the length of the costa ; posterior 
margin slightly convex, two-thirds the length of costa. Costal nervure strong, and extending 
to two-thirds of the costal margin ; subcostal nervure separated from the costal, its first branch 
arising at two-fifths from the base ; second branch at a little distance off, and at equal 
distance from the first as from the extremity of discoidal cell, and both running parallel with 
the costal ; third and fourth branches arising at equal distances from each other and from the 
extremity of the discoidal cell and the tip of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervate very 
short, almost obsolete, arising from the subcostal at about the middle of the wing ; middle 
disco-cellular four times the length of first, extending downwards, and slightly convex ; lower 
disco-cellular long, curving obliquely downwards and outwards, and uniting with the third 
branch of the median nervure at its origin, closing the discoidal cell. Hindwing, elongate- 
trigonate ; costal margin convex at its base, then quite straight ; outer margin rounded ; 
abdominal margin nearly straight, slightly rounded ; pmcoslal nervure rather indistinct, curved 
inwards ; costal nervure arched near the base, then straight, extending to costal margin on 
three-fourths of the wing ; subcostal nervure straight to two-fifths of the wing, where it 
branches slightly upwards, and extends to the apex ; upper disco-cellular nervule short, straight, 
arising at the subcostal branch ; middle disco-cellular slightly oblique, concave ; lower disco- 
cellular oblique, convex, uniting with the third branch of the median nervure a little beyond its 
origin, closing the discoidal cell" [Third median nervule strongly arched]. {[Moore, 1. c.) 

There appears to have been much uncertainty as to the correct position of this genus. 
Mr. ICirby in his Catalogue of 1871 placed it second in the subfamily Papilionina, but in his 
Supplement of 1S77, placed it in. the Nympkalin<z y in which subfamily it was originally described 
by Mr. Moore. M. Oberthiir as lately as 1881* remarked that the characters furnished by the 
antennae would indicate that the position of the genus lies between Leuconea (a genus of the 
subfamily Pitrinx, of which the European Black-veined White, Aporia cratxgi, is the type) 
and Parnassius. Mr. Butler has recently described a species from " near Assam," and has 
prefixed the following notet regarding the genus, which, however, he retains in the subfamily 
Nymphalincs between the genera Hestina and Ergohs. '* The genus to which the following 
species [C brahma~\ belongs has hitherto been placed in this part of the Nymphalinx ; I have, 
however, not the least doubt (in spite of its short thickened antenna;) that irs proper place is in 
the Satyrinm between Zethera and Orinoma ; the neuration of the wings is almost identical

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with that of the latter genus." As the forelegs of Caiinaga are completely pectoral and 
unfitted for walking, the proper position of the genus is among the N)-mphalid<T t though a. 
knowledge of its transformation is necessary for determining its exact position in that family. 

The genus Calinaga is of very small extent ; three species have been described, but the 
describer of one of them afteiwards considered that it was synonymic with one of the other 
two, and so far as I can ascertain at present there is but a single species. All the forma 
described " occur in the central plateau of Asia and upon the southern and eastern slopes 
of this plateau." They are smoky-black insects with whitish spots and streaks, the thorax 
in front thickly clothed with long ferruginous hairs, the abdomen leathery and somewhat 
like that of a D.inais or Etiplcea, being also bare of hairs. The antenna: are very short, and 
the texture of the wings papery, somewhat like those of ffrstia or Patnassius (a genus of 
Papilumin<£). The species are exceedingly care and are probably mimetic* 

435- Oaliuaga "buddha, Moore. (Frontispiece, Fig. 122 $) t 

C. buddha, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. 1. C. vol. i, p. 163, n. 336, pi. iii«. fig. 7 (18571 ; 
Fttrnassius tiavulis, Oberthiir, Etudes d' Ent., vol. iv, p. 108, n. 17 U879I ; Calinaffa btuidkn^ idem, id., 
vol. vi, p. n, n. i, pi. viii, fig. 6, male {1881) ; C. brakma, Duller, Ann. and Mag. of Nal. Hist., fifth sen**, 
vol. xvi.p 309,0. 63(1885). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Eastern Thibet, 

Expanse : 3-5 to 3"9 inches. 

Description : " Uppekside smoky-brown. Forming with a submarginal row of 
rounded creamy- white spots ; also a parallel row of irregular- shaped longitudinal whitish 
streaks from costal margin, widening to posterior margin ; space within discoidal cell whitish, 
divided transversely in the middle by a blackish bar. Hindwing with a submarginal 
row of white oval spots ; another row from anterior margin narrowing towards anal angle ; 
interior of discoidal cell and abdominal margin broadly whitish, the latter tinged at the 
anal angle with ochreous. Thorax ferruginous. Abdomen black. Underside: Fotcwim; 
as on the upperside, but the markings less defined ; [the apex broadly dull ochreous], 
Hindwing dull ochreous, paler at the base and on abdominal margin ; whitish markings 
rather indistinct ; sides of thorax ferruginous." (Moore, I.e.) The FEMALE appears to be 
like the male, as Mr, Butler in describing C. brahma states that he possesses a female, but 
gives no separate description of it. 

C. buddha is decidedly a rare species. In the collections of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
Major Marshall and M. Oberthiir are specimens from Sikkim, and Mr. A. Graham Young 
writes to me as follows regarding his experiences of it in the Western Himalayas: "Five 
specimens, Kujiah near Dalhousie, 6,000 feet, May, 1867; one specimen, Kulu, 3,600 feet, 
March, 1871 ; one specimen, Kulu, 3,500 feet. March, 1872 ; and one specimen, Kulu, 3.700 
feet, May, 1885. In July, 1872, Isaw three in Kulu at 4,500 feet flying together ; and on three 
different dates in May, 1885, I saw three more specimens." From the above it will be noticed 
that C. buddha occurs in Kulu from March to July. The single male specimen he has sent 
me agrees very closely in outline and markings with Mr. Moore's original figure and description. 

The type specimen, judging from the figure of it, has '.he apex of the forewing rounded, and 
the outer margin of the hindwing evenly rounded also, which characters are noticeable in the 
specimen from Mou-Pin figured by M. Oberthiir. The Indian examples, however, that 
J have seen have the outer margin of the forewing somewhat emarginate, that margin of the 
hindwing angled at the apex and third median nervule, giving it two nearly straight edges, 
these characters being less pronounced in the Kulu example. It was these differences and 
also some others in the details of colouration and markings which led M. Oberthiir to 
describe the Mou-Pin form as a distinct species, but he afterwards received an intermediate 
specimen from Kouy-Tcheou, which convinced him that there is but a single somewhat 
variable species of the genus. 

The form which Mr. Butler has very recently described from M near Assam" agrees very 
minutely with our four Sikkim male specimens, which differ from the North Indian type form 
collected by Colonel Buckley (probably at Masuri) described by Mr. Moore, and from my 
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Kulu specimen in having the markings smaller and more irrorated with grey, and also in 
having the forewing proportionally longer, the outline of the Sikkim form being very similar 
to that of Danaxs tytia ; the greater depth of colouring is exactly what might be expected in 
the Sikkim race, but I have not sufficient materials to enable me to decide whether the 
difference of outline is constant ; it is not referred to by Mr. Butler in his description of 
C. brakma given below.* The type specimen of C. buddAa, and also my Kulu specimen, have 
the pale markings pale ochreous throughout and tinted with yellow at the anal angle of the 
hindwing, the abdominal margin being entirely pale coloured, and on the underside the 
hindwing and the apex of the forewing are pale ochreous. In the Sikkim specimens the 
markings are whiter, and the underside is pale fuliginous brown. It may be that the Eastern 
and Western forms are distinct species, but it cannot be proved till we know what forms 
occur in the Central region. Mr. Butler's species may be distinct from either, but so far as 
the description goes it is identical with the Sikkim form. 

The figure shows both sides of a Sikkim male specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 
GeUUS 70.— PENTHEMA, Westwood. (Frontispiece). 

Diadcma., section a, Pentherna, Westwood, Gen. Diurn, Lep., vol. it, p. s8i (1850), 
*' Wings elongate-triangular. Club of antenna? slender." (Westwood, I.e.) 
Antenna long, rather less than half the length of the forewing, the club very slender 
and gradually- formed. Forewing, casta moderately and evenly arched ; apex rounded ; outer 
margin even, very slightly emarginate ; inner margin straight, rather longer than the outer \ first 
subcostal nervute given off at about two thirds of the length of the cell, second some distance 
before its end, third considerably beyond the apex of the costal nervure and before the apex 
of the first subcostal, not reaching the apex of the wing, font-Ik reaching the apex of the wing ; 
upper disco-cellular nervule short, outwardly oblique ; middle more than twice as long, out- 
wardly curved, throwing out a spur into the discoidal cell, lower sinuous, directed outwards, 
joining the median nervure far beyond the origin of the second branch, at a distance equal 
to that between the bases of the first and second median nervules ; submedian nervure sinuous. 
Hindwing with the pracostal nervure simple, straight, at right angles to the costal nervure ; 
costal nervure evenly curved ; upper disco-cellular na-vule slightly curved outwards, lower 
almost in the same line as the upper, slightly more directed inwards, faintly sinuous, joining 
the median nervure just after the emission of the second median nervule ; submedian and 
internal nervures gently curved. 

The genus Pentherna contains three closely allied species only, which inhabit the north-east 
of India and Burma. They are amongst the largest insects in the subfamily ; the colouration 
is dark blue with white streaks and spots. They are forest-Jo ving insects. 

Koy to tho species of Pentherna. 

A. With a white streak at the base of the cell of the forewing and two spots beyond. 

436. P. lisakua, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar. 

B. With all the markings much teduced, the basal streak iu the cell divided into two small spots.

C. With all the markings still further reduced, no spot or streak in the cell of forewing.

436> Pentherna lisarda, Doubleday.

p. 55- Pi- xxvii, fig- 1 (1848). 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar. 
Expanse : 47 to 60 inches. 

* Ca/ittam t-rahma, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist, fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 309, n. 63 (1885). 
Habitat: Near Assam. Expanse: Male, 36; female* 4-0 inches, Drscription: "Nearly allied to C. 
bttddlta, but both sexes suffused with greyish, especially in the disroidal cell of the foreivtHg, so that the 
bands across and at the end of the cell are blurred and indistinct ; the elbowed discal series of spots more or 
less suffused and reduced in size, as are also the spots beyond the cell of the hindwing; the extremity of 
the cell in that wing is partly filled in with grey ; the thorax is of a more orange tint than in C. buddha. 
Two males and a female were obtained." {Butler, I.e.) 
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Description : « Uppersidk, brownish-black, marked with numerous white spots and 
stripes. Underside, fulvous-brown, the fomving darker brown, except at the tips, both wings 
marked as above with white spots. Abdomen, white, with a dorsal stripe of blackish- 
brown." 

" There is scarcely any distinction between the appearance of the two sexes. The wings 
are large and broad, with the outer margins slightly sinuose ; the costal margin of the fore- 
wing is rounded." 

The detail of the markings is as follows : " UrpERsiDE brownish-black, the discoidal 
cell [in the forezuing] with three large oval white spots, one near the base and the two others 
placed obliquely- These are followed by a very much curved series of about ten white 
stripes, varying in size and length, the innermost one occupying nearly the whole of the 
inner margin of the wing ; beyond these are two rows of white spots, seven in each row, 
the innermost one in the anterior row being confluent with the preceding white dash. In 
the hind-wing the discoidal cell is white, separated by brown veins from a series of white 
streaks, the innermost of which occupies nearly the whole of the anal area ; beyond these are 
two rows of white spots, some of those in the anterior row being more or less confluent with 
the preceding white dashes, Underside, the wings are marked as on the upperside, the 
ground-colour of the hindwing being of a fulvous-brown, whilst that of the fatewmg is 
brown, gradually becoming paler to the tip. The head, palpi, and thorax, are black, spotted 
with white; and the abdomen is white, with a dorsal band of blackish-brown, the sides also 
with a row of small black dots." (IVestwood, I.e.) il The setose clothing at the base of the 
hindwing [on the upperside] between the median and submedian nervures is scanty and 
cretaceous- white like the markings," {IVood-Alason, I.e.) 

P. lisarda occurs commonly in deep forest in Sikkim in the summer, and appears to be 
single-broaded. Mr. Wood-Mason obtained numerous specimens in Cachar ; Mr. S. 1C. l'cal 
has taken it at Sibsagar, and Mr. J- L. Sherwill at Jorehat, both in Assam. It occurs also in 
Sythet, Munipore, and the Dafla and Naga Hills. 

437- Peataema Aarlisa, Moore. 

P. darlisa, Moore, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p, 8 so ; id,, Wood-Mason, Jaurn. A. S. B , vol. 1, pt. 1, 
p. 87, n. 4, pt iii, fig- 3, male {1881). 

Habitat : Upper Tenassenm, Meetan 3,000 feet (April), Thoungyecn forests. 
Expanse : 5-0 to 5 -4 inches. 

Description : Male and female. Allied to P. lisarda from North India, differs in the 
following particulars: — " Forewing, all the markings, except the streak along posterior margin, 
are bluish-white and smaller, those within the cell oval, two at the base and two near the 
end j the marks of the discal series also are short and conical (not continuing outwards to the 
inner transverse series), the streak between the lower median nervule and submedian ncrvure 
only being elongated. Hindwing, the pale luteous interspaces between the veins are deeply 
excavated at their end, and partly coalesce with the inner transverse series of spots (the spots 
being larger), the outer row are also larger, conical, and deeply excavated externally ; a black 
streak traverses the cell." {Moore, 1, c.) "This species also differs from P. lisarda In 
its broader wings, a character not mentioned by Mr. Moore in his description of the species. 
The scanty setose clothing of the base of tlie hindwing [on the upperside] is fuscous." {Wood' 
Mason, 1. c) 

Captain C.T. Bingham has obtained numerous specimens of this species in the Thoungyecn 
forests in Upper Tenasserim. It has been found nowhere out of Upper Tenassenm at 
present. In fine fresh specimens the whole of the markings on the upperside of the 
hindwing and the long streak in the internal interspace with the duplex spot in the 
interspace above on the forewirtg being straw colour, while all the other markings on the 
forewing are bluish-white, makes a strong contrast between this species and P, lisarda ; in the 
latter all the markings are whitish or just tinged with palest ochreous.

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438. Penthena fciasrhami, W.-M. (Frontispiece, Fig. 121 &).

Habitat: Thoungyeen forests, British Burma. 

Expanse : 5 inches. 

Description :" Male, differs from P. darlisa in having fully the basal half (including 
the same extent of the abdominal area in the hindwing) of both wings devoid of markings, the 
submarginal and discal series of spots alone remaining j these two series of spots are bluish- 
white in the forming, and of a beautiful straw-yellow in the hindwing ; they are, in fact, 
of the same colour, size, and shape as in P. darlha ■ but lit inner of the latter ma series is 
closer to the outer, which is placed at the same distance from the external margin of the wings. 
Both wings are also somewhat narrower than in P. darlisa, thus approaching those of the 
typical species ; and the hmduing is furnished on the basal half, between the median and 
submedian nervures and in the discoidal cell, with a thick and conspicuons furry clothing of 
rich dark fuscous seta? exactly matching the dark ground-colour of the wing and the abdomen 
of the insect in shade, which setose clothing is so scantily developed as to be quite inconspi- 
cuous in P. darlisa and P. lisarda. The whole body, too, but especially the abdomen, is 
much darker-coloured than in either of them. Shadowy traces of the lost spots are faintly 
discernible on the fomving." {Wood-Mason, 1. c.) 

The type specimen was obtained by Captain C. T. Bingham, after whom it is named, 
and is now in the Indian Museum, Calcutta ; he has presented other examples to the British 
Museum. The figure showing both sides is taken from the type. 

Genus 71.-PARTHEN0S, Hiibner. (Plate XXI). 

Fartlienos, Hiibner, Verz. bek. Schmett., p. 38 (i8iG) : id., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 46 (1S81) ; id., 
Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 143 (1883) ; Minetra, Boisduval, Voy. Astrolabe, Lep., p. 126 (1832) ; id., Westwood, 
Geo. Diurn. Lep., vol ii, p. 265 (1850). 

" Body, robust ; abdomen, small ; wings, elongated. Head, broad, hairy, without a 
frontal tuft. Eyes, large and naked. Palpi, compressed, parallel, not forming a conical 
projecting beak, directed upwards. The terminal joint nearly erect, and elevated to the 
level of the top of the eyes, thickly clothed with short scaly hairs, and with longer loose 
hairs on the whole of the front surface of the middle joint, and with a tuft of hairs at the 
extremity of the upperside ; terminal joint small and conical. Antenna-, half the length of 
the forewing, nearly straight, terminated by a very long and slender, gradually formed club, 
slightly grooved on its interior lower surface. Thorax, robust, thickly clothed with short woolly 
hairs, and marked with transverse bars of different colours. Abdomen, small, rather slender. 
FoRKWING, elongate triangular. Costa slightly arched ; outer margin three-fourths of the 
length of the costa, scarcely emarginate, and slightly scalloped ; inner angle rounded ; 
[inner margitt] not much more than half the length of the costa, very slightly emarginate. 
Costal turvuri strong, and extending more than two-thirds the length of the wing ; subcostal 
slender ; its first branch arising at the distance of one-fourth of the length of the wing from 
the base ; the second branch arising at two-fifths of the length of the « tag, beyond which 
for a short distance the subcostal nervure is a little deflexed, it then runs parallel with 
the costa, until the branching off of the third branch at the distance of two-thirds from 
the base of the wing ; which is immediately followed by the branching off of the fourth branch. 
The upper disco-cellular ncrvulc is almost obsolete, it branches off from the subcostal nearly 
at half the length of the wing, just beyond the origin of the second branch of the subcostal ; 
middle disco-cellular short, straight, and rather oblique, being directed from the side of the 
costa towards the base of the wing ; lower disco-cellular much longer, obliquely arched, 
so that it closes the discoidal cell by uniting with the median nervure close beyond the 
origin of its third branch (being preceded on the upperside of the wing by a slender, arched, 
black line, dividing the second white subcostal patch into two irregular-shaped portions). 
Median net vure strong ; its third branch strongly angulated at about one-third of its length 
from its origin. Submedian nervure considerably curved. Hindwing, subquadrangular 
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ovate. Costal margin nearly straight ; outer margin rather deeply scalloped, with the portion 
between the first and third branches of the median nervure somewhat prolonged ; anal antfe 
rounded. Pratcostal mt-vure distinct from the base, throwing off a forked branch towards 
the costa immediately before its junction with the costal nervure, which is considerably 
arched ; subcostal nervure branched at not more than one-eighth of an inch from its base, Upper 
disco-cellular nervule curved at its base, which is at about the same distance from the base 
of the branch of the subcostal nervure ; lower disco-cellular slightly arched, closing the 
short and narrow ducouial cell with an acute point, terminating at the base of the third 
branch of the median nervure. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, very hairy ; tarsus about 
half the length of the tibia, slender, cylindrical, simple, exarticalate. Of the Jemale small, 
not much longer than those of the male, rather slender, scaly ; femur beneath with long 
hairs ; tibia as long as the femur, with delicate setx on the outside ; tarsus nearly as long as 
the tibia, slightly dilated towards the apex, with the articulations distinguished by slightly 
elongated spines beneath ; the basal joint about three-fourths the length of the limb ; apex 
destitute of claws. Meddle and hindlbgs, moderately long and strong, scaly, and very 
much spined ; the middle HhttE with a patch of short incurved hairs on the underside near 
the base ; spines on the underside of the tibi;« forming two rows ; tibial spurs long ; tarsi 
more numerously spined. especially at the sides, where the spines form longitudinal rows, 
beneath with two rows of smaller spines, except on the terminal joint ; claws, large, 
hooked, as long as the seta: at the extremity of the upperside of the last joint of the tarsus ; 
paronychia with two divisions, the outer nearly as long as the claw, slightly curved, finely 
setose ; inner lacinia shorter, obtuse ; pulvtilus broad, short." (IVestivooii, I.e.) 

Larva cylindrical, anal segment spined, the third to twelfth segments furnished with puirs 
of long branched spines. PUPA smooth, boat-shaped, the head ending in two obtuse points. 

There are many peculiarities in the neural ion of the genus Pa'tkenos ; the subcostal nervure 
of the forewing is bent downwards about the end of the cell and with its second branch encloses 
a small triangalar space 5 the third, and fourth, subcostal nexvulcs both branch from nearly 
the same point, and the nervure itself is bent at the origin of the fourth branch ; the third 
median nervule is highly angulatei. In the hindwing the prxcostal nervure is of very 
unusual form, being distinct from the base, and running some distance parallel with the 
costal nervure to which it is joined, but before the point of junction throws off a Y-shancd 
spur ; the third median nervule is angled in the hindwing also ; the discoidal cell is abnor- 
mally small. In markings also it is peculiar in having several of the black bars at the base 
of the wings on the upperside continued across the thorax and base of the abdomen. The 
colouration of all the species is some shade of green or bronze with darker mat kings, and the 
forewing furnished with a broad fascia of white semi-transparent spots and streaks. The 
genus is of moderate extent, containing several closely-allied species which are found in 
Eastern and Southern India, and Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobars, the Malay Peninsula 
and Islands to New Guinea. In all the species the sexes arc alike.

439. rarthenos ffambri&ius, Fabricius. 

Papilio gatuhrisim, Fabricius, Mant, Ins., vol. ii, p. j 2 , n. 113 (1787) ; idem, id., Ent. Syst., vol iii, pt. i, 
p. 85, a. 264 (1793); Minctra gant&rUius, Butler, Cat. Fab. Lep. B. M., p. 101 (1869). 

Habitat s Eastern Bengal, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Upper Tenasserim, South Andamans; 
Nicobars, Malay Peninsula {P. lilacinus only). 

Expanse; 37 to 47 inches. 
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Description. Male and female. Upperstde greenish olivaceous. Forming with 
two basal black streaks which are continued across the thorax, the upper one in the cell 
giving off a curved fine line to the subcostal nervure, followed in the cell by a pair of black 
lines placed obliquely, joined posteriorly, then a semi-hyaline band, a black triangular and 
another triangular semi-hyaline spot, the latter outwardly defined with a fine black line 
following the contour of the disco-cellular nervules. The disc crossed by a broad band of 
semi-hyaline spots all defined with black, arranged as follows : — a triangular spot at the base 
of the lower discoidal interspace, six or seven elongated ones from the costa to the third 
median nervule, the subcostal interspace in some specimens containing a single spot which 
entirely fills it, in others it bears two distinct spots, being divided in the middle by a streak 
o( the ground-colour. In those specimens which have two spots in the subcostal interspace, the 
lower one of the two and the spot below it in the next interspace have two smaller spots 
placed interior to them, Two large rounded spots towards the base of the median 
interspaces, and a small irregular one in the space below, placed on a bluish diffused 
patch, sometimes geminated. A submarginal and marginal even black band, with a black 
spot placed within the submarginal band in the submedian interspace. Hindwing with 
two basal black bands much as in the forewing, both terminating outwardly in a white 
Spot; a discal series of black spots, beyond which are placed five black lines in pairs 
between the nervules, which are concavely joined outwardly, the nervules on this portion 
of the wing being broadly bordered with black ; a submarginal series of acutely-pointed 
black lunules placed between the nervules, and a marginal lunulated broad black band. 
Underside much paler, all the markings less prominent. Forewing with two distinct 
black spots in the submedian interspace near the inner angle divided by a fold in the 
wing, and a curved black line towards the base from the median nervure to the fold. 
Hindwing with a very fine black line near the base from the costal nervure to the first 
subcostal nervule, another irregular discal one, beyond which are a series of five duplex black 
spots, three placed anteriorly (the upper one very large and prominent) and two posteriorly, 
the ends of the nervules marked with a black spot on the margin. Cilia prominently white 
on the interspaces. The specimens here described are from Sylhet. 

This species has been recorded from Dacca.* Mr. 'Wood-Mason obtained numerous 
specimens in Cachar in the summer months ; it occurs also in Sylhet, Assam, the Andamans, 
and X>r. Anderson obtained it in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold weather. 

Var. apicalis, "Distinguished from P. gambrisius by the forewing having the white 
band quite diaphanous, without any borders to the veins, and extending broadly and uninter- 
ruptedly to the costal margin, thence continuing along it to the extreme apex." (Moore, 
Proc. Zool, Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 829.) 

Mr. Moore records this form from "above Ahsown ; Taoo, 3,000— 5, 000 feet, " and in 
Major Marshall's collection are specimens taken in the Donat Range and the Thoungyeen 
forests in Upper Tenasserim near the locality from which the type was obtained. In his col- 
lection there are examples from Shillong and the Andamans which also possess the characters 
given by Mr. Moore as distinctive of P, apicalis; he possesses other examples from Upper 
Tenasserim which exhibit these characters, but have in addition the distinctive feature of 
P. lilacinus, ziz., the basal bands of blue on the upperside of the hindwing and a patch 
of the same colour on the forewing below the first median nervule. P, apicalis appears 
therefore to be an inconstant and casual form of P. gambrisius, and occurs wherever that 
species is met with, and in each locality exhibits the other features of the local race with 
which it occurs. 

Var. lilacinus. " Upperside. Differs from P. gambrisius in the lilac internal area of 
the forewing and basal area of the hindwing. Underside. In the blue-green basal area 
of the hindwing, and the much better defined series of black liturse beyond the hyaline 
band of the forewing." 

" I have seen long series of both the Indian and Malayan forms, and am, therefore,

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satisfied that the differences are constant. The Fabrician type agrees with examples from 
Sylhet." {Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc., Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 544 (1S77) ; Montr* 
gambrisius, Doubleday and Hewitson {me Fabricius), Gen. Diurn. Lep , vol. ii, pi. li, 
fig. 2 (1850); .P. gambrisius, var. Hiacinus, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 143, n. I, pi. xi, fig. 
7, female (1883) ; P. sylla, Donovan, Ins. China, pi. xxxviii (1799). 

Mr. Butler records this form from Assam and Nepal {sic), Penang and Malacca, and in 
Major Marshall's collection are numerous specimens from Upper Tcnasseriin, many of winch 
have the patch of blue on the upperside of the forewing on the inner margin and the two 
similar subbasal bands on the hindwing quite as distinct as examples from the Malay Penin- 
sula in the Indian Museum. Calcutta, and others with this colour becoming gradually less 
till they are almost as green throughout as the typical P. gambrisius. Some specimens of P. 
Hiacinus from Upper Tenasserim also have the white discal band of the forewing almost 
or entirely continuous to the costa, being occasionally only slightly broken at the subcostal 
interspace, where the white spot is divided by a diffused blackish line ; the discal band also 
continued along the costa to the apex, but sordid-white and opaque, not semi-diaphanous, 
which characters are distinctive of the form apicalis. It appears, therefore, from our speci- 
mens that both P. gamlrisius and P, Hiacinus occasionally assume the while apex to the fore- 
wing of P. apicalis, and that though P. Hiacinus may be quite constant in the Malay 
Peninsula, it becomes gradually merged into the typical form P. gambrisius in Upper 
Tenasserim. On this subject Mr. Distant writes : — " Many reasons advocate the view that 
the P. Hiacinus, Butler, is but a slight local variety of P. gambrisius, Fabricius." 
(Rhop. Malay., p, 144.) Mr, W. Doherty has shown me specimens of P. Hiacinus taken by 
him on Great Nicobar. 

440. Parthenos virons, Moore. 

P. virens, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fourth series, vol, xx, p. 47 { 1 B77). 

Habitat : Calicut, Malabar coast ; South India. 
Expanse : 375 to 4*60 inches. 

Description : "Form and pattern of P, gambrisius; ground-colour of the wings light brassy 
green. Forewing with the white spots as in P. cyancus j black markings not so prominent, 
but somewhat confluent and leaving little interspaces between the marginal scries, the sub- 
marginal row on hindwing being very broadly conical." {Moore, 1. c.) 

P. virens appears to be a sufficiently distinct species. The colouration of the upper- 
side is of a different tone, being yellower than in P. gambrisius, and even more distinct from P. 
cyancus. The two spots of the discal diaphanous band of the forewing in the subcostal 
interspace are usually joined into one constricted spot, thus giving the band a more conti- 
nuous appearance. The lower spot in the submedian interspace in this species and in 
P. cyantus is usually obsolete ; the submarginal black spots on the upperside of the hindwing 
are larger and inwardly more convex than in P. gambrisius, and the whole outer border is 
blacker than in that species, very markedly so in some specimens. 

There are numerous specimens of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Calicut and Trevandrum ; it also occurs in the Wynaad and North Canara. 

441. PartJlCHOS cyaaeus, Moore. (Plate XXI, Fig. 95 &), 

P. cyantus, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist, fourth series, vol. xx, p. 46 {1877) ; idem, id , Lep. Cey., 
toI. i, p. 46, pL xxiv, figs. 1, itnago; la, larva and fttfa (t83i). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse : o\ 375 to 4-00 ; ? , 4 '25 to 4'5<> inches. 

Description : " Form and pattern of P. gambrisius from Sylhet, but of larger size, the 
ground-colour throughout the wings greyish blue, the white spots an forewing prominent, the two 
elongated subapical spots entire and not broken [inwardly] at their costal end ; the two median 
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transverse black bands [on hind wing] broken up into spots, the discal series of longitudinal 
streaks very narrow, and the submarginal lunules also narrow." r Moore, 1. c. in Ann. and 
Mag. of Nat. Hist.) 

" Larva cylindrical, pale purplish -brown, darker beneath, with dark brown longitu- 
dinal dorsal lines and transverse white spotted lines ; head and anal segment spined, other seg- 
ments slightly hairy, third to twelfth segments armed with branched spines which are 
longest on third, fourth, eleventh, and twelfth segments. Feeds on Modecca. Pupa pale 
purplish -brown, somewhat fusiform, head pointed and cleft," [Moore, 1. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

In Ceylon this species " occurs everywhere. Plains and up to 6,000 feet, in forest land, I 
believe all the year round. A slow flier, rather shy. Sits on large leaves with wings spread" 
{Hutchison). " Very swift of flight, and difficult to capture" (Mackwood). " Galle ; Kandy. 
Common" r lVadi). 

This species is easily distinguished from P. gambrisius. The tone of the ground-colour 
is quite different, the three subapical semi-hyaline spots of the forewing are well -separated 
and distinct from the next group of three spots, and the submarginal back lunules on the 
hindwing above are much narrower and with rounded apices. The lower semi-hyaline spot 
in the submedian interspace is obsolete in this species, but is almost always present in 
P. gambrisius in all its forms. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from Ceylon in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

aenus 72.— NBUHOSiailA, Butler. (Plate XIX). 

Neurosigma, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 615 ; Acontia, Westwood, Cab. Or. Ent., p. 76 (1848). 

" Nearly allied to Romalmosoma [an African genus], of which it is probably the 
eastern representative ; it differs, however, in neuration. Body, palpi and antenna formed 
and coloured as in Romalaosoma ; the wings coloured as in some Eastern species of Argynnis : 
the discoidal cells closed ; the upper disco-cellular ncrvule of the forewing extremely minute ; 
the middle short and transverse ; the lower long, transverse, and gently waved, meeting 
the third median nervule close to the origin of the second ; the upper disco-cellular nervule of 
hindwing short and arched inwardly ; the lower long, arched outwards, slightly angulated 
in the middle, and meeting the third median nervule just beyond the origin of the second. 
Typical species, Neurosigma siva." (Butler, 1. c.) 

Antenna, exactly half the length of the forewing, with a long slender but distinct 
club ; eyes, naked ; palpi, with closely appressed scales. Forewing, triangular ; costa 
gently arched, apex rounded ; outer margin slightly emarginate, even ; inner margin sinuate, 
rather longer than the outer margin ; costal netvure reaching to more than half the 
length of the wing ; subcostal throwing off its first branch at two-thirds of the length 
of the cell, its second branch emitted some little distance before the end of the 
cell, its third branch opposite the apex of the costal nervure, at first running almost 
parallel with the subcostal nervure, then arched forwards and reaching the apex of the 
wing. Middle disco-cellular nervule at first straight, inwardly oblique, angled just beyond 
its middle, from the angle outwardly oblique ; lower disco-cellular sinuous, meeting 
the median nervure a little beyond the origin of the second median nervule ; third median 
nervule slightly curved ; submedian nervure very sinuate. Hindwing, with the pracostal 
nervure long, stout, evenly curved outwards, emitted from the costal nervure exactly at the 
point from which springs the subcostal nervure ; the lower disco-cellular nervule joined to the 
median nervure immediately after the point where the second median nervule is given off. 

Neurosigma contains but a single species, which occurs in Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, 
Chittagong, and Upper Burma. It is rich tawny in colouration with black spots and markings, 
the apex of the forewing and the outer margin of the hindwing broadly black with whitish 
spots. In the female the tawny colouration is reduced to a small patch at the base of 
both wings. 
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442- ITeUTOSiffma siva, Westwood. (Plate XIX, Fig. So $). 

Adolias sfaa, Westwood, Gen. Diuro. L*p.. vol. ii, p. aqi, n. 18 (1850); in!., Moore, Tram. Em. Soc. Lond., 
new series, vol. r, p. 85, 0. 4 g (1850); Neurvst^mu iroi, Butler, Prc>c Zool. Soc. Lond, »868, p. 615; 
Acontia doubltdctii t Westwood, Cab. Or. Em., p. 76, pi. xxxvii, fig. 4 (1846). 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Upper Burma, Chittagong, N. India. 
Expanse : 274 to 4-5 inches. 

Description : Upperside. " Forewing luteous at the base, with spots and margins of 
black, the outer portion of the wing broadly black, with three rows of while markings, the 
first irregular, the second formed of elongated lunules, and the third formed of oval spots. 
Hindio'in*, with the basal half varied with white, black, and luteous, the outer border 
broadly black, with a double row of white spots, the first larger and oval-shaped, the second 
smaller and rounded. Underside, coloured and marked as above, but rather paler." 
{Westwood, 1. c, in Cab. Or. Ent.) The specimen described and figured by Westwood from its 
large size (4*5 inches in expanse) and markings is probably a female. I have not seen that sex, 
but Mr. Otto Mbller describes it from a Sikkim example in his collection as " identical with 
the male in the shape of the wing and the markings, but the fulvous colour on the forewing 

confined to the base, hardly perceptible on the hindwing, being replaced by creamy-white 

on both wings." This species was first described under the name of doub/edati, by which it 

should probably be known. 

The male has been described by Mr. Moore as follows :— "Male. UrrERSiDE : forming 
ochreous-yeilow, with spits on the basal half, and irregular lines accross the disc and along 
exterior margin, and the apical portion of the wing broadly, black, ffindwing from the 
base to disc ochreous-yeilow, barrel with black; within, and spot below discoidal cell, 
white ; rest of the wing black, with two rows of whitish spots ; abdominal margin whitish ; 

body spotted with pale ochreous. Underside nearly as in upperside ; markings and 
colours paler." (Moore, I.e.) M. siva is somewhat variable in the extent and prominence of 
all the spots and markings. It appears to be a rare species. Mr. Otlo Moller has obtained 

it in Sikkim in the Spring, Mr. Wood-Mason obtained three males in September on Nemotha, 

Cachar, Mr. J. L. Sherwill has taken it at Jorehat, Assam, in April; it occurs also at 
Cheerapunji, on the Naga Hills, in Sylhet, Mr. W. Doherty has taken it in the Chittagong 

hill tracts, and it was obtained by the Yunan expedition.

Genus 73.— LEBADEA, Felder. (Plate XIX). 

Lebadea, Felder, Neues Lep., p. zS, n. 68 (1861) ; id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 144 { 1883). 

"Club of antenna: slender, much prolongated. Palpi scaly. Byes naked. Discoidal cell 
of both wings closed. First subcostal nervate of forewing given off after the middle of the 
cell, the second before the end of the cell, curved downwards, the third ascending far beyond 
the raidlle of the wing, curved downwards, the fourth originating soon afterwards at the 
vertex. Disco-e titular nervules of the forewing curved inwardly. Second and third median 
nervules somewhat distant from each other. PrcEccstal nervure of the hind wing carved 
outwards, simple, ascending far behind the origin of the subcostal nervure." 

" Differs from Limenitts, under which Westwood has placed the species belonging to this, 
genus, by the closed cell of the hiudwing and the position of the pra;costal nervure." 
(Felder, 1. c.) 

Several of the aberrant species of Limenitis have the cell of the hindwing distinctly 
closed by a slender disco-cellular nervule, but in all of them the preecostal nervure of that 
wing is emitted opposite the origin of the subcostal nervure ; in Lebadea it is emitted a 
considerable distance beyond that point ; the most obvious character of Lebadea is, however, 
the shape of the forewing, it" is much elongated, the apex being broadly produced and the 
outer margin being emarginate between the upper discoidal and the first median nervules. 
The inner margin is also very short, much shorter than the outer margin, whereas in Limenitis 
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il is always the same length as, or in a few cases longer than, the outer margin. The shape 
of the cell of the forewing too is very different ; in Lebadea the lower disco- cellular nervule 
is directed outwards from the median nervure, closing the cell with an acute apex at its 
junction with the subcostal nervure : in Limenitis it is directed at right angles to both the 
median and subcostal nervures. 

The genus Lebadea contains but few species — L. ismene occurs in North-Eastern India, L. 
attenuata in Upper Tenasserim, L. marlha in the Malay Peninsula and Islands including 
Borneo, and L. paduka also in Borneo, L. isnune much resembles Limenitis ptocris in coloura- 
tion, but the discal white band is narrow and directed to the apex, which latter is generally 
suffused with whitish, and the discal band is followed outwardly by a series of white lunules ; the 
ground-colour is rich fulvous. It has a weak flight, always settles with outspread wings, 
usually ou a leaf, 

Soy to the Indian epocies of Lebaiea. 

A. Upperside with the medial band comparatively broad. 

443. I,, ismene, North-Eastern India. 
E. Upperside with the median band very narrow. 

444. L. attenuata, Upper Tcnasserim. 

443. Lebadoa ISSieno, Doubleday, Hewitson. (Plate XIX, Fig- 79 <?). 

Limenitis isnune, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p, 276, n. 10, pi. xxxiv, fig. 2 (1850), 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, Sylhet, Chittagong. 

Expanse: 6*, 2-35 to 270 ; ?, 27 to 2 '8 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings rich fulvous, with a white discal band, its 
inner edge somewhat straight and even, in the forewing somewhat macular, and above the third 
median nervule directed somewhat inwardly to the subcostal nervure ; followed by a series 
of deep white lunules outwardly defined with black, on the forewing also with white powdering 
beyond, a submarginal irregular dentate fine black line narrowly denned with whitish on 
both sides. Fjrew'mg with a short irregular black line at the base of the cell continued to the 
submedian nervure, a pair of zigzag lines in the middle of the cell and another pair in the 
interspace below, both pairs enclosing a space brighter coloured than the ground, often with a 
whitish bar in the cell beyond ; another pair of black lines enclosing the disco-cellular nervules ; 
the apex more or less broadly white. Hindwing with the usual fine black basal and cellular 
lines. Underside pale ochreous, the base of both wings and the abdominal margin of the 
hindwing greyish, all the markings as above, but less distinct. Female with the ground- 
colour on the upperside much richer and darker; the discal white band more macular on 
the forewing; the white lunules beyond with the black lunules placed outwardly against them 
more prominent, the apical white patch smaller. Hindwing with the series of black lunular 
spots beyond the discal band larger and more prominent than in the male, with a discal 
series of diffused black spots placed between the nervules, sometimes faintly present in the 
male. Underside darker than in the male, all the markings more distinct. 

L. ismene occurs somewhat commonly at low elevations in forest in Sikkim, Mr. Wood- 
Mason took it in Cachar, it occurs also in Sylhet, Assam, and the Naga Hills, and 
Mr. II. M. Parish took it at Rungamutti, Chittagong, in October. In Major Marshall's 
collection is one male taken in March at Toungboak, Akyab, by Captain C. H. E. Adamson.

444* Lcbadoa attenuata, Moore. 

£,. attenuata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1B7S, p. 829. 
Habitat : Hatsiega ; Naththoung to Paboga, Upper Tenasserim. 
Expanse: 6*, 20; $, 2*5 inches. 
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Description : "Male and female. Differs from L, ismme, Doubleday, in being smaller 
and of a brighter colour, the white medial transverse band narrower, 4he apical portion on 
\\k* forewing more angular in position and extending to the costa, the outer series of narrow 
lunules being present on the hind-wing in both sexes." (Afaort, 1. c.) »% i 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses several specimens of this species which were 
taken by Liraborg with the types. It appears to be a very doubtfully distinct species, none 
of the characters given above being confined to examples from Upper Tenasserhu j specimens 
from Cacharhave the ground-colour of the same tint, one specimen from the Naga Hills, and 
another from Sylhet have the medial white band as attenuated, its upper portion extending to 
the costa and placed at almost right angles to it, and so on. Female specimens taken by 
Dr. Anderson in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold weather are very dark ferruginous, but 
not more so than one female example from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. In Major 
Marshall's collection are numerous examples taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Donat 
range and Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserira, and one taken by Captain C. H, 
E. Adamson at Moulmein. 

An allied species, L. martAa, occurs in Malayana. The description is appended* 
The small genus Pandita, Moore, which includes about three species, is confined to the 
Indo-Malayan region. A description of it and the single species which occurs in the Malay 
Peninsula is given below.T P. sinope is a butterfly of moderate size, the wings broad and 
rounded, the basal half on the upperside fuscous, crossed by black waved lines, the outer half 
ochreous crossed by fuscous bands.

Habitat: Malacca, 
Sumatra, Banca, Java, Borneo. Expanse : Mate, a'l ; female, a a to a'3 inches. Description : " Mai.k. 
Upperside brownish ochraceous, Forewing with the cell crossed by three pairs of blackish lines, of which 
two are basal, two medial enclosing a large whitish spot, and two at apex ; beneath cell and between the urn 
median nervule and submedian nervure are some black linear markings ; beyond cell the wing is crossed 
by an irregular series of eight white spots divided by the nervules, of which the sixth and seventh nrc 
largest, and separated by the first median nervule ; these are followed by a straight seriet, of six lumdate 
white spots margined with fuscoas, that beneath the first median nervule being duplex ; apex somewhat 
broadly white : a waved fuscous submargiual tine, margined with white, and commencing beneath the fifth 
subcostal nervule. Hindwing with the celt crossed by two medial, waved, black lines, which are continued 
to near submedian nervure, and two short contiguous black lines near apex ; a discal oblique white fascia 
(continuous to the series of spots on the forewing), narrowing towards anal angle and margined on each side 
with fuscous; this is followed by a series of fuscous lunulace spots, inwardly margined with whitish; a 
submarginal line as on the forewiug, but preceded by some obscure fuscous lunulatc spots; margins of both 
wings narrowly fuscous, with the ciiia greyish : abdominal margin greyish. Un^krsiihc pale ochraceous. 
Forewing marked as above, but much paler. Hindimng marked generally as above, but much paler, the 
medial series of fuscous lunulate spots almost obsolete, and with two fuscous lines between the bases of the 
costal and subcostal nervures. Body and legs more or less concolourous wiih the wings. Female. Upperside 
as in male, but broader, and with the discal series of white spots much attenuated, the suhmarginal line 
extending to apex, which is not white, and with the white spot absent from cell- fft'ndwinf u& in male, 
but with the medial white fascia very narrow, and its following fuscous spots not margined with white. Undkr- 
siok much paler than above, and with the markings bearing the same relation to those of the upperside as 
obtains in the male." 

"All the specimens of /-. alankara, Horsfield, which I could examine, having proved of the male sex, 
whilst those of L,. martha, Fabricius, have been invariably females, I have felt no hesitation in considering Ihem 
as but the sexes of one species, and treating them here as such." {Distant, 1. c.) Mr. Distant in describing the 
generic characters of Lebadea states that the lower disco-cellular Tiervule of the hindwing is " obsolete." This 
may be so in L. martha, but in both the Indian species it is distinctly present. 

t Genus Pandita, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. 1. C, vol. i, p. 181 (1857) • id.. Distant, 
Rhop. Malay., p. 146 (1883). "Head, rather small ; eyes, prominent, naked : palpi, rather short, directed 
upwards to about the middle of the eyes, extended a little in front of the head, hairy, the hairs at the base long, 
apical joint conic; antenna, rather longer than half the length of the fnrewing, straight, with an elongated 
slender club. Thorax, moderately robust, covered with scales, the sides hairy. Audomen, rather small, slender, 
hairy, Forewing, elongate-trigonate, anterior margin arched ; apex rounded ; exterior margin two-thirds 
the length of the anterior, more or less scalloped , posterior margin about the same length as the exterior, 
somewhat rounded near the base and the angle. Costal nervure moderately strong, extending to the middle 
of the anterior margin ; subcostal nervure with its first branch arising at one-fourth of the wing from the base, 
and extending to the costal margin at one-third from the apex ; second branch arising a little beyond the first, 
some distance before the extremity of the discoidal cell, and terminating one-fourth from the apex : third branch 
commencing at one-third from, and extending to, the apex : fourth branch at one-fifth of the wing, and 
terminating a little below the apex; upper disco-cellular novule very short, almost obsolete, commencing 
obliquely a little beyond the base of the third subcostal branch ; middle diico-cellular five times the length 
of the first, descending in an oblique inward curve ; lower disco-cellular rather slender, but distinct, long, 
descending straight, but uniting in a curve with the third median nervule immediately above its origin, 
thus dosing the discoidal cell. Hindwing, qoadrate-trigooate ; the extreme base of the anterior margin 
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The next five genera Limenitis, Athyma, Abrota, Symphadra and Eutkalia are very closely 
allied ; the neuration of the wings is practically identical, and the small divergencies that are 
exhibited are in some cases wider among species of the same genus than between the different 
genera taken as a whole. The outline of the wings, too, the robustness of the body and 
the length of the antennas, though typically distinct in each, vary within as well as between 
the different genera. With the perfect insect alone the outline of the wings taken in conjunction 
with the style of markings is sufficient with a little practice to identify the genus of any 
insect of this group, but until the life-history of each is known the divisions of this group 
into genera must be considered as tentative ; so far as is known, the caterpillar of 
Athyma is distinct from but closely allied to that of Limenitis, the caterpillar of Abrota is 
unknown, and the caterpillar of Symph&dra is widely distinct from that of Limenitis and 
closely allied to that of Eutkalia. 

In Lhnenitis all the Indian species have a broad discal band, generally white and almost 
always prominent, extending from the costa of the forewing to the submedian nervure of 
the hindwing near the anal angle. In L. danava, the only Indian species in which this 
band is obsolescent (in the male only, it is prominent in the female) the elongated forewing and 
comparatively straight costa distinguish it as a Limenitis. In L. austenia the band is very similar 
in character in both sexes to that in the male of L. danava, but is a little more prominent. 

In Athyma the markings are typically white and sometimes tawny, being in form 
and colour as in Neptis, but in some species the discal band only is prominent ; the body 
is almost always barred with white; the discal band reaches the submedian nervure of 
the hindwing near its base, its outer edge never being beyond the origin of the second 
median nervule, while in Limenitis the inner edge of this band is close to the origin of the 
second median nervule, the outer being far beyond it In outline Atkyma has the 
forewing less elongated and the costa more arched than in most of the species of Limenitis. 

In Abrota the markings are much as in Atkyma, but the outline is more like that of EuUialia ; 
the markings are tawny on a black ground, but in the male the tawny markings are much 
wider and more diffused than in any of the tawny species of Athyma. 

In Symphadra the markings present several distinct types ; this genus consists of a few 
species differing widely from each other, and there appears to be no more reason for grouping 
them together than there is for uniting them one and all to Eutkalia. So far as the perfect insect 
is concerned there is no character, structural or otherwise, by which the genus as a whole can 
be separated. Seven species are represented within our limits, two of which are closely allied 
(Jenta and teutdides) if not inseparable, and are marked as in Limenitis but shaped like 
Eutkalia ; a third is allied to these, but has the discal band on the forewing more even, and a 
fourth has this band redaced to five spots only on the forewing, and entirely absent on the 
hindwing ; the remaining three present two distinct types of markings unlike each other and 
unlike anything else in the group. 

In Eutkalia the markings are of several distinct types ; a few species are marked some- 
what as in Limenitis, and are very similar in general aspect to both L. dudu and S. teuta ; 
the others present two dominant types, in one of which the body is very stout, the apex of 

arched, the rest of it nearly straight ; exterior margin somewhat rounded, scalloped ; abdominal margin 
grooved, about the same length as the anterior. Pracosial nervure curved outwardly ; costal nervure arched 
to about the middle, and then straight to the apex ; subcostal nervure breaking off nearly straight, opposite the 
junction of the praecostal ; upper disco-cellular nervnle straight, oblique, arising a little beyond the subcostal ; 
tower disco-cellular obsolete ; discoidal ceti open. Forelegs, very small, with fine silky baits ; femur rather 
longer than the tibia, tarsus half the length of the tibia, simple," 

" This genus is somewhat allied to Limenitis and Heterochroa" [an American genus]. (Moore, 1. C.) 
Pandita sinope, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol, i, p. 1B2, n. 371, pi. via, fig. 3 
(1857!; id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 146, n. 1, pi. xii, fig. i^, female (1883). Habitat : Penang, Province 
Wellesley, Malacca, Singapore. Banca, Java. Expanse : 3 o to 2'2 inches. Description : " Upperside bright 
fulvous. Forewing with the costal margin and basal half of wjng gold en -brown ; exterior margin, submarginal 
line, a pale inner parallel line, also a rather broad zigzag band, curving outwards across the disc from the apical 
third of the costal margin to inner margin near angle, and transverse markings within and below discoidal cell, 
black. Hindwing with the base golden-brown ; abdominal margin plain dull brown ; a broad exterior marginal 
band, a submarginal line, an inner broad band, also a rather zigzag ill-defined band across the disc, and markings 
about the discoidal cell, black, the black colour being darkest on the submarginal lines and discoidal markings. 
Undsrsidh paler fulvous, the markings the same as on the upperside, but very indistinct ; body and abdominal 
margin grey. Seres alike." {Moore, J. c) 
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forewing and anal angle of hindwing in the male arc sharply ungulate ; in the other 
the body is comparatively slender, the apex of the forewing in the male is more or less falcate, 
and the anal angle of the hindwing is rounded. In all the inner margin of the forewing is 
long, and in many the anal angle of the hindwing is somewhat produced. 

Geaus 74.— UMEtfXTIS, Fabricius, (Plate XXIV).

'* Body, moderate ; abdomen, rather short and small ; wings, long, trigonate. //«<**, 
rather small, with a small tuft of hair at the base of each antenna, and a small, conical, 
frontal tuft. Eyes, but slightly prominent, naked. Palpi, rather short, thick, directed 
obliquely upwards, reaching rather above the middle of the eyes ; the tips convergent, thickly 
clothed with short hairs, especially upon the underside of the basal joint, and the upperside 
of the terminal half of the second joint ; the third joint short, oval, obtuse at the lip. 
AntmntZt scarcely half the length of the costal margin of the forewing, straight ; terminated 
by a very slender, gradually-formed club, which is nearly one-third of the length of the 
whole antenna, rather obliquely truncate at the tip, with a very shallow double groove on 
the underside. Haustellum, long and strong. Thorax, oval, hairy; tippets and sides of 
the metathorax more hirsute. Forewing, elongate-trigonate ; costal margin very little 
arched ; apex rounded ; outer margin rather more than two-thirds of the length of the costa, 
emarginate, and very slightly scalloped ; inner margin a very Utile longer than the outer 
margin, nearly straight. Costal nervtire strong, extending to three-fifths of the length of the 
costa ; subcostal nervure with the first and second branches arising close together before the 
extremity of the discoidal cell j third branch arising just beyond the place of junction of the 
costal nervure with the costa, and extending to the tip of the wing ; fourth branch arising at 
about four-fifths of the length of the wing, reaching the outer margin a little below the 
apex, the terminal portion of the subcostal nervure very slightly defiexed. Upper disco'cellular 
nervule arising at four-ninths of the length of the wing, extremely short ; middle disco-cellular 
short, curved outwards ; lower disco-cellular slender, nearly straight,* uniting with the third 
branch of the median nervure just beyond its origin, closing the discoidal cell, which is rather 
narrow, and reaches nearly to half the length of the wing. Median ttcvure strong, its 
branches wide apart, the third gradually arched. Hindwing, subtriangular ; costal margin 
not much curved ; outer margin of the same length as the costal, somewhat truncate from 
the extremity of the subcostal nervure to that of the first branch of the median, scalloped. 
Pttscoslal nervure well-defined and curved outwardly ; coital nervure arched, extending to 
the outer angle of the wing ; subcostal nervure arising just before the pracostal, its branches 
arising at the same distance from its base as exists between the base of the wing and that 
of the praecostal nervure. Upper discc-cellular nervule forming the base of the discoidal 
nervule, and arising at a similar distance from the base pf the subcostal nervule ; lower disco- 
cellular [usually] wanting, so that the discoidal cell is open. Median nervure and its branches 
moderately robust. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, clothed with rather short loose 
hairs ; femur slightly thickened at the base ; tibia nearly straight, as long as the femur, 
slightly thickened at the tip ; tarsus two-thirds of the length of the tibia, gradually attenuated, 
and, when denuded of scales and hairs, consisting of three distinct joints, the basal joint 
more than half the length of the tarsus, the second and third of nearly equal length. Of 
the female longer than in the male, more scaly, and much less hairy • the femur and tibia of 
nearly equal length, the tarsus two-thirds of the length of the tibia, and of equal thickness 
with it to the tip, composed of five joints, the basal joint occupying half the length of the 

* See detailed description of the subgenus Afcduza on pajie 163, in which the lower disco-cellular is 
outwardly convex, meeting the median nervure far beyond the origin of the second median nervule ; in typical 
Limemth it is nearly straight, and b joined to the median nervure at the origin of the second median nervule. 
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tarsus, the second, third, and fourth gradually shortening, each with a pair of short spines 
at the tip, on the lower side, the terminal joint very small, with two very short straight spines. 
Middle and hindlegs, moderately long and robust, scaly ; femur hairy beneath ; tibia 
of equal length with the femur, with strong spines beneath (except at the basal one-third) 
and at the tip, tibial spurs strong ; tarsus equal to the tibia in length and thickness, with 
four rows of spines beneath ; claws rather large, but not so long as the terminal setae of the 
tarsus, strongly curved, and very acute ; paronychia bi&d, setose, nearly as long as the claws ; 
pulvillus short." 

" Larva, subcylindrical, narrowed behind, with setose tubercles on the sides of the body, 
and with several pairs of elongated, obtuse, hairy spines on the back, those towards the head 
being the longest. Pupa, suspended by the tail, head-case beaked or bifid, gibbose on the 
back of the thorax." ( IVestzvood, 1. c.) 

The genus Limenitis contains about thirty species, and occurs in North America, Europe, 
and almost throughout Asia ; no species, however, has been described from the Southern 
Hemisphere. The Indian species are very varied in colouration, but all of them have a 
broad band of a lighter colour than the ground across the upperside of both wings, white in 
most species. They are very beautiful insects on the wing, almost always found in forests 
or amongst trees ; they have a particularly graceful sailing flight, and settle on leaves with 
fully expanded wings. The well-known European " White Admiral" (L. sibylla) has three 
or four closely-allied forms occurring in the Western Himalayas ; several very beautiful species 
occur in Sikkim and eastwards, while L. procris is met with throughout Eastern and Southern 
India, the Malay Peninsula and in Java, having allied forms in Ceylon and the Andamans. 
L. procris and its allies have been separated by Mr. Moore under the generic name of 
*' Moduza." All the species of true Limenitis occurring within Indian limits are confined to 
the hilly regions of Northern and North-Eastern India ; one species, L. daraxa, extending 
as far south as Upper Tenasserim. 

Ecy to the Indian species of Limenitis. 

A. Discoidal cell of both wings closed.

The first species, L. austenta, was originally described as a Lebadea, but in the shape of 
the cell of the forewing and the position of the prsecostal nervure of the hindwing, also in the 
outline of the forewing, it corresponds with Limcnitis, thus lacking all the distinctive features of 
Lebadea ; it differs from all species of Limtmtis known to me by the outline of the hindwing, which 
is angled at the extremity of the third median nervule, giving it a quadrate appearance, 
by the position or the lower disco-cellular nervule in the hindwing, and by the curious 
black saggittate markings defined with white on the forewing ; these characters are however 
not sufficient to establish it as the type of a new genus, and failing that its proper place is 
in Lxmenitti. 

445- Limeaitis austonla, Moore. 

Lcbadca austema, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lend., 1873, p. 560, pi. xxxii.fig, 1. 

Habitat: Khasia Hills, Cachar. 

Expanse : 3*0 to 3'6 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both wings dark chocolate-brown, with purple 
reflections, crossed by a pale lunular band, extending from .the costa of the forewing beyond the 
cell to hindwing above the anal angle ; exterior to this is a transverse series of pale-bordered 
dark brown lunules, those on the forewing being most prominent and zigzag from the costa, 
where they are white-bordered, and thence decreasing on to the hindwing ; space outside 
these to exterior margin pale brown with a dark brown submarginal and marginal line ; cell 
of forewing crossed by six, and that of hindwing by four, black streaks ; cilia white [black at 
the ends of the veins]. Underside greyish brown, whitish grey at base, marjted as above, 
but having the outer band with all the lunules while-bordered, except the two lower ones 
on both wings, which are nearly black. Palpi, legs and body beneath greyish white." 
(Moore, 1. c.) The female does not differ in markings from the male, but is rather larger, 
and the wings a little broader. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a pair of this species taken by Colonel Godwin- 
Austen at Sarathu in the Khasi Hills, and another pair taken by Mr. Wood-Mason on 
Namotha, Cachar, in September. 

The next two species, though differing widely in outline and markings, differ from all the 
remaining species in having the cell of the hindwing closed ; the lower disco-cellular nervule 
is atrophied and extremely slender, but it can be traced in both species ; they both moreover 
have the pale discal band of the upperside in the male tinted throughout not pure white, it 
, being brown in Z. danava and pale green in L. da'-axa ; in L. danava the sexes differ, the 
band being pure white in the female ; of Z. daraxa the female is unknown. 

446. Limeaitis danava, Moore. 

L. danava, Moore, HorsGeld and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C-, vol. i, p. 180, pi. via, fig. a, male, 
female (1B57). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam. 

Expanse : 3-0 to 3-5 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, dark olive-brown from base to disc of forewing, and 
from base to one-third of hindwing, the rest being pale olive-brown ; a transverse dark band 
crossing the disc of forewing and middle of hindwing; a dark submarginal wavy line and 
two indistinct inner wavy lines crossing both wings ; some indistinct markings within the 
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discoidal cell with paler centres, and a small green patch at anal angle. Underside of a 
golden -glossed obscure ashy-brown ochreous colour, foreiving with markings at the base ; 
a transverse row of lunulated marks, and an indistinct submarginal row of very small spots, 
purple-ashy; also a whitish patch at the apex, and a narrow yellowish line across the disc. 
Hind-wing with broad inner and submarginal band purple-ashy ; the latter with small whitish 
spots along its middle ; two marks within and one above the discoidal cell whitish. Female. 
Upperside with portions at the base, as in male, dark brownish-green ; the middle of both 
wings white, with broad greenish- brown band crossing the disc ; exterior margins broadly 
paler greenish-brown, with green patch at the anal angle ; markings at base of wings pale. 
Underside pale greenish-yellow, with greenish-golden gloss ; bands and markings as in 
upperside, but less distinct and whitish." {Moore, I. c.) 

L. danava differs conspicuously from other species of the genus in the female being very 
differently coloured and marked from the male. Itjins a wide range in the Himalayas, occurring 
from Masuri to Sibsagar in Upper Assam. It differs from all the following species in having two 
pale discal bands instead of one only, and by having these bands brown throughout in the 
male ; in the female they are white. Its outline is similar to that of L. dudu ; the forewing is 
more emarginate, and the anal angle is more distinctly produced, giving a slight resemblance in 
these two species to some of the Eul/utlias, but the inner angle of the forewing does not pro- 
ject beyond the apex of the hiudwing. 

447. Limenitis laraxa, Doubieday, iiewitson. 

L- darnxa, Doubieday, Hcwitson, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 276, n. 11. pi. xxxiv, fig. 4 {1850). 

Habitat : Kumaon, Sikkim, Bhutan, Sylhet, Cachar, Assam, Naga Hills, Upper 
Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 2-85 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings black, powdered with obscure ochreous 
at the base, a brown line near the margin, within which is a series of pale brown spots, each 
bearing a black spot in the centre, an obscure brown line just beyond the green discal band. 
Forewing with two black lines across the middle of the cell, with a figure of 8 in the 
interspace below, the disco-cellulars defined with a band of the ochreous powdering ; a 
discal band of eight pale green spots placed between the nervules, the upper one minute 
and linear, the next larger and oval, the two following about double the size and kidney- 
shaped, the next one at the base of the upper median interspace rounded, the three lower 
ones quadrate, divided only by the nervules. Hindioing with some obscure black markings 
at the base, the discal pale green band in continuation of that on the forewing, continuous, 
of nearly equal width throughout, but ending in a point at the submedian nervure, divided 
by the veins ; a rounded deep ferruginous patch at the anal angle. Underside with the pale 
discal band as on upperside but almost white, the ochreous and brown markings of the upper- 
side replaced by violet much brightest on the margin, the ground-colour pale ferruginous, the 
violet patches on the border each bearing a deep black spot as on the upperside, and inwardly 
bordered with deep ferruginous lunules, sometimes with an additional whitish spot within the 
band near apex of forewing. I have not seen a female of this species. 

L. daraxa is not a rare species and has a wide range. Mr. Atkinson records it from the 
Himalayas of the North- Western Provinces, and it appears to occur at a suitable elevation all 
along the hills as far east as Sibsagar in Upper Assam and the Naga Hills, and Captain C. T. 
Bingham took it in April in the Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim. 

In all the remaining species of this genus the sexes are alike and the discal band is pure 
white throughout, except in L. zayla, in which it is yellow on the forewing. In all the discoidal 
cell of the hindwing is open. The first three species have the wings more elongated, and the 
pale discal band straighter than in typical Limenitis ; the outer margin of the forewing is 
also more emarginate, least so in L. zay/a, most in L. dndu. 
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448. Limenitis zayla, Doubleday, Hewitson. 

L. xayla, Doubleday, Hcwitson, Gen. Diurn, Lep., vol. n, p. 376, n. 13, pi. xxxv, fig. 4 (1S50). 

Habitat i Sikkim, Assam, Sylhct 

Expanse : 3-5 to 3-8 inches. 

Description : Male, Upperside, both wimp blackish, powdered with ochreous at the 
base. Forewing with a zigzag black line at the base of the cell and in the interspace below, two 
fine black lines across the middle of the cell and a figure of 8 below bolh enclosings ferruginous 
space, a fine black line beyond, the disco-cellulars enclosed by two black lines surrounding an 
ochreous space ; a broad discal ochreous band, its inner edge somewhat uneven but sharply 
defined, its outer edge lunulated and somewhat diffused, the lower portion of this band 
inwardly white ; three subcostal ochreous elongated streaks in continuation of the band ; the 
ground-colour beyond brown, gradually deepening into black ; a submarginal series of deep 
ferruginous lunules, their points joined to a ferruginous outer line ; the margin marked with 
a black, then a pale, then another black line. Hindxting with some obscure black markings 
at the base ; a broad discal white band attenuating to a point at the submedian nervure where 
it ends ; a pale band beyond, then abroad black band outwardly bearing a series of prominent 
deep ferruginous lunules ; beyond which there is a pale band, then a black line, then a very 
fine pale line, and lastly the margin is black- Underside much paler, glossy greenish ftt the 
base of the hindwing, marked much as above but all the bands more obscure and blurred. 
Cilia alternately black and white throughout. Sexes alike. 

This is probably the most beautiful species of the genus, it occurs somewhat plen- 
tifully on Birch Hill, Darjiling. 

449- LiSieuitis ZTllcma, Doubleday, Hewitson. 
L. zulema, Doubleday, Hewitson. Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 276, n. 9, pi. xxxiv, fig. 1 (1850). 

Haditat: Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam. 

Expanse : 27 to 3*3 inches. 

Description : Male, Upperside, both wings rich deep brown, crossed by a broad 
discal white band, divided by the nervules, the upper portion slightly recurved in the forewing 
and macular, very straight and even in the hind wing, terminating on the submedian 
nervure, followed by a pale brown lunulated band, then a series of somewhat quadrate blackish 
spots placed between the nervules, then a deep ferruginous band, then another series of blackish 
spots but more elongated, the outer margin pale brown divided by two straight blackish lines. 
Forewing with the base ochreous, a black line in the cell with an annular spot below it, two 
black lines joined above and below and enclosing a deeper ferruginous space than the 
ground-colour across the middle of the cell, with a figure of 8 in the interspace below, the 
disco-cellulars placed on a deep ferruginous band margined with black on both sides. Two 
subapical small white spots. Hindwing with some obscure black markings at the base of the 
wine and in the cell. Underside much paler, the ground-colour being greenish-white, the 
markings much as above, but more prominent Cilia alternately black and white throughout. 
I have not seen a female, it will probably be found not to differ from the male in markings. 

L. zulema is a rare species which is occasionlly received from Sikkim. Mr. A. V. Knyvett 
has obtained it near Buxa in Bhutan, and there is a single specimen from Chcrrapunji in 
Assam, in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. In general appearance it is very similar to L. 
calidosa, but the neuration is very different. 

45o- LimenltiS iulu, Westwood* (Plate XXIV, Fig. 112 $). 

L. dud u, Westwood, Gen, Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 276, a. 13, note (1850). 

Habitat : Sikkim, Sylhet, Shillong. 
Expanse : 28 to 36 inches. 

Description : *' Upperside fuscous, with a straight rather narrow oblique submedian 
band across both wings white, a little irregular towards the costa of the forewing, with two 
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narrow spots obscurely rufous margined with black towards the base of the jorew'mg. 
Hindwing with a broad series of lunules beyond the band and a subapical streak black, with 
the anal angle acute golden, spotted with black. Underside pearly, the band and basal 
spots as on upperside, but the apical oues obliterated, the anal angle broadly rufescent." 
( Westwood t I.e.) 

Male : Upperside, both wings with the basal half blackish, powdered with obscure 
ochreous at the extreme base. A broad black band divided from the discal white band by 
a band of the paler ground-colour, attenuated and macular anteriorly in the forewing, 
enclosing a series of deep red lunules (which are most prominent at the anal angle) in 
the hindwing ; a submarginal and marginal black line, the former bordered with deep red 
on both sides at the anal angle of the hindwing. Forewing with a small round black spot 
at the base of the cell, with a similar one in the interspace below ; two parallel black 
lines across the middle of the cell, and a figure of 8 in the interspace below, both enclosing 
a deep red space ; beyond them the ochreous powdered basal area terminates in two sharply 
defined bands ; a wedge-shaped deep red band enclosing the disco-cellulars ; a discal white 
band from the subcostal nervure to the inner margin, the portion above the third median 
nervule (up to which point the band gradually decreases in width) composed of three spots 
crossed by the nervules, and separated by a streak of the ground-colour ; an oblique series of 
three white linear spots extending from the lower discoidal interspace (where the spot almost 
touches the discal band) to the subcostal interspace near the apex ; above the upper of these 
three spots there is an obscure short deep red streak, Hindwing with the white discal band 
of the forewing continued evenly across the wing from the costal margin to the submedian 
nervure. Underside pearly, the apex of the forewing decreasingly to the third median 
nervule ochreous. Forewing with a band across the middle of the cell, a somewhat rounded 
spot in the interspace below it, and another band enclosing the disco-cellulars composed of an 
outer fine black line, then a fine line of the ground-colour, the middle ferruginous, as is 
also the basal half of the costal area ; the discal white band as above, but inwardly sharply 
defined by a dark line, outwardly by a rather broader ferruginous line, beyond which are a double 
series of obscure lunules and a submarginal line. Hindwing with an oval spot across the middle 
of the cell, another in the interspace above, and a third below the upper disco-cellular, all com- 
posed of a very fine outer black line enclosing a pure white area; the discal white band as 
above, sharply defined on both sides, inwardly by a fine, outwardly by a broader ferruginous 
line, the latter widening out into a diffused patch at the anal angle ; a double series of dark 
lunules and a submarginal fine line. The female differs from the male only in the wings 
being broader, as is also the discal white band, the ground-colour somewhat paler. 

L. dudu is a rare species; Major Marshall possesses a specimen taken at Shillong 
in May. 

The figure is taken from a male Sikkira specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
and shows both sides. 

The next species, which is the typical Indian species of the genus and most nearly 
resembles the European L. sibylla y has the hindwing shorter and much more evenly rounded 
than in the other Indian species; it is extremely variable, and the local races have been 
described under four distinct names, each race being typically very distinct, but numerous 
intermediate forms connect each local race with the next, and I have found it impossible 
to draw a line of separation anywhere. The species as a whole is confined to the Western 
Himalayas and the mountain ranges to the north and west as far as Turkestan. The extreme 
southern form is typical L. trivena, with the white discal band very broad, nearly one-third 
the breadth of the wing, and with a single row of diffused small whitish spots on the outer 
border ; northwards, as the elevation increases, the white band gradually narrows, till in the 
forests near the snow line typical L. ligyes is found, with the discal band less than one-third 
the width of that of L. trivena and distinctly macular throughout, the black veins separating 
the spota being also distinctly bordered throughout with black. Further north where the 
vegetation is sparse the white baud remains narrow, but the white border spots are replaced by 
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much larger yellow spots, and an inner series of equally large yellow spots is developed, 
separated from the outer series by the series of black lunules, and the ground-colour is paler 
throughout. This is the form that has been named by Mr. Moore L. hydas/ts. Further north 
still the form which occurs in Turkestan, and has been named L. leftrhini by Herr EischofF, 
closely resembles L. hydasfes, but judging from the figure differs in the disappearance of the 
black lunules from the space between the two series of yellow spots. 

451, Limonitifl triVOna, Moore. (Plate XXIV, FiG, 113 &). 

L. trivena, Moore, Ent Month. Mag., vol. i, p. 133, note (Nov., 1864) ; L. ligyes, Hewitson, Trans. Ent. 
Soc. Load., third series, vol. ii, p. 246, n. 3, pi. xv, figs. 3, 4, JtmaU (Dec, 1864) ; id , I.. ink- Ent. Month. 
Mag., vol. v, p 35 (186S) ; L. hydaspes, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874, p. 270, n. 49, pi. xliij, fig. ? ; L. 
Uptchzfti, Erschoff, Lep. Turk., p. 14, n. 41, pi. i, fig. 10, male (1874); id., Hedemann, Hor. Soc. Etit. Hw.„, 
vol. rvi, p. 263 (err.

Habitat : Western Himalayas, Kashmir, Turkestan. 
Expanse : 2-25 to 3'io inches. 

Description: "Male, Upperside brown, with abroad interrupted white band 
extending across the disc of both wings, beyond which is a marginal scries of pale ochrey-red 
lunules, bordered on each side with black. In the forciving are a few small white spots at 
the apex, before the band, and within the discoidal cell is a transverse white streak, on each 
side of which is a narrow, pale ochrey-red, black bordered streak, the basal one shewing itself 
below the cell. Underside ochrey-yellow, with the broad band, discoidal and apical spots 
while. Cilia white, at the points black, Antcntut at the apex ochrey-red. Female. Darker, 
fuliginous, tinged with green at the base of the wings, the broad transverse band and spots 
creamy white, the marginal series of lunules also whitish." {Moore, 1. c.) 

*'I have seen but three individuals of this species, all in the Himalaya, 7,000 to 8,000 
feet elevation, in forests of oak (Qturcus incana and semi-carpi folia). Has a quick (Tight, 
sometimes slower, floating in and out of the sunlight." (Note by Colonel Lang). 

As this form was first described it may be considered to be the typical one. It occurs 
in the outer ranges of the Himalayas and furthest to the south. I took a single female on the 
top of Jakko, Simla, and there are numerous specimens of both sexes also from Simla in 
Colonel Lang's collection ; Major Marshall has observed it on the wing in the spring on- the 
road down to Sipi from Mashobra, near Simla ; I found it common at Kujiah near Dalhousic 
in June, in Chumba and at Mogul Maidan, Kashmir, in the same month ; it occurs also in 
Murree, and Mr. A. Graham Young has obtained numerous examples in Kulu in May and 
June. In Colonel Lang's collection are two specimens from Lower Kunawar exactly inter- 
mediate between typical L. trivena and the form or variety described as L, ligyes. Sortie 
undoubted examples of L. trivena have a double series of ochreous spots on the margin on the 
upperside of both wings, placed one at the apex the other at the base of a series of black 
conical spots between the nervules, showing in this respect an approach to L. ligyes, though the 
white discal band is twice as broad as in typical specimens of that species, Other examples 
of L. trizena lack the inner series of ochreous spots, and in others again the outer series is 
white, and the inner also absent. The markings of the underside vary considerably, but the 
extent and colouration of those on the upperside are the most important. 

Var. ligyes, "Female. Upperside dark brown. Both wings crossed by a nearly 
medial band of white spots, followed between it and the outer margin by two bands 
of lunular black spots, Forewing with a black band, a rufous spot and a white band 
within the cell, and a rufous band at the end of the cell ; three white spots near the 
apex. Hindwing with rufous epots between the two submarginal bands of black spots 
Underside ochreous-yellow. Forming with the basal half rufous, the medial band as above, 
the lower spots bordered with black ; a lunular white spot below the cell. Hindwing {the 
medial band excepted) immacrtate." (Hewitson, 1. c.) The male does not differ from the 
female except that the outer margin of the forewing is slightly emarginate below the apex, 
and both wings are rather narrower.

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This form, or more correctly local race of L trivma, was described ambiguously as from 
" North India." It is not found in the outer ranges of the Himalayas, occurring always in the 
middle or inner ranges further north. Colonel Lang took numerous specimens in Upper Kunawar 
(Pangi, June), I obtained a single male at Mogul Maidan, Kashmir, in June, and Mrs. R. Bazett 
took numerous specimens at Gulinurg, 9.400 feet in July. The size of the spots in the discal 
band in these specimens agrees with the figure of L. ligyes, but the rufous spots are very 
feebly developed. I also obtained three males in June at Gagangair, Kashmir, and Major 
Marshall possesses three males from Baba Marishi, 8,400 feet, also in Kashmir, and one from 
Pangi, all taken in June- They differ from typical Z. ligyes in having the discal spots as small 
as in the next form, Z. hydaspes ; the development of the rnfous spots is inconstant, some of 
these specimens being quite typical Z. ligyes in this respect, but in none of them are they as 
fully developed as in Z. hydaspes or Z. kpechini. Lastly Major Marshall possesses quite 
typical specimens of L. ligyes taken at Kutabul, 8,200, and Bayadmalla, 6,500 feet, both in 
Kashmir, ami one from Pangi, all these specimens taken in June. Colonel Lang writes of it : 
"This species is represented by only one much mutilated specimen in Dr. Jeidon's series 
[from Kashmir], which resembles the dark 'Kunawar' rather than the light 'Simla' 
variety ; but it differs from all that I have yet seen, in having an exterior transverse series* 
nearly obsolete in the forewing, but very distinct in the hindwing, of ochreous-red spots, one 
being placed at the apex of each of the black borders of the submarginal lunules. The 
underside is also suffused with ochreous-red. This species is subject to a considerable amount 
of gradual variation. At the commencement of its range near Simla, all the individuals accord 
well with the description of Z. trivena, Moore, having broad white fascia? occupying nearly 
one-third of the wing ; while at the extreme northern limit of the range, Tibetwards (as also 
apparently to the west in Cashmere), the fascia is narrow and only macular, and the insects 
have a dark sombre look. The food-plant of the larva? is Lonicera tatarica, which has a wide 
range in the N.-W. Himalaya." 

The figure of this form (erroneously named L. hydaspes on the plate) from a male Pangi 
specimen in Major Marshall's collection shows both sides. 

Var. hydaspes, " Male and fem.ylr. Upperside dark rufous brown ; both wings with 
a transverse discal series of small oval while spots, and two submarginal rows of prominent 
dentate ochrey-red spots, which are parallelly joined together by an intermediate row of 
dentate black spots, the outer row being also bordered by a black lunule ; a narrow black 
and a white streak within, and an ochrey-red streak closing the cell ; two ochrey-white spots 
before the apex. Underside bright ochrey-yellow, the discal maculated band and streak in 
cell, as above, black-bordered ; middle of the wings, outside the discal band, and a marginal 
series of lunules ochrey-red ; two black lunules near posterior angle of forewing." 

" Note. L. ligyes, Hewitson, may be distinguished from this species in being of a dark or 
somewhat greenish-brown colour, the discal maculated band being formed of larger spots, the 
submarginal series of black dentate spots being bordered outwardly by a whitish (sometimes 
slightly fulvous white) dentate spot, and outer or marginal hardly apparent blackish lunules ; 
the underside is paler, and has more black diffused along the borders of the discal bands." 

"Z. trivma, Moore, may also be known by its much paler brown colour, and the very 
broad discal transverse band, which occupies nearly one-third of the wing, the underside being 
also of a very pale yellow. Z. ligyes is apparently confined to the Kumaon [ ? Kunawar] 
district, and L.trivena to the Simla district of the N.-W. Himalaya," (Moore, 1. c.) 

This form or local race is described as being "common about Kashmir," probably on 
the authority of the late Captain R. B. Reed who obtained the type specimens. In Major 
Marshall's collection is a single female taken in Astor, Northern Kashmir in September, and 
I possess two examples taken by Colonel Lockhart's Mission, one probably near Gilgit, the 
other in the Astor Valley which are the only typical specimens I have seen. They differ from 
the figure of Z. ligyes in having the discal band composed of smaller white spots, and the outer 
border of both wings bearing two prominent series of ferruginous spots, the inner series 
becoming white at the apex of the forewing. Several of the specimens mentioned under 
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the previous form approach very closely to this one, notably one from Pangi, which has been 
here figured as L. kydasfes, but the ferruginous spots are not quite so large. 

Var. tefeekini, " Male. Upperside fuscous, a macular white fascia beyond the middle, 
two series of fulvous spots before the outer margin. Underside greenish -yellow, median fascia 
white." (Erschoff, 1. c.) 

This form or local race was described from near Maracanda, in Turkestan, and was taken 
in June. It is very close to our Astor and Gilgit specimens of L. Aydasfx-s, but differs in the 
spots of the discal band being as large as in typical £,. ligyes* The outer bonier of both wings 
on the underside is rich ochreous marked only with a diffused darker band in the middle, 
more prominent in the forewing. On the upperside also the black spots between the two 
ferruginous marginal series of spots are not shown in the figure. 

The two following species have been generically separated by Mr. Moore (Lep. Ccy., 
vol. i, p. 47) under the name Afoduza. They differ chiefly from typical species of Limenitis in 
the shape and position of the lower disco-cellular nervule of ihe forewing. The description 
is appended. * 

452. Limoaltle procria, Cramer.

Mcth., vol. ix, p. 404, n. 178 (1819) ; Bibiis procris, Horsfteld, Cat- Lep. E. I. C, pi. viii, figs. 4, iarz.11 ; 44, 
pupa ; *b-k, structure of imago {1S29) ; Litncnitis proa is, Horsfield and Moore, Cut. Lep. Mus. E, I. C, 
vol. i, p. 179, n. 362, pi. v, figs. ia, larva ; 12a, pupa (1857) ; id., Distant, Khop. Malay., p. 14S, a, 1, pi, xvii, 
fig. 1, male 11883); L. attarta, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1877, p. 585. 

Habitat ; India, Burma, Malay Peninsula, Audamans, Sumatra, Banca, Java, Borneo, 

Expanse : 2*3 to3'2 inches. 

Description; "Male and female. Upperside bright ferruginous. Foravittg with 
the cell crossed by three black lines, and with the same number between the first median 
nervule and the submedian nervure ; beyond the cell the whole disc of the wing is triangularly 
blackish, containing an oblique series of five white spots, situated oue at end of the cell, 
three separated by the median nervules, the fifth and smallest on the inner margin ; 
four or five subapical white spots, of which two linear and smallest are subcostal, 
two, largest, separated by upper discoidal nervule, and one very small beneath the lower 
discoidal nervule ; a broad submarginal waved black fascia and two narrower mar- 
ginal fasciae of the same colour, which sometimes become fused. Ilindwing with the cell 
crossed by two pairs of blackish lines and with a few small black markings above the cell ; a 
broad medial oblique white macular fascia continuous to the medial spots of the forewing, 
terminating at the submedian nervure, its inner margin somewhat regular and narrowly 
bordered with black, its outer margin scalloped and broadly margined with black ; this is 
followed by a series of blackish spots placed between the nervules and marginal and sub- 
marginal fasciae, much as on the forewing, but the inner one terminating at the anal angle in 
two small spots. Underside with thewhite markings as above. Forewing with the basal 
area before the white spots (which are margined with black), very pale olivaceous ; the ttiird 
and fourth lines in the cell including a bright reddish spot, and the same beneath the cell ; the 

•Genus MonurA, Moore. " Forewing, triangular ', casta arched, apex produced, exterior margin oblique, 
scalloped, convex anteriorly. Costal nervure extending two-thirds of wing ; first subcostal nervule emitted 
at nearly one-half before end of the cell, second at equal distance between it and end of the cell, third at a little 
more than one-third from the cell, fourth axiA.fi/th at three-fourths beyond ; upper [middle] disco-ccltuta' curved 
very obliquely outwards and bent near subcostal, lower very slender and slightly convex, the radials (distotdal 
nervules} from angle and end of upper disco-cellular ; discoidal cell long ; middle median net-vule emitted at 
come distance before end of the cell and opposite to its upper end, lower median at more than half distance 
before lower end; submedian nervure straight.

Body, stout, short ; palpi, porrect, second joint long, projecting half its length in front of head, third 
joint very short and pointed, very slightly pilose beneath at upper end ; legs, slender ; antenna:, with a lengthened 
■lender club. Type, M. procris." (Moore, 1. c.) In these species the general colouration most nearly resembles 
that of L. zutema ; but the outer edge of the discal band on the hindwing is irregularly scalloped as in typical 
L. trwena. Both the Indian species are tropical or subtropical forms, 
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black discal area above reddish beneath, the three lower subapical white spots being situated 
in long and somewhat linear black spots ; subrnarginal black fascia very much broken and sub* 
obsolete; marginal fascia? as above ; marginal area pale violaceous. Hindwing with the whole 
basal area to just beyond the white fascia, very pale olivaceous ; marginal and submarginal 
fasciae as on the forewing, but the last more obsolete and only denoted by a series of spots. 
Body and legs more or less concolourous with the wings." {Distant, I.e.) 

The larva (as figured by Horsfield) is a very extraordinary creature, brown, cylindrical, 
the head much larger than the following segments and surrounded with numerous pointed 
tubercles, the three following segments furnished with a pair each of long spined club-shaped 
tubercles, increasing in length to the third segment, the following segments with similar but 
shorter tubercles. Pupa, rich brown with two foliaceous processes at the head, the wing- 
cases dilated at the sides, the thorax humped, the dorsal surface of the abdominal segments 
furnished with irregular projections. In Java Dr. Horsfield records the larva as feeding "on a 
species of Nauclea, bearing the native name of A'leppu." In Calcutta I have bred it on 
Anthocephalus Cadamba. 

L. procris occurs plentifully in India in the region of heavy rainfall. I have specimens from 
Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, Calcutta, Orissa, and throughout South India. 

Mr. Moore has described a slight variety of L. procris from the South Andaman Isles 
under the name of L.'anarta. It is somewhat variable, the white spot in the discoidal cell 
of the forewing being sometimes entirely absent, in others (and there is every intermediate 
variety) it is as large as many specimens from continental India. The other distinguishing 
characters given by Mr. Moore even if they were constant, which they do not appear to be 
from the specimens before me, are hardly sufficient to warrant the erection of L, anaria into a 
separate species. 

Var. anarta, Moore. Habitat: South Andamans, Expanse: 6*, 2'5 to 27 ; $, 
3'i to 3"2 inches. Description : " Male. Darker than the Indian form of Z. procris. 
Differs in the narrower white maculated band on both wings, smaller subapical costal spots, and 
much smaller spot_at end of the cell. The outer black markings are also broader ; the marginal 
black dentate lumiles are confluent and similar to those in L. calidosa." {Moore, 1. c.) The late 
Mr. de Roepstorft" has sent many specimens of this form from the South Andamans, the 
female sex being the one most frequently caught. 

453- LlmenitlS calllOSa, Moore. 

L. calidosa, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., third series, vol. i, p. 4B, n. 2 (1858) ; L. calidosa, Butler,

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse : <?, 2*50 to 275 ; 2, 2-9 inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside dark rufous-brown, basal area 
suffused with olive-brown. Forewing with a discal transverse series of bluish-white irregular- 
shaped spots, which continue in a band across the hindwing ; both wings with basal black 
streaks, and two submarginal series of black lunules interspaced with dull red ; marginal 
black lunular lines bordered with pale brown. Underside, basal area bluish-grey, outer 
area pale greyish-purple ; discal macular band as above ; submarginal spots, apical inter- 
spaces, and basal streaks, prominently black and red bordered ; marginal lines distinct." 

"Larva pale greenish-yellow or reddish., head spined, the segments armed with short 
spiny tubercles, and a longer dorsal divergent pair on third and fourth segments. Feeds on 
Cinchona, Mussanda, &c. Pupa reddish -purple-brown, wing cases dilated ; head bifid, twisted 
and bent outwards at the tips." {Moore, 1. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

L. calidosa appears to occur throughout Ceylon and at all seasons. It is quite distinct 
from the continental Indian form L. procris, the ground-colour of the upperside blackish, 
with hardly any ferruginous markings, and the white spot at the end of the cell of the forewing 
so prominent usually in L. procris in so far as I know always wanting in L, calidosa. 
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Genua 75,— ATEY1CA, Wcstwood. (Plate XX). 

Athyuta, Westwood, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. ii, p. 27a (1850); id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, 
p. 11, Monograph; id., Felder, Neues Lepid., p. 31, n. 75 (i86i> : id., Distant, Rhop. Malay,, p. 156 (1883). 

" Body, robust ; wing s, large and strong, generally with transverse white marks on a 
black grouud. Head, moderate, with a few long hairs in front ; ryes, rather prominent, 
generally naked, but finely hirsute in some species ; euituum not more than half the length 
of the forewing, sLraight ; terminated by a long and gradually formed slender club, slightly 
obliquely truncate at the tip, and with a fine keel-like line down the underside ; falfi, rather 
slender, obliquely directed upwards, but not reaching above the middle of the eyes ; the tips 
horizontally porrected and slightly incurved, clothed with closely adpressed scaly hairs, with 
longer hairs at the base beneath, and towards the extremity of the second joint on the upper 
side ; the terminal joint very short and obtuse. Thorax, robust ; collar often variously 
coloured ; dorsum often marked with white spots ; metathorax large, deeply grooved down the 
middle, finely hairy. Abdomen, moderately robust, often party-coloured, especially at the 
base. FORBWING, large, subtriangular ; costal margin rounded ; apex rounded ; outer margin 
three-fifths of the length of the costa, slightly convex, straight, or but very slightly concave, 
and slightly scalloped ; inner margin nearly straight, three-fourths of the length of the costn. 
Costal nervure strong, reaching to the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with its first 
branch arising at about one-fourth of the length of the wing, followed immediately by the 
second branch ; third branch arising at about two-thirds of the length of the wing, and 
extending to the apex ; fourth branch arising at about five-sixths of the length of the wing, 
extending below the apex ; the terminal portion of the vein rather deflexed. Upper disco- 
cellular nervale almost obliterated, arising from the subcostal nervure at one-third of the 
length of the wing ; middle disco-cellular very short, curved, forming the base of the 
lower discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular obsolete in the typical species, the discoidal cell 
being open. In others it is, however, distinct, although very slender, arising from the 
extremity of the middle disco-cellular, which is in such species curved obliquely towards 
the base of the wing, and joining the median nervure close to the origin of the third 
branch. Hindwing, subtriangular ; costal margin rather rounded ; outer margin rounded, 
and more strongly scalloped. Prajcostal netvure strongly curved outwards ; costal nervure 
arched, and extending to the outer angle ; subcostal nervure branching very near to its 
base, and also emitting the upper disco-cellular nervule very near to the base of its branch. 
Upper disco-cellular nervule forming the base of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular 
obsolete. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, finely hairy ; tibia not so long as the 
femur ; tarsus rather more than two-thirds of the length of the tibia ; when denuded it 
is cylindrical, simple, exarticulate, and destitute of claws or spines, as is also the tip of 
the tibia. Of the female rather longer and thicker, scaly ; tarsus with well developed joints ; 
the first being half the length of the tarsus, without spines at the tip beneath ; second, 
third, and fourth joints with strong short spines on the underside. Middle and hindlbgs, 
moderately long ; tibia spined beneath, tibial spurs strong ; tarsi more thickly spined 
beneath, the spines arranged in rows." 

•'Larva [A. perius], long, cylindrical, with setose warts at the sides; head spinose.; 
each of the second and third segments with two long, erect, sharp, setose spines ; remaining 
joints with similar spines, but those of the fourth, sixth, eighth, and tenth joints are shorter 
than the intermediate ones. Pupa suspended by the tail ; head furcate ; body with a conical 
protuberance on the dorsal portion of the thorax, and another at the base of the abdomen," 
{fVesiwood, L c) 

Athyma is a genus of considerable extent, about forty species being known. It is confined 
to Asia, occurring almost throughout the outer Himalayas, and eastern and peninsular India (but 
not in Ceylon), Burma, the Andaman Isles, the Malay peninsula and islands, with several 
species in China. Many of the species have a superficial likeness to species of the genus Nefitis, 
being black with white bands and spots, but the neuration is very different. In several 
species the females are very differently coloured and marked to the males, but in all cases the 
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style of marking and colouration is similar to that of Neptis. Both sexes of Apatura chevana* 
and the female of Atkyma sdenophora, appear to mimic Atkyma opalina, in which species the 
sexes are alike. All the species known to me in nature are strong on the wing, but frequently 
settle, often on the ground with wide-spread open wings, or on leaves of trees and bushes. 
They are forest-loving insects, occurring only where there is a rich vegetation. 

The genus comprises two groups, in one of which the cell of the forewing is open, in the 
other it is closed ; in the first group the sexes are similarly marked in all the species, and all 
are black with the white bands and spots arranged as in Neptis ; in the second group the 
aberrant species occur in which, while the females retain the M Neptis" markings, the males 
diverge in having the bands margined partially with blue, and in some cases the discoidal and 
submarginal bands obscure, the discal band alone being white and prominent.

Habitat: India, Malay Peninsula, Siam, Java, Formosa, China, 

Expanse : 2*15 to 290 inches. 

Description: "Male aud female. Upperside dark fuscous, with the following 
lemon-white [almost pure white] spots and markings -.—forewing with a basal streak and two 
spots in cell ; a subtiiangular spot at end of cell ; two elongated subapical spots divided by tbe 
upper discoidal nervule, beneath which are an oblong discal series of five spots directed inwardly, 
the upper two smallest, and the fifth liuear oa inner margin ; a submarginal series of six 
very small spots, the tbird, fourth and fifth contiguous to the upper three discal spots. 
Hindwing with a wide transverse macular fascia near base, and an outer discal series of six 
small spots, inwardly margined with dark fuscous spots, placed between the nervules. Both 
wings with a waved pale linear submarginal fascia, aud the cilia alternately white. Underside 
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dark warm ochraceous ; pale spots as above, but whiter and more or less margined with 
black, torewtng with four black spots beneath first median nervule, vis., two beneath cell 
(the basal very small), the largest before the fourth discal spot, and the last following this 
spot. Hindwing with the apes of prxcostal nervure black and situated in a basal transverse 
whitish fascia ; medial fascia as above, but more or less margined on each side with black, 
the outer discal spots above fused into a macular fascia beneath, and containing a series of 
small black spots placed between the nervules (two between the first median nervule and 
submedian nervure) ; both wings with a narrow pale waved submarginal violaceous fascia, 
outwardly margined with black ; cilia as above. Body above dark fuscous, the eyes castaneous ; 
thorax with some discal linear grey markings and two posterior oblique spots of the 
same colour ; abdomen annulated with greyish. Body beneath and legs greyish, the under 
surfaces of the tarsi castaneous." (Distant, 1. c.) 

Larva cylindrical, of equal thickness throughout its length, head larger than the follow- 
ing segment, black, thickly covered with obtuse castaneous spines, body pale green, beneath 
and legs castaneous, armed with a subdorsal series of long, and a spiracular series of shorter 
spined castaneous tubercles, one in each series on each segment, those on the fourth, sixth, 
eighth, tenth and thirteenth segments in the subdorsal series shorter than the others, spiracles 
black. PUPA brown, richly gilt, head ending in two points, thorax foliaceous. In Java Dr. 
Horsfield records the larva as feeding " on a species of Phyltanthas." 

A. perius is one of the commonest as well as the most widely distributed species of the 
genus. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas and in Eastern, South- West- 
ern and Southern India to Travancore — but not in Ceylon — throughout Burma, the Malay 
peninsula, Siam, in Java, Formosa and China, It is very constant in its markings, though Mr. 
Moore remarks that " specimens from Java are smaller than those from India, and have 
the medial band broader and the portions closer together." It may be distinguished from 
all other Indian species, except A. asura and A. sulpitia, by the white submarginal band on 
the underside of the hindwing enclosing a series of round black spots. In A. asura 
these spots are in the middle of the band and appear on both upper and undersides ; in A. 
sulpitia these spots are nearer the inner edge of the band and are followed by another 
row on the ochreous ground- colour within ; in A. perius thess spots are also near the inner 
edge of the band, but there is no second row within and no group of black spots near the 
base, and the ground-colour is veiy uniform bright ochreous. 

The figure shows both sides of a female specimen from Masuri in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. The larva and pupa are figured on Plate II of Vol. I under the synonymic name 
of this s^Q^Sp. Athyma Icttcoihoc, by which it was till lately universally known. 

Athyma larymna, Doubleday, Hewitson, occurs in Perak and Malacca. It is a very 
handsome and large species, probably the largest in the genus. Mr. West wood probably 
incorrectly recorded it from Northern India. Mis figure differs from a Perak specimen in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, by the white markings on the upperside being somewhat larger, 
especially the discal band on both wings. The description is appended.* It closely resembles 
A. opaiina in the markings of both upper and underside, but it is much larger, the cell of the 
fore wing is open, and the discoidal nervule of the hindwing is much less curved at the base.

Description : "Mali and female Upperside dark fuscous, with the following dark 
cream-coloured markings: — Forerving with a [narrow] basal streak followed by two spots in cell, and a 
large subtrJangutar spot at end of cell ; two targe subapical spots divided by the upper discoidal nervule, and 
preceded by a small subcostal linear spot ; a large discal spot between 'he second and first median nervules, 
and two contiguous spots about middle of inner margin, which are divided by the submedian nervure ; two sub- 
marginal series of small spots, the inner one waved and commencing near co*ta. the outer one commencing beneath 
the lower subcostal nervule, but fading into pale fuscous beneath the third median nervule. Cilia alternately 
greyish from beneath apex. Hindwing with a transverse macular fascia before middle, a transverse series 
of subcorneal spots placed between *he nervules, gradually enlarging towards abdominal margin, and situated 
on the outer portion of disc, and a pale fuscous submarginal line. Underside brownish ochraceous, the pale 
markings more or less clouded. Farriuing with the cellular spots fused in'o a single fascia, convex, hut deeply 
notched above: the spot at et*d of cell elongated, and preceded by an upper subquadrate spot ; discal spots 
as above, the two series of submarginal spots as above, tut of the inner series the two apical spots fuscous, 
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455- Athyma aaura, Moore.

Habitat : Western Himalayas, Assam, Cachar, Khasi Hills. 

Expanse ; 2-9 to 3-1 inches. 

Description i "Upperside, smoky-brown, markings creamy-white. Forewing with a 
narrow discoidal streak, which is terminated at a short distance by an angular mark ; a band 
of spots curving outwards from anterior to middle of posterior margin, the first spot commenc- 
ing as a very narrow line, second and third long and oval, fourth the smallest, fifth some- 
what larger and rounded, sixth larger still and oval, seventh the largest, square, indented at 
the sides, eighth narrow and on posterior margin ; a submarginal row of well-defined Iunular 
marks, terminated on the apex of the wing by an inner row of three small spots. Hindwing 
with a broad inner band ; also a less broad band from abdominal to anterior angle, this 
being intersected by the nervules, and having a single black spot in the middle between each 
nervule ; a marginal pale brown line in both wings ; a narrow bluish-white collar and band 
across the base of the abdomen. Underside bright ferruginous; markings as above, but 
the forewing- has the submarginal row of marks broad, and having a black spot in the middle 
of each j also a marginal row of small spots ; some black lines bordering the discoidal marks ; 
also a small black circle near base of wing, and a patch of black on posterior margin near 
the angle. Hindwing with the inner, and spotted outer band the same as above ; a bluish- 
green curved line across the base of wing, and a marginal row of Iunular spots ; body and 
upper part of abdominal margin bluish-green. Sexes alike. This species may be distinguished 
from all others by the outer band on the hindwing having a central spot between each 
vein." (Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

A. asura is a somewhat rare species. Mr. A. Graham Young has taken it in Kulu, I found 
it sparingly in a wooded stream below Kotgarh in the autumn, Colonel Lang has taken it in 
Masuri in June and August, Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar during the summer ; it 
occurs also at Sibsagar in Upper Assam (S. E, Peal), and on the Khasi Hills. The female 
differs from the male in having the white bands and spots, especially the submarginal 
band on the upperside of the hindwing, of greater extent. It is a very distinct species, 
being the only one in which the submarginal white band on the upperside of the hindwing 
bears a series of round black spots placed one on the middle of each interspace. 

456- Athyma idita, Moore.

Habitat: Mergui Archipelago, Province Wellesley, Malacca, Java?, Borneo. 

Expanse: $, 2-3 to 2-5; $, 28 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside blackish-brown ; markings bluish-white. Forewing 
with the discoidal streak in two portions, the first narrow, the second somewhat round j from 
subcostal nervure curving to middle of posterior margin a series of seven spots, the upper 
two oval, rather long, the third the smallest, fourth larger, the third and fourth widely 
separated from second and fifth, fifth largest, nearly round, outwardly oblique, sixth and seventh 
irregularly shaped ; a submarginal row of narrow indistinct marks, that at the posterior 
angle being largest. Hindwing with inner band, and narrow row of six rather square spots 
curving upwards and outwards from near abdominal angle, the last spot near anterior angle 

surrounded by greyish, and the outer series obsolete till beneath the lower discoidal nervule, but then regular 
and distinctly greyish— this wing is also ornamented with a number of dark fuscous streaks and spots. Hindwing 
marked as above, but with an additional transverse basal fascia, curved and attenuated towards costal 
margin, the medial fascia deflexed and continued on inner side of submedian nervure, the pale fuscous sub- 
marginal fascia above whitish beneath, and the cilia somewhat broadly alternately greyish. Body above 
dark fuscous ; thorax with an anterior cream-coloured fascia, and abdomen, with two fascia; of the same colour, 
one basal and broad, the second subapical and narrow." (Distant* I.e.) The band across the anterior portion 
of the thorax in a Perak specimen is beautiful iridescent greenish-bluish, and the band across the abdomen 
and the abdomiual fold of the hiudwing ate abo tinted with this colour but moie faintly. 
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centred with a dark brown dot. Front of thorax beautifully variegated with ferruginous, 
green, brown and blue; base of abdomen with broad bluish-white band. Underside very 
deep ferruginous. Forewing having the discoidal streak with black transverse margins and 
an ill-defined third portion : curved row of spots as above ; a submarginal row of large white, 
black-centred spots ; a submarginal and marginal line of white marks ; some dusky patches 
along posterior margin ; the large portion of the discoidal streak and submarginal row of 
spots with purple reflections. Hindwing with curved streak near the base, inner bandi outer 
row of recurved spots, submarginal line of lunular marks, and marginal row of spots, white ; 
abdominal margin greyish." (Moore, \. c.) " FEMALE, Largci than the male, and with the 
pale spots and fascia; larger." (Distant, l.c.) 

Dr. Anderson obtained two males of A. idiia in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold 
weather, and Mr. Distant states that there are ''in the British Museum some specimens labelled 
•India.'" This too is a very distinct species, being the only one in which the submarginal 
white macular baud on the underside of iheforavin? bears a series of black spots ; the sub* 
marginal band of the hindwing is unspotted white. 

457- Athyma kan"WU, Moore.

Habitat : Naga Hills ; Borneo (Moore). 

Expanse : 2"25 to 2*50 (Moore) ; 2'i inches, Naga Hill specimen. 

Description : "Female. Upperside brown-black. Forrwing with discoidal streak 
in two portions, the first long, slightly clavate, the second large and triangular; two [three?] 
small oval oblique spots near the apex, the two outer the smallest ; a round spot in middle 
of the disc, and a spot and a dot on middle of posterior margin j an ill-defined submarginal 
row of narrow marks, white, Hiiutwing with inner and outer narrow band, white, divided 
by the nervules ; also an indistinct pale brown submarginal line. Underside paler, with 
darker patches between the veins ; markings as above. Body with two transverse bluish- 
white bands." {Moore, 1. c.) The MALE does not differ in markings from the female. 

There is a single specimen of this species from the Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. It has three subapical spots on the forewing, as also has Moore's figure. 
It is a very small species ; and differs from all the black and white species except A. 
asura and A. sulpitia in having the discoidal streak undivided and followed by an elongate 
triangular spot beyond ; and from these two it differs by none of the white bands bearing 
black spots. The markings are similar to those of A, zeroca, female, but in the latter the bands 
are all suffused with brown, and it is a larger insect. 

The next two species have the discoidal streak entire, with no detached white spot in 
prolongation of it, 

453- Athyma Jiaa, Moore.

Expanse ; 2-4 to 3*2 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside smoky-brown ; markings creamy-white. Forewing 
with the discoidal streak entire, long, broad, and thickening to the extremity ; a series of seven 
spots from subcostal vein curving outwards to middle of posterior margin, the first being 
small, second larger, broader, third narrow, fourth small, fifth larger, oval, sixth the largest, 
somewhat square and indented at the sides, seventh narrow, elongated, triangular ; a sub- 
marginal row of rather Indistinct spots, those on the apex broadest. Hind-wing with inner 
band somewhat narrow ; outer band composed of broad lunulated spots j band across base 
of abdomen whitish. Underside brilliant ferruginous, posterior margin of forewing blackish ; 
markings the same as above, but the forewing with an additional spot to the curved row 
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on costal margin ; extreme posterior margin blackish, bounded inwardly by a submarginal 
row of white lines. Hindwing with the inner band extending across abdominal margin ; 
space bdween base of wing and costal vein white ; extreme exterior margin blackish, bounded 
inwardly by a marginal row of narrow lunular marks. Body white." {Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. 
Mus. E.I. C.) 

This very distinct species seems to be confined to Sikkim, and is rare. The female does 
not differ from the male. It maybe distinguished from A. pravara, which also has the discoidal 
streak entire, with no detached spot in prolongation, by the underside being bright ferruginous 
almost uniform, and the white bands broad ; in A.pravara the underside is brown, and bears 
numerous dark brown patches on the interspaces.

Expanse : 1*90 to 2-45 inches. 

Description: "Upperside smoky-brown; markings creamy-white. Forewing with 
an entire club-shaped [discoidal] streak ; a transverse row of spots curving outwards from 
costal nervure towards the apex to middle of posterior margin ; the first and second spots 
being rather large and square, the third much smaller, the fourth a mere dot, the fifth the 
largest and oval, the sixth large and indented at the sides, the last narrow ; a row of sub- 
marginal linear-shaped spots, more or less distinct, Hindwing with a broad inner band, 
and a narrow band of spots curving outwardly from anal angle to anterior angle ; a sub- 
marginal line and abdominal margin light brown. Body with a narrow bluish-white band 
across the thorax, and another across the base of the abdomen. Underside paler brown, with 
markings as above, but with dark brown patches between the markings. Body and abdo- 
minal margin greyish. Sexes alike." (Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This pretty and very distinct species has never before been recorded from India. It 
appears to be not uncommon towards our north-eastern frontier. The Indian specimens 
differ only from Mr. Moore's figure of the Malayan form in having the discal white band 
rather narrower.

Expanse : 26 to 3*1 inches. 

Description: "Upperside smoky-black. Forrwing vi\\b a green gloss in some lights ; 
three oblique white ovate spots from subcostal nervure, one-third from the apex ; two 
white spots in the middle of the wing, the upper one very small, and two white spots on 
middle of posterior margin, the upper oval, the lower narrow ; two indistinct white 
spots in discoidal cell, and some indistinct greenish spots at the base of the wing ; a marginal

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and submarginal row of light brown spots. Hindwing with an inner white band, divided 
by the veins, and an outer or submarginal row of indistinct brownish-white conic- 
shaped spots ; also a very indistinct marginal row of small light brown spots. Body brown, 
abdomen with two rows of white spots. Underside paler, tinged with ferruginous about 
the disc ; markings the same, but all very distinct, and more or less white ; the spots 
within discoidal cell and base of forewing divided by black marks ; base of costal margin 
yellowish-white, ffindiving with space between prsecostal and costal nervnres yellowish- 
white ; a curved oval black mark, whitish within, between the costal nervure and inner 
band ; a row of black patches between inner and outer band. Body, and broadly on ab- 
dominal margin, yellowish -grey. Alhyma mahesa may be known from A. ranga by its 
larger size and much narrower band." (Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) The 
female only differs from the male in the ground-colour of the upperside being decidedly 
paler, and all the white markings larger and more distinct. 

A, mahesa is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occurs eastwards as far as 
Sibsagar in Upper Assam, and again in South India ; Mr. W. F. Hampson has taken it 
at Ootacamund and Capt. Macpherson in North Canara. Mr. Butler (1. c.) records "One 
somewhat melanized male specimen, evidently belonging to this species" from near Assam. 

4 6r. Atkyiaa raagra, Moore, 

A. ranga, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C-, vol. i, p. 175, n. 339, pi, v«, fig. 6 (1857) ; 
id-, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 15, n. 13. 

Habitat : Sikkim (Moore), Dafia Hills. Western Ghats. 

Expanse : 22 to 3 - o inches. 

Description: "Upperside smoky-black. Forewing- with a curved interrupted white 
band from anterior margin, one-third from the apex, to middle of posterior margin, being 
composed of eight spots, the first on anterior margin very narrow, second, third and fourth 
elongate-conical, the fourth being the shortest, fifth triangular and broadly divided from the 
fourth, sixth broad, largest, and nearly square, seventh narrower and broadly divided horn 
the sixth, eighth long and narrow ; a marginal and submarginal row of rather iudistinct whitish 
spots ; base of wing covered with indistinct white spots. Hindwing with broad inner band, 
intersected by the veins ; and outer or submarginal row of broad conic-shaped indistinct white 
spots ; a marginal row of very indistinct spots ; also indistinct spots at the base of wing ; abdo- 
minal margin whitish. Body dark brown, abdomen with two rows of small white spots. 
Underside with the markings the same and very distinct. Body and abdominal margin green- 
ish white. Sexes alike." (Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This supposed distinct species appears to be an occasional aberration, or still more probably, 
seasonal form only, of A, mahesa, with all the white markings (which are somewhat incon- 
stant in the latter species) very strongly developed. There is a single specimen in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, from the Dafla Hills, and several in my own collection from Sikkim, 
which appear to giade into A. mahesa. Specimens recently received from North Canara 
have the white markings still larger and purer white than in those from North-eastern India. 
All the specimens of A. ranga of which the date of capture is known have been taken in 
the winter months, November, December and March, and it is not unlikely that it may turn out 
to be only the winter or dry season form of A. mahesa. 

The next four species, all of which have the discoidal cell of the forewing closed, shew 
a curious parallelism with the species of the first group in which the cell of the forewing is 
open. A. opalina has the underside very similar to that of A. larymna, both having the 
violet tinting on the outer border of the underside, and the markings, though not identical, 
are similar in character. A. kresna has the underside almost identical with that of A. pravara 
except that the discoidal streak is interrupted, while in A. pravara it is entire. A, abiasa is 
somewhat similar also to A, pravara, but the markings in the discoidal cell differ even more 
widely. A. sulpitia somewhat resembles A. pen'us on the underside in general characters, 
but the black dots are more numerous, and the discoidal streak on the forewing is very 
different in character, 
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462. Ath7m& opaliHA, Kollar. 

Ltmenitii afatitta, Kollar, Hflgel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. », p. 4*7. n. t (1848) : Atkym* Pfi*lt«a, Horsfield 
and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E..1.G-, vol. i, p. 171, n. 351, pi. Tit, fig. a (1837) ; id., Moore, Ptoc. Zool. Sec. 
Lend., 1658, p. it, n. *. 

Habitat : Himalayas. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 290 inches. 

Description : Mali. Upperside black with creamy-white markings, Foretvittg with a 
narrow streak and two spots at its outer end in the cell, a lengthened triangular spot beyond, 
an oblique subapical series of three spots, (sometimes with one or two very fine streaks 
below the costa above the upper spot), the upper one oval, the middle one linear and about 
twice as large, the lower one smallest ; a discal series of four spots from the third median 
nervule to the inner margin, the two upper ones rounded and well separated, the two lower 
somewhat quadrate and separated by the submedian nervure only. Two submarginal waved 
pale lines, the inner one more distinct, especially towards the apex and inner angle. Hmdwing 
with a straight discal band from the costal to the submedian nervure divided only by 
the veins, a submarginal series of lunules placed between the nervules from the first subcostal 
nervule to the submedian nervure, A pale brown straight fine marginal line. Underside, 
forewing ferruginous, the area below the cell marked with black patches between the veins, 
white markings much as above, the submarginal lines more distinct, a patch of violaceous 
powdering about the middle of the outer margin. Hindwing also ferruginous, outwardly 
more or less with violaceous powdering. A curved white streak from the base above the costal 
nervure, the discal band as above but widening out below the costal nervure, the submarginal 
series of lunules larger, the marginal line broader and violaceous, abdominal area 
pale greenish. Cilia alternately black and white. Body black above, with an iridescent 
bluish-white band at the base of the abdomen, below white. Female differs from the male 
in the ground-colour on both sides being much paler, and all the while markings considerably 
larger. 

A. opalina is a very common species in the Western Himalayas at about 6,ooo feet 
elevation, becoming rarer towards the east ; in Sikkim and Bhutan it is decidedly rare. 
Specimens from the latter localities are larger and darker, with the white markings narrower 
than examples from the North- West, and the violaceous powdering more restricted, 

463. Athyma fcresna, Moore. 

A.kresna, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 12, n. 6, pi. I, fig. 4, male (1858); id., Distant, Rhop. 
Malay., p. 161, n. 6, pi, xvi, fig. 3, male (1883). 

Habitat : Mergui Archipelago, Province Wellesley, Malacca, Sumatra, Borneo. 

Expanse: <J,2"oto2'4; £,2'5 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside blackish-brown, Forming with discoida! streak 
in three portions, the third portion largest and triangular ; an oblique transverse row of 
three spots near the apex ; a large spot in middle of disc, and two smaller spots on middle 
of posterior margin, bluish-white ; a submarginal row of small ill-defined whitish spots. 
Hindwing with inner band and narrower outer row of spots, bluish-white ; a narrow marginal 
line to both wings, light brown. Underside brown, with markings as above, but all less 
defined, except the marginal line, which is whitish. Body with collar and band across 
abdomen white. Allied to A. larymna, Doubleday, but distinguished by its smaller size 
and white markings, the discoidal streak in that species being in four portions." 
(Moore, 1, c.) In Mr. Distant's figure the discoidal streak is in four portions. 

" The female of this species is apparently a difficult insect to find, as all the specimens 
which I collected in Province Wellesley, as those which I have since received from the 
Peninsula, have been of the Tiale sex. Both sexes, collected by Mr. Pryer in North Borneo, 
are now in my collection, and the female differs in no essential respect from (he male." 
{Distant, 1, c.) 
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Mr. W. F. Kirby in his Synonymic Catalogue of Diurnal Lepidoptera, Supplement, 
p. 743, gives A. kresna, Moore, as a synonym of A. jadera, D'Orbigny,* but ibe figure does 
not at all agree with specimens of A, kresna ; it appears to be much nearer to A. asita, and 
probably the latter name should make way for the A. jadera of D'Orbigny. Of this group 
A. nefte, Cramer, from Java may be considered the parent species, A. nivifera, from the 
Malay Peninsula, is hardly separable, both with all the markings on the upperside of the 
male white ; A. asita (typical) and A. jadera have the submarginal band of the forewing 
orange anteriorly ; while A. inara and A. inarina have it orange throughout. 

Dr. Anderson obtained two males of A. kresna in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold 
weather. Mr. Moore's original figure of this species shows the bands of the upperside of 
much too deep a shade of bluish : the forewing in his figure is more elongated than in the 
Mergui specimens. 

464. Athyma abiasa, Moore. 

A. ahiasa, Moore, Proc. ZooL Soc. Lond.. 1858, p. 16, n. 15, pi. I, fig. 7. male ; A. clerica, Butler, Trans. 
Linn, Soc. Lond., Zoology, second series, vol. i, p- 540, n. 7, pi. Ixix, fig. 5, female (1B77) ; A, abiasa, var. 
clerica, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 161, n. 5, pi. xvi, fig. 8, female (18B3). 

Habitat : Mergui Archipelago, Malacca, Java, 
Expanse : $, Z'O ; ? , 23 to to inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside black; markings bluish-white. Forewing with an 
indistinct narrow streak from base, and a large spot near extremity of the discoidal cell ; an 
indistinct narrow transverse disco-cellular line ; three spots obliquely from subcostal nervure 
one-third from the apex, the third spot being minute ; two spots in middle of the disc, the 
upper one small, the lower very large, also a large spot on middle of posterior margin 
[divided by the submedian nervure] ; and a submarginal row of very small whitish spots. 
Hindwing with rather broad inner band, and outer row of recurved small triangular spots ; 
an indistinct brown marginal line. A band of white across base of abdomen. Underside 
dusky-brown, marked as above, with the marginal lines plainer." {Moore, 1. c.) 

Dr. Anderson obtained a single female specimen of this species in the Mergui Archi- 
pelago during the cold weather. It does not differ in any important particular from the 
description and figure of the Javan type, except perhaps that all the markings are rather 
more prominent. Mr, Distant considers A. clerica, Butler, described (inadvertently as a 
male, but actually a female) from Malacca as a variety only of A, abtasa. The original 
description is appended.t 

465. Athyaft SUlpitla, Cramer. 

Papilto sutyitia, Cramer, Lep. Ex., vol. i», pi. ccxiv, figs. E, F (1779); id., Herbst, Pap., pi. ccxl, 
figs. 3, 4 (1798) ; Nymplialis strophia, Godart, Enc. M£th., vol. ix, p. 431, n. 257 (1833) ; Limenitis strophia, 
KoJterin Hiigel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt, 2, p. 420, n. 6 {1844}. 

Habitat : Masuri (Kollar), China. 

Expanse: $, 2-85 ;? $, (Cramer's figure) 3 "20 inches. 

Description: Male. Upperside black, markings white. Fornving with a streak in 
the cell divided towards its end ; three short streaks beyond the end of the cell divided by 
the discoidal nervules ; a discal series of eight spots, the five upper ones small and round, 
the sixth much larger and cordiform, the seventh larger still, outwardly indented in the

waved band, divided by the nervuies; a well-marked greenish-grey submarginal streak. Underside much 
paler, with the differences of the upperside ; submarginal series of litune replaced by the submarginal streak, 
which is rosy greynish (not greenish, as above)-" {Butler, 1. c.) Mr. Butler's figure of A. clerica differs from the 
Mergui example in being larger, the forewing more elongated and the apex more acute, the discal white band 
on the hindwing a little broader. 
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middle, the eighth small and linear j a submarginal series of four lunular spots from the anal 
angle. Hindwing with a discal macular band divided by the veins from (he submedian 
nervure to the middle of the costa ; a submarginal series of somewhat quadrate decreasing 
spots from the submedian to the costal nervure. Underside ochreous. Forexcing with the 
middle of the disc to the inner margin blackish, markings much as above, but with 
some diffused black spots on the outer margin ; a marginal series of white lunules in addition 
to the submarginal series of the upperside. Hindwing with the markings of the upperside, but 
in addition, there is a series of white lunules on the margin, the inner edge of the submarginal 
white band bears a series of round black spots, with another scries of more diffused 
dusky brown spots beyond, the base with a diffused white band bearing two small 
black spots in the cell, and four similar ones above it ; the pracostal nervure defined with 
black. Cilia white, black at the end of the nervules. Body black above, whitish below. 

The above description is made from a specimen without locality in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. Cramer appears to have figured a female, which differs only from the male in 
being larger, the forewing broader, with the outer margin evenly convex (in the male it is 
emarginate), all the markings more prominent, and with an additional series of rounded 
decreasing black spots on the upperside of the hindwing within the submarginal white band, 
which are hardly traceable in the worn male before me. 

Koliar states that Carl Freiherr von Hiigel brought this species from Masuri; there 
is, however, as far as I am aware, no other record of its occurrence out of China, 

466. Atkyma sankara, Koliar. 

Limenitis sankara, KoUar in Hugel's Kaschmir, vol, iv, pt. ii, p.428, n. 3 (1846) ; Athyma sankara, West- 
wood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 374, n, 6 (1850). 

Habitat : Masuri. 

Expanse : 27 inches. 

Description : " Wings on the upperside diluted black. Underside clouded with 
fuscous and brown ; with three white bands, the middle one wider, common to both 
wings, the portion on the forewing being macular. " 

" Larger than Limmitis \ = Neptis\ aceris, the wings more elongated, on the outer margin un- 
dulatingly dentated, upperside dark fawn-colour, with three white bands, the first of which, 
as in L. [=Af.]aceris, arrow-shaped, extending from the base to beyond the middle of the 
forewing, and only once interrupted ; the second, which extends across both wings, consists in 
the forewing of eight spots, its medial portion which extends crosswise towards the base 
of the hindwing being unbroken j finally the third runs in a slight curve through the 
middle of the latter. On the underside, besides the three bands just mentioned, is awhile 
curved line extending along the outer margin of both wings, and from the base of the hind- 
wing on either side run two less distinct, short, white bands : the remainder of the wing is 
clouded with brown of various shades." 

" Thorax and abdomen above black, very dark green and metallic ; underside covered 
with hairs and of a bluish-white colour. Antennas above black, on underside brown." 

"We possess but a single specimen of this splendid species, which Freiherr v, Hiigel 
has lately brought from the Himalayas." (/Collar, 1. c.) 

This species has never been identified since it was described. It most nearly corres- 
ponds with the female of A. selenophora, of which Koliar described the male from the same 
locality, but it differs from A. sdenopkora female, so far as the description above goes, in 
two prominent features: in A. selenophora female the discoidal streak of the forewing is 
more than once interrupted, and the submarginal band as well as the discal one is common 
to both wings. 

The remainder of the species of this group all show a certain amount of blue tinting on 
the white bands of the upperside of the male, and the discal band is partially and narrowly 
but distinctly margined with pale blue ; with one single exception (A. amhara) the sexes in 
the Indian species, so far as they are known, are widely differentiated. The greater number 
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of them are subtropical, commonest in the north-east, and found but rarely in Southern 
India. 

In the first three species the males are characterised by having the discoidal streak and 
submarginal band on the upperside with no trace of white ; the discal band is white, broad 
and regular, but with the exception of a few white spots beyond the discal band near apex 
of forewing they present no other white markings whatever; in the first two species the 
females are black with all the bands whitish as in the preceding group ; in the third species 
the female has alt the bands orange as in the following group. 

467. Atliyma selenophora, Koliar. 

Limtniiis seUnopkora^ Koliar, Hfigcl's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. ii, p. 426. pi. vii, figs 1. 2, male (1848) ; 
Atkyma setenophara, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 175, n. 358 (1857) ; id., Moore, 
Proc. Zool. Sue, Lond., 1858, p, 14, n. 12 ; A.,bakula t idem, id., p. 12, n. 3, pi. 1, fig. 7,, female. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Munipur, Cachar, Sylhet, Upper Burma, South India. 
Expanse : 6*, 2'5 to 3 - o ; ? , 2*85 to 3*30 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside black. Forming with just the slightest trace of 
the discoidal streak in the cell, an oblique subapical series of three white spots divided by 
the discoidal nervules ; a somewhat broad discal band composed of four white spots margined 
with pale blue from the third median nervule to the middle of the inner margin, a sub- 
marginal and marginal pale brown macular narrow bands. Hindwing with a white discal 
band in continuation of that on the forewing, also margined with pale blue, from the costal 
to the submedian nervule, a submarginal pale brown macular band and a marginal similar 
narrower line. Underside, both wings with the base more or less greenish pale violet, 
beyond pale brown marked with darker brown patches between the nervules. Forewing 
with the whitish discoidal streak divided into three portions by two dark lines crossing the 
cell near its middle, the disco-cellulars inwardly defined by another dark line, with a 
■whitish spot beyond the end of the cell ; the subapical spots and discal band much as above, 
the former with some fine white streaks in continuation on the costa, a submarginal whitish 
macular band and some whitish linear marks on the margin below the second discoidal 
nervule j two prominent black spots placed one above the other near the base of the sub- 
median interspace. Hindwing with a white band between the prascostal and costal nervures, 
a pair of brown lines in the cell, with another pair in continuation in the costal interspace, 
the broad discal band as above, followed by a series of diffused rich brown spots, then a 
submarginal macular whitish band, then a rich brown band, and lastly a whitish marginal 
line, the margin itself rich ferruginous, Cilia alternately black and white. Antenna black, 
the club ochreous. 

" The male may be distinguished from A, cama on the upperside by having the oblique 
subapical spots narrow, and the band on the forewing being composed of four spots ; in the 
underside being of a darker ferruginous colour, and the streak along discoidal cell being 
divided into four portions, and in having darker black blotches j also in having on the 
hindwing four short black lines disposed between the inner band and discoidal nervule." 
(Horsfield and Moore, 1. c.) Female (separately described under the name of A. bakula), 
•'Allied to 4. opalina, and like that species it has on the forewing the discoidal streak 
divided into four portions, but in A, bakula it is narrow, and the terminal portion much 
elongated, whereas in A. opalina this portion is short j A. bakula has also a distinct sub- 
marginal row of linear spots j the bands are also narrower throughout. On the underside 
A. bakula differs in the forewing in having the portions of the discoidal streak divided by a 
blackish line, and a distinct marginal and submarginal row of spots ; the space between 
the markings blackish. On the hindwing between the curved prsecostal streak and inner 
band are some short blackish lines. In A. opalina, on the inner band from the middle of 
its lower margin, there is a descending greyish portion to abdominal margin, whereas in 
A. bakula this is wanting ; space between the two bands with blackish patches ; a distinct 
marginal row of linear spots." {Moore, 1. c. ) 
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The female of A. selenopkora has the discoidal streak twice interrupted in the cell besides 
the interruption at the end of the cell, in this respect resembling A. perius* A. larymna, 
A.cpalina, and A, kresna, in all the remaining black and white species" the discoidal streak 
is entire or only once divided. From A. ptrius and A. larymna it may be distinguished 
by the discoidal cell of the forewing being closed, further from A. perius it differs in wanting 
the conspicuous series of black spots on the white submarginal band on the underside of the 
hindwing, and from A. larymna by the absence of the violet suffusions on the border of the 
underside. The points of distinction between it and A. opalina have been noted above. 
From A. kresna it may be distinguished by the spot beyond the cell in continuation of the 
discoidal streak being placed on and divided by the lower discoidal nervule, in A. kresna 
this spot is in the interspace below, bounded by the third median nervule and undivided. The 
markings of the underside closely resemble those of the male, the basal markings being 
identical on both wings, but the series of diffused dark spots between the discal and submarginal 
bands are much less prominent and more diffused. 

A. selenopkora has a very wide range, Kollar described it from Masuri ; it is common in 
Sikkim and eastwards to Upper Assam, and specimens were obtained by the Yunan Expedi- 
tion. Mr. Rhodes-Morgan has also taken both sexes in the Wynaad. 

468. Athyma zeroca, Moore. 

A. zeroca^ Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1872, p. 564 ; id., de Nicivillc, Journ. A. S. B,, voL HI, 
pt. 2, p. 94 (1883). 

Habitat : Kumaon, Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Munipur, Khasi Hills, Upper Burma. 
Expanse : <J, 2"oto 2*8 ; 9, 2-85 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside velvety blackish-brown; a broad median bluish- 
white band crossing from middle of forewing to abdominal fold of hindwing. Forewing 
with two, and in some specimens three, subapical oblique white spots; both wings with a 
pale brown-bordered blackish marginal line. UNDERSIDE brownish ferruginous; bluish- 
white median band and subapical spots as above. Forewing with a straight bluish-white 
discoidal streak, contiguous dentate spot, and marginal lunular lines ; a blackish spot near 
base of hind margin. Hindwing with a subbasal bluish-white streak, a submarginal and 
a paler marginal line ; abdominal margin bluish-grey ; between the median band on both wings 
and submarginal line is a blackish maculated fascia. Allied to A. selenopkora." (Moore, I. c.) 
"Female. Differs from female A. selenopkora in having all the white bands and spots 
on the upperside sordid instead of pure white ; the Jorewing has the apex more rounded, 
the streak in the cell of the underside undivided, markings very much as in the male." 
{de Niciville, I.e.) 

The underside of the female is very similar to that of the male, but in both this species 
and A. selenopkora the bands in the female are narrower, wider apart, less upright and more 
distinctly macular. A. zeroca female may be distinguished from the black and white species 
in which the discoidal streak in the cell is uninterrupted by the following characters : — From 
A. asura by the absence of the series of black spots on the white submarginal band ; from 
A. kanwa by the prolongation of the discoidal streak being along the lower discoidal nervule 
and well-separated from the third median, in A. kanwa it fills the whole base of the inter- 
space and continues along the third median nervule ; from A. jaina and A. pravara by having 
a streak beyond the discoidal streak in prolongation, in A. jaina and in A. pravara there is 
none ; these four moreover have the cell of the forewing open, while in A. zeroca it is closed ; 
from A. abiasa it is distinguished by the uniform width of the discoidal streak and spot in 
continuation, in A. abiasa the streak is very short and narrow, and the large and round spot 
beyond is within the cell not beyond it ; from A. sulpitia it differs in wanting the black spots of 
the underside, and from all these it differs in having all the white bands of the upperside 
more or less suffused with brown. 

Males of A. zeroca are not. uncommon at low elevations in Sikkim, but the female (as also 
that sex of A. selenopkora) is much less often met with. Females of both these species are 
wonderful mimics (?) of A, opalina, which belongs to the first section of the genus, and 
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may possess some protective qualities not possessed by species of the second section. A . 
zeroca occurs eastwards in the Assam Valley as far as Sibsagar, and was obtained by the 
Yunan Expedition. 

A. urvasi, Felder, described from Malacca, is a remarkable species ; colouration black 
and white, the latter predominating. The description is appended.* It is probably an ex- 
traordinary aberration or " sport" of some species unknown. 

469. Athyma cama, Moore. 

A. cama, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mas. E. I. C, vol. \, p. *74. «• 3S7> pt- va > %• 5, ««* 
and female (1857) ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1858, p. 14, n. n. 

Habitat : Kumaon, Nepal, Sikkim, Assam, Upper Burma. 

Expanse: 6^,2-3 to 3'Oj 9, 30 to 3-4 inches. 

Description 1 h Male. Upperside velvety-black. Forewing with brown marginal 
and submarginal lines j discoidal streak indistinct ferruginous, and dusted over with black ; 
near the apex a ferruginous spot ; two [sometimes three] oblique spots from subcostal nervure 
on one-third of the wing from the apex, and a band of three spots from middle of wing to 
posterior margin, joining a band across hindw'mg, white, bordered with blue ; on the hind- 
wing also a marginal and submarginal brown line. Body black, with a broad white band 
across base of abdomen. Underside pale ferruginous ; markings purplish-white ; the 
curved band as above. Forewing with a long broad irregular discoidal streak, submarginal 
and indislinct marginal lines ; a black patch near the base of wing and posterior angle. Hind- 
wing with a curved line near the base of wing, and a rather broad outer band ; a marginal 
row of marks ; some patches of brown between outer and inner bands. Body and abdominal 
margin broadly grey. Female. Upperside black ; markings ferruginous. Forewing with 
a long discoidal streak ; an oblique band from anterior to near middle of exterior margin, 
and nearly joining a band running to middle of posterior margin ; a marginal and submar- 
ginal brown line, the latter ferruginous anteriorly and posteriorly. Hindwing with a broad 
inner and narrower outer band ; also a marginal brown line. Body black, with a white band 
across base of abdomen, and bounded below with ferruginous ; also a pale white collar. 
Underside ferruginous ; markings as in male, but pinky-white, except marginal and sub- 
marginal lines, which are purplish-white. The male of Athyma cama may at once be known 
from that sex of A. selcnophora in having on the upperside a ferruginous spot close to the 
apex, and the band on the forewing being composed of three spots." {Moore, 1. c.) 

The female of A. cama differs from all the orange-banded females of the following species 
by having the discoidal streak entire and uninterrupted to some distance beyond the cell, 
its upper edge is irregular but not distinctly dentated, the bands of the underside are white 
and are all tinted more or less with violet, and the outer edge of the discal band is straight 
(in the following species it is crenate), the general style of markings of the underside closely 
resemble those of the male. 

A. cama is a common species occurring from Kumaon to Upper Assam. Specimens were 
also obtained in Upper Burma by the Yunan Expedition. 

In the next group the males have the discoidal streak (when present), and also the sub- 
marginal band of both wings either white or orange, not brown. The females of all are 
black with orange markings, except of A, amhara, in which the female is marked and coloured 
as the male. 

The females of all the remaining species but the last are very closely allied, and in all those 
of which I have sufficient specimens to decide the point considerable variation is exhibited;

Habitat : Malacca Interior. Exfaksb : 2*1 inches. Description : " Male, upperside black, underside 
brown, both sides with a white submarginal macular band on both wings, forewing with a unite clavate 
cellular streak coalescing with a broad white discal sinuate band, hindwing with a basal band, white. A very 
distinct species unlike all its allies." {Felder, 1. c. in Wien. Ent. Monatsch.) 

"This beautiful species constitutes a peculiar group, characterized by the shorter palpi, by having the lower 
discoidal nervule of the forewing distinctly bent downwards before the middle, and also by the slighter curvature 
of the median nervure of the forewing." [Felder, I. c, in Reise Novara. J 
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they all have the discoidal streak twice or thrice indented on its upper edge, and more or less 
distinctly interrupted with brown or yellow lines ; the bands of the underside have their edges 
less distinct, and more or less, sometimes completely, suffused with yellow ; where the yellow 
suffusion of the bands is complete the interruption of the discoidal streak is most obscure, 
sometimes barely traceable on the upperside. 

470* AthySXft inara, Doubleday, Hewitson. 

Litmenitit imara, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diuni- Lep., vol. ti, pi. Sndv, fig. 3 (1850); Atiym,i itntrm, 
Westwood, id., p. 274, n. 12. 

Habitat: Northern India (Wcstwood). 
Expanse : 2*5 inches. 

Description : Upperside black. Forming with a narrow white discoidal streak 
tinged with orange, with two white spots beyond, three conjoined subapical white spots, an 
oblique very wide discal white band, a submarginal irregular orange band, a marginal fine 
pale line. Hindwing with a broad subbasal white band, and a nearly equally broad sub- 
marginal orange band, a submarginal suffused pale fascia. Body with a pale band at the 
base of the abdomen. 

The above description is taken from the figure in the *' Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera." 
It differs from all the specimens I have seen of the next species in having both the white 
and orange bands very much wider. The exact locality of the type specimen is unknown to 
me ; in the Genera " Northern India" alone is given. 

471- Athyma inarlna, Butler. 

A. inarina, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 304, n. 37 (1885) ; A, inar*, 
Moore {nee Doubleday, Hewitson), Proc. 2ih.i1. Soc Lonu., 1858, pi. 1, fig. 6. 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, Sylhet, Orissa, South India. 

Expanse: $, 2'4to27; ?, 2*8 to 3*2 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside, both wings black, the white discal markings margined 
with pale iridescent blue. Forewing with a narrow obscure whitish orange-tinged streak in 
the cell (obsolete in a Wynaad specimen), a prominent round white spot at its end, with a 
whitish often obscure spot beyond it (entirely absent in a Wynaad specimen). Three 
increasing subapical oblique white spots, divided only by the uervules, sometimes with a very 
fine white line above ; a discal white band composed of four conjoined spots, the upper 
one very small, the second oval and largest, the third indented at the sides, the fourth linear. 
A submarginal irregular orange band, widest at the apex, more or less whitish towards 
the inner angle, followed by a pale marginal line. In the Wynaad example the anterior 
portion only is orange, below the upper discoidal nervule it is pale brown. Hindwing with a 
discal white band from the costal to the submedian nervnre, narrow above the first subcostal 
nervule (which is pure white for a greater portion of its length). A submarginal series of orange 
lunules decreasing to the costal nervure, very narrow ir. the Wynaad specimen, with a terminal 
whitish spot below the submedian nervure. An even narrow pale marginal line. Underside, 
foresting ferruginous, the white markings much as above, the discal ones inwardly marked with 
blackish streaks between the veins, a prominent rounded black spot below the base of the first 
median nervule, two subapical ones divided by the upper discoidal nervule, one in the middle of 
the second median interspace and two others conjoined in the submedian interspace. A sub- 
marginal and marginal irregular macular violaceous band from the lower discoidal nervule to 
the inner angle. Hindwing ferruginous, with a basal curved whitish streak above the 
costal nervure, a discal white band, beyond which are a series of round black spots 
between the nervules, the submarginal lunules as above but whitish, except the two upper ones, 
which are inwardly broadly ferruginous ; a marginal pale violaceous line ; abdominal area greenish- 
white. Cilia black, with small white points in the middle of the interspaces. Body black above* 
with an iridescent bluish-white band at the base of the abdomen and across the thorax, below 
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white. In a Wynaad specimen on the underside the ground-colour is bright ochreous rather 
than ferruginous, and the black markings throughout are less distinct. Female. Upperside. 
both wings black with orange markings. Forgiving with a lengthened thrice-indented discoidal 
streak, a broad subapical oblique band, with three spots beyond it divided by the nervules, a 
broad discal band from the middle of the second median interspace to the inner margin, with 
a spot above its upper outer end, and a streak from the first median nervule to the inner 
angle ; an obscure pale marginal line. Hindwing with broad even discal and submarginal 
bands, a pale marginal narrow band. Underside marked much as in the male, but all the 
markings broader and tinged with pale ferruginous. 

Mr. Butler (1, c.) in speaking of this species says : *' A comparison of the two figures 
representing A. inara will at once decide their specific distinctness, the commoner species 
figured by Moore having the orange and white bands considerably narrower than in the typical 
form represented in the ' Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera.' " The two figures certainly differ 
as pointed out, but I atn not personally aware of the existence of any specimens corresponding 
with Hewitson's figure, which is probably exaggerated and erroneous. 

This is a very common species, occurring in Sikkim at low elevations and in the Tarai, 
and eastwards as far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam, but it is rare in South India. There is 
also a single male from the Wynaad taken by Mr. Rhodes-Morgan in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. Mr. W, C. Taylor has taken it in Orissa. 

472. Athyma asita, Moore. 

A. asita, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc Land., 1858, p. 13, n. 8. 

Habitat : Unknown, probably North India (Moore), Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 6* , 2 -25 to 2 -50 ; $ , 2 -45 to 2 70 inches. 

Description : " Malb. Differs from A. inara on the upperside of the /brewing in 
having the basal portion of the discoidal streak white ; the submarginal row of spots being 
ferruginous at the apex of the wing only, the rest being white ; and on the hindwing in hav- 
ing both bands white. Underside with markings coloured as on upperside." (Moore, 1. c.) 
Female. Upperside indistinguishable from that sex of A. inatina, the discoidal streak 
of the forewing sometimes completely divided into four portions, the submarginal band of the 
hindwing variable in width. Underside with the bands less tinged with whitish than in A, 
inatina, " Intermediate between A. nefte and A. inara." (Moore, 1. c.) 

In Major Marshall's collection there are three males and three females of this species 
all from Upper Tenasserim. The males differ in having in one specimen the submarginal band 
of the hindwing on the upperside white as described by Moore for typical A. asita, in another 
specimen it is tinged with orange, in the last it is wholly orange as in typical A. inarina, but 
all the specimens differ from that species in having the discoidal streak of the forewing white 
on the upperside. A. asita appears to be an inconstant local race only of A, inarina. 

Athyma nefte belongs to this group and is closely allied to A. inara, but the male has no 
orange markings on the upperside, all the bands and spots are white. A variety of it has been 
described by Mr, Butler under the name of A. nivifera. The descriptions of it by both Butler 
and Distant are appended ;* it is recorded, but probably erroneously, from Assam ; it occurs 
in the Malay Peninsula, but has not as yet been found so far north as Tenasserim.

Expanse : male, 2'is '.female, 2*4 
inches. Description : " Male. Upperside dark fuscous or blackish. Farewine with a basal cellular 
streak closely followed by a rounded spot, succeeded by a triangular spot at end of cell, all more or less 
suffused with pale bluish; three subapical bluish-white spots placed obliquely and divided by the discoidal 
nervules ; an oblique bluish-white macular discal fascia directed inwardly, commencing immediately beneath, 
the second median nervule and extending to about middle of inner margin ; a few small submarginal pal« 
violaceous spots, and narrow fuscous submarginal and marginal fascia?. Cilia alternately whitish. Hind-wing 
with a transverse bluish-white fascia near base; an outer discal series of small subquadrate spots of the same 
colour placed between the nervules, and a very narrow pale fuscous submarginal fascia. Cilia as on forewing. 
, Underside pale olivaceous-brown ; pale markings as- above, b\it with some additional medial pale marginal 
markings onforeifi'ig, and a curved basal fascia to hindwing ; on the latter the pale fuscous submarginal fascia 
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473- Athymft SUbratO, Moore. 

A. subrata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1858, p. 13, n. 10, pi, li, fig. 1, f€malt ; id,, Distant, Rhop. 
Malay., p. 164, a. 9, pi. xvi, fig. ^ftmaU (1B83). 

Habitat : India. Mergui, Malacca, Sumatra, Borneo. 

Expanse: ?, 2-310 2*5 inches. 

Description: "Female. Upperside deep brown, with the markings disposed as in 
the female of A. ntfte ; but they are all narrower, and instead of being of a deep orange colour, 
are suffused with very pale brown. The underside is also much darker, being of alight 
smoky-brown, with all the markings white." (Moore, 1. c ) 

Dr. Anderson obtained three females, which I refer to this species, in the Mergui Archipelago 
during the cold weather. They differ (as do all the Mergui specimens of the different species 
of the genus obtained by Dr. Anderson) from Mr. Moore's tignre in the apex of theforewing 
being less produced. The markings are arranged as in Neptis, and the species may be known 
from all the other Indian ones by having them very pale brown suffused with dusky ochreous, 
in this respect being nearest to the female of A, zeroca. The male is unknown. 

474- Athyma rufula, deN., n. sp. 

A. reta, Wood-Mason and dc Nic£v.Ue (nee Moore), Journ. A. S. B., vol. I, pi. % p. 247, n. 40 (1881). 

Habitat : Andaman Isles. 
Expanse; $, 2'8 to 3*1 inches. 

Description: "Female. Upperside, forewing with the twice divided cellular mark, 
the triangular spot beyond this, a subapical largish spot, and a much smaller one just in front of 
the second median nervule in the discal series, orange, and with the curved scries of six discal 
spots, white, diffusedly bordered, from the costal margin increasingly and afterwards 
decreasingly to the inner margin, with orange. Hindwing with the discal band white, 
decreasingly from the anterior margin narrowly edged externally with orange, and with the 
submarginal sinuous band narrower, broken up into lunules, and orange-coloured." {Wood' 
Mason and de NiceviUe, L c. ) 

The male of this species has yet to be discovered ; the female differs from that sex of A. 
inarina in having the discoidal streak in the fore wing divided into four distinct portions, and 
the dividing lines being brown not yellow, and most of the spots and bands of the upperside 
more or less white. The submarginal band on the upperside of the hindwiug is very narrow 
and macular. On the underside there is a very distinct series of rounded ulack spots beyond 
the discal band of the hindwing. The late Mr. de Koepstorff obtained several specimens of 
this species, all females, in the Andaman Isles. 

475- Atbyma amiiara, Druce. 

A. amhara, Druce, Proc. Zool. Soc Lond., 1873, p. 344, a. 6, pi. xxxii, fig. 3 ; id., Butler, Trans. Linn. 
Soc. Lond., Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 540.1- 6(1877); A. amhara, var.. Distant, Rhop. Malay, p. 
162, n. 7, pi. xvi, 6g. 5, malt (1&&3). 

Habitat : Thoungyeen Valley, Upper Tenasserim ; Penang, Province Wellcsley, Malacca, 
Borneo, 

Expanse: r8 to 2-2 (Distant), 2-65 inches {Dntce's figure). 

above is subviolaceous beneath, and both ivi»gy have the dark fuscous markings as in A. amhara ; 
abdominal margin pale greenish. Body above concolourous with wings ; thorax with an anterior bluish transversa 
fascia, and abdomen with a subbasal fascia of the same colour ; body beneath and femora greyish ; tibia: and 
tarsi pate fuscous. Ffmile. Upperside very dark brown, with all the markings larger than in male and orange- 
yellow in hue ; the subapical spots xxt/arevnngvat the outer discal fascia to hindwing being prominently broader. 
Underside as above, but much paler, with the fuscous markings as in male." {Distant, I c) 

Atkyma niviftra, Butler. Habitat: Assam, Malacca, Borneo- Expanse : 2 4 to 27 inches. Descrip- 
tion ; " May be at oace distinguished from A. nefte of Cramer by the much narrower medial band, which in 
the male is much more distinctly blue at the edges ; by the longer and narrow trifiii subapical band on the male, 
and the deeper colour of the underside." (Butler, 1. c\j Mr. Distant (1. c ) states that his experience, however, 
has not allowed him to consider the characters above given for A. nivijera by Mr, Butler "as smnciently con- 
stant to indicate a distinct species or race." 
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Description: "Male. Upperside dark fuscous. Forewing with some very obscure 
and slightly paler markings in cell ; an oblique discal bluish-white macular fascia, with the 
margins pale bluish, commencing immediately beneath apex of cell and between the second 
and third median nervules, and terminating about middle of inner margin ; two subapical 
whitish spots separated by the upper discoidal nervule, followed beneath the second discoidal 
nervule by a third and very small spot, and two submarginal series of linear spots placed 
between the nervules, the inner one more or less whitish, the outer entirely pale fuscous. 
Hindw'mg with a transverse bluish-white fascia, margined with pale bluish near base ; 
an outer discal series of small linear whitish spots placed between the nervules, and 
a submarginal, narrow, pale fuscous, and somewhat macular fascia. Underside pale 
olivaceous-brown. Fotewing with the pale whitish spots as above, but larger, the two 
submarginal series of linear spots almost totally pale violaceous, and with an irregular 
cellular streak, a spot at end of cell and one beneath cell between the first median nervule 
and submedian nervure pale violaceous ; three slightly oblique dark castaneous linear 
spots partly crossing cell, and two rounded contiguous spots of the same colour beneath cell 
near base ; a fuscous spot near cell between second and first median nervules ; three longitudinal 
fuscous streaks divided by the discoidal nervules, followed beneath by a series of linear spots 
of the same colour placed between the nervules. HinJwing with the whitish markings as 
above, but broader ; the submarginal fascia pale violaceous ; a basal curved whitish fascia, 
between which and the medial fascia are some linear dark castaneous markings, and a series 
of dark castaneous spots plac e d before the outer discal pale fascia ; abdominal margin 
pale greenish. Body both above and beneath more or less concolourous with wings ; femora 
greyish white; tibia and tarsi pale fuscous. Female. Similar to the male above. Forewing 
with the subapical spots larger ; the cell with the base castaneous, and the discal fascise to both 
wings rather broader and almost quite without the bluish margins. Underside the colour is 
reddish-ochraceous, instead of olivaceous-brown, the darker markings castaneous, excepting the 
fuscous spots near the posterior angle of the forewing; pale markings as on underside of 
male, but the discal fascia broad as above." 

** As Mr. Butler remarks (1. c.) ' In the examples from Malacca the discoidal white streak 
of the forewing is reduced to one or two dots, connected by a pale brown streak.' These 
white spots are altogether absent from the Petiang specimen figured, but are present in other 
Province Wellesley specimens, Bornean typical specimens have a whitish streak and two 
whitish spots in the cell of the forewing." {Distant, I.e.) 

I possess two males of A. amkartt from Penang which differ from A, nivifera in the 
forewing in having the discal macular band placed more upright, and consisting of four instead 
of three spots, the spot in the submedian interspace is much narrower and its edges even, 
not constricted in the middle as it is in A. nivi/era; the discal band of the hindwing on the 
underside is also more even, narrowed to a point at the submedian nervure, but as broad 
at the costal nervure as it is in the middle ; in A. nivifera it is narrow at both ends and does 
not reach the costal nervure anteriorly ; the discoidal streak too in the forewing is more or 
less obsolete, while in A. nivijera it is very broad and prominent. The underside is altogether 
very similar, but in A* amhara % the interruptions of the discoidal streak are marked with 
brown lines. 

OemiS 76.— ABROTA, Moore. (Plate XXIV). 
Abrota, Moore, Rorsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 176 (1857). 

"Head, of moderate size, tufted in front. Eyes, prominent, naked. Antenna, long, 
filiform at the base, gradually thickening to a slender cylmdric club. Fa/pi, elevated above 
the level of the eyes, hairy, the hairs at the base, side, and in front, long. Tkorax, robust, 
clothed with long hairs. Abdomen, of moderate size. Forewing, elongate -trigonate j costal 
margin boldly curved; apex slightly rounded; outer margin somewhat straight [usually dis- 
tinctly curved] in the male, concave in the female, slightly waved, two-thirds the length of 
the costal margin ; inner margin slightly concave, rather longer than the outer. Costal nervure 
thick at the base, extending to beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with thp 
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first branch arising about one-fourth the length of the wing ; second a little beyond it, and 
before the extremity of the discoidal cell ; third branch arising at two-thirds the length of the 
wing, and extending id a slight curve to the tip ; fourth branch straight, arising half- 
way between it and the apex, which it reaches just below the tip; the terminal portion of the 
vein deflexed. Upper disco-cellular nervuh very short, outwardly oblique, arising at one- 
third from the base of the wing; middle disco- cellular curvet! outwards ; Iwer disco-cellular 
long, curved outwards, and uniting with the third branch of the median nervure at a little dis- 
tance beyond its origin, closing the discoidal cell at a little more than one-third the length of 
the wing. Hindwing, somewhat rounded ; costal margin arched at the base, from thence 
nearly straight to the apex, where it curves slightly downwards ; exterior margin rather longer 
than the costal, rounded and waved. Pracostal nervure curved outwards ; coital nervure 
curved, extending to the apex ; subcostal nervure branching near ils base ; upper disco-cellular 
nervule arising at a short distance from the base of the subcostal branch ; Lnver disco-cellular 
obsolete, so that the discoidal cell is open. Forelegs, of the male slender ; femur scaly in 
front, beneath clothed with fine long silky hairs ; tibia as long as the femur, clothed with 
downy hairs ; tarsus two-thirds the length of tibia, conical, covered with uniform hairs. 
Of the female scaly ; femur with a few silky hairs beneath ; tarsus rather longer than the male, 
truncated at the tip, where it is finely spined beneath. Middle and hindlegs, moderately 
long, of equal length ; tibia shorter than the femur, thickly clothed with short scaly hairs, 
with two rows of short thick spines ; femur thickly scaled ; taisus as long as the tibia, thickly 
clothed at the sides and beneath with rows of short spines ; claws sharp, and much curved." 
{Moore, 1. c.) 

Abrota is a genus of very small extent, and comprises but two closely-allied if really 
distinct species, inhabiting a very limited area. The colouration of the males is rich ochreous 
with black bands, that of the female dark brown with paler ochreous or olive-green bands. 
In the length of the antenna:, and in habits, such as resting with wide out-spread wings 
on leaves in dense forest, they closely resemble many species of the genus Euthalia. Both 
species occur In Sikkim, from April to July.

476. Alsrota 3Hlni0, Fabricius. (Plate XXIV, Fig. no, ? only). 

Papilla mirus, Fabricius, Ent. Syst., vo!. iii, pt. i, p. 48, n. 146 (1793) ; Abrota mirUi, Butler, Cat. Fab. 
Lep. B. M., p. 61, n. 1 (1869) ; A. gang*, Moore, Horsfield ajid Moore, Cat. Lep, Mus. E I. C, vol. I, p- 178, 
n. 361, p!. via, fig. 1, male and female (1657) ; Adolias cotifinis, Feldcr, Wicu. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iii, p. 183, 
n. 7, pl-iv, fig. 21 female (1859). 

Habitat : Sikkim. 

Expanse: 6*, 3'o to 3-25 ; S,3"6 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside ferruginous. Forming along upper part of dis- 
coidal cell, a spot, and disco-cellular mark within it, a broad oblique streak, tapering from 
middle of costal nervure to middle of lower discoidal nervule, then extending in a zigzag 
manner to posterior margin near the base, the space between the latter and the median 
nervure only smeared ; exterior and costal margin, submarginal line, and smeary patches near 
the apex and lower part of the disc, black. Hindwing with marginal, submarginal, third 
and fourth inner bands, black. Cilia with small white spots. Underside dull yellow, with 
duller exterior margins; a distinct dark narrow streak from near apex of forewing to near 
abdominal margin [of hindwing] ; two indistinct zigzag lines across the disc, and markings 
about the base of both wing's dull ferruginous ; from apex of forewing some white spots. 
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Female blackish brown. Forewing with a streak from the base along the lower part of the 
discoidal cell to the middle of the wing, with a dentate mark on the disco-cellular nervule ; 
two outwardly oblique spots from near the apex ; a broad band from the middle of the disc, 
inwardly oblique, to posterior margin, and indistinct submarginal series of small spots, pale 
ferruginous ; also two small outwardly oblique white spots at the apex. Hindwing with broad 
inner and narrower outer slightly-curved bands, pale ferruginous. Cilia with small white 
spots. Underside pale chocolate-brown, with a patch on the costal margin near the apex, 
the space about the disc of the forewing and across the middle of the hindwing, yellowish ; 
an ill-defined streak from near the apex of the forewing to the middle of the abdominal 
margin [of the hindwing]; zig-zag lines across the disc, and patches about the base of both 
wings, whitish ; some spots at the apex of the forewing white." {Moore, I. c. ) 

The male of A. mirus (of which I have seen three specimens only in Colonel Lang's 
collection) is easily distinguished from the only other species of the genus by having the two 
discal bands on the upperside of the hindwing well-separated, that wing being in fact crossed 
by four almost equi-distant bands, of which the third from the margin is macular and com- 
posed of decreasing rounded spots ; in A. jumna the wing appears to be crossed by three 
equi-distant bands only, the middle one being divided by a somewhat lunular line of the 
ground-colour. The female of A - mirus has all the bands on the upperside broad and pale 
fulvous, the discal band on the upperside of the forewing from the second median nervule 
to the inner margin being continuous; in the female of A, Jumna the bands are narrower 
and olive-green, the discal band on the forewing more macular, its upper portion formed of 
a well-separated oval spot. Mr. Butler remarks (1. c.) that "the description [by Fabricius] 
of A. mirus is exactly applicable to the female of Mr. Moore's Abrota ganga" Dr. Felder 
also described and figured the female of this species under the name of A. confinis. 

The figure (of the female only) shows the upperside of a Sikkim example in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

477- ATarOta juama, Moore. (Plate XXIV, Fig. no, <? only). 

A- jumna, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc, Loud,, 1865, p. 764, male only. 

Habitat : Sikkim. 

Expanse: 6*. 2*9 to 32; ?, 35 to 3'9 inches. 

Description : "Male. Similar to A.ganga [= A, mirus}, but differs on the upper- 
side in being of a pale yellowish ferruginous, the black markings much less defined, 
and in having the submarginal and medial lunulated bands of the hindwing geminated. 
On the underside the markings are much less prominent, the geminated sinuous 
band being apparent as on the upperside." (Moore, I. c.) Female. Upperside blackish. 
Forewing with a streak from the base along lower part of discoidal cell to middle of wing, 
with a dentate black mark on lower disco-eel Lular nervule ; an oblique, macular, subapical 
streak, with three small white spots beyond it; a rounded spot in first median interspace, 
an irregular mark in the interspace below, which is continued widely on inner margin ; 
a submarginal increasing macular band from lower discoidal nervule to inner angle, all 
suffused olive-green. Hindwing with similarly coloured discal and submarginal broad bands. 
Underside marked much as in the male, but the ground-colour is paler, the markings darker 
and more suffused. 

In my opinion (though the matter is still open to doubt) Mr. Moore originally correct- 
ly determined the sexes of A. mirus when describing that species under the name of 
A.ganga. In describing A. Jumna he seems to have come to the opposite conclusion 
(though he does not say so in so many words, nor does he quote his figure of the female 
A. ganga as applying to that sex of his A. Jumna as he should have done), as he describes 
the female as follows :— "Differs from that sex of A. ganga on the upperside in being 
brown, and in having the markings ferruginous; whereas in A. ganga [ = A. mirus'] the 
upperside is olive-brown, and the markings suffused olive-green." 
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The male of A. Jumna is common in Sikkim, the females of both species seem about 
equally common ; our collections contain ten specimens of that sex of A, Jumna, and nine 
of A. ganga. The question whether these two species arc really distinct or not, also if 
they are distinct, which are the true opposite sexes of each, must in my opinion remain 
in doubt till they are bred. 

The figure of both species (named A. mitus on the plate) shows on the left hand the 
upperside of a not very typical male Sikkim specimen of A. jumna in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. In this example the discal band on the upperside of the hiiulwing is more 
widely divided than is usually the case. The right hand half represents the female of J- mirus.

"Wings, short. Fore wing, triangular j costa slightly arched ; * exterior margin short, 
slightly scalloped ; posterior margin straight ; first and second subcostal nenmlcs emitted 
before end of the cell, third at one-fifth beyond ; foutth and fifth at two-thirds beyond ; 
[middle] disco-cellular very short, convexly angular ; the discoidal ncrvules from the angles ; 
discoidal cell open, short, broad ; fust median nervule opposite [middle] disco-cellular, the 
second and third at some distance beyond; submedian nerzuie straight. IIindwing, 
broadly oval ; exterior margin very convex, scalloped, abdominal margin short ; neuration 
similar to Euthalia. BODY, small ; palpi ', porrect, somewhat pilose ; legs, squamose ; antenna; 
of moderate length, stout." (A/ootc, I. c. in Lep. Ccy.) The above diagnosis applies lo 
S. ttais, the only species of the genus which occurs in Ceylon. 

"Forkwing, subtriangular ; costal margin arched and convex; apex rounded (general- 
ly more prominently so in the female) ; outer margin slightly waved and slightly concave 
beneath apex ; inner margin nearly straight. First and second subcostal nervules emitted 
before the end of the cell, the second longer than the first ; the third emitted some distance 
before the apices of first and second ; the fourth and fifth bifurcating at about two* third! 
beyond end of cell. Lower disco-cellular nervule practically obsolete,, leaving the discoidal 
cell open, or sometimes slender and faintly visible ; third median nervule with the basal 
portion curved and rounded, and with an apparently common origin with the second at apex 
of cell [in some species]. HindwinG, ovate ; costal margin oblique and slightly convex ; outer 
margin slightly waved and broadly rounded ; abdominal margin nearly straight, but becoming 
obliquely divergent to anal angle. Neuration generally as in Euthalia, Body, stout ; palpi, 
porrect and pointed ; antenna, variable in length." (Distant, I. c) This applies to S. dirtca, 
the only species found in the Malay Peninsula. 

Larva (S. nais) tapering towards both ends, green, with a dorsal row of rounded 
spots, the sides furnished with ten laterally-projecting long delicately-branched some!. 
Pupa broad, the back keeled, head ending in two pointed diverging processes. 

Symphadra is very closely allied indeed to the next genus Euthalia in all 
its stages. Mr. Butler, when monographing this group, wrote: — "The structural characters 
which separate Symphcedra from Adolias [ = Euthalia] are not very considerable, and from 
their uncertainty seem almost to indicate a state of transition ; the style of coloura- 
tion, however, is quite distinct." He excluded S. nais and S. teuta which have 
since been placed in the genus Symphcedra, and included the ninus of Felder, 
which is a Diehorragia. About twelve species are known, occurring throughout India 
except in the North-west, Ceylon, Burma, the Malay Peninsula and islands to New 
Guinea and Australia. The. Indian species form a very heterogeneous group, £ nais 
is brick-red above with black spots and bands in both sexes ; S. teuta, S. teutoides 
and S. recta are dark brown above with a discal pale green band across both wings, 
the females being similarly marked but paler, and the bands much whiter ; S. gupta \% an 
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allied species of which the female only is known, but with the band much reduced on the 
forewing, entirely absent on the hindwing ; while S. dirtea and S. cyanipardus are velvety 
black above, with a broad submarginal purplish-blue band on the upperside of the hindwing in 
the male ; the females have the upperside regularly covered with rounded spots throughout, and 
no trace of a purplish band. In S, nais the discoidal cell of the forewing is entirely open, in 
all the rest it is closed ; in the first four species at the bifurcation of the second and third 
median nervules, in S. dirtea and S. cyanipardus considerably beyond that point.

Habitat : Sikkim, throughout the plains of India except the north-west, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 23 to 2'9 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside fulvous-red. Forewing with a broad 
black disco-cellular spot, a contiguous discal spot, an oblique subapical streak, and a trans- 
verse submarginal and marginal narrow lunular band, the two joined by streaks on the veins. 
Hindwing with a large black medial costal spot, a submarginal row of small round spots, 
and broad marginal band, the black colour slightly ascending the veins. Cilia alternated 
with white. Underside brownish-ochreous. Forewing with the discal area bright ochreous, 
two discoidal black ringlet-marks bordered between by white, a black contiguous discal spot, 
an oblique short subapical white macular band bordered inwardly with dark brown, followed 
by lower submarginal black lunnles. Hindwing with transverse medial discal band, which is 
sometimes broken or consists only of a costal and lower spots [or absent altogether] ; 
two small discoidal red-centred spots, and a submarginal row of small black spots." 

"Larva dark green, with ten pairs of long green laterally-projecting very delicate 
branched spines ; a dorsal row of dark blue-bordered red spots. Pupa green, thick, keeled along 
the back, broadly triangular across the middle, a black- bordered pale band across the 
triangular back, and some thoracic spots." {Moore, 1. c.) Dr. Forsayeth describes the larva at 
Mhow as feeding on the "'Tendu' tree [Diospyros ruciatioxyfon ?], a large tree somewhat 
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resembling the ash. General colour a light grass-green ; a row of purple spots along middle of 
back. Margin of body armed with long, horiiontal, fleshy processes, covered with fine green 
hairs of a non-irritating character. Chrysalis green, angular, with dark and gold spots and lines" 
In Major Marshall's collection are two specimeus of 5. tutis from Sikkim, a somewhat doubt- 
ful locality. It occurs in Oudh, plentifully in the Rajmahal hills, and has been taken at Barrack- 
pore and in Calcutta. It occurs in Orissa and thence throughout the south of the peninsula to 
Ceylon and up the west coast as far as Bombay, but not apparently in the Punjab. It differs 
not only conspicuously from the other species of the genus by its quite different colouration, 
small size and short antenna;, but also has a different distribution ; it apparently thrives best 
in open and moderately dry country, while the other species of the genus live only in a moist 
climate and in heavy forest, 

A species which apparently belongs to this genus was described by Gucrin in Dclesserl's 
Voyage dans l'lnde under the name of Argynnis emalta. The exact locality from whence 
the type was obtained is unknown, and so far as I am aware no other specimen has ever 
been obtained, and nothing further is known about it. The description is appended for 
reference.*

Habitat ; N. India, Assam, Sylhet, Java, Borneo (Dnta). 

Expanse: 3\ 275 to 325 ; ?, 3*25 to 400 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside, blackish-brown, palest on exterior margins, with 
a transverse band of pale greenish-yellow spots crossing the middle of both wings, the spots 
being smallest and interrupted on the foraying; also a single small spot near the apex, and. 
a minute dot of the same colour within the discoidal cell of the forewing.t a row of indistinct 
triangular black spots near exterior margins ; and two or three indistinct pale spots from 
autenor angle of hindwing. Underside, pale brown, suffused in patches with dusky brown ; 
baud and apical spot as above, pale green ; a [submaiginal] row of small black short longitudinal 
spots from apex of fore wing to anal angle [of hindwing] ; a rounded spot and a hinular black 
mark, centred with crimson, within discoidal cell oi fordoing, and in that of the^Ww/«;'asmall 
dot and two short black lines j base of costal margin of both wings tinged wilh crimson. 
Female. Upperside paler, and the row of triangular black spots more distinct ; the marks 
within the discoidal cell of /brewing also distinct but black. Undeksidk, as in male." 
(Moore, I. c.) The dtscal series of spots are almost white in the female, the upper ones in the 
forewing usually larger and lengthened out into streaks, with two additional very fine white 
streaks on the costa above the uppermost spot of the discal series ; sometimes there are two 
subapical spots.

t I have ni>t seen a specimen with the discoidal spot mentioned by Mr, Mopre, 
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In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are numerous specimens of this species from Sylhet; it 
has also been recorded* from the " Barak river, on ascent to Manipur from Cachar, December," 
and from Java and Borneo, the latter, however, may be the be! lata of Druce. 

480. Symph-adra tcutiolcs, Moore. 

S. tcutoides. Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., 1877, p. 586. 

Habitat : South Andamans. 

Expanse : $ , 2-5 to 3 '0 ; ? , 3*25 to 3 60 inches. 

Description: •• Nearly allied to S. teuta. Male differs in having the maculated band 
more erect and the lower spots smaller ; the band on the hindwing is also straighter, more 
evenly bordered on the inner edge, and regularly sinuous on its outer edge. Female, on the 
forming the band is continuous and less broken up into spots ; it is also broader at the costal 
end ; the band on the hindwing, as in the male, is also more evenly edged within and 
regularly sinuous without. Underside, both sexes are much paler, are suffused with lilac 
exteriorly, and have no red in the discoidal marks." (Meere, 1. c.) 

This is a very slightly differentiated local race of S. teuta, and hardly worthy of distinct 
specific rank. In the male the maculated band is not more erect, nor the lower spots 
invariably smaller, nor are the differences given for the hindwing constant in a long series of 
specimens. In the female the band certainly is more continuous and broader at its costal end ; 
the band on the hindwing however is much the same as in S. teuta. On the underside some of 
the differences pointed out by Mr. Moore do exist, but they are all very slight characters indeed 
on which to base a species, and the discoidal marks are sometimes as prominently red-centred 
as in S. teuta. S. teuto'ides seems to be a fairly common species in the South Andaman Isles. 

481. Symphadra recta, de N. f n. sp. 

Habitat; Sylhet, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : £, 3*0 to 3*3 ; $ , 3*2 to 3*8 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperstde, both wings black, the outer margins slightly paler. 
Forewing with a perfectly straight, evenly margined, discal pale green band, composed of seven 
increasing spots, a small whitish spot beyond in the subcostal interspace, a submarginal obscure 
macular diffused black band. Hindwing with a discal pale green macular band, widening 
from the costa to the first median nervule, ending in a point above the anal angle, its edges 
even j a submarginal band composed of quadrate spots as in forewing, with a small crimson 
spot at the anal angle. Underside, both icings cinnamon-brown, the discal band as above 
but defined with black, the submarginal band represented by a large diffused patch towards 
the anal angle and some linear markings above it in the forewing; in the hindwing by a 
linear mark in each interspace. Forewing with a crimson spot surrounded with black in the 
middle of the cell placed against the subcostal nervure, a similar lunular line closing the cell. 
Hindwing with a small black spot in the cell, a double black line on the upper outer end of the 
cell, a crimson spot at the anal angle. Female. Upperside, both wings with the ground- 
colour paler than in the male, the discal band broader, paler, almost white, the submarginal 
black diffused macular band much more prominent than in the male. Forewing with two fine 
streaks on the costal margin in continuation of the discal band, a second white spot beyond 
above the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules. Hindwing with the crimson 
spot at the anal angle larger, duplex in one specimen. Underside as in the male, with 
the differences of markings as given for the female. 

The straightness and evenness of the discal band of the forewing and the crimson spot 
at the anal angle of the hindwing will at once distinguish S. recta from 5. tenia. There are 
two males without locality, and one female from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
and one female taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in March in the Thoungyeen Forests in 
Upper Tenasserim in Major Marshall's collection.

Description : Differs from the same sex of S. teuta in its smaller site ; the t'PPRRSID* 
has the ground-colour paler. Forgiving with the discal macular white band reduced to five 
decreasing triangular spots, of which the largest is placed beneath the subcostal nervure, 
the two subapical spots obsolete, and the submargina! diffused black spots very small. ///W- 
it,ing with no trace whatever of the broad white band present in S. tcuta, the submarginal 
black dentated band reduced to a fine dentated line with the diffused obsolescent whitish 
spots above and below it in each interspace. Underside, fomving with the same differences 
as above. Hindwing with a small white spot on the middle of the costa below the costal 
nervure, followed by five discal small indistinct blackish spots one in each interspace, with 
a white linear mark in continuation from the middle of the submedtan interspace to the 
inner margin, and the dentate line of the upperside obsolescent, represented by an 
obscure diffused dentate mark on the middle of each interspace. 

There is a single specimen of this species in Major Marshall's collection taken by Captain 
C. T. Bingham at Tanaoo Choung, Thoungycen, in September.

Habitat: Nepal, Bhutan, Assam, Khasi Hills, Cachar, Upper Burma, Upper Tenas- 
serim, Mergui, Malay Peninsula, Sumatra, Billiton, Banca, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse : £ , 3"0 to 3-8 inches ; ? , 3*3 to 47 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside very dark chocolate-brown. Forming with a 
small whitish subapical spot placed beneath the fourth subcostal nervule [often absent], and a 
greenish outer marginal fascia, which is almost obsolete at apex and gradually widens to posterior 
angle [this band is very variable, in some specimens it is obsolete, in others very prominent] ; 
the inner margin of this fascia is very waved and subdentate. Hindwing with a very broad 
outer bluish marginal fascia, with violaceous reflections, occupying about half of wing [some- 
what variable in width, in Indian specimens generally considerably narrower], and containing 
a submarginal series of blackish spots placed between the nervules and a marginal row of 
much larger subconical spots of the same colour placed upon and divided by the nervules; 
this bluish area is sinuated interiorly, and becomes shaded with greenish and violaceous 
at and near anal angle ; apical portion of abdominal margin thickly clothed with long 
pale ochraceous hairs. Underside very warm and dark ochraceous. Fprnving with a 
small and very pale bluish subapical spot situated beneath the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth 
subcostal nervules [often with three similar discal spots placed between lower discoidal and 
third median nervules] ; a cluster of irregular pale spots in cell and a long and irregularly 
curved one at the termination of the same, which is followed by two very indistinct spots 
placed one on each side of the upper discoidal nervule ; two pale discal spots on each side 
of the second median nervule, and one beneath the first median nervule ; inner margin and 
area of the outer angle broadly suffused with fuscous, the last with two bluish spots placed 
one on each side of the first median nervule ; above these are a subobsolete and submarginal 
series of pale spots placed between the nervules. Hindwing with two pale spots in cell, a 
curved discal series of six or seven pale spots placed between the nervules, and a submarginal 
series of small fuscous spots placed between the nervules, with their surrounding areas 
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somewhat pale. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings'; antenna black, their 
apices warm ochraceous. Female. Upperside chocolate-brown, with the cilia alternately 
concolourous and pale greyish, and with the following yellowish spots \— /brewing with three 
for four] spots in cell, two at its termination, followed by two placed one on each side of the upper 
discoidal nervule ; an oblique discal series of seven spots placed between the nervules, two 
beneath cell, situated one on each side of second median nervule, a cluster of five irregular 
spots near base and between first median nervule and submedian nervure, and an outer 
submarginal series, placed between the nervules, increasing in size towards outer angle ; a 
small yellowish streak on inner margin near its apex, Hindwing with the following yellowish 
spots:— three beneath costal nervure, three between first and second subcostal nervules, 
four between lower subcostal and discoidal nervules, three in cell (the first being only a small 
basal streak), three beyond cell before the third median nervule, two beneath cell placed one 
on each side of second median nervule, and two on basal half of abdominal margin ; and 
three large spots — denoted by pale bluish margins with anterior and posterior yellowish spots — 
near anal angle divided by the second and first median nervules. Underside, /brewing 
greenish ochraceous, darker and somewhat bluish at area of median nervules, marked generally 
as above, but spots larger and pale bluish grey, those in and at termination of cell fused, and 
the cluster of spots beneath base of cell obsolete. Hindwing pale greenish, the basal half 
more or less suffused with ochraceous ; spots as above, but much paler. Body above chocolate- 
brown, with the following yellowish spots : — six thoracic (two anterior, two central, and two 
posterior), and four at base of abdomen ; a narrow lateral streak on each central side of thorax, 
and a small spot at extreme base of wings j body beneath and legs more or less concolourous 
with wings.'* 

" In Province Wellesley old fallen fruit was an attraction to this species, and sliced pine- 
apple placed at the proper season in a road where these butterflies frequented was generally 
sure to be visited by a good supply of both males and females." (Distant, 1. c) 

This widely distributed species is very common in Upper Assam (S. E. Peal), less so to 
the westward. Captain Bingham has taken both sexes in Upper Tenasserim in the Thoungyeen 
Valley and Meplay Valley in January, in the Donat range in December, and in the Thoun- 
gyeen Forests in March, and Dr. Anderson obtained it in the Mergui Archipelago during the cold 
weather. In some male specimens on the upperside of the forewing are six ochreous spots in 
the cell placed in pairs, and a less prominent series placed between the nervules just beyond 
tiie cell. 

484. Symphseira cyanipar&us, Butler. {Plate xxi, Fig. 96 $ ?).

Habitat .: Assam, Khasi Hills, Sylhet, Cachar, Borneo. 

Expanse: <J,4"3to4-8; $, 5-3 to 5*5 inches. 

Description : "Male. Upperside, most like S. dittea, larger, but the basal dots of the 
forewing greenish-white not yellow-golden, and the marginal band subobsolete, diffused, with 
two distinct subapical dots snow-white. Hindwing with the violaceous-green band inwardly 
regularly dentate, the veins not at all tipped with ashy. Underside with all the spots most 
distinctly greenish- white, the ground-colour olivaceous-green not fulvous-ferruginous, the 
submarginal dots of the hindwing obscure scarcely distinguishable." (Butler, I.e.) Female. 
Upperside with the ground-colour darker than in S. dittea, the markings similar but white, 
tinged more or less with violet-blue instead of yellowish-golden, the submarginal series of 
large round black spots on the hindwing widely surrounded with bluish towards the anal angle, 
purplish towards the apex, with an irregular whitish spot given off both above and below from 
each black spot. Underside, similarly marked to S, dirtea, the disc and inner margin of the 
/orewing much darker. 

Mr. Butler (I, c.) describes a local race ofthis speciesfrom Borneo as follows : — " Antennae 
in both sexes tipped with fulvous ; the female on the upperside a little more greenish." 
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5. cyanipardus is the largest species of the genus ami indeed one of the largest specie* 
in the subfamily. Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar during the summer, Mr. S. E. Peal 
has obtained it at Sibsagar in Upper Assam, Mr. J. L. Sherwill at Jorehat also in 
Assam, and there are specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Sylhct and the 
Khasi Hills. 

The figure shows the uppersides of a male and of a female from the Khasi Hills in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta,

" Body, more or less robust ; antenna? long and straight ; wings large, generally of dull 
colours, with narrow, irregular, dark marks in Ihe discoidal cell. Head, wide, scarcely tufted 
in front ; eyes, large, prominent, naked ; anUnme, of very great length, slender, filiform at the 
base ; beyond the middle very gradually incrassated to a long, cylindrical, abruptly terminated, 
slightly curved club, having two very slender raised lines 011 the underside, with an impression 
between them ; palpi, small, very slightly projecting beyond the head, and elevated to the 
level of the middle of the eyes; second joint lengthened, and apparently increasing in breadth 
exteriorly, in consequence of the ridge of hairs on its upperside, beyond the middle*; third 
joint very minute ; palpi of the males larger than those uf the females ; haustellum, spiral, 
of moderate length, robust, compressed towards the extremity, and provided with lateral 
spreading cilia. Thorax, more or less robust, clothed with woolly hairs ; wings generally of 
large size, with moderately strong veins. Abdomen, variable in size and thickness, according 
to that of the thorax. Forewing, somewhat triangular, with a lengthened, boldly curved 
eosta ; apex generally but slightly rounded ; outer margin variable, but generally a lillle 
emarginate in the middle, and scarcely scalloped ; nearly three-fourths of the length of the 
costal margin ; inner margin about as long as the outer one, nearly straight ; costal neivute 
strong, reaching a little beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with the first and 
second branches arising before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, third branch arising 
at a h'llle distance beyond, or sometimes close to, the extremity of the discoidal cell, and 
the fourth branch arising at about four-fifths of the length of the wing ; upper disco-cellular 
nei-vule extremely minute and almost obsolete, arising from the subcostal nervure at about 
one-third of the length of the wing ; middle disco-cellular short, curved, and directed towards 
the base of the wing ; tower disco-cellular obsolete in the typical species, so that the discoidal 
cell is open ; median tictvure strong, its third branch moderately curved. HlNDWiNG, rounded, 
slightly acuminated at the anal angle in the males of some species, slightly scalloped along 
the outer margin; costal margin slightly rounded ; pro-costal netvure curved outwards ; sub- 
costal nervure branching near its base ; upper disco-cellular neivute forming the scarcely curved 
base of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular [usually] wanting, so that the narrow discoidal 
cell is [usually] open. Forelegs, of the male very short and slender; femur clothed beneath with 
long divergent hairs ; tibia nearly as long as the femur, thickly clothed with downy hairs ; tarsus 
consisting of a single elongated attenuated joint, covered with a dense uniform down. Of the 
female scaly, with the first joint of the tarsi greatly elongated, the three following short, the 
last abruptly terminated, with several pairs of spines beneath, indicating the three interme- 
diate joints through the scales of the limb. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, the 
middle pair in the male with the femur nearly one-fourth longer than that of the hindlegs, 
thickly scaly ; middle tibia of the male with a thick coat of very short scaly hairs near the 
base beneath, and with two rows of short thick spines in all the tibiae ; tarsi considerably 
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shorter than the tibia, rather thickly clothed at the sides and beneath with very short spines ; 
claws rather large and very much curved ; paronychia small, bifid." 

" Larva, chilopodomorphous, linear, lengthened, provided on each side with ten long, 
attenuated, spreading, branchiform appendages of nearly equal length, consisting of a midrib 
and lateral beards, decreasing in length towards the extremity, and imitating the structure of 
a very delicate plume, being armed with a terminal spike composed of a dense whorl of short 
robust spines. Feet short, minute, and entirely concealed by the lateral appendages- Pupa 
short, angular, attenuated at both ends, with two sides even, and the third or ventral surface 
gently swelled or rounded ; consisting of unequal pyramidal portions, the abdominal portion 
being the longest, and provided with two points, whilst the angles are armed with a few 
short spines, which are more robust at the union of the two pyramids ; the longitudinal 
and transverse ridges ornamented with a delicate gold streak." {IVestwood, I. c.) 

The genus Euthalia is of large extent, about seventy species having been described. It 
belongs to the Indo-Malayan region, occurring sparingly in the Western Himalayas, but is 
most fully represented in the Eastern ; in Sikkim they attain their largest size and beauty, 
and are most numerous both in species and individuals. One or two species occur in all but 
the very arid tracts of continental India, four in Ceylon, one in the Andaman Isles, and 
numerous species in Assam, Burma, the Malay Peninsula, and islands as far east as Celebes 
and the Philippines. It occurs also in China. 

There is some variability in structure, M. evelina and allies have the discoidal cells of 
both wings closed. The position of the third subcostal nervule of the forewing is also incon- 
stant, in some species (E. garuda and allies) it is given off from the subcostal nervure at 
one-fourth or less from the origin of the disco-cellular nervules, in others (£\ cocyt'ma and 
allied species) it is emitted about midway between end of cell and apex of wing. The outline 
of the wings shows also great variation, in the male especially. In E. evelina, E. satropaces, 
&c., the forewing is distinctly falcate in both sexes, in others the apes is only acuminated, 
and the outer margin emarg'mate. In E. garuda and its allies the hindwing is sharply 
acuminate at the anal angle in the male. In £. lepidea and its allies, the hindwing is evenly 
rounded in both sexes. In colouration many species in the males are black on the upperside f 
with darker bands and irregular linear spots towards the base of the hindwing, and in the 
ceU of Uie forewing ; the females are paler, and. often very diversely coloured; other males 
have a broad blue or grey margin to the upperside of the hindwing ; in these the females are 
in a few instances somewhat similarly marked, in the others they are quite different. Again, 
there are other species which are alike in both sexes, and have the colouration of the upper- 
side some shade of green, two species with a broad discal pale band across both wings on 
the upperside, others with the band on the forewing only, and lastly others without any band 
at all. The lame of Symphmdra and Euthalia are similarly formed, and are amongst the 
most peculiar and interesting in Butterflies. I have often found that of E. garuda at 
rest on the middle of a mangoe leaf, in which position it is very difficult to see, though its form 
is so remarkable, its body with the pale dorsal line answers to the midrib of the leaf, while the 
lateral branched spines pass for the other veins of the leaf on which it is resting, forming 
a remarkable instance of protective colouration, structure and habit combined. 

Though the perfect insects differ so widely in outline, and in style of markings as 
well as in robustness of structure, the genus is separable into two distinct groups ; the first 
of which has the discoidal cell of the forewing closed, by a slender nervule ; the second has 
th.e cells of both, wings open. 

In the first group the sexes, so far as is known, are alike, but the differences between the 
various species in outline and in style of markings is very considerable ; one, E. durga, 
closely resembles an aberrant Limmiiis in style of markings, but the strongly arched costa is 
sufficient to distinguish it, and moreover the white discal band stops short of the first 
median nervule on the hindwing which in Limenith it never does. In the remaining species 
the markings are diverse from those of all the allied genera.

The first five species have been generically separated from Enthalia by Mr. Moore under 
the name of Dophla* and have the discoidal cell of both wings closed. They are all large 
insects, the forewing in several of them deeply emarginate below the apex, giving it a very 
hooked appearance ; colouration above dark-brown or green, with two black sinuous fine lines 
across the cell on the upperside of the forewiug in the first four species, enclosing anteriorly a 
crimson spot in three of them. One species {E. derma) has been recorded from Masuri, and 
occurs in Assam, Sylhet and Malayana ; another (E. evelina) occurs in South India and Ceylon ; 
there are two other species described by Felder from North India which appear to be but slight 
varieties of these two species. Another very distinct species of this group (E. dunya) has a 
series of small but prominent whitish spots across the disc of both wings, and occurs in Lower 
Tenasserim, Perak and liorneo. In this species the crimsom markings are barely traceable.

Description : '* Male and female. Upperside fuliginous-brown. Forewing with 
the cell crossed by two waved blackish lines at the middle (between which [anteriorly] is a 
prominent carmine spot), and two lines converging posteriorly at extremity. Hindwing with a 
faint blackish oblique line near the middle, and two prominent black lines at apex of the 
cell. Both "Wings crossed by a discal curved fuliginous fascia, commencing on the forewing 
near the end of the cell, where it is broadest, and terminating on the hindwing near middle 
of abdominal margin, where it is narrowest ; beyond the fascia the colour is slightly paler, 
the hindwing possessing a somewhat faintly darker and very narrow submarginal fascia. 
Underside pale greenish ; cellular markings of the forewing as above, but with the inter- 
spaces betweeu the pairs of lines pale brownish ; a subbasal fuscous streak outwardly margined 
with white, and an irregular spot beneath the cell neat the base of the first median nervule; 
cellular markings of hindiuing as above, but with an additional curved black line beyond 
apex, a similar but shorter mark near and between the bases of the discoidal and lower 
subcostal nervules ; this is preceded by a rounded spot between the subcostal nervules, and a 
larger and partly closed one containing a carmine spot between the upper subcostal nervule 
and the costal nervuie ; there is also a small carmine spot in cell ; a darker discal fascia crossing 
both "wings as above, a similarly coloured broad submarginal fascia commencing on the fore- 
wing at upper discoidal nervule and becoming obsolete on the hindwing at the median 
nervules, followed by a waved and lunulate fascia broken between the nervules ; the forewing 
also possesses a broad, darker, oblique, subapical patch, its margins and also the apical margin 
of the hindwing more or less infuscated." (Distant, I.e.) 

E. derma has a wide range, Kollar described it, probably incorrectly, from Masuri, but 
it appears to be somewhat common in Sylhet, and occurs through the Malay peninsula to 
the Philippines. It may at once be known from E. welina by the colouration of the upperside 
being distinctly brown, while the latter is green.

Habitat : North India (Feider'), Java {Butler). 
Expanse : Not given. 

Description: "Male. Upperside as in A, [=E.] eva, Feider, bnt without the 
bronze tint. Forewing with the cellular markings broader, the inner one without the red spot, 
the diffused fuscous band very obsolete, more excised. Hindwing with two cellular marks 
(the disco-cellular much broader than in A, eva), the diffused fuscous discal streak much more 
dentate than in that species, the submarginal more distinct. Underside as in A. eva, but 
much more powdered with bluish-white. Forming with a white diffused but distinct apical 
spot. Hindwing with the basal markings broader than in the species mentioned, the sub. 
costal only including an obliterated red spot and the cellular including a dot of the same 
colour. The "orbita" [? orbits of the eyes, which in E. detma and E, evelina are red] 
whitish." 

"We received an unique specimen together with the preceding species [A. eva'] ; the 
inner and outer margins of the wings are longer and the apex of the forewing much less pro- 
duced." {Feider, I.e.)

" May be only a race of E. evelina ; it scarcely differs except in the differently formed 
discoidal spots without scarlet centres." (Butler, I.e.) 

The absence of the scarlet markings is a point which should make E. soma easily recog- 
nized if met with. I have never seen a specimen. E. annamiia, Moore (Proc. Zool. Soc 
Lond., 1879, p. 137) from Cochin China belongs to this group,

Habitat : North India, Assam, Luzon, Java, Borneo, Celebes. 
Expanse : Not given. 

Description : " Male. Upperside fuscous, very slightly tinted with bronze, otherwise as 
in A.[=E."\evelina. Farewinghovrever with the fuscous discal fascia entirely diffused. Underside 
less varied with glaucous [bluish-gray] than in A. evelina, with the markings on the border 
more obsolete. The "orbitte" red.* Female. Wings paler, forewing more produced at apex." 

" Up to this it has been confounded in collections with A. evelina, Stoll, (derma, Kollar), 
from which it can easily be distinguished by the colouring of the upperside." (Feider, 1. c.) 

I know nothing of this species, but retain it here as distinct on Dr. Felder's authority. 
Messrs. Butler and Distant both rank it as a synonym nf E. derma, which is probably 
correct as Feider appears to have considered E. evelina and E. derma as one species,

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 30 to 35 ; $ 4'co to 4 65 inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside, both wings aenescentt sap-green, with 
a transverse discal dusky lunular fascia, and a less distinct marginal fascia, forewing with 
two discoidal black-lined marks, the upper part of the inner one centred with vermilion. 
Hindwing with one black-lined mark. Underside greenish-grey, with dull sap-green transverse 
discal and a confluent double marginal fascia. Forewing with discoidad marks as above, 
hindwing with two discoidal marks, and two rings above them, both of which and the inner 
discoidal mark are centred with vermilion." (Moore, 1. c.) The female differs from the 
male in being much larger, paler, and with a prominent irrorated whitish discal band, wide 
on the costa of the foregoing, continued on to the hindwing where it becomes obsolescent near 
the middle of the wing, its inner margin sharply defined and irregular, its outer margin diffused. 
In the male there is a trace of the commencement of this band near the costa of both wings ; 
it is completely absent from both sexes of the preceding species- 

In Ceylon E. evetina "occurs in the eastern and western provinces in low country forests 
in June. Flight rapid, along forest-paths, settling on thick parts of trees and sometimes on 
the ground. Shy" (Hutchison). "Rather common in the Kottawa forest, but difficult to 
capture" (Wade). It occurs also at Karwar, Bombay (J. Davidson), the Wynaad (Rhodes- 
Morgan), North Canara, January (Macpherson), and at Trevandrum. 

489. ButhAlla luaya, Doubleday, Hewitson.

Habitat : Northern India ( Westwood), Mergui Archipelago, Perak, Borneo. 

Expanse : 3'8 to 4'0 inches.

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Description : " MALE, UPPERSIDE olive-brown, with a row of small yellow spots 
crossing the middle of both wings, each spot being encircled with black ; discoidal marks on 
forewing black, inner mark bounded on each side by a yellow dot ; an indistinct submarginal 
row of blackish spots. Underside pale whitish -green, row of spots indistinct ; discoidal 
marks and submarginal row of spots blackish." (Moore, 1. c.) 

Upperside with a small reniform black spot in the middle of the cell touching the 
subcostal nervure, with, two very small yellow marks one on each side, a much larger irregular 
black mark enclosing the disco-cellulars. Two small subcostal yellow spots ; four small discal 
ones surrounded with suffused blackish, the one in the second median interspace half 
the size of the one in the interspace below, two spots in the submedian interspace, the upper 
one minute. Hindwing with an arched discal series of eight yellow spots, the three upper 
ones conjoined, large and irregularly shaped, the others round and much smaller, the upper 
one the smallest, all these spots difTusedly surrounded with black. 

Dr. Anderson obtained two male specimens of this species in the Mergui Archipelago in 
the cold weather, and there is one specimen from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

The next four species have the outer margin of the forewing nearly straight, very slightly 
concave ; the apex is neither truncate nor rounded, but bluntly pointed, and the hindwing is 
broadly rounded. They all have a pale discal macular band on the forewing from the middle 
of the costa towards the anal angle ; and also some pale spots near the middle of the 
costa of the hindwing, which distinguish them at a glance from the females of the second 
group, many of which have the oblique band on the forewing. All the species are large, 
and have the ground-colour dull green ; the cilia are white between the ends of the nervules. 

490- Enthalia patala, Koiiar. 

Adolias patala, Kollar, Hugel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. ii, p. 435, n, 1 ^844) ; Eutfialia. patala, Moore, Proc. 
Zool. Soc. Loud. 1882, p. 239 ; Adolias donbledayii, Gray, Lep. Ins. Nepal, p. 13, pi. xiii (1846) \Adolias epiona, 
Moore, Trans. Em. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 79, n. 37 (.1859) ; id., Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lend., 
1868, p. 602, 11. 16. 

Habitat : Himalayas, from Chumba to Nepal. 

Expanse : 37 to 4-5 inches. 

Description : " Wings olive-green, with black [marks] in the costal nervure [discoidal 
cell]. Forewing with a spotted white band across the middle, from the middle of the anterior 
margin towards the posterior angle, and two white spots near the summit [apex]. Hindwing 
with three spots in the middle of the anterior margin, Underside like the upper, but of a 
cinereous colour." (Gray, 1. c.) 

" Upperside, both wings pale olive-green, with two obscure darker narrow lines cross- 
ing the disc. Forewing with oblique row of yellowish-white spots from middle of costal margin 
to beyond middle of the wing, opposite posterior angle ; also two smaller spots on costal margin 
near the apex. Hindwing with two [or three] yellowish -white spots on costal margin nearer the 
angle. Blackish marks at the base oiboth wings. Underside pale yellowish-green. Forewing 
with oblique row of spots as above, but less defined, and having two additional very small spots 
on the lower part of the disc [often absent] ; on the hindwing the spots extend by the 
addition of small ones to the middle of the wing. Sexes alike." (Moore, 1. c, in Trans. Ent. 
Soc. Lond.) 

Colonel Lang writes of this species as follows *:— w Frequents oak-forests at altitudes 
of 6,000 to 8,000 feet in the Himalaya during the rainy season (July and August). 
It flies very swiftly over the tops of the trees with a skimming flight like a swallow. Two or 
three may be seen chasing one another in and out of the shade among the branches of the 
trees. They pitch abruptly, often with expanded wings, basking in the sun-light, until some 
passing insect, another Adolias or a Neptis floating near, tempts the quarrelsome species to dash 
off, buffet the passer-by, and after a rapid skim, pitch once more, suddenly, near its former 

• Eat. Mouth. Mag., vol. i, p. 181 (1864-65), 
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resting-place, and bask again. It soon gets battered, and is difficult to capture." Mr. Hock- 
ing says* that it "Flies about oaks. June to September." I have taken it commonly in 
Simla at about 5,000 feet ; it is very partial to over-ripe peaches, plums, &c. Major C. H. T. 
Marshall has taken it in Chumba ; in Kumaon it is abundant near Naini Tal in the middle of 
the rains ; and Dr. Scully has sent numerous specimens from Nepal. 

491. Entlialia iva, Moore. 

Adolias ran, Moore. Horsfieid and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mot. E. I, C. vol i, p. 195, n. 30s (1857) ; idem, id., 
Trans EnL Soc. Lond., new series, vol, v, p. 78, n. 36, pi, viii, ftp. a (1*5^). 

Habitat : Sikkim. 

Expanse : 4 inches (Moore) ; 4-4 on plate. 

Description: "Male: Upperside very dark olive-green. Fbreumg with oblique row 
of large, long, greenish-white spots from middle of costal margin to near posterior angle, 
beneath which is a small narrow geminated spot near the middle of the posterior margin | also 
two small spots obliquely near the apex, and a small whitish patch at the posterior angle. 
Ffindwing with a row of broadly-separated small round greenish-white spots curving from mid- 
dle of costal margin to middle of the wing ;also black marks within discoidal cell. Underside 
deep green ish-grey, dusky about the anterior half, and blackish along the posterior margin : 
markings as above, but the spots on the hittdwifis extending nearly to abdominal margin, 
Shape of wings as in Adolias \~E. uthalw] epiona [= E. pata!a~\, Adolias iva may be 
known from A. epiona [=E. patala\ by its very dark upperside, and by the oblique band being 
composed of much longer spots, and by its deep greyish-green underside." {Moore, 1. c. in 
Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. G) 

I have never seen this species. In Mr. Moore's figure the three lower spots of the discal 
series of the fore wing are very much elongated and pointed outwardly, and the presence of two 
small spots just below the middle of the first median nervule, the upper one almost touching 
it, is an unusual and distinctive feature. 

492- Euthalia taooaaa, Moore. 

Adolias tao§ana, Moore. Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p 831. 
Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Taoo, 3,000 to 5,000 feet. 
Expanse : 4 inches- 

Description j " Allied to E. iva. Forewing with the oblique discal maculated band with 
shorter lower portions, the penultimate spot quite oval, the last being short and conical ; the 
two contiguous spots beneath are also smaller, and the two before the apex closer together. 
ffindttring, the three subapical spots are contiguous, the two upper being large, quadrate, 
and excavated externally." (Moore, 1. c.) 

This species also is unknown to me; from the description alone it appears to be 
sufficiently distinct. 

493- Euthalia nara, Moore. 

Adolias tiara, Moore, Trans. Ent, Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 78, n. 35, pi. viii, fiR. 1, female (1859J. 

Habitat : Sikkim, N. Khasi Hills, 

Expanse : 3-42 to 4"io inches. 

Description: "Female. Upperside dark glossy golden olive-green, with blackish 
marginal and suhmarginal lines. Forewing with oblique transverse row of six white spots, from 
middle of costal margin to near posterior angle, also two small subapical white spots ; marks 
within [and below] discoidal cell black. Hindwing with two [or three] white spots on costal 
margin near the angle. Underside glossy verdigris-green, apically olive-green. Fotewing 
with markings as above, but more defined and whiter ; lower part of disc patched with

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blae-black. Hindwing with transverse row of [five or] six white spots from costal margin to 
near the posterior angle; indistinct discoidal markings [and a submarginal series of small 
black spots placed between the nervules]. Cilia [alternately] white." (Moore, 1. c. )- The male 
(of which I have seen a single specimen only) differs from the female in the submarginal 
small black spots on the underside of the hindwing being replaced by a diffused line darker 
than the ground-colour. 

E. nara is decidedly a rare species. It differs from E. iva in the shape of the spots in 
the discal band of the forewing, and in the absence of the two small spots below the first 
median nervule on the upperside of the forewing, and from E. patala in its much deeper tone 
of colouration, and in having five or six irregular pale bluish-white spots across the disc of the 
hindwing on the underside. 

E. nara is probably the species referred to by Moore in the Proc. Zool. Soc. Land., 
1865, p. 767, under the name of A. confucius, West wood, the letter being a Chinese insect, and 
is said to be u Closely allied to A. epiona [=E. patala], but larger ; the lower spot on hind- 
wing lunulate and reversely curved."* They are quite distinct species. 

The next species, E. anyte, differs much in outline from the other species of this group, 
and closely resembles in this respect, the males of E. garuda and its allies, the apex of the fore- 
wing and anal angle of hindwing being sharply pointed ; the body too is more robust, but the 
discoidal cell of the forewing is closed ; the female is unknown. On the upperside the pale 
discal band is obsolete, but the pale spots near the costa of the hindwing are almost always 
prominent. 

494. Buthalift anyte, Hewitson. 

Adolias anyte, Hewitson, Ei. Butt., vol. iii, Adolias, pi. jj, fig 5 (1862) ; id,, Eutler, Proc. Zool. Soc. 
Lond-, 1868, p. 603, n. 23. 

Habitat: Sikkim, Nepal. 

Expanse : 2'8 to 3-0 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both wings green-brown, crossed beyond the middle 
by two bands of darker brown. Forewing with a brown line and a spot of rufous-brown 
bordered on both sides with black within the cell ; a small spot below the last, and a spot 
just beyond the end of the cell also bordered on both sides with black ; the space between 
the two transverse bands is of a paler tint than the rest of the wing, marked with two indis- 
tinct round spots. Hindiuhtg with a white [ochreous] spot on the costal margin beyond its 
middle. Underside as above, except that it is much paler ; that the hindwing has the 
oblong and transverse black marks near the base common to the species of this group, and 
that it is crossed in the place of the first transverse band by a band (broken in the middle) 
of six obscure white spots." {//ewitson, 1, c.) 

This is a rare species, of which I have only seen males : there is one Sikkim specimen in the 
collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, one in Major Marshall's collection, and four from 
Sikkim and one from Nepal in Colonel Lang's. On the underside it is marked almost exactly 
as in E. sakadera, except that the discal series of pale spots is narrower on both wings and 
the white spot near apex of forewing is absent, but the lower half of the disc of the forewing 
is suffused with black as in E. sahadeva, and it lacks the small black linear marks in the middle 
of the submarginal band of the hindwing present in that species. E. anyte is much smaller than 
E. sahadeva* the apex of the forewing more pointed, the outer margin more emarginate, the 
hindwing much shorter, the anal angle more acute. Mr. Butler says that it " seems to be most 
nearly allied to E. garuda." It is however I think most nearly allied to E. sahadeva, differ- 
ing from that species chiefly in size and shape, and in the absence of the white spots at the apex 
of the forewing. 

In Major Marshall's collection is a single male of this species from Sikkim which differs 
considerably from the other examples I have seen. The outer margin of the forewing is but very

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slightly emarginate, causing the apex to be more acuminate, and on the hindwing there is no 
trace of the large patch of yellow on the costa which is such a conspicuous feature of E. anyte ; 
the submarginal band is much wider and diffused, especially anteriorly, and placed further 
from the margin ; it is equally wide on the underside, and the discal series of pale yellow spots 
on both sides are entirely absent. It is probably only an aberration of E. anyte ; at any rate 
from a single specimen I am disinclined to describe it as a distinct species. 

The next species E, sakadet-a has an oblique pale discal band on the forewing as in 
E*patala y though not so prominent, and also a similar band on the hindwing ; the outline of 
the wings is as in E. palate, but the hindwing is shorter at the costa and more elongated 
posteriorly. 

495- Euthalia saha&cva, Moore. 

Adolias sakadeva, Moore. Trans, Ent. Soc, Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 80, n. 39, pi. viii, flg. 3, malt (1859); 
id., Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 601, n. 11. 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Assam. 
Expanse : 3-25 to 3'6o inches. 

Description : "Male. Uppekside olive-green, with darker submarginal band and inner 
portion of disc, Forewing with oblique rowof five pale greenish-yellow spots from middle of costal 
margin ; two small whitish subapical spots ; space between discoidal marks and along outer 
margin yellowish. Hind-wing with transverse tapering row of six pale greenish-yellow spots 
from costal margin to near abdominal angle, bounded below with pale yellow ; two transverse 
disco-cellulav black lines ; abdominal margin greenish-grey. Underside greenish -yellow, 
lighter and darker in portions, marked as above, discoidal markings on both wings, lower 
part of disc of fo?-ewing with blackish patches." (Moore, 1. c.) Mr. Butler (1. c.) tays that Mr. 
Moore has described the female as a male, but his description agrees very well with our male 
specimens of this species, Mr. Moore informs me also that the type specimen is a male. Mr, 
Butler redescribes the male as follows ■. '* Differs [from E. sahadeva, Moore, =female sahadeva} 
altogether in shape : wings smaller, forewing with the apex, hindwing with the anal angle 
acute, all the bands of the forewing pale concealed with green, of the hindwing most 
distinct, running together near the costa, but retired on the disc and parLly obliterated with 
black : the marginal spots more obscure." His description agrees fairly well with the 
Euthalia anyte of Hewitson. 

I have only seen males of this species; it is decidedly a rare species, and occurs from 
Nepal to Shillong. On the forewing there is an oblique discal band of five somewhat obscure 
yellowish spots, with two smaller spots beyond just below the apex, with an obscure yellow- 
ish bar across the cell ; hindwing with a decreasing macular band from the costa to the 
first median interspace, the lower spots sometimes almost disappeared. Underside marked 
much as above, but the ground-colour yellowish green. The shape of the hindwing is 
unusual, being considerably longer than broad, it is longer than broad in some other species, 
but not nearly to the same extent. 

The next and last species of this group is distinguished by having a broad pure white 
continuous discal band across both wings more or less outwardly margined with blue. In 
outline it is intermediate between E. patala and E. sahadeva. 

49^- Euthalia durgra, Moore. 

Adolias durga, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 196, n. 397 (1857); id., 
Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 80, n. 41, pi. ix, fig. 2 (1859). 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam. 

Expanse : 3'6 to 4*8 inches. 

Description : " Upperside dark olive-green, with a black marginal and submarginal 
band j a broad transverse band of irregular-shaped white spots crossing from middle of costal 
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margin of forewing to beyond the middle of the hind wing, near the anal angle, being margined ex- 
teriorly with blue from the forewing on its lower half to anal angle [of hindwing] ; the narrow 
space between marginal and submavginal bands also bluish. Two small rounded white spots 
near the apex of forewing ; marks within discoidal cells black. Undbbsids from inner 
margin of band to base greenish-grey, from its outer margin to extremity of wing greenish, 
with band and apical spots as above ; a row of blackish marks from apical spots to posterior 
angle, which is whitish ; also an indistinct dusky submarginal row on the hindwing, and at 
the anal angle two patches of black ; marks at the base of wings black. Cilia between the 
indentations on the upper and underside white. Sexes alike/' {Moore, 1. c.) 

E. durga is the largest species of the genus occurring in India and one of the most 
beautiful. It used to be fairly common in Sikkim, but of late has become much less so. 
Mr. S, E. Peal has taken it at Sibsagar in Upper Assam.

Male, upperside dark oVive green, with pinky tinge broadly on anterior margin of 
hindwing, markings abive much as in E. gartu&i and allies, but no small white 
marks beyond cell of forewing, and the pale discal band much widened at inner 
margin of forewing ; female with broad discal whitish band on upperside of forewing, 
bifurcated anteriorly. 

509. E. alpheda, ? North India, Java. 

e*. Male, upperside dark brown with a vinaceous tinge, a discal paler broad band 
bifurcated anteriorly, and marked wiih white patches within towards the costs ; 
female paler than male, markings more prominent. 

510. E, parta, ? India, Borneo. 

511. E. somadsva, North India. 

/'. Male, upperside dark bron/y brown ; a series of small white spots beyond cell of 
forewing on both upper and under sides. 

a 2 . Female with broad white discal band on both wings, bifurcated anteriorly in 
forewing. 

512. E. acontius, South Andamans. 

hi. Female with a series of small white spots beyond cell of forewing on both 
sides. 

513. E. cahuda, India, Ceylon, Malay Peninsula, Java. 

c 1 . Female with white macular oblique even band across forewing on both sides. 

514. E. vasanta, Ceylon. 

g*. Male with the series of small white spots beyond cell of forewing elongated into narrow 
white streaks in pairs between the veins. 

a 1 . Male, upperside, hindwing with broad blue border ; female, hindwing entirely 
brown, forewing with broad oblique macular white band from middle of costa 
to first median nervule towards inner angle. 

515. E. phkmius, Sikkim, Assam, Naga and Khasi Hills, Sylhet.

i». Male, upperside, hindwing with no blue border, but with even straight discal 
brown band from near apex of forewing to middle of abdominal margin on 
hindwing ; female marked much as in male, but the discal baud more curved 
on hindwing.

A 1 . Male, both wings marked with crimson spots on both sides in addition to the series of 
small white spots beyond cell ; female also marked with crimson as in male, the discal 
white spots developed into a broad macular band. 

517. E. lUbbntina, India, Ceylon. 

P. Male, upperside, both wings profusely irrorated with grey ; female with outer margin 
of forewing highly -marginate, with a discal series of prominent white spots beyond 
cell from costa to second median nervule. 

518. E. aNOSIA, Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, Chittagong, Mcrgui, Malay 

Peninsula. 

The second group in which the ceil of the forewing is open presents three distinct types. 
The first section is represented by a single species, which in style of markings corresponds most 
closely with the last species of the first group, B. durga. It has a broad well-defined pale discal 
band across both wings, but this band is pale yellow not white, and it extends on the hindwing up 
to the submedian nervure ; the sexes are alike, and the general aspect is more nearly that 
of a Ltmenitis than in any other species of this genus. 
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The second section is distinguished by the shape of the wings in the male, the forewing 
being more or less falcate, and the hind wing being evenly curved on the outer margin 
and often somewhat elongate ; the colouration of the males is also peculiar, they have 
no pale discal markings, the upperside is generally nearly uniform brown or blackish with 
more or less obsolete dark lines, but the outer margin of the hindwing and sometimes 
also of the forewing is broadly blue or grey, strongly contrasting with the brown ground-colour. 
This blue outer border occurs in only one Indian species as yet described, E. phetnitts, 
which does not belong to this section, and it may be distinguished not only by its outline, 
but by the blue patch being bounded outwardly by a pure white streak, and the extreme 
margin bearing a black line. In this section the body is with one exception {£. telchinia) 
remarkably slender, and the wings are comparatively weak. In this section too the differ- 
entiation of the sexes commences, in the first two species the sexes are nearly alike, in the next 
two the shape and style of markings are the same, but the grey or blue band has disappeared 
in the female ; the ground-colour is uniform, but the position of the band is marked by a 
dark transverse band along what would be its inner edge ; in the three remaining species 
there is no trace even of the outline of the band in the female ; the ground-colour is uniform, 
but the dark lines follow the same pattern as in the male and are more prominent ; the 
colouration of the underside also differs conspicuously. In this section again the third subcostal 
nervule of the forewing arises at a greater distance from the cell than in the third section, 
but the character is variable, being most pronounced in E. lepidea. 

The third section is distinguished by the shape of the wings in the male, the forewing 
having the apex acutely pointed, and the hindwing having the anal angle acutely pointed also 
and slightly produced ; the body is very robust, and the wings powerful though small ; the 
antennae are longer than in the other sections, being often considerably more than half the length 
of the forewing, and the third subcostal nervule of that wing arises close to the cell. The 
sexes are differentiated in all the species, the females having larger wings, the forewing 
with the apex more rounded, and the hindwing broader and more evenly rounded. In many 
cases the females have prominent white discal bands. 

First section. With a well-defined pale yellow discal band across both wings ; sexes 
alike. 

497- Euthalia franclSB, Gray. 

Adolias fraticia; Gray, Lep. Ins, Nepal, p. la, pi. xiv (1846); id., Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 
new scries., vol. v, p. 81, n. 43 (1859) ; A./raitca, Moore, Anderson's Researches, p. 924 (1878J ; A, raja, 
Felder, Wien. Bat Mouatsch., vol- iii, p. 397, n. 40. pi. ix, fig. 2,/emaie (1S59), 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Upper Burma. 

Expanse : 2*9 to 4*0 inches. 

Description : " Wings olive-green, with a spotted [pale yellow] band across the 
middle of both wings somewhat in the form of a V, also two white [pale yellow] spots 
near the apex of the forewing^ and a series of white [pale yellow] lines along the margin 
of both wings, and a series of black lines interiorly. Underside marked like the upper- 
side, but of a cinereous colour, with a spot of black at the posterior angle of the forewing" 
{Gray y 1 c.) Sexes alike. 

This also is a very beautiful species. It may be known from E dutga on the upperside 
by the ground-colour being a paler green, the discal white (or pale yellow) band much 
narrower, especially on the forewing, and inwardly deflated above the third median 
nervule, this band not defined outwardly with a black line and then a broad blue fascia 
as in E, durga ; a submarginal series of diffused whitish spots. Underside quite different 
in colour, being of a most beautiful glossy greenish silvery, the discal white band as above 
but wider on the hindwing, the additional wider portion being pale purplish, a narrow white 
band across both wings in continuation of the two subapical white spots above, and a wider 
submarginal band, with a black diffused spot within it at the anal angle of the forewing. 
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E. franHa is not a common species ; it occurs from Nepal to Upper Assam, and was 
taken by the Yunan Expedition in Upper Burma. 

Second section. Forewing more or less falcate, hindwing with outer margin evenly 
rounded, outer margin broadly blue or grey on upperside ; body slender. 

In the next two species the sexes are nearly alike, the forewing is more falcate than in any 
other species, except E. satropaces, and the grey marginal band extends nearer to the apex 
of the forewing than in any others. 

498. Enthalia lepiloa, Butler. (Plate XIX, Fig. 78 6*).

Habitat i Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Chittagong, Upper Tenasserim, Orissa, 
South India. 

Expanse*. 2-5 to 3-8 inches. 

Description: " Utpersidk of the male blackish-fuscous, of the female fuscous; 
with the middle disc a little paler, the external margin pale ashy-fuscous; of the female 
fuscescent, the discoidal marks black. Underside much paler, of the male chestnut-fuscous, 
of the female ochraceous with the middle disc ochreous ; hindwing outwardly whitish ; 
a submarginal macular streak, another beyond the middle angular lunate ; hindwing 
ochraceous, the discoidal markings black ; forewing with the outer margin tinged with 
violet." (Butler, 1. c.) 

" May at once be distinguished by the ashy marginal band widening from apex of the 
forewing to abdominal margin" [of the hindwing]. (Moore, 1. c. ) 

E. lepidea is a very distinct and well-marked species, with the forewing very falcate \ its 
pale grey margins on the upperside, narrow on the forewing, wide on the hindwing, distin- 
guish it from any other butterfly except E. satropaces. It occurs commonly in North-eastern 
India and Burma, appearing again in Orissa and southwards to Travancore. Mr. Butler 
gives the South Indian form as a variety, but it does not appear to differ fiom specimens 
from North-eastern India. 

The figure shows both sides of a male specimen from Calicut in the Indian Museum 
Calcutta. 

499- Enthalia anlersonii, Moore. 

E. andersonii, Moore, Journ A. S. £., vol. liii, pt. 2, p. 18 [13&4). 

Habitat : Mergui, Tavoy. 

Expanse: $, 2*25; 9, 275 inches. 

Description : *■ Male and female. Upperside dark umber-brown, palest in the 
female ; both wings with a marginal bluish-grey band, which extends very narrowly from 
the apex of the forewing and widens across the hindwing to broadly above anal angle. 
Within and beneath the cells the black streaks are most distinct in the female ; across the 
dtscal area are two indistinct dusky sinuous fasciae widening from the costa of the forewing, 
at which end the interspace is slightly paler in the male and distinctly paler in the female. 
Cilia white. Underside ochreous-brown in the male and yellowish-ochreous in the female ; 
the outer borders broadly suffused with purplish lilacine-white ; cell-marks distinct ; across 
the disc of both wings are two dusky lunular fasciae with pale interspace, most distinct in 
the female, the fascia being disposed across the middle of the disc." 

*' Nearest allied to £. cocylus, Fabricius ; also to E. lepidea, Butler, and to E. macnairii, 
Distant." (Moore, 1. c.) Dr. Anderson took several specimens of both sexes of this species 
in the Mergui Archipelago during the cold weather. It differs from E. lepidea only in having 
the outer border blue not grey. 
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The E. cocytus of Fabricius belongs to this group, and was described from Siam. The 
male has the outer margins of both wings blue on the upperside as in E. andersomi ; the 
female is somewhat similar to that sex of E. satroJ>aces t but the apical area of the forewing 
on the upperside is covered with greenish scales. 

Between this species and the next are numerous closely-allied species, six of which, 
E. macnairi, E. stoliczkana. E. maclayi, E. cocytina, E. puseda and E. asoka have been 
recorded from the Malay Peninsula. In all of these the outer border is blue extending on to the 
forewing in the male, and they exhibit a gradually increasing differentiation of the sexes. The 
detailed descriptions are given below. Another species of this group {E. gopici) has been described 
from Assam, but the locality is doubtful; it is closely allied to E, cocytiua. The description 
of the male is appended, but no description has hitherto been published of the female. 
I have never seen either sex, and my knowledge of it is confined to the description here 
republished and the figure which accompanied it, but both sexes are stated to be in the British 
Museum. 



Eutka.Ua. macnairi^ Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 123, n. 9, pi. xiv, figs. 6, malt ; 10, female {1B83J. 
Habitat : Province Wellesley. Expanse : Male, 3*2 ; female, 2"8 inches. Description : " Male. Upper- 
side very dark chocolate-brown, the outer margins of both wings pale bluish ; on the forgiving this bluish 
margin is narrow, commencing a little beneath apica 1 angle, and slightly widening and terminating at 
posterior angle ; on the kindwing it is very broad, especially near the anal angle ; outer margins narrowly 
black, the cilia pearly white ; cell of the forewing crossed by four blackish lines, the two innermost nearly 
straight, the two outer ones prominently bent and sinuated, and a similarly bent black line at end of cell ; 
the three innermost of these lines are continued beneath the median nervure. Underside pale olivaceous- 
brown. Foregoing with the basal area palest, cellular markings as above, but more distinct, and two 
discal, narrow, undulating fuscous fascia, the inner one waved, the outer entire, but somewhat discontinuous. 
Hindwing with the cell crossed by some indistinct fuscous lines, a similar convex one near its apex, and an 
elongate ovate spot on each side of the base of the upper subcostal nervule ; two discal and parallel narrow 
fuscous fasciae, terminating at about the first median nervule, the inner one broadest, and the outer 
narrow and somewhat broken. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings. Female. Larger and paler 
in hue than the male ; markings similar, but the forgiving- on the upperside exhibiting the discal fascbe 
only seen on the underside of the male ; these fascia; are also slightly broader and the colour between them 
somewhat paler ; cell of the hindwing exhibiting the transverse dark lines as beneath. Underside 
brighter and warmer in hue than in the other sex ", the markings similar." 

" This species and E. stoliczkana represent a section of the genus in which the males are strikingly similar 
to each other and equally dissimilar from the females. The great interest attaching to the species is that it 
represents the closest alliance and resemblance between the sexes of this section, the following species showing 
% gradually increasing tendency to sexually differentiate ; whilst it is to the luio-Malayan region that this 
portion of the genus is almost confined." {Distant, 1. c.)

Closely resembling 
the male of E. macnairi, but largtr, and with the bluish marginal fascix on both -wings on the uppehsidh a 
little broader. Underside with the narrow fuscous outer discal fascia; to both wings much more waved and 
sinuated. Female. Upperside closely resembling the female of E. macnairi, but differing on the upperside 
by the absence of the bluish marginal fascial, which are only slightly indicated near the posterior angle of the 
forewing, and appear on the kindwing as a narrow discal fascia, which becomes obsolete towards the abdominal 
margin ; on this wing the narrow fuscous discal fasciae of the forewing are also continued, the innermost distinct, 
the outer one not distinctly passing the third median nervule. Underside warmer in hue than in E. macnairi, 
and distinctly differentiated from that species by the waved and sinuated outer discal fascia: to both wings." 
{distant, I.e.) 

E11 1 kali. 1 maclayi, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 124, n. n, pi. xiv, fig. 12, female (1883). Habitat : Province 
Wellesley. Expanse : Male, 2'4 ; female, 29 inches. Description : " Male. Upperside almost identical with 
the male of E. macnairi. Underside with the outer discal fascia waved and sinuated as in E. stoliczkana, 
but on the kindwing the outer fascia is farther removed from the margin than in that species. Female. 
Upperside closely resembling the female of E. macnairi, but the bluish marginal fascia to the hindwing 
inwardly strongly waved and hollowed at the subcostal and discoidal nervules. Underside. Both wings have 
the outer discal fascia: strongly waved and sinuated as in E. stoliczkana, but on the forewing these fascise are 
wider apart than in that species, and on the kindwing the outer fascia is farther removed from the margin." 

" E. macnairi, E. stoliczkana, and E. maclayi have so strong a superficial resemblance as to give 
the impression that they are but varieties of one species, and this was my first conclusion. The reasons which 
have impelled me to take the opposite view are that both sexes can be differentiated, and that the forms are not 
intermediate. Thus, though E. maclayi resembles E. macnairi above, it partakes of the character of E. 
stoliczkana beneath, but is yet quite distinctly differentiated from that species by the pattern of those markings. 
Though I have followed this course 1 consider the conclusion but tentative. Some decision must be taken in a 
work like this, and the proof will ultimately rest with the local breeder of these insects. In the absence of this 
information analytic and synthetic empiricism are both to be deplored." {Distant, I.e.)

Upperside resembling E. maclayi, but the bluish 
marginal bands wide, as in E. stoliczkana. Underside pale but warm ochraceous, the markings generally 
as in E. macnairi, but paler and ochraceous,* the black cellular markings of the forewing as in 
E. maclayi. Female. Upperside pale fuliginous-brown, cellular and infra-cellular markings as in 
E. maclayi ; an oblique discal series of six elongate greyish spots, outwardly and obscurely margined with 
small dark spots placed beween the nervules ; of the former the two uppermost, devided by the first discoidal 
nervule, are largest, and the first is broken at its middle ; the third is smallest, and the sixth, situated beneath

" The females are very variable, and I have seen all the intermediate forms between the two specimens 
figured. The A. [ = £.] ludekingii, Vollenhoven (Tijd. Ent., vol. v, p. 189, n. 9, pi. x, fig. 3, female (i86al may 
also be but a variety of this species, but in its typical form, as figured by Vollcnhoveu, certainly does not 
appear to be found in the Malay Peninsula." 

** Mr. Butler identified the male of this species as the Fapllio monina, Fabricius, and placed the P. cocyta, 
Fabricius, as a synonym, stating that it is "figured by Jones in his unpublished ' Icones.' "* 1 have not 



followed him in this course for several reasons : — Firstly, the Fabrician type is not contained in the Haiiksi 
collection, and ^therefore the identification is unverifiable ; secondly, the males of a number of allied species arc 
so similar that it seems impossible, from the description of Fabricius alone, to decide upon one more than 
another ; and thirdly, as Mr, Moore has figured hi- species (female specimen) it seems unnecessary to sink the 
same without more conclusive reason." (Distant, I. c.)

Upperside dark castaneous. Both, wings with a bluish outer marginal border, narrowest on the forewing, 
where it commences a little beneath apex, widening to posterior angle, and very wide on the hindwing, 
terminating near submedian nervure ; this bluish area is more or less suffused with purplish reflections ;

■ The female figured somewhat differs from Felder's figure of the same sex by the much less pale colouration 
of the hindwing between the discal series of spots and the outer margin. Felder, however, refers the species 
to two localities, viz., " Malacca, interior" and Borneo, but does not specify from which the specimen 
figured was received. Consequently it is at least possible that the pale form may have been from Borneo, and 
the species as found in the Malay Peninsula is of a somewhat melanic race, " {Distant, I. c.)

Expanse : V12 inches: Dbsckiption : Male. " Upperside deep pinky-brown, with a slight purple 
shade. Forewing with transverse row of whitish irregular spots, each terminating in a point between the veins, 
the first two long, and tinged with brown across their middle, the rest shorter; basal markings black, Hind- 
wing with tapering white band from middle of anterior to middle of abdominal margin, bounded broadly

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In all the remaining species the sexes are differentiated. In the first two in which the 
males have the border grey or blue extending on to the foiewing, the female has the ground- 
colour pale brown throughout, with a straight dark band from the apex of the {brewing to 
the middle of the abdominal margin of the h'uulwmg, and the outer margin of both wings is 
suffused with the same dark brown colour ; they also have a discal series of hyaline spots on 
the forewing, and the underside is bright ochraceous or orange yellow, dullest at the base, 
and with no suffusion of bluish gray on the hindwing.

DescriptilN : "Male. Upperside, dark brown. Forming projecting at the apex, as in 
E. cocytus [ m E. Upidea]\ marked in the cell by a black line and by two large pale spots border- 
ed with black, by a spot and two short black lines below these, and by another pale, unde- 
fined spot nearer the apex ; the outer margin, except at the apex, rufous-grey. IHmhoing 
with the outer half of the same colour. Underside ochreous -yellow. Forming with the 
spots in the cell and a linear submarginal band of brown. Hind-wing with some scarcely- seen 
spots before and afier the middle. Female. Upperside, pale rufous-brown. Forewing with

E. satropaces is also a very distinct species, with a limited geographical range, it 
having been recorded from Tenasserim only. The type specimens were from Moulmein, 
I.imborg took it in April at Meetan, 3,000 feet, Dr. Anderson obtained three females in the 
cold weather in the Mergui Archipelago, and Major Marshall has males taken by Captain 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Forests in December and in the Donat range in January. In the 
male the apex of the forewing is more produced, there afe two grey patches in the cell and one 
beyond on the upperside, and the grey marginal band on both wings is broader and darker, 
than in E, IcpiJea. The female is quite different, and may at once be known from that sex of 
E. tekhinia by having an additional transparent white spot beyond the discal series near the 
apex of the forewing.

Female. " Upperside, both wing: rufous- 
brown, crossed by a continuous oblique band of dark brown, commencing at the apex 
of the forewing and reaching to the middle of the abdominal fold of the hindwing. 
Forcxiing with a black line, two oblong spots (one within, the other just beyond the 
cell) and two smaller spots below these ; crossed at the middle by a curved band of live 
clouded-white spots ; the outer margin dark brown. Hituhmttg with two oblong [dark brown] 
spots near the base ; crossed beyond the middle by a band of dark brown lunular spots. 
Underside as above, except that it is orange-yellow ; that the band described above 
as continuous, is much mote distinct on the forewing, but scarcely seen on the hindwing; 
that the spots near the base of the fornving and the band of white spots are all bordered 
with black ; that there is a sixth white spot below the band of five spots ; that the apex 
is white ; that the hindwing lias the usual black spots and lines near the base, but in- 
distinctly marked." (Havitson, 1. c.) 

The male of this species on the upperside bears a general resemblance to E. appiad,s, 
but is much darker, and the blue border extends on to the forewing ; on the underside 
the ground-colour is brown not grcenish-ochrcous, the two discal bands are continuous, 
in E. appiades they are broken up into round or lunular spots. The female differs from 
that sex of E. appiades on the upperside in having a prominent dark brown band crossing 
both wings almost in a straight line, and on the underside of the forewing in having 
six prominent white discal spots. In E. tdchinia also the body is much more robust 
than in any other species of this section. E. tekhinia is a rare species. Mr. Otto Moller has 
obtained a female in Sikkim in October, Mr. Wood-Mason has taken males on Nemolha 
in Cachar in September, these are the only exact records of its capture which I possess. 

The next three species have in the males the outer margin blue on the upperside of the 
hindwing only, not extending to the apex or on to the forewing ; the forewing is longer but 
less emarginate than in E. lipidia, and the hindwing is broader. The females are pale 
brown, with the black lines as in the males but more prominent, and witli no trace of blue 
on the outer margin : they also have whitish patches near the costa of the forewing between 
the discal lines, sometimes indistinct, sometimes large and prominent. The underside is 
dusky ochreous with two series of black spots ; in the male the spots of the outer series are 
circled with blue on the hindwing, and in the female the hindwing is suffused with bluish- 
grey throughout the inner three-fourths ; deepest along the abdominal margin. 

S02. Euth&lia appiadOS, Menetries. 

Advlias appiades {apiadts on plate), Menetries, Cat. Mus. Pctr,, Lep., vol. ii, p. 110, n. 1263, pi. ix, 
fig. 4, male (1857) ; A. apiades, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 77, n. 32 (1850) ; idem, id., 
Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 766.; id., Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 609, a. 59 ; A, icdeva, Moore, 
Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 68, n. io, pi. iv, fig. 3, female, var, (1859). 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, 
ExrANSE : $, 2-50 lo 3-25 ; ?, 3-25 to 360 inches. 
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Description: "Male. Upperside dark glossy olive-brown, with two lunulated lints 
crossing the disc of both wtngs x and markings at base of wings black, the lines obscure 
at the upper ends on the forgiving; a greenish-blue marginal band from ana! angle 
broadly along exterior margin [of hindwing]. Underside dusky ferruginous, greenish 
at the apex of forewing, and thickly so on the posterior half of hindwing, and the 
abdominal margin tinged with yellow ; transverse lines as in upperside, but broader and very 
black from the anal angle ; also the basal marks. Female.* Upperside brown. Forewing 
with transverse row of whitish spots, the first two long, each with a point outwards, the rest 
to the posterior margin very small, along the inner margin of the band only | the rest of 
the band being brown, its outer margin defined by a dusky line. Hindwing with two transverse 
ziz-zag blackish lines. Discoidal mark blackish. Underside. Forewing reddish-ochreous, 
greenish at the base and along outer margin and at the apex ; band as in upper- 
side, but more defined. Hindwing deep glossy greenish-grey, with transverse lines as 
in upperside, tinged anteriorly within with white. Discoidal marks black." (Moore, 1. c.) 
Mr. Butler (I, c.) describes the female as follows : — " Upperside yellow-fuscous with the 
usual basal streaks, two continuous discal fuscous wavy rather diffused lines, both with 
four whitish dots near the apex of the forewing. Underside coloured as in E. jahnu, but 
\\\t forevuing differing altogether in. shape." 

£. appiadcs is the commonest species of the genus in Sikkim and probably eastwards 
as far as Upper Assam in suitable localities. The male is at once known by the blue 
border to the hindwing on the upperside, bounded anteriorly between the third median nervule 
and discoidal fold by the outer of the two discal ziz-zag bands. The two discal bands on the 
forewing on the upperside at once distinguish it from E. phemius and E. tetckinia ; the 
underside also is quite different, the discal bands on both wings being broken up into 
spots, those on the hindwing of the outer band, and towards the anal angle of the inner 
band, are surrounded with blue. The female is much larger than the male, has no blue 
border to the hindwing on the upperside, the discal hands on the forewing are more or 
less marked with white anteriorly ; in specimens from Assam, Syihet and Cachar this 
character is very prominent, there being two large oblong white spots filling the interspace 
between the two bands divided by the upper discoidal nervule. It was this form of the 
female which was described and figured by Mr. Moore as E. sedeva, and which he now 
maintains as the female of his E. balaramaA 

503. Euthalia laalarama, Moore. 

Adolias Marama, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 7 56, p ], xU, fig. 3, male ; A. jahnu (male only), 
Duller [nee Moore}, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., iS68, p. 609, a. 58. 

Habitat : North India. 

Expanse : 2'5 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside dark olive-brown. Foreiving with the basal marks 
black, two transverse discal suffused black lines, the interspace anteriorly being brownish 
white, Hindwing with the basal marks and two transverse discal sinuous lines black, the 
space between the outer line of the latter and the exterior margin of the wing slaty blue. 
Underside greenish grey, suffused with yellow. Forewing dull chrome-yellow medially; 
markings as above, black, the transverse series on the forewing formed inwardly by irregular- 
shaped marks, and outwardly by suffused spots terminating anteriorly with white spots j those 
on the hindwing by increasing black spots surrounded with slaty blue." {Moore, 1. c.) 

This species differs only from the same sex of E. appiades on the upperside in having the 
space between the discal black bands of the forewing anteriorly brownish white ; on the 
underside the outer discal macular baud of the forewing terminates anteriorly with white 
spots ; the inner band is formed of almost complete ring-spots as in £. xiphiones. 

Mr. Butler in his Monograph of the genus states that E. jahnu is the female of this 
species, and gives the habitat of it as follows :— " $ , Darjeeling ; £ , North India QJllwre). o* $ , 

* Described as a distinct species under the name of Adohas sedeva 

\ In Proc, Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, Mr. Moore correctly gave his A, sedeva as ■ synonym of A. appiades. 
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in British Museum, Sylhet and Daijeeliug." The female of E. b\t?a>ama t should it ever be 
discovered, is almost certain to have the outer discal bind on both wings straight ; in 
E> Jahrnt, which I have no doubt whatever is the female of E, saiumda, it is highly 
lunulate. My knowledge of E. tofamma is confined to what has been published regarding it, 
but I have a suspicion that it is a " sport" only of E. appiades. Mr. Moore believes E WuHMM 
to be a good species of which his E. $ed&& is the female, but I cannot agree with him. E. MwWff 
is inseparable from the normal form of E. apf>iatlcs t female, in which the white spots arc obsolete. 

504- Enthalla xiphiones, Butler.

Habitat : Moulmcin, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : J, 275 to 2-90 ; $ , 275 to 3-20 inches. 

Description : " Male. Allied to A. [ — £.] apiades, smaller. Uitkrside more obscure 
chestnut-fuscous, the discal lines of the fortwhtg nearer together. Ilindivhfg with the green 
marginal band much broader. Umdkrside, forming yellowish at the base, the dots near 
the apex whitish. Mitt/win* with the entire ground-colour yellow, the spots of the anal 
area circled with blue, otherwise as in E. apiades. Body fuscous above, whitish below. 
Allied to E. apiades and E. ja/tnu, male [Mr. Hutler here refers to E. balavama^, but differing 
considerably from both." (Eulier, I.e.) Female. Differs from that sex of E. appiades in 
being smiller, the discal bands nearer together, the space between them on either side of .he 
lower discoidal nervule always mare or less whitish (in some examples of E. appiades also it is 
equally white), the outer edge of the inner black discal band also sometimes marked with 
whitish. Underside having much the same differences as above, the dUcal bauds on the 
hindwin° somewhat more even. 

In Major Marshall's collection are three males of this species taken by Captain C. T. 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Forests, Upper Tenasserim, in December, They difler chiefly 
from E. appiades \n that the marginal blue band is wider, entirely covering the outer discal 
black band from the anal angle to the discoidal nervule, and on the underside the inner 
discal band of the forewing is finned of aim jst complete ring-spots between the first median 
and lower discoidal nervate;. There are also two female* of this species from Meplay, one 
from Donat taken in January, two from the Upper Thoungyeen Forests taken in April, two 
from Thoungyeen taken in March, and one from Sekkan, Thoungyeen, taken in February, all cap- 
tured by Captain C. T. Bingham, in Major Marshall's collection. They show considerable varia- 
tion in the extent of the white markings between the discal bands of the forewing, and it appears 
to be a scantily white-marked example that Mr. Moore has described and figured as E. parvata 
as below.* E, xiphiones is a smaller species than E. appiades, and the male ts blacker ; the 
female differs in the outline of the wings, the forewing hiving the apex more acute and the 
inner margin shorter than in E- apyiates. but the colouration is the same, and the variations 
in extent of the white patches of the forewing are equally exhibited in both. 

E. ramada, from the Malay peninsula, appears to belong to this group ; the male has the 
margin of the hindwtng blue on the upperside, but the discal spots are not ringed with blue on 
the underside ; the description is appended-t The female is unknown. 

E. laverna also from the Malay peninsula appears to be intermediate between this group 
and the next ; in outline it corresponds with this group, and the markings of the female are

Third Section. Males with the body very robust, the antennae very long, more than half 
the length of the wing, the wings short, powerful, the apex of forewing acutely pointed, the 
anal angle of hindwing acutely pointed, and somewhat produced. The third subcostal nervule 
of the forewing arises nearer to the end of the cell in the typical species of this section than in 
the preceding. 

The first two species have many features which approximate to the preceding section ; 
the body is only moderately robust, and the outline of the wings is intermediate between the 
two; but the males have no blue border on the hindwing on the upperside, and scarcely 
a trace of blue rings to the marginal spots on the underside. The females so far as known 
have the underside of the hindwing broadly suffused with pale blue as in the preceding section, 
but the dark markings are far more prominent, and the outer discal line is highly lunulate and 
continued distinctly to the abdominal margin of the hindwing. 

505. Euthalia adlma, Moore.

Description: "Male: Upperside yellowish olive-brown, with two indistinct zig-zag 
lines crossing the disc of bcth wings, and markings about the base of the wings blackish. 

Undeksidb dusky ochreous, most 
dusky about the outer margins ; two transverse zigzag lines and discoidal marks blackish." The female is 
unknown.

Forewing with the cell 
crossed by four blackish lines, and with a curved line near apex ; beneath the cell are two spots divided by the 
first median nervule, the inner one larger; a transverse series of contiguous, linear, greyish spots only divided 
by the nervules, their iuner apices conical and outwardly margined with a waved and sinuated narrow dark 
brown fascia ; the two upper spots divided by the upper discoidal nervule are longest, and are preceded by a 
small whitish subcostal spot, the third spot i 3 shorter than the fourth and fifth, and the lower one beneath the first 
mediau nervule is short and notched internally ; all these spots are more or less suffused with pale brownish 
ajid the first, fourth and fifth possess an inner brown looped hue. Hindwing with two pairs of looped lines' 
crossing cell, the transverse series of large greyish spots as on forewing, but not extending to abdominal 
margin, and with their outer margins defined by a more angulated and inwardly dentate narrow fascia which 
is again outwardly margined with greyish, thus dividing the outer dark margin into inwardly angulated spots 
Unukksidb with the basal halves pale ochraceous ; cell of forewing marked as above ; cell of hindwing with 
the looped lion and adjacent markings as in corresponding wing of male ; the transverse series of spots more 
fused than above, the greyish colour extending to outer margin." 

"The female, as Mr Butler has remarked bears a striking resemblance to a species of the next geous, 
Tatuucta putasara, which is also found in this fauna. (Distant, 1. c.) *««»i

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Underside pale ferruginous, palest at the base of forxuing, wilh inner row of lunulated 
marks and outer row of spots crossing the disc of both wings, and markings at the base of 
the wings, black, the spots being deepest from anal angle, where they are margined with- 
bluish-white ; abdominal margin broadly, and about anal angle somewhat green." 

"The male of Adolias [ - fCuthalia] adima may at once be distinguished from A, [ = £.} 
apiadet by its plain brown upperside." (J/wr, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

E. adima is unknown to me, but is apparently nearest allied to E. jahnu. Mr. Butler 
(I. c.) places £. adima as a synonym of E scdeva, remarking that '* E. sedetht is not the female 
of E. apiades ; the latter has no large white spots upon the upper surface of the wings." I have 
above pointed out that the female of E. afiptaJes often has large white spots, and I have no 
doubt that E. sedeva is one of the varietal forms of the female of that species. Mr. Moore 
agrees with me in considering that E. sedeva is not the female of E- adinta. The female 
of E. adima is at present unknown.

Habitat : North India, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Chittagong, Upper Tenasserinr 

Expanse: J, 2-4 to 2-8; ?, 3-1 to 37 inches. 

Description; "Male [A, sananda']. Allied to A. [=•£".] aduna, but differs in 
having the upperside purplish olive-browu, and the transverse zig-zag lines of both wings 
are wider apart and well defined. The underside differs in having the markings much 
less defined, and the hindwing is devoid of the greenish colour of the abdominal margin, 
and the spots are without the bluish borders." {Moore, I.e. in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) "Female 
[A. jahnu]. Upperside obscure brown, [very obscurely] glossed with green. Eorezvittg (alcMc, 
with two indistinct black zig-zag lines across the disc, tinged with white anteriorly ; markings 
at base of wing large and indistinct, J/indzoing with two indistinct black zig-zag lines 
across the disc, also indistinct black basal marks. Underside ochreous brown, with 
transverse zig-zag black lines and basal marks as above ; apex of foreiuing with a white spot 
and a blackish patch ; exterior margin dusky, basal half of hindzenng, and along the outer 
zig-zag line, with a bluish-grey tinge." {Afaore, I. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

Mr. Cutler describes a variety of E. jahnu from Sylhet as follows : " Male, Hindwing 
wilh about four squamiform blue marginal spots near the anal angle." I have no idea what 
species he is comparing this variety with, unless it be E, balarama, which he erroneously 
in ray opinion identifies as the male of E. jahnu. Mr. Moore also agrees with me in 
referring E. jahnu and E. sananda to one species. 

The male of E. jahnu is quite distinct from any Indian species, except E, adima, which 
I have not seen. On the upperside it is of a deep vinous purple, with the usual basal and 
cellular markings on both wings, and with two common zigzag or lunulated black discal 
bands. The underside is very similar to that of E. appiades y but the outer series of black 
dots on the hindwing are not surrounded with blue as in that species. The description of 
the female is rather meagre, so I have re-described it as follows :— Upperside brown. Fore- 
wing with a fine black line at the base of the cell continued to the subroedian nervure, a pair 
of lines across the middle of the cell forming a rounded spot, another pair at the end of 
the cell, the outer one constricted at the lower discoidal nervule, the enclosed space being 
paler than the ground, a short black line at the base of the first median interspace, a large 
oval spot in the submedian interspace just within the point where the first median nervule is 
given off, outwardly constricted on the fold. A discal pair of fuscous bands formed of lunules 
placed between the nervules, the apex of each lunule directed inwards, the inner band broad, 
inwardly diffused, starting flora the subcostal nervure to the thud median nervule and directed 
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obliquely outwards, thence parallel to the outer margin, ending at the sobmedran nervure ; the 
outer band sharply defined, springing from a black apical oblong patch, and ending an the 
Subtacdian nervure, the space between the two bands paler, especially anteriorly, than the 
ground, and bearing a series of sagittate marks between the veins, the upper one in the 
subcostal interspace alone being prominent, the rest always obscure, sometimes obsolete ; 
the outer margin diffusedly black. Hindwing with an oval black-lined spot at the base 
of the cell, another closing the cell, and with other small black markings around it ; the 
two discal bands as in the forewing. Underside, forewing ochreous, the basal half of 
the costa and the base of the wing greyish blue ; the markings as above, but the space 
between the discal bands anteriorly whitish, the outer band often with whitish lunules 
placed inwardly against it ; a whitish diffused spot at the apex. Hituhoing washed through- 
out with greyish blue, except the area beyond the inner discal band to the margin from 
the costa decreasingly towards the anal angle which is ochreous ; markings as on 
upperside, an additional long oval black ring-spot in the subcostal interspace. Mr. Moore's 
figure of the female shows the apex of the forewing to be more produced than in any 
specimen 1 have seen- 

E, jahnu does not appear to be a very rare species. I have taken both sexes in Sikkim, 
in October ; it occurs also in Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Chittagong and Upper Tenasserim, 
where Limborg obtained it at Hatsiega and Taoo, 3,000 — 5, coo feet ; in Major Marshall's 
collection also are males taken in March, and in the autumn in the Thoungyeen forests, and 
females in the Donat range in April, in the Thoungyeen forests in March, and April, and at 
Meplay in January, all by Captain C. T. Bingham. 

The next two species have a broad irrorated greyish discal band across both wings, 
diffused on a blackish ground in the males, defined with dusky lines on a brown ground in 
the females ; the females are very similar to those of the two preceding species; but on the 
underside the bluish suffusion of the hind wing is move restricted, being usually confined to the 
abdominal third of the wing, 

507. Euthalia kesava, Moore.

HABITAT : Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar. 

Expanse : o"» 2"45 to 270; $, 2 8 to 3 4 inches. 

DESCRIPTION : " Male. Uiterside, dark dusky brown, powdered across the disc with 
green [the powdering would be better described as grey or whitish]. Underside yellowish- 
oehreous, move dusky about the margins, with black discoidal marks ; two indistinct 
transverse blackish lines across the disc ; below discoidal cell of forewing a small patch of 
black [a white spot on the inner band in second median interspace], Female. Upperside 
olive-brown, forewing with a transverse row of irregular [white] spots, the first and second 
long, third shortest, fourth and fifth equal, but not so long as the two first, all indented on 
their outer margin, with the point inwards. Hindwing with two blackish transverse zig-zag 
lines. Discoidal marks blackish. Underside ochreous, dusky about the margins. Fore- 
wing marked as in upperside, but with some suffused white at the apex, and a small patch 
ol black below the discoidal cell, and another near the posterior angle. Hindwing with the 
transverse zig-zag lines tinged with whitish within ; broadly from the base of wing along 
abdominal margin to anal angle greenish-grey . Discoidal marks black." (Afoore, 1. c ) 

E. kesava is a very distinct species, and like E. anosia has the upperside powdered 
with grey, this powdering however being confined in the forewing to a broad discal band, 
broader on the hindwing. and almost Teaching the outer margin towards the anal angle ;' 

* Mr. Moore at this date considered that his description and figure of E. kesava applied to the " male only," 
he write* me now, however, that his figures of both sexes of this species "are quite correct." I take this 
opportunity of thanking him for writing tome very lully on the varigub disputed i -cunts regarding the opposite 
sexes of many of the species of the genus. 
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Ihe usual black marks in the cell and below it in both wings. Underside bright ochrenns 
yellow, the outer margins narrowly black, the discoidal marks very clear and sharply 
defined, two suffused black discal lines, the outer one on the forewing widening out into 
two spots, the lower the larger, towards ihe anal angle, ihe ifcner with a white spot in 
the second median interspace semi-hyaline and often visible on the upperside through 
transparency. The female is very variable in the width of the pale discal band on the 
fore wing, and the extent of the semi-hyaline whitish patches, in some specimens they arc 
hardly visible, in others the entire band as far as the first median nervule consists of 
elongate whitish patches divided by the veins and crossed by a series of diffused brownish 
lunulas. The form figured and described hy Moore occurs in Sylhet and Cachar, and even 
there the space between the discal bands on the fore wing is not usually as white as described ; 
the Sikkim form, which appears to be fairly constant, is dusky brown on the upperside, with a 
discal band of grey powdering across both wings, on which is placed a black zig-zag line 
corresponding to the outer discal band on the underside of the male, the inner discal band of 
the male below represented in the female by a scries of highly irregularly-placed pale spots, 
which are white and very prominent on the underside, and variable in number. 

Mr. Butler adds the following to E. kesava :— " Sub-species & . Discal area fuscous, with 
a tendency to purple (not to greenish), with a lunule and spot beyond I he termination 
of the cell of the forewing. $ , East Indies." 

£. kesava is a common species at low elevations in Sikkim throughout the year, and 
occurs eastwards as far as Upper Assam, also in Sylhet and Cachar. 

508. Euthalia 4i3CiSpil0ta, Moore, 
Adalias discisfiUata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Sue. Lortd., 1878, p, 831. 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Moolai 3,000 to 6,000 feet. 

Expanse : 22 inches (2*4 on plate). 

Descript(on : " Allied to E. kesava. Female, smaller in size. Upperside, with the 
borders uniformly greyish brown ; the transverse discal band with less sinuutis dusky outer 
border ; the whitish spot between the lower subcostal branches, and the spot between the upper 
median branches prominent. Underside, paler ; markings similar, with less blue along abdo- 
minal border." (M*wre, 1. c) 

In Major Marshall's collection are two specimens from Upper Tenasserim, a worn male 
taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Donat range in December, and a female from the 
Thoungyeen forests in September, which, I think, are referable to this species. The male 
appears to have the grey-powdered discal bands of the upperside less distinct, more diffused, 
and of a greenish colour ; the underside is yellowish brown, tinged with greenish basal ly, the 
two discal bands broader and more diffused. The female, which measures 28 inches in 
expanse, is not distinguishable in its markings from some examples of that sex of E, kesava. 
As pointed out under E. kesava, the female is very variable. 

In the next three species the males are almost uniform in the colouration of the upperside 
the discal pale bnnd being scarcely paler than the rest of the wing, but distiticlly divided 
at the costa by a diffused darker patch ; the females have a pale discal band on both wings, 
but much whiter than in the preceding species, and on the forewing distinctly divided at the 
costa by a dark patch ; the underside in these and in all the following species is brown not 
ochreous, as in the preceding species. 

All three species are unknown to me, except from descriptions and figures, and it is 
doubtful whether any of them really occur within Indian limits, 

509. Euthalia alphela, Godart.

Habitat : Bengal {Godart aud Moore) ; North India {Butler) ; Sikkim (Kirhy), Java. 
Expanse ; 6*, 27; ?, 3'3 inches, 
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Description : M May be distinguished by the male having the uppkrside dark olive 
green, with a pinky tinge broadly on anterior margin of kmdwimg % and by the deep greenish 
grey of the unpkrsiijk, and having a greenish gloss over the anterior half of the wings ; 
also an indistinct while patch at and near the apex [of the forewing]. The FEMALE by the 
very broad whitish band of the upperside of the foicwittg, and by the glaucous while 
underside, and ochreous marking." (Afoo/v, I. c. in Trans. Ent. Soc. Loud.) 

E. alpheda has been recorded from India by the various authors given above, but its 
occurrence within our borders must, I think, be considered doubtful. From Mr. Moore's figure 
the male appears to be very closely allied to E. jama, but lacks the white markings on 
both sides of the forewing ; the description of E. jama given by Mr. Distant would appa- 
rently almost apply to this species. The female is very different from that sex of E, jama t 
having a broad white discal band across the forewing enclosing a dark spot in the second 
me Han interspace, and bifurcated above the lower diseoidal nervule. The discal bands of the 
hiudwing are wider apart, the space between them paler than the ground-colour. 

510. Eutlialia PMta, Moore.

2, pi. iii, fig. 1, male and female (1859); id., 
Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 603, n. 26; AUolias apical is, Vollenhovcn, Tijd. voor. Ent., vol. 
v, p. 1S6, n. 5, pi. x, fig. i, male (1862), 

Habitat : India [Duller), Borneo. 

Expanse: $, 2-37 to 290 ; ?, 2-90 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside dark brown, with a vinaceous tinge. Forewing 
with a paler transverse band, margined broadly on both sides with black, the anterior portion 
within, from costal margin on both sides, with a series of small while patches ; marks within 
diseoidal cell black, with dark brown centres. Himkoing with an inner blackish band and 
outer row of small black spots. Undkrsiue paler, marked as above. Female. Upper- 
side pale brown. Ft/raving with broad whitish curved transverse band, with patch on costa, 
and dark margins, ffliukviitg with rather broad inner band, and outer zigzag line, the 
point between each vuin with a minute darker dot ; space between inner band and base tinged 
with white ; marks at base of wings blackish. Underside pale dull ochreuus, with paler 
margins ; markings ns above, but very indistinct." [Moore, I. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This species is unknown to me. I include it on Mr. Butler's identification, but its 
occurrence in India is extremely doubtful. Me says of it that ** the anal angle of the hindwing 
varies slightly in different individuals of the male." 

511. Euthalia somadeva, Feider. 

A deltas somadeva, Fclder, Rcisc Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 432, n. 691 (186G); id., Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc, 
Loud., 1868, p. 604, n. 28. 

Habitat ; North India. 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : "Female. Uppkrside as in A, [ = E.~\acoHlkea, but the celtular mark- 
ings of the forcu.ing broader, the fascia altogether opalescent-whitish, inwardly deeply cut into 
(the segment indeed situated between the lower diseoidal and third median nervules inwardly 
truncate), outwardly much more acutely indented, narrowly and equally defined with fuscous, 
and moreover with a powdery retired whitish streak, in the middle divided by a shortened 
irregular submacular fuscous fascia, within this powdered with fuscous, flin&uing with the disco- 
cellular markings much narrower than in A. aconthea, the cellular separated into two minute 
[markings], a whitish fascia inwardly increasingly divided within by another submacular 
diffuse fuscous [fascia], inwardly about the veins alone and unequally excised, outwardly 
as in the forewing, but equally defined. Underside ochraceous. Screwing with the 
fascia of the upperside, but opaline-whitish, outwardly more narrowly circled with fuscous, 
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and immediately beyond this cincture another marginal ill-defined fascia opaline-whitish, but 
more violascent. /Undoing with the basal markings almost as in A. MMtiBlNt, hut the sub- 
costal longer, the fascia of the upperside but opaline-whitish, divided by another ochraceous 
[fascia], the black dots on the folds near lo the fuscous cincture scarcely conspicuous, the 
border immediately beyond this much paler." 

'* Larger than the Javan A. Otagt^m, Cramer ; the inner margin of both wings longer, 
the outer margin of the forewing less curved." {Fritter^ I. c.) 

This species is quite unknown to me and also to Mr. Moore. The male will probably 
generally resemble that sex of A. aconthea, which is of the same type as the male of A. acontius ; 
the former is however nearly uniform paler brown on the upperside with darker dentate 
discal bands, the space enclosed between them being scarcely perceptibly paler than the rest 
of the wing, and the discal series of white spots is obsolete. On the underside the discal dark 
bands of the forewing are continuous dentate lines, not series of dentate spots ; in Cramer's 
figure these lines are also continuous on the hind wing, but in a male specimen from Java 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, the inner line is obsolete and the outer is represented 
by a series of dots placed on the folds. 

The remaining species of the genus arc typical of the robust-bodied section ; in almost 
all of them the male has some small while discal spots or streaks beyond the cell of the 
forewing ; and the female has a more or less prominent oblique white discal band 011 the fore- 
wing. r I he underside in both sexes is pale brown, and in the females the dark discal hands 
of the hindw'mg are more obsolete, and the bluish suffusion when present is on the outer 
margin, except in the first species, E. acontius, in which it covers almost the entire wing. 

In E. aiQfitius the female has in addition to the white oblique discal fascia of the forewing 
a broad white discal band on both wings, in which the discal fascia of the forewing is merged 
at its lower end. 

512- Euthalia aceatius, iicwitson.

Habitat: South Andamans. 

Expanse : $ , 272 to 2'So ; ? , 3*1 to 3-4 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside almost black, the ground-colour being very daik 
brown of a bronzy tint, and the prominent cellular and basal marks, the outer margins, and 
the common discal and submarginal submacular bands velvety-black, the former of the two 
last-named bounded externally at its anterior end by a series of four indistinct U-shaped 
white marks, and the latter provided at its inner and anterior extremity with two small 
elongated subcostal white spots (the posterior of which is the larger), and, in the hindwing, 
composed of distinct subelongate spots each with an inconspicuous dash paler than the 
surrounding ground-colour at either end. The hindahtg tfrongly glossed with dark greenish- 
purple anteriorly. Underside much as in A. [=£.] garuda, but both wings more strongly 
glossed with amethyst-purple submarginally, and having their basal half coloured greyish-green 
and conspicuously marked with black as in the female." ( Wood-Mason and de Nithiille, I, c.) 
" Female. Upperside dark rufous brown. Forewing with the usual spots in the cell : crossed 
from the middle of the costal margin to a little beyond the first median nervule (towards the anal 
angle) by a band (broader as it proceeds) of seven white spots— the first minute, the last, 
which is below the median nervure, small : a band of three spots, commencing near the 
apex, joins the band just described at its fourth spot : crossed towards the outer margin by 
a series of black pyramidal spots, bordered inwardly (between them and the white band) 
by lilac ; the last black spot near the anal angle bordered on both sides with lilac. 
Hindwing crossed beyoad the middle by a broad lilac band, irrorated with white and 
bordered outwardly by a series of lunular black spots, which have below them hastate lilac 
spots, Undersidb lilac- white. Forewing with the bands as above, bordered by pale 
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ochreous brown, Hindwing wilh fire subbasal spots, bordered with black ; the transverse 
band indistinct, except near the costaj margin, where it has a rufous border on both sides." 
(ffctoi/son, I. c. in Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist.) 

E. acontim is a rare species even in the Andaman Isles, to which it seems to be 
confined. The male is hardly distinguishable on the upperside from E. vttsanta, but all 
the markings on the underside are more prominent, and there is a complete inner discal 
series of bluish-white lunutes inwardly edged with dark brown on the forewing, and the wings 
are glossed with purple. The female is widely different from any species of this group, 
having a broad while band across the disc of both wings on both upper and under sides. 

E. decorata is a somewhat allied species occurring in the Malay peninsula. The des- 
cription of it is given below, * 

In the next species, E. garuda, the male is very similar to that of E. acotitius, but in the 
female the white discal band of the forewing is reduced to a short series of white spots 
along the inner edge of the pale discal area from the costa to the second median nervule, 
and the hindwing has no while markings.

3, pi. iii, fig. 2, maU and 
female ('859); id.. Butler, Proc. Zool. Snc. Lond., 1868. p. 603, n. 21 ; Uuthaiia garuda, Moore, Lep. Cey„ 
vol. i, p. 32, pi. xvi, figs, 2, male ; 21, female (1881); id., Uistant, Khop. Malay., p. 117, n. 3, pi. *iv, fig. 1, 
male; 2, female (1883). 

Habitat : India, Ceylon, Burma, Province Wellesley, Malacca, Java. 

Expanse : 6*, 2*40 to 2-85 ; ?, 2'9 to 3-3 inches. 

Description: " Male: Upperside glossy greenish -brown. Forewing with costal 
margin to its middle, a broad irregular band from thence to posterior margin, black, the latter 
bordered exteriorly, anteriorly from costal nervure, wilh five white spots ; two small white spots 
on costal margin one-fourlh from the apex ; exterior margin and submarginal band blackish ; 
within discoidal cell, first a short line, then two reniform marks, black. Hindwing with 
curved dentate blackish band from middle of anterior margin to near abdominal margin ; a 
submarginal row of small deep black spots ; exterior margin near anal angle blackish ; within 
discoidal cell some black markings, and two small black spots without, one above, the other 
below the cell. Underside light chocolate-brown, greyish towards the base. Forciuing with 
black marks within discoidal cell as above, and a small black spot below it ; the row of five 
white spots and the two apical spots as above ; from the latter, across the disc to posterior 
margin, runs a narrow Interrupted black band ; at the apex and along the exterior margin 
some bhiish-grey spots. Hindwing with four lines within discoidal cell, a small spot, and 
two oval marks above, black ; an indistinct band across the disc ; submarginal row of black 
spots as above ; a patch of bluish-grey at anterior angle. Female pale brown, with a 
greenish gloss. Upperside with markings as in male, but less defined ; the row of white 
spots of the forewing are larger, and the submarginal row of black spots on the hindwing 
are also larger than in the male. Underside as in that of the male. Wings shaped as 
in Adolias [=£ul/ialiei] aconthea" (AUorc, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.)

Expanse : Male, 2*15 to 2-25 ;/emale t a'ooto 3*00 
inches. P»sckm'ti"N ; "Male. Ui'1*erside fuscous. Fore-nnng with the costa greenish, the usual basal 
markings, an irregular hastate green discal band including fuscous macular litttrae, outwardly denned wilh whitish 
and margined with fuscous, beyond with pale scales slightly margined wilh fuscous. Hindwing with a regular 
fascia near the arn:x snowy-white outwardly defined with a lunular line, at the apex outwardly bordered by three 
violet lunutes, the anal area squarely bronzy-green. Unueksiub, both wings yellowish, a common band bronzy- 
whitish, the apex of the forewing bronzy-green. Female. Wings much larger. UfPEiisiDE fuscous, the 
band much broader whitish, and in the hindwing inwardly more irregular- Undkrside with the band as on 
upperside green, margined with opalescent fuscous; the basal area yd low, the markings blackish-fuscous; 
the outer margin to the baud altogether whitish opalescent. Body fuscous above, whitish below." 

"Allied to A. saJia, Moore, from Java, but very distinct ; the underside of the male much lite that of A* 
bifunctata, Vollcnhoven, from Borneo." {Butler, 1. c.J 

"The males of this species vary in hue ; specimens from Province Wellesley being paler than the Singapore 
type as delineated by Mr. Uutler ; the greyish fascia tu the forewing of the former also appears to be slightly 
broader than that as purtrayed in the latter." {Vistani, 1, c) 
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A subspecies occurring both in North and South India has been described by Mr. Butler 
as follows : — "The wings altogether pater fulvescent, the discal spots often obsolete. The 
figure of the female given by Mr. Moore is applicable to this form of the species, although the 
discal spots are here distinct." (Butler, 1. c.) 

** Larva green, with ten pairs of long laterally-projecting very delicate branched green 
spines ; a pale dorsal line with blue and white spots, head red spotted. Pupa green, thick, 
keeled along the back, broadly triangular across the middle ; abdominal en<A short, tubercular 
at tip, thoracic end long, ending in two tubercular points ; a band across the triangular back, 
some thoracic spots, and the tubercular points yellow ; a lateral row of black dots on abdomen." 
(Moore, 1, c. in Lep. Cey.) The larva is figured on Plate II of the first volume of this work. 
It feeds on the mango, " Trophii aspera and on a species of Bryonia." (Hardwicke.) 

E. garuda is the commonest and most wide-spread species of the genus occurring in 
India. It is met with throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas and in the plains, except in 
the desert tracts, and occurs in Ceylon, Burma, the Malay Peninsula and Java. The female 
shows some slight variations, the ground-colour in some specimens is paler than in others, and 
the discal series of white spots is reduced to three placed above the lower discoidal nervule 
in some specimens, in others the scries consists of seven. I have frequently bred the larva 
in Calcutta from mango trees ; the butterflies frequent these trees, and usually settle with 
wings widely spread open, sometimes on the underside of a leaf. 

In the next two species the males are widely different ; the male of E. vasanta very closely 
resembles those of E. acontius and E. garuda, while that of E. pkemim differs both in the 
character of the white discal markings of the fore wing, which consist of fine straight parallel 
streaks, and in the hindwing having a wide blue patch on the outer border ; but the females 
are very similarly marked, they have a prominent oblique white macular band from the 
middle of the costa of the forewing to the first median nervule close to the outer margin, 
very similar to the band in many species of Lei he ; this band is much wider in B, phemius than 
in E. vasanta, but similar in shape and character in both. 

514- Eutlialia vasanta, Moore.

Habitat: Ceylon. 

Expanse: 6*, 2-4 to 27; 9, 2*9 to 3*3 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside blackish purple-brown. Forewing with the discal 
area transversely glossed with greenish -brown and sinuously bordered with black, discoidal 
black-lined marks and streaks below the cell. Hindwing with anal area greenish glossed, 
discoidal black-lined murks, a discal curved black sinuous band, and marginal row of small 
black spots. Underside ochreous-grey, brownish externally, markings as above, less 
distinct. Female. Upperside olive-brown. Forewimr with an outwardly oblique discal 
macular white band ; other markings and underside as in male, but paler." 

"Larva dark green, with ten pairs of long paler green laterally-projecting branched 
spines ; a whitish dorsal line and a lateral row of yellow dots, the segments crossed by a 
purple line. Feeds on Mangifera. Pupa short, green, keeled along the back, broadly 
triangular across the middle ; a lateral band, a band across the triangular back, and thoracic 
black -bordered spots yellow ; a lateral abdominal row oi black dots." (Moore, I. c. in 
Lep. Cey.) 

E. vasanta is apparently confined to the island of Ceylon, where it is M common at 
Colombo, about mango and cashew-trees. Flight rapid. Settles on the leaves and on the 
ground" {Hutchison). " Plentiful at Galle and Kandy" (IVade). The male is very close indeed 
to E. garuda, but the upperside is of a distinct greenish hue, and the discal and apical white 
spots of the forewing are always smaller, often obsolescent or absent entirely. The underside 
is usually paler. The female is conspicuously different from that sex of E. garuda, as it has an

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oblique white macular band crossing the forewing from the middle of the costa to near the 
margin above the first median nervule. 

The males of E. aeontius % E. garuda and E. vasanla t which are almost identical on the 
upperside, with the exception that E. garuda is on the whole rather paler than the. others, 
may be separated by the following characters of the underside : — 

E. acontiu; has on the inner edge of the pale discal area a complete series of diffused bluish 
white lunules, the upper of which bear the pure white spots corresponding with those of 
the upperside ; these bluish white lunules are moreover inwardly defined with dusky ferru- 
ginous. 

E. garuda has no trace of the bluish white lunules ; the white spots are much more 
sharply defined, and consist of a curved series of five kidney-shaped spots on an uniform pale 
brown ground. 

E. vasanla also has no trace of the bluish white lunules ; the white spots are four in 
number (that below the second median nervule being absent), and are arranged in a straight 
but oblique series from the costa; the ground is not pure brown throughout, but is suffused 
with greyish on the basal half.

Lep., vol. ii, pi. xli, fig. 4. male (1850) ■ Adoltas 
phemius, Westwood, id., p. 391, n. 13; id., Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 65, n. 4, pi.

X05, n. 304 (1857) ; id., Moore, Trans Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v. p. 78, n. 34, pi. Ik, fig. 1, female (1859); 
id., Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1868, p. 602, n, 18 ; A. Hesperus (parti, idem, id., p. 604, n. 3a. 

Habitat: Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Khasi and Naga Hills, China 
(Butler). 

Expanse: S, 2*5 to 2-9; $, 3*12 to 3*40 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside dark brown. Forming with indistinct black sub- 
marginal band, marks within discoidal cell, and two spots and large patch below the cell ; 
a series of longitudinal narrow white line? tapering from costal margin near the apex to 
middle of wing. Hindwing with basal two-thirds blackish ; from anal angle curving broadly 
upwards to above middle of exterior margin light blue-green, the margin being white, and a 
black line along the extreme exterior margin, which is much dentated. Narrow cilia white. 
UNDERsrDR dark brown, paler at the base. Forewing with longitudinal white lines, discoidal 
marks and black submarginal band as above. Hindwing with black discoidal marks, indistinct 
blackish submarginal band ; the bluish-green and white marginal band narrower, and with 
a small black spot at anal angle ; extreme margin black, with narrow white cilia." {Moore, 
I. c. in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) Female. " Upperside brown. Forewing with an outward 
oblique white band from middle of costal margin to near posterior margin above the 
angle ; also two small white spots near the apex ; an indistinct blackish transverse 
band from near apex of forewing to abdominal margin [of hindwing] ; also an indistinct 
narrow submarginal blackish baud on the hindwing; black marks within the discoidal 
cell. Underside greyish -brown, greyer at the base and along exterior margins ; marked 
as above,'' (Moore, 1. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

Much confusion has arisen regarding this species. The male was first figured and 
named in the Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera. In 1859 Mr. Moore, in monographing the 
genus, describes and figures the male correctly,* but describes and figures as its female what 
appears to me to be the female of E.jama. He also at the same time describes both sexes and 
figures one sex only, which sex is not stated, of a new species which he names A. sancara, it 
being really the female of E. phemius. I can only conjecture that he must have erroneously 

* Mr. Moore writes me on the subject that the male and female of E. phemius are correctly figured in his 
Monograph, and that the type specimens of E. sancara are both females, that supposed to be the male he has 
since discovered to be a female, thus proving my conjecture regarding the supposed opposite sexes of Mr. Moore's 
«^ae* being one sex only to be correct. He goes on to say that the male of E. sancara -'should be something 
l.ke that sex :of E. vasania. I am sorry we differ so widely regarding the sexes off. phemius, but I fee! 
quite sure that I have correctly identified them. 
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described as male and female of A. samara, two female specimens. At the end of his mono- 
graph he gives the PapUio Hesperus of Fabricius as an Ado.'ias, in which course he is followed 
by Butler in 186S, who gives phemius as a synonym of that species, but in the following 
year places Hesperus in the genus Aterica as a synonym of dttdalus, which is an African 
species.* 

E. phemius is somewhat rare in Sikkim, but I have taken both sexes at low elevations 
in October. To the eastwards it occurs as far as Sibsagar, but seems to be nowhere common, 

A species of Euthalia has been described under the name of E. mahndeva, which appa- 
rently is allied to E, phemius, but it lacks the fine white discal streaks of the forewing. The 
locality of the species is unknown ; the description is appended for reference.t 

The next species E. jama has in both sexes the fine white discal streaks on the forewing 
which characterise the male only of E. phemriet ; the female has no other white discal mark- 
ings besides these. In both sexes the dark band which ouhvardly bounds the pale discal 
area, of the forewing is continuous with the band which inwardly defines that area on the 
hindwing, forming a continuous nearly straight dark band from near the apex of the forewing 
to the middle of the abdominal marcin of the hindwing as in the females of £. satropaces 
and E. telchinia ; the underside is very similar to that of E. garuda in both sexes.

Habitat : N. India, Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Naga Hills, Cachar, Malacca interior, Banca, 
Expanse : $, 26 to 2*8 ; ?, 3'i to 3*6 inches. 

Description: "Malic. Uppkrside as in A. [-E.] alpheda, but much less bronze 
tinted. Forewing with the fasciae narrower, near the interior a whitish patch almost as in 
A- phemius of longitudinal spots, strongly divided on the folds, bifurcate towards the cost a, 
more or less squeezed out, with a whitish apical powdery spot. Hindwing with the discal 
fascia broader than in A. alpheda. Underside as in the species mentioned, but yellowish- 
brown, much paler at the base, the patch of the forewing very distinct. Female. UprER- 
side darker than in A. alpheda, fiorewing with the discal fascia narrower, not at all 
powdered with white, nevertheless having the whitish bifid patch very distinct. Hindwing 
with the discal fascia broader, the drawn hack [lunulated] streak more distant from the margin. 
Underside as in the male, but much more brightly coloured." 

" A local form of the Javan A. alpheda, Godart." (fielder, I, c.) 

E.jama is a very distinct species, the male resembling E. garuda in general appearance, 
but the upperside has a black discal band crossing both wings almost in a straight line, 
commencing near the apex of the forewing (against which is placed outwardly a pale diffused 
patch) continued to the middle of the abdominal fold of the hindwing, widest on the inner 
margin of the forewing ; with a series of elongated white fine lines placed in pairs between 
the nervules on the disc, the two lowest in the upper median interspace very short, the next pair 
longer, the pair above longer still, but the upper one broken near its end, the pair above 
that in the subcostal interspace entirely and widely divided leaving only two very short 
lines within and two dots outwardly, the latter with a single dot in the interspace above.

Hindwing with a broad band to exterior margin, whitish anteriorly, bluish 
posteriorly, with a medial longitudinal row of smatl dusky spots Underside light brown, exterior margins 
greyish ; dUcoidal marks and submarginal row of indistinct spots blackish." {Meore, 1. c.) 

" Seems to come near E, sal'-* and E. kesava." {Butler, \. c.) 

This is apparently a very distinct species, which in outline and general appearance seems to be nearest to 
E phemiut. From the figure the forewing is pale at the base, there is a large oval pale patch enclosing the 
disco-eel lulars. with a similar patch betond. The outer margin also pale, broad at the anal angle, narrowing 
to the apex. Nothing is known, ul 11 since the type tu described. 
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These white markings are exactly the same as in the male of E. phemuis, as mentioned by 
Fehler. The female is paler than the male, the discal band narrower and outwardly curved 
on both wings, the outer band of the hindwing lunular. The white markings of the fore- 
wing as in the male. 

E. jama is a rare species. It occurs in Sikkim and Bhutan, Mr. S. E. Peal has sent it 
from Sibsagar, it occurs in the Naga Hills, Mr. Wood-Mason took it on Nemotha, Cachav, in 
September, and Felder records it from Malacca interior and Banca. 

Mr. Distant (probably following Mr. Butler) has described and figured under the name of 
£ Jama a species closely allied to £. alpheda, but apparently quite distinct from A. jama in 
buih the sexes from the absence of the fine white lines on the upperside of the forewing de- 
scribed above. His description is given below.* 

The two remaining species are very distinct both from each other and from all the other 
Indian species of the genus. E. lubentina has in both sexes the wings marked on both 
sides with beautiful crimson spots ; the female has the while oblique discal band very broad 
and macular extending into the discoidal cell E. anosia in both sexes has the upperside 
profusely vrvorated with grey, not connived to adiscal band as in E. kesava and E. discispilota, 
but spread over the greater portion of both wings. la outline too the apex is much more 
acute than in any other species of this section, and the forewing more emarginate on the 
outer margin ; in the female the forewing is distinctly falcate, and in both sexes the lower 
half of the outer margin of the forewing is more convex; the forewing is longer and the 
hindwing oroader than in the other species of this section.

Description: "Male and female. Upperside dark greenish -brown, paler and 
aenescent externally. Fa>cwing with short black transverse discoidal streaks and two dull 
scarlet interspaces, a black spot below the cell, three white spots beyond the cell, and a

"This is but a local race of the Javan E. alpheda, Godart, and differs principally in the female sex. 
Mr. Butler, from an examination of Captain Pinwill's collection, remarked that in Malacca the "species 
appears to be common," but in Province WeUesley— judging from collections— it appears to be a scarce insect."

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recurved discal series, a submirginal indistinct black lunulav fascia, Hindioing with costal 
border purple washed, a black disco-cellular mark, a submarginal row of black -bordered scarlet 
spots, and a marginal row of black spots, the three apical and anal spots being bordered 
externally with scarlet. Underside, forcwing greenish purple-brown, suffused with ochreotts- 
brown apically, markings more prominent than above. Hinduring ochreous-brown, greenish- 
brown anally, the scarlet spots very prominent and with scarcely any black border, the costal 
margin, two discoidal black- bordered spots, and two above them, are also scarlet. Female. 
Uppersidk, farewmg with a medial transverse outwardly-oblique irregular macular greenish- 
white band, and three small subapical spots, a dull scarlet discoidal mark.

E, lubentina has a very wide range. It occurs at Fyzabad in Oudh, in Calcutta and 
Sikkim, and eastwards as far as Upper Assam, in Burma, Orissa, Bombay, and thence southwards 
to Ceylon, It is a very distinct species, the numerous scarlet markings will at once distinguish 
it from any other species of the genus, 

A figure of the pupa under the name of Adolias lubentina is given on Tlate II of Vol. I of 
this work. 

A species allied to E. lubentina has been described from the Malay Peninsula as 
below.*

Habitat: Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, Chittagong, Mergui, Tenasserim, Province Wellesley, 
Malacca. 

Expanse: £, 2-5 to 3*1; ?, 3-0 to 35 inches. 

Description: "Male: Upperside dark ash-green, with the anterior margin of hind- 
wing broadly pinky-brown. Forewing with broad transverse band of ashy-white irrorations ; 
black markings within discoidal cell, and some below it, bordered with ashy-white irrorations. 
Hindwing with ashy-white irrorations on lower part of the disc, bordering the discoidal 
marks, and a spot above and below the cell, also bordering a submarginal row of black spots. 
Underside creamy ash-colour, palest on the anterior half, which is covered with 
rather indistinct darker short transverse strize ; markings within and about discoidal cell 
black; on the hindwing an indistinct submarginal row of black spot3. Female, Upper- 
side paler ash-green than the male; exterior margins brownish ; markings disposed the same. 
Forewing with a curved row of five white spots from middle of costal margin; the irrorated 
band paler and more clearly defined; an indistinct inward oblique row of black spots from 
near apex to near middle of posterior margin. Hindwing with indistinct black curved band 
from middle of anterior to middle of abdominal margin ; also an indistinct submarginal row 
of black spots. Underside paler than in the male, marked as on upperside, with the 
curved row of five spots bordered inwardly with dark brown ; the indistinct oblique row of 
blackish spots from apex only to middle of the disc, the lower part being suffused with 
dark brown ; exterior margin dark brown. Hindwing with indistinct inner band and sub- 
marginal row of large dark brown spots. Forewing in both sexes much falcated." {Moore,

£. anosia. is a very distinct and rare species. The deep emargmation of the outer margin of 
the forewing, the grey irroration of the upperside and the dark striation of the underside, at once 
distinguish it from every other species of the genus. Mr. F. B. Collins Feilmann has obtained 
it at low elevations in Sikkim in the spring, Mr. Shirwell took a female in the J orehat district 
in June, Mr, Wood-Mason obtained a pair in Cachar, a male at Irangmara in July and 
a female 00 Nemolha in September, Mr. S. E. Peal has sent it from Sibsagar, Dr, Anderson 
took a pair in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold weather, and it has been recorded from 
Tenasserim and the Malay Peninsula, 

Genua 79.— TA1TABCIA, Butler. (Plate XIX).

" Sexes nearly alike ; ihefalpi with a slender bristle-like terminal joint, varying some- 
what in length in the different species ; the middle disco-cellular of foreioing feebly recurved ; 
the first branch of the subcostal nervate in hindwing emitted at some distance from the base, 
the second just beyond. Typical species 7 anaecia pulasara" (Butler, I.e.) 

'■' In general form and neuration this genus resembles Euthaiia, differing chiefly in the 
following characters: — the middle disco-cellular nervule of the forewing is only moderately 
recurved ; they£rj/ subcostal of the hindwing is emitted at a greater distance from the base of the 
subcostal nervure than in Euthalia, and the second subcostal has its origin a little beyond. The 
palpi have a slender bristle-like terminal joint varying in different species." (Distant, 1. c.) 
The transformations are unknown. 

Neither of the above writers, however, seem to have noticed the remarkable feature of this 
genus, which distinguishes it from all the other genera in this subfamily except Prothoe, and links 
it to several of the genera of the Morphina>, viz., the anastomosing of the first subcostal nervule 
of the forewing with the costal nervure at some distance beyond the end of the cell ; the second 
subcostal nervule also touches the first subcostal below and the third subcostal above before 
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reaching the margin, but does not actually anastomose with either of them. The anastomosing 
of the first subcostal with the costal occurs in all the species I have seen, but Mr. Distant 
tells me that it does not do so in T. otphne, Butler, which occurs in Borneo. 

The cell in both wings is opeu as in" the typical group of Euthaiia, the body is smalt 
and weak, the wings rounded at the apex, giving the insect a weak appearance as in E, Upiuta 
and allied species. "This genus is much smaller in extent than Eutkalia, and likewise has 
a different distribution, for whereas that genus may be said to have its head-quarters in 
North-Eastern India, Tanai'cia is almost confined to the Indo-Malayan region, and is 
apparently absent from Continental India and Ceylon, though found in the Andaman 
Islands," {Disla>U,\.c.~y A single species occurs within our limits, and very much resem- 
bles in both sexes the female of Eutkalia acontius, being dark brown above with the usual 
Euthaliad basal markings, both wings crossed by a prominent white discal band, the 
underside washed with pale green almost throughout. 

At least seven species occur in the Malay Peninsula, the descriptions of them will be 
found below.* Some of them are allied in colouration to the blue-banded group of 
Euthalias of which E. amUrsonii is the Indian representative, the others more nearly resemble 
the females of E. jahnu, &c. 

5'9- Tanai'cia CftarltiS, Ilewitson. ( Plate XIX, Fig. 770*). 

Adotias ci'&arifis, Hewitson, Ann. and Mag. of Nat Hist., fourth series, vol. xiv, p. 35S (1874I ; idem, id. , 
Ex. Butt., vol. v, Adotias pi. iv, figs. 13, male; 12, 15, female (1875); Tanaicia cybaritit, Kirby, Ctt. L>iuru, 
Lep., p. 746 (>8 77 ). 

Habitat : Andaman Islands. 

ExrANSE : £, 2 12 to 310; $, 3'i 103*5 inches. 

Description : "Female. Uppekside dark rufous brown. Both wings with the usual spots 
in and below the cell : both crossed beyond the middle, from the costal margin of the fore- 
wing to the anal angle of the hindwing, by a broad band of white divided by the nervules, 
sinuated deeply on its inner margin at its fourth spot, bordered outwardly by a series of 
hastate black spots crowned with lilac. Forewing with a small white spot between the band 
and the apex. Underside pale green. Both wings with the bands and spots as above, bordered 
inwardly with black. Male like the female, except that the white band of the hindwing 
is narrower, and on the underside bordered on both sides with black spots. 11 

"This is the largest known species of the T. trigirta group, to which it belongs." 
(Htzuitsm, 1. c. in Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist.) T. trigerta occurs in Java. 

T. cibarilis is a common species in the South Andaman Isles. Mr. de Roepstorff sent a 
single specimen from Nankouri in the Nicobars, but its occurrence there is doubtful, probably 
the specimen was an Andaman one. 

The figure shows both sides of a male South Andaman example in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. 

* Tanaecia flora, M. R- Butler, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1873, p. 235; id., Waterhuiisi-, Aid to the Idem, of 
Ins., vol. i, pi. xxi (1880); id., Distant, Rhop.

Province Wellesley. Expanse : 2-9 inch-?*. DiscmmoN : Femalk. "Uppkhsidh brown, with the 
usual black markings in cells ; two irregular indistinct transverse discal series of dark brown hastate spots. 
J-orcwing with two cinereous oval spots between discoidal nervules, just beyond termination of cell ; two 
similar less distinct spots between the same nervules and just within the outer hastate series ; outer margin pale 
greenish blue, increasing in width from the apex to the inner angle, and bounded externally by a marginal line 
of dark brown. Cilia white. Hindwing with costal margin broadly pale brown ; external third of wing pale 
blue tinted with lilacine, becoming whitish at the anal angle ; tridentate internally from discoidal nervule to 
costa, and gradually widening to inner margin ; six large, but indistinct, flesh-coloured submarginal spots from 
apex to first median branch ; margin blackish brown. Cilia white Body above dark brown; dorsum dark 
olivaceous ; palpi oenreous ; anteittue black, with minute orange tip. VNDHnatrtB brownish ochraceous ; the 
discal series of spots as above, but lunate ; inner series ill-defined, bounded externally by a series of ovate spots 
paler than the ground-colour. Forewing with black markings in cell ; outer and_ inner areas clouded with pale 
Jitacine, more prominent at apex and inner angle ; margin brown. Cilia white. Hindwing -with usual ba*al 
markings indistinct : outer and inner areas pale lilacine ; outer margin indistinctly brown. Cilia white. Body 
ochraceous white; tibiae and. tarsi of legs ochreou* ; palpi and crest dirty white ; antenna pale brown, club 
blackish, tip orange." 

"This species is especially interesting in its excellent mimicry of the blue-banded male of Adflias 
\ = Eutkalia) ptueda of Moore, hitherto known to occur commonly in Penang and Singapore," {M. R. Butler, 
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"This unique species possesses three distinct and interesting features :— firstly, the palpi have a much 
shorter slender termination than other species of the genus, thus being somewhat intermediate in that respect 
between Eut Italia and Tanaicia, though the position of the first subcostal nervule of the hindwing clearly 
denotes its relation to the last-named genus ; secondly, it very closely resembles the female of Euthalia macnairi, 
a resemblance which may or may not find its subsequent explanation by the theory of ' mimicry' ; and thirdly, 
it is a species of extreme rarity. ' {Distant, I. c.) The type specimen is unique, and the male is unknown. 

Tanaicia nicevillei. Distant, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. xiv, p. 103 f 1884). Habitat : 
Perak. Expanse: Male, 27 inches. Description: "Malb. Upperside very dark brownish, with a violaceous 
tinge- Forewing with the cell crossed by two basal black lines, continued beneath to the median nervure, two 
black lines near middle of cell, the innermost of which has a parallel line between the lower median nervule 
and the su I. median nervure, and a single black line at end of cell ; a small bluish spot near apex and a marginal 
bluish fascia commencing about middle of wing and gradually widening to outer angle, where it possesses two 
inner lanceolate black spots margined with bluish beneath tbe lower median nervule, and an inner black streak 
at inner margin. Hindwing with a very broad outer marginal bluish fascia, narrowest at apex of wing, 
inwardly margined with small blackish spots, and containing a medial series of blackish spots placed between 
the nervules, which become practically obsolete at the area of the median nervules ; three obscure blackish lines 
crossing cell, two near middle, and one at apex; abdominal margin brownish ochraceous. Underside pale 
brownish ochraceous. Forewing with the black linear markings as above, followed by a transverse series of 
five broad fuscous streaks placed between the nervules, those at end of cell largest ; a pale violaceous marginal 
fascia with an inner series of lanceolate blackish spots. Hindwing with tbe broader outer bluish fascia as 
above, but paler and more violaceous, its medial spots smaller, but more continuous and distinct, the three dark 
lines crossing cell as above, a looped line beneath the costal nervure, and an outer cellular series of three dark 
KpoU separated by the lower subcostal and discoidal nervules. Body above and beneath, with legs, more or less 
concolourous with wings." 

" This interesting species of TanaScia belongs to the section of the genus which includes T. flora, Butler, 
and, like it, has the colouration and appearance of an Euthalid above." {Distant, 1. c ) The type specimen is 
deposited in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

TanaScia supercilia, Butler. Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 186S, p. 6io, n. 4, pi. xlv, fig. 7, malt; id. t Distant, 
Rhop. Malay., p. 130, n. 2, pi. xv, fig. B, malt (1B83). Habitat: fenaug. Expanse: 267 inches. 
Description : Malh. Closely allied to T. varuna, Volleuhoven (from Java], Uppkkside coloured 
as in T. pelea, Fabricius [from Java], but with the lunular fascia of the hindwing more curved and 
with basal markings punctiTorm [dot-shaped]. Underside pale fuscous, the intenic-basal area of the forewing 
yellowish, the dismal fascia silky-whitish, the spots of the hindwing wider black ; otherwise as in T. varuna." 

"A local representative of T. varuna. Lieutenant Roberts has assured me that the nearly allied species 
of the Adolias \ = Euthalia\ group are quite constant ro their localities ; otherwise 1 should have considered this 
to be a variety of T- varuna" {Butler, 1. c.) Mr. Distant has never seen this species, and tbe female has 
still to be discovered. It is entirely without blue markings on the upperside. 

Tanafcia robtrteii, Butler, Cist. Ent., vol. i, p. 335 (1874) ; T. robertsj, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 132 
(1883). Habitat : Malacca, Ayerpanas. Expanse : 2-5 inches. Description: "Male. Uppeksipe pale 
olive-brown ; apical half pearly-white, bounded just beyond end of cell by an irregular blackish undulated Une ; 
a second zigzag line across the middle of disc, interrupted on luwer discoidal interspace of the forewing ; a 
series of subniarginal hastate black marking- ; margin rather broadly pale brown ; ring-like characters at base 
as usual, blackish, Htxiy brown. Underside much paler, the brown area altered to pale ochraceous; tbe 
black lunated lines of disc broken up into spots, the hastate markings only sharply defined at their apiot-s ; 
basal markings as ubovc, but more sharply defined on the hindwing. Body pale ochraceous." 

" Most nearly allied to T. sufieicilia, Butler, but smaller, with the entire externo-discal area of both wings 
pearly- whitish, and the hastate submarginal markings distinctly separated from one another as in T. violaria." 
Butler, 1, c) This species alsa is unkuown to Mr. Distant, and tbe female has yet to be discovered. 

Tanafcta violaria, Butler, Proc. Zool Soc. Lnnd., 1868, p. 61a, n. it, pi. xlv, fig. 8, female; id.. Distant, 
Rhop. Malay., p. 130, n. 3, pi. xv, fig. 9, female (1883). Habitat: Singapore, Borneo. Expanse: 3 25 
inches. Description: "Female. Upperside, both wings fuscous. Forewing as in 7* pelca, Fabricius, but 
the entire margin fuscous. Hindwing with the iuuular submarginal fascia increasing at the anal angle, 
near the apex with snow-white lunules, near the anal angle purple, inwardly defined by fuscous lunules, 
cutwardly with sagittate fuscous spots, terminated on the outside with whitish chiefly near the apex. Undkksidk 
;i- in T.pulasata, Moore, but the basal area fuscous-yellowish (not c-chrcous-wuilishj and with the arrow marks 
of the hindwing violaceous and longer." 

"Allied to T. vikrama, Feldcr [from Sumatra], but very distinct." (Butler, ha) This species is unknown 
to Mr, Distant, and the male has yet to be discovered." 

Tanaicia (Adolias) pulasara, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep Mus E. I. C, vol. i, p- 190, n. 382 
(■857); idem, id. Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., new series, vol. v, p. 71, n. 16, pi. vi, lig. 2 1*859;; J'anaecia 
puiasara, Butler, l'rans. Linn. Soc. Lond., Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 540, n. 2 '1877I ; id., Distant, 
Khop- Malay,, p. 130, n. 4, pi. xix, fig. 6, nu\le ; pi. xiv, fig. 13, female 118831 ; J'anaecia varuna, butler {nee 
Vu lien hove 11), Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., »86&, p. 6n, n. 5, part. Habitat ; Penang, Pcrak, Malacca, Singapore, 
Expanse : 3*7 to 3*1 inches. Description : " Male. Uppekside fuliginous- brown, fiorewmg with the celt 
ciussed by four blackish lines, followed by a similar but waved line a little beyond apex; between the last two 
lines the colour is somewhat violaceous, the markings beneath cell being much as in T. violaria ; a transverse 
series of six large oblong greyish spots on apical half of wing, placed between the nervules, the upper five of 
which are margined with fuscous and conically rounded inwardly and acutely excavated outwardly, the third 
spoi being smallest, the sixth situated between the first median nervule and the submedian nervure is doubly 
angulated outwardly and irregularly truncate inwardly ; these are followed by an elongate spot or streak on 
inner margin, and are all more or less suffused with brownish, and outwardly followed by five small violaceous 
and inwardly poiuted spots, the nervules which separate them are distinctly infuscated to margin. Hindwing 
with the cell crossed by two black lines near base and two near apex, the last being followed by a small blaut 
streak on each side of second median nervule ; a transverse series of seven spots on apical half of wing smaller 
and more regular, but margined and inwardly rounded and outwardly aneulated as on forewing, — of these spots 
the upper three arc greyish and outwardly margined with violaceous, the remainder being concolourous with 
wing ; abdominal margin much paler and somewhat pinky. Underside pale aud violaceous. Forewing with 
the basal half ochraceous, with the dark linear markings generally as above, the large transverse spots on apical 
half as above, but more fused, with the pale colour extending to outer margin. Hindwing with the cellular 
and adjacent markings as above ; a curved black line above and near base of subcostal nervure, and an oblique 
series of three small black spots separated by the subcostal nervules a little beyond cell ; the transverse spots on 
upperside only iudkated by their black terminal margins, which form two transverse series of spots, between 
which the colour is tinged with ochraceous. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings. Female. 
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Genus SO. -PYRAMEIS, Hubner. (Plats XVIII). 

Pyrameis, Hubner, An bek. Schmett., p. 33 (1816); id., DoubJwlay, Gen. Piurn. L«p., vol. i, p. too

"Head, of moderate width, hairy ; eyes, nearly round, hairy ; palpi, porrect, slightly 
ascending, convergent, projecting fully half their length beyond the forehead, scaly, slightly 
hairy in front, more so on the sides and upper surface of the second joint. First joint 
subcylindric, much curved ; second joint more than three times as long as the first, suhcylindric, 
stouter a little beyond the middle, then narrowed to the apex ; third joint less than half the 
length of the second, elongate- conic, the apex rather obtuse ; antenna, about three- fourths 
the length of the body, rather slender, terminating in a short somewhat pyriform club, of 
which the terminal joints taper to a point Thorax, oval, moderately stout, hairy. Abdomen* 
stout, about half the length of the inner margin of the hindwing. Forewing, subtriangular ; 
the apex more or less truncate ; the costal margin but little curved; outer margin but three- 
fourths the length of the costal, sinuate, emarginate ; inner margin slightly longer than the 
outer, straight, or slightly emarginate. Casta! navure stout, extending to the middle of the 
costa ; subcostal nervure slender, lying close to the costal ; its first and second branches aris- 
ing near to one another, and but little before the end of the cell, the third arising nt about 
two-thirds of the distance from the base to the apex, terminating at the apex, the fourth 
rather nearer to the origin of the third than to the outer margin ; upper and middle dtsco- 
cellular nervules all but wanting ; lower disco-cellular very slender, sometimes nearly atrophied, 
arising from the second discoidal nervule at a short distance from its origin, nearly straight, 
directed outwards, anastomosing with the third median nervule at some distance from its 
origin, at a point where it is slightly artgulated. Hindwing, somewhat obovate ; the 
inner margin the longest ; the costal and outer margins of about equal length, the former 
rounded, the latter more or less sinuate and subdentate. Pro-costal nervure simple, or slight- 
ly bi&d, the outer branch nearly atrophied ; discoidal nervule arising from the second subcostal 
soon after its origin ; lower disco~cellular nervule very slender, anastomosing with the median 
nervure opposite to the origin of its second branch. Forelegs, of the male densely hairy ; 

Uppbsside generally as in male. Underside pale ochraceous. Forgiving witS the greyish spot* as ahove, 
but clearer, and with the pale colour extending beyond the outer margin. Hindwing marked as above, hut 
paler, and with an additional series of three looped dark lines placed ne.tr the cell and divided by the subcostal 
nervules, and three small spots beneath the median nervure, divided by the second and first median nervules." 



" Variety a " (Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 131, pi. xviii, fig. 9, female (1883); Adotias indras, Vcjllerjhoven, 
Tijd. Ent,, vol. v, p. iq+, n. 15, pi. xi, fig. 2, female (186a). Habitat : Malacca, Borneo. Expansr : Female, yi 
inches. Dkscription : "' Female. Uppersidk. Closely allied to the typical form of V, puiasara, but difiering 
in having the transverse series of greyish spots on the forewing more slender and elimgated, the fourth and 
fifth being much longer than the corresponding spots in Moore's species, the outer dentate margins are also longer 
and more acute; the transverse spots on him/wing are more linear and elongate, particularly the two which are 
divided by the second median nervule. and their outer dentate margins are also longer and more acnte. These 
characters also apply to thr undekside." 

*'This species appears to be almost confined to the Malay Peninsula : both the typical male and fetn.-il* 
specimens here figured being from Singapore, whilst the variety ( /. indras) was collected in Malacca. Of the 
last Mr. Bntler, from a knowledge derived fnim Vollenhoven's figure alone, remarked, ' this k cmly the Bornean 
form of Moore's putasara,' a statement which this HahlBWn specimen considerably qualifies, Another closely- 
allied species, or variety, of T. putasara is found in Sumatra, and has been described under the name of F. 
■vikrama, Felder, Females of the typical form of the specie* are also variable in hue, as in some apecimerw 
the transverse series of pale spots on the uppeiside of the forewing are outwardly margined with small pale 
violaceous angulated spots, which are absent in the somewhat melauic specimen here figured." {Distant, 1. c.) 
There are a pair of this species from Pcrak in the collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and a male in my 
own from Penang 

Tanaicia ( Adoliat) aruna, Felder, Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv, p. +00, n. 34(1860); Tanaicia aruna, 
Bntler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1868, p. 6ji, n. 6 ; idem, id.. Trans, Linn. Soc. Land., Zoology, «econd series, 
vol. i, p. 540, n. 1 (1877); id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 133.11. 5, pi. xv, fig. 7, mate (1883) ; Adoliat 
pardalis, Vollenhoven, Tijd. Ent., vol. v, p. 197, n. 17, pi. xi, fig. 5, male (1B62). Habitat: Malacca, Java. 
Expanse: a'4 inches. Description : " Mali;. Closely allied to T. pulasara, but the transverse series of spots 
on the uppeksjde of both wings paler and longer, those of the forewing having a medial waved narrow brown 
fascia, and those on the hindwing being also paler and having their outer margins a little nearer to the posterior 
margin. Underside more ochraceotts, and with a narrow, distinct, intermediate, dark ochraceous fascia 
between the dark terminal margina of the transverse spots as seen on the kindiving." 

"The female has yet to be described, but is probably somewhat similar to the father sex, and not more 
divergent than are the sexes, of the closely-allied species T, fnlasara ' {Distant, I. c.) 
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the tibia a Utile shorter than the femur ; the tarsus than the tibia ; tibia subcylindric, nn- 
armed; tarsus subcylindric, tapering towards the apex, which is obtusely conical. 
Of the female with the femur, tibia, and base of tarsus densely hairy ; the proportions of 
these parts as in the males ; tibia subcylindric, sparingly spiny within ; tarsus with the 6rst 
and second joints spiny below, the latter rather more than one-fifth the length of the former ; 
both armed at the apex, as are the two following joints, with a stout spine on each side, cover- 
ed by a more or less distinct tuft of hairs at the base of the following joint ; third joint little 
more than half the length of the second, transverse; fourth joint shorter than the third, 
transverse, obliquely truncate at the apex ; fifth joint short, transverse, about equal to the fourth- 
Middle and hindlkgs, moderately stout; the femur in the former longer than in the latter, 
equal to the tibia; tibia with two latero-internal rows of spines, and lateral less regular series ; 
spurs stout, elongate ; tarsi spiny above, laterally, and, except the fifth joint, below ; the spines 
of the lower surface stout, long, arranged in two nearly regular series ; middle tarsi with the 
first joint about three times the length of the second ; the posterior tarsi with the first joint 
little more than double the length of the second ; third joint considerably shorter than the 
second ; the fourth than the third ; fifth about equal to the second ; claws rather stout, 
curved, grooved below. Paronychia very hairy, bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia strap-shaped, as 
long as the claw ; the inner short, subtriangalar, or with the inner lacinia rudimentary ; the outer 
elongate, triangular, slender. Pulvillus jointed, shorter than the claws, or merely rudi- 
mentary. " 

•'Larva cylindric ; all the segments, except the head and prothoracic segment, armed 
with verticillate* spines. Colouration brown or olive, tending more or less to green, with an 
interrupted pale longitudinal band on each side. In their habits they are different from 
Vanessa, being always solitary, drawing together the sides of a leaf with silken threads, and 
thus forming a cylindrical dwelling. Pupa more or less angular and tuberculate ; the head 
rather obtusely bifid. Colouration some shade of brown, grey, or olive, more or less orna' 
meuted with golden spots." 

" Pyrameis differs from Vanessa in having the wings less angular ; the palpi less hairy, 
and of somewhat different form ; the club of the antenna? rather more pointed ; and in 
other less obvious characters." (Doub/eday, 1. c.) According to Mr. Scudder the name of this 
genus should fall before Vanessa. Except from a profound dislike to'upsetting long- established 
nsage, I should have adopted this course, and placed the two species here included in the 
genus Pyrameis in the next genus Vanessa, an additional argument in favour of adopting this 
course being the close agreement in all stages that exists between all the species. 

The genus Pyrameis is very wide-spread, one species, P. cardut, having earned the 
name of "The Cosmopolitan Butterfly," as it occurs almost throughout the world except in the 
Arctic regions and in South America, The other Indian species, P, indica, occurs in India in 
the hills wherever they are high enough to produce the nettles on which its larva feeds, in Amur- 
land, China, Tentriffe, Madeira, Spain, and Portugal. Both species have numerous allied forms 
which replace the typical forms in the countries where the latter do not penetrate, the 
European ''Red Admiral," P. atatania, Linnaeus, for instance, replacing P. indtca in Europe 
and North America ; and other allied species in the Malay Archipelago, Australia, New 
Zealand, the Sandwich Islands, North and South-Eastern Africa, Madagascar, &c There 
are also several allied forms of P. cardui, one of them, P. kuntera t Fabricius, occurring 
throughout America from Canada to the Argentine Republic ; P. kershawii, M'Coy, ia 
Australia and again in Costa Rica, and others in South America. 

The two species which occur in India are moderate-sized Butterflies, the ground-colour 
of the upperside of one of them (P. indicd) black, with a broad irregular oblique scarlet band 
across the upperside of the forewing, and some -whitish spots towards the apex, the 
outer margin of the hindwing bordered in the middle with scarlet bearing four oblong black 
spots ; the other species {P. eardni) has the basal two-thirds of the forewing on the upper- 
side irregularly marked with patches of reddish-ochreous, that colour covering almost the 

* Verticillate, Hivvine parts arranged in a whorl, from z-ertia't/ns, the whirl of • spindle. 
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whole of the hindwing, but bearing a submarginal series of oval black spots. Both species are 
usually common where they occur ; they have a bold flight, but frequently settle with out- 
stretched wings, and return again and again to the place from which they may have been 
driven. The forelegs of the species of this genus as well as of V.imssa and Symbrenthia 
are more densely hairy than those of any other subfamily, which feature has earned 
for them the name or the " Brush-footed Butterflies."

E, F 
l'77S); "A Cosmopolitan Butterfly," ScudJur, Am. Nat. (1S76). 

Habitat : Throughout India, Ceylon, the Andainans and Nicobars. 
Expanse: 210 10275 inches. 

Description : M ale and female. " Upprrscde, both wings ochreous-red. Furewing- vr\l\\ 
the basal area ochreous-brown ; an oblique irregular-shaped angular band, the apical area and 
exterior border black ; before the apex is a short white oblique band and a curved scries of four 
spots ; a pale marginal line ; interspace at end of cell whitish in the female. Ilttiiiwing with the 
basal area, a confluent discal fascia, and the costal border ochreous- brown ; a transverse discal row 
of five black spots, each spot with slightly paler outer ring, a submarginal row of lunular spols, 
and a marginal row of larger spots." {Moore, I.e.) Underside, forcwing % much as above, 
but the basal area more decidedly red and the apex and outer margin ochreous, some 
additional black spots in the cell placed just below the subcostal nervure. Hindwing 
ochreous, richly spot tied and marbled with deeper shades of ochreous and brown. An oval 
spot across the middle of the cell, the five round discal spots as above but developed into 
ocelli, the second and fifth the largest, with blue centres and black outer ring. 

" Larva blackish-brown, with a longitudinal pale interrupted line on each side ; 
the segments armed with short branched spines. Feeds on Artemisia. Pupa tuberculate, 
head bluntly cleft, pale ochreous or brown, mere or less spotted with yellow." (Afoore, 
1. c.) Mr. Hocking records (Proa Zool. Soc. Land., 1882, p. 240) the larva as feeding 
on nettle. Mr. Scudder considers this to be a doubtful food-plant. Mr. E. H. Aitken 
records it as feeding in Bombay " oa different species of Biumea, all o( which are monsoon 
annuals." 

The following account of the transformations of P. cardui is taken from a valuable 
paper by Mr. Samuel Scudder in the "American Naturalist" for July and October, 

1876 :- 

"The eggs, which are deposited on leaves of plants, vary considerably • their vertical ribs 
ranging from fourteen to nineteen, and averaging fifteen and a half to sixteen in number. 
When about to deposit her eggs, the female alights upon a leaf and moves about with trembling 
wings, and body generally on a line with the midrib, until it finds a spot to its taste ; the 
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wings, elevaled at an angle of about forty degrees with each other, now become quiet, the 
tip of the abdomen is bent down upon the leaf, and the egg is instantly laid. The same 
butterfly appears never to lay more than a single egg upon one leaf, although she frequently 
deposits eggs on different leaves of the same plant, and in one instance laid them on cut 
leaves lying on the ground." 

" The caterpillar feeds principally on plants of the composite order, especially on thistles 
and occasionally on borages or mallows. It makes its escape from the egg, as usual among 
lepidopterous larvae, by biting a slit almost around the crown of the egg, and pushing up 
this improvised lid j it does not appear to devour the egg-shell, as caterpillars usually do, 
but, after biting a few little holes partly through the upper surface of the leaf, makes its way 
to the opposite side and takes up a position, each one apart from its fellow, either between 
the midrib and curled-up rim if near the tip of the thistle leaf, or next the midrib or a 
lateral rib, if farther back j here it bites away the silken film and makes a nest, covering 
itself with a slight open web, into which it weaves the bitten particles of the film. From 
this retreat it sallies forth to eat irregular patches in the parenchyma, which it often partially 
covers with an extension of the web." 

"Each caterpillar, when it has outgrown this confined abode, builds for itself a 
separate nest, generally near the summit of a stalk ; it spins a thin web on the surface of the 
leaf, near the edge, if it be a broad-leafed plant, and then draws over a portion of the leaf 
by means of threads, completing the covering with a silken tent ; when half grown it forsakes 
this and forms a more perfect nest, drawing together leaves, buds, and bitten fragments by 
the same process, so as to form an oval cavity, about 1*4 inches long vertically, and a little 
more than half as broad. The narrow, irregular, crisped, and rather distant leaves of the 
thistle, on which it is most frequently found, cannot, however, be made to cover even a 
single caterpillar, and the spaces are closed by a thin open web, through which the inmate 
can readily be seen, but which is sufficiently close to retain all the rejectamenta of the cater- 
pillar. The nest is usually covered, at least in the upper half, with spines of the plant, 
evidently bitten off for the purpose ; there is an opening in the nest, near or at the summit, just 
large enough to allow the larva to emerge, apparently made by eating away the web. "Within 
this habitation the larva rests with its head downwards, like its congener, V. atalanta ; but, un- 
like it, when its earlier stages are passed, it feeds upon the upper surface and parenchyma 
of the leaf, without touching the under cuticle, and when these are consumed, it crawls out to 
seek its fortune and weave a more commodious mansion j when, however, it has reached its 
final stage, it devours the entire leaf." 

" When about to undergo its transformation, the caterpillar does not wander far, and 
frequently remains upon the rdant which has nourished it. It weaves a sort of cocoon of 
no definite shape, but larger than its previous nest, formed of partially dried leaves, connected 
by open, angular, irregular, silken meshes." 

"The butterfly is particularly fond of fields, gardens, highways, open ground, and waste 
places ; it frequently alights on stone walls heated by the sun, and is greatly attracted by 
flowers, particularly by thistles and other plants on which the caterpillar feeds ; here it may 
readily be taken ; not so in other spots, for although very fearless, it is very wary, and its flight is 
rapid, dashing, and discontinuous ; it doubles frequently and abruptly, usually to the right 
or left, rather than up or down. It loves to return to the spot from which it has been driven, 
or to the immediate vicinity, often circling about first, as if selecting the best spot." 

In India J 3 , cardui occurs almost everywhere. In Ceylon Mr. Mackwood states that it 
4s " Found every where, but more plentiful in the higher districts." Colonel Swiuhoe records 
it at Karachi as "Plentiful in several months of the year f in Bombay and the Deccan 
" Common everywhere from September to December ;" he also records it from Quetta and 
Kandahar. It is decidedly rare in Calcutta; but as far as I am aware it occurs plentifully in 
every other part of India and in the hills up to a considerable elevation. It has been found 
in both the Andaman and Nicobar groups of islands, but has not as yet been recorded from 
the Malay Peninsula,

Habitat : South Portugal, Andalusia, the Canaries, the Himalayas, Assam, Naga Hills, 
Bombay (Szvinhoe) ; Nilgiris, Ceylon, Penang {U01 s/ield a.nd. Afoore) ; Amurland, China and Japan. 

Expanse : 2*3 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : Male and female. i, Uppersidk,/<;/y7c/«j,' black, with a broad medial 
.oblique irregular red band, the lower [inner] portion of which is traversed by three irregular- 
shaped black spots ; basal area and posterior margin golden-brown ; an oblique subnpical 
series of white quadrate spots and an outer series of small dentate spots. Hind-wing golden* 
brown, with a marginal red band, [inwardly] bordered by black spots and traversed by a row 
of black spots and outer lunular line." {Moore, 1. in Lep. Ccy.) Underside, fomoing 
with the costa basally striated with black, two black spots al the base of the cell divided by 
a white line, a short narrow blue Vine beyond the end of the cell, the apex ochreous bearing 
two obscure ocelli divided by the upper discoidal nervule, other markings much as above. 
Hindiving brown, beautifully marked, marbled an'i irrorated with white, grey, darker brown, 
black, &c, the veins white on the basal half of the wing. A conspicuous oval white 
ring-spot in the middle of the cell, with a larger one enclosing a black space beyond, a submar- 
ginal series of five cordiform spots, the two divided by the third median nervule with blue 
centres, the margin marked with a blue irregular line and olher grey, black and ochreous 
ill-defined bands. Cilia throughout white, spotted with black at the end of the nervules. 

P. indica is a common species wherever its food-plant, the nettle, is found. It occurs 
commonly in the Himalayas up to considerable elevations. Colonel Sw'mhoe records it from 
"Bombay, several examples in 1877, not observed since." In Ceylon it is "rarely seen 
under 4,000 feet elevation. Settles on pathways or open ground. Very swift of flight. Larva 
feeds on nettle, Urtica tuilghsrriemis" (Mackwood). "Found [in Ceylon] at all times 
in forest land, Central Provinces, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. Darts about rapidly and settles 
on the ground. Commonest at the highest elevation" (Hutchison). I possess a curious 
aberration taken in the Dehra Dun in July, 1S79, by Colonel Buckley, which almost exactly 
agrees with a variety of the European P. atalanta figured by Herbst.* The European 
"Red Admiral," P. atalanta, differs from P. indica in having the red oblique baud across 
the forewing much narrower and very even in width throughout, the basal area darker, 
merging into uniform black outwardly, the black colour not broken up into spots at the inner 
edge of the red band as in P. indica ; the spots beyond the band larger and pure white. 

The figure shows both, sides of a female Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

Genus 81.— VAKBSSA, Fabricius. (Plate XVIII).

"Head, of moderate width, densely clothed with Ion g hairs ; eyes, more or less oval, 
densely hairy ; palpi, porrect, ascending, projecting considerably beyond the forehead, scaly 
and densely hairy all round. First joint scarcely two-fifths the length of the second, sub. 
cyliadric, much curved j second joint more or less swollen beyond the mi ddle, thence tapering 
to the apex, which is obliquely truncate ; third joint fully two-fifths the length of the second,

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slender, subcylindric, or nearly acicular, more or less pointed at the apex ; antenna, about 
three-fourths the length of the body, with two distinct grooves below ; the club rather short, 
gradually tapering at its origin ; the last joint minute, pointed ; thorax, moderately stout, 
clothed with long hairs ; abdomen about two-thirds the length of the inner margin of the hind- 
wing. Forewing, subtriangular ; the apex truncate ; costal margin but little curved, some- 
times deeply emarginate at the shoulder ; outer margin about three-fourths the length of the 
costa, sinuate, emarginate ; inner margin nearly straight, slightly longer than the outer ; [in the 
V. canace and Grapta groups the inner margin is highly sinuous and outwardly excavated] ; 
costal nervure rather stout, extending about to the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure not 
much slenderer than the costal, and separated from it by a short interval ; its first and second 
branches thrown off close together, and but little before the end of the cell ; the third arising 
at about two-thirds of the distance from the base to the apex, and terminating close to the 
apex, the fourth rather nearer to the origin of the third than to the outer margin ; upper 
disco-cellular nervule very short, all but wanting ; middle disco-cellular likewise short ; lower 
disco-cellular atrophied, or nearly so, its position indicated by a faint line, sometimes showing 
the rudiment of a nervule, which arises from the second discoidal nervule, not far from 
its origin, and runs obliquely downwards to the third median nervule, Hindwing, somewhat 
obovate ; inner margin longest ; costal and outer margins about equal, the former more or 
Jess rounded, the latter more or less sinuate, dentate, prolonged into a tooth or short tail at 
the termination of the third median nervule ; pracostal nervure simple ; discoidal nervule 
arising from the second subcostal soon after its origin. Forelegs, of the male with the femur 
and tibia about equal in length, the latter rather stouter than the former j tarsus of the 
same length as the tibia, subcylindric, or slightly tapering towards the apex, sometimes 
with one or two strangulations near the middle. Of the female with the femur and tibia 
equal in length, the latter unarmed ; tarsus about the same length as the tibia, first joint 
more than three times the length of the second, spiny below, beyond the middle, this and 
the three following joints armed at the apex with a stout spine on each side, mostly covered 
by a tuft of hairs at the base of the next joint ; second joint spiny below ; third and fourth 
about one-third the length of the second ; the latter shorter than the former, very obliquely 
truncate at the apex ; fifth joint short, transverse, sometimes scarcely visible from below. 
Middle and hindlegs, moderately stout ; femora and tibia about equal, the latter spiny 
without, and laterally within ; the spurs long, robust ; tarsi about as long as the tibia?, 
spiny laterally, and, except the fifth joint, below ; the spines of the lower surface arranged 
in two nearly regular series ; first joint almost four times the length of the second, third 
and fourth each gradually shorter, fifth longer than the second ; claws long, but little curved, 
grooved below ; paronychia with the inner lacinia wanting, or very short, the outer as long 
as the claw, and slender, but little hairy ; pnivillus small, short." 

"Larva, cylindric, the head and first thoracic segment unarmed, the rest armed with 
long spines, set with setss in whorls. Pupa very angular and tuberculate ; the head deeply 
bifid, of some shade of brown, sometimes pale green, often bearing brilliant golden spots." 
{Doubleday, 1. c, p. 198.) 

The genus Vanessa is represented by species occurring throughout North America, the 
whole of Europe, in Asia as far south as the Malay Peuinsula, also in North Africa. It does not 
appear to occur in South America, Central and Southern Africa, the Malay Archipelago, 
Australia and New Zealand, in other words, in the Southern Hemisphere. Within our limits it 
occurs in the Himalayas, Malda, Assam, South India and Ceylon, but it has not been recorded 
from the Andamans and Nicobars. The species are all very richly coloured, some being blue- 
black above with a broad blue band, another is rich castaneous with a marginal white or 
yellow band, others are rich ferruginous marked with black spots and yellow bands and patches, 
with a submarginal series of blue spots on the Iundwing in some species. The colouration 
of the underside is far less rich than above, being usually black or ochreous, marbled or streaked 
with dull shades. They are insects of moderate size, have a ■ rather bold rapid flight, fond of 
alighting in the sun, and then alternately expanding and closing their wings, producing, by so 
doing, a faint rustling sound, Most, if not all, of the species hrbernate," {DoubUday t L c.)

Description: Male. Upperside, both wings deep indigo-hluc, crossed hy a broad discal 
paler blue band, which is bifurcated above the third median nervule in the forewing, the outer 
portion ending in some small whitish spots on the costa, the band gradually increasing in width 
from the costa to the anal angle, and bearing a series of small black spots between the nervitlca 

* The generic name Grapta which was established in 1837 should give way to Polygonia, the latter having 
been used for this group of bullet flies in 1816. But as Pelygottia has practically never been adopted, I have in 
accordance with almost universal use retained the former name here. Messrs Godinan and Salvin state that 
"'Grapta may be distinguished from Vanessa not only by the curvature ot the costa and the crciiul.itei! margin to 
both wings, but by the palpi and forelegs being clothed with large densely malted scales." (BkA Cent. Am., 
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(sometimes absent) in the hindwing ; two fine marginal blue lines, often more or less obsolete. 
forewing with the costa more or less striated with bluish. Underside most beautifully 
variegated and striated with black, green, ochreous, pale violet and ferruginous, crossed by a more 
or less prominent discal dark broad band having its inner edge indistinct, but its outer edge 
sharply defined with a highly irregular black line. Forewing with a smalt ochreous spot at the 
outer lower end of the cell touching the median nervure, usually with two ochreous spots near 
the apex answering to the terminal whitish spots of the discal band above. Hind-wing with the 
outer end of the cell usually marked with a prominent ochreous spot, the black spots placed 
on the blue band above more or less present as obscure ocelli. Female, usually larger than 
the male, markings similar, but the marginal fine blue lines usually obsolete, the angulations 
of the outer margins broader and larger. 

This very beautiful insect has a swift flight, and in the Simla Hills is often found in the 
bed of a stream, up and down which it flies within a certain limited distance, often settling 
on a stone with open wings. It frequents paths in forests, occasionally settling on the ground 
with open wings ; if disturbed it settles with closed wings on the bark of a tree, where its 
rich dark colouring completely hides it. It occurs throughout the Himalayas ; Bholahat, Malda 
< IV. H. Irvine), in Assam, and in Burma having been obtained by the Yunan Expedition. The 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, has a single female from Perak, and it is found in the hills of South 
India, It occurs also in China and Japan; in the latter country occurs also a closely allied 
species, V. glaucoma, Motschulsky. 

This species ha* almost universally been known under Drury's name V. charonia, but the 
earlier name of Linnaeus must be used, his short description applying very well to this species.

Description: Upperside. " Differs from the Indian V. charonia, Drury [= V. canace\ 
in the blue band on the forewing being continuous and broader. On the hindwing the band 
Crossing the middle, is straight, and has no black spots within it, but has a parallel outer row 
of small black [blue] spots." {Moore, 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

"Larva light red, spotted with black, the segments divided by black and purple lines, 
armed with eight longitudinal rows of delicate branched spines, anal segment slightly 
humped. Feeds on Smilax. Pupa reddish-brown, abdominal segments tubercular, thorax 
angular, head produced and bifid," (Moore, I. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

V. Aaron ica appears to be confined to Ceylon, where it is " found in hilly country from 
2,000 to 6,000 feet. Very common on pathways or roads bordered by jungle. Occurs all 
the year round. Larva feeds on wild yam" (Mackzuood). " Taken in the Kottawa forest, 
Galle ; also at Kandy" ( W*tie). In some specimens the blue band on the upperside of 
the forewing shows traces of bifurcation, the white costal spots being always present ; but 
the band being broader on the hindwing, placed further from the margin and not bearing a 
series of black spots, but with a series of blue spots beyond, will always distinguish it.

fafjafe var., Vanessa kygiaa, Heydenreich, Vera. Eur. Schmett. (1846) ; var., V. lintueri. Fitch, Trans, New 
York Agric. Soc., 1S56, p. 4S5 ; id., Morris, Syn. Lep. North Amer., vol. i, p. 57, n. 5 (1862). 

Habitat : North and Central America, North Africa, throughout Europe, Central Asia, 
Amurland, Japan, Eastern Himalayas, 
Expanse : 2-3 to y$ inches. 
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Description : Male and female. Upperside, both wings rich dark chestnut, the outer 
margin broadly and evenly white or pale straw-coloured, more or less densely striated with 
black ; along the inner edge of this border is a black band, broader than the pale margin in the 
hind wing, narrower in the (brewing, bearing a series of rich shining blue oval spots between the 
veins, which become obsolete towards the anal angle of the hindwing Forttoing with two short 
subcostal white or pale straw-coloured bars, the costa striated with the same colour. Under- 
side, both wings with the outer border as above but paler and more densely striated, all the rest 
of the wing black densely striated with deeper black ; sometimes with a mure or less prominent 
ochreous spot at the lower outer end of the cell. Forming with the subcostal bars as above, 
but less distinct. Hindwing with a narrow black irregular discal line. 

"Larva black, with white dots; from the fifth to the eleventh segments is a row of 
dorsal light red spots, the spines are black or dark brown. Feeds [in Europe] on SttUx 
alba, sometimes on nettle ov on birch.' 1 (£*JI£, Butt of Europe, p. »7u). 

V. antiopa % the " Camberwell Beauty" of English entomologists, has been obtained within 
our limits by Captain Elves' and Mr. Otto M tiller's native collectors at high elevations in 
Native Sikkim and across the passes in Chumbi ; it has also been recorded from Bhutan. 
All the Indian specimens known to me have the pale border on the upperside ochreous 
not white, this ochreous colour being of a darker shade than in any European specimens 
I have seen. As will be observed from the localities above, it has an immense range in 
the Northern Hemisphere. 

5 2 5- Vanessa caschmlronsls, Kollar. 

V. casckmlreitsis, Koltar, HDgel's Kaach., col. iv, pt, a, p. 443, n. t, pt. *i, fig's. 3, 4 (184^) ; id., Hurs- 
field and Moore, Cal.

Habitat : Throughout the Himalayas at suitable elevations. 

Expanse : 2*2 to 2-5 inches. 

Description: Male and female. Upperside, both wings rich cheslnut-rcd, this colour 
in the hindwing confined to a broad discal band, the base narrowly and inner margin below the 
first median nervule in the forewing, the base of the hindwing, broadly black, thickly irroiaied 
with ochreous scales, the outer margins black bearing two paler lines, within the latter 
on the hindwing are a series of prominent deep black lunules with blue centres. Forewing with 
a quadrate black bar across the middle of the cell, then a pale yellow bar, then another 
much larger black bar, with another narrower pale yellow bar beyond it, beyond which 
again is a third rather smaller black bar, with a small bluish-while costal spot placed 
outwardly against it. A round black spot on the disc in the second median interspace, 
a larger one below it in the next interspace, a still larger but more irregular and diffused 
spot in the submedian interspace but placed nearer the base of the wing, with a diffused pale 
yellow patch beyond it. Underside, both wings brown, thickly striated with black; a submarginal 
lunula ted black line. Forewing with a narrow oval black spot with pale centre at the base of the 
cell, two fine black zigzag lines enclosing a black space across the middle of the cell, a large 
black patch at the end of the celL Hindwing with the basal half blackish, this area sharply 
defined by an irregular deep black fine line, a more or less prominent ochreous spot at the lower 
end of the cell, and two fine black lines enclosing a blackish space across its middle. 

K casckmirensts is a local race of the European and Japanese " Small Torloiseshcll 
Butterfly," V. ttrttaa, Linnaeus, differing only from that species in the darker and duller tone of 
colouration and usually larger size. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas at 
suitable elevations, and specimens were obtained by the Yunan expedition. Captain Elwes (1. c) 
writes of it :" Sikkim specimens, as a rule, are darker than those from Kashmir. It occurs 
at and below Darjiling duri.lg winter, and I have taken it on sunny December days at 4,000 
feet." In Simla in fine weather it may be seen throughout the year. Mr. Doherty met 
with it in Kuinaon "from the Kali valley (2, $00 feet) to the summit of the Lepn Lek, over 

30 
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18,000 feet, far above the snow line. I also found it abundantly hi Nepalese Tibet and in the 
dry valleys of Hundes (Chinese Tibet). The prehensores as drawn by rce are different from 
those of V. urtica: figured by Dr. Buchanan White." The larva like its European congener 
feeds on the nettle. It is a very common species where it occurs, and is somewhat variable 
in the tone of colouration, some examples being much darker coloured than others, but it is 
never as brightly coloured as the European V. urtica. 

526. Vanessa rlzaaa, Moore. 

V. rizana, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1B72, p. 559. 

Habitat: Chini (9,000 feet), Middle Kunawar, N.-\V. Himalaya. 
Expanse: 187 to 2*20 inches. 

Description : "Male. Differs from V. cashmirmsis in being a smaller and more 
compact insect, and having the forewing less produced at the apex ; markings and colours 
disposed as in that species, but more clearly defined and the colours much brighter. Forewing 
with the red colour near the base descending to near the subinedian nervure, the posterior 
black spot being quadrate, well defined, and broadly bordered outwards with clear yellow, 
this colour also bordering the two upper discal spots ; submarginal black border narrow. 
Hind-wing with the black base bordered outwardly by clear yellow ; the submarginal rcw 
of dentate blue-centred black lunules being without the broad inner dusky border. Under- 
side darker than in V. cashmirensU ; markings similar." (Moore, 1. c.) 

The only specimens of this species that I have seen are three in Colonel Lang's collection ; 
one from Gulmurg taken by Dr. Jerdon, * one from Kunawar, and one from Thibet, 10,000 
feet. In all of them the forewing is less angled, the colouration much brighter than in V. casch- 
mi'cnsis, (being nearly as bright as in V. urtica), but the chief distinguishing point is that 
in V. rizana the black blue-centred lunules on the margin of the hindwing on the upperside 
are not broadly inwardly bordered with a dusky band, thus causing the discal fulvous band lo be 
much broader, V, rizana appears to be a rare species, 

527. Vanessa ladakonsia, Moore. 

I'. ladokettsis, Moore. Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. i, p. 227 (1878) ; idem, id., Second

Habitat : Gogra, Changchenmo (15,000 feet), Ladak {October 1873), Karatagh lake, on 
snow (16,890 feet), Yaikund, October nib, 1873. Midday temperature 33". Also in Kumao* 
and Native Sikkim. 

Expanse : r62 to 2-30 inches. 

Description : " Most nearly allied to V. rizana, Moore, from Chini. Differing in being 
[usually] somewhat smaller, less angled below the apex of forewing and at the middle of the 
hindwing ; the black markings on the upperside are much less prominent, the black oblique 
bands on the forewing merging into the red, and appearing somewhat confluent ; the outer 
transverse discal yellow band is also broader. Other markings similar. On the underside 
ihe interspaces between the markings on fas forewing are very much paler." {Afoore, I.e. 10 
Ann. and Mag of Nat. Hist.) 

There is a single male of this species in Colonel Lang's collection from Kunawar, 
and Captain Elwes' and Mr. Otto Moller's native collectors obtained it at high elevations in 
Native Sikktm. Mr. Doherty records it from " Near Kalapani, Nepalese Tibet, 14,000 feet ; 
another near Hindi, Chinese Tibet, 15,000 feet. The prehensores are quite different from 
those of V. kasckfttirensis." 

It is distinguished from V. rizana by both wings being less angled, and on the upper- 
side there is a pale yellow discal band commencing on the costa of the forewing between the

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second and third black quadrate patches and extending across the hind wing beyond the black 
basal area which inwardly bounds it. Mr. Moore's figure is much too highly coloured, 
all the markings are duller and less sharply denned. It is a rare species in collections. 
Captain Elwes writes regarding it in his paper on the Butterflies of Sikkim " About 
fifteen specimens, mostly worn, of this species, all of which agree in their characters, and 
can be known at once from the forms of V. nrtka by the shape of the fore wing, which 
is rounded at the apex, with hardly a trace of the projecting point below the angle which 
is conspicuous in V. nrlictr, V. kashmeriensis^ and V, polyehhrot. It seems to be an inhabitant 
of the high cold plateau of Tibet, was first taken at Gogra in Ladak, and has never been 
sent to England from Sikkim, to my knowledge, before ; so I think we may conclude that it 
does not occur on this side of the passes." 

528. Vanessa Xanthomslas, Wiener Verzeichniss. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 73 8).

Habitat : Eastern Europe, Central Asia, Western Himalayas. 

Expanse: 2'oto 3*0 inches. 

Description: Male and" female. Upperside, loth wings rich fulvous, the outer 
margin broadly black, bearing two indistinct diffused ochreous marginal lines, which are 
broken by bluish spots at the ends of the nervules. Fortwing with two black spots ia the 
m ddle of the cell, often more or less joined, sometimes forming a single quadrate spot, a large 
quadrate black patch at the end of the cell bounded above by the coata and below by the third 
median nervule, beyond which is a pale yellow diffused patch on the cosia, another black 
1 atch beyond decreasing in width from the costa to the lower dtscoidal nervule ; with a pale 
yellowish move or less macular streak beyond from the costa to the upper discoidal interspace ; 
two more or less rounded black spots on the disc, the lower the larger, divided by the second 
median nervule; two other larger similar spots in the submedian interspace, the outer one 
the smaller, less distinct and diffused ; the costa more or less striated wilh ochreous and black. 
Hindwing with a large somewhat rounded black spot from the middle of the costa to the dis- 
coidal nervule, the disco-eel lulars defined with two fine black lines, a prominent series of blue 
lunules on the black margin within the ochreous lines. Underside ochreous, densely striated 
with deep brown and black, the basal half and outer margins of the wings much darker. Both 
above and below this species is densely hairy, more so than any other Indian species of 
butterfly known to me. 

Dr. Lang" gives Northern India as the only Asiatic habitat of V. xanthornelas, but for V. 
polychloros he gives Asia Minor, Armenia, Syria and Siberia. The differences between the 
two species are very slight. Dr. Lang says that V. xantfwmeLis differs from V. polychloias 
** by the somewhat sharper angular projections of the hind margins, the redder ground-colour 
of ihe wings [on the upperside] ; and by the presence of a whitish [in all the Indian specimciiM 
of V. xantkomelas 1 have seen, this spot is pale yellow] spot on the apical side of the exterior 
costal black spot. The blue lunules on the hind wing are rather more definite. The markings 
of the underside are more defiued, and there is on the middle of the hindwing a faint light 
spot," the latter being also present in V. polychloios. There seems to be really no character 
by which these two species can be satisfactorily separated, but I keep them distinct in accor- 
dance with the generally accepted opinions of entomological writers. Dr. Staudingei t has 
also expressed his opinion that they <ire doubtfully distinct. 

In India V. xantkomelas is a rare species, and appears to be confined to the Western 
Himalayas, though it has been recorded in Horsfield and Moore's Catalogue from Daijiiing. 
Iu Simla and Kulu it appears on the wing in the early summer for a very short period just

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after it has emerged from the pupa, it then disappears till the following spring, when the 
eggs are laid and the early stages of the insect rapidly passed through. Dr, T. C. Jerdon took 
a single specimen at Gulmurg in Kashmir. 1 have taken it near Dalhousie, Mr. A. Graham 
Young has bred it in Kulu on Pistachio integerrima, the " larvse gregarious, under a loose 
web whilst feeding, when about to change to pupae they desert the food-plant and disperse 
amongst low herbage ;" Mr. Hocking has reared it on willow. The larva is ferruginous 
fuscous thickly sprinkled with ochreous ; there is a dorsal and two lateral lines devoid of 
ochreous markings but defined with ochreous on each side, the head is small and. black with 
numerous small black tubercles, the body cylindrical, constricted at each segment, gradually 
increasing in width to the fourth segment, each segment furnished with six stout black branched 
spines, of which the upper pair are the largest, the anterior legs black, the posterior ones 
concolourous with the rest of the body. This description is taken from larvae preserved by 
Mr. Hocking. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Kulu specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Habitat : Eastern Europe, Central Russia, Northern Asia, Kashmir, 

Expanse : 2'0 to 3*3 inches. 

Description : Male and female. Ufperside, both imn^s deep fulvous. Forewing 
with a black constricted spot across the middle of the cell, a large quadrate spot at its end, 
reaching from the costa to the third median nervule, with a pale yellow diffused costal patch 
rm each side of it, the apex broadly black bearing a pure white costal spot divided by the 
fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, a round black spot in the second median interspace, two 
black spots each in the two following interspaces, the margin broadly black bearing two 
indistinct ochreous lines, the basejmd inner margin sprinkled with fuscous scales. Hindwing 
with a large rounded black spot from the middle of the costa to the discoidal nervule, with a 
white quadrate spot placed outwardly against it, the margin broadly black enclosing a more 
or less distinct series of lounded spots paler than the ground-colour and two indistinct marginal 
lines. Underside ochreous but very variable, both in the tone of the ground-colour and the 
extent and disposition of the markings, more or less densely irrorated and striated with 
various shades of black, brown and white, the basal area darker, sharply outwardly defined 
with a very irregular black line, the outer margin of the foreiving between the angulations 
also darker, and bearing a bluish line ; hindwing with a small white mark at the end of the 
cell, often obsolete. It is distinctly transitional to the next group of species. 

Dr, Lang (Butt, of Eur., p. 173) describes the larva in Europe as " brownish -red, with a 
dark dorsal line, and yellowish- white lateral stripes ; the spines are yellowish with darker 
tips. Gregarious on poplar and sallow," 

Dr. T. C. Jerdon took this species at Gulmurg, 9,000 feet ; it has also been taken at Sona- 
murg, both in Kashmir, which are the only records of its occurrence in India. It appears to 
be a rare species. On the upperside it bears a close resemblanee to V. xanthomelas, especially 
on the forewing ; the hindwing however prominently differs in having a white patch beyond the 
black patch on the middle of the costa, and in the entire absence of the blue luxuries. 

The next two species belong to a genus which has been separated from Vanessa under 
the name of Grapta by Kirby, Typically the genus differs from Vanessa by the costa of the 
forewing at the base being deeply excavated, the inner margin highly sinuous, and the 
outer margins more deeply crenulated, but all these characters are variable. In Grapta egea, 
Cramer, they are hardly more prominent than in Vanessa van-album. The palpi and forelegs 
are less hairy than in Vanessa, being clothed with large densely matted scales. 
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530- VaaOSfia Offoa, Cramer.

Habitat : Parts of South Europe, the Caspian, Asia Minor, Persia, Turkestan, Kouldja, 
Queua. 

Expanse : 175 to 2-4 inches. 

Description : Female. Uppkrside, both wings pale fulvous, the outer margins with two 
fuscous- ferruginous Hues, with a series of indistinct pale yellow lunules within. J-otcwiag 
with two black spots, one above the other in the middle of the cell, a large quadrate spot 
fiom the costa to the third median neivule at its end, a round spot in the middle of 
the 'submedian interspace, a diffused blackish patch on the costa near the apex, with other 
indistinct markings of a darker fulvous than the ground-colour on the disc. JJiiuivtng 
with a black spot on the middle of the costa reaching the second subcostal nervule, and 
another at the end of the cell. Underside, both foings pale brown, beautifully maibled 
and streaked with various shades of ochreotis, brown and black, a dUeal irregular pale band. 
Hindwing v. ilh a white mark at the end of the cell formed of two straight lines meeting at 
a very obtuse angle like a broad letter V. The male does not differ from the female. 

This description is taken from a single female specimen captured at Quetta, 6,500 feet, 
which is the only occurrence of V. egea within Indian limits known to me. It differs from 
European specimens of the species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, in lucking the two 
round black spots on the disc of the forewing on the upperside, divided by the second 
median nervule, but there are traces of these lost spots, there being spots in their place of 
a deeper shade of fulvous than the ground-colour. V. egea has the inner margin of the fore- 
wing almost straight, the costa of the forewing hardly at all excavated at the base, and the 
outer margin of both wings much less angled than in the following species. 

The larva in Europe is described by Vi. Lang (butt, of Eur., p. 169) as being " blue 
and spiny, second segment striped transversely with black and yellow. Said to be solitary on 
Parictaria officinalis"

Habitat : Europe, Asia Minor, Persia, Armenia, Himalayas. 
Expanse : i 8 to 2*3 inches. 

Description : Male and female. Upperside, both wings varying in shade from light 
fulvous to dark fulvous-red, the base irrorated with fuscous, and with a marginal black band, 
sometimes very broad on the hindwing and enclosing a series of spots of the ground-colour, at 
others much narrower, with a series of black more or less conjoined spots within, divided from 
it by a band of the ground-colour, sometimes 011 the forewing with a series of pale yellow 
spots placed inwardly against it. Forewing with a black bar in the middle of the cell often 
divided into two well-separated spots one above the other, a black bar at the end of the cell 
from the costa to the third median nervule, sometimes with a diffused pale yellow costal patch 
placed outwardly against it, with a wedge-shaped black bar beyond ; with three rounded 
discal spots and a fourth less distinct diffused spot near the anal angle. Hindwing with three 
discal black spots. Underside extremely variable, the ground-colour sometimes ochreous, 
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sometimes umber-brown, sometimes almost black, banded, streaked and striated with various 
shades of colour. Hindwing -with a prominent comma-shaped white mark at the end of 
the cell. Dr. Lang (Hull, of Eur., p. 170) describes the larva in Europe as *' greyish-brown, a 
white dorsal stri|*e reaching from the 7th to the 13th segment. Head with two horn-like 
projections. The colour of the head is black, and also that of the second segment, which 
is covered with minute bristly warts ; the rest of the body is covered with branching spines, 
brown and white in colour. The spiracles are black, surrounded with white and red-brown." 

Colonel Lang writes of it : " This Grapta, though apparently common at Gulmurg, 
Kashmir, occurs but rarely in Kunawar, where, however, I have taken it at several localities far 
apart, and of diverse altitudes and climates. Thus one very fine fresh specimen was taken on 
the bleak Hungiung Pass, at about 15,000 feet altitude ; while others were taken 200 miles away 
on the lower, well-wooded ranges of the Simla district. The species varies considerably in the 
colouring of the underside." Captain Elwes in his paper on the Butterflies of Sikkim remarks 
of it : "A single, rather worn specimen was included in the collection, which, until we know 
more of the Himalayan varieties, 1 prefer to call V. c-album. It is certainly much nearer to 
Amur specimens of V. c-album than to .what I have from Mr. Moore as typical V, agnicula. I 
have only seen one specimen from Sikkim before, which differed from this one ; and four others 
which I possess from various parts of the Himalayas differ from each other as much as a similar 
number of European specimens from various localities do. Unfortunately, I have but fifty 
specimens in all of this group— not a tithe of what would be required to illustrate it properly ; but 
the more I see the more impossible it seems to define them clearly. As far as I can see at pre- 
sent, no one can say to what species a given specimen of any of these forms belongs, unless he 
was told where it came from ; and if that be so, what more is necessary to prove my theory ?" 
From the large series of specimens from the Himalayas ranging from Kashmir to Sikkim now 
before me, I am unable also to find a single constant character by which they can be separated 
into distinct species or even local races ; they vary in every possible way, in outline, in the 
extent and distinctness of all the markings, and in the tone of colouration on both upper and 
undersides. It is very probable some of the variations are due to seasonal dimorphism, the 
Spring brood being pale, the Autumn brood dark-coloured. Mr. Moore has described one form 
as a distinct species under the name of Grapta agnicula, but the distinctive characters on which 
it is based appear to me to be quite inconstant. A description of it is given below.* 

Vanessa c-albutn has an enormous range in the Himalayas, from Kashmir to Sikkim at any 
rate, but appears to be nowhere common. Mr. K. Ellis took it on the Sanch Pass, Cliuiuba, 
at 13,000 feet, in September, and at Pangi, 9,000 feet, in May, Mr Doherty met with it 
in Kumaon, from 8,000 to 15,000 feet elevation, and he remarks that he can separate his 
own specimens of G. c-album and G. agnicula by means of slight differences in the pre- 
hensores as well as by the shape and colouring. I took it at Chumpur, Kashmir, in June. 

Vanessa (Gtapia) c-aureum, Linnaeus, has been recorded from Penang.f It occurs in 
China and Japan, and I know of no other record of its occurrence out of those countries. 
Genus eZ.-SYSIBRENTSlA, Hubner. (Plate XXIII).

•' HtAD, of moderate width, hairy ; eyes, oval, not remarkably prominent, hairy ; palpi, 
ascending, projecting beyond the forehead, clothed with long scales, rather closely appressed, 
except at the back of the second joint towards the apex, first joint short, subcylindric, curved, 
two-fifths the length of the second joiut, second joint cyliudric, scarcely curved, subtruncate

three-fourths the length of the body, terminating in a rather short obtuse club. Thorax, oval, 
stout, hairy. ABHOMEN. about two-thirds the length of the inner margin of the hindwing. 
Forewing, nearly triangular, the apex very slightly truncate, costal margin but little 
curved, outer margin alwut three-fourths the length of the costal, slightly emarginate, 
inner margin nearly straight, equal to the outer; costal MWff rather stout, extending 
beyond the middle of the wing ; subcostal n^rvure five-branched, its first branch thrown off 
considerably beyond [before] the middle, its second shortly before the end of the cell, the third 
at a greater distance from the origin of the second than from that of the fourth, this last nearer 
tn the apex than to the origin of the third ; upper disco-cellular nertttle very short, middle 
disco-cellular much curved, about half the length of the lower, which is nenrly straight, and 
anastamoses with the third median nervule where this last makes a slight angle.

third median ncvule scarcely curved. Forrlrgs, of the male with the femur scaly ; the 
tibia, except at the base, and the tarsus, densely clothed with very long hairs, femur longer 
than the tibia, tibia nnd tarsus equal in length, the former slenderer at the base than at the 
apex, the latter cylinuYic, scarcely curved, rounded at the base and apex. Of the female 
with the femur, tibia, and tarsus scaly, and furnished with long delicate hairs, least numerous 
on the tarsus, tibia much shorter than the femur, equal in length to the tarsus, tarsus four- 
jointed, the first cylindric, spiny below, the spines small, the apex unarmed, second joint about 
one-fourth the length of the first, armed with a few small spines below, and two stronger 
ones at the apex, third and fourth joints combined scarcely longer than the second, both 
armed with two spines at '.he apex, those of the fourth having a tuft of hair at the base. 
Mn>r>LE and hi ndi.bgs, with the tibia? and tarsi of equal length, shorter than the femora, 
which are rather short, tibta spiny within except at the base, the spines short, slender, 
arranged in two nearly regular series, tarsi spiny below and at the sides, except the fifth 
joint, which wants the lateral series of spines ; spines of the lower surface in two somewhat 
regular series ; first joint longer than the rest combined, second joint less than one-third the 
length of the first, third joint rather more than half the length of the second, longer than the 
fourth, fifth joint longer than the second; claws short, curved, grooved below; paronychia 
bilaciniate, outer lacinia slender, pointed, as long as the claw, inner lacinia shorter, slender, 
pointed ; puh-illits jointed, shorter than the claws." {Doubleday, I. c.) 

Symbi enthia is a truly Oriental genus, being found only in India and the Malay Archi- 
pelago extending into China, being absent however from Ceylon, the Andaman and Nicobar 
Inlands and the Malay peninsula. The species are all of small size, the uppcrsirle black with 
ochreous or fulvous bands arranged as in Neftis, the underside is usually paler, and marked 
with black tesseiations with some blue or green conical spots and a marginal line on the hind* 
wing in some species, in others the underside is streaked and lined with ferruginous, with some 
violet powdering on the hindwing. In all the species the third median nervule of the hindwing 
is produced into a short tooth or tail. They have a rapid flight, but frequently settle. Mr. 
Wallace remarks of them that they "are strong and active insects, frequenting sunny places 
on the skirts of the forests.*

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings black with pale fulvous markings. 
Forewing with a broad discoidal streak, its upper edge indented before and at the end of 
the cell, its lower edge irregular, extending beyond and below the cell ; a subapical oblique 
streak, often divided into two portions, the lower the smaller, sometimes coalescing with the 
discoidal streak, with a small spot beyond; a broad oblique discal band from the second 
median interspace to the inner margin. Hindwing with the discal band in continuation 
of that on the forewing, suddenly widening out at the abdominal fold, a broad patch on the 
costa between the termination of the discal band and the base of the wing, a submarginal 
broad band gradually attenuating to the outer angle, a fine marginal more or less interrupted 
line. Underside, both wings pale fulvous, marked with dark ferruginous short streaks 
and spots almost throughout, which assume the form of a somewhat conspicuous discal 
band, with a small violet spot placed outwardly against it in the second median interspace, 
and another within it in the submedian interspace of the forewing. fiindwing more or 
less irroialed with pale violet on the abdominal margin and towards the anal angle, some 
bluish, metallic submarginal lunules from the discoidal nervule to the anal angle, most distinct 
in the second median interspace* Female larger, all the markings larger and paler, as is 
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also the ground-colour of the underside, where all the markings are clearer and better 
defined. 

5. hippoclus is the widest spread species of the genus and the most abundant in indivi- 
duals where met with. It occurs in India throughout the Himalayas and Assam to Upper 
Tenasserim, and again in the Eastern Ghats (Doherty). It is very variable, a not un- 
common form with the fulvous bands on the upperside greatly widened and coalescing 
throughout, much reducing the black ground-colour thereby, has been described as a 
separate species as below* under the name of S. danika. This form appears to occur 
casually wherever S. hippoclus is met with, and as it is extremely inconstant, some of my 
specimens being even more erratically marked than the typical S. datuAa, 1 have no hesita- 
tion in considering them as all belonging to one variable species. 

533 Symfcouthia kiiasiana, Moore. 

S. kkasiana, Moore. Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1874, p. 569. 

Habitat : Khasi Hills. 

Expanse: S, 175; 9, 2"i2 inches. 

Description : "Male and female. Allied to S. hyppochi % but differs from N.-W. 
Himalayan specimens on the upperside in having the orange-red bands somewhat narrower, 
and in the submargmal band on the hindwin^ being dotted with black. On the undkusidk 
the interlactngs and other markings are prominent." {Moore, 1, c.J 

I have never seen a specimen of this species. As stated above S. hippoclus is extremely 
variable in the breadth of the bands on the upperside, the dotting of the sub marginal band 
on the hind wing with black may, however, be sufficient to distinguish S. Jchasiana. 

534- SymTarontlila lilaa, Hwitwn,

Habitat-. East India, 
Expanse: i 8 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside dark brown Forming with a bnnrt from the 
base to beyond the middle, a minute spot at the apex, two spots below it (one nearly 
bipartite), a lunular spot {near the end of the first band), and a bifid band between it and 
the inner margin, all rufous-orange. Himhving with a spot before the middle and two spots 
on the ventral fold rufous. Underside ochreous-yellow, clouded with rufous-brown, Both 
wings crossed beyond the middle by a common rufous band. I/mdwing- crossed near the base 
by a band of brown ; tinted with lilac from the middle to the anal angle." (Hcwitson, 1. c.) 

I have seen no Symbrenthia agreeing with the description above or with Hewitson's 
figure. I feel sure, however, that S. liLm is only a melanotd aberration of S. Atppoe/us t 
a common form in which the yellow colour prevails being the S daruha, Moore- 
All the species that follow are distinguished from the foregoing by having the underside 
marked with black tesselations.

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Forewing with a discoidal .streak, a short subapical streak divided into two portions by the 
lower discoidal nervule, sometimes with a third spot placed above it in the next interspace, 
sometimes with a fourth spot placed outwardly against it in the lower discoidal interspace, 
the streak however never reaching the costa ; a discal oblique band from the middle of the 
first median interspace to the inner margin, sometimes touching the second median nervule. 
Hindwing with a pale yellow costal 3treak, a discal band in continuation of that on the 
fore wing, sometimes bounded by the median nervure, in other specimens continued broadly 
and diffused!/ on to the abdominal margin ; a broader submarginal band attenuated towards 
the apex, sometimes with a fine disconnected marginal* line. The width and extent of the 
markings on the upperside are very variable, some Sikkim examples have them fully twice 
as broad as in others from the same locality. Underside, both wings very pale yellow, 
with a marginal and submarginal very fine black line, the black ground-colour above more 
or less represented by black tesselations ; the fulvous bands of the upperside replaced by 
diffused whitish bands on the underside. Forewing with the lower portion of the cell marked 
with two fulvous mirks, some patches of the same colour on the disc below the third 
median nervule. Hindwing with a submarginal series of five more or less heart-shaped or 
conical black spots profusely powdered with metallic green and surrounded by a fine black line, 
a lunulated black line on the margin, these lunules from the anal angle to the discoidal 
nervule broad and also powdered with metallic green, a single similar lunule on the abdo- 
minal margin at the termination of the internal nervure. Thorax above black thickly 
clothed with ferruginous scales, abdomen ferruginous above streaked with black, palpi, body 
and legs beneath pale yellow, the abdomen spotted with black in three rows- Female. 
Upperside, both wings altogether much paler, all the markings much broader, the subapical 
band on the forewing very large and continued broadly to the costa, a narrow streak 
beyond. The marginal line on the hindwing prominent. UNDERSIDE paler, marked as in the 
male, but the black tesselations larger and more prominent. 

Next to S. hippodus this species occurs most commonly. In India its distribution is 
much more limited, it is met with only in the hilly portions of the North-East of our 
Empire, from Eastern Kumaon to Upper Assam and Cachar. Mr. \V. Doherty found it 
abundant in the Kali Valley in Eastern Kumaon at from two to four thousand fed 
elevation ; it occurs in Sikkim at low elevations almost throughout the year, and in Major 
Marshall's collection are specimens taken by Dr. E. K. Johnson at Shillong in July. 

536- Symbrsnthla cotanda, Moore. 

S. coteuida, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1874, p. 569, pi. Ixvi, fig. 9, mate. 

Habitat : Darjiling. 
Expanse: $, 1 '87 j ? , 2*00 inches. 

Description. " Male. Allied to S. kypsdis (figured by Boisdaval and Doubleday), 
but is smaller ; bands orange-red, very broad ; the band from base of forewing with irregular 
sinuous margins and confluent with cloudy red patches below the cell ; narrow marginal 
line on hindwing distinct and extending to near anterior angle. Underside white, clouded 
with dark yellow j tesselations similar; submarginal series of metallic-green conical spots 
and caudal lunules prominent. Female differs from the male only in having paler bands, and 
in the oblique subapical spot being irregularly lengthened and extending from the costa to 
near edge of exterior margin, above which is a small recurved streak." {Moore, L c.) 

I possess specimens of 5. hypsdis from Sikkim which approach the figure of S. cotanda 
very closely, but do not quite agree with it. S. cotanda has all the markings very broad, but 
as pointed out in the description of S. kypselis this feature is a very variable one. In the 
broadest -marked male specimens of S. hypsdis the subapical streak on the forewing is formed 
of three or four portions ; in 5. cotanda it is formed of two only as in typical S. hypsdis. This 
slight character is the only one I can find to separate these two species, and I consider them to 
be very doubtfully distinct. 
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537- Symbre&tfcia ailphaada, Moure.

Habitat: Sikkim Himalayas. 

Expanse: ^,i-8 to 2*0; ?, 2 '00 to 225 inches. 

Description : " Male and female. Upperside Jark fuliginous In-own. Forming with 
a testaceous [clay-coloured] elongated discoidal streak, an oblique subapical irregular streak 
[reaching the costa], a small apical lunule, a broad band extending obliquely from near 
posterior angle to abdominal margin of the hind-wing, below which band is a submarginal 
tunular band. Underside pale testaceous yellow. Forewing tesselatcd with black along 
base of costa, at the apex, obliquely from middle of outer margin, and across the base of the 
kindzomg, broadly from lower part of abdominal margin, and then decreasing upwards towards 
the angle, beneath which is a series of broad metallic-green lmmles with black double borders ; 
outside these is a marginal band, the middle portion being metallic-green. The spaces re- 
presenting the streaks and bands of the upperside are very pale and glossy on the underside," 
(Afoore, 1. c.) 

This very beautiful and distinct species appears to be confined to low elevations in Sikkim, 
where Mr. Olio Moller has obtained it sparingly. On the upperside it may be at once distin- 
guished from S. kyfselis by all the markings being ixileochreous-white, the subapical streak of 
the forewing reaching the costa in both sexes. On the hind wing there is often a line interrupted 
submarginal yellow line. On the underside both the white hands and black tesselations are 
more distinct than in S. ftyfsc/is. In fine fresh specimens there is a distinct cerulean-blue 
metallic black-lined spot at the anal angle of the hindwing on the underside, and another 
similar spot at the termination of the internal ncrvure, all the other metallic markings being 
green. The sexes in this species differ but slightly. 

538. Symbrentliia silana, de N.

HABITAT : Sikkim, Bhutan. 

Expanse : J , 2 1 ; ? , 2*3 inches. 

Description: "Male, Upperside, both wings black. Forewing with a very regular 
streak from the base to beyond the cell extending slightly below the median but not touching 
the subcostal nervure, a subapical irregular streak nut quite reaching the costa or the outer 
margin, beyond which is a curved narrow lunular line ; a broad band placed obliquely from the 
second median nervule to the inner margin. Hindwing with a broad discal baud, a submarginal 
one less than half the width of the discal band becoming attenuated anteriorly, an obsuleie 
(hardly traceable) very fine marginal line ; all these markings bright ochreous paler in the 
middle. UNDERSIDE with the markings as above, but glossy opaline white, the black ground- 
colour replaced by prominent black and yellow tessetatiuns. Hindwing with a discal scries 
of five imperfect somewhat cone-shaped spots of moderate size, the three nearest the anal 
angle centred with brilliant metallic blue ; three lunules of that colour at the anal angle. 
Both wings with the margin black, a submarginal fmc line defined with yellow., on both sides. 
Female larger, the forewing broader, the outer margin evenly curved. Markings throughout 
paler, except the blue ones on the underside of the hindwing, which are larger and more 
prominent. The subapical streak on the upperside of the forewing touching the costa, and 
a small narrow spot just within it." 

'.'Near to S. ntp/tanda, Moore, which also occurs in Sikkim, but may at once be distin- 
guished from that species by the ochreous bands on the upperside being much wider, and ou 
the underside much paler also, The five cone-shaped imperfect spots are less than half the 
size of those of S. niphanda, and the centres of three of them and the anal lunules are 
pure cerulean blue instead of green." (de NicevUte, 1 c.) All the specimens I have seen have 
been obtained in Sikkim at low elevations by Mr. Otto Moller, except one from liuxa, fchulau, 
by the Museum collector, Moti Ram. It is a rare species. 
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539- Symtoentkia asthala, Moore. (Plate XXIII, Fig. 106 £). 

S. asthala, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874, p. 269, a. 29, pi. xliii, fig. 9, male; id., Doherty, Journ. 
A. S. B-, vol. Iv, pt. a, p. 122, n. 74 (1886). 

Habitat : Kashmir, Simla, Masuri, North- Western Kumaon. 
Expanse : 1-75 to 2 00 inches. 

Description: "Male. Differs from S. hypselis in being much smaller. On the 
uppersidk the bands are of the same orange-red colour, but of a different shape and broader, 
the oblique subapical streak of fotewing being lengthened and extending nearly across the apex. 
On the underside the colour is nearly uniform orange-yellow, the tesselations somewhat 
different and the submarginal band composed of imperfectly formed conical lunules, partly 
dashed with metallic green ; lunules from anal angle to tail similar to those in S. hypselis" 
{Moore, 1. c.) " Female. Differs from the male in the red markings on the upperside being 
paler, the apical band of forcwing wider and longer, extending from the extreme costa almost 
to the outer margin, approaching the discoidal band, remote from the lower band, having a 
deep sinus [indentation] on its lower side and a streak given out upwardly from its outer 
end. Lower band broad, its upper part clavate, displaced outwardly above the lower median 
nervule ; discoidal band irregular, heavy, its end produced below the middie median nervule. 
Lower band of himhuing extends only to the second subcostal nervule, with only a trace of a 
submarginal line beyond it. Underside, nearly uniform orange-tawny, the base of both tying* 
and costa of fotewing paler ochreous." {Doherty ; I. c.) 

This is a somewhat rare species which I have taken in the bed of the Simla river occasion- 
ally. The colour of the bands above is the same as in S. hypselis, differing therefore from 
S. niphandi and S. si/ana in which Lhey are much paler. The underside also being yellow 
throughout will easily distinguish it from all the preceding species. Mr. W. Doherty took 
this species in the Pindari Valley in North- Western Kuinaon at 7,000 feet. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Masuii. 

540. Symtaathia "brabira, Moore, 

S. brabira, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lend., 1872, p. 553. 

Habitat : N. India. 
Expanse t 175 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside black, with very broad irregular-margined orange- 
red bauds, disposed as in S. hypselis. Underside deep yellow. Forewing imperfectly 
tesselated with black at the base, below and at the apex, and on the middle. Hindwing 
tesselated at the base and on the abdominal margin ; the submarginal band formed of narrow 
lunular lines ; a marginal series of narrow lunules, of which the third from the angle is 
metallic green" {Moore, I. c. ) 

I have never seen this species, and the locality given is very vague. It is of course 
abundantly distinct from S. hypselis, but very close apparently to S. asthala. From the des- 
cription the metallic green markings on the underside of the hindwing appear to be reduced 
to a single lunule, which feature, if constant, should be sufficient to distinguish it from 
.S. asthala. 

541. SymfcrentMa hysudra, Moore. 

A\ hysudra, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1874, p. 268, n. 28, pi. xb'ti, fig, S, male; id., Duheety, Journ, 
A. S. B., vol, lv, pt. 2, p. 123, n. 75 (18S6). 

Habitat : Kashmir, Kulu, Simla, North- Western Kumaon, 

Expanse : 1*87 to 2-30 inches. 

Description: "Male. Differs from S. hypselis (Bgured by Boisduval and Doubleday) 
in being smaller, the hindwing more rounded exteriorly and shorter hindwards, On the 
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upperside the bands are of an orange-yellow, much broader ami with irregular sinuous 
margins, the band from the hind margin of frrewing being joined to the subnpical and extend- 
ing thence inwards to the costa, from which a small streak ascends to near the apex ; on the 
kindwing the submarginal band is narrower, has an even outer edge, and extends to very near 
the anterior angle ; a narrow marginal line runs from anal to anterior angle. On the under- 
side the tesselations are different, but prominent ; the submarginal band on himiwing is formed 
of short black transverse streaks, the second and third spaces only tinged with metallic greyish 
blue ; a short black anal spot and two greyish-blue-slreaked black- bo rdered lunulcs from caudal 
angle." {Moore, 1. c.) " The female is much like the male, but all the red markings are 
larger and more confluent." {Doherty, 1. c.) 

I have specimens of this species from Simla named by Mr. Moore. It is quite distinct 
From S. hypselis % but it is near to S. asthala, differing from that species in the bands of the 
upperside being much paler in colour and broader, the subapical streak reaching the costa, 
always coalescing with the discal band in the female, occasionally doing so (according to Mr. 
Moore) in the male, and with a short streak beyond. In two Simla male specimens taken 
by me the discal conical spots and submarginal lunules on the underside of the hindwing arc 
very large and centred with cerulean blue, not green ; in two Kulu female specimens they 
are more or less obsolete. It is a rare species. Mr. \V. Doherty met with it in the Pindaii 
Valley in North- Western Kuinaon, 5—8,000 feet. 

aeaus 83.— RHINOPALPA, Pettier. (Plate XXIII). 

Rhinopalpa, Felder, Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv, p. 399 (i860) ; idem, id., Netics I-ep., p. 49,

•' Differs from Precis, Ilubner, Moore, in its longer antenna: and palpi, more robust 
habit ; in the third subcostal branch of the fore wing arising long after the middle of the 
wing, and the second discoidal nervule of that wing very near to the first, scarcely arched." 
{Felder, I. c. in Wien. Ent. Monatsch.) 

FoRKWtNG, triangular ; cosla very strongly arched, slightly indented near the base ; apex 
truncate ; outer margin very deeply emarginate between the upper discoidal and first median 
nervules, below which it is oblique ; inner margin slightly sinuous ; costal nervure reaching 
the middle of the wing ; subcostal nervure giving off its first and second branches close together 
before the end of the cell, third branch emitted nearer to the origin of the fourth than to the 
apex of the cell, not reaching the apex of the wing, fourth branch reaching the apex ; upper 
disco-cellular nervule short, outwardly oblique ; middle disco-cellular practically obsolete, as the 
discoLtal nervules spring from the same point, lower disco-cellular absent, so that the discoidal 
cell is entirely open ; third median nervule gently arched ; sub median nervure straight. IIiND- 
wing, with the costal margin slightly arched, the outer margin almost straight to the discoidal 
nervule which is produced into a blunt tail, afterwards deeply concave to the anal angle, which 
is produced ; abdominal margin deeply excavated below the termination of the internal 
nervure, and again slightly at the termination of the submedian nervure ; pracostal nervure 
strongly bent outwards ; costal nervure strongly zxckeA, firsi subcostal nervule gently arched; 
jower disco-cellular nervule absent, so that the discoidal cell is entirely open; third median 
nervule almost straight. Palpi long, porrect, reaching to the level of the top of the head; 
eyes not very prominent, naked ; antenna short, less than half the length of the forewing, 
terminating in a lengthened somewhat large club ; thorax stout ; abdomen short. 

The above description is taken from the typical species, R. fulva, Felder, the only other 
Indian species, which is allied to R, sabina, Cramer, presents many points of difference, and has 
been described as the type of a distinct genus by Mr. Doherty as below under the name of Yoma* 

• Genus Yoma, Doherty; MS. Forbwing. shaped as in Rhinopafila, with the costa similarly indented at the 
base, the apex falcate, but the outer margin almost straight below the falcaiion.

one-sixth before the end of the cell, the second slightly nearer the end of the cell than to the origin of the first, 
the third at more than one-third between the end of the ceil and the apex of the wing, opposite to the end of 
Ihe iirst subcostal, reaching the apex of the wing, ihc fourth vaA.fi/th midway between the origin of the fourth 
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These two species agree in having the costa of the (brewing slightly excavated near the base, as 
in some species of Grapta, and the apex falcate, the outer margin in A\ fuha is deeply excavated 
below the falcation, and produced again at the extremity of the first median nervule, while in 
Yoma vasuki (the Indian species) it is nearly straight ; the hindvving in A\ fulva is tailed at the 
termination of the discoidal nervule, in Y. sabina (described from Amboyna) and Y. vasuki the 
tail is produced at the third median nervule. There are also many differences in venation, in 
Rhinopalpa the discoidal cell of both wings is open, in Yoma it is closed, &c. St. fulva is rich 
fulvous on the upperside with a dark brown border on the outer margin, with three or four smatl 
round black spots within the dark border on the hindwing, the female paler ; Y. vasuki is dark 
brown with a broad discal reddish ochreous band. The genus contains some eight or nine des- 
cribed species, occurring in Assem, Cachar, Arakan, Upper Tenasserim, the Malay Peninsula, 
Sumatra, Java, Celebes, the Philippines, Amboyna and New Guinea.

543. R. (1'ouea) vasuki, Arakan. British Burma. 

542. Ehiaopalpa fulva, Felder. (Plate XXIII, Fig. 102 & ).

Habitat : Assam, Cachar, Chittagong, Arakan, Upper Tenasserim, Province Wcllesley, 
Malacca. 

Expanse : 6* , 2*3 to 31 ; $ , 2*9 to 3-2 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, deep fulvous, /arriving with the border, hindwing 
with the external margin black ; the latter with four posterior rounded black spots. 
Underside, both wings shining brown, with two fuscous basal fascia; girdled with bluish, 
near which a pair of undulate bluish btriga;, a third discal and an exterior fascia fuscous. 
Forewing with six ocelli, hindwing with five. Closely allied to R. folynice^ Cramer." {Felde 1 ; 
I.e. in. Wien. Ent. Monatsch.) 

"Male. Uppeksiue, foiaving reddish ochraceous, with a broad fuscous outer marginal 
border, which is inwardly slightly concave. Cilia greyish. - Hindwing reddish ochraceous, with 
a broad fuscous outer marginal border, narrowing and terminating above discoidal neivule, be- 
tween which and the anal angle are two submarginal fuscous lines, the outer one broadest, and 
both preceded by three [or four] round fuscous spots, situated [one in the subcostal interspace] 
two between the median nervules, and one between the third median and the discoidal 
nervules — the colour at the area of these spots is distinctly darker ; extreme margin fuscous, 
with the cilia greyish, and a fuscous spot at anal angle posteriorly surrounded with an 
obovate violaceous margin. Underside fuscous, the basal halves darkest, where they 
are crossed by two irregular almost concolourous fascia;, denoted by their margins, which 
are pale bluish and much-waved, siuuated and broken; about the middle the wings are 
also crossed by three contiguous, much-waved and sinuated pale bluish lines, the outer one 
of which is broken and somewhat indistinct— between these lines the colour is paler, and 
they are outwardly bounded by a waved fuscous line, which in some places becomes confluent 

and the apex of the wing; upper disco-cellular somewhat long, directed obliquely outwards ; middle disco- 
cellular strongly angled, four times as long as the upper, its upper two-thirds straight, directed inwardly, its 
lower one-third also straight directed outwardly, loioer disco-cellular outwardly concave, joining the median 
nervure just beyond the origin of the second median nervule, half again as long as the niiudle disco-cellular. 
Hindvving produced into a short blunt tail at the end of the third median nervule and another at the anal angle, 
the abdominal margin regularly excavated below the internal neivure, not deeply and sharply and ending in two 
anal lobes as in Khbiopttipa ; the pnecostal turvurc slightly bind, the discoidal cell closed by a fine tower disco- 
cellular nervule, somewhat concave, and joining the median nervure some distance before the origin of the second 
median nervule, the base of the discoidal nervate more carved than io Rhinopaipa- 

Near to Hypolimnas, but differs widely in outline and in the shape and position of the disco-cellular nervules 
of both wings, these latter distinguish it from Dichortagia, which in neuration, comes nearest to it among Indian 
butler Hies. From Vanessa and allied genera it differs iu the short broad cell of the forewing, with us deep 
acute upper angle more remote from the base than Us lower one. 
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with them ; these are followed by a bioad irregular dark fascia, and a subwarginal row 
of large rounded occllated spots with blue and black centres and black margins, and situated 
between the nervules, six on the forewing and five oil the hind wing (the lower spot on the forewing 
is usually bipupillateii) ; two fuscous submargiual waved lines, which are preceded near the 
costal margin of the forewing by an irregularly shaped whitish spot, and the inner one of 
which is margined on each side with pale bluish ; beyond these the colour is somewhat dull 
red, and the cilia is black, Intel spersed with greyish ; on anal angle of hindwing, which is reddish, 
is a looped black spot. Body more or less concolourous with wings, ie^s fuscous, and the 
underside of the palpi and tibi<£ and tarsi obscure ochraceous. Female. Larger and much 
paler in colouration than the male. Upperside with the olack marginal boidei of the forewing 
broken towards posterior angle, aud on the hindwing not reaching tha outer margin ; the basal 
third of both wings also appears distinctly darker. Underside much paler than m the male, being 
dull reddish ochraceous at base, and then shading into creamy white and pale ochraceous ; the 
markings are similar to those of the other sex, but of paler and altogether different hue." 

" The specits is very closely allied to the J a van A 1 , polyniee, Cramer." (Distant, 1 c. ) In my 
opinion these two species are very doubtfully distinct, no author has defined the differences 
between them. 

R.Jidva has been taken by Mr. Wood-Mason in Cachar from May to August, there arc 
specimens from Chcrrapunji and the Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, Mr. J- L. 
Sherwill took it in the Jorelnlt district, Assam, in October, Mr. II. M. Parish obtained a female 
in November in the Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Dr. Anderson in the Mcrgni archipelago in 
the cold weather. There is a male taken by Captain C T. Bingham in the Donat range in Upper 
Tenasserim in December in Major Marshall's collection, which approaches the typical figure 
o{ ft. poly nice, Cramer (pi. exev, figs. D, E, matt, from Sumatra), in having the ground-colour 
of the upperside much darker than the other specimens I have seen, and the outer black border 
broad at the apex of the forewing on the upperside, the underside also is much darker. A female, 
taken by the same gentleman in October also in the Donat range, is also much darker than the 
Chittagong female mentioned above. A', fulva does not appear to be a common species anywhere. 
The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from Cheviapunji in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

543- RMaopalpa VaOUfcl, Dohcrty, MS. 
Habitat : Arakan, Rangoon, Tavoy. 
Expanse : 32 to 37 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both toings deep vinous-brown, paler on the 
outer margins, which bear two indistinct somewhat lunulated black lines ; a broad pale reddish- 
ochreous discal band, its inner edge sharply defined aud somewhat irregular, its outer edge 
blurred and more even, directed somewhat inwardly above the third median ncrvulc of the 
forewing, becoming gradually narrower towards the anal angle of the hindwing which it 
does not quite reach. Forewing with two whitish spots just beyond the discal band divided 
by the third median nervulc, with two or three subapical ochreous spots, the one in the 
subcostal interspace always much the largest, a pair of black lines across the middle of the 
cell, and another pair at its end enclosing the disco-cellulars. Hindwing with a very small and 
obscure black spot on the outer edge of the discal band in the first median interspace out- 
wardly defined with ochreous. Underside, both -wings grey, the basal area darker and 
sharply defined, the discal band above whitish below, five or six small black dots placed 
between the veins on a dark band just beyond the pale discal band, the two whitish spots on 
the upperside of the forewing divided by the third median nervulc also white below, not black 
like all the rest, the marginal lines very obscure, Forewing with a prominent quadrate black 
spot below the submedian nervure at the anal angle. Female exactly like the male, except 
that the wings are a little broader. Cilia whitish, tipped with black at the end of the veins. 

Differs from ft. sabina, Cramer (pi. eclxxxix, figs. A, B, female ; C, D, male, from Amboyna 
aud Java) in Uic uulc having two whitiih spots on the forewing on the upperside and underside 
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divided by the third median nervule (on the underside in R. sahina they are black), the discal 
band less broad, especially on the hindwing, and on the underside all the markings are very 
obscure. The female differs in having one black spot only on the upperside of the hindwing, 
in R. sabina there are four, on the forewing also in the latter species there is a series of five 
ochreous lunules within the submarginal black lines, which are not present in R. vasuki. 

Mr. W. Doherty informs me that *' It is found (lying rather commonly in the open 
country at the foot of the Arakan Yoma near Sandoway, Arakan, and has the habits of 
Hypotimnas misippus." In Major Marshall's collection are several specimens obtained from 
a soldier's box at Rangoon. It occurs also in Tavoy. 

Another species, which almost certainly belongs to this genus, but has never been caught 
as far as I am aware since the type specimen was met with by Delessert, has been described 
and figured from the Malay Coast. As figured it is very similar to our Chittagong female 
R. fulva, on the upperside the dark apex and outer margin of the forewing, and the submar- 
ginal round spots and marginal lines are somewhat more prominent, the underside hardly 
differs at all. Should it prove synonymic with R. fulva (as I believe it to be), the latter name 
will have to give way to R, eudoxia, A translation of the original description is appended.* 

Genua 84.-0YRSSTXS, Boisduval. (Plate XXIII).

*' Body, small, slender ; wings, large and delicate. Head, small, broader than the neck, but 
narrower than the middle of the thorax, strongly tufted in front ; eyes, very prominent, naked ; 
antenna, not [sometimes more than] half the length of the forewing, very slender, and terminated 
by an elongated, very gradually formed, slender club ; palpi, long, slender, directed upwards to 
about two-thirds of the height of the eyes, and porrected to nearly twice the length ol the 
head, somewhat cylindrical, scaly, basal joint clothed beneath with rather short woolly hairs, 
second joint also similarly clothed on the upperside, the joints not being apparent unless 
denuded of scales, terminal joint nearly as long as the second, slender. Thorax, squamose, 
slightly hirsute behind, collar narrow and distinct. Abdumen, small and slender, not above 
une-third of the length of the hindwing. Forewing, large, subtriangular j casta slightly 
rounded ; outer margin somewhat truncate or slightly rounded, five-sixths of the length of 
the costa, sinuated along its greater part, apex rather acute [sometimes well rounded, 
sometimes truncate], anal angle ernargiuate and somewhat lobed [sometimes evenly 
rounded, sometimes acute], inner margin not above two-thirds of the length of the costa, 
rather rounded outwardly towards the base, but ernargiuate beyond the middle ; costal 
rtervure slender, extending to the middle of the costa, subcostal uervure rather thicker, its

The colour is simitar to that of the forewing, with the 
base equally brown and the apex blackish. It has uear the margin two sinuous lines preceded by large black 
points ringed with a paler colour than the ground, of which the two outermost touch me apical biackiati patch, 
and a small oblique blue streak on the middle of the lobe of the anal angle The underside is of a yellowish 
brown; at the base of the wings, of a paler yellow at the middle, deepeniug in lone towards the margin, wiih 
SOuie whitish zigzag lines with violet reflections, and others brown and transverse. The white lines of the 
middle and those of the external margin are larger and better denned. There is besides on the iuner side 
oi the white liues on the border of both wiu^s a line of brown ocetU bordered with black and pupihed with, 
blue, six on the forewing and five on the hindwing The cilia alternately black and white on both sides. 
Body yellowish brown, antentue black." {GuCrw, J. c-i 

Mr. Distant's figure of this species is a very bad copy of the original, the upperside is made much loo 
dark, and there are a scries of broad blue streuk.-j between the veins on both wings, which are entirely absent 
in the original figure. 
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first branch arising at the distance of one-third of the length of Ihe wing from its base, 
second branch arising at a very little distance beyond the first, close to the anterior extremity 
of the discoidal cell, third branch arising at about two-thirds or the length of the wing, 
fourth branch arising halfway between the base of the third and the tip of the wing, to which 
it extends, the terminal division of the vein itself being rather deflexed, [sometimes with the 
second branch arising some distance beyond the end of the cell, the third nvdway between 
the origiu of the second and the fourth], upper disco'cellular nertwl* very short and longi- 
tudinal, forming the base of the upper discoidal nervule, middle and lower disco- eel hilars 
forming a straight transverse termination to the du.oidal all, which forms a triangle occupying 
about one-third of the length of the wing, the lower disco-cellular being about three times the 
length of the middle one, very slender, sometimes almost or entirely obsolete, and united with 
the median nervure exactly at the base of its third branch, which is regularly arciicd, 
[In some species the lower disco-cellular is directed obliquely inwards, and meets the median 
nervure exactly midway between the origin of the first and second median nervulcs.) 
Hind wing, somewhat hexagonal, elongated, the costal margin nearly straight for more than 
half its length, when it is emarginatc to the outer angle [in some species, in others it is 
continued straight to the apex], outer margin siuuated from the outer angle to the extremity of 
the third median nervule, where the wing is produced into a short, narrow, curved, and obtuse 
tail [in some species, in others it is evenly rounded throughout, with no anal lobe] thence to the 
anal angle the wing appears truncate, the anal angle itself being developed into u short, broad, 
spatulated tail ; pracostal nervure forming a slender, curved, simple spur, costal nervure much 
curved along its basal portion, then straight to the commencement of the cmargination at the 
outer angle of the wing, subcostal nervure branched at about one-fourth of the length of the 
wing from the base, emitting the upper disco-cellular nervxtle (close to the origin of its branch) 
which forms the base of the discoidal nervule, lower disco-cellular arising at the same distance 
from the base of the upper disco-cellular as exists between the base of the subcostal nervure 
and its branch, lower disco-cellular straight, very thirl, and united to the median nervure at 
the base of its third branch. Forelegs, of the male very slender, short, and pectoral ; the 
femur as long as the remainder of the limb, curved outwardly about the middle, and clothed 
beneath with long silky hairs ; tibia very slender, scaly, clothed within with short hairs, 
as is also the tarsus, which is not above one-fifth of the length of the tibia, very slender, 
simple, and exarliculate : of the female considerably longer than those of the male, slender and 
pectoral ; femur thickly clothed beneath with short silky hairs ; tibia slender, gradually 
thickened towards the tip, finely scaly ; tarsus gradually thickened, short, with several pairs 
of minute spines near the lip beneath, indicating the very short articulations, the three 
terminal ones being extremely short, last joint without any claws or their appendages. Middlr 
and hindlegs, long and slender, scaly ; tibia with a few very minute spines, arranged 
wide apart in two rows, tibial spurs very short ; tarsi equal in length to the tibia;, with several 
rows of minute spines on the under surface, basal joint about half the length of the tarsus 
terminal joint furnished with long seta; on its upperside at the tip ; claws small; much curved • 
paronychia bilaciniated, finely setose, the outer lacrnia curved, broader, and obtuse, the inner 
lacinia small, narrow, slender, and rather pointed. Transformations unknown." ( Westtoood t I. c.) 
The structural characters of the genus Cyrestis exhibit great variety ; like the genera 
ffesfina, Neptls and Argynnis it can be divided into two groups by the position of the second ' 
subcostal nervule of the forewing, which in three species which are the smallest in the genus 
and of a tawny colour, arises long after the end of the cell ; in the other group containing 
the typical species, all of which are larger than those in the first group, though some have 
the tawny colouration, the second subcostal nervule is emitted before the end of the cell. 
The former group has been erected into a separate genus by Mr. Distant under the name of 
CAersontsia, his description of it is given below.* The outline of the wings in Cyrestis

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also exhibits considerable variation j in C. peraka the apex of the (brewing is very rounded, and 
the outer margin is convex ; the hind wing shows just the faintest trace of a tooth at the 
extremity of the third median nervule, the anal lobe being entirely absent. In C. rakria the 
apex of the forewing is acute, less rounded, and the outer margin is straight, and there are 
traces of a tail and anal lobe on the hindwing ; in C. risa these characters are a little more 
strongly developed, the outer margin of the forewing is straight, and the apex is sharply angled. 
In the typical Cyrestes the tail and anal lobe are very prominent. In C. tkyodamas and allies 
the anal angle of the forewing and the apex of the hindwing are deeply excavated, in C. risa 
the apex of the hindwing only is excised, in the other species the outline of both wings as 
regards this character is normal. In C. periander the apex, of the forewing is distinctly 
truncate. The lower disco-cellular nervule of the forewing also is present in some species 
and closes the discoidal cell, in others it is absent altogether. It joins the median nervure 
when present at different points, in C. risa exactly midway between the origins of the first 
and second median nervules, in C. tkyodamas at the origin of the second and third median 
nervules. All the species of the genus are very elegant insects, the wings ave very 
large and delicate, and crossed by several black lines forming more or less distinct bands 
common to both wings and parallel to the body ; the markings throughout are the same in 
character, the ground-colour being tawny, ochreous, pale buff, greenish or pure white. They 
are very beautiful insects on the wing, having a floating sailing flight, often settling on the 
wet sand on the borders of a stream to suck up the moisture with wings very wide outspread 
and lying flat on the ground, the forewings much advanced in front of the head ; if disturbed 
they disappear with great rapidity, as they settle suddenly with outspread wings on the 
underside oF a leaf, where they are quite invisible from above. They are nearly always found 
near water, in Simla C, tkyodamas may often be seen at rest on a bare quartz rock in 
midstream, its delicately pencilled markings exactly harmonising with the veinings of the stone. 
" Cyrestis is a genus of not inconsiderable extent, which, although represented in Western 
Africa and Madagascar, has its head-quarters in the Oriental region. It is found in Continental 
India, the Andaman and Nicober Isles, Burma, Tenasserim, but not in Ceylon, and in, and 
from, the Malay Peninsula, throughout the length and breadth of the Malay Archipelago ; it 
has also recently been received from New Ireland." {Distant, 1. c.)

Its distribution is probably from Continental India to the confines of the 
I ndo- Malayan region." {Diitant,\ c.)

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Khasi Hills, Cachar, Upper Tenasscrim, Andaman Isles, 
Bombay, South India. 

Expanse : s*a to 2*8 inches. 

Description: Male and female. Upperside, both wings of different shades, varying 
from pure white to rich ochreous. Fornoing with the costal area especially bflsally more of 
less infuscated, crossed by numerous fine black lines : — first a longitudinal one at the base of 
the cell, second an oblique one across the cell from the costa to the median nervure, the third 
Crossing the cell obliquely continued to the submedian nervure of the hindwing, the fourth 
outwardly much arched confined to the cell, the fifth and sixth enclosing the disco-ccllulars, the 
seventh, eight and ninth discal, continued across the hindwhig, the eighth with a blackish 
smudge placed inwardly against it on the costa, and often with a more or less distinct diffused 
powdery black rounded spot beyond it in the lower discoidal interspace, the ninth the most 
prominent of all, marked with steel-blue from the second median nervulc of the forewing to 
the anal angle of the hindwing, followed by an irregular series of annular ochreous spots more 
or less obsolescent in the middle of the wing, most prominent at the inner angle where they arc 
richer coloured ; the margin marked with four more fine black lines, the three outer ones placed 
upon a more or less decreasing fuscous ground, Hindwing with the disco-cellulars marked 
with a fine black line, the tail black tipped and irrora'ied with white, the anal lobe and anal 
angle marbled with numerous irregular ferruginous, steel-blue and white spots, the abdominal 
margin more or less powdered with black. Underside paler, marked much as above, the 
ierruginous markings at the atial angle and lobe of the hindiuing more distinct, the latter with 
a prominent black spot in the middle. 

Mr. Butler (1. c.) writing of this species says that it " has long been confounded with the 
following [C. gattesc/ia], which, if not distinct, must surely, I think, be a seasonal form ; it 
has probably been assumed (without examination) to be the female of C\ thyodamas" He 
keeps (1. c.) C. ganeicha as a distinct species, and adds this note : — " This is a yellow insect, 
with most of the markings on the wings of a deeper yellow, a few only remaining black ; 
the apical area is not smoky brownish, as in C.thyodamas. If it be a seasonal form of the 
preceding [C. thyodamas], one form must have been just disappearing as the other emerged 
from pupa, for in no other way can one account for both of them having been taken at about 
the same time," It is not clear on what grounds Mr. Butler says that the typical C. ganescha 
is a yellow insect ; Kollar in two places describes it as white. The smoky brownish apical area 
of the forewing is exceedingly variable, and there appears to me to be no grounds whatever 
for dividing this species into two. The yellow specimens are usually females in the Western 
Himalayas, but in Sikkim they are quite as often males, this dark colouration may be due 
to reversion to an och r £ous ancestor, and it varies much in intensity in different specimens, 
every gradation being found between the whitest and the yellowest specimens. This yellow 
form does not appear to occur in South India. C. thyodamas is usually a common species 
where met with, but Mr, £. II, Aitken informs me that it is rare at Mahableshwar ; it occurs 
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in the hilly regions of south India as far South as Travancore, but not in Ceylon ; also in 
Upper Tenasserim, but not in the Malay Peninsula. 

Var. andamanica. Differs from all continental specimens of C. Ihyodamas " in the 
blackei apex and outer margin, in the prominent somewhat diffused black spot on the third 
median nervule between the third and fourth common black strigs at the point where these 
bend towards each other in the forewing ; and in having the fulvous marks of the anal 
half of the abdominal margin, of the anal angle, and of the outer margin as far as the discoida' 
nervule, of the hindwing, much diffused and darker : — in having, in fact, all the markings 
and colouring darker and coarser both above and below." {Wood-Mason and de NhSville, 1. c.) 
The late Mr. de Roepstorff has sent numerous specimens, including one female, of this local 
race from the Andamans, which exhibit quite constantly the points of difference given above 
between it and the continental form.

Habitat i Upper Tenasserim, Penang, Province Wellesley, Perak, Malacca (var. nivalis) ; 
Java, Borneo {nivm). 

Expanse : 1 'lo to 2"2 inches. 

Description: "Male, Upperside, both wings pale creamy white, crossed by three 
obliquely waved fuscous lines commencing about the costa of the forewing, the first near the 
base, the second a little beyond the cellular apices, both angularly terminating on the abdominal 
margin, the third crossing the wings at the middle and terminating at the first median nervule 
of the hindwing. Forewing with a broad but irregular fuscous costal margin from the 
medial fuscous line to base, with an ochraceous basal costal streak ; cell crossed by a fuscous 
line near base, and with two very slender and waved fuscous lines at about the apex ; a broad 
apical fuscous patch and a broad outer margin of the same colour, terminating near the first 
median nervule, the first inwardly containing two waved pale lines with an inner grey spot, 
and the second possessing three pale submarginal lines ; between second and first median 
nervules is a submarginal and subovate fuscous spot, with an inner grey spot and inner pale 
margin, and this spot is connected with the apical patch by a waved fuscous line; near 
posterior angle is an ochraceous spot, with a sinuate fuscous inner margin and two small median 
fuscous spots. Hindwing with a submarginal fuscous fascia divided by a medial pale line, 
followed by a fuscous line which becomes waved beneath the discoidal nervule ; a short straight 
fuscous fascia from apex to third median nervule, a submarginal fuscous line very broad at 
area of median nervules, and the margin at apex and also at caudate prolongation fuscous ; 
basal half of abdominal margin pale fuscous, and apical half of abdominal margin and internal 
anal-angular area ochraceous, marked with several fuscous spots and pale lines. Underside 
as above, but with the fuscous markings paler, and quite absent from costal margin of forewing 
and abdominal margin of hindwing. Head and thorax above fuscous, their lateral margins 
ochraceous ; the first with the eyes castaneous, and the second with medial pale longitudinal 
lines ; abdomen fuscous, with ochraceous and greyish longitudinal markings ; body beneath 
and legs more or less concolourous with wings." (Distant, I.e.) 

Typical C. nivea inhabits Java, and Dr. Felder, considering the Malaccan race, to which 
the above description applies, distinct, described it under the name of C. nivalis, as follows : — 

11 Male. Upperside almost as in C. nivea, but the forewing with the interior discal 
stri^a not at all interrupted, arched, the exterior one less arched, submacular, the ter- 
minal border, narrower, inwardly much less oblique as far as the lower discoidal nervule, 
almost bent in the shape of an S, the striga emitted from it more bent, with the two glau- 
cescent streaks before the margin more approximating to each other and to the margin, the 
fulvous anal spot marked externally with another whitish spot on the margin, divided by a 
.small black streak. Hindu-itig with the two discal strigae closer together, the fuscous fascia 
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bent almost like an S. cut through with a broader glaucous slriga, the apical while patch 
larger, the whitish streaks before the margin whiter, and the fulvous nnnl area extending 
beyoud the third median nervule. Underside more palely marked. IIuuHt/hig wilh the 
inner whitish streak before the margin hindwardly more dilated." 

"A local form of C. nh>ca. Zinken, but with shorter forewing, and the hindwing more 
deeply cut out at the apex, and longer on the inner margin." (AA&r, I. c.) 

Mr. Distant slates that " the variety nivalis differs from typical Javan specimens of C. nirvn 
in not having a continuous fuscous margin to the forewing, and in the greater amount of ochra- 
ceous colouration near the anal angle of the hindwing." (Distant, I. c.) I possess no s]>ecimens 
from Java, but a Bornean one in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is absolutely indistinguishable 
from Indian specimens, and does not exhibit the differential characters given by cither Felder or 
Distant. The differences between C. nivea and C nivalis appear to be so slight even if constant, 
that I prefer to retain the older name for the Indian representatives of this species. Lieutenant 
Watson has taken il in Upper Burma in the spring, and Captain Bingliam in the Donut range 
in April and in the Thoungyeen forests in December. There is a single krMai.b from the 
Meplay Valley in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which differs in no respect from the male. 

546. Cyrestiaa tabula, de N.

Habitat: Great Nicobar. 

Expanse : 2*2 to 25 inches. 

Description : "Male, Uppersidr, holh wings rich deep ochreous or fulvous with 
black* markings ; all the veins more or less defined with black. Forewing with a short 
longitudinal streak at the base of the cell ; immediately beyond this a transverse one reaching 
from the median nervure to the costa ; then a pair of streaks which are wide apart at the 
median nervure, but joined at the subcostal nervure ; the disco-cellular nervules defined with 
a fine black line ; beyond which is a bow-shaped figure composed of two lines joined at their 
ends, the outer line straight, the inner one curved, with their points resting on lhe second 
median nervule and subcostal nervure; below the cell a pair of streaks reaching the inner 
margin, the origin of the inner one being where the first median, and the outer one where the 
second median nervule is given off, the space between them thickly irrorated with black 
scales, leaving but little of the ochreous ground-colour visible ; two discal lines from the 
subcostal nervure to the inner margin, the outer one lunulate, the inner one sinuate, the two 
lines being nearer together at their middle, wider apart at the inner margin, the space be- 
tween them and within the inner one being irrorated with black scales ; a submarginal series 
of seven bright ochreous spots, broadly defined inwardly with black, one in each interspace 
except the two lower, which are smaller and placed between the first median nervule and 
the submedian nervure ; lhe outer margin broadly black, bearing two obsolete paler lines. 
Hindwing crossed by four black lines, the space between each pair, and between both pairs 
being thickly irrorated with black scales, especially tt the lower extremity of the outer pair, 
where the ground-colour is entirely black, at the upper extremity the ground-colour increasingly 
to the costa is very pale ochreous ; a submarginal line composed of six lunules, each lunulc 
having a bright ochreous spot placed outwardly against it ; the outer margin more broadly 
black than in the forewing, the black portion ending at the first median nervule, bearing 
two intensely black lines, the outer one defined on both sides with a pale fine line, the outer 
of these two pale fine lines becoming almost pure white from the tail to the anal lobe ; 
which latter, together with a round spot above it, is bright ochreous, defined (especially 
outwardly) with black. There are also some small white, black, and metallic deep steel-blue 
markings above the round ochreous spot. The tail black, the extremity white. Underside 
pale ochreous, the outer portion of the forewing, and on either side of lhe submarginal 
lunules on the hindwing, somewhat deeper ochreous, becoming ferruginous at the anal angle 
of the latter. All the markings of the upperside, but narrower and better defined, with no 
black irrorations, the outer margins (except the extreme margin which h black) concoloutou* 
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with the rest of the wings ; the veins throughout pale ochreous. Antenna black, the extreme 
tip ochreous. Thorax and body rich ochreous above marked with three black lines, beneath 
pale ochreous." (de Niceville, 1. c.) "Female differs from the male in being white below 
instead of pale orange -ochreous ; above it is only slightly tinged with ferruginous, and is some- 
what like C. thyodamas, except that the lighter spaces are hefcvily clouded with grey. When 
flying it more resembles the white Indian species C. thyodamas, for which I at first mistook it." 
(Doherty, 1. c.) The outline and markings are very similar to those of C. thyodamas, the 
great difference being in the ground-colour. It is somewhat variable, the type specimen is very 
much darker than the others subsequently received, in the former alone is the black irrora- 
tion between the common discal lines of the upperside of both wings present. 

" Closely allied to C. tkyonneus, Cramer (pi. ccxx, figs. E, F) from Amboyna and 
Bouru in the Malay Archipelago, but differing from the above quoted figure in its much 
darker colouration throughout on the upperside, more especially on the outer margins ; but 
on the underside it is much paler." {de Niceville, 1. c.) 

This beautiful species seems to be confined to the island of Great Nicobar, where the 
late Mr de Roepstorff and Mr. E. H. Man have each obtained two male specimens. 

547- CyrestiS OOClOS, Fabricius. (Plate XXIII, Fig. 107 <?).

Habitat : Khasi Hills, Sylhet, Upper Tenasserim, Malacca, Perak, Siam, Andamans, 
Orissa. 

Expanse: 1-9 to 2-8 inches. 

Description : Male and female. Upperside, both wings with the ground-colour 
pure white, very pale ochreous just tinted with apple-green at the base, or of a slightly darker 
shade of ochreous ; the markings also variable in shade and intensity, in some specimens they 
are hardly traceable, in others of a darker shade of ochreous than the ground, in others 
again sepia. Both wings crossed at the middle by a band of the ground-colour devoid 
of markings, outwardly bounded by a straight even narrow band, the inner edge irregular ; 
the base crossed by numerous broad ochreous or sepia bands more or less defined with fine 
black lines, the disco-cellular nervules enclosed by fine black lines, the outer portions of the 
wings crossed by several irregular ochreous or sepia narrow bands, often obsolete at the 
third median nervule of the forewing, and with a series of rounded and lunulated bluish 
spots midway between the discal pale band and the margin, a prominent very fine black 
marginal line. Hindwitig with the anal lobe and a spot above it at the anal angle irrorated 
with black scales, and centred with a black spot, often outwardly marked with a rich ochreous 
patch. Underside, both wings much paler, many of the markings obliterated, two or 
three small prominent black spots near the apex of the fordoing, and a large round one in 
the first median interspace ; hindwt'ng with a large round spot in the subcostal interspace, 
followed by four fine linear ones between the nervules, the anal lobe with a large round 
prominent black spot and a small one above at the anal angle, all but the two last mentioned 
spots answering to the bluish spots on the upperside. Cilia pale throughout. 

C. codes appears to usually present three distinct forms wherever it occurs, which, although 
they differ in the colour of the ground and of the markings, also in the intensity and pro- 
minence of the latter, agree in the style and position of the markings and in the shape of 
the wings ; they also vary much in size. The typical form which has the ground-colour pale 
ochreous with darker ochreous markings is here figured from a male Sylhet specimen in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, and shows both sides ; exactly similar specimens occur in Orissa, 
the Andamans and in Perak ; the form which Fekler described from the Andamans under 
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the name of C. formosa* occurs also in Orissa, in Upper Tenasserim and in rerak, it haa 
the markings and ground-colour a little paler than typical C. codes* but the base of both 
wings is tinted, with apple green ; lastly the form described from Malacca by Mr. Distant 
under the name of C. tjrli f occurs also at Perak, in the Andamans, at Rangoon, in Tavoy, 
at Shelapunji, Khasi Hills in October, and in Orissa ; the ground-colour is pure white, 
and all the markings are sepia. Typically each of these forms can be readily distinguished, but 
they more or less grade into each other, nnd they do not appear to be due to seasonal 
variation, but as they occur almost always together, I do not believe them to represent so 
many distinct and separate species, but one trimorphic one.

Description : Male. Utperside white. Foraving crossed by the following pale 
ocbreous narrow bands : — a short one at the base of the cell, another just beyond reaching 
the inner margin, a third crossing the cell only, the disco-ccllulnrs marked by a fourth, two 
others crossing the disc from the costa to the inner margin, the outer one somewhat dilated 
at the apex. The outer margin broadly blackish, widest anteriorly, beating a submarginal 
irregular fine whitish lunular line marked within by some black obscure clots, and an extremely 
fine marginal black line defined on each side with an equally fine while line- Hindwing

with white and outwardly also very narrowly with cinereous, forewing with three fuscous marks below the costa, 
a violascent-blaekish litura and another ochraceous-fulvescenl in a pair, a triple octiraceous-fulvescent litura, 
sullied with black, then an ocbraceous-fulvescent litura and another violnscent -black ish in a pair cellular, a slender 
violascent-blackish triple disco-cellular litura bent Hke an S, the ground between it and the preceding litura 
irr orated with ochraceous, a diffused ochraccous-fulvous litura and another violaceous-blackish internal below 
the median nervuxe, a ftexuous broken discai fascia ochraceous-fulveScetiL, inwardly girdled with whitish and 
violaceous-blackish, the ground between it and up to the litura irrorated with ochraceous. hindwing with an ochra- 
ceous-fulvous striga and another blackish-violasccnt slender in a pair basal, a triple disco-cellular litura 
ang'dated, scarcely beyond the cell a vioiascent-blackish streak and an ouhraceous-fulvous fascia these hind- 
wardly strongly bent, the ground about the disco-cellular litura as far as the above blackish streaks irrorated 
with ochraceous, an anal whitish spot, slenderly circled with violaccous-bUckish. the pupil cinereous, inwardly 
a blackish lunule bearing a " frcta" and another similar but aborted iu the lobe, the little tail whitish" 

" This beautiful species is most nearly allied to C. cassatuler, Felder, from the Philippines, but is considerably 
larger, has distinctly longer and broader wings and the outer border of the forewing between the veins mote 
evenly and deeper undulatingly cut out." (Feld*r, I.e.) 

t Cyrtstcs earli, Distant. Ann. and Mag. of Nat Hurt., fifth scries, vol xi, p- 174 (1883); idem, id., Fthop. 
Malay., p. 141, n. a, pi. xiii, fig. 5, male (1883). Habitat : Malacca. Expanse : 2-3 inches. Dbsckiption : 
" Male. Uppersiue, both -wings creamy white, with the basal third slightly and palely infuicatcd. and with two 
narrow oblique brownish fasciae; — the first commencing on median ncrvure and at about middle of cell of forewing, 
and extending to about middle of submediau ncrvure of hiodwing, down which it is continued to near anal 
angle ; the second commencing on forewing at base of second median nervule, and extending to near apex of first 
mediae nervule of hindwing, whence it is strongly sinu&ted and angulated to submedian ncrvure Cell of 
forewing with four transverse brownish fasciae, trie fourth at end of cell having a medial brownish line ; a 
similarly formed fascia closing ceil of hindwing ; an irregular brownish patch beyond cell of forewing ; at about 
one-third from apex a narrow brownish fascia crosses both wings. The apex of the forewing is broadly tnfuscated ; 
and a Bubmarginal series of obscure spots (absent at middle of forewing) outwardly margined by a narrow 
brown fascia crosses both wings j a marginal blackish line ; the extreme margin brownish, with creamy white 
cilia ; an ochraceous patch at anal angle of hindwing. on which are two bluish spots marked with black; 
caudate appendages bluish. Undersioe much paler than above ; markings generally similar, but spots darker, 
with a large black spot at anal angle of hindwing, and the spots divided by the subcostal nervulcs of hind- 
wing and those between the second and first median nervules of forewing very prominent and black. Body 
and legs more or less concolourous with wings." 

"C. earli holds a somewhat intermediate position between C. terktus, Butler (from Borneo], and C. 
paulinus, Felder" (from the MoluccayJ. \DitlaNt, 1 c. in Rhop. Malay.) 
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also crossed by several pale ochreous bands in continuation of those on the forewing, HSr., at 
basal one, a subbasal one reaching the submedian nervure, the dis co-cell ulars denned by a 
third, another discal reaching the first median nervule, thence to abdominal margin forming 
a YV-shaped figure, a fifth beyond joined to the fourth at the first median nervule. A 
broad ochreous band from the discoidal nervule to the anal angle, the outer margin marked 
as in the forewing, but the fine lower black spots placed within the submarginal lunulated 
white line more distinct. Underside marked as above, but all the bands crossing the 
wings narrower and less distinct, the anal lobe of the hindwing marked with a diffused 
prominent black spot. Female rather larger, the basal portion of both wings has the ground- 
colour very pale sap green, C. periander is the only Indian species with the apex of the 
forewing truncate. 

Dr, Anderson took very numerous specimens of C. periander in the Mergui Archipelago 
in the cold weather, it occurs in Tavoy, Mr. Westwood* records it from Mysore, and it was 
taken by Dr. Horsfield in Java. Mr. Butler (1. c.) records it from Assam ( IVanoick), but 
as in the case of all the species given under this reference, the specimens probably came from 
Burma on the Malay Peninsula. 

The remaining species are of very small size, and have the second subcostal nervule of 
the forewing emitted beyond the apex of the cell. 

549- CyTSStiS risa, Doubleday, Hewitson- 

C. risa, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol ii, p. 262, n. 10, pi. xxxii, fig- 4 (1850) ; id., Moore, 
Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 819; Ckersonesia risa, Doherty, Journ. A, S. B., vol. Iv, pi. 2, p. 133, n. 71 (1880J. 

Habitat ; Kumaon, Sikkim, Assam, Upper Tenasserim, Java. 

Expanse : 1*65 to 1-95 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings rich ochraceous ; crossed by a basal 
pair of fine black straight lines, the space within inorated with black scales, another pair 
beyond, two similar discal lines, the outer one with a series of pale ochreous triangular 
spots placed inwardly against it, more prominent on the hindwing ; followed by a steel-blue 
line, somewhat macular on the forewing, where it is divided in the middle by a pale ochreous 
patch and another at the apex, a submarginal fine black line outwardly more or less marked 
with pale ochreous patches, and a similar marginal line. Forewing with a basal line, the disco- 
cellulars defined on both sides with a fine black line, a single line defining those nervules on the 
hindwing. Underside a little paler than above, the spaces between the fine black lines paler 
and faintly tinged with violet, the markings much as above. Female rather larger, the 
wings broader, markings similar but paler. Mr. Doherty writes (1. c.) : — "Kumaon specimens 
are lighter in colour and more delicately marked than Sikkim ones. Three of the bands 
below are in both sexes beautifully glossed with lilac on the hindwing, and to a less extent on 
the forewing." 

C. risa is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occurs to the eastwards as 
far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam at any rate, and again in Upper Tenasserim, Mr. Moore 
recording it from " Moulmein to Meetan j Moolai, 3,000 — 6,000 feet." 

55°- Cyrestxs raliria, Moore. 

C. rahria, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus E. I. C, vol. i, p. 147, n. 301, pi iiia, fig. 2, 
/entitle (1857) ; Ckersonesia rahria, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 142, n. 1, pi. xii, fig. 4, female { 1883). 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Ferak, Penang, Malacca, Nias Island, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse : 1 -3 to 1 7 inches. 

Description : w Male and femaxe. Upperside, both wings pale ochraceous, crossed 
by the following fasciae : — a somewhat curved basal dark ochraceous fascia, margined with 
fuscous, commencing at about subcostal nervure of forewing and terminating slightly beyond 
submedian nervure of hindwing ; this is followed by a straighter but more irregular fascia of 
the same colour, which, commencing about costa of forewing, passes the cellular apices of 
• Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera, vol ii, p. 261, n. 8 (1850), 
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botli wings and terminates on hindwing near middle of abdominal margin ; between these 
fascia; on forewing is a short irregular fascia commencing at costa and joining or almost joining 
the second fascia near median nervure ; a discal curved fuscous fascia, margined with dark 
ochraceous, followed on forewing by a dark ochraceous spot, which precedes a submnrgmnl fascia 
bounded by fuscous lines commencing beneath apex, the posterior half of which is dark 
ochraceous, and contains two fuscous spots, and the upper portion is preceded by a dark 
ochraceous patch also containing a fuscous spot ; an oblique subapical fuscous linear spot and 
a fuscous submarginal line. Hindwing with a submarginal dark ochraceous fascia, margined 
by scalloped fuscous lines and containing a series of fuscous linear spots ; a submarginal 
fuscous line preceded by paler and fuscous nebulous shadings. Undersibk paler than 
above ; markings similar, but the submarginal fascia? to both wings without the dark outer 
margins. Body above ochraceous; thorax marked with some longitudinal fuscous lines, and 
abdomen with some narrow fuscous annulations. Body beneath and legs more or less con- 
colourous with wings." {Distant, L c.) Mr. Distant's figure appears to be that of a female, 
the ground-colour of the numerous male specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is of a 
deep reddish-fulvous. C. rahria may be at once known from G, risa by having the fifth black 
line from the base which crosses both wings on the upperside in C. risa replaced by a diffused 
blackish fascia in C. rahria, the two lines which follow in the latter species being very uneven 
and curved on the forewing, and nearer the outer margin on both wings. The lower disco- , 
cellular nervule of the forewing is also much closer to the origin of the second median nervule 
in this species than it is in C. risa, being in this respect exactly intermediate between the 
typical group of Cyrestis in which it meets the median nervure at the origin of the second 
median nervule, and typical Lhcrsonesia, in which it joins the median nervure exactly midway 
between the origins of the first and second median nervules. 

In Major Marshall's collection is a single male of this species taken in January in the 
Donat Range, Upper Tenasserim, by Captain C. T. Bingham, which is the only record I possess 
of its occurrence within Indian limits. 

Another species of this group (C. peraka) occurs in the Malay Peninsula, a description of it 
is given below.* 

Genus 85.— SALLIMA, Westwood. (Plate XXIII). 

Kailima, Westwood, Gen, Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 3'4 (1850} i id., Folder, Ncues Lcp., p. 14, n. 28 (1861) ; 
id., Mdore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p 36 (1881). 

M Body, robust ; forewing, large, generally acute at the tip ; kindwing, gradually pro- 
duced into a tail at the anal angle ; both wings, traversed across the middle beneath by a 
straight dark-coloured line; head, large, densely squamose, with a large rounded tuft of scaly 
hairs in front ; eyes, large, naked, and prominent ; antentuL, scarcely more than two-fiftlis 
of the length of the forewing, nearly straight, terminated by a gradually- formed slender club, 
scaly above, finely carinated beneath, rounded off obliquely beneath y pa/pi, large, porrected 
obliquely at least to the level of the top of the eyes, and advanced in front of the face to at least 
the length of the head, forming conjointly an elongate conical beak in front, densely scaly 
to the tip, the scales concealing the articulations, with a coat of hairs on the back of the 
middle joint, applied to the face ; thorax, elongate-ovate, very scaly ; abdomen, moderately 
robust, oval- Forewing, large, subtriangular ; costa very much rounded, slightly emarginate 
near the base ; apex more or less acute and produced ; outer margin five-sixths of the length of 
the costa, concave below the apex,- but more or less concave [? convex] or subangulaled towards 
the posterior angle (especially at the extremity of the first median nervule). Costal nervttre

(18S4). Habitat: Perak. Expanse: Male, 1 1 ; female, 13 inches. Description: Malh and femalk. 
''Allied to C. rafiria, Moore, but smaller, the ground-colour more ochraceous and less rufous; markings 
similar, but with the transversa fasciae broader, much darker, and placed closer together. The obsolete caudate 
prolongations in C. rahria near the apices of the third and first median nervules are scarcely visible in 
C peraka, and a structural peculiarity exists in the first subcostal nervule of the forewing, which, in this 
species, impinges near its base on the costal nervure." (Distant, 1. c ) The pemai e has the ground-colour 
paler than in the male, the wings broader, and the apex of tlie forewing more rounded. The type specimens arc

extends to the middle of the costs ; subcostal nervure with two branches arising before the 
anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, third branch arising beyond the extremity of the 
discoidal cell, and extending to the tip of the wing, fourth branch arising at about five-sixths 
of the length of the wing, and extending to the outer margin below the apex ; upper 
disco-cellular nervule very short, almost obsolete, middle disco-cellular short, slightly curved 
and rather oblique, being directed towards the base of the wing, lower disco-cellular slender, 
curved rather obliquely, the curve being towards the base of the wing, and uniting with 
the median nervure just beyond* the origin of its third branch, which is very much arched ; 
the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell reaches just one-third of the length of the fore- 
wing, and its posterior extremity is somewhat shorter. Hindwing, elongate, subtri- 
angular ; costal margin much arched at the base, outer margin rounded, anal angle 
gradually produced into a tail, which is traversed by the submedian nervure. 
Prcecostal nervure oblique, curved outwardly at the tip, [bifid] ; costal nervure extend- 
ing to the outer angle ; subcostal nervure branching nearer the base than the median 
nervure ; discoidal cell closed by a curved lower disco-cellular nervule, rather before the 
middle of the wing. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, moderately hairy, but not 
forming a dense brush, slender ; tarsus about two-thirds of the length of the tibia, simple, 
exunguiculate ; of the female longer than those of the male (especially the tarsus), slender, 
acaly j femur with a row of short hairs on the inside, set on at right angles ; tarsus nearly 
as long as the tibia, dilated at tip, the inside of which is obliquely rounded off, and armed 
beneath with four pairs of short spines, indicating the articulations at the extremity, terminal 
joint very minute and simple. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, not very robust ; 
tibia with two rows of very short spines beneath, tibial spurs short ; tarsi armed beneath 
with four rows of small spines j claws slender, very much curved." (Westwood, 1. c.) 

The fCallimas, (sometimes spelt Callimd) or " Oak-leaf " Butterflies as they are called 
popularly, form a beautiful group- As a general rule, they are some shade of blue on the 
upperside, the apex of the forewing broadly black, below which is a more or less broad band of 
fulvous, white, or blue ; in most of the species there are one or more small translucent spots 
on the forewing. But the underside is the most remarkable feature, the wings are usually closed 
over the back when in repose, not expanded, and each fore and hindwing together form the 
exact representation of a leaf, of which the point at the apex of the forewing forms the tip, and 
a long tail at the anal angle of the hindwing represents the stalk ; the latter when the butterfly 
is in repose frequently rests against the stem on which the butterfly has settled, and produces the 
impression that the leaf is actually growing out of it : from the tail to the apex a more or 
less prominent rib-like mark extends, answering to the mid-rib of a leaf, and on either side 
branching veins extend more or less distinctly marked. A selection of specimens of any 
one species would show a wonderful series of autumnal tints in these leaf-like representations, 
and marks are often irregularly scattered here and there over the surface increasing still 
more the resemblance to a decaying or decayed leaf. The sexes are usually easily discrimi- 
nated, the apex of the forewing being usually produced into a very much longer process 
in the female than in the male j the markings are similar in both sexes in all the Indian species. 

They are not as a rule found at any great elevation, and seem confined to the lower valleys 
in the different mountain and hill ranges ; they frequent rocky nullahs where there is shade, and 
are strong on the wing and rapid in their movements. When at rest they are extremely difficult 
to detect owing to the peculiarity noticed above j and the first indication of rheir presence is 
generally the flash of brilliant blue and yellow as they rise with a rapid dart, startled by 
any movement near their resting place, and exposing the brightly-coloured upper surface of the 
wings. They do not as a rule fly far, but the rapidity with which they alight again and the con- 
cealment with which their colours provide them when settled, render them rather difficult 
to capture, though few Indian collections are without specimens. In Sikkim they are extremely 
common butterflies, often settling on the banks of streams to suck up the moisture, also on 
the trunks of certain trees, which, I presume, furnish them with a juice of which they are fond. 

* The point of junction of the lower disco-cellular nervule with the median nervure is somewhat variable, in 
some specimens it is just before, sometimes just after, sometimes at the origin of the second median nervule. 
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In India they are met with all along the Himalayas, in Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, and Upper 
Tenasserim ; in Orissa, and the Eastern Ghats as far south as the Godavery, also in the Western 
Ghats, South India, Ceylon, and the Andaman Isles, again in Sumatra and Java, but not in 
the Nicobars or Malay Peninsula as far as is known. 

In a recent monograph of the genus Kallima (Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 9), 
Mr. F. Moore has divided the Indo-Malayan species into four groups based on the colour of 
the oblique transverse band of the forewing, as follows : — 

With oblique band fulvous in male, bluish-white in female. 

With oblique band fulvous in both sexes. 

With oblique band white in both sexes. 

With oblique band blue in both sexes. 
The group in which the colour of the band diners in the sexes does not concern us, it con- 
tains only two species, K. paralekta and K. hnuiisoni, neither of which arc likely to occur 
in India, the first is a native of Java, and the locality in which the second occurs is unknown ; 
brief descriptions of them are appended.* 

The remaining three groups are represented in this country. Of the first of these in 
which the band is fulvous in both sexes A' inachis is the type ; it contains nine species accord- 
ing to Moore, of which all, with the exception of K. inachis and A", huegelii, are new species 
described by him either in the paper quoted above or in the Proc, Zool. Soc. Lond, for 1S78. 
He gives the following key for discriminating them :— 

A. Forcwing produced ; oblique below apex. 

a. Discal spot prominent. A", huxtoni, Sumntra. 

A". limborgti, Tenasserim. 
A. Discal spot not prominent. AT. atkinsoni, Darjiling. 

B. Forewing truncate at apex. 

a. Discal spot prominent. K. boiiduvali, Knsowlt. 

b. Dtscal spot not prominent. K. hutioni, Masuri. 

C. Forewing acuminate at apex. 

a. Discal spot prominent. A", ramsayi, Nepal. 

D. Forewing prolonged at apex. 

a, Discal spot prominent. K. inackis, Hikk-im. 

AT. kuegeli', Kashmir. 

b. Discal spot not prominent. A', buckleyi, N.-W Himalnyas. 

This key I confess I am unable to follow ; all the species, so far as I know, have the 
forewing " oblique below apex ;" the difference between " forewing produced" and "forewing 
prolonged at apex" is not very clear ; and the difference between " forewing truncate at apex" 
in the only sense in which truncation is apparent in this group, and " forewing acuminate at 
apex" is also not apparent, for the truncation consists of a cutting off of the prolongation, 
which leaves the apex acuminate ; and the minor divisions rest on a character which, I am 
convinced, is inconstant in every species. 

As will be seen from the remarks I have added to the original descriptions, I have been 
able to find specimens which more or less agree with the descriptions of all except K, 
atkinsoni. The most important distinction between them appears to be the truncation of the 
forewing in three of them (A', boisduvali, K. hutlcni and K. ramsayt), and the consequent 
slight prolongation of the apex of that wing. This however seems to be a very inconstant 
character, some specimens of K. limborgii showing it almost as prominently lengthened as

Kallima (Paphia) paralekta, Hors&eld, Cat. Lep E. I. C-, pi vi, fig. 4, mate (i8ag) ; id., Moore, Tran*. 
Ent. Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 9. Habitat : Java. Expanse : 3-87 inches. Description : " Male. Forewing 
with an oblique uniformly narrow fulvous band, its inner border terminating at posterior angle ; basal area 
and hindtving deep blue. Female with bluish-purple white band ; basal area and kind-wing dark rufous- 
brown ; discal hyaline spot in both sexes smail and oval. " i&foore, I. c.) 

Kallima kewitsoni, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., * 879, p. 9; K. paralekta, Dotibleday and Hewitson, 
Gen. Diom. Lep, vol. ii, p. 325, n. 3, pi. lii, fig. 3, female {1850). Habitat: Unknowti : (Himalayas V) 
Expanse : 4-0 inches. Description: "Female. Similar to K, paralekta, differing in the shape of the 
bluish-purple white band and absence of the discal hyaline spot." 

"Although the ' Himalaya' is given by Doubleday and Hewitson as the locality of this species I doubt its 
correctness. There is no locality label on the type specimen" {Moore, 1. c.) In this instance the habitat 
'Himalaya' has evidently been quoted for this species by those authors because they considered the paralekta 
of the ' Genera' to be identical with K. korsfitldii, which was described by Hollar from the Himalayas. 
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in K. inachis, and there seems to be every gradation to the norma! type in which the apex 
of the forewing is produced and ends in a long process. The next thing appears to be the 
shade of colour of the ground of the upperside. The eastern forms all seem to have it dark 
bluish-purple, while typical K. huegelii is much paler. K. buckleyi is probably synonymous with 
this species, having the upperside uniform greyish- blue. This form is not the only one that 
occurs in the Western Himalayas, as K. boisduvali and K. huiioni have the ground-colour as 
dark or nearly so as in the typical eastern forms, and they are both recorded from the Western 
Himalayas. Mr. Moore seems to consider the size of the discal hyaline spot in the forewing 
important, in reality it is very variable, even in K. inachis which usually has it the largest, I 
possess specimens in which it is almost obsolete. Lastly, as regards the colouration, mark- 
ings, and prominence of the rib-line on the underside. These are all most variable characters, 
and in my opinion afford no guide whatever to specific determination. To conclude, though 
typical specimens of all the described species can doubtless be picked out, I am convinced 
that integrades exist between them all, and that they are all varieties more or less inconstant 
of a single species which stands as K. inachis. The distribution of the more prominent 
varieties appears to me to be as follows : — 

The typical species, K. inachis, is a very large butterfly with the apex of the forewing 
considerably produced in both sexes, most of course in the female, and being a resident of 
the Eastern Himalayas and Assam, the colouring is naturally deep and rich. 

In the Western Himalayas it is replaced, as might naturally be expected, by a paler 
form, ■A", huegelii, which differs from it in no respect except tone of colouration. 

In Burma it is replaced by a rather smaller form, K. limborgii, in which the apex of 
the forewing is highly produced in the female only. In the male it is usually very slightly or not 
at all produced ; and as might be expected from the climate, the colouration is deep and rich. 

There is still another form found in the Himalayas, in which the apex of the forewing is 
produced in neither sex ; and wherever it occurs the colouration is dark and rich. It appears 
as K. boisduvali at Kasowli and Simla, K. hutloni at Masuri, K. rantsayi in Nepal, and 
K, atkinsoni in Sikkim J the faltST] the Sikkim form, merging into, and being practically 
inseparable from, A*, inachis. It is just possible that this latter form diverging westwards 
from the head-quarters in a wider and wider degree from the natural variation which takes the 
form of K, huegelii in the west, may represent a distinct but closely-allied species with 
its origin in the Western Himalayas, gradually approximating to the larger type, with the 
apex produced in both sexes, as it extends eastward into the head-quarters of that form. For 
the present I retain these four forms as distinct for convenience, and the key to the fulvous- 
banded group of the genus will be as follows : —

As pointed out above the colouration of the underside affords no reliable character as it 
appears to me, nor do the hyaline spots, both characters being manifestly very variable, and 
it is impossible to draw the line on these characters between K. buckleyi and K, huegelii. So 
also with regard to K. boisduvali, A', hutloni, K. ramsayi, and K. atkinsoni, no reliable 
characters are given on which to separate them, and as all four names bear the same date, I have 
taken the western form, being the most divergent, as the typical one, which will thus stand . 
as A', boisduvati- 
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I have at the same time given Mr. Moore's views in exltnso and all his original 
descriptions to enable future observers to further investigate the value of them. I have also 
in the headings to the species given his localities and measurements only. 

551. Eaiiima ia&cMs, Boisduvat.

Habitat : Sikkim Himalayas. 

Expanse : 6*. 3 "25 i ?• 3'9 inches. 

Description: "Upperside. Forming, with broad fulvous band extending to outer 
margin, a short apical point in the male and a very prolonged one in the female ; the 
discal hyaline spot larger than in the other species, ffindwing bright violet blue, the 
outer border paler, and prominently marked with short brown striga?. Underside, 
ochreous-brown, vinous-tinted, minutely brown-speckled ; rib-line indistinct. A large, dark, 
bright violet-blue, prominently-marked species." (j/iw^, I.e.) 

Mr, Moore remarks that " Dr. Boisduval gives Nepal as the habitat of the species he 
figures as above. This is doubtless an error." As Sikkim and Nepal are conterminous and 
have the same climate, it is certain that K. inachis occurs in both localities. A\ inaekh is 
the type of the Indian yellow-banded group of the genus. The original spelling inachus should 
probably be restored, but as it has almost universally been known as inachis, I have retained 
it here. The colouration of the type figure is pale blue like that of the next species. 

Typical A", inachis has a wide range, extending from Masuri on the west to Upper Assam 
in the east, I have specimens also from Orissa ( I V. C. Taylor) and Pachmarhi (/. A. Bcl/iam) 
which appear to be quite typical. Mr. W. Doherty has taken it on the Eastern Ghats north 
of the Godavery. 

552- Sallima taogelil, Koiiar. 

Paphia. hSgeUi, Kollar, in Hugel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. a, p. 433. n. i, pi. «, male ami female (1848) ; 
Kallima hUgeli, Moore, Trans. Era. Soc. Loud., 1379, p. is; A", hngeli, id., Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., 1B83, 
p. 239 ; Ptpkia. parakekta, Westwood in Royle's Himalayan Hot., p. liii, pi. it, figs, yi, -$6, male (1839) ; 
Amathnsia inachis, Herrtch.Scha.frer, Ex. Schmctt., p. 77, nos. 7, 8, figs. 7, 8, female (185a). 

Habitat : N.-W. Himalayas, Kashmir. 
Expanse : $ , 34 ; ? , 3-5 inches. 

Description: "May be at once distinguished by the very pale grey-blue colour of the 
basal area of both wings. Underside greyish-ochreous, of uniform tint throughout ; frequent- 
ly black-mottled ; rib-line indistinct. Female, forewing with less prolonged apex than in 
A', inachis" {Moore^ L c.) 

This is the common form of the genus occurring in the Western Himalayas, and dis- 
tinguished from the Eastern form (the true K. inachis') by its much paler blue colouration on 
the upperside. The markings 0/ Ihe underside are very variable. Mr. Hocking states that 
it is " single-brooded in July. Flies about till the cold weather in November, and then 
hibernates, and comes out again in April. Taken at sugar in April." 

Below* is given a description of K. buckleyi, which is recorded from the N.-W. Himalayas. 
As the presence or absence of the hyaline spots on the forewing is very inconstant, and the 
markings of the underside still more so, I think there is little doubt that A 1 ", btickleyi is

There is a single male from Simla in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which agrees with this description, but 
another Simla specimen which is typical in other respects has a hyaline centre to the discal spot on the forewing, 
In both these specimens the basal area of both wings on the upperside is darker than in typical A'. haegttii, 
but it is lighter than in typical K. inachis ; the discal orange baud on the upperside of the forewing is wider 
rban in either, and ends at a greater distance from the margin. 
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synonymous with K. huegelii. The shape of the discal band on the (brewing, and the colour 
of the base of both wings seem insufficient to specifically separate it from that species. 

553* Kallima limborgii, Moore. 

K. limborgii, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 828 ; A", limborgi, id., Trans. EdI, Soc. Lond., 
1879, p. 10. 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. 
Expanse : $, 375 ; ?, 4-0 inches. 

Description : *' Allied to K. inachis from Sikkira ; but differs in the deeper and more 
uniform steel-blue colour above in both sexes, the contour of the wings, and the small 
almost circular discal hyaline spot. Forewing less angled on the blndward part of the 
exterior margin ; the apex more produced in the male, less so in the female, the discal hyaline 
spot small and almost circular. //indzoing, less convex on the exterior margin, and has a 
much shorter tail. Underside luteous-brown, purple-tinted, and rufous-speckled, brightest 
in female ; rib and basal lines indistinct in male." {Moore t I. c. in Trans- Ent. Soc. Lond.) 

In Major Marshall's collection are numerous Kallimas taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
Upper Tenasserim close to the locality where the type specimens of K* limhorgii were obtained, 
and one in Colonel Swinhoe's collection named by Mr. Moore himself. I find that Mr. Moore's 
description of this species does not hold good as compared with Sikkim specimens of 
K. inachis^ the colouration is not deeper or more uniform, the forewing is quite as much 
angled at the first median nervule, the apex is less (instead of more) produced in both sexes, the 
discal hyaline spot is very variable in shape, occasionally circular, more usually oval, some- 
times linear, and so on. The Tenasserim specimens, however, are uniformly smaller than 
Sikkim specimens of K. inachis, a feature not noticed by Mr, Moore, and as the apex of the 
forewing is usually not so produced in either sex as in K. inachis, K. limborgii may perhaps be 
retained as a distinct species. It would perhaps more rightly rank as a local race. 

K. buxloni from Sumatra appears to be very doubtfully distinct from K. limborgii ; the 
description of it is appended.* It is the only species of this group which is not recorded from 
India. 

554- Kallima fcoisiuvali, Moore. 

K- boisdievn.lt, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. ia ; K. huttoni and A", ramsayi, idem, id., p. 12 ; 
A', atkinsoni, idem, id., p. 10. 

Habitat : Kasowli, Masuri, N.-W. Himalayas ; Nepal ; Sikkim. 
Expanse : 2 - q inches. 

Description : Allied to K. inachis. " Of smaller size than the other species. Forewing 
truncated and blunt-pointed at apex ; fulvous band narrow, its inner angular border broadly 
black ; discal hyaline spot small but prominent ; basal area uniformly blue. Hindiving, 
uniformly blue. Underside, ochreous -brown, numerously covered with dark brown speckles 
and strigce ; rib and basal transverse lines very prominent." (Moore, L c.) 

This is the rare dark-coloured Aallima which is found occasionally throughout the 
Himalayas, and which lacks the slender prolongation of the apex of the forewing. 

In Major Marshall's collection is a single male Kallima from Simla which agrees fairly well 
with this description in size and outline, but he possesses specimens from Upper Tenasserim 
(V. «f. at almost the other extreme of its range) which also have the outer margin of the fore- 
wing truncate and the apex blunt-tipped. The Simla specimen has the basal area dark 
purplish-blue rather than greyish-blue, which latter is the colour usually prevailing in the

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Kallimas from the Western Himalayas. The underside does not agree with Mr. Moore's 
description, but as the colouration and markings are protective and variable, this feature 
does not seem an important one for speciBc distinction. 

Below will be found descriptions of the three species which I consider to be inseparable 
from K. boisduvali.* 

The next group contains but a single species which has the band white instead of fulvous ; 
it is confined to the Andaman Isles. 

Second Croup. With oblique band white in both sexes. 

555- Eallima aTbofaaciata, Moore.

Habitat : South Andamans (Port Blair). 

Expanse : yi to 4-1 inches. 

Description: "Uppersidk glossy greyish indigo-blue. Forauing with a median, oblique, 
cream-white band with irregular borders ; hind part of wing indigo-bluc, tinged with purplish 
lilac above posterior angle ; apex broadly blue-black, with a small bluish-while subapical spot ; 
a dark -bordered bluish-white diaphanous spot on middle of the disc ; a submarginal, sinuous, 
blue-black line. Jdindzuint;, indigo-blue, tinged with purplish lilac along upper part of 
exterior margin ; costa brownish ; a submarginal, sinuous, blue-black line. Body greenish. 
Underside, mottled greyish ochreous, black-speckled, varied with confluent brighter fascia; 
on outer half, a pale-bordered dusky line from apex to tail ; a subapical and discal spot on 
foreunng, and imperfect ocelli on kindling ■.'* (Moore, 1. c. in Proc, Zool, Soc. Lond.) 

The late Mr. de Roepstorff sent numerous specimens of this species to the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. As usual no two specimens are similarly marked on the underside, but present 
every shade of colour and diversity of marking to simulate dead leaves. It is a very distinct 
species. 

Third Group. With oblique band blue in both sexes. 

The third group contains six species according to Mr. Moore, to which a seventh from 
Bhutan has been added by myself. This group seems to be confined to the true Indian 
region, the Andaman Isles producing a modified form of it with the band almost while 
instead of bluish-white as in the continental species. Omitting the two specimens I possess 
from Bhutan, I have only seventeen specimens in all of this group, not nearly sufficient lo 
enable me to work them out. A female from the Western Ghats (Khandalla), one from

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a single female specimen from Masuri which exactly agrees with 
the above description, the apex of the forewing being produced but very slightly. 

KaUima ratnsayi, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 12. Habitat : Nepal, Khatrnandu. Expanse ! 
Male and female, 3*40 inches. Dbscriptios : Allied to X. ina-rhis. *' Distinguished by its very dark and 
prominent markings. Foretuing, with short sharp-pointed apex ; the upper or apical border of fulvous band very 
irregular ; the outer marginal parallel sinuous line very prcminent ; a single large discal hyaline spot, basal area 
very dark iron-grey blue- Hind-wing, very darlt iron-grey blue. Femai.k, with the exterior margin of the 
/wearing more convex hindward and at posterior angle, and the exterior border of the hind-wing fulvoun- 
brown. Underside, chestnut-brown; sparsely speckled, and with pale ochreous fascia: ; rib-line prominent." 
(Moore, 1. c ) 

There is a single male from Sikkim in Colonel Lang's collection which agrees on the upperside with 
Mr. Moore's description of this species, The underside is marked quite differently, but this is a matter of no 
importance in my opinion. 

Kollima aikinsoni, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 10. Habitat : Darjiltng. Expanse : Female* 
3-62 inches. Description : " Femalb. Outline of wings as in K. bnxtoni. Uppkrside, similar to A*, buxtoni, 
but the fulvous band narrower, dUcal hyaline spot smaller and slender ; blue of base and on the hind-wing of 
a purple-violet tint. Underside, chestnut-brown, numerously speckled with dark brown ; fascia: greyish." 
{Moore, L c> 

As I have never seen the .female of either fC. huxloni or K. paralekta, lam unable to give any indication 
as to the outline of A', alkin&oni, but according to Mr. Moare's key (ante} it is the same as that of K. Umborgii. 
The description of the markings also is useless uulcss oue has specimens of K, buxtoni with which to com- 
pare them. 
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Bassein (Bombay), another from Travancore, and lastly one without locality, agree with 
Kollar's figure of K. horsfieldii^ the discal band being broad, no hyaline spot in the 
Khandalla specimen, and only a minute one in the ones from Travancore, Bassein, and without 
locality. The main point of distinction, however, between these specimens, and the other 
females I possess is the great length of the apical process of the forewing, in all the other speci- 
mens it is very much shorter, showing a correlation between the species of this group 
and of the yellow-banded group. A single male of this group from Coonoor, one from 
Canara, one from Travancore, and two without locality, have the hyaline spots very small, 
another from the Pulni Hills has no hyaline spots at all. Of the seven other specimens, 
one without locality, agrees with the Travancore male specimen, except that the discal band 
is broader, and the discal spots are large. The six remaining specimens consist of a pair from 
Khandalla, a male from Bassein (Bombay), a female from Coonoor (taken with the Coonoor 
male mentioned above), and two females from the Wynaad. All these specimens, as stated above, 
have the apex of the forewing but slightly produced in both sexes and the hyaline spots are 
very large. The discal band is variable in width, being widest in the Khandalla male, of less 
width in the Wynaad females, and narrowest in the Khandalla female. All these specimens 
are probably K. wardi. It is however to be noted that Khandalla produces female Kallimas 
with long apical processes and no hyaline spots (A\ horsfieldii), and others with short apical 
processes and large hyaline spots (A*, wardi) ; also that in the pair from Coonoor the male 
has very small discal hyaline spots, while the female has these spots large. Arranging them 
according to localities from which I possess both sexes, I obtain the following contradictory 
results : — A pair from Coonoor taken in copul& has the discal hyaline spots small in the male 
large in the female, a Travancore pair have them small in both sexes, a pair from Bassein 
and another pair from Khandalla have them large in the male and small in the female, 
but it should be remembered that Khandalla produces two forms of female, one with a 
long the other with a short process to the apex of the forewing, and I am quite unable to say 
which female is the correct pair to the male. Mr. Moore in describing K. wardi says 
that it has the .discal band " more erect than in any other species." If I have correctly 
identified my specimens, the band has the same direction as in K, horsfieldii. In all the 
specimens before me the markings on the underside are very variable, Mr. Moore appears to 
rely somewhat on them to distinguish between his species, but I hardly think that they will 
prove to be a reliable guide to specific discrimination. I have reproduced Mr. Moore's 
descriptions of these species without further remark, adding a key to them, derived wholly 
from his descriptions, except the single character which, as far as I am able to tell, separates 
A', knyvettii from all the rest, K. wardi may possibly be distinct, but the five species which 
precede it will, I think, most probably turn out to be merely varieties of a single species which 
will stand as K. horsfieldii.

Description : '* Oblique band blue in both sexes. Apex of the forewing prolonged, no 
discal hyaline spots. Forewing, oblique band broad and bluish-while ; basal portion very pate 
blue, Hindwing very pale blue, the outer border green ish-ochreous. Underside, ochrcous, 
with greenish-ochreous fascix." 

**I have not yet seen specimens of this species from the locality given by Hiigcl, but 
I possess a specimen of what I doubtfully take to be the same from the collection of the 
late Dr. Leith, which he stated was captured in Belgaum (2,260 feet, Western Ghats o( South 
India). Specimens have also been taken by Mr. Newton and Dr, Smith on the Matheran 
Hill, near Bombay." {Moore t 1. c.) 

557- galHttia phllarchns, Westwood. 

Amathtsia fhilarchus, Westwood, Cab. Or. Em., p. 50, pi. xxvii, fig. 4, maU (1848) ; id,, Moore, Trans, 
Ent. Soc. Lond., 18791 p. 15 ; idem, id., Lep. Ccy., vol. i, p. 37, pi, n, fig. 1, male (1881), 

Habitat : Ceylon. 
Expanse : 375 inches. 

Description : Allied to A', maefavoodt, "differing in the basal area and hindwing being of 
a deep, dusky steel-blue colour ; and in the absence of the discal hyaline spots." (Afoore, 1. c. 
in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) The fkmalk appears to be unknown. 

The original description by Westwood is as follows :— " Wings of a blue-black colour 
tinged with green, the tip of the forewing broadly black, with a white dot near the apex; 
beyond the middle is a broad oblique silvery blue fascia, having several dark blue-black obscure 
short lines near and belon* the tip of the discoidal cell, Hindwing concolourous, with the anal 
angle tailed. UndebsidE, obscure greyish- brown, freckled all over with minute brown 
irrorations ; a slender brown streak extends across both wings (crossing the middle of the hind- 
wing and extending from the apical angle of the forewing to the anal angle of the hindwing, 
where there is also another short brown parallel streak) ; half way between the middle of the 
hindwing and the anal angle are two very obscure ocelli surrounded by whitish rings, and there 
is a very indistinct row of minute whitish dots, running parallel with the apical margin of both 
wings. Body entirely brown." (Westwood, 1. e.) 

I have not seen a specimen of this species. Mr. Moore in redescribing it above says that 
it has no discal spots on the forewing, but two small ones arc shewn in his figure, and in his 
later description (Lep. Cey.) he states that there are " two minute scarcely discernible hyaline 
discal spots." In Ceylon it is "a very rare butterfly. Taken at Kandy" ifVade), 

553- EftUima alompra, Moore. 

K. alompra x Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 14. 

Habitat : Burma. 
Expanse : 30 inches. 

Description ; " Male. Allied to K. doubledayi from Sind, but of darker tints. Forewing, 
basal area of a darker tint than in K. doubledayi, the band also of a darker tint, and the male 
has only a minute hyaline lower discal spot, which is slightly more apparent in the female. 
Hindwing, as in K. doubledayi, but of a darker tint. Underside, greenish-brown, tinted 
with purple ; rib-line prominent, dark brown." (Afoore, 1. c.) 

This species is unknown to me, not having specimens of K. doubledayi, I cannot identify it.

Description : M Smaller than K. machwoodi. forming, with the band paler, the basal 
portion dark dull greenish -grey in the male, and greyish -cyaneous in the female, two hyaline 
spots in the male, none in the female. Hindwing, dark dull greenish-grey in the male, 
greyish -cyaneous in the female. Underside, dull ochreous-brown, markings dark sap- 
brown." (Moore, 1. c.) 

This species is quite unknown to me. 

560. Eallima mackwoodi, Moore. 

K. mackwoodi^ Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 14 ; idem, id., Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 37, pi. xx, figs. 
2, male ; za,/ema/e (18S1). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse : 6*, 3'i2 ; $ , 3*25 inches. 

Description: "Upperside. Foreiving with the band very pale in male, almost 
white in female ; basal portion pale indigo-blue ; both sexes with two prominent discal 
hyaline spots, the lower spot large. Hindwing, pale indigo-blue. Underside, greenish-grey 
in the male, with brown transverse band and outer purplish fascia. In the female 
greenish-ochreous, brown-speckled, with purplish fascise, and prominent brown rib-line." 
(Moore, 1. c. in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) 

" Male. Upperside, both wings pale indigo-blue. Foreioing with a broad paler blue 
oblique transverse discal band, which is outwardly bordered by a black sinuous line and 
inwardly by interrupted disco- cellular streaks terminating on lower median nervule, apical area 
blue-black, with a small white spot near the angle, two prominent hyaline discal spots, the 
lower spot large. Hindwing tinged with brown along the anterior and exterior borders, a 
black lunular submarginal line and indistinct discal spots. Underside greenish ochreous- 
brown, black-speckled, crossed by three indistinct darker oblique purple fasciae, with a promi- 
nent dark brown narrow transverse band crossing both wings from apex to end of the tail. 
Foreiving with a series of small black points above the hyaline spots. Hindwing with a 
row of ill-defined and indistinct ocelli on the medial fascia. Female paler above, the 
oblique band nearly white, with two prominent hyaline discal spots." (Moore, 1. c. in 
Lep. Cey.) 

I have never seen this species. 

561. Sallima wardl, Moore. (Plate XXIII, Fig. 104 ? ). 

K. tvardi, Moore, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lend., 1879, p. 14. 

Habitat : Calicut ; Malabar Coast ; Conoor. 

Expanse: 3*12 inches. 

Description : Allied to K. doubledayi, " Distinguished by having the blue band 
narrow and crossing the wing more erect than in any other species, forewing, with a narrow 
blue band, the outer black border extends broadly to the posterior margin, two oval 
discal hyaline spots ; basal area of a greenish tint. Hindwing, of a greenish tint, 
with the outer border brownish. Underside, dark vinous-brown, grey-tinted basally." 
(Moon, 1. c.) 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a female specimen from the Wynaad in 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta. I have thus identified the specimen figured, as it was sent from 
the district in which K. wardi is said to occur, but the discal blue band is not more erect than 
in the other specimens I possess of this group, 
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S62. KMflMft taTVettU, de N„ n. sp. 

Habitat : Buxa, Bhutan. 

Expanse: £,405 inches. 

Description. Male. Larger than any species of the group to which it belongs known 
to me, the upperside or a darker cobur also, being deep indigo-blue glossed with deep obscure 
gTeen at the base. Forming with a very broad bluish-white discal band not reaching 
the outer margin, its inner edge somewhat even, its outer edge irregular, extending broadly on 
to the costa, its outer edge at the costal end being distinctly less than half the length of the 
wing from the base, the band has its direction very straight, not curved towards the base of the 
wing at its costal end as in the other species of this group known to me. The usual opaque 
white spot at the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, a large oval discal 
hyaline spot in the first median interspace, none in the interspace above ; the disco-cellular 
nervules defined with a line of the ground-colour, but with no dark linear markings beyond 
and below it as in all the other species. Hindwing with the usual submarginal irregular line 
extending on to the fore wing as far as the second median nervule. The pale oclueous 
abdominal margin is thickly clothed with hairs of the same colour, the cell and a broad portion 
of the wing below it towards the base of the tail is even more densely covered with long bans, 
but of a dark brown colour, this setose clothing being very much mure dense and conspicuous 
than in any species of the genus known to me. Underside variable. 

Described from two male specimens obtained (one with snipe shot) by Mr. A. V. Knyvctt 
iu the forest beyond Buxa, Bhutan, in August, 

Genus Se.-BOLESCHAILIA, Welder. (Plate XXHi).

*' Forewing, subtriangular, costal margin arched from base [where it is slightly excavated] 
and convex, apex more or less truncated, outer margin sinuated, concave beneath apex, and con- 
vex towards posterior angle, inner margin more or less concave ; first and second subcostal ner~ 
zru/es emitted somewhat close together near end of cell, third emitted beyond cell and extend- 
ing to apex, fourth, and fifth bifurcating at about one-third from apex ; upper disco-cellular 
nervule short and outwardly angled, {middle disco-cellular about three times as long, 
inwardly oblique], lower disco-cellular aborted, leaving the discoidal cell widely open ; 
median nervules widely separated, the third prominently rounded at base, submedian nervure 
nearly straight. Hindwing, elongate and subtriangular, the costal and outer margins convex, 
anal angle produced into a narrow caudate elongation, which is traversed by the submedian 
nervure, abdominal margins convex and contiguous near base, and from thence becoming 
concavely divergent to anal angle ; costal ?iervure arched and extending to apex, prmcostal 
nervure obliquely rounded and curved outwardly towards apex ; discoidal [t subcostal] 
nervules well-separated at their origin, discoidal cell with the apex quite unclosed, third median 
nervule arched and rounded at a short distance from base. Body, short, robust ; P<ity\ 
large and porrect, raised above the upper margin of the head, gradually narrowed to an obtuse 
point at apices, flattened beneath and covered with adpressed hairs, and clothed above 
(excluding apices) with long semi-erect and well -separated hairs." [Antenna less than half 
the length of the forewing, with a distinct well-developed club, ending in a short point]. 
(Distant, 1. c.) 

Larva long and slender, head rather larger than the following segment, the body 
gradually increasing in size from the second to about the sixth segment, cylindrical, with 
dorsal and lateral series of delicately branched spines. Pupa smooth, head ending in two 
sharp points, thorax humped on the back, constricted beyond. 

About fourteen species are included in this genus, but as pointed out by Mr. Distant, 
two of them inhabiting Western Africa and Madagascar are probably not congeneric, as they 
have the apex of the forewing acute instead of truncate. The rest occur in North-East India, 
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Ceylon, the Andaman and Nicobar Tsles, Assam, Burma, the Malay Peninsula and Islands and in 
Australia. The genus is closely allied to Kallima, but has the apex of the forewing truncate 
(in the typical species) instead of acute, and the discoidal cell of both wings open, in Kallima 
they are closed. They are fulvous on the upperside, the apex of the forewing broadly 
black and including a band and spot of the ground-colour in aome species, the underside is 
of various dark shades of green and brown, with a discal line as is Kallima* which simulates 
the mid-rib of a leaf, to which the whole underside has some resemblance, often with some 
silvery and brown basal marks, and a discal series of very obscure ocelli. 

Much confusion has arisen regarding the specific determination of several species of the 
genus, which Mr. Distant has lately cleared up. * £>. pratifa has been erroneously recorded 
by several writers from Upper Tenasserira and the Andaman Isles, it appears to be confined 
to the Malay Peninsula and Java ; in the same way D. bisaltide has been recorded from India, 
Ceylon, &c , it appears, according to Mr. Distant, to occur in Java and possibly Sumatra, 
Cramer giving Surinam as its habitat, a probable clerical error for the latter island. The 
Indian, Ceylon, Andaman and Nicobar species, which occurs also in Java, Borneo and the 
Philippines, is D* polibete* Cramer.

Habitat : N.-E. India, Upper Tenassevim, Ceylon, Andaman and Nicobar Isles, Java, 
Borneo, Philippines. 

Expanse j 27 to 3-3 inches. 

Description : « Male. Upperside deep fulvous. Forming with a very oblique black 
band from middle of costa joining a marginal band which expands broadly at the apex,+ 
three minute white spots obliquely before the apical angle [often absent]. Hindwing dusky 
fulvous on anterior margin, with a more or less distinct small black upper and lower discal 
spot and two wavy marginal lines. Underside dark fulvous-brown or dark olive-brown, 
obliquely fasciated with purple. Forewing- with two more or less prominent black -bordered 
white discoidal streaks and a lower spot, a red-lined disco-cellular mark, a transverse discal 
sinuous black line, a submarginal series of white spots, the two lower spots ringed with purple, 
the upper terminating in a white costal streak, a marginal dark brown lunular line. Hindwing 
with a black- bordered white discoidal spot and another spot above the cell, a transverse 
discal straight black line, a distinct upper and lower discal ocellus, marginal black line in- 
distinct, and generally terminating in a blue caudal streak, abdominal margin black speckled. 
Female, Upperside slightly paler on forewing* Underside duller fulvous-brown or 
olive-brown, basal white marks obsolete, other markings as in male, but less distinct." 

"Larva long, somewhat slender, purple-black, with a dorsal and lateral series of short 
delicate branched blue spines ; a medial lateral row of white spots. Feeds on Acanthads. 
Pupa slender, head produced into two points, constricted behind the thorax ; pale reddish- 
purple, numerously dotted with black." (Moore, 1. c. in Lep, Cey.) 

The markings of the underside are very variable, the forewing in the male has sometimes 
a prominent silvery quadrate spot in the middle of the cell, an elongated sinuous one at its 
end, and a third below the base of the first median nervule, in the hindwing there is a large 
spot at the outer end of the cell, with a small one in its middle, and a large round spot near

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the base of the costal interspace. T7iese silvery spots are some! imes ochreous, often entirely 
wanting. The colour and marbling of the ground is also exceedingly variable. The female is 
more uniformly coloured, and the silvery spots are never prominently developed. D. polibett is a 
common species at low elevations in Sikkim, and occurs also in Assam, Cachar, Sylhet, Upper 
Tcnasserim (but not in peninsular India), in Ceylon, and the Andaman and Nicobar Isles. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from the South Andaman 
Isles in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Doleschallia pratipa, Felder, is a closely-allied species, but differs from D. fjlibeie in the 
male in having the fulvous band at the apex of the forcwing on the upperside smaller and ending 
at the lower discoidal nervule, and with no fulvous spot beyond, the female has a broad pale 
fulvous band outwardly bounded by the black apical border, and with a small black patch at 
the end of the cell, not joined to the outer black border as in />. /v/j'Mv. It has been recorded 
from Upper Tenasserim and the Andaman Isles, but is apparently confined to the Malay 
Peninsula and Java. A description of it is given below.*

"Body, extremely robust ; hindiving generally with one or two tails [very variable in 
length]; underside of the wings beautifully ornamented with patches and markings of varied 
colours. Female, scarcely differing in appearance from the male, but larger and sometimes with 
a paler oblique bar on the forewing. Head, moderately large, woolly, not tufted in front ; eyes, 
very prominent, naked ; pa/pi, large, porrected obliquely ; the tip elevated considerably above 
the level of the top of the eyes, and extending in front of the head nearly as far as its length ; 
rather apart at the base, but approximating at the tip ; thickly scaly ; the extremity of the second 
joint above clothed with short erect hairs, resting upon the face in repose ; terminal joint some- 
what naked, small and conical ; inside with the scales more hair-like ; antenna, rather short, 
not half the length of the forewing, strong, straight ; terminated by a long, gradually-formed, 
but not very robust, fusiform club, slightly attenuated at the extreme tip, where it is obliquely

" in both the specimens which we have before us, the apex of the forewing is less truncate, and the anal 
process of the hmdwing is longer than in D. bisaltide or D . polibete ; Cramer." {F'tldtr, 1. c. ia Reise Novara). 
This description is almost undoubtedly that of a female, to which it exactly applies, not of a male ns slated by 
Felder. The differences between both sexes of D. polibete and D. pratipa are given in my note above. 

Mr. Distant describes the fkmalk as follows :— ■" Forewing with the apex not prominently falcate ; differs 
from the male by having a large subapical yellowish patch, and by the fuscous oblique fascia beitig only denoted 
by an irregular spot at end of cell. Hindwing with the marginal fascia only denoted by the marginal border* 
as in male. Underside as in male, but paler, and with the white soots much more obscure." 

" This species varies much in the colour of the wings on the underside, and is a very close ally to the Javart 
species, D, bisaltide, Cramer. From this it differs principally in the female sex, which in D. bisaltide has the 
pale subapical patch and also the complete oblique subapical fuscous fa»cia. D. pratipa is clcaily a local race 
of Cramer's species." 

*'£>. bisaltide is a somewhat rare species; male ind female specimens arc contained in the Horsfield 
collection which agree with Cramer's figure. Several other specimens were confused, however, under the 
same tuttne, which on examination with Mr. butler, proved to be both male and female D. polibete, Cramer, a 
species which is quite distinct ana not synonymous with D. bisaitide, as stated in Mr. Kirby's Catalogue (p. 193). 
D. pflibett has both sexe- very similar, and not distinct as in D. bisaltide and D. pratipa ; it is also a wide- 
ranging species, as I possess specimens both from Java and the Andaman Islands. In ail these specie! it 
appears that the brightest white spots on the underside are developed iu the male only," {Distant, 1. c. in Rhop. 
Malay. > 
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truncate, with a very fine carina [keel] on the underside, on each side of which is a very slight 
longitudinal impression. Thorax, very robust, oblong, thickly clothed with wool, especially on 
the metathorax Abdomen, rather short; nearly ovate in the female. Forewing, sub- 
triangular ; costal margin moderately arched ; apical angle somewhat acute, but rounded off at its 
extremity ; outer margin oblique, slightly emarginate, and almost entire, three-fourths of the 
length of the costa ; inner margin straight, about equal in length to the outer margin. Veins 
very strong ; costal nervure not extending to the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with 
the first and second branches arising before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell ; third 
branch arising at a very little distance beyond the cell, [reaching the apex of the wing] ; 
fourth branch arising also at a small distance beyond the third, at rather more than the 
length of two-fifths of the wing from the base ; elbowed downwards towards the tip of 
the wing ; upper disco-cellular nervule arising at about the length of one-third of the wing 
from the base, very short, transverse ; as is also the rather longer middle disco-cellular ; the 
lower disco- cellular still longer, straight, transverse, very slender, and uniting with the 
third median nervule at some distance from its origin, closing the discoidal cell transversely ; 
third median nervule gradually arched. Hindwing, large, somewhat ovate, not ocellated 
beneath ; costal margin arched ; outer margin more or less dentate, and tailed ; the tails being 
produced at the extremity of the first and third median nervules. Prctcostal nervure oblique, 
the tip rather suddenly bent outwards ; discoidal cell small and narrow ; closed imperfectly 
by a very fine disco-cellular nervule, which unites the discoidal nervule with the median nervure 
just before its third branch is thrown off. [ In some Indian species the lower disco-cellular 
nervule is absent, leaving the discoidal cell entirely open.] Forelegs, of the male very- 
minute, scaly, and clothed with fine, silky, rather short black hairs above, and white ones 
below ; the tibia and tarsus being together not, or but little, longer than the femur ; the tibia 
twice the length of the tarsus, which is indistinctly articulated beyond the middle and 
towards the tip, when denuded of scales. Of the Jemale half as long again as those of the male, 
scaly ; the femur with a slight row of fine hairs on the inside ; tibia two-thirds of the length of 
the femur ; tarsus about as long as the tibia, compressed, dilated at the tip, which is obliquely 
rounded off, with several pairs of spines towards the tip on the underside, indicating the 
articulations ; the basal joint being scarcely more than half of the length of the tarsus. Middle 
and HIndlegs, rather short, very robust, finely scaly ; tibia shorter than the femur, flat beneath ; 
intermediate tibia with an oblong patch of delicate plush at the base ; each side with a row of 
fine short spines ; tibial spurs short ; tarsi robust, scaly, with four rows of short spines 
beneath ; claws moderate ; paronychia very small ; the inner lobe very short, outer lobe 
acute, curved." 

" Larva without any spines on the body, which is gradually attenuated behind; termi- 
nated by a depressed bicuspidated* tail ; the head armed with four obtuse horns. Pupa 
abbreviated, rounded, subconical, scarcely cat -mated down the back." (PVestwood,l. c) 

"The genus Charaxes, from its wide distribution, and the beauty of its species, com- 
bined with their strength of wing and body, forms one of the most interesting genera of the 
Nymphalinm. One species is found in Europe, round the shores of the Mediterranean, which 
has a very close ally in an Abyssinian species. The genus also inhabits Eastern, Western, 
and the warmer portions of Southern Africa. It is apparently in Western Tropical Africa 
that Charaxes is found in its maximum of size, beauty, and abundance of species. Madagascar 
possesses some very distinct species, and travelling eastwards the genus has recently been 
discovered in the Island of Socotra by Professor Balfour. It occurs in Continental India, 
is found in Ceylon and the Andaman Islands [and Nicobars according to Godart], occurs 
throughout Burma, Tenasserim, and the Malay Peninsula, Eastern Asia as far north as 
China, and through the length and breadth of the Malay Archipelago. Its distribution in the 
Pacific Islands appears at present very limited, but it is found in Australia." 

"The smooth spineless larvse with bifid tails ally Charaxes superficially with the Saty 
rina." {Distant, 1. c.) 

" Bicusri dated, two-pointed, from bi, two, c»s/is, a spear point. 
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All the Indian species of Charaxts possess a peculiar character in the neuration of the 
(brewing as pointed out by Professor West wood, the fourth subcostal nervule arises close 
to the discoidal cell, being thereby of extraordinary length, and is bent downwards towards the 
tip of the wing. All the species possess tails on the hindwing placed at the ends of the 
first and third median nervales, in some species they are both long and narrow, in others the 
outer tail is shorter and broader, and the inner one obsolete, and there are integrades 
between these extreme forms. In some species the discoidal cell of the hindwing is closed, in 
others it is open. Mr. Moore has lately split up the genus into three genera which embrace 
most, if not all, of the species occurring in India. The larvce certainly present two types, in 
the one the sides are marked with oblique stripes, in the other there is a large round spot in 
the middle of the back, with three smaller ones on the sides ; in the European species 
( Char axes jasius) there are two spots on the middle of the sixth and eighth segments, and 
none at the sides : the horns on the head are very short in this species. The pupa in the 
former is much more obtuse anteriorly than in the latter. The genus is very well represented 
in India, twenty-nine species having been recorded from within our limits, but many of them 
appear to be varietal forms only. They attain their largest sire, and greatest number of 
species as well as of individuals in the north-east of our empire, but especially in the hot low 
valleys of Sikkim and Assam. 

I have for convenience divided the genus into two groups, the first of which has the 
discoidal cell of the hindwing open, and embraces the species separated by Mr. Moore under 
the generic name Eulepis* The second group has the discoidal cell of the hindwing closed, 
and embraces the typical Charaxes and Mr. Moore's genus llaridra* 

Iu the first group, both the tails of the hindwing are narrow and elongate. The ground- 
colour of the upperside is in some of the species very pale straw-coloured, the outer margin 
more or less broadly marked with black, and in others the ground-colour is deep indigo-blue, 
with a broad median band white or pale green across both wings, with one or more spots in 
continuation towards the apex of the forewing. The underside is opalescent whitish with 
the border as above but much paler, and with other markings differing in the various 
species.

Expanse : 3-5 to 4-0 inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Upperside, both wings pale stramineous. Fore- 
wing with the costal area slightly infuscated ; a small black streak on upper portion of disco- 
cellular nervules, and the whole apical third black [something bearing one or two small spots of 
the ground-colour in the subcostal and upper discoidal interspaces] ; the inner margin of this 
black area is much waved, and commencing at costa near end of cell really and narrowly terminates 
at apex of first median nervule, but is apparently continued by two elongated spots, which do 
not pass the submedian nervure, and do not quite reach the outer margin. Hindwing with a 
submarginal series of greenish lunulate spots placed between the nervules, continued as streaks 
to the apices of nervules, especially prominent and distinct along the three median nervules. 
(Some markings of the underside show more or less distinctly near the posterior angle of the 
forewing, and on the disc of the hindwing.) Underside pale silvery white. Forewing with the 
apical third somewhat darker (reflecting the black area of the upperside) ; two small and 
irregularly-shaped bluish-black spots in cell [these spots in the cell vary in number from two to 
five] ; a lunulate blue spot with black margins at end of cell, outwardly followed by a contiguous 
black streak [at base of lower discoidal interspace] ; a narrow black streak above and beneath 
the upper discoidal nervule ; a rounded blue spot with blackish margins beneath cell 
and between second and first median nervules, and an outer submarginal series of 
lunulate bluish markings, outwardly followed by a series of ochraceous spots. Hindwing 
with a blue spot with blackish margins on about middle of costal area [sometimes with 
a similar spot in the interspace below], three curved blackish lines (diminishing in size) 
in and near end of cell, a short linear mark of the same colour on each side of the first median 
nervule, and two similar ones on abdominal margin, about one-third from anal angle ; a discal 
series of bluish lunulate spots placed between the nervules, closely followed by a series of dark 
ochraceous spots, and again by a much-waved pale ochraceous fascia ; a submarginal series of 
bluish elongate and linear spots placed between the nervules, and a marginal corresponding 
series of rather larger ochraceous spots ; caudate appendages streaked with bluish. Body above 
with the abdomen more or less concolourous with wings, the thorax and head infuscated ; 
thorax beneath concolourous with wings, the legs dull greyish. Antenna fuscous." {Distant, 1. c. ) 
This is a rare as well as beautiful species. Mr. Wood-Mason obtained a single male in 
Cachar in August, Captain C. T. Bingham obtained a male in the Donat range in January and 
another in the Thoungyeen forests towards the end of the year, and there are specimens in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Sylhet, Moulmein and Perak. 

565. Ckarases dolOIX, Westwood. (Plate XXII, Fig. 100 6*)- 

C. doton, Westwood, Cab. Or. Ent., p. 55, pi. xxvii, figs, a, 3 (1B48) ; id.. Butler, Proc- Z00L Soc. Lond., 
1865, p. 635, n. 49 ; Haridra dolon, id., Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist,, fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 306, n. 52 (18S5). 

Habitat : Kulu, Sikkim, near Assam, 

Expanse : 3*3 to 39 inches. 

Description ; "Upperside, both wings straw-white. Forewing having the costa, a con- 
joined spot at the extremity of the discoidal cell, and a broad apical margin of black, the latter 
bearing a single row of about eight white spots. Hindwing bicaudate, with a subapical 
[submarginal] narrow fascia of brownish-black, in which are two rows of small whitish luuules ; 
the tails bluish-grey, the inner one preceded by two blue-white spots. Underside, both 
wings pearly-white j the costa of the forewing (except at the tip) and two narrow fasciae common 
to both wings, and more or less edged with black, as well as the apical [outer] margin, dull 
fulvous ; the hindzving with a submarginal row of black dots. Abdomen brown." 
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■ This species is closely allied to C. eudamiffus, Doubieday, but differs in its smaller size, 
the direction of the dark patch at the apex of the discoidal cell, the single row of white spols 
in the broad dark apical [outer] margin, the dark costa of the forewing beneath, the single minute 
black dot in the discoidal cell adjoining the costa, the more regular fascia at the extremity of 
the discoidal cell, the want of the black oblique line in the anal area of the hindwing, and 
in the brown abdomen, which is pure white in C. eudamif>f*us.*'' ( II 'eshuvod, 1. c.) 

C. dolon appears lobe even rarer than C. dd/At's, as I know of its occurrence only in 
Kulu (two specimens taken by Mr. A. Graham Young) and in Sikkim, Mr. Butler records it 
from " near Assam,' 1 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Sikkim. 

566. Char&xea eud&mlppus, Doubieday. 

C. eudamippus, Doubieday. Ann. Soc. Eut. France, second scries, vol. i, p. 318, ph viii (18.0) ; id., Butler, 
Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 635, n. 47. 

Habitat: Sikkim, Assam, Naga Hills, Sylhet, Upper Tenasse rim, Tavoy. 

Expanse : 3 '9 to 4*8 inches. 

Description : Male. Uppersidk, both wings straw-white. Forewing with the costa and 
upper half of the cell, the apex widely, and the outer margin decreasing ly deep indigo-blue almost 
black ; also a similarly coloured band at the end of the cell enclosing the disco-ccllulars. extend- 
ing on either side of the median nervure almost to the origin of the first median nervule, also 
along the third median nervule posteriorly for about a third of its length ; with the black apical 
portion of the wing enclosing a large spot of the ground-colour in the lower discoidal interspace 
at the end of the cell ; the subcostal and upper discoidal interspaces each bears two rounded 
spots, the lower discoidal and median interspaces one each, (lie upper of the three (he smallest, 
in the submedian interspace are a pair of joined lunules, the lower one being tinted with blue ; 
the margin bears a series of seven or eight smaller spots, one in each inlerspacc, except the 
Submedian which has two ; a blue-tinted spot at the anal angle, Hindwing with a submarginat 
series of somewhat lunular spots of the colour of the ground, surrounded with black and 
inwardly again with a pale blue band, the margin (except at the anal angle) narrowly 
black, within which is a broader diffused band of pale blue ; the tails at the ends of the first 
and third median nervules almost equal in length, narrow, long, and marked like the 
margin. Underside, both wing's pearly-white, the outer margin with a well-defined 
dull yellowish-green band ; a similarly-coloured submarginal band, in the forewing commencing 
on the costa about midway between the apex and the cell, approaching the outer margin at the 
anal angle, straight, outwardly defined with short black lines between the nervules, which 
latter become somewhat lunular towards the anal angle; with two black V-shaped marks in 
the submedian interspace beyond ; on the hindwing evenly curved and bearing outwardly a 
series of bluish lunules outwardly defined with black, between which and the outer margin are 
a series of small round black spots one in each interspace, except the submedian which has 
two; another similarly-coloured discal band, more or less margined with black on both sides, 
commencing in the forewing at the subcostal nervure and enclosing the disco-eel luiars, hardly 
extending below the first median nervule, and throwing off a branch along the third median 
nervule for about one-third of its length, this band on the hindwing commencing on the costa 
about one-fourth of its length from the base and curving evenly across the wing till it joins 
the submarginal band in the middle of the submedian interspace. Fjreiotng with two pro- 
minent round black spots placed obliquely in the cell. Hindwing with a short oblique black 
streak extending from the discal yellow band to the margin near the anal angle. The female 
is larger than the male, but does not differ in markings. 

C. eudamippus is 1 common species at low elevations in Sikkim, and extends eastwards as 
far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam. Captain C. T. Bingham obtained it in March in the 
Thoungyeen Forests, Upper Teuasserim, it occurs also in Tavoy.

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C. nepenthes, Smith, from Siam, is very closely allied to C. eudamippus. Its description 
13 appended.* 

567- Oliaraxes scJirei'bflri, Godart. 

NymfihalU tckreiier, Godart, Enc. Meih., vol. ix, Supplement, p. 825 (1823) ; Paphta sckreibcrs, Hors- 
fteld, Cat. Lep. E. I. C, pi. vi, figs. 3, yi, female (1829) ; Nymphalis schreiteri, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. 
Mus. E. I. C, vol. t, p. 205, n. 418 (1657) ; Charaxes sch'eiberi, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc Loud-, 1865, p. 633, 
n. 43; id., Distant, Khop. Malay., p. 104, n. 2, pi. Jtiii, fig. 2, nutle (1883). 

Habitat : Assam, South India, Malacca, Billiton, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse ; 36 to 39 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both uings daik fuscons, the basal third somewhat 
tinged with bluish, the disc crossed by a medial white fascia, commencing on the forewing 
immediately beneath the third median nervtile and terminating on ihe hindwing in a subacute 
point near the third median nervule j on the forewing this fascia is narrowly margined 
[inwardly] with pale bluish from beneath the first median nervule, and from the same nervule is 
outwardly very broadly and somewhat dentately margined with ihe same colour ; on the hind- 
wing the white fascia terminates in a pale bluish fascia which is inwardly straight and out- 
wardty emarginate, and crosses the wing, terminating very narrowly at the anal angle. 
Forewing with a while spot placed between the discoidal nervules. Hindwing with a sub- 
marginal series of small whitish spots placed between the nervules, two between the first 
median nervule and submedian nervnre, and a pale bluish narrow submarginal but broken 
fascia commencing at about discoidal nervule, which becomes ochraceons at anal angle ; 
abdominal margin pale greyish at base. Underside, both wings pale silvery white ; crossed 
by a dull ochraceons fascia margined with blue ; on the forewing this fascia crosses the end 
of the cell, where it is outwardly bifurcate and terminates, obtusely rounded a little 
beneath the first median nervule ; on the hindwing the fascia commences at costa 
and terminates a little beyond the first median nervule. Foreimng with two dark bluish 
spots in cell ; an irregularly shaped carmine spot beyond the medial fascia between the 
lower discoidal and the second median nervules ; a submarginal series of somewhat lunulate 
spots placed between the nervules, which are obsolete near apex, and suffused with black near 
outer angle, the lower three being preceded by a lunulate dark line, and the outer margin 
broadly infuscated. Hindwing with a broad submarginal pale fuscous fascia, on the inner 
margin of which are a series of carmine lunulate spots, the upper three of which have a pale 
area and are preceded by a continuous bluish line, and the lower and larger three are inwardly 
margined with white and blue, the one at anal angle being preceded by a transverse dark 
bluish streak, and a marginal ochraceous fascia, the borders of which are bluish. Body more 
or less concolourous with wings ; posterior and intermediate femoia much suffused with 
blackish shadings ; tibia and tarsi ochraceons. Female. Resembling the male, but with the 
medial white fascia to the wings above only faintly and slightly margined and followed by 
pale blue, and the marginal fascia to the hindtving more ochraceous and continued to apex. 
On the forewing there is an additional small white subapical spot placed above the upper dis- 
coidal nervule." (Distant, 1. c.)

On either side of the band down the wing are several black lines and spots, and two 
transverse, black, elongate spots on the abdominal fold, a little above the anal angle." 

*• Near to C. eudamippus and €• dofott, but quite distinct." {H. Grose Smithy 1 c.) 
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In India C. schrribiri is a very rare species, the Indian Museum possesses a single 
male taken in the Wynaad by Mr Rhodes-Morgan, Mr. J. L. Sherwili has sent me another 
male taken at Jorehat in Assam, and Mr. Harold S. Ferguson has sent a single forewing 
found on the ground in Travancote. The two former differ from Mr. Dislant's description in 
having the discal white band on the forewing continued up to the lower discoidal ner.nle, 
the Wynaad specimen with two quadrate white spots placed above and beyond its upper 
end— the lower spot four times as large as the upper one— divided by the upper discoidal 
nervule ; the discal band is also less broad than shown in Mr. Distant'* figure ; the Jorehat 
specimen has the discal band much narrowed anteriorly, with a spot beyond in the upper 
discoidal interspace. The single wing from Travancore (which is probably that of a female) 
has the discal band twice as broad as in the Wynaad example, and the two upper spots joined 
to it and very large. The Jorehat specimen alone has the subapical spot in the forewing 
between the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules shown in Dr. Horsfield's figure.

The above description is taken from the type figure by Drury in which the discal band at 
the inner margin of the forewing is just under J of an inch in breadth and there are two 
apical spots on the forewing. It may be assumed that Drury figured a male spcc.men I 
possess examples agreeing with this form from Sikkim, Sibsagar, Cherrapunj,, Sylhet, Cachar, 
Chi.tagong, Upper Tenasserim, Orissa, the Wynaad, South Andaman Isles, and Java. 

The width of the discal band, the number and the prominence or the subapical spots, 
and indeed all the markings of the upperside are very variable in , his species ; these variajion, 
arVconsidered by many authorities to be constant, and no less than four of them have been 

described as distinct spe cies, as detailed below. 

* Exactly scvea willimvtrrs. 
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C. bharata. Under this name Dr. FeMer has described a form of C. athamas as follows :— 
" Male. Upperside as in C. athamas, but the fascia broader, in the hindwing not at all arched 
outwardly towards the anterior portion. Forewing with a much larger spot and another 
subapical. Underside with the fascia of the upperside larger, otherwise as in C. athamas. 1 * 

" May be distinguished from C. athamas, Drury, which we have also received from Upper 
India, by the forewing which is shorter, much less concave on the outer margin, and but slightly 
angled, and by the greater length of the inner margin of the hindwing. Habitat : North India, 
Darjeeling. Expanse : Not given. (Felder, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 43 s . n - 7* 2 (1867). 

"This species is perhaps distinct from C athamas ; the British Museum has it from 
Nepal, and white varieties from Northern India ; the typical form is also in the collection of 
Captain Lang." (Butler, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 119. n. 3) The white varieties 
above referred to by Mr. Butler I include under C. arja. 

Under this form I include all the specimens which have the discal band broader than in 
Drury's figure of C. athamas, with the exception of those which in the male have three sub- 
apical spots. Our collections show that this form occurs in Kunawur, Kulu, Kotgarh, Simla, 
Malda, Sikkim, Shillong, Upper Tenasserim, Tavoy, Orissa, Deesa in Rajputana, Matheran 
near Bombay, the Wynaad, South Andaman Isles, and Java. 

C. samatha. Under this name Mr. Moore* has described another form of C. athamas 
as follows :— " Smaller than Indian examples of C. athamas, the yellow band on both wings one- 
third less in width, the subapical spot smaller, and the apical [one] either minute or obsolete." 
Habitat: Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet, Upper Tenasserim. Expanse: 2*37 inches. He 
redescribes and figures both sexes in his Lep. Cey., the male having a single and the female 
two subapical spots. Mr. Distantt writes as follows regarding it :— " I incline to the opinion 
that this form should be considered a variety of C. athamas. Mr. Moore, in his description of 
C- samatha, describes it as having the 'yellow band on both wings one-third less in 
■width ' than in ' Indian examples of C. athamas? and he afterwards figures his species in the 
' Lepidoptera of Ceylon.' Now if we compare these figures [figure of the male only] with 
that of Drury, who originally described and figured C. athamas, instead of finding the yellow 
band of C samatha 'less in width' than in Drury's species, it is, on the contrary, always 
as broad (in the female it is much broader], and at its apices on both wings absolutely broader. 
There therefore only remains its somewhat smaller size, the frequent absence of the apical 
spot, and the generally (in the male) smaller size of the subapical spot to differentiate it." 

If this form with the band of about the same width at the inner margin of the forewing as 
in Drury's figure of C. athamas is held to have a single subapical spot only in the male {as 
figured by Mr. Moore), it occurs according to my specimens in Sikkim, the Wynaad, and Ceylon, 
Mr. Moore records it also from Upper Tenasserim, and Mr. Distant from Province Wellesley. 

C. hamasta. Under this name Mr. Moore has described still another form of C. athamas 
as follows : — " Smaller than C. athamas. forewing differs in the medial band being broader 
in the male, the subapical spot also broader and more regularly quadrate, its upper angle 
being nearer the apical spot, of which latter there are two in the female, one above the 
other. Hindwing with a more prominent submarginal series of white spots, the three lower 
spots being conspicuously larger and lunular iu shape, with contiguous greyish outer lunules." 
Habitat: Dhurmsala in the Western Himalayas, 6,200 feet, March and June. Expanse : 
2'5 to 2-75 inches. {Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 238.) 

" The wildest butterfly that I know. Takes very long flights at a time and returns to the 
same point. Very shy" (Hocking). 

Regarding the width of the discal band the matter is a little doubtful, as Mr. Moore (in 
describing C. samatha) does not seem to have consulted Drury's original figure of C. athamas. 
There remains only the size and shape of the subapical spots on the forewing and the 
submarginal spots on the hindwing in the male, these characters being extremely variable. 

C. agrarius. Lastly, Colonel C. Swinhoe has sent me the following description 0/ a 
form which he names C. agrarius >-*• Allied to G. athamas, Drury, and C, hamasta, Moore. 
Smaller than either, nearest to the latter, but differs [from C. hamasta} in having the discal 
* Proc Zool Soc., Load., 1878, p. 831, f Rhop. Malay , p 106, 
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band on both wings one-fourth narrower in width [it is slightly wider than in Drury's figure 
of C. athamas], the subapical spot on the forewing is smaller [it is larger than in C. 
athamas], whereas in C. hamasta this spot is a lengthened square, and in the male there are 
two smaller apical spots. On the hind-Ming the submarginal white spots are prominent, but 
there is no outer marginal row of ochreous lunules. Habitat : Mhow and Assirghur in 
October." Expanse : 2-3 to 26 inches. (Stoinhoe, MS.) 

The two small subaptca! spots one above the other in addition to the larger one placed 
nearer the discal band in the forewing of the male may be considered to be the distinguish- 
ing character of this form, the other characters given being variable. I have specimens of 
it from Simla (taken in the spring) and .Bangalore. 

It will be seen from an investigation of the localities given above for the different forms 
of C. athamas that have been described, how extremely erratic is the distribution of each, 
and the only conclusion that I can come to after a patient examination of all the facts in 
conjunction with a very Urge series of specimens from nearly every part of India, is that 
there is but one species, C. athamas, which is variable in all the characters which have been 
taken by different writers in describing the many species which are said to be allied to, but 
distinct from, the parent species, and that these variations are not confined to any particular 
geographical ranges of country, nor are they constant. 

"Larva [var. samatha] elongated, thickened in the middle, dark green ; head large, 
wide, flattened, surmounted by four spinous processes ; last segment with two short naked 
points j the segments with an oblique yellowish-white stripe, most prominent on the seventh, 
ninth, and eleventh segments, beneath these a lateral series of small white spots. Feeds on 
Gasalpinia. Pupa cylindrical, back and thorax convex, head truncated, pointed in front ; 
green, streaked with white." (Moore, 1. c, in I-ep. Cey.) Professor Westwood (Gen. 
Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 308) describes a specimen of the pupa obtained in Java by 
Dr. Horsfield as follows : — "Short and very much swollen, especially the abdominal portion, 
and is destitute of any conical protuberances ; the head is very broad, and transversely truncate ; 
the sides of the body, along the inner margin of the cases of the forewings, are formed into 
two sharp edges ; the body is terminated by a slender horny appendage, armed at the tip with 
a great number of minute reflexed hooks, enabling the insect to attach itself to the layer 
of silken thread it had previously spun on the twig, and at the base of this point are several 
small rounded tnbercles." Mr. E. A. Minchin informs that the larva of C. athamas feeds 
in South India on Adenantkera pavonica. 

C. hebt, C. moori and C.jalysus have been described as below* from the Malay Penin- 
sula. They are all allied to C athamas, but appear to be quite distinct, the discal band in all 
of them being very wide. They all have a single spot only in the apical region of the forewing.

" This insect is closely allied to C athamas, but is much more robust ; the forewing is much more rounded 
and longer, the sinuation of the outer margin is not so deep, and the wing is more obliquely planted inwards 
at the anal angle ; the apex is very much rounded ; the hindwing is longer, and the outer tail half as long 
again as the inner one ; underneath, the medial band is very much further from the outer margin, only extending 
to the end of the cell." {Batter, \. c.) 

The specimen from Malacca Mr Distant has figured " is interesting as showing the varietal character of 
the colour of the marginal spots to the hindwing. In a Province Weilesley specimen these spots are as pale at ia 
the Mimatran type figured by Mr. butler." {Distant, I. c.)

Description: "Male. Upperside as in C. athamas, but the fascia a little broader, 
white, and less well-defined inwardly on tbe hindiumg. Forewing with a single spot but 
larger than in C. athamas. Underside as in C. athamas, but the fascia broader." 

"The forewing is blunter at the apex than in C. athamas, Dairy. We possess three 
males in which the above character separating them from C. athamas is very constant." 
(Felder, 1. c.) 

" I think that there can be little doubt of this being a variety of C. bharaia ; Captain 
La.ng has several specimens agreeing pretty closely with Dr. Felder's description, but speci- 
mens in the British Museum from Sylhet differ in having a second subapical spot in the 
forewing." {Butler, 1. c.) 

Dr. Felder in describing C, bharata says nothing about the discal band being 
of a different colour to C. athamas, in describing C. atja, however, he says it is 
white. I do not therefore agree with Mr. Butler in considering C. arja a variety of C. 
bharata ; in ray opinion the latter is a variety of C. athamas. As identified by me C. arja 
has the discal band white, just tinted with palest green, it is very variable in width 
as in C. athamas, in one extreme it is double the width of the other extreme, and that in 
the male sex only. The apical spots in the forewing are also variable, there being one, two 
and occasionally three. The female has the discal band much broader than in the male. 
I possess this species from Sikkim (where it is less common than C, athamas), Sylhet, 
Jorehat, Sibsagar, Chittagong, and Upper Tenasserim. From these localities it will be 
seen that it is conSned to the north-eastern portion of India and Burma. 

An apparently distinct form of this species occurs in Cachar (four males taken by Mr. 
Wood-Mason), Shillong (two males taken by Dr. Johnson), Jorehat (one male taken by Mr. 
J. L. Sherwill) and Sibsagar (one male taken by Mr. S. E. Peal). It differs from the common 
form of C, arja in always having a single small subapical spot only in the forewing, the discal 
band narrow ('25 of an inch in width at the inner margin of the forewing), the ground-colour 
very deep indigo-blue on the upperside, and all the markings richer and darker on the 
underside. 

C. durnfordi from the Malay Peninsula is not allied to any Indian species. Its descrip- 
tion is appended.* 

disc and at area of median nervules, and not prominently narrowing at posterior angle ; its inner margin 
much waved.

" I have seen none but male specimens of this species. Its natural position is intermediate between 
C. hebe, Butler, and C.jalysus, Felder." (Distant, 1. c.) 

714, pi. lix, fig, 5 fi866) ; id., Butler, 
Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 120, n. 5 ; id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 108, n. 7, pi. xih, fig. 4, male (1883). 
Habitat: Perak, Province Wellesley, Malacca, Borneo. Expanse: 2*7 to 3*3 inches. Description: 
" Male. Upperside with the greeuish-white area greatest, forewing with a rather large spot of this colour, 
otherwise as in C, athamas. Underside with the area of the upperside but more restricted, somewhat 
silvery, otherwise as in C athamas, but the lunuies outwardly defining the fascia smaller, almost equal, 
Forewing with the ferruginous cincture of the fascia extending to the upper discoidal nervule H indwing 
with the black submarginal spots much smaller. Female. Wings more denticulate, tbe area also broader." 

" In the form of the wings nearest to C. bharata, Felder, but differing from all hitherto known allies of 
C- athamas. Drury, by the larger and narrower discoidal cell of the forewing. We received the species 
together with a form, of that common Javan species which is figured by Swaiasou as Jasia athatna. " 
(Felder. 1. c.) 

" Male. Upferside as in C. moori, but paler. Forewing- with the black apical area considerably 
smaller, its inner margin nearly straight. Hindwing with the submarginal border of spots more continuous 
and amalgamated, but not dilated into a distinct patch at apex. Underside paler, and with the pale 
medial fascia very broad and occupying the whole disc of both wings ; on the hindwing this fascia is almost 
straight outwardly, and not concave from costa to third median nervule as in C. hebe and C. tnovri." 
(Distant, 1, c.) There is a single male specimen of this species from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Forewing with twosubbasal small yellow spots [placed one above (touching) the third median 
nervule a little beyond the end of the cell, the other towards the middle of the subcostal 
interspace], and a transverse discal recurved series of seven or eight spots, the three lowest 
widest, a marginal row of minute spots. Hindwing with a transverse medial irregular yellow 
band, a submarginal row of small lunules, and a marginal row of small geminate spots, those 
at anal angle greenish. Underside, both wings lilac-grey, dullest at base and purple-tinted 
externally; with white discal markings as on upperside, bordered with a black inner line, 
and basal irregular black streaks. Forewing with a submarginal row of black-bordered 
ochreous-yellow spots, and a marginal row of indistinct purple-white spaces.

C. fabius has a wide range, it occurs at Fyzabad and Lucknow in Oudh, Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. H. T. Marshall has taken it at Chumba in March, Mr. A. Graham Young in 
Mundi in July and September, it occurs in Sikkim and eastwards through Assam and Cachar, 
and has been taken again in the Lower Thoungyeen forests in May, and the Meplay valley, 
Upper Tenasserim, in October ; it is common in Calcutta, and I have frequently taken it 
drinking the juice of the date palms when cut for the extraction of toddy. Mr. \V. C. Taylor

" This beautiful and exceedingly distinct species seems to find its nearest ally in the Amboinese C euryalus, 
Cramer, and belongs to that division of the genus in which the caudate prolongation to the hindwing. at the 
apex of the first median, nervule, is obsolete, whilst that at the apex of the third median nervule is short but 
distinct." (Distant, 1 c-)

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has sent it from Orissa, Colonel Swinhoe records it from "Foona, February, April and 
November ; Belgaum ; Bombay, November;" it occurs throughout South India to Travancore. 
and Captain Wade captured it in Ceylou *' at Dambool and Kandy. Not very common." 
Mr, E. A- Mincbin informs me that the larva feeds on the Tamarind tree. 

C. echo is a closely-allied species which has been recorded from Singapore and Borneo. 
It differs chiefly from C. /abuts in having the discal pale yellow baud of the hindwing on the 
upperside very narrow and its edges very straight aud even, the discal series of spots cm the 
forewing consisting of seven instead of eight spots, the upper one being wanting, and only 
three marginal dots on the forewing at the anal angle. A description of it is appended.* 

The remaining species belong to the genus /Jaridra,f Moore ; in all of them the ground- 
colour is bright fulvous, and the outer margin of the forewing more or less broadly black, the 
tails of the hindwing are very slightly developed in the males, more highly developed ami 
more or less spatulate in the females. Many of the species have a broad pale discal band within 
the black border, sometimes pale yellow, but generally more or less completely suffused 
with white. 

The first five species of this group are easily distinguished by the ground-colour in both 
sexes being pale fulvous throughout, the marginal black band is narrow as compared with 
all the other species, and within it is a submarginal narrow black line, sometimes widening 
out and coalescing with the marginal band towards the costa.

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Upper Tenasserim (Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet). 

Expanse : 6* , 3'0 to yS ; $ , 4*30 to 475 inches. 

Description: "Upperside, both wings of a rich orange colour, the middle portion 
in the female being [slightly] paler than the rest of the wing, with some small black spots 
forming two patches near the costa in the middle of the forewing (connected in the female with 
a row of dusky lunules); beyond the middle of the forewing is a row of dusky lunules follow- 
ed by a marginal series of large black confluent spots ; the hindwing is marked beyond the 
middle with an irregular row of black spots, mostly wedge-shaped, each bearing in the female 
[sometimes also in the male] a small white spot. Underside, both wings of a fulvous or 
yellow buff colour, varied towards the base with darker irregular fascia; edged by thin black 
lines which are also margined with greyish white. The hindwing has a dark grey transverse

fascia beyond the middle, succeeded by a pearly space on which are white transverse spots 
followed by minute black dots ; the pearly spots appear of a triangular form on the forewing 
towards the outer margin, between which and the middle of the wing is a dark fulvous row 
of thin lunular streaks," 

'* C. marrnax is very closely allied to C. bernardus* Fabn'cius, but in both sexes of the 
latter the middle of the wings bears a large, very pale, buff or white patch (which indeed, 
somewhat reappears in the female of C. marrnax) ; the extremity of the forewing in 
C. bertiardus, is, however, much darker than in this species. C. bernardus appears to be 
intermediate between this species and C. psaphon ; the markings of the underside of the 
wings in all three species is very similar, although the colouring differs. The difference in the 
length of the tails of the hindwing in the opposite sexes of this species occurs also in 
C- bernardus, whilst the Uil at the anal angle of this wing is almost obliterated." 
{IVestzvood, 1. c.) 

When the above note was written these three were the only Indian species of yellow 
Charaxes known ; they now form the typical species of three groups with numerous inter- 
mediate and allied forms. C. marrnax has the black border of the forewing narrower than 
in any other species, except C. lunawara, and from C. lunawara it may be distinguished by its 
very yellow underside, and all the markings being far less prominent. It is a very distinct and 
easily recognised species, and in Sikkirn at any rate is the commonest species of the Haridra 
group of the genus. 

572. Charaxes lunawara, Butler.

Haiiitat ; Kumaon, Sikkirn, N.-E. Bengal, Cachar. 

Expanse : 6*, 3"S to 4'0 ; ? , 3-6 to 47 inches. 

Description: "Male. Allied to C marrnax, smaller. Forming with the subapical 
fasciole broader, confluent with the marginal area, the discal lunules more obscure ; the margin 
black (not at all blackish-fuscous). Hindwing with the virgulse more slender in the male, 
none in the female ; the black spots of the external fascia larger, distinctly pupil led with 
whitish. Underside with all the characters better defined ; in the male the external area 
narrower ; the median fascia of the hindwing twice as wide at the inner margin ; in the 
female the external area broader, the median fascia of the hindwing comparatively broader 
at the inner margin ; the discal area much more silky, the subanal tail twice as long." 

" Nearly allied to C. marrnax, aristogiton, &c, but perfectly distinct." (Butler, 1. c.) 
C. lunawara is very similar indeed to C. marrnax on the upperside, all the characters 
noted above being variable, but the underside is very different, the ground-colour is a pale buff 
instead of bright fulvous, the markings are much darker and more prominent not only in 
comparison, but actually, and the inner edge of the irregular dark discal band on the hindwing 
terminates on the internal nervure much nearer to the base. The characters of the underside 
appear to be constant and there is no difficulty in recognising this species. It is rarer than 
C. marrnax, and all the specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are either from Sikkirn 
or Cachar. Mr. Doherty found it rare in Kumaon on the Lower Kali.

Description: "Male. Upperside deeper coloured than in C. harmodius, [Felder, 

• FiRiired by Donovan in his ( Insects of China, pi. xxxiv, which "is a good copy of Jones' drawing, from 
which Fabriaus described the species." (If 'tstwoed, 1. c.J 
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from Java]. Faraoin* with the subcostal spots placed as in that species, but very distinct ; the 
external border broader, inwardly well-defined as far as the internal fold, inwardly divided 
by a bent streak of six increasing spots of the ground-colour (the three lower lunulate)* 
Hindwing as in C. marmax, sometimes the spots blind, sometimes the apical patch extending 
as far as the margin. Underside almost as in C. marmax, [West wood], but not nt all varied 
with ochraceous, rufescent. Hindwing with the fascia ferruginous as in C. Marmiiiit*s y but 
inwardly more or less ochraceous -brown." 

" Shape of the wings as in C. marmax, Westwood, the hindwing as shaltowly toothed 
as in C. harmodius, Felder, the external tooth of tail however very short.'' (Fe/dtr, I. c.) 

" I think that this may be distinct from C. marmax ; the latter, however, appears to be n 
variable species, and* is represented by two very dilTcrcnt-looking forms in Sylhet. C. 
aristegtio* is in the collection of Captain Lang, who also has both forms of C. marmax, all 
from Sikkim." (Butler, I.e.) 

C. aristegilon has the black border broader, especially at the apex, and the series of 
fulvous spots which it bears always terminates below the fifth subcostal ncrvule, often below the 
upper discoidal nervule. The underside too is very distinct from that of both the foregoing 
species being ferruginous not fulvous or buff, glossed with pale shining purple throughout, except 
on the ferruginous band and extreme outer margin. All the specimens in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, are from Sikkim. The female is unknown. Captain C. T. Bingham has sent two 
males of this species from Upper Tenasserim, one taken in the Donat range in January, the 
other in the Lower Thoungyeen forests in May. These specimens differ from Sikkim examples 
in having the marginal black spots on the hindwing smaller, very small in one. 

574- 0h.araX03 desa, Moore. 
C. desa, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 83a. 
Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. 
Expanse : $ , 35 inches. 

Description : " Allied to C. marmax. Male differs from C. marmax in the following 
particulars. Uppersidk. Foreio'mg has the marginal black band broader and extending 
at the apex further along the costa ; the inner subnurginal lunular line is closer lo the band. 
Hindwing, the black maculated band is formed of larger angled spots. Underside, purplish 
ochreous. Hindwing with a transverse black lunular fascia, which is also further from the 
outer margin." {Moore, 1. c.) 

I have never seen this species ; it is apparently more closely allied to C, arisfogiton than 
to C. marmax, judging from the colour of the underside, and the characters noted above are 
precisely those which distinguish C aristogiton from C. marmax. The true C. aiistogitott 
occurs in the same locality, but Mr. Moore makes no mention of it in describing C. desa, and I 
cannot discover any character on which they can be separated. 

575. Charaxos hemana, Butler. 

C, kemana, Butler. Trans. Ent. Soc. Load., 1870, p. Btt, pi. iv, fig. i, male; id., Dohcrty, Journ A. 3. B. f 
vol. Iv, pt- a, p. iZ4»n 97 (1886), 

Habttat : Nepal, Kumaon. 

Expanse i 3*58 inches. 

Description : " Male. Allied to C. aristogiton, Felder. Utperside, [ftoth wings] 
paler. [Forewing] with a duplex litura at the upper angle of the cell and a four-lunate 
virgula limiting the basal area, the ground beyond it narrowly paler [it is uniformly coloured 
in the figure], the external border as in C. karpax, [Felder], but the margin irrorated with 
fulvous, and the lunular stria more distinct almost as in C. aristogiton, Hindwing with a. 
three-lunate virgula limiting the basal area, the area beyond the middle as in C. bernaniut\ 
[Cramer], paler •> otherwise as in C. aristegilon. Underside as in C, <orax, [Felder]." 
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11 Closely allied to C, anstogiton, Felder, but quite distinct." (Butter, 1. c.) 
I have been unable to identify this species. According to the above description it may be 
distinguished from C. aristogiton by the black virgulsi* on the disc of both wings ; the under- 
side loo must be very dark since Felder describes the underside of C. corax as much darker 
than in C. psaphon, which is one of the darkest of all. To judge from Mr. Butlers figure 
of it, this species may also be distinguished by the fulvous line on the border being very 
narrow and continuous as far as the upper discoidal nervuie, and by the black border being 
considerably broader at the hinder angle and inwardly diffused at its lower half ; the forewing 
moreover has two small pale spots at the inner edge of the black border separated by the 
upper discoidal nervuie, a feature which is typical of the group of which C. bernardus is 
the type. Mr. Doherty writes of it " my specimens taken in Kumaon in the Gori and Kali 
valleys, also at Kapkot on the Sarju, perhaps the western limit of the group, seem to correspond 
well enough with Mr. Butler's figure and description, but the markings are not very constant." 

The next two species have the black border of the forewing very broad throughout in 
the males, its inner edge almost parallel to the outer margin and with no trace of a fulvous 
line or spots on it, on the hindwing the black band is almost equally broad and uninterrupted in 
C. psaphon, while in C. imna the hinder part is typically broken into decreasing well -separated 
spots towards the anal angle. The females have the black border equally broad, bearing two or 
three pale fulvous spots on its lower inner edge ; with a broad white discal band, more or 
less sullied with fulvous towards tbe inner margin of the forewing, continued diffusedly 
on to the hindwing as far as the discoidal nervuie, where it becomes merged in the ground- 
colour. The three specimens of the female that I possess I am hardly able to distinguish from 
the figure of that sex of C. hindia, Butler, but they are distinct from all the other species of 
this group which have the base of the wings on the upperside fulvous in having two or three 
fulvous spots only on the lower end of the black marginal border of the forewing. 

576. Oharaxea psaphon, Westwood, 

C. psaphon, Westwood, Cab. Or. Ent. p. 43. pi. *xt t ma/e (1848) I id., Butler, Proc. Zod\. Soc, Lend., 7865- 
p. 636, n. 53 : Haridra psaphon, Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. t, p. 30, pi xv, fig. a, male ; H. serendiba, id., p. 30. 
pi. xv, fig. ^female <iS8i). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse : $, 3*37 to 4-0 ; $ , 375 to 4-30 inches. 

Description : Male- " Upperside, both wings of a very rich dark fulvous-red colour, 
the outer half of the forewing and a very large patch on the hindwing, occupying nearly the 
outer half, of a black colour. Underside, both wing? varied with glossy brunneous, dull 
buff and greyish tints, the basal half of the wings varied with irregular slender black lines 
forming irregular fascice, more or less edged with white." 

"The outer margin of the forewing scarcely appears to be waved, as in C. mar max ; 
and the transverse vein which closes the discoidal cgII [of the forewing] is marked with black. 
The hindwing has a narrow black lunule preceding the great black patch, which latter is 
followed by two black spots next the anal angle, which is moreover marked with two small 
black and white dots. The markings on the underside very nearly resemble those of 
C. bcrnardus, Fabricius ; but the colours are darker and more varied, with a purplish brown 
tinge. The hindwing has a submarginal row of black dots preceded by white ones." 
( Westwood, 1. c.) I have given below Mr. Moore's more modern description of the male of this 
species.T 

* Forming a fine lunular black line. 

t " Male. Upperside fulvous-red. Forewing with the outer half purple-black ; a disco-cellular red-lined 
black mark, and some indistinct black discoidal streaks Hindwing wUh a very broad apical submarginal 
black band attenuated and broken hindwards and ending in two small white-bordered anal spots, a short curved 
black streak from the costa. Underside fulvous -brown, washed with purple-grey, crossed by three basal and 
two discal zigzag black lines with pale borders. Forewing with a submarginal blackish macular fascia. Hind- 
wing with a lunular fascia and marginal row of small black-pointed white aich<ir -shaped marks. Female 
unknown." {Moore, 1- c.) But in my opinion as pointed out above the insect which Mr. Moore has described 
as a distinct species under the name of Haridra serendiba is merely the female of C. psafhon. 
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Mr. Moore (1. c ) records the male as " taken near Trincomalee in August, fluttering 
over the ground on the edge of forest jungle " (Hutchison), ■' Also found at Kandy " ( li r adc). 

The female has been described by Mr. Moore as a distinct species under the name of 
H. [=C] serendiba as follows .— " Uppkrstdk deep fulvous-red. fa rm ing with a broad trans- 
verse medial discal purple-white band, showing some dusky sinuous streaks of the underside, 
and. bordered inwardly by black streaks, the outer border to external margin being brown- 
black with a slight fulvous lunular posterior inner streak. Hindwing with a short medial 
discal purple-white band bordered inwardly by a narrow black streak ; a submargiual black 
macular band, broad and entire apicaily, thence attenuated and broken into smaller spots to 
anal angle and surmounted by a small white medial streak one between each vein. Unubksidb 
fulvous-brown, darkest basally and externally and washed with purple-grey, the disc trans- 
versely fulvous- white, or very pale fulvous, base with transverse irregular zigzag black Jines, 
a short line beyond the cell and a sinuous line across the disc, a submarginal irregular dusky 
lunular fascia on forezuing, and hinJzving with a row of small black-pomlcd anchor-shaped 
white marks." 

B Taken in the forest at Kottawa, and at Kandy, by Captain Wade." [Moff/% 1. c.) 

C. psaphon is the darkest species of this group known, the upperside of the male having 
the outer half deep black. It appears to be confined lo the island of Ceylon. 

577- Charaxcs imna, Butler, 

C. imna, Eutlcr, Trans. Ent Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 122, pi. iv, 6g. a. 

Habitat: India (Butter), Oiissa, Bombay, South India. 

Expanse : $, 375 inches (Butler'). $, 31 to 38 ; 9, 47 inches. 

Description : " Male. Allied to C. cimon, [Felder, from BatchianJ. but the apical area 
of \\it forewing not at all directed inwardly at the cost a and more dentate. Of the hindwing 
as in C. cor ax, [Felder], the anal half reduced to decreasing spots. Underside almost as in 
C, cor ax." 

"Intermediate in character between C. cimon and C. corax, the forewing being very 
similar to that of the former, the hindwing more like that of the latter species." 
{Sutler, I. c.) This description is not of much use in the absence of specimens of C. cimon 
and C. corax. but from Mr. Butler's figure it is clear that this is the Indian form of C. psaphon , 
which latter typically is confined to Ceylon ; the South Indian specimens approximate very 
closely to C. psaphon, Borne being barely distinguishable from Ceylon specimens ; further 
north the divergence increases, and in Orissa, which is the most northerly known locality for 
this species, typical C, imna occurs, with the black spots of the hindwing well -separated 
and much reduced, but even there specimens are found with the spots coalescing and almost 
as large as in South Indian specimens. A female taken with a male by Mr. Rhodes-Morgan 
in the Wynaad is indistinguishable from that sex of C. psaphon. Two female specimens 
taken at Calcutta and Nagpur respectively and which I have doubtfully identified as C. hindia, 
as they are nearer to the figure of that species than to the same sex of typical C. imna, are 
not improbably referable to this species. The character of the markings is the same as in the 
Wynaad specimen of C, imna, but as would be expected from the drier climate of the localities 
where they were taken, they are much paler throughout. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens of C. imna from Orissa taken by Mr. 
W. C. Taylor, and from the Wynaad taken by Mr. Rhodes-Morgan; Mr. Doherty took it 
in Travancore and at Beypoor, Mr. G. \V. Vtdal has sent specimens from Khandalla taken 
in April; and Mr. E. H. Aitkin from Matheran taken in January. 

The next five species may be distinguished from the preceding by the form of the black 
border to the forewing, it being broad at the costa and very narrow at the anal angle, the 
inner edge being thus very oblique, sometimes straight, sometimes curved towards the base of 
the wing at the costa. The ground-colour is uniform fulvous. They are all variable, very 
closely allied, and doubtfully distinct. 
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The typical species C. baya has normally the six black border spots of the hindwing 
centred with white : we have not a single specimen with this feature fully developed, but 
it is partially so in all specimens of this group common in North-East India, of which one 
specimen without locality, now in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, was received from the old East 
India Museum labelled as C. baya. It appears to have the black border of the forewing on 
the upperside unbroken by spots of the ground-colour towards the anal angle ; the underside 
is variable, but very similar to that of C. aristogiton. It is stated to occur in North-East 
India, appearing again in Java and Borneo. The type is given as from Java, and I doubt its 
occurrence in India. 

C. waiti is recorded from Upper Assam, but I have never seen a specimen. To judge 
from Mr. Butler's figure of it, it is allied to C. hierax both on account of the clay-yellowish 
ground-colour of the underside, and by the disc of the forewing on the upperside being 
suffused with paler yellow near the black border. This species also has no spots on the outer 
black border of the forewing on the upperside, which appears to be exactly as in C. baya ; the 
hindwing has a rather small black patch at the apex ending in the middle of the subcostal 
interspace, then four oval small black spots placed between the veins, and a duplex spot at 
the anal angle bearing two small white dots. 

C. corax is described as having the black border of the forewing divided by three 
increasing spots of the ground-colour towards the anal angle. It has the spots on the hindwing 
blind except the anal one as in C, watii. Mr. Butler says that these spots are as large as in 
C. t'mna, but this is not quite correct according to my identification of C. corax, nor accord- 
ing to Felder's description, though they are variable in sue. 

C, karpax is the Malayan form of C. baya, and has the underside much paler than in 
C. cot ax. The outer black border of the forewing in C. hat-pax is said to be as in 
C. corax, but in the apical region more broadly blackish -fuscous. The spots on the hindwing 
are small, well-separated, and more or less centred with white. 

C. agna, which occurs with C. harpax in Upper Tenasserim, is more closely allied to 
C. baya, but has the black spots of the hindwing much smaller, more often blind, and the 
underside more uniform intone, with the markings less prominent but similarly coloured. 

578. Charaxes baya, Moore. 

Nymphatis baya, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 207, n. 424, pi. xii, fig. 14, 
larva; 14a, pupa (1857); Charaxes taya, Butler, Proc. Zool. Sue- Load., 1865, p. 636,0. 53, pi. xxxvi'i, 
fig. 5, male. 

Habitat: ? North India, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse; $, 2 75 inches; $>, rather more than three inches. 

Description: "Male. Allied to N. [=6'.] psaphon, Westwood, from Ceylon, but 
differs in having the black exterior border of the forewing much narrower, it not extending to 
the middle of the posterior margin, as in that species, but is confined to the angle. On the 
hindwing, the apical patch is also smaller, and continued in a series of six white-centred spots 
to anal angle; a small blackish spot at extremity of the discoidal cell. Underside glossy 
greenish buffy-brown. [Mr, Butler says (Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 637) that C. psaphon 
and C. baya " exactly agree in the markings of the underside."] Female paler above. Fore- 
wing with a broad medial yellowish band ; a small round yellowish spot near the apex ; a patch 
of black at extremity of discoidal cell, and narrow zigzag line bordering the black band. Hind- 
wing with the medial upper portion of disc yellowish ; submarginal row of spots clearly 
defined, and all centred with clear white. Underside more variegated than in the male, 
and much paler. Tails two, short in the male ; both long in the female." (Moore, 1. c.) 

Larva widest in the middle of the body, tapering rapidly towards the anal segment 
which ends in two short processes or tails, tapering more gradually towards the head. Colour- 
ation rich green above, underneath and legs yellow ; a large pink spot on the middle of the 
back mottled with white, surrounded with a white, then an outer black line ; three similar 
subdorsal but much smaller spots on each side ; the head encircled by a mottled pink line, 
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with four long pink rugose processes marked with blue at the ends. Pur* pale g r «n, un- 
marked, head ending in a blunt point. 

The only specimens of this species that I have seen are one in Colonel Swinhoe's col- 
lection from Borneo, and one without locality in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which was 
received under that name from the old East India Company's Museum. I have never seen the 
female, but it must be quite distinct from any known female of the genus, as the discal band 
on the upperside is said to be yellowish, in all the others it is white. 

579- Cliaraxoa Vatti, Butler. 

C. watti, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1880, p. 148, n. 6, pi. xv, 6g. ?, mule. 

Habitat : Bishnath, Upper Assam. 
Expanse : 3*5 inches. 

Description : "Male. Allied to Cbetya, Moore, and C. (tffinh, Butler, from Celebes, 
but differing from the former in the absence of the white pupils in the black submarginal spots 
on the upperside of the hindwing ; from the latter in the greater sir.e and more distinctly 
diamond-like shape of these spots, and the much more regular inner margin of the broad black 
border of the fo>aoing ; and from both in the colouration of the underside, which is dull 
clay-yellowish washed with shining lilacene-grey, excepting upon the outer borders and on 
the lunated discal belt bounding the submarginal ocelloiil spsts internally ; bands indicated by 
black lines edged externally with white ; margins and lunated belt dull ferruginous-brownish." 

" Only one example was taken in August, 1877, but Dr. Watt says that it is not uncom. 
mon." (Sutter, I. c.) I have never seen this species. From the description it must be veiy 
neat to C. bay a, on the upperside the only distinguishing character I can discover is that 
C. baya has six white-centred black spots on the upperside of the hindwing, while C. watti 
has the two germinated anal ones only with white centres. 

580- Ckararos corax, Felder. 

C.corax, Felder, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. itf, p. 444, n. 724 (1867); id., Butler, Trans, Eat. Soc. Lend., 
1870, p- iai,n. 15- 

Habitat : North India (Felder), Sylhet (Butler). 

Expanse j Not given. 

Description: "Male. Upperside fulvous. Fornuing with a duplex litura at the 
upper angle of the cell and the broad external border well-decreasing hindwards, occupying 
only the internal angle, blackish-fuscous this [black border] inwardly anteriorly excised, 
posteriorly most remotely crenate, inwardly posteriorly divided with three increasing elongate 
spots of the ground-colour (the lowest altogether confluent with the ground), Hindwing paler 
on the anterior border and marked with a black sigmoidal* virgula, the patch occupying the 
apext marked with whitish twice and inwardly with an irroratcd spot of the ground -colour, the 
black spots out of this small, the anal one excepted, blind, inwardly truncate and irroratcd. 
Underside almost as in C. psaphon. West wood, but much darker p more obscure], rufescent, 
more shining, the interior discal streak not at all margined with whitish, in the fore-wing also 
distant from the cell. Hwdivinq with the deep ferruginous fascia narrower and hindwardly 
more decreasing than in C. J>saJ>kon, the submarginal spots better defined, the margin imme- 
diately beyond them obscurely rufescent." 

"This species belongs to the small group of C. polyxena, Cramer, and most resembles 
C. marmax, West wood, in the form of the forewing, but the apex is less produced, and the 
hindwing is but shalluwly toothed." {.Felder, 1. c.) 

• Sigmoidal, shaped like a sigma ; that is the Greek letter fJ or Q. 

\ The passage is as follows : — L ' Postica? in limbo antico dilutions virgulaque sigmoidea nigra notatz plaguU 
apiccm occupantc albido bis- et intus macula atoroaria fundi colons uotata." I am unable to translate this 
accurately, for "albido" agrees with nothing, but the rendering I have given i* the nearest guess I un nuke 
to the actual meaning. 
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" If I have rightly determined this species, it is nearly allied to C. bay.i, though, apparent- 
ly, quite distinct ; the British Museum has it from Sylhet." (Builer, 1. c. ) 

This species appears to chiefly differ from C. agna in having the black outer border 
of the {brewing on the upperside marked inwardly towards the inner margin with three 
elongated spots of the ground-colour. On the hindwing it agTees with C. waUi in having 
the black spots on the margin blind, except the geminated anal one. As identified by 
me, there is one specimen of true C. corax from Sylhet and two from Cachar in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. There are, however, numerous other specimens from Cachar 
taken with the above, and one from Tavoy, which show great variation in the size of the 
spots and the apical patch on the hindwing, in some examples they are almost as broad 
as in C. imna as pointed out by Mr. Butler. These specimens also show a transition to the 
next group in having in some of them two small spots of the ground-colour on the 
upperside of the forewing on the inner edge of the black outer margin divided by the upper 
discoidal nervule. 

581. Cfcaraxes barpaz, Feider. 

C. karpax, Feider, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 444, n. 725 (1867) ; id., Butler, Trans. Ent. Soc. L'ind., 
1870, p. 121, n. 16 ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1878, n. 832 ; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 109, a. 8, 
pi. xiii, fig. i,male (1883). 

Habitat : Upper Teuasserim, Province WeLlesley, Borneo. 

Expanse : o* . 3'2 to 40 inches. 

Description : '* Male. Upperside rich fulvous. Fomving with a duplex spot at the 
upper angle of the cell, and the border as in C. corax, Feider, but in the apical region more 
broadly blackish-fuscous. Hind-iving anteriorly a little paler, the virgula evanescent, the apical 
patch much smaller than in C. corax, and all the spots free, minute, inwardly marked with 
whitish. Underside much paler than in the said species [C. corax], Hindwing with a 
sordid ferruginous -fulvous fascia, decreasing from the second subcostal nervule, very narrowed, 
the submarginal spots minute, more distant from the margin than in C. corax and C. psapnon f 
the marginal region immediately beyond these obscurely ochraceous." 

"The specimen we have before us is larger than C. corax, Feider, and agrees in the 
shape of the forewing with C, marmax, Westwood, with the exception of the scarcely per- 
ceptible toothing of the edg2. According to the description C. baya, Moore, appears to 
be a similar species." {Feider, 1. c.) 

Mr. Distant remarks that the specimen of C. harpax, Feider, he figures is intermediate 
between C. agna, Moore, and the typical Bornean examples of the former, and that variation 
must be allowed where no distinct local race has become differentiated. 

"There are both sexes of a species allied to C. corax, Feider, and agreeing very fairly 
with Dr Felder's description of C. harpax, in the British Museum, from Moulmein : the female 
of the latter is scarcely distinguishable from C bematdits female, the male is very like C. baya" 
{Butler, 1, c ) 

The characters which distinguish C. harfax from C. baya have been pointed out above 
(p. 2S6). Major Marshall has one specimen of this species, taken by Captain C. T. Bingham, 
at the Mayla Choung, Upper Tenasserim, in September, and there are three specimens from 
Perak in the Malay Peninsula in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. Mr. Moore records it from 
Moulmein to Meetan j Moolai, 3,000 to 6, 000 feet, Upper Tenasserim. I have appended 
Mr. Distant's very full description of this species.* I have never seen the female. 

* "Male. Upperside reddish ochraceous- Foreiving with two small contiguous black spots at upper 
end of cell ; apex and outer margin broadly black ; this black area has its inner margin sinuous and emarginate, 
it is broadest inwardly and most augulated beyond cell, and commences to diminish in width beneath the lower 
dUcoidal nervule, till it narrowly terminates at posterior angle. [At its inner lower end it often bears one, two 
or three lunular spots of the ground-colour.] Hind-wing with a submarginal row of black spots placed between 
the nervules (two at anal angle more or less suffused with, greyj, and with a black apical patch, [all more or less 
centred with white]. Underside pale castaneous witu steely reflections. Forewing with the basal half crossed 
by four waved black lines commencing near the subcostal nervure, the two inner ones crossing cell about middle, 
and continued on hindwiug, terminating near base of internal nervure; the third commencing a little before, 
and the fourth some distance beyond end of cell (where there is a terminal bUck line and a linear ovale black 
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5S2. Charaxes agna, Moor* 

C ofw, Moore, Proc. ZocA Soc Lond., 1878, p. 63* ; HariUrm agna, Butler, Ann. and Mag, of Nat. Hist., 
fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 306, a. 49 (1885). 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Moolai 3,000 lo 6,000 feet ; Tavoy ; near Assam. 

Expanse : £, 325 inches. 

Description: "Allied to C. harpax, Felder [from the same locality], Male differs 
in its larger size. Forgoing has a broader marginal black band. tlmdtk /**§ has a less 
black apical patch, and the marginal series of spots is also much smaller." {Moore, 1. c.) 

One specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken by Dr. Anderson at Mergm in 
December, one from Tavoy, and two taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in Upper Tenasscrim — one 
in the Donat range in January and the other in the Thoungyeen forests in March —may perhaps 
belong to this species ; they agree with die description of C. agna in the hindwing, but the 
forewing has the marginal black band less broad instead of being broader, and more Upright 
than in C. harfax ; nor are they larger than C. hat-fax. The colouration of the underside of 
these specimens is lighter than in either C. baya or C. harpax t but Mr. Moore makes no men- 
tion of the underside, Mr, Butler records it From " near Assam." I have never seen the female. 

The remaining seven species differ from all the other fulvous Chaiaxts in having the 
disc within the black border suffused paler, sometimes yellow, more often white, and forming 
in these latter a distinct broad white discal band. Of these the first four species are all closely 
allied to C. btrnardus, Fabricius, from China, which is probably identical with C. potyxena, 
Cramer, from the same locality. They are very closely allied, our collections show numerous 
gradations between each of the forms, and I have no doubt that they are all varieties of the 
same species, which should stand as C. polyxsna, Cramer. Tending further research 1 republish 
the descriptions of each, keeping them for the present separate. 

Typical specimens of C. kierax can easily be distinguished by their having the pale 
discal bond rather narrow and yellow throughout showing no trace of pure while. 

Typical specimens of C. hippffiUix on the other hand have the hand dtrTusedh* whitish and 
rather narrow, but numerous intermediate forms occur showing every stage of yellow suffusion 
from the faintest trace on a limited portion, to complete suffusion of the whole. 

C.jaiindcr and C. hinUia have the band for a considerable space pure white and broader ; 
according to the figures of them, C. jalindcr has on the forewing the six yellow spots on the 
black border much reduced, the white band terminating abruptly on the submedian ncrvure, 
and bearing near its inner edge a black lunular line from the costa lo below the first median 
nervule, C hindia has three lower fulvous spots only on the black border which are large, 
the white band terminating diffusedly on the submedtan interspace, and no trace of the black 
lunular line on the disc except on the disco-cellular nervules ; but none of these characters 
hold good as a whole, if one is taken by which to distinguish a species the others fail, ami 
scarcely a specimen can be found with the white band that docs not present certain charac- 
ters of one species in conjunction with other characters of the other, and I cannot even 
recognise these latter as distinct varieties ; out of our large series not a single specimen 
corresponds exactly with either figure. 

The foregoing remarks apply to the males The females have the wings larger, the tail 
of the hindwing at the third median nervule lunger, and the white discal hand considerably 
broader. I have not many specimens, only twelve in all ; the extent of the black lunular 
Hue at inner edge of the discal band of the forewing varies much, and so does the promi- 
nence of the white centerings to the submarginal spots of the hindwing ; but the principal 
variation is in the pale spots on the black border of the forewing ; in one it is immaculate 
and corresponds in this respect with what Mr. Butler has figured as the female of C. hindia, 



marginal spot), tetween which the co'out is distinctly darker, and continued and terminating on hindwing at 
internal nervure (.between these oa hindwing is a curved terminal line to cell) ; these are followed by a cihea! and 
much-waved line of the same coloui, followed on hindwing by an oblique bluish-black fascia, which becomes 
almost fused with the termi.iation of the discal line near anal angle, where there is a targe blackish spot. 
Forewing with an apical greyish spot, and an indistinctly dentate submarginal greyish fascia inwardly preceded 
by a few more or less distinct black spots. Hindwing with a submarginal row uf bluish spots, placed between 
the nervules and preceded by transverse greyish streaks 1 two of these spots at anal angle*. Body more or lent 
COuCOiourous witii wings ; posterior aud iaicrwcdiaic/t/rte'a thick ty spotted with bla<-k.' (Vacant, 1. c.j 
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in others the spots are large and pure white, corresponding so far with his figure of the 
female of C. jahnder. The remainder have the spots of greater or less prominence, and 
suffused more or less with the fulvous ground-colour. 

5^3- Cbaraxes iioraz, Feidrr. - 

C. hierax, Felder, Reisc Novara, I-ep., vol. iii, p. 442, n. 721, male only (1867) ; id., Butler, Trans. En*. 
Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 120, n. iz ; C. ietnardus, Kollar, iu Hugel's Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. 2, p. 434. n. 1, pi. xi, 
figs, i, 2, male (1848). 

Habitat : Masuri (AV/ar), North India, Assam. 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : " Male. Upperside paler than in C. psaphcm, [West wood]. Fotaoing 
with a blackish-fuscous discal striga more or less obsolete, the ground-colour immediately 
beyond it paler, the blackish-fuscous border narrower than in C, polyxena, [Cramer], and divided 
■with spots of the ground-colour most often evanescent. Hind-wing with the patch at tbe 
apex broader than in C, polyxena, joined with black spots, the uppermost of which often 
without whitish virgulse, the margin beyond these narrower than in the species compared 
[C. polyxena?], distinctly no streak before the margin as in C, polyxena, but with an antico- 
discal strigula of blackish-fuscous virgulee. Underside almost as in C. psaphon, the two discal 
streaks in the hindwing more distant, and the ferruginous fascia of that wing narrower." 

" Nearly related to C. polyxena, Cramer, of which we are only acquainted with the 
figure, larger than C. psaphon, West wood, the apex and inner angle of the forewing of the 
male more produced, the inner margin of the hindwing shorter, the inner and occasionally 
the outer tooth of the hindwing very short, not standing out tail-like." (Felder, 1. c.) 

Mr. Butler (1. c.) remarks of C. hierax and C. hipponax that they "are merely the 
normal forms of the mile C. bernardus, from India. Dr. Felder seems to think that the typical 
form from China may be distinct from the Indian one ; but I find an Indian male agreeing 
more closely with a Chinese female than do two females from China, or two males from India." 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has typical male specimens of this form from Sikkim, the 
Assam Valley, and from Chittagong The specimens from Cachar and Tavoy I have described 
above as varieties of C. corax are almost exactly intermediate between that species and 
C. hierax, but nearer the former, as the discal pale band is hardly visible,

C. hippgnax, Felder, Rerse Novara, Lep., vol. Hi, p. 443, n. 72s, male- only {1867) ; id., Duller, Trans. Eirt. 
Soc. Loud , 1870, p 120, n. 13, 

Habitat : North India, Assam. 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : " Male. Upperside richer fulvous than in C, hierax, [Felder]. Foreiving 
with the blackish-fuscous border broader at the apex, inwardly more oblique than in that 
species, the space between the discal striga and the border as far as the lowest median fold 
diffusedly whitish. Hindwing with the anterior virgulse outwardly diffusedly defined with 
whitish, the margin of the ground-colour beyond the spots broader, otherwise as in C. hierax. 
Underside as in that species, but the interior discal streak outwardly defined with ochraceous, 
of the forewing the exterior more receding from it," 

" The wings much paler and richer than in C. hierax, the two discal streaks more distant, 
tbe inner one outwardly more broadly defined with ochraceous- whitish." 

"The forewing of the male has the apex lets produced than in the male of C. hierax. 
The inner margin of the hindwing in both sexes seems longer than in C. hierax and C. 
psaphon. The outer margin of the forewing also in both sexes is longer than in C, hierax , 
the branches of the veins also appear to be longer." (Felder, 1. c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has typical specimens of this form from the Assam valley, 
Cachar, and Sylhet, and also from the Khasi Hills and from Sikkim ; in the latter district it is 
the prevailing form, while C. hierax apparently only occurs rarely there. 
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585. Charaxea Jalindor, Butler.

HAErTAT : N.-E. Himalayas. 

Expanse: &, 36; ?, 41 inches. 

Description : "Male and female. Allied to C. hipfrmnx, Felder. Upperside rich 
fulvous. Forewtng with three narrow discoidal nebulae, a disco-cellular fasciole, four Hneoles 
[little lines] obliquely crossing the middle of the wing, sublunate, and two beyond the celt 
small, indistinct, black ; a broad fascia outwardly irregularly whitish, extending from the 
subcostal to the submedian nervure, the external area broadly black, including six spots 
fulvous in the male, whitish in the female, fjindioin* almost as in C. khasianm, Butler, male. 
Underside, the wings most like those of C. fleisfmnax, Felder, but more rufescent, the 
median fascia less whitish, much broader at the costa of the fotnt,ing.' % 

" This is not a rare species in collections, ami, exclusive of other characters, may be 
picked out at once by the white band of the forewing terminating upon the submedian 
nervure. Major Roberts took the female of C. jalitider at Darjeeling, but I have preferred 
to figure both sexes from one collection" [that of Mr. MooreJ (tfutUr, \, c.) 

We have no specimen exactly agreeing with the figure, but specimens closely resembling, 
it are found in all localities where C. hipponax is found. 

Mr. Butler gives the female of C. hipponax as described by Felder as a synonym of his 
(Butler's) C. jalitider. Dr. Feldei's description of that sex is given below.* 

5S6. Charaxos hindia, Butler. 

C. hindi'a, Butler, Lep. Ex., p. 99, n. 5, pi. xxxvii, fig. 5, male And female (187a) ; Haridra Hindi*, id.. 
Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 306, a. 50 (1885). 

Habitat : Sikkim ; near Assam. 
Expanse: 6*.3'6; ?, 4-2 inches. 

Description: "Male and femvle. Allied to C, jalinder, Butler. Differs on the 
UPPErside in having the basal area brighter, the disco-cellular fasciole better defined, the 
median Hturce obsolete; no virgula in the fascia; the whitish fascia broader, tinted with 
fulvous below the first median branch of the /brewing } the external area of the forewing broader, 
the discal spots larger in the mile, but the upper onss obsolete, in the female fulvous, scarcely 
conspicuous ; the black fascia of the hindmnj more macular and much narrower. Unukksmhc 
much paler ; the median fascia in the forewing less oblique, the ochraceous area broader ; the 
discal area much broader." 

"Mr. Moore has two specimens of the female of this species, one of which is scarcely 
larger than the male. It is a conspicuous form, and may be distinguished without trouble. 
The female has the external area of the wings much browner than in any other species with 
which I am acquainted, but this may be partially due to fading," fuller, I. c ) 

I have no specimens exactly agreeing with the figure, but there are males closely resembling 
it from the localities where C. hipponax is found. A female most closely resembling Ihe 
figure was taken by me in Calcutta, the only specimen I have seen from that neighbourhood. 
Mr. E. A. Minchin took a single female at Nagpur in March. I very doubtfully identify these 
specimens as C. kindta y I think it is very probable they are a dry country form of C. imna, 
being throughout much paler-coloured than the Wynaad female of that species, but not having 
procured males from the same localities, I cannot be certain about it. 

The three remaining species differ from all the foregoing in having the basal area of both 
wing3 very dark and powdered with fuscous ; the white discal band is also broader and clearer. 

• *' Frmale, UppnasiDEasin C. hierax, hut richer coloured. Foreioin/r with the discal strigi evanescent, 
a broad diffused whitish fascia extending to the internal nervure. through which the streaks of the underside 
are seen, the border inwardly divided with sir wnitish spots. llindwing with an anterior whitish patch extend- 
ing to the second subcostal branch, and the margin of the ground-colour beyond the '■pat* broader." 
[Felder, 1. c) 
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C. khimalara and C. khasiamts are very doubtfully distinct from C. pleistoanax, but as 
Mr. Butler has fully pointed out the distinctions he relies on m separating them, I republish 
his descriptions to enable others to work out the matter. 

C. pleistoanax is found in Sikkim, but not very commonly, and more rarely in Bhutan, and 
the Assam valley. I have no specimens exactly agreeing with either C. khimalara or C 
khasiamts, but the nearest approach to the former which I possess is from Sibsagar, to the 
latter from Sikkim. 

The females like the males differ from the foregoing in having the basal area, of both 
wings powdered with fuscous ; they are larger and the white band is much broader, the spots 
on the border of the forewing vary, but are usually large and pure white. 

5S7. Charazos* pleistoanax, Felder. 

C. /leistoattax, Felder, Reise Novara, Lcp , vol. iii, p. 443, n. 723 (1867) ; id., Butler, Trans. Ent, Soc. 
Lend., 1870, p. *2i, n. 14 ; idem, id., Lcp. Ex., p. 97, n. i, pi. ixxvii, fig. 3, male and female (1872). 

Habitat : North India, Assam. 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : " Male. Upperside at the base deer-coloured fuscous, more often 
indeed altogether deep fulvous. Forewing as in C, hierax, [Felder], but with the border most 
often narrower and divided by five spots of the ground-colour or whitish in a bent series 
before the middle, a disc;U striga very distinct more or less shortened, within the border a 
rather broad whitish fascia, most often continued to the inner margin, and inwardly within the 
striga dissolved in greyish powdering. Hindwing with the anterior virgulce most prominent, 
outwardly broadly defined with whitish, most often bounded with a rather broad whitish 
fascia extending to the second median nervule, on this side outwardly most often defined 
by an obscure ferruginous diffused macular streak, the small apical patch and annexed 
spots blacker than in C. hipponax, Felder, a little more distant from the margin. Underside 
almost as in C. hierax, but with the inner discal striga outwardly defined with ochraceous 
more broadly moreover than in C. hipponax. Female, Upperside as in C. hipponax, but 
at the base more obscurely and sordidly fulvous. Forewing with the white discal fascia extend- 
ing to the inner margin and inwardly best defined beyond the macular streak and there hoary, 
with the border inwardly divided by seven much larger whitish spots (the uppermost two 
outside the series, the remainder more or less lunate). Hindwing with the anterior virgulas 
outwardly defined by a broad white fascia extending beyond the second median nervule, 
the rhombic spots larger than in C. hipponax, a little more receding from the margin. 
Underside with the two discal striga? more approximated than in C. hipponax, much broader 
and defined with whitish. Forewing with the whitish spots of the upperside, but worse 
defined. Hindwing with the ante-marginal zone verging on whitish." 

"Confounded, we think, in collections with the Chinese C. polyxena, Cramer (C. 
bemardtts, Fabricius} of which we are only acquainted with the figure. The forewing of 
the male has most resemblance to that of C. hierax, Felder, but the apex is more produced 
and the outer margin longer. The female also has the apex of the forewing more produced 
than in its nearest allies, and the small tail of the hindwing is also longer." {Felder, 1. c.) 

"A white-banded race of C. hemardus, Fabricius, the female of which is in most col- 
lections : Captain Lang has a series of the males, but only one female." {Butter I. c. in 
Trans. Ent. Soc- Lond.) All the latter specimens referred to are from Sikkim, where it is a 
common species. 

5S8. Oharases Jshimalara, Butler. 

C. khimalara, Butler, Lep. Ex., p 97, n. 3, pi. xxxvii, fig. 1, male and female (1872) ; Haridra khimalara, 
id., Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist , fifth series, vol. xvi, p. 306, n. 51 (1885) ; Charaxes hierax {female only), 
Felder, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p 442. "• 721 {1867). 

Habitat : ? N.-W. Himalayas, Nepal, near Assam. 

Expanse : S , 3-5 ; S , 40 inches. 

Description : " Male. Allied to C, pleistoanax, Felder, Differs on the upperside 
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in having tht/o reiving more acuminate, much more obscure [darker], the median whitish 
fascia more slender, inwardly not at all defined with black between the mcdinn branches, 
outwardly very irregular; the discal spots more frequently warning. Huiihoi>tg with the 
black discal fascia almost twice as broad, inwardly more regular, not at all dotted with white 
Differs on the underside by having the wings more silky ; the median fascia more whitish, 
the virgula of the Jtrewing beyond the cell very narrow; the line defining the basal area less 
irregular ; the submarginal ochraceous area broader." {Butler, 1. c.) ** Female. Utpersidk 
as in the male [of C. hierax], but the forewing darker at the base, the discal streak much 
better defined, the space between it and the border beyond the lowest median fold whitish, 
this [1 he border] divided with four whitish spots hindwartlly and a subapical whitish spot. 
Hindwing with the costal border a little beyond the first subcostal branch between the 
virgula: and the patch diffusedly whitish, a diffused ferruginous streak before the margin. 
Underside much more variegated with violascent-ashy, the anterior space between the basal 
strigje and the broad cinctures of the discal ochraceous- whitish." {Felder, 1. c ) 

"This species may at once be distinguished from C. plcistoanax, Felder, by its darker 
colouring, narrower white band, the straight inner edge of tlie broader discal band of the 
hindwing, and the obsolescent character of all the discal white spots." {Butler, \. c. in 
Lep. Ex.) As figured by Mr. Butler, this species in the male has the broad outer blnck border 
of the forewing on the upperside entirely unspotted ; in C. plcistoanax and C. khasianus it 
bears a curved series of five or six whitish spots. Mr. S- E. Peal has sent male specimens 
from Sibsagar in Upper Assam agreeing very closely with the figure. 

5S9. Chararcs khasianus, Butler. 

C. khasianus, Butler, Lep. Ex., p 98, n. 3, pi. xxxvii, fig. C, male and/etnale (1872). 

Habitat: N.-E. Bengal, Khasi Hills. 
Expanse : o*. 375 ; ?, 4'0o inches. 

Description: "Male and female. Allied to C. pleistoanax, Felder. Differs on the 
upperside in having the basal area paler outwardly, to the least degree bluish; the whitish 
median fascia broader ; the black virgulie more slender ; the virgula of the interno-median 
interspace of ihe forewing- obsolete in the male ; the black external area narrower, the discal 
spots minute, tinted with fulvous in the male ; the black fascia of the hindwing much broader 
at the apex ; the external area brighter, broader, the tail longer, in the female broader. 
Underside, both wings rufescent, the median fascia much narrower, pale ochraceous, not at 
all whitish ; all the black lines very irregular, the curves of the discal line elongated." 

"Also allied to C. pleistoanax, from which it may be easily separated by the paler basal 
area of the wings, which exhibits externally a bluish shade peculiar to this species ; also by 
the broader white band, which in the female is carried across the hindwing to the abdominal 
margin ; tl e slenderness of the transverse black lines and the peculiar reddish tint of the 
underside." {Butler, \. c.) I possess a male from Jorehat, Assam, and two females from 
Sikkim which agree very well with Mr. Butler's figures and description of this species. The 
discal white band on the upperside is broader than in any other species, extending on the 
forewing within the discal fine black lines (virgula;) towards the base. 

Genus 88.— PROTEOB, Hubner. (Frontispiece). 

Prothoi, HQbner, Samml. Ex. Schmett., vol. ii (1833*36) ; id., Westwood, Gen. Dram. Lep., vol n, p. 366 
(1B50) ; id., Wallace, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond , 1869, p. 80, Monograph; id., DUtant, Rbop. Malay., 
p. no (1883). 

••Body, small and rather slender ; wings large, hindwing slightly tailed ; palpi applied 
close to the face. Head, as broad as the thorax, clothed with short hairs, and destitute of 
a. frontal tuft; eyes, large and naked ; antenna:, very nearly half the length of the forewing, 
straight, slender, terminated by a Jong, very slender, and gradually- formed club, slightly 
grooved ; palpi, short, erect, rather compressed, scaly, the inside furnished with short hairs, so 
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that the tips are not applied dose together, but are slightly incurved, bawl joint not furnished 
with long hairs, extremity of the second joint hairy on the side applied to the face, terminal 
Joint small and conical. Thorax, small, woolly, tippets very small, metathorax slightly 
hairy. Abdomen, small. Forewing, large, triangular; casta, slightly rounded ; outer 
margin three-fourths of the length of the costa, nearly straight, very slightly scolloped ; inner 
margin the same length as the outer margin, nearly straight \ costal nervure strong, extending 
to half the length of the costa, discoidal cell extending to the length of two-fifths of the base 
of the wing, subcostal nervure slender, with its first branch arising at about one-third of the 
length of the wing, second branch arising a little beyond, and extending to about four-fifths of 
the length of the costa, beyond this second branch the subcostal nervure is obliquely deflexed 
for a short distance (to the branching off of the disco-cellular nervule), the third and fourth 
branches arise almost close together near the middle of the nervure, the third running in a bent 
manner to the tip of the wing, and the fourth also bent, running into the outer margin ; upper 
disco -cellular nervule very short and oblique, middle disco-cellular short and transverse ; lower 
disco-cellular curved in an oblique direction outwards, joined to the third median nervule at 
some little distance beyond its origin, this nervule is but little curved at its base, submedian 
netvure scarcely curved. Hindwing, somewhat oval, the space between the extremities of 
the second and third median nervules produced into a short, broad, outwardly curved tail ; 
costal margin curved, outer margin nearly straight from the outer angle to the tail, from the 
tail to the anal angle it has two rather deep scallops ; pracostal nervure reduced to a short, 
straight, transverse spur arising near the base of the subcostal nervure, and extending to the 
costal margin, subcostal nervure branched at a short distance (not more than one-seventh of an 
inch) from its base ; upper disco-cellular ncvule forming the base of the discoidal nervule, and 
branching from the subcostal nervure at a still shorter distance, lower disco-cellular wanting, 
so that the discoidal cell, which is long and narrow, is open ; median nervure branched consi- 
derably below the branching off of the discoidal nervule, its second and third branches extending 
to either side of the short tail. Forelegs, of the male very short and pectoral, thickly 
clothed to the tip with short hairs, the tibia shorter than the femur, tarsus fully as long 
as the tibia, cylindrical, simple, exarticulate, and destitute of claws ; of the female 
short, scaly, tibia about two-thirds of the length of the femur, tarsus as long as the tibia, 
internally dilated at the extremity, where it is obliquely truncate, with slight indications of 
the joints. Middle and hindlkgs, moderately long, and rather thickly clothed with scales, 
the tarsus being nearly as thick as the tibia, femur a little curved, thickest at the base, tibia 
as long as the femur, straight, furnished on the underside with two rows of short spines, 
tarsus of the same length as the tibia, rather thickly beset with short spines, especially on the 
underside, where they form several distinct rows, claws small, slender, sickle-shaped, paronychia 
with the outer division as long as the claws, slender, rather pointed and setose, inner 
division shorter and more obtuse, pulvilius small, broadly heart-shaped." 

*' The beautiful insect [P. franchii] upon which this genus is founded is well distinguished, 
not only by the peculiar character of its colours, but by its short palpi closely applied to the 
face, the slender club to its antenna?, and the great and nearly equal length of the third and 
fourth branches of the subcostal nervure of the forewing, which run close together for a 
considerable distance, and then widen, seeming to take the place of the fourth branch and 
terminal division of the subcostal nervure, as arranged in Cyrestis, &c." ( Westwood, 1. c.) 
The genus at present contains about nine species, which occur from Assam through Upper 
Tenasserim and the Malay Peninsula and Islands as far east as New Ireland. The two Indian 
species are dark indigo-blue or olive-green above, with a broad paler blue band across the 
forewing on the upperside, which in one species almost reaches the outer margin, and with 
some white apical spots, the hindwing unmarked, except by two or three white spots at the 
apex ; underside pale-buff or whitey-brown, marked with numerous fuscous spots and streaks, 
the outer margin of the hindwing bears a series of very large conical -shaped spots between 
the veins, of a dark powdery bronzy-green colour. The length of the fourth and fifth subcostal 
nervules is very unusual, being about equal to half the length of the forewing, and they 
arise at about the same distance from the origin of the third subcostal nervule as that 
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nervule does from the end of the cell. The neuration of this group differs from that of 
P. cahdonia in the first subcostal nervule of the forcing anastomosing with the costal 
nervurc a little beyond the end of the cell, in P. caMonm it is entirely free. In only one 
other genus of the Xymphalhur ( T.inaicia) does this anastomosing occur. The direction of 
the lower disco-cellular nervule of the forewing in P. enlcfonia differs considerably from that of 
P. franckii, being evenly and regularly curved, and closing the discoidal cell much less obliquely-

590. Protaoe angelica, Butler. (Frontispieck, Fig. 120 £). 

P. angelic, t, Butler, Ann- and Mag. of Nat Hist., fifth scries, vol. xvi, pp. 53, 54(1885); P. franckii, 
Wallace {part), Trans. Em. Soc. Lontl , 1869, p. 80, n. 1 ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1878, p. 83a. 

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, I'erak, Malacca, Sumatra, Borneo, 

Expanse : 3-25 inches. 

Description: Male. Upperside, both wings dark indigo-blue, thickly irrorated with 
lighter blue scales at the base. Fpraving with a black band at ihe end of the cell not quite 
reaching the median nervure, beyond which is a broad distal blue band of equal width 
throughout, the edges straight and even, occupying nearly the middle third of the costa ami 
extending to the anal angle, and bearing some while indistinct slreaks at Its upper end and some 
indistinct white irroralions in the middle, a subapical series of five rounded purplish-white 
spots, of which the lowest hi the lower discoidal interspace and the next but one above it are 
very small ; the apical area beyond the blue band fuscous, liiitdwing with two purplish- white 
elongated spots on the margin divided by the upper subcostal nervule. Underside, 
both xuings pale buff with fuscous markings. Foicwing with the inner margin broadly, 
the middle of the outer margin narrowly, and a wedge-shaped patch fiom the costa fuscous ; 
a looped spot at the base of the cell, two annular spots one above the other in the 
middle, and a W-sbaped one near its end continued to the costa, the disco-cellulars 
enclosed by a double line, some spots outside the cell, on the disc and maigin, all 
fuscous. Himiwing with areniform spot in the middle of Ihe cell, another at its end and 
continued to the first subcostal nervule, some irregular patches from the costa extending 
into the disc, and some narrow marks in the median interspaces, and from Ihe median nervurc 
to the abdominal margin, all fuscous ; a submarginal scries of large conical-shaped spots 
placed between the nervules thickly irrorated with dark powdery bronzy-green, the anterior ones 
inwardly margined with orange, a black lunular spot at the anal angle in the submedian 
interspace marked inwardly with orange and outwardly with pale blue, a large pale blue 
quadrate spot on the margin in the first median interspace, beyond which the tail and the 
margin are decreasingly black, a small black and orange triangular spot on the margin in the 
internal interspace. This description is taken from a single male from I'erak in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, the only specimen of this group 1 have seen, and from it the figure showing 
both sides is taken. It is named P, francktioa the plate, at the time when the plate was letter- 
ed P. angelica and two other new and allied species had not been discriminated, I have 
added in a foot-note* the points of difference between it and the J avail P. franckii as given 
by Mi. Butler. Mr, Moore records it from Meetan, Upper Tenasserim, 3,000 feet, April. 

* " Ptothci angelica, Butler " Oblique belt of forewing shining azure or greenish, with a series of irregular 
white dashes to represent the medial belt ; apical area of biudwUig purplish black ; prevalent colouring on exter- 
nal area of htudwiug below pale green. " 

"P. angelica is the brightest of all, the female being slightly less so than the male ; the blue belt is some- 
times a little wider than in P. franckii, and its outer edge is much less zigzag ; ii has white dashes on the belt in 
both sexes ; the marking-, below are very similar, but the ground-Cvkmi is noticeably different." yliuiler, 1, c.) 
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"This beautiful insect is not uncommon in Sumatra. It has the habit of settling with 
closed wings on sticks or the trunks of trees, with which the peculiarly shaded markings of its 
underside harmonize so as to render it difficult to detect." (Wallace^ 1, c.) 

59'- FrOthOQ Totalis, Butler. 

P. regalis, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fifth series, vol. xvi, pp. 53, 54 and 306, n. 53, pi. viii, fig. 
1, male (1885). 

Habitat : Manipur. 
Expanse : 3-2 inches. 

Description : Male. "Upperside, both wings with the basal third and body olive-green. 
Forewing crossed obliquely from the middle of costa to the third fourth of the inner margin by a 
broad silvery-blue belt, the external edge of which is irregularly notched and only separated by a 
blackish submarginal streak from three large spots of the same colour upon the middle of the 
external border j veins slenderly black, terminating in blackish spots, two of which are 
placed between the above-mentioned blue spots ; two white spots followed by a blackish 
streak upon the costal part of the blue belt ; a large triangular black spot closing the discoidal 
cell ; apical area chocolate-brown ; three subapical spots, the upper two large, placed obliquely, 
bluish, with white centres, the third submarginal, bluish, small. Uindwim* with the 
middle of the wing blue- black ; apical area and external border chocolate-brown ; two linear 
apical blue dashes and a blue line along the base of the cilia. Underside^/th'/m^ whitey 
brown, slightly tinted with greenish, towards the base and with lilacine along the external 
border ; markings very similar to those of P. franckii, but the outline-spots on the discoidal 
area filled in with dark olivaceous with no trace of an oblique white band, and with all the 
internervular submarginal markings cruciform, Hindwing with the basal half as in P. franckii, 
excepting that the discoidal spots are filled La with dark olivaceous ; external half considerably 
darker, its inner half greyish olivaceous, enclosing a series of oblong internervular black 
patches, which are sinuated in front and bounded by reddish crescentic borders ; imme- 
diately beyond these reddish crescents is a submarginal series of eight unequal black-edged 
bronze-green spots, with brighter green borders, these spots are irrorated and more or 
less suffused with blackish ; from apex to second median nervule is a series of gradually 
increasing marginal black spots, edged externally with pink, the last two crossed by a 
red stripe ; a large bright olive-green semi-circular spot, with black inner border and 
bluish-white outer border at outer extremity of first median interspace, and a large 
black spot, crossed by a red jV" sna P e ^ marking, and bordered along its infero-exlerior 
border with grey, at extremity of iuterno-median area ; a triangular black and red spot at 
extremity of abdominal fold." 

"On the upperside this beautiful species may be at once distinguished from P. franckii 
of Java by the broader, more irregular, and greyer blue belt across the forewing, the absence 
of a white band on this belt, the blue marginal spots, and the blue or bluish subapical 
spots; the hindwing also has blue instead of white marginal dashes at apex, and the 
external border and apical area are chocolate -brown instead of purplish brown." (Butler, 
1. c, p. 306). 

I have never seen this species, which appears to be quite distinct. I give below* some 
further remarks on it by Mr. Butler, which may prove useful. 

*Protho? regalis, Butler. " Oblique belt very broad, covering nearly half the wing, three spots of the same 
colour at middle of external border, only separated from the belt by a blackish submargina stripe Hind- 
wing decidedly shorter and less caudate [than \a P. franckii]; apical markings blue, prevalent colouring on 
external area greyish olivaceous, black and green." 

" P. regalis is duller in colouring than P. angelica, and corresponds with P. uniformis [the habitat of 
which is unknown], in the absence of white on the blue belt ; it, however, differs from P . franckii, P. uni- 
formis and P. angelica in the great width of the blue belt, the blue marginal spots on the forewing, the shorter 
and less caudate hindwing, the cruciform character of the black submarginal markings on the underside of 
the forewing, the filled-in discoidal markings on both wings, the inner half of external area of hindwing on the 
underside being greyish olivaceous crossed by oblong black patches with reddish exterria.1 borders, the shorter 
green and black submarginal arched spots, and several other characters, I have seen only one male of this 
very distinct species." {Butler, \, c, pp. 53, 54-)

One of the most beautiful butterflies in the world, P. caUJonia^ occurs in the Malay 
Peninsula, Borneo and Labu:*:i. A description of it is given below.*

with the base very pale bluish, and with rather more than the apical half dmt shining fuscous ; the inner 
margin of this blackish colouration commences narrowly at liase of costa, and gradually widening obliquely 
crosses the cell a little beyond the middle, and crossing the second median nervule near its base extends 
to near the outer margin between the second and first median nervnles, after which it is again directed inwardly 
and is concavely sinuated to near apex of inner margin ; an oblique subapical series of four sulphureous spots, 
the first near casta, the second between the fourih and ftftn subcostal nervules, the thiril abovr and the 
fourth beneath the upper discoidal nervule ; a somewhat obsolete pale apical •■pot and a very small bright 
spot on the second median nervule [sometimes absent], Hindving, very pale bluish, with u broad shining 
fuscous outer margin, which is widest at apex and narrowly terminates at anal angle j two linear pale greyish 
marginal spots near apex, and apical margin of caudate appendage nf the same colour; the costal disc of the 
wing is somewhat suffused with sulphureous, and the abdominal margin is vitffuscd wilh very pale brownish. 
JJhiiJKXSiDB.fijrrTt'iti^ dull greyish, beautifully suffused and spotted with bright red, nnd with the following 
spots and markings :— four spots on costal area above cell, which contains a basal spot, two placed a little 
before the middle, followed by an irregular macular fascia, and another and somewhat similar one at apex J 
immediately beyond cell is a broad curved fascia commencing at costa and terminating at apex of median 
nervure ; a triple series of much broken and irregular fascia;, the outer margin being also fuscous '. beneath the 
second median nervule the colour is sulphur-yellow, becoming paler toward* inner margin, with a large 
irregular fuscous spot near outer :mg)c. /lindzving of similar hue and shadings, with the following fuscous spot* 
and markings : — a small rounded spot at base, and another near apex of praicostal nervure : n short broad curved 
transverse fascia commencing near base and terminating on basal edge of abdominal margin ; a linear streak 
above and near base of costal nervure; a subquadrate spot, followed by a larger and curved spot beneath 
the costal nervure, three spots in cell, a small rounded one near base, a similar one near origin of first median 
nervule, and a transverse spot near its termination ; a sinuated row of discal spots, consisting of n small one 
above and a large one beneath the first subcostal nervule, three in oblique series divided by the discoidal and 
third median nervules j a conical spot between the second and first median nervules, and an uncontest one 
before the submedian nervure, from which to edge of abdominal margin is a broad fascia; the apical area of 
wings, which is preceded by a transverse pale fascia, is darker and shaded wiih greenish, and contains some 
much-waved and somewhat disjointed series of transverse fuscous fascia:; outer margin sulphureous, with U» 
extreme border fuscous, a large fuscous patch on the caudate appendage, and a small red spot near anal angle. 
Body above pale bluish gTeyi thorax beneath more or less concolourous with wings ; hgi brownish, tibia; ami 
tarsi more or less pale ochraceous; antenna fuscous above, castaneous beneath." (fh'stant. I.e.) The pkmai.e 
differs from the male on the upperside of the fore wing in having a small linear while spot on the middle of 
the costa, the four s una pica I spots are somewhat larger, and the one at the extreme apex more prominent. All 
the other markings as in the male. 

There are three specimens, two males and a female, of this "glorious butterfly'' in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Perak. They were captured on bait placed in the forest especially to attract this and other 
species of butterflies, many of them, including /'. Caledonia, being very foul feeders. It seems to be a little 
variable, Mr. liuller having recorded the note below* on the subject on procuring a specimen from Malacca, 
which was also the locality of the type specimen. 

• ''The specimen from Malacca differs from that figured by Mr. Hewitson in it« greater sire, nnd in 
having the upperside of the hindwing more suffused with greenish j on the underside the markings are slightly 
different, the basal red hands being broader, the medial band whiter, the discal red band narrower, darker, 
and rather more irregular, the submarginal green band duller, and the blue humble line more irregular and 
not so deeply margined with black; the large black caudal spot is wanting in Hewttsoii's figure, which was 
drawn from an imperfect specimen " {Butter, I, c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1867, p. 874).

"Forelegs small, slender, imperfect [in the males], but more developed than in the 
NympkalidiT ; those of the males brush-like and clothed with long hairs, the tarsus without 
claws ; of the females longer, slender, scaly, tarsus with the joints longer and more distinct 
than in the Nymplialidj:* Forewing, subcostal nervure generally with only three branches, 
the disco-cellulars very slendet All of small size-" (Marshall and de A/icevt'lle, Butt, of 
India, vol. i, p. i8.) 

The family Lcmoniidtr contains four subfamilies, Libythximi \ Nemeobiime, EustiasHmt, 
and Lemoniina- ; the first embracing but a single genus, the second about fourteen genera, the 
greater portion of which are American, the two last subfamilies are wholly American. The 
forelegs in the males are imperfect, the tarsi in the Libythitime consisting of a single joint end- 
ing in a spine, in the Nemeobiinx the forelegs of the males are less hairy, the tarsi consisting of 
two or three joints. The forelegs of the females are perfect, the tarsi composed of five joints 
ending in two claws. The forewing in the Libylhteituc ami in all tiie Oriental genera of the 
Nemeobiina has four branches to the subcostal nervure excluding the terminal portion, in several 
genera of the new world Nemcoliinic this feature also obtains, but in the majority of them there 
are three branches only. Throughout the Indian genera of the family the first ami second 
subcostal nervules of the forewing are emitted before the termination of the cell, and the dUcotdal 
cells are always closed. All the butterflies appertaining to this family are of small size, though 
averaging considerably larger than most of the species of the next family LycanidiE. The 
family occurs throughout both worlds, but is not represented in Australasia.

" Body, robust, small ; palpi, extraordinarily elongated, densely clothed with short hairs 
porrected horizontally; anUnmi, short, gradually incrassated from the ba.*e to the tip. Furs- 
wing, strongly angulated below the apex ; discouial cell of both wings closed by a very slender 
nervule. Forelegs, sboit, those of the mate brush-like, with exarticulate tarsi; of the 
female with ordinary -formed tarsi." 

" Larva cylindrical, not spined, slightly pubescent. Pupa short, not angulated sus- 
pended by the tail." (Westwood, I. c.) 

This subfamily contains but a single genus, Libythea. Mr. Wallace states regarding it 
that " this small group is of world-wide distribution, and like all such is a frequenter of open 
grounds, plains, river-banks and sea-shores rather than of the virgin forest. The species are 
all small, and in the activity of their motions resemble the lesser Aymphalina." (Trans 
Ent. Soc. Lond., 1869, p. 334). In India I have almost exclusively found them near water. 
Major Marshall iuforms me that he has more usually seen them in forest glades. 



300 LEMONIIDiE. UBYTHJEINJE. LIBYTHEA. 

Genus 80.— LIBYTHEA, Fabricius. (Plate XXIV). 

Libythea, Fabricius, 111. Mag , vol. vi, p. 284, n. 28 (1807) J id., Latreille, Enc. Me'th., vol. ix, p. 10 (1819) ; 
id.. Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 412 (1851); id., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 67 (1881) ; Libytkams, 
Boitard, Man. Ent., vol- ii, p. 299 (1828) ; Hypntus, Hubner, Catal. Franck, p. 85 (1825) ; Hecalrge, Ocbsen.

" Body, robust, thickly clothed with soft woolly hairs, rather small in size, and of dark 
colours ; the wings with spots of orange, or dirty white, but not ocellated ; head, small , 
strongly tufted in front ; eyes, prominent, naked ; palpi, extraordinarily elongated, being one 
third, or even in some species half, the length of the whole body ; porrected horizontally, not 
compressed, thickly clothed with hairs of moderate length, the inner edges uniting together, 
so as to form conjointly a long conical beak, obtuse at the tip ; second joint oval ; third 
joint greatly elongated and slender ; antenna, not nearly half the length of the forewing, 
straight, articulations indistinct, gradually thickening from the base to the tip, which is obtuse ; 
thorax, oval, hairy ; tippets strongly developed ; abdomen, small, slender. Forewing, of 
moderate size ; costal margin moderately arched, apex acute, outer margin strongly angulated 
below the apex, the lower disccidal nervule extending into the most prominent part of the 
angle, about five-sixths of the length of the costa, inner margin straight, one-fourth longer 
than the outer margin. None of the veins dilated at the base. Costal nervure extending to 
about half the length of the costa ; subcostal nervure with the first and second branches free 1 
arising before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, third branch arising far beyond the 
cell, followed at a short distance by the fourth, which extends to the tip of the wing ; upper 
disco-cellular ?ietvule minute and sub-oblique, middle and lower disco-cellulars of nearly equal 
length, very slender, and uniting into a curve, closing the discoidal cell about the middle of 
the wing, by uniting with the third median nervule at about the same distance from its base 
as exists between the first and second branches. Hindwing, irregularly and broadly ovate ; 
the costal margin produced in the middle into a considerable-sized lobe, outer margin strongly 
scalloped, abdominal margin forming only a slight gutter for the reception of the abdomen * 
pracosial nervure short, curved outwards ; costal nervure extending to the outer edge of the lobe, 
of which it follows the outline ; subcostal nervure arising just opposite to the prsecostal, branch- 
ing at a considerable distance from its base ; upper disco-cellular nervule rather short, almost 
transverse, arising at a distance from the base of the subcostal branch about equal to the space 
between the base of the subcostal and its branch ; loiver disco-cellular slender, but distinct, 
more oblique than the upper disco-cellular, and slightly curved, closing the discoidal 
cell by its union with the third median nervule at a very short distance from its origin ; 
the third median nervule considerably curved after its union with the lower disco-cellular 
nervule. Forelegs, of the male small and brush-like, densely hairy, the tarsus rather 
shorter than the tibia, cylindrical, exarticulale, and destitute of claws. Of the female 
considerably longer than those of the male, but articulated like the middle and hind 
feet. Tarsus armed with short spines beneath. Claim curved, dilated at the base, horny, 
acute at the tips. Paronychia slender, membranous, bifid, finely setose ; the outer division acute, 
the inner one shorter and more triangular. Pulvillus broadly transverse, the base narrowed. 
Middle and hindlegs, moderately elongated, thickly clothed with scales; femur hairy 
beneath ; tibia and tarsus armed beneath with short spines ; claws and their appendages formed 
exactly as in the forelegs of the female." 

" Larva rather slender, subcylindrical, destitute of spines or points. Tail simple. 
Body finely pubescent, and very delicately shagreened, with pale longitudinal stripes at 
the sides, very closely resembling those of the Pierina, Pupa short, suspended by the 
tail. Thorax- case rather gibbose in the middle of the back. Head-case not produced 
into a beak." 

"The peculiar structure of the forelegs of this genus separates it from all the preceding 
genera, being imperfect and brush-like in the males, but articulated and furnished with 
claws and their appendages in the females, exactly as in the tarsi of the hind feet. In 
other respects, if the gradually clavated straight antenna; and the elongated palpi is 
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excepted, there is no character of importance to remove this genus from the Nymfhalttttr 
or Ncmsobiina, The structure of the paronychia, and the arrangement of the veins of the 
wing, offer no distinction ; but the larva is entirely like those of the Piaimt^ whilst the 
pupa is simply suspended by the tail. If, therefore, this last-named character is regarded 
as the primary principle of classification of the Diurnal Lepidoptera, here is a genus which be- 
longs to the great group having the chrysalis suspended. Its larva, however, evidently points 
out an affinity with the Pari mr ; whilst the structure of the feet, and the want of ocellated 
spots on the wings beneath, seem equally to point to the Lyacitt&t" {Westxvood, 1. c.) 

The genus Libythea is in every way peculiar. Mr. Doherty states* that the egg is 
" ampulliform, shaped like a soda-water bottle, twice as high as wide, forming a short 
neck or stalk close to the apex, radiate (having ribs diverging from a point at the apex), 
with strong and anastomosing ribs," in this respect being similar lo the Pitrimc or " Whites.'' 
The larva and pupa are also strikingly pierid in form, but the latter instead of being girt 
across the middle as in that subfamily is freely suspended by the tail. In the perfect insect the 
shape of the palpt and arttermce are entirely peculiar and sui generis, the ncuration is quite 
nymphalid, and so is the outline of the forewing with its irregular outer margin, but the 
forelegs ally this subfamily to the LycanUtE, being imperfect in the male, perfect in the female. 
As the structure of the forelegs is the primary character on which the classification of butter- 
flies is based in this work, the position of the subfamily will be immediately after the Nv»t/>ka- 
litttT t io which it is allied by its neuration and its freely suspended pupa, and before the Lyarnuia^ 
to which it is also allied by the structure of its forelegs. Taking the egg as the basis of a 
primary division, Mr. Doherty (1, c, p. 108) places it in one group, the Pienform, which includes 
this subfamily and the Pierimc ; dividing the butterflies into groups by the legs tie places it 
after the Lyacnuia which immediately follow the Nymphalttiic, and after the Netneoiiiitut but 
before the Piermw, and states that he lias no doubt of the affinity of this remarkable genus 
with the latter subfamily. 

The genus is a small one, and contains about twelve species, of which one inhabits North 
and one South America, one each in the West Indies and Mauritius, one occurs in the South 
of Europe and in Asia Minor, one in Africa, four within Indian limits, but no species has been 
recorded from the Malay Peninsula, the Andamans or the Nicobors, though several occur in the 
Malay Archipelago. 

The different species of Libythea are singularly uniform in size and outline as well as in 
colouration, but the specific distinction in the markings of the uppersicle are clear and in most 
cases constant. They all vary from a little under two inches to a little over two inches in 
expanse; all have the same peculiar outline and strongly falcated forewing. All have the 
underside clouded and striated with similar protective colouration, varying in tone in each 
species but uniform in style throughout the genus. In all the upperside is brown, bearing on 
each wing some tawny or whitish maiks, and it is by the variations in these markings that the 
different species are distinguished.

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S92. Llbythoa ayTrlia, Godart. 

L. myrrha, Godart, Enc. Mc'th , vol. ix, p. 171, n. 4 {1819) ; id., Boisduval, Sp. Ge"n., vol. i, p!. x, fig. 8 
(T83G); id., Gray, Lep Ins. Nepal, p. 15, pi. xii, fig. 4 (1846) ; id., Wallace, Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1869, 
p. 335, n. i; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 633; id., Swinhoe, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1885, 
p. 130, n, 44 ; Hecaerge myrrha, Hiibner, Zutrage Ex. Schmett., figs. 789, 790 (1832). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Upper Tenasserim, Java, Borneo. 
Expanse : 2'0 to 22 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings deep vinous-brown, almost black, with tawny 
markings. Forezving with a streak commencing narrowly at the base of the wing, occupying 
the lower half of the discoidal cell and upper half of the submedian interspace, extending 
beyond the cell to near the outer margin of the wing and occupying the entire width of the 
first median interspace and the lower portion of the interspace above ; the streak outwardly 
broadly rounded and widest at the end of the cell : two subapical somewhat whitish spots placed 
obliquely, sometimes quite separated, sometimes joined into a band, each spot sometimes almost 
divided into two by the veins, sometimes with a small diffused whitish spot at the extreme apex of 
the wing. Hindwing with a broad discal band wide and diffused at the abdominal margin, else- 
where well defined, and gradually narrowing towards the apex of the wing which it does not 
quite reach, its apical extremity curved and deflected towards the outer margin. Underside, 
much paler. Fomving. with the tawny markings as above but paler, the discal streak wider, 
occupying almost the entire basal area of the cell, the apex inorated with purplish. Hindwing 
with no tawny discal band, except as far as visible by transparency, irrorated throughout with 
purplish, which assumes the form of a more or less distinct band across the disc, and another 
from the middle of the costa to the middle of the cell, the whole wing thickly striated with dark 
brown. Female, paler throughout, the tawny markings larger. Cilia throughout ochreous- 
brown ; antenna, palpi, and body vinous-brown above, paler below. 

Mr. Wallace states {1- c.) that L. myrrha " varies much in the width of the bands and 
the size of the spots ; specimens from Ceylon [since described as a distinct speciesj and South 
India have these very much reduced and paler, the apical spots being nearly white ; speci- 
mens from Borneo have the wings somewhat less falcate, and less dentate behind." Some 
specimens from South India (Ootacamund, Cannanore and the Wynaad) are quite intermediate 
between this species and typical L. rama from Ceylon, other specimens from Ootacamund, the 
Pulni Hills and Travancore, are typical L. rama, Iu the outer Himalayas L. myrrha is rare 
in the west, but much commoner to the east, generally frequenting streams, and often 
settling ^as does also L. IcpiUi') at the end of a dead stick with folded wings, in which 
position it exactly resembles a dead leaf. It is a common species in Upper Tenasserim, 
Mr. Moore recording it from " Moulmein to Meetan, Hatsiega." A specimen in my collection 
from Sumatra hardly differs from typical Indian ones, the markings being ferruginous rather 
than ochreous only, and a little narrower. 

593- Llbythea rama, Moore. 

L. rama, Moore, Proc. Zoul. Soc. Lond., 1872, p. 556; idem, id., Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 68, pi. xxxiii, figs. 

2, 3ft(lSSt). 

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 
Expanse : 1*85 to 2*15 inches. 

Description : "Differs from L. myrrha in being somewhat smaller, the Jotewing less 
falcated below the apex, the upperside having the discoidal streak and continuous spot 
very narrow, and the two sets of subapical spots widely separated and ferruginous-white ; 
the streak on the hindxmng very narrow, short, and placed in the middle of the wing. " 
{Moore, 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

Typical specimens from Ceylon, Travancore, the Anamalai and Pulni Hills, and some speci- 
mens from Ootacamund are quite distinct from L. myrrha, but other specimens from Ootacamund, 
Cannanore and the Wynaad are quite intermediate j L.. jama appears to be constant in 
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Ceylon and in the extreme south of the peninsula, but in South India its markings gradually 
approximate to those of L. myttha as its range extends northwards, till in the Nilgiris typical 
Z. myrrha is met with. In Ceyion it is recorded from the " Central Provinces ; lulls 4.000 
to 6,000 feet, in forest landsduring S.-W. Monsoon, May to October. Darts about and settles on 
the ground. Shy and not very easy to capture" {Hutchison). M Plentiful about 3.500 feet and 
upwards, on the roads and banks of same in vicinity of jungle" (Mackwijotf). " Kandy and 
Dickoya" (IVade), 

594- Libythea lepitO, Moore. 

L. Uptta, Moore, Horsfield ami Moore. Cat. Lcp. Mus, E. I. C, vol i, p. 240, n. 519 (1857! ; id., Swinlioc, 
Proc. Zool, Soc. Lond., 1885, p, 140, n. 43 , id., Duhcrty, Journ. A. S. B. t vol. Iv, pi. 3, p. 135, a- 196 (i836). 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam. 
Expanse : r8 to ri inches. 

Description: " Differs from Lihythca mynha in the ferruginous streak from base of 
forewing being divided into two portions, the first being within the discoidal cell, the second 
a round terminal spot beyond its extremity." [Moore, 1. c.) Not infrequently the terminal 
spot is joined to the discoidal streak, but the upper and lower edges of this combined streak 
are always highly irregular, the cell portion being shaped just like a tent-peg, while the 
streak in L. myrrha is continuous, with even edges, so there is no difficulty in distinguish- 
ing them. Mr, Doherty remarks (1. c) that "The prehensores [male anal clasping organs] 
are quite different from tho3e of L. myrrha, from which species it seems perfectly distinct." 

L. It-pita occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas at moderate elevations, 
and there is a single specimen from Assam in the collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta ; 
Colonel Swinhoe recorded it along with L. myrrha, from Bombay;* he informs me, however, that 
this was a mistake. I kr.ow of no other locality where it is found within our limits, but it is 
the nearest ally of the European L, celtis, Fuessly, nnd probably extends through the uplands of 
Persia and Asia Minor. I have always found it more abundant in individuals than L. myrrha, 

595- IiibTthoa rohlni, Marshall. (PLATE XXIV, FIG. 114 ?). 
L. rohini, Marshall, Journ. A. S. D., vol. xlix, pt. a, p. 348, n. 10 {1880). 
Habitat : Khasi Hills. 
Expanse : 2*0 inches. 

Description : "Female. Upperside, both wings brown with pure white markings. 
Forewing with an oval spot filling the end of the cell, a large quadrate spot on the disc 
between the first and second median nervules, two spots coalescing one on each side of the lower 
discoidal nervule, and a spot near the costa divided into three portions by the subcostal nervules. 
Hindwing with a large square spot on the middle of the costa, a straight median band across 
the wing below the cell not reaching the inner or outer margins, and cut by the discoidal and 
three median nervules, and a small spot above between the subcostal nervules. All the spots 
and bands pure white." (Marshall, \. c.) Underside, both wings paler. Forewing with the 
white markings as above, a pale ochreous streak filling the base of the cell, the apex and inner 
angle whitish, striated with brown. Hindwing with the quadrate costal spot and discal 
band of the upperside but less well-defined, the wing more or less whitish striated with brown. 
Cilia throughout more or less white. The male does not differ from the female. 

"Taken near Shillong in May by [the late] Mr. J. P. Cock." (Marshall, 1. c.) 
The type specimen is in Major Marshall's collection, other specimens have been obtained 
in May and October by the late Mr. Cock and by Dr. E. R. Johnson near Shillong. The 
figure shows both upper and undersides of the female type specimen.

Subfamily IX.-HBMSOBinT.B, Bates. (Plate XXIV). 

Nemeobtina, Bates, Journ. Linn. Soc., Zoology, vol. ix, pp. 370, 419(18157,1868); id., Distant, Rhopv 
Malay., p. 186 (1883) ; Erycinida, Westwood, Gen. Diura. Lcp., vol. U, p. 415 ((851) ; Srycimrmtr, Moore, 
Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 68 (1881). 

" Body, generally slender. Insects of small size. Head, small, not or scarcely tufted 
in front. Eyes, almost always naked. Anient;,?, generally short and slender, occasionally 
furnished with short scaly hairs at the ends of the joints. Palpi, generally extremely small 
and slender, scarcely advanced in front of the face as seen from above ; the last joint nearly 
caked. fVlttgs, variable in form, colour, and markings, but not [seldom?] ornamented with 
ocellated spots ; generally of large size, in proportion to the size of the body. Forkwing, 
generally wilh only three branches to the subcostal nervure [always four in the Indian genera 
excluding the terminal portion] ; the first and second arising before the extremity of the 
discoidal cell, and the third far beyond the cell ; the upper disco-cellular nervuk obliterated ; the 
upper discoidal nervule arising at or near the origin of the second subcostal nei vule ; discoidal 
fitf closed by very slender middle and lower disco-cellular nervules, only visible on denuding the 
wings of its scales. Hindwing, very variable in form ; the discoidal cell closed by very slender 
upper and lower disco-cellular nervules ; abdominal margin forming a slight gutter for the 
reception of the abdomen. Forelegs, small and slender ; those of the male smaller than 
those of the female, brush-like ; the tarsal portion forming an exarticulate mass, destitute 
of claws at the tip. Of the female longer, slender, scaly ; tarsus articulated, with the 
joints longer and more distinct than in the Nymphalimx and Satyrina. Hindlegs, slender, 
scaly ; spurs short ; terminal claws very minute, scarcely exserted." 

"Larva short (but scarcely onisciform*), with tufts of short hairs, or lateral fleshy 
appendages ; the segment behind the head in some species furnished with a pair of erect 
spines. Pupa short, not angulated, setose, attached by a thread across the body ; obtuse at 
each extremity." 

"This is an extensive subfamily of delicately-formed butterflies, chiefly found in Tropical 
America, although some of the aberrant forms are natives of Africa and Asia, and one even 
inhabits Europe. They are of small size, and extremely varied in their forms, representa- 
tives of many of the remarkable forms of other families occurring amongst the species of 
the present subfamily. Thus, some of them resemble the tailed species of Papilionina: and 
Nympkalina ; others the elongated -winged Heliconiina ; others the blue and cop pet -coloured 
species of Lycanida ; and some the dusky e.nd spotted Hesperiida, Stucturally, these 
insects are distinguished from the preceding by the more delicate form of their bodies, 
the more varied style of their markings, and the short contracted caterpillars and chrysalides, 
the latter being girt across the body. The forewing appears generally to possess only three 
branches to the subcostal nervure ; the antennae are very slender, and the palpi very short, 
although in a few species they are almost as long as in the Libythawit" {Weslwood, 1, c.) 

Mr. Dohertyf states that the egg of the subfamily NemeobUnm is " smooth, prickly or 
radiate with minute flattened ribs, not so high as wide, opaque, dome-shaped," and that it 
probably shows an affinity with the Papilionida? and Hesperiida:, and he goes on (p, 1 10) to define 
it more particularly as follows :— " Egg not so high as wide, smooth, granulate, prickly or hairy, 
neither reticulate nor radiate in the few genera examined by me." He places the Erycinida

( m Nemeobiina*) after the Lycmiida and before the Libythaina:. The larvae and pupae as far as 
known are strikingly like those of the next family Lyceenidce, the larva being almost onisci- 
form, and the pupa girt across the middle by a thread as well as attached by the tail. In 
the perfect insect the palpi are usually exceedingly small, the neuration is very similar to that 
obtaining in the previous subfamily and in the Nympkalida ; the forelegs however show the 
affinity of the Nemeobiina: with the Lycanid^ they are brush-like and imperfect in the male, 
perfect in the female. 

Five genera are included within our limits ; they present several peculiarities, which 
are detailed farther on, though all the species agree in being small, the largest (A. fylla) being 
under two inches and a half in expanse, most of the remainder being less than two inches. 
All the Indian genera differ from the family Nymphalida and the subfamily LibytAaina in the 
Subcostal nervure of the hindwing giving off its branch after the end of the cell instead of 
before its end, except in two species in the genus Dodona. This character appears to me to be a 
very important one, which has not hitherto been noticed or recognized. The costal nervure of 
that wing is invariably very short also, not extending beyond the middle of the costa, whereas 
in Libythea and all the genera of the Nympkalina except most species of A'eptis, it extends to 
the apex of the wing. 

In America most of the species of this subfamily and of the two following (the latter 
being wholly American) have the habit of resting with wide outspread wings on the 
underside of leaves, like Cyrestis, Stibochiona, and many species of Hesperiida:, but some of 
the American and all the Indian species as far as known to me in the field rest on the 
upperside of the leaves (over which they frequently walk) with half-expanded wings; and 
all have an extremely rapid flight, so fast indeed as to be very difficult to follow with the eye, 
but seldom for more than a few yards, when they settle again. Some species, Zemeros 
ftegyas for instance, are enormously abundant in individuals where they occur.

The first genus of the subfamily, Zemeros, is easily distinguished, as the lower disco- 
cellular nervule of the hindwing joins the median nervure at the point where the second 
and third median nervules are given off; in the other Indian genera it always meets the 
median nervure some little distance after the point where the second median nervule is emitted. 
In colouration the Indian species of Zemeros is dark maroon or plum-colour, with numerous 
whitish spots spread over both surfaces. The next genus, Dodona, always possesses an anal 
lobe to the hindwing, which distinguishes it at once from all the other genera, there is often a 
fine tail in addition. The colouration is dark brown or fuscous, with numerous spots, often 
arranged in bands. The genus Laxita, which has not as yet been recorded from India, 
though three species occur in the Malay peninsula, is abundantly distinct, in that the male 
has the inner margin of the forewing highly convex, covering a glandular patch of differently- 
formed scales placed on a large shining patch on the upperside of the hindwing below the 
costa, almost exactly resembling a similar character in the male of Mycalesis mineus. 
In both sexes also the disco-cellular nervules of the hindwing are quite differently placed 
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to those in the other Indian genera, being almost at right angles to the subcostal ami median 
nervures. They are also more brilliantly coloured on the uppcrside than any of the other 
Indian species of the subfamily. In the other three Indian genera, Stiboges, Tkri/a, * and 
Abisara, I can find no constant structural feature by which to separate them. Stiboges has 
the lower disco-cellular nervule of the hindwiug much longer than the upper, but so also have 
several species of Abisara, but the colouration of the former is very different, the ground-colour 
being pure semi-transparent white, with a broad outer fuscous border, which extends along the 
costa of the forewing. Taxi/a can also be easily distinguished by its colouration and markings, 
the upperside in the male is almost uniformly coloured, being dark plum, blackish or dark 
purplish-brown, the underside bright reddish- brown, with numerous brilliant bluish-silvery spots 
inwardly defined with black. The outer margin of the wings of the species of laxila and of 
Stt'boges is nearly even and entire, being slightly scalloped, the hindwing in Taxila shows a 
more or less pronounced tendency to a quadrate outline, in Stibogts it is regularly convex. The 
last genus, Abisara, has the lower half of the outer margin of the hindwing produced between 
the third median nervule and the anal angle ; it contains two groups, the first group, which may 
be divided into two subgroups, has the disco-cellular nervules or the hindwing of unequal 
length, the upper one being much the shorter, tfie first subgroup (A. fylla) has the 
colouration deep brown, with an oblique pale band across the forewing, the hindwing less 
produced between the second and third median nervules ; the second subgroup (A. neophron 
and allied species) also has the oblique pale band across the forewing, the colouration is brown 
or black, the produced portion of the hindwing terminating in a long tail between the 
second and third median nervules ; the second group (A. echerius and allies) has the disco- 
cellular nervules of the hindwing of equal length, the colouration is deep plum, with the 
produced outer margin of the hindwing abruptly terminating in a blunl tooth at the third 
median nervule. 

Genus 90.-ZEHEH0S, Boisduval. (Plate XXIV). 

Zemtros, Boisduval, Sp. Gen., vol. l, pi. xxi, fig. 5 {1836) ; id., Went wood. Gen. T>iurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 418 
(1851); id., Distant, Rhop, Malay., p. 187 (1883): Hamanumida (pari), Htibncr, Verit. bok. Stinnett., 
p. 18 (1816). 

'* Body, small, slender : wtttgs, large, irregular along the [outer] margins ; disc marked 
with a number of small white dots. Head, small, very finely hairy, front with a small truncated 
tuft ; eyes, small, naked ; palpi, very minute, almost horizontal, not visible from above, 
the tip not reaching more than the level of one-fourth of the height of the eyes, rather thick- 
ly clothed beneath with hairs, the terminal joint not being visible, except on denuding the 
palpus ; antenna, short, and very slender, not more than half the length of the forewing, 
terminated by a short but distinct club, rather slender, obtuie at the tip, annulations very 
short, and finely ringed with white at the tip. TtMRAX, rather large, oval ; tippets truncate 
in front, finely hairy. Abddmkn, small, slender, scarcely more than half the length of the 
hindwing. Forewing, large, broadly triangular ; costal margin slightly arched ; apex 
slightly acute in the male, more obtuse in the female ; outer margin irregularly scalloped, 
being more convex in the female than in the male ; inner margin not ho long as the outer. 
Costal nervitre reaching to the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with four simple free 
branches, the first and second arising near together, a little before the anterior extremity oi the 
discoidal cell, third and fourth branches arising beyond the cell, at about the same distance 
apart as occurs between the extremity of the cell and the third branch, the space between the 
fourth branch and the apex of the wing being still longer ; upper disco-cellular nervule 
obsolete, middle and lower disco -cellulars of about equal length, slender, forming a transverse 
arch, the lower united to the third median nervule quite close to [just beyond] its origin ; 
upper discoidal nervule arrising simultaneously with the middle disco-cellular a little beyond 
the middle of the wing, the space between the first and second median nervules considerably 
elongated. Hindwing, irregularly oval ; the outer mat gin irregularly scalloped, and some- 
what truncate from the anal angle to the extremity of the third median nervule ; costal nervure 
sot extending beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure arising near the. body, but 
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curved at its base, being deflexed opposite the prsecostal nervure, branching at a considerable 
distance from the base [beyond the end of the cell], the branch extending to the upper end of 
the first or outer scallop ; upper disco-cellular nervuk short, arising a little nearer the body 
than the branch of the subcostal, oblique ; lower disco -cellular oblique, slightly longer than 
the upper, uniting with the median nervure exactly opposite the base of the third branch, which 
extends to the strongest of the angles formed by the scallops of the margin ; abdominal 
margin of the wtng forming a very slight gutter for the reception of the abdomen. 
Forelegs, of the male very small, and densely clothed with hairs ; tarsus simple. Of the female 
more than twice the length of those of the male, slender, but well clothed with scales, so as to 
conceal the joints of the tarsus, which is about equal in length to the tibia, and is terminated 
by two small, distinct, very slender claws. Middle and hindlegs, slender, and rather short, 
clothed with fine scales ; femur of the middle pair considerably elongated, being as 
long as the tibia and half the tarsus ; tarsus of the hind pair rather longer than the tibia ; 
tibial spurs very slender, short, and acute; tarsus armed beneath with very fine, short, acute 
setse." (Westivood, 1. c) 

Zemeros is a genus of but small extent, three species only having been described, and 
limited distribution. Only one species (Z. /fegvas) occurs within our limits ; it inhabits the 
Himalayas, Assam, Tenasserim, Java, and China j the other two (Z. albipundata and 
Z. emesoides') are found in the Malay Peninsula, Sumatra, and Borneo. Z. flegyas and 
Z. albipundata are rich maroon above with black streaks and white spots placed between the 
veins. Z. emtsoides is of somewhat different aspect, the outer margins of the wings are 
almost entire, the colouration of the upperside is yellow, there are no white spots, but the 
black streaks are abbreviated and developed into seven even bands across both wings, 

596. Zeineros flegf7aSj Cramer. (Plate XXIV, Fig. 115 3).

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Cachar, Sylhet, Burma, Java, China (Westwood). 
Expanse; 1*5 to p8 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings rich maroon ; each interspace bearing a 
black streak reaching nearly to the margin, twice interrupted, and each of the sections into 
which it is divided marked by a white spot at its outer end, those of the inner and outer 
sections prominent, sharply defined with black, those of the middle section obscure ; the 
submedian interspace bearing two such streaks ; the outer white spots forming a regular 
submarginal series, the inner spots forming an irregular series on the middle of the wing, 
of which that on the upper median interspace is out of line, being much nearer the margin. 
Forming with a small white spot in the middle of the cell, and a longer one below it in the 
submedian interspace. Hindwing with a white streak in the cell, and one or two white spots 
below it. Underside paler, all the markings clearer, the black streaks much reduced, 
the apices of the marginal series marked with pale ochreous. Hindwing with some small 
basal white spots. Cilia throughout black, marked with white on the interspaces, Female 
paler, all the markings less distinct, the white spots sullied. 

Z. flegyas is a somewhat variable species even in the same locality, in some Sikkim 
examples the ground-colour is much duller than in typical specimens, all the markings 
obscure, on the underside sometimes with three large pale ochreous spots near the apex 
of the forewing, the middle one the largest, divided by the subcostal nervure and upper 
discoidal nervule. It is a widely distributed species, occurring in the Himalayas from 
Masuri eastwards as far as Upper Assam, in Sylhet, Cachar, and Tenasserim, reappearing 
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in Java ; it is also recorded from China. In the Malay Peniosula it is replaced by the 
closely-allied Z. albipunctata, • which occurs also in Sumatra and Borneo. 

The figure shows both sides ofa male specimen from Siklcim in the Indian Museum.Calcutta. 

Z. emtsoides occurs also in the Malay Peninsula and Borneo, and differs entirely from 

Z. fiegyas and Z. albipunctata. The ground-colour is ochraceous, it has no white spots, 

and the black markings assume the form of even black bands crossing both wings at regular 

intervals. The description is appended. + 

aeana 91.— DODONA, Hewitson. (Plate XXIV). 

Dodona, Hewitson, Ex. Butt., vol. ii, p. 91 (1S61). 

" Resembles Nemeobius and Melitaia in colouring, with the hindwing of the male protruded 
at the anal angle ; the antenna: distinctly clubbed" {Hewit$on t 1. c.) 

In neuration Dodona differs only from Zemeros in the lower disco-cellular nervule of the 
hindwing joining the median nervure some little distance beyond the point where the second 
median nervule is given off. Fore wing, evenly triangular, the inner margin being usually equal 
in length to the outer, the e&sia very slightly arched, the outer margin even, sometimes slightly 
convex, sometimes almost straight, sometimes slightly concave. Hindwing, with the outer 
margin usually more or less scalloped, sometimes quite even, sometimes angled at the end uf 
the third median nervule, the anal angle always produced into a lobe, often with a long fine 
tail at the end of the submedian nervure. Palpi, variable, usually much longer than \\\ Zemeros ; 
antenna:, with a distinct oval club. Sexes generally alike, 

Dodona is a small, compact, and well-marked genus, containing at present eight species, 
all of which are included within our limits ; they occur in the Himalayas, Assam, and Sylhet, 
with two species from Burma. One species, D. durgn, is in markings something like the 
only European species in this subfamily, Ncmeobiu% lucina, Linna'us ; all of them have the 
ground-colour of the upperside dark brown or fuscous, all but three with orange or ochreous 
spots or bands in both sexes; in one of these latter the female has a white bar on the 
Jbrewing only, all the markings of the male being orange, and in the remaining two species with 
a broad white band across the disc of both wings with white spots beyond. The genus is 
divisible into two distinct groups, in one of which the anal lobe of the hindwing bears a fine 
tail outwardly, the other group lacks this feature. The genus is remarkable in having the 
palpi of very different length, these are very long in D. dwga and D. dipcea, shorter in 
D. long/'caudata, shorter still in D. adonira and D. eugencs, shortest of all in D. ouida and 
D. egeon. The genus is still further aberrant in including two species which alone in the 
subfamily have the subcostal nervure of the hindwing branching befoie the end of the cell. 
These species are D. dipa-a and D. longicaudctta, and not improbably this is the case also in 
D, deodata, which I have not seen. These two species belong to distinct groups, the former 
having no tail to the hindwing, the latter with a very long one.

There is a pair of this species from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. The female is paler than 
the male, the forewing mare rounded at the apex, as is also the outer margin

"Male. Upperside, both wings reddish-ochraceous, and crossed by four broad dark fas'cix the outer 
one strongly curved and followed by a subraarginal narrow waved fascia of the same colour, the cilia also 
fuscous. Forewing with a short basal oblique fascia extending partly through cell. Hind-wine wiih a minii'e 
and obscure basal fascia. Underside, both -wings as above, but paler. Body and legs more or less con- 
colourous with wings. Antenna fuscous, narrowly and obscurely annulated with greyish, but more distinctly 
50 beneath than above, their apices pale ochraceous. Female. Paler in hue than the male, and with the 
tubmargmal fascia? a little broader." (Distant, 1. c.) 

There is a single of this species from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Female with a 
single oblique broad white band across the forewing only.

*'. Underside, both wings pale clear yellow without spots, crossed by several straight narrow 
black lines. Sexes alike. 

600. D. adonira, Sikkira, Bhutan. 

c. Upperside, both wings with the basal half white, crossed near the base by three diffused brown 

bands. 

601. D. deodata, Moulmein. 

B. Anal lobe of hindwing furnished outwardly with a narrow tail. 

a. Upperside, both wings dark brown, with a broad white discal band. 

602. t>. LONGICAtJDATA, KhaSl Hills. 

b. Upperside, forewing with numerous large tawny spots, hindwing almost entirely tawny. 

603. D. hgeon, Nepal, Sikkim, Sylhet. 

c. Upperside, forewing with small ochreous-white spots, hindwing almost entirely dark brown. 

604. D. eugbnes, Himalayas, Assam. 

597. Dodona durga, Kollar. 

Melitcta dvrga, Kollar, Hugel's Kashmir, vol. iv, pt. 2, p. 441, n. 1, pi. xiii, figs. 3, 4 (1848) ; Taxila durga, 
Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 422, n. 1 (1851) ; Dodona durgu, Doherty, Journ. A. S. B., vol. Iv, 
pt. 2, p. 134, n. 190 (1886). 

Habitat : Outer ranges of the Western Himalayas. 

Expanse : 1-4 to r8 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wings fuscous, with numerous ochreous spots. 
Fort-wing with a streak across the cell, continued to the submedian nervure, another at its 
end, a larger one beyond from the costa to the third median nervule, two spots near 
the bases of the median interspaces, another in the submedian interspace beyond the lower 
of these two latter spots, two pairs of spots below the costa divided by the subcostal 
nervure, a pair of spots placed beneath and between them divided by the lower 
discoidal nervule, another pair placed outwardly and beneath these latter divided by the 
second median nervule, another pair at the anal angle divided by the submedian nervure, 
five linear spots on the margin from the upper discoidal nervule to the submedian nervure. 
Hindxain- with the disco-cellulars marked with an ochreous line, an irregular discal series of 
spots a submarginal and marginal linear series which coalesce above the anal lobe. Under- 
side, both wings dark ochreous. Forewing with the base and inner margin fuscous, the 
base of the costa ochreous, also the base of the cell enclosing a black spot, other markings 
as above, except that the outer spots especially towards the anal angle are of a deep orange. 
Hindwing with all the veins more or less ochreous on the basal half, a short basal ochreous 
streak from the costa, another subbasal from the costa to the submedian fold, where it 
meets a fine ochreous line defining the fold, the latter joined at the base to another fine line 
on the submedian nervure, a short ochreous bar defining the disco-cellular nervules ; a 
somewhat broad ochreous band from the second median nervule to the submedian 
nervure above the anal lobe, then recurved and continued up the abdominal margin to the 
base of the win^, inwardly denned with black, the extreme edge of the abdominal margin 
ochreous, two short bands on the costa, the inner one defined with black, with another 
placed beneath and between them from the second subcostal to the second median nervule, 
the submarginal macular band as above but widened out anteriorly and enclosing two black 
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spots divided by the discoidal nervule, marginal band as above, the anal lobe and a spot 
beyond biack crowned with orange, Cilia white, tipped with black at the ends of the veins 
throughout. Female larger, wings broader, outer margin of fore wing more convex, apex 
less produced, markings similar throughout. 

D % durga is a very common species all over the outer ranges of the Western Himalayas 
as far west as Murree and Kashmir, on the east Mr. Doherty records it as occurring in 
" Kumaon generally, 2,500 to S.ooo feet." 

598. Dodoaa dipcea, Ilewitson. (Plate XXIV, Fig. ii6 &). 

D. dif&a, Hewitsoo, Ex. Bmt., vol. iii, Dixlona pi. 1, fig. 3 (1866). 

Habitat : Masuri, Nepal, Sikkim, Upper Burma. 

Expanse : l"55 to 1-9 inches. 

Description : "Male. Uiterside, both wings dark brown. Forrunnq with macular 
bands and spots rufous and white, fftnthffing Wih a short rufous band near the middle, and 
two submarginal bands of the same colour. Underside, both wings rufous-brown, 
Forcwing as above. Hindwing crossed near the base and inner margin by three bands of 
paler colour, the third silvery near its base : a silver spot on (he middle of the costal margin, 
a band of pale brown below it which curves upwards towards the inner margin, and bordered 
inwardly with black : beyond the middle a short band of white also bordered inwardly with 
black, and below it a band of black which bends upwards to the inner margin when it 
reaches the anal lobe : two black spots bordered above and below with while, and n sub-margi- 
nal band of brown bordered on each side with white : the lobe black bordered with white." 
(Hmitson, I. c.) Female. Larger than the male, the apex of the forewing less pointed, 
the outer margin convex instead of straight. UPPttRSIDB, bath win^s with the markings 
rather more prominent. Underside marked exactly as in the male. 

" I have hesitated before describing this as a species distinct from D. rgeott ; they are 
alike on the upperside, but whilst the underside of the hindwing of D. egeon is crossed by 
broad bands of silvery white without any margin, this species has narrow bands of white 
margined with black." {ffewilson, 1. c.) 

D, diptca is abundantly distinct from D. egeon > not only do the differences Ilewitson 
points out exist, but D. eg eon has the markings of the upperside tawny, that colour being the 
predominating one on the hiudwing, and it has also a tail in addition to the anal lobe. 
Z>. dipcea is really more closely allied to D. mgenes, but D. curettes has a tail, and the 
silvery bands of the underside of the hindwing are twice as broad as in D. dipcea. The 
markings of D. dipcea are very similar in character to those of D. durga, ihey are all much 
reduced however, and some altogether wanting. The subcostal nervure of the hindwing 
branches befotc the end of the celL 

D. diptca has a limited range as far as is known. It occurs in Masuri, Nepal, and is some- 
what common in Sikkim in October and November at about 6,000 feet elevation. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim example in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

There are two male specimens jf a Dodona allied to D. diptsam the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, obtained by the Vunan Expedition in Upper Burma (probably). They differ on the 
underside from Sikkim specimens of V. dipcea v.i having the ground-colour clear ochreous instead 
of dark brown, the markings are similar in character, though smaller throughout, but are pure 
white instead of ochreous and silvery, and the anal lobe of the hindwing divided into two 
by a white line through its middle. It may be a local race of D. dipcea, or it may be quite a 
distinct species, but I do not like to name it without knowing its habitat with more certainty. 

599- Dodona OUida, Moore. 

D. ouida, Moore, Proc. Z00L Soc, Lond , 1865, p. 771 ; id., Hcwitson, Ex. Butt., vol. iii, Dodona pi. i, 
figs- 4. 5» i**U; 6, ftmait (1866); Taxil* erato, Boibduval US, Hoxsfield and Moore, Cat. Lcp. Mus. 
E. I. C, vol. 1, p. 243, n.524 (1657), 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam. 

Expause; 17 to z'i inches.

Description: "Male. Upperside, both wings brownish black, Fo»-ewing with three 
transverse discal equidistant ferruginous bands, the meJial one broadest, the first two 
oblique; two white dots at apex. Hindwing with transverse discal and two narrow marginal 
ferruginous bands ; anal lobe with a white bar and border. Underside dark ferruginous. 
Forewing with the transverse bands less defined, yellow, terminating on the costal margin 
in white spots; two apical white spots. Hindwing with bluish basal and purplish medial 
transverse discal interrupted bands, the latter with an inner border of brown, each having 
a white spot on the costal margin, that of the latter with a black inner border ; two narrow 
marginal brown bands, two black purple-bordered dots at anterior angle, and black and 
white lines bordering the black lobe. Female. Upperside, both wings dull fuliginous- 
brown, somewhat black apically. Forewing with medial broad transverse discal oblique 
white band, and an outer or submarginal narrow interrupted ferruginous-white line; two 
apical dots white. Hindwing with two marginal pale brown lines, terminated at the anterior 
angle with two pale-bordered black spots ; anal lobe black. Underside as in male." 
{Moore, 1. c.) The outer margin of both wings is entire, not in the least scalloped. 

D. ouida is a widely-distributed species, occurring at Masuri, in Sikkim, Bhutan, and east- 
wards to Upper Assam. The sexes are more strongly differentiated than in any other species 
of the genus, the male has three ferruginous bands on the forewing, the outer one decidedly 
macular ; the female has one only, which is white. 

600. Dodona adoaira, Hewitsoa. 

D. adonira, Hewitson, Ex. Butt , vol. iii, Dodona pi. i, figs, i, 2, male [1866) ; id., de Nice'ville, Journ. 
A. S. B., vol. Iii, pt- 2, p. 95, n. 220 {1883) ; Taxila fatna, Boisduval MS, Horsfiekt and Moore, Cat. Lep. 
Mus. E. I. C, vol. i, p. 243, n. 523 (1857). 

Habitat: Sikkim, Bhutan. 
Expanse : rj to 1*8 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both wings dark brown, paler near the base. 
Forewing crossed transversely by three parallel equidistant rufous bands [the two inner ones 
broadly united near the inner margin]. Hindwing lobed at the anal angle : crossed obliquely 
by four narrower bands of the same colour [the first, second and fourth long, uniting at the 
anal lobe, the third short, not extending below the second median nervure] ; the anal lobe 
marked by two spots of black : rufous above the lobe and spotted with black. Underside, both 
wings orange-yellow with the outer margins dark brown ; crossed by five narrow dark 
brown bands, broken where the wings meet, Forewing with a sixth short band beyond the 
third. Hindwing with a sixth and seventh band near the inner margin : orange near the anal 
lobe and marked with several black spots." {Hewitson, 1. c.) Female. Upperside, forewing 
with the rufous bands broader and paler, with a marginal apical series of five small round 
rufous spots. Hindwing with the black spots above the anal lobe in the male, amalgamated 
with the bands of the ground-colour crossing the wing. Underside as in the male. 

D. adonira is a very beautiful and distinct species. The upperside is very similar to that 
of D. ouida male, but the underside is pale yellow, crossed by numerous narrow clearly- 
defined dark brown bands, the hindwing lacking the two round black spots on the outer 
margin, divided by the discoidal nervule, which occur in all the other species of the 
genus except D. longicaudata. It is a very rare species also with a very limited range, 
having only been recorded from Sikkim and Bhutan. 

601. Dodona dOOdata, Hewitson. 

D. dcodata, Hewitson, Ent. Month. Mag., vol. xiii, p. 151(1876); idem, id-, Desc. Lep. coll. Atkio- 
*>n, p. 3. pl. «i fiS- > ( l8 79)' 

Habitat : Moulmein. 
Expanse : 1 7 inches. 
Description; "Upperside, both wings white, crossed near the base and parallel to 
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the inner margin [body?] by three bands of brown. Forewing with the outer half dark 
brown, marked by ten white spots ; four in a band from the costal margin to the anal angle, 
and two bands of three spots each near the apex. Ilintitoing with the outer margin broadly 
brown, traversed by tvro bands of white spots. Underside as above, except that several 
of the small white spots, near the apex of the forgiving, meet and form a band ; that there 
are two linear white spots near the anal angle, and a linear band leading to two black spots 
near the outer margin of the kmdmngl and that there is a lobe at the anal angle as in 
the other species, bordered above by orange-yellow, marked by two black spots." {UrwUsott, 
L c in Ent. Month. Mag.) 

This species, except from the descriptions and figure published, is unknown to me, 
and the exact locality from whence it was obtained seems doubtful, as it is unlikely that 
a Dodona should be found su far south at the sea level. It is apparently nearest allied 
to D. longicaudata, but has much more white on the uppersidc, and also lacks the tail to the 
hindwing- The anal lobe as shown in the figure is of very unusual form ; it appears 
to be divided into two short points. Mr. Moore appears to have edited IJewitsWs original 
description when republishing it in the " Descriptions of New Indian Lepidopterous 
Insects from the collection of the late Mr. W. S. Atkinson," and as this revised de- 
scription applies better to the figure (apparently a very rough one) of the species, I give it 
below as a foot note.* 

602, Dodona loafficaudata, <ic n. (Plate xxiv, fig. 117 $). 

D. longicaudata, dc Niccville, i'roc. A. S. B., 1881, p. isi, 

Habitat: Shillong (July and November). 

Extanse : I'S inches. 

Description: "Male, Uiterside, both wings deep shining brown. Forming crossed 
before the middle by a broad white band which does not quite reach the costa, being 
narrowest at that point and divided by the nervules into two small spots ; this band has its 
inner margin straight, its outer margin evenly convex ; a submarginal series of six white spots 
placed irregularly ; an indistinct marginal series of linear spots. Hindwing with the white band 
of the forewing continued in a wedge-shaped figure across the disc of the wing, ending in a 
point just below the first median nervule ; abdominal area paler, with an indistinct white 
band from the base, and another short transverse one above the anal angle ; incomplete 
submarginal and marginal bands of white linear spots ; anal lobe black, encircled with a 
white line and thickly irrorated with white scales. Tail long, black ; tip and cilia white. 
Underside, both wings rich bright brown, crossed by several silvery-white bands. Foieioing 
with narrow basal and subbasal bands, then a broad median band coincident with the band 
on the upperside, but reaching the costa ; a short narrow costal band beyond ; then a very 
irregular broad band which is broken up into spots on the inner side below its middle ; and 
lastly a marginal series of seven spots, the two upper ones rounded and out of line, the rest 
increasing, linear ; the ground-colour near the outer angle becoming darker and almost forming 
two dark brown spots. Hindwing with the two basal and broad median bands as in the fore- 
wing, 'but all meeting above the anal angle, at which point they are joined by two other white 
bands traversing the abdominal area ; there is also a fourth band from the costa, short, narrow, 
submarginal, reaching the third median nervule ; between which and the broad median band there 
is another narrow white line not reaching the costa, in continuation of which is an orange fascia 
terminating on the abdominal margin in a black linear spot, and bearing two black rounded 
spots at its upper extremity ; submarginal and marginal white lines ; anal lobe jet-black, 

* " Uppbrside, balk wings brown, crossed near the middle by a broad common band of white. Farewing 
with the base pale rufous-brown crossed by a band of paler colour ; the outer half dark brown marked by ten 
[eleven in the figure! white spots ; four [five] in a band from the costal margin to the anal angle, and two 
bands of three spots each, near the apex. Hindwir.g with the inner margin broadly rufous-brown, crossed by 
a band of paler colour, the outer margin dark brown, traversed by two bands of white spots. Underbids as 
above, except that several of the small white spots, near the apex of the forewing, meet and form a band, 
that there is a submarginal white line, and two white spots near the anal angle, and a linear band leading 
to two black spots near the outer margin of the hittdwing, and that the lobe at the anal an^le i* bordered 
above with orange-yellow marked by two black spots." 
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surmounted by a black white-irrorated space ending in a black spot on the abdominal margin, 
which space is divided from the lobe by a white line. Cilia of the fore wing brown, except 
a small portion near the inner angle, of the hindwing alternately brown and white. Body above 
deep brown, with a somewhat rufous collar ; beneath white, with a black median abdominal 
line. Forelegs pure white, hindlegs with tibiae and tarsi ochraceous. Antenna black, 
annulated with whits." 

"This species seems nearest allied to D. deodata, from which it may be readily distin- 
guished on the upperside in having only one median white band, being in fact altogether a much 
darker insect. It is remarkable for the length of its tails which are quite twice as long as those 
of D, egeon, which has them the next longest in the genus." (tie Niceville, 1. c ) The type 
specimen is deposited in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and from it the figure is taken, 
showing both sides ; there is another male taken in the same locality in Major Marshall's 
collection, which differs in slight details from the type specimen, but the species is too well- 
marked to be mistaken. In this species, as in D. di/tva, the subcostal nervure of the 
hindwing bifurcates before the end of the cell. 

603. Doiona OgOOIl, Doubleday, Hewitson. 
Taxila cgeon t Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diura* Lep., vol. ti, p. 422, n. a, pi. Ixix, fig. 2 (1851). 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Sylhet. 

Expanse : 1*85 to 2*05 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, forewing fuscous, the basal area thickly irrorated 
with tawny ; markings tawny. A broad band towards the end of the cell extending to the 
inner margin, then curved outwards and upwards and joining a large quadrate spot in the 
submedian interspace and another in the interspace above ; a large quadrate spot just beyond 
the end of the cell ; a smaller one placed outwardly below it in the second median inter- 
space ; an irregular submarginal series of spots, those nearest the costa whitish ; two small 
white spots at the apex divided by the fifth subcostal nervule. Hindwing with the ground- 
colour tawny, markings black. A discal band from the costa to the submedian nervure above 
the anal angle ; another shorter one just beyond from the costa to the second median nervule ; 
the veins tawny, intersecting the black bands ; a submarginal macular band j the margin black 
enclosing a fine tawny line ; anal lobe and tail deep black, outwardly margined with white. 
Underside, both wings bright ferruginous-brown. forewing with the base of the costa silvery, 
a broad silvery band towards the base of the cell, other markings as on the upperside but larger 
and clearer, those on the anterior half of the wing silvery, on the posterior half tinged with 
ochreous ; four fine linear spots on the margin from the upper discoidal to the first median 
nervule, also three discal suffused blackish spots within the submarginal series of spots from 
the third median nervule to the submedian nervure. Hindwing with a basal silvery band 
extending down the submedian nervure to above the anal lobe, then recurved and extending 
up the abdominal area to the base of the wing ; a broader band beyond from the costa 
to the middle of the submedian interspace where it ends in a point, broadest in the middle ; 
a costal spot j a discal band in continuation enclosing the disco-cellular nervules from the 
second subcostal nervule to above the anal lobe where it is recurved and extends up the 
extreme abdominal margin to the base of the wing ; a large wedge-shaped band beyond 
from the second subcostal to the second median nervule— all silvery ; two round black spots 
on the margin, broadly surrounded with silvery divided by the discoidal nervule; some indis- 
tinct blackish spots below, beyond which are two indistinct whitish marginal lines ; the 
anal lobe and tail black, narrowly edged with white, the anal lobe with a broad white 
line bounding it inwardly, then a zigzag black line extending to the first median nervule, 
with a short black and white bar above on the abdominal margin, and a large grey space 
irrorated with white. The female is apparently unknown. 

D. egeon is a rare species. It may be distinguished from all the other species of the 
genus by the prevailing colour of the hindwing being tawny. Mr. Otto Mbller and Major 
Marshall each possesses a single specimen from Sikkim, and there are two from Nepal and one 
from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta ; these are all the specimens I have seea. 
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604. Dodona ougrenos, Bates. 

D. eugtnts, Bates, Joum. Linn. Soc., Zoology, vol. ix, p. 371 (1867) ; 1(1., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 
188a, p. 044 ; id, Swinhoe, Proc. Zool. Soc. Load., 1885, p. 130, n. 46. 

Habitat : Outer Himalayas from Murree to Bhutan, Assam. 

Expanse : 15 to 10 inches. 

Description : "Male. Closely allied to D.egeon. Wings of the same shape, and 
the form of the tail of the hindwing the same. Uppersidk dark, blackish brown. Foreuring 
with a narrow line across the middle (touching neither the costa nor the hind margin), a curved 
streak near the hind angle, and about thirteen small spots pretty equally distributed over the 
apical half of the wing ; all these marks are whitish, except the transverse line and marks 
near the hind angle, which are slightly tinted with reddish tawny, Hindwing with the outer 
portion traversed by four indistinct brownish tawny lines, converging from the costa towards 
the anal angle ; at the apex are two black spots edged with light brown. On the broad, 
square lobe at the anal angle is a quadrate black spot, a slender tail arising from its outer 
edge. Underside, the wings are precisely similar to those of D. egeon, being tawny brown, 
with stripes and spots of white, silky and shining on the hindwing and costa of forewing." 

"The species seems to have been confounded hitherto with D. egeon; but the very 
different colour and small dimensions of the stripes and spots of the upperside well distinguish 
it." {Bates, 1. c.) 

In D. eugenes the outline and markings of the upperside are almost identical with those 
of D. dipcca t the narrow tail beside the lobe being the only distinguishing feature, on the: 
underside although the markings are as stated above precisely similar to those of D.egeon, 
they are narrower and less conspicuous, and the silvery band on the hindwing covering the 
disco-cellular nervules is continued uninterruptedly to the costa. The markings of the underside 
of D. dipasa are also identical in pattern, but the whitish bars are in D. diptxa still more reduced, 
especially on the hindwing, where they are narrow and inconspicuous. It has a wide range, it 
has been recorded from Bombay by Colonel Swinhoe, but he informs me that this is prohably 
erroneous. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas from Murree to Bhutan. 
In Major Marshall's collection is a single male taken at Shillong in July, The female differs 
from the male only in being larger, the wings broader, the apex of the forewing more rounded, 
and the outer margin of that wing convex instead of concave ; all the markings larger and paler. 
In Simla this species occurs in the summer, the females hybernating and appearing again 
early the next spring. It is probably the next commonest species to D. durga. 

GOttttl 92.-STIB0GES, Butler. (Plate XXIV). 

Stibegtt, Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1876, p. 308; id., Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 193 (1883), 
'* Allied to Abisara, aspect of Nymphidium [a South American genus]. Wings with 
rounded outer margin broad, costal nervure of forewing terminating abruptly at about the 
middle of the costa, opposite to the end of the discoidal cell ; subcostal nervure with five 
branches, the last two forking to apex ; upper radial nervule emitted from the inferior margin 
of the subcostal near its origin ;* lower radial nearly equally dividing the disco-cellular s, which 
are concave ; second and third median nervules emitted near together ; pracostal nervure of 
Hindwing short, oblique, directed backwards ; costal nervure short, straight, oblique, termi- 
nating at basal third of costa ; subcostal nervure forking beyond the end of cell, the upper 
fork running close to the margin from the second third of costa ; radial nervule emitted close 
to the subcostal, reducing the upper disco-cellular nervule to a point j lower disco-cellular long, 
oblique, nearly straight; second and third median nervules emitted nearer together than the 
first and second. Body, slender : eyes, prominent ; antenna, slender, submoniliform+ ; P&lpi, 
very small. Type, Stiboges nymphidia." {Butler, 1. c.) 

* This is surely a mistake ; the subcostal nervure originates from the base of the wing, the upper radial ner- 
vule has a common origin with the middle disco-cellular nervule (the upper disco-cellular is wanting in this genus) 
from a point on the subcostal nervure beyond the base of the second subcostal nervule. 

t MoNJLiroEM, constricted at the joints so as to resemble a string of beads, from mantle, a necklace; 
suBMONiuroKM, somewhat constricted, &c. 
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This diagnosis is evidently drawn up from a female specimen, though the sex is not stated. 
In the male the inner and outer margins of the forewing are exactly equal in length, the 
latter is nearly straight, not strongly convex as in the female, and the apex very acute not 
rounded. It has no secondary sexual characters. The hindwing is much less broad than in 
the female. 

Stiboges is a very remarkable genus, the ground-colour being semi-transparent snow-white, 
with a broad outer fuscous border spotted with white. It contains but a single species, which 
occurs in Bhutan, on our North-Eastern frontier, and at Penang. 

605. StiTsogTOS aymphilia, Butler. (Plate XXIV, Fig. 119? ). 

S. ttymfikidia, Butler, Proc. Zaoh Hoc. Lond., 1876, p. 309, n. r, pi. icxii, fig. 1, female; id.. Distant, Rhop. 
Malay., p. 193, n. 1, pi. xxiv, fig. n, female (1883). 

Habitat : Penang, Naga and Khasi Hills, Bhutan. 

Expanse : 17 to 1*9 inches. 

Description : Male and female. " Both wings semi-transparent, snow-white. Fore- 
wing with broad costal and external dark brown borders, sinuated internally ; two irregular 
submarginal series of unequal white spots. Hindwing with abroad [dark brown] outer border, 
undulated internally ; a sinuated disco-submarginal lunulated pale brown line ; a submarginal 
series of elongated white spots. Body dark brown. Underside as above. [Cilia long, white, 
very broadly on the forewing, less so on the hindwing, marked with dark brown at the ends of 
the veins], Le%s, palpi, and venter white." {Butler, 1, c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a worn male specimen from the Khasi Hills, and a 
female example from the Naga Hills ; from the latter the figure is taken, and shows both sides. 
Mr. A. V. Knyvett's native collectors obtained a single female example on June 10th beyond 
Buxa in Bhutan. It was originally described from Penang, and is evidently a very rare species. 

Genus 83.— TAZILA, Westwood. 

Taxila, Westwood. Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 421 {1851} ; id., Hewitson, Ex. Butt,, vol. ii, p. 91 (1861). 
" Body, robust ; wings, large ; head, broad, front with a broad transversely truncated tuft, 
extending over the base of the antenna ; eyes, smooth, naked ; antenna;, moderately long 
and slender, with short joints, the base of each slightly annulated with white, terminated 
by a long, slender club, ending in a fine point directed outwards ; pa/pi, short, not, or scarcely, 
visible in front of the face when seen from above, finely scaly, basal joint much curved, finely 
hairy beneath, terminal joint very small. Thorax, robust, finely hairy at the sides and beneath. 
Abdomen, rather short. FOREWING, sub triangular, or subtriangularly ovate ; costal margin 
slightly convex ; apex rounded, or subacute. Veins nearly arranged as in Zemeros ; the first and 
second subcostal nervules arising before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, and the third 
md fourth at considerable distances beyond it ; upper .disco -cellular nervule obliterated, middle 
disco-cellular and the upper discoidal nervules arising together at a little distance beyond the 
second subcostal neivnle ; the middle and lower disco-cellular nervules forming a nearly continu- 
ous curve, the latter uniting with the third median nervule at a very short distance beyond its 
origin. Hindwing, with the outer margin entire, rounded, and very slightly scalloped ; the 
costal nervure scarcely extending beyond the middle of the costal margin ; the iirst subcostal 
nervule arising considerably beyond the upper disco-cellular nervule ; lower disco-cellular nervule 
uniting with the third median nervule at a short distance from its origin. Forelegs, of 
the male short, slender, and very densely clothed with soft hairs, forming a thick brush. 
Of the female twice as long, slender, scaly; tarsus well articulated, terminal joint small, 
oval, armed beneath with a series of very minute spines, and at the tip with two, 
regularly formed, much curved claws, acute at the tip, not above one-fourth of the length 
of the joint ; fulvillus large and leathery. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, 
slender, and scaly ; femur hairy beneath, of the middle pair of legs elongated ; tibial 
spurs very minute, or obsolete ; claws small, very strongly curved, broad at the base, with 
a deep notch at the base of the apical acute portion ; paronychia very slender, obliquely 
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truncate, the outer portion of the truncation armed with numerous long setae -pulvillus 
broad, short, dilated at the extremity." (WMmn( 1. c.) 

West wood placed several species in the genus Taxi/a, which are now included in the 
genera Doiiona and Abisara, Mr. Distant in his " Rhopalocera Malnyana" places under 
Abisara, the species which I have arnnged in this genus, but as they differ in the outline of 
the wings from typical Abisara and also in maikings, I have thought it advisable to keep 
these genera distinct. The species which I have retained in the genus Taxila all have the 
hindwing more evenly rounded, hardly angled, not lobed, or tailed, and the underside is 
furnished with brilliant bluish-silvery spots. The male of T. thuisto and the female of T. 
fascia/a have a very " Abisara-Wke" angle at the termination of the third median nevvule, 
very similar to that in the female of A. fylla, but not nearly so prominent as in the 
A. neophron and A. echerius groups, but the markings of both upper and underside are 
sufficient to prevent confusion among the two genera. The males have no secondary sexual 
characters,

Soc. T.ond., 1873, p. 347, n. 1 ; Abisara tkiiisto, Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. igi, n. 4, woodcut n. 51, male, 
52, female (1883) ; A. tkiusto, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., fourth series, vol. v, p. 363 (1870), 

Habitat: Mergui, Upper Tenasserim, Tavoy, Sungei Ujong, Singapore, Sumatra, 
Borneo. 

Expanse : 6*. 1*4 ; ?, 17 inches. 

Description: "Male. TJpperside, both wings uniform and very dark indigo-blue or 
black. Underside, both wings bright reddish-brown. Forewing with the apex paler, an 
oblique bluish fascia crossing cell ; a number of irregularly-shaped blue and black discal 
spots arranged in three series, the outer most distinct, consisting of six spots divided by 
the nervules, the upper three being very pale, and a submarginal series of linear blue spots 
margined with black situated between the nervules ; the cilia black. Hindwing with a 
transverse bluish fascia crossing cell and extending to near costa, and with a number of 
irregularly-shaped blue and black discal spots as on the forewing, of which the outer are the 
most prominent, and which are placed between the nervules ; submarginal linear spots as on 
forewing, and the cilia black. Body above concolourous with wings, beneath somewhat paler ; 
legs ochraceous." {Distant,\. c.) "Female. Upperside, both wings rufous, clouded at the 
base, crossed transversely beyond the middle by a band of oblong black spots, each spot marked 
with dull blue — those near the costal margin of the forewing interrupted by five white spots ; 
a band of lunular black spots near the outer margin, each spot traversed by a line of blue or 
white. Forewing- with a transverse band of black spots before the middle. Undzksids 
does not differ from the male, except that it is lighter." (ffewilson, 1, c.) 

Dr. Anderson obtained several specimens of this species in the Mergui Archipelago 
during the cold weather ; Captain Adamson took a single female in October at Natchoung 
in Upper Tenasserim which is now in Major Marshall's collection ; and there is a single male 
in the collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Tavoy, which differs from typical 
specimens in having the silvery spot on the underside in the subcostal interspace of the 
forewing showing on the upperside as well. 

T. thuisto is a s.maller insect than T. fasciata^ the inner margin of the forewing propor- 
tionally longer, giving that wing a squarer appearance ; the hindwing too is distinctly quadrate, 
showing an approach to Abisara. The arrangement of the spots in regular bands on the 
underside will immediately distinguish it from T, fasciata. 
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607. Taxilft faSClata, Moore. 
T. fasciata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 832, pi. Hi, fig. 1, male. 
Habitat ; Above Ahsown, Upper Tenasserim ; Mergui, Tavoy. 
Expanse ; $, 18 to 21 ; % t 20 inches. 

Description : M Allied to T. dwflaM, Horsfield [= T* haguinus, Fabricius] from Java. 
Male. Upperside, differs in the apex of the forewing being less suffused with red, and 
having an oblique subapical indistinct whitish fascia. Underside similarly marked, with 
the subapical fascia distinct, well-defined, and pure white." (Afoare, I. c.) The female differs 
from that sex of T. haqutnus on the upperside of both wings being duller coloured, the 
black markings of the underside hardly visible. Underside has all the bluish-stlvery 
markings less distinct, their inner black spots obsolete. Forewing with the oblique subapical 
white band more regularly- margined. 

T. fasciata is very closely allied to T. haquinas which occurs in the Malay Peninsula 
as well as in Java and liorneo ; the two species will almost certainly hereafter be found to merge 
into one another.* There is a single male specimen of T. fasciata. in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, obtained by Dr. Anderson in the Mergui Archipelago in December, and a male and 
two females from Tavoy ; in Major Marshall's collection are a male taken in the 
Thoungyeeu forests in December, one in the Meplay valley in October, two females in the 
Thoungyeen forests in February and May respectively, and one in the Donat range in 
January, all by Captain C. T. Bingham, 

In the Malay Peninsula occur three very beautiful species of butterflies, which belong 
to the genus Laxita\ of Butler. They differ from all the other species of the subfamily 
in having in the male a glandular patch of differently-formed scales much as in many species 
of Mycalesis placed on the upperside of the hindwing below the costa, and the inner margin 
of the forewing strongly convex to cover this patch. The markings of the underside are 
somewhat similar to those of Taxi/a.

Forgiving with a curved pale fascia on upper portion of cell and immediately 
beneath the subcostal nervure, a subapical pale ochracenus fascia as above, and with the following bluish 
markings more or less spotted with black, viz . an oblique spot reaching apex of cell, two black spots beyond 
cell connected by a bluish lunule, above which are some small black spots divided by the subcostal nervules ; 
these are outwardly followed by a straight series of about four spots (the lower situated above the third 
median nervule), two on each side of the second median nervule, and one on inner side and at base of first 
median nervule ; a submarginal series of linear pale continuous luntiles becoming obsolete towards apex. 
Hindwing with two short pale oblique fascias at bise, a discal series of about eleven bine and black markings 
as on forewing, and a submarginal series of obscure dark conical spots, through which pass two series of pale, 
transverse, linear spots, the inner series being distinctly lunulate. Body above concolourous with wings, beneath 
with legs greyish brown. Fkmalb- Upperside, both wings reddish, the dark spots beneath visible above. 
forgiving with a prominent subapical white fascia. Undirside generally as in male, excepting the white 
subapical fascia " {Distant, 1 c.) In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are a pair of this species collected by 
Dr. Horsfield in Java. 

t Genus Laxita, Butler. 

Laxita, Butler, Trans. Linn. Soc. Lond., Zoology, second series, vol. i, p. 546 (1877); Abisctra (part), 
Distant. Rhop. Malay., p. 188(1883). 

"The rounded wings of Abisara tanita and the allied species distinguish them from typical Ahisara ; 
but I am doubtful of its generic distinction." (Butler. 1. c.) The characters pointed out on page 306 seem to 
me to be so well-marked that structually Laxita is the most distinct genus of the subfamily. The genus 
probably contains several species in addition to the three enumerated below, including L. orphna, Boisduval, 
which has been recorded (Hewitson, Journ Linn. Foe. Zoology, vol. viii, p. 149 (1865) from Singapore, but is 
not mentioned by Mr. Distant in his 'Rhopalocera Malayana.' 

Laxita damajanti. Abisara damajanti, Felder, Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv, p. 397, n. 13 (i860}; id., 
Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 192,. n. 6 (1883); Taxila damajanti, Kirby, Cat. Diurn. Lep., p. 386, n. 6 (1871). 
Habitat: Perak, Malay Peninsula. Expanse : 1*7 to i"8 inches. Dbscription : "Male. Wings red 
[ruddy], upperside unmarked, underside with bluish discal spots (each placed on a black spot), hindwing with 
four submarginal streaks, the first bluish, the second and fourth fuscous, the third whitish." 

"An exceedingly beautiful species closely allied to A. orphna, Boisduval, but the underside of the forewing 
ornamented with bluish spots sufficiently distinct." {Felder, 1. c.) 

Male. Upperside, both wings rich crimson Forewing with the costa and outer margin very narrowly 
black, the veins defined with black outwardly, and a fine black line on the disco-cellular nervules. Hindwing 
with the costal margin broadly black, with some obscure blackish diffused patches between the veins towards 
the outer margin, Undeksidf, both wings rich crimson marked with numerous black and rich shining blue 
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Geans Oi-— ABISABA, Felder. (Plate XXIX). 

Abisata, Felder, Wen. Ent. Monatsch., vol. iv, p. 307 (i860) ; id.. Bates, Journ,. Linn. Soc., Zoology, vol. ix, 
p. 41 j [1868); id., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. 1, p. 68(1881) ;. id. (/•#•/), Distant, Rhop. Malay., p, iSS (1883) ; Sos/ita, 
Hewitson, Ex But., vol. ii, Sorfritm pi. i (1861). 

*' Genus confounded among English authors with Taxi/a, Doubled ay (T. fylla, durga), 
to be distinguished by the smaller head, distinct collar, more slender antennae and 
shorter palpi." {Felder, 1. c.) 

Fokkwing, triangular ; costal margin gently arched, outer margin straight or slightly 
convex, inner margin nearly straight, equal in length to the outer margin, apex pointed. 
Costal nervine short, reaching the middle of the wing ; subcostal nervure giving off its first and 
second branches close together before the end of the cell, the third nearer to the origin of 
the fourth than to the end of the cell, the fourth reaching the apex of the wing ; discoidal cell 
broad, short, the disco-cellular nervules being emitted at less than half the length of the wing 
from the base ; upper disco-cellular nervule wanting, middle and lower disco-cellulars of equal 
length, together forming a complete arch, and the lower joining the median nervure after 
the origin of the second median nervule ; submedian nervure slightly sinuous. HlNDWlNG, 
subovate ; costal margin strongly arched at base, thence nearly straight, outer margin evenly 
rounded and slightly scalloped in the male, slightly angled at the termination of the third 
median nervule in the female (A. fylla), more strongly scalloped and produced into a long 
tail at termination of third median nervule (A. neophron and allies), or, least of all scalloped, 
but the wing strongly angled at the third median nervule {A. echerius and allies). Prcecostal 
nervute simple, curved outwardly, costal nervure short, reaching (he middle of the COtta, 

spots and streaks. Foretoing with a submarginal black line becoming macular anteriorly, the inner margin 
broadly shining fuscous. Hindwing with the extreme margin black, then a p!nk lino, then a bbek line, then 
an ochreous line, and lastly a black line. Female differs from the mate on the ui'i-kksidk in being of a paler 
shade of crimson. Forgiving with the inner margin straight, not lobed, a very indistinct paler fascia towards 
the apex. Hiutiwing with no glandular patch below the coat a, a stibmargiual even black line replacing the 
black diffused patches in the male extending on to the forcwing as f..r as the first median nervule, otherwise as 
iu the male. 

There are specimens of both sexes of this most lovely insect in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Perak.

Hind-wing with a discal series of 
fork red streaks between the veins. Described from Hewitson 's figure. " Femalh. Upper-side, both wings 
bright purplish-red. Forewing with the margins, the base, and a broad basal streak between the third 
median nervule and the submedian nervure pale fuscous. Hindwing with the margins (costal and abdominal 
margins broadly) and some broad streaks situated in the cell and between the nervules pale fuscous. 
Undrksidr, both wingi bright purplish-red. Foreiving with upper and apical blue streaks in cell, the last 
margined outwardly with black, and with some blue and black discal spots, of which the largest and most 

F imminent are two beyond the cell, and two divided by the second median nervule : two faint bluish submarginal 
inear fascia; which become obsolete at apex, and the costal margin broadly fuscous near base. Hindwing wiih 
some transverse series of black and blue spots at base, some large elongate black submarginal spots with blue 
centres between the nervules, and blue and yellow submarginal linear fascia:, between which the colour is 
fuscous; posterior margin fuscous. Body pale fuscous; legs pale obscure ochraceous." {Distant, 1. c.) 

I have not seen this species. Mr. Distant quotes the figure of the female of this species in the " Genera 
of Diurnal Lipidoptera" as applying to L. tanita, but it differs materially from both his figure and description 
of that sex. He appears to have reversed the sexes, and to have described from the figure the female as a male. 
Laxita telesia. Taxila Mesta, Hewitson, Ex. Butt., vol. ti, Taxila pi. i, figs. 1, a, male (1861I ; idem, id., 
Journ. Linn- Soc. Lond., Zoology, vol. vii'i, p. 149(18651 ; id., Kirby, Cat. Diurn. Lep, p. 2R6, n. 7 11871). 
Habitat : Perak, Sumatra, Borneo. Expanse : 1*7 inches. Description : " Male. Upprrsidh, both 
wing s dark brown [fuscous]. Forewing with the apex and outer margin carmine, the inner margin produced, 
rounded, with near its middle an oval spot of lilac-white [Hindwing with the portion covered by the forewing 
shining pale ochreous, a large oval glandular patch of closely-packed ochreous scales on eithet side of the 
middle of the subcostal nervure, a small patch of carmine on the outer margin about the termination of the 
discoidal nervule, the black markings of the underside showing through faintly]. Underside, both wings 
carmine with bands and spots of blue and black. Forewing with the apex rufous [yellow, nearly orange]; a 
longitudinal and a transverse band within the cell blue, a second transverse band also blue, followed by five blue 
spots, bordered inwardly with black. The inner margin, where the wings touch, light yellow. Hindwing with 
numerous black and blue spots, crossed near the outer margin by a band of light blue and a band of light 

Fellow, each bordered with black, and separated by a band of the same colour." {Hewitson. t. c. in Ex. Butt ) 
kmale. Upperside, forewing carmine, the cell, and the interspaces with dull fuscous streaks, an oblique 
subapical pale ochreous diffused fascia. Hindwing almost throughout dull fuscous, the veins slightly margined 
With carmine. U KDEKSt de, 'both wings marked precisely as in the male. 

There are a male and two females of this beautiful species from Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 
The female is conspicuously different from the male as it lacks the oval white spot on the upperside of the forewing, 
the carmine is not confined to the apex and outer margin as in the male, but extends all over the wing, and 
the inner margin is straight. It also lack, the glandular patch of scales cm the upperside of the hindwing. 
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the subcostal nervules bifurcating beyond the end of the cell, discoidal cell long and broad, 
the apex oblique, disco-cellular nervules of equal length in A. echerius and allies, the upper 
shorter than the lower in A. fylla and A. neophron and allies ; the lower disco-cellular joining 
the median nervure after the origin of the second median nervule, almost in the same straight 
line in A.jylla and A. neophron and allies, but forming an obtuse angle with the middle one 
in A. echerius and allies. Body, somewhat small, head small, eyes hairy, antenna exactly half 
the length of the forewing, distinctly annulated, with a distinct spatulate club, palpi minute. 

Larva [A. echerius and allies] onisciform-* " Pupa recumbent on a leaf or other object, 
and secured by the tail and a girdle across the middle." (Moore, I. c.) 

" Abisara is distributed over a wide area ; it is found in Tropical Africa and Madagascar, 
inhabits Continental India, Ceylon, the Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Burma, and the 
Malay Peninsula, being also represented generally throughout the Malay Archipelago." (Distant, 
1. c.) The type of the genus, A. echerius, Stoll, was described from China. In India the genus, 
as pointed out by Bates, falls into three distinct groups ; the first group which was placed in the 
genus Sospita by liewitson contains a single species in India, it has an oblique discal band across 
the forewing, yellow in the male, and white in the female, and the hindwing evenly rounded, not 
angled (except slightly so in the female) or tailed. The next group, which contains A. neophron 
and A. chela in India, and A. savitri in the Malay Peninsula, has not, as far as I am aware, been 
generically separated ; these species also have an oblique discal band across the forewing, but 
il is white in both sexes, and the hindwing is produced into a long tail at the end of the third 
median nervule, the base of it wide, extending to the first median nervule ; both these groups 
are absent from Peninsular India, Ceylon, and the An damans and Nicobars, but occur 
throughout the Eastern Himalayas and eastwards to Assam, and thence southwards to the Malay 
Peninsula. The last group, which contains the typical Abisaras, is rich plum colour in 
the male, and magnificently glossed with purple in certain lights, generally paler in the female 
with no purple gloss, usually with some pale bands across the forewing, parallel to the outer 
margin, not obliquely placed, the hindwing bluntly angled, but not tailed at the end of the 
third median nervule, the outer margin being produced from the tip of the angulation to the 
anal angle, giving a quadrate appearance. They occur sparingly in the outer Himalayas, Assam, 
and almost throughout Eastern and Peninsular India, in Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobars, 
Burma, the Malay Peninsula, Java and China. The species of this group are all closely 
allied, many of those which have been described are doubtfully distinct. 

Hey to the Indian species of Abisara. 

A. With a conspicuous pale transverse band placed oblique'y on the forewing in both sexes. 

a. Outer margin of hiudwiug evenly rounded and scalloped, not produced into a tail, and only 

slightly angulated at the termination of the third median nervule in the female.

TaxilafyUa, Doubleday, Hewitson, Geo. Diurn. Lep., vol. it, p. 4*1, n 8, pi. Uix, fig. 3, male (1851), 
Habitat : Himalayas, Assam, Sylhet, Upper Burma, Upper Tenasserim, 
Expanse : $, 1-9 to 24 ; ? , 2-o to 25 inches, 

Description : Male. Upperside, both wmgs and cilia dark brown. Forettring will) a 
straight even straw yellow band commencing at the middle of the costa and almost reaching 
the inner angle, its lower portion narrower and slightly recurved ; a pale brown submarginal 
line often bearing anteriorly two minute yellow spots divided by the fourth subcostal nervule, 
often with two additional similar spots near the margin divided by the fifth subcostal nervule, 
and the cilia beyond white. ffindwing with a pale brown curved discal band, a series of six 
marginal black spots inwardly defined with pale brown, and outwardly bearing a pure white dot, 
of which the two upper ones divided by the discoidal nervule are always largest, (he next two 
divided by the second median nervule always smallest and often obsolete, the last two at the 
anal angle placed in the submedian interspace always present. There is sometimes a seventh 
small spot without a white dot between the subcostal nervules. Underside, both wings paler 
throughout, but similarly marked, except that the hindwing has a faint subbasal line- Femat.e 
similarly marked to the male, but much paler, the discal band on the fornving very variable 
in width and pure white or just tinted with palest yellow, and reaching the costa (in the 
male it does not reach it), wider anteriorly and tapering to a point posteriorly ; the wing 
broader, apex less produced, outer margin convex. Body concolourous with the wings 
both above and below, the eyes with a pure white streak at the sides, the frontal tuft of the 
head also with a pure white streak on both sides, the palpi pale brown, the antcnttee 
dark brown, simulated with white, the club with a white bar above near its tip. 

A.fylla occurs in Masuri and the Dehra Dhun ; Mr. Doherty took it at Askot, the Dhoaj 
Eastern Ktimaon, 4,000 to 7,000 feet ; it is common in Sikkim at low elevations, in Buxa, and 
in Assam, the Naga Hills, Cherrapunji, and Sylhet ; it was taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
the Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim in March, and was also brought by the 
Vunan Expedition. In shape and markings it has no near allies, and might perhaps be 
advantageously placed in the genus Sospita of Hewitson, of which it forms the type. 

609. Aoisara neophron, Hewitson. 

Sospiia- neophron, Hewitson, Ev. Butt-, vol. H, Sospiia pi. i, fig. 3 (1861) ; Ait'sttfa neophron, dc Niceville, 
Joum. A. S. B., vol. lv, pt. 2, p. 253. pi- *i, fig- 8, mate (1886). 

Habitat : Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Upper Burma. 
Expanse : i'8 to 23 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside, both wings rufous-brown. Fornving crossed trans- 
versely at the middle by a broad band of white, and obliquely beyond the middle 
by a narrow, obscure, rufous band ; the outer margin pale from the middle to the 
anal angle, traversed by a dark line. ffindwing tailed, crossed beyond the middle and near 
the outer margin by waved rufous bands, two large black spots at the apex, separated by a 
line of orange, a submarginal band of white traversed by a black line, the tail white. 
Underside as above." (fffuitson, 1. c.) Female differs from the male only in being paler 
throughout, the discal band of the foreming usually broader, always reaching the costa (in 
some male specimens it does not quite touch it), the lower of the two black spots on the 
upperside of the hindwing divided by the discoidal nervule posteriorly defined with an orange 
line, as indeed it often is in the male, two oval spots on the margin divided by the first median 
nervule inwardly defined with whitish, outwardly by pure white, with a marginal white line 
beyond ; cilia more or less white. 

A. neophron is not uncommon in Sikkim at low elevations; it occurs also in Assam, 
Sibsagar, the Naga Hills, and Sylhet, and was brought by the Yunan Expedition,

Habitat : §ikkim, Sylhet. 

Expanse: $ t 175 to 1*90; ?, 1-90 inches. 

Description : " Male. Upperside, both wings dark fuscous-brown. Forewing with 
an oblique whits discal band from the middle of the costa to about the middle of the 
submedian interspace, variable in width ; a submarginal narrow white line, sometimes distinct 
throughout its length, at others blurred in the middle, but always ending in a distinct white spot 
at the costa ; one or two short fine white marginal lines at the anal angle. Jtindwing with two 
submarginal rounded black spots divided by the discoidal nervule, the upper one the smaller and 
outwardly circled with white, the lower one marked anteriorly and posteriorly with white ; the 
outer portion of the discoidal and third median nervules orange ; three somewhat indistinct 
black lunular spots on the margin in the median and submedian interspaces, inwardly defined 
with a pale line, the spots in the submedian interspace geminated ; two fine interrupted white 
marginal lines j tail short and marked with white j an ill-defined discal pale band, inwardly 
sharply defined, outwardly blurred. Underside, both wings much paler, all the markings 
more distinct. Forewing with the discal and submarginal bands much broader than above, 
the latter always well-marked throughout its length. Hindwing marked as above, but the 
space from the discal band to the margin irrorated with white, the outer portion of all the 
veins orange. Female. Upperside, both wings paler than in the male, tinged throughout 
with ferruginous, the veins of the hindwing more broadly marked with orange. Underside 
with the same differences as above." 

"Allied to A. neophron, Hewitson, which occurs in the same places with it, and in Sikkim 
in the same months ; differs from it in its smaller size, usually broader discal band on the fore- 
wing, the submarginal line usually more prominent, and always ending anteriorly in a white 
spot, which is never the case in A. neophron ; markedly also in the length of the tail, it being 
fully twice as long in A, neophron as it is in A. chela. 1 '' [de Niceville, 1. c.) 

Mr. Otto Mbller has obtained numerous specimens of this species at low elevations in 
Sikkim ; there is a single male specimen from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

An allied species occurs in the Malay Peninsula, which differs chiefly from A. neophron 
and A, chela in its paler colouration throughout ; the discal band of the fore wing on the upper- 
side is much blurred and very indistinct, as is also the submarginal band, which in A. savitri 
is even broader than the discal band, in the Indian species it is a mere line. A description of 
it is given below.* 

The remaining species all belong to the typical group of the genus Abisara. The type 
of the genus and of this group is the P. echerius of Stoll (Supplement to Cramer's Pap. Ex.,

by a black line, the tail white. Underside as above." (Hewitson, 1. c.) " Femalr. Upperside, both wings 
pale ochreous-brown. Forewing with two pale transverse fascia; crossing the apical half, and with two narrow 
submarginal pale linear fascia:, each outwardly bordered with fuscous. Hindwing with two broad pale fascia; 
continuous to those of the forewing, the first somewhat curved and extending to the abdominal margin, the 
second situated near the outer margin and containing two large black spots with whitish surroundings separated 
by the discoidal nervule, a smaller spot situated between the subcostal nervules, and two small and subobsolete 
spots at anal angle ", marginal linear fascist as on forewing, the outer margin long and linearly caudate at apex 
of upper median nervule, this prolongation being white. Vnvessids as above. Body aad legs more or less 
concolourous with wings." (Distant, 1. c) 

Mr. Hewitson vaguely gives India as the habitat of his A. swsa. It was described almost simultaneously 
by Dr. Felder under the name of A. savitri, by which name the species should be known. I prefer to unite 
them under one species as has been done by Messrs. Bates and Kirby, and by Hewitson himself, as J ran 
find no character by which to divide them except the ground-colour which is darker as is usual in Mr. He*it- 
son's figure of a male than it is in Mr. Distant's figure of a female, the latter author apparently considering 
them distinct species, as he does not mention A. susa. He probably followed Mr. Butler, who remarks that 
A. savitri " is quite distinct frornjae Indian species, A. susa of Hewitson." The male i< also unknown to Mr. 
Distant. 
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pi. xxxi, figs. 1, ta s malt; \b, female (1790), described from China. Stall's figures are very 
rough, so I am quite unable to say in what particulars his species differs from Indian ones, 
and until almost recently his name was used for the Indian species. The style of markings is 
identical in all the forms described from India, except perhaps A. bifasetala, which has the bands 
on the underside more lunately macular than the rest. If the localities of the specimens are 
known they can be named. Northern Indian specimens must be A. suffusa, because no other 
forms have been described from there ; similarly specimens caught in Tenasserim must be 
angu/a/a {A. abnormis is, in my opinion, an easily recognisable occasional variety of this form) ; 
specimens from the Andamans must be A. hifasciata ; if caught ia Ceylon they must be 
A. prunosa, but in South India confusion is likely to arise, if caught in the extreme south 
they will be A. prunosa, but further north they may be A. prunosa, A. /interna, or A. suffusa. 
A. prunosa may typically be recognised by its larger size and intense purple shot in the male. 
Mr. Moore has pointed out what he considers to be the points of difference between A. prunosa 
and A. fralerna, also between the Tenasserim A. angulata and A. sujfusa, but what the 
differences are between A. suffusa and A . fraterna I am quite unable to say, unless the inner 
band on the upperside of the forewing being angulated in A. suffusa and rounded in A. fraterna 
should prove sufficient to distinguish them. To sum up the six species described from India. 
In my opinion A. hifasciata might perhaps be kept distinct, though I possess a female specimen 
from Akyab in British Burma which is almost indistinguishable from it ; A. prunosa is 
typically very distinct, and that name might be used for Ceylon and Travancore specimens ; 
but all the rest should, I think, be named A . echerius until at any rate the differences, if any, 
between that species and the Indian ones are pointed out, when the latter might be called 
A. kausambi, which is the oldest of the names applied to the Indo-Malayan forms. In the 
detailed descriptions below I have given Mr. Moore's localities only for each in the headings, 

611. Abisara bifaaciata, Moore. (Plate XXIV, Fig. 118 $). 

A. hifasciata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1877, p. 587, pi. lviii, fig. t, female; id., Wood-Mason 
and de NicuviHe, Journ. A. S, B., vol. I, pt. a, p. 233, n. 37 (1881). 

Habitat : South Andamans. 

Expanse : <?, i'7to 22 ; ?, 2'o to 2'2 inches. 

Description : "From the Malayan A. kausambi* Felder, it differs on the upperside in the 
discal transverse bands being sinuous, which are prominent in the female, and in that 
sex the two bands on the forewing are separated and broadly white anteriorly ; the upper and 
lower spots on the hindwing are also larger. Underside, the bands are broader and sinuous, 
and on the hindwing there are but two anterior spots instead of three." {Moore, 1. c.) Regarding 
this latter point, the two male specimens of A. kausambi I possess have three spots on the 
underside of the hindwing anteriorly, while all the South Andaman male specimens in our 
collections possess but two ; in the females from the Andamans, however, there are always 
three spots. 

There are numerous specimens of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, collected 
at Port Blair by the late Mr, A. de Roepstorff, and one specimen from Kar Nicobar. As 
no second specimen has been received from the tatter locality, it is probable that the first one 
was captured in the Andamans. 

The figure shows both upper and undersides of a male Andaman example in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

612. Abisara ansmlata, Moore. 

A. angulata, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 833. 

Habitat : Above Ahsown, Hatsiega, Naththoung to Paboga, Upper Tenasserim. 
Expanse: 1-92 inches. 
Description : M From A. kausambi* Felder, of the Malay Peninsula, this species differs

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in the male on the UPPERSIDE being paler plum-colour, the forewing showing the 
transverse discal fascise, and the hindwing the apical and anal black spots ; the female on 
the uppersidk is also paler purple -brown, the inner discal band is angled at the middle of 
its inner border on both winos, and is only slightly paler at its costal end. On the under- 
side the discal bands are angled in the middle, the inner band being narrowly bordered, with 
brownish white at its costal end only in the male, its entire length in the female." 

"An entirely different insect from the Andaman A. bifasciata, Moore." (Moore, 1. c.) 
A. angulata can hardly be said to be "an entirely different insect" from A. bifasciata ; in the 
male of the latter species the pale bands on the upperside of the forewing are slightly more 
prominent, on the underside also they are more prominent, wider and more lunately macular, 
the ground-colour is also paler ; in the female the bands on the upperside, especially anteriorly, 
are more prominent, being wider and paler. All the abo^e-given points of distinction are 
really very slight, and without knowing the localities from which the specimens come, it 
would be difficult to distinguish between some specimens of A. angulata and A. bifasciata. 

In Major Marshall's collection is a long series of this species taken by Captain C. T. 
Bingham in different parts of Upper Tenasserim. The species is very close to, if indeed 
separable from, A. sujfusa ; the males are somewhat darker and richer coloured, the discal 
bands in the female both above and below more distinct. One male from the Donat Range 
has the inner discal band on the underside of the forewing prominently outwardly defined 
with white, showing in this respect an approach to A. abnormis. The presence or absence 
of the black spots on the upperside of the hindwing is very inconstant. 

613. Abisara abnormis, Moore. 

A, abnormis, Moore, Froc. Zool. Soc. Loud,, 1883, p. 532, pi, xlix, fig. 3, male. 
Habitat : Moulmein. 
ExrANSE : 1*2 inches. 

Description: "Male. Upperside, both wings dark plum-colour. Fot ciuing with a 
series of distinct whitish spots outwardly bordering the medial dark angular fascia, its lower 
border pale, and the submarginal fascia also distinctly pale, Hindwing less angular on 
middle of the exterior margin, the apical and anal black spots very indistinct. Underside 
with a very distinct white angular medial fascia crossing both wings; the submarginal line 
on /viewing also whitish and slender. Hindwing with a continuous marginal row of black 
conical white-bordered spots." (Moore, 1. c.) 

In Major Marshall's collection is a male specimen of this species from Rangoon, which 
differs only from Mr. Moore's description in having three anterior and two posterior black 
spots on the underside of the hindwing, the spots on the median interspaces as usual being of

reddish-brown. Undekside, both zvings somewhat paler. Forewing crossed by two pale fascia; on the apical 
half and with a submarginal pale linear f iscia, outwardly bordered with dark castaneous and becoming obsolete 
at apex. Hind-wing with two pale fascia; as on the forewing, but curved and wider apart, the outer fascia con- 
taining three apical black spots surrounded with whitish and separated by the subcostal nervules, and with 
two smaller spots near anal angle; a pale and darkly bordered submarginal fascia as on the forewing, but 
which from apex of upuer median nervule (where the outer margin is obtusely angulated) to anal angle is again 
outwardly bordered with paler colouration. Fsmalh. Wings generally much paler in hue than in the male. 
Forewing with a distinct subapical transverse subviolaceous or whitish fascia, and with the submarginal linear 
fascia distinct as beneath. Hindwing with the spots and fasciae, both ahove and beneath, as on underside of 
male ; the subapical pale fascia on the forewing being broader beneath than above." 

"The females of this species vary considerably in the size and distinctive character of the pale subapical 
fascia to the forewing. The most strongly marked or albinic specimens in rny collection are from Province 
Wellesley, whilst the most melanic forms I possess are from Malacca and North Borneo. The most interesting 
fact In connection with the geographical distribution of this species is its presence, unmodified and distinct, in 
Eastern Africa. The late Mr. Hewitson received it from the Zambesi, aud subsequently it reached my hands 
contained in a small collection made in the neignbourhood of Lake Nyassa." (Distant, 1. c.) 

In my collection is a single male specimen of this species from Malacca which is entirely unmarked on the 
upperside ; another male however in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Perak, has the two discal pale bands 
of the underside of the forewing showing through, the anterior portion of both of them, but especially the outer, 
is widened out into a broad diffused fascia above the third median nervule ; and there are two subapical and two 
subanal black spots on the upperside of the hindwing. These two specimens caught in a Hauled area are probably 
as distinct as any two described from India by Mr. Mooie. 
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the colour of the ground defined outwardly with white. I think A. abnormis will 
hereafter be found to be an occasional variety or aberration of A, angulata, 

614. Attsara suffusa, Moore.

Description : " Allied to A. angulata, Moore. Smaller, the male being of a deeper 
tint, with the fascia; straighter and suffused with grey. Female of a much duller colour 
and suffused with grey, the medial transverse dark fascia less angular on both wings, and the 
outer fascix much less distinct, broader and more suffused." (Moore, 1. c.) 

I possess specimens of this species from the Kangra Valley (Hocking), Masuri, Fyzabad, 
Malda, Calcutta, Bhutan, Orissa, Karwar and Rutnagherry in Bombay, Ootacamund and 
Akyab. It is more than probable that a long series of specimens will show that A. suffusa 
merges into A.fraterna in Western India, A. prnnosa in the extreme south of the Teniusula, 
and into A. angulata in Upper Tenasserim and Burma. All these supposed distinct species 
may be recognizable at their head-quarters, but on the boundary lines separating them it is 
probable that the distinctive characters of each are lost. 

615. AWsara fratoma, Moore. 

A fro-terna, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1883, p. 53a. 

Habitat ; Bombay. 

ExrANSE : £.1-62; $, i'5 inches. 

Description: "Nearest to the Ceylonese A. prnnosa, but smaller. Male duller- 
coloured, fascia broader. Female of a brighter red colour, the transverse medial davk 
fascia more decidedly angular in the middle, the two outer fasciae and the marginal line 
whitish." (Moore, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are two female specimens of this species from Karinja, 
Bombay, which agree with the above description, but others from Bombay in Major Marshall's 
and my collection agree exactly with Calcutta specimens of A. suffusa and some Ceylon ones 
of A. prunosa. 

616. Ablsara pruawa, Moore. 

A. prunosa, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 137; idem, id., Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 69, pi. xxxiil, 
figs. 3, male; $a, female; 3^, larva and pu/a (j88i). 

Habitat ; Ceylon. 

Expanse : 1*25 to 175 inches. 

Description. "Differs from the Malacca species, A. kausatnbi* Felder, in the male 
having more prominent darker bands on the forewing and prominent black spots on the 
kind-wing. Female differs also in its paler colour, and uniformly pale transverse discal bands 
without any trace of white at their costal end." (Moore, 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 
" Male. Upperside, both -wines deep brownish-purple, with slightly paler transverse discal 
fascia?. Hindwing with two subapical and two smaller subanal pale-bordered conical black 
spots margined outwardly by a delicate white line, and two intervening pale conical marks. 
Female duller coloured, the discal fascia? and a marginal line paler, and more distinct ; conical 
spots on the hindwing prominent. Underside paler, similar in lint and markings to the 
upperside."

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"Larva light green, vermiform, with numerous dorsal and lateral short fine hairs. 
Feeds on Ardisia. Pupa light green, dorsally black spotted, hairy." {Moore, I. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

In Ceylon A. prunosa occurs in the ""Western and Central Provinces, in forest land, 
nearly all the year ; common. Has a rapid darting flight ; settles on the underside of leaves 
with wings open" (Hutchison). " Plentiful amongst the undergrowth of open jungle, or by 
roadsides. Low country and up to about 4,000 feet" (Mackwood). "Galle and Kandy" 
( Wade). 

A, prunosa is typically the darkest coloured and in the male most brilliantly purple-shot of 
this group of the genus, specimens from Travancore being particularly large and dark. Even 
among Ceylon specimens, however, I find considerable variation ; in some males the inner discal 
band on the foiewingis evenly convex, in others distinctly angled in the middle, and the purple 
suffusion is also variable ; the size and number of the black spots on both sides of the hindwing 
is extremely inconstant, in one very abnormal specimen there are two subapical ones only, the 
anal ones being entirely wanting. From an island one would expect to find some distinguishing 
characters in a species supposed to be peculiar to it, but I have quite failed to discover any. 
I can only repeat that in my opinion the name echerius should apply to all the species of this 
group of the genus Abisara, except perhaps to the Andaman local race which has been named 
bifasciata ; that as in this case the geographical range of numerous slight local races is not 
segregated, and each local race must interbreed with the next on the boundary line which is 
supposed to separate them, it can serve no good scientific purpose to pick out a few apparently 
different specimens from each local race and to describe them, at the same time ignoring the 
integrade specimens which exist.
